He was a comely Perjbn, 
qf a good Underjianding, good Humour'd, and agree- 
able in Converfation, a great Admirer qf Poefy, 
Drawing and ffNlu^ck: As he delisted inTravel- 
ling, fu he was thereby become Mtjier cf divers 
Languages : In what Station he Lived during his 
Abode in Brafil, and the Eaft-Indies, wiU befi ap- 
pear by the Two following Treatifes,

B R A s I L. 


I N the Year \ 6 ^o. I cntred into the 
Service of the Wefl^Jndia. Compa- 
ny, and on the 24th of October ^ 
went in the Qpality of Merchant 
Supercargo, aboard the Ship called the 
I^oebttcky of 28 Guns and 1 30 Men, Com- 
manded by Nicholas Seties of Durkendam. 
-We fet Sail out of the Texett the fame 
day, in Company of feveral other Vef- 
feU bouad for France^ Spain and the 
And purfued our Voyage 
the 28th. with a favourable Gale through 
the Channel betwixt Fratice and England, 
Oii the 29th. We were overtaken with 
a moft* violent ^ .rrpefl:, which obliged 
ns to take in dil oa, great Sails : It conti- 
njupd from Morning to Night, when the 
,inry ot the Winds being fomewhat al- 
lay’d, we fojind that we had efcaped 
without any confiderable damage \ but 
the Sea continued very turbulent ail that 
Night. The next Day following our Sca- 
Men catch’d a Wood-Snipe, a Wild Pid- 
geon, and feveral other fmall Birds ^ 
which were forc’d into the Sea by the 
Violence of the Storm. 

On the 3 1 . We found our felvcs under 
the 45th Degree of Northern Latitude, 
The next Morning being the firftof No^ 
vember^ Ibmc of our Sea-Men catch’d a 
Sea-Hog by the means of a Harpeon j it 
was fo big, that four Men could fcarce life 
it into the Ship. It’s Tafte was not very 
agreeable, but Rankifti, which was the 
reafbn our Men did not catch kny more 
of them,tho’ they Swam in vaft Numbers 
» round about our Vcfiy, By Sun-lctthc 
Wind beginning to cncrcafe, we parted 
from the other Ships, bound for Spain 
and the Streights^ Which were not fepa- 
^ated from us ia the laft Storm, fleering 
^our Courfc South Weft. The 2d and 3d. 


it blew very hard, with Thundei and Another 
Lightning, fo that we were forc’d to take 
in all our great Sails, and, the Ship being 
very Leaky ever fince the laflTempeft, to ^ 
ply the Pump with all our might. 

The 4th. We found our felves under 
the 40 Deg. 30 Min. when about Mid- 
night the Wind cncreafed with fo much 
violence, that the Air which fiirrounded 
us, appearing no othenvifr than one 
continual Fire, occalion’d by the Light- 
ning which fcarce ever ceas’d all that 
Night. During this Calamity we per- 
ceived certain fmdll Fires or Lights 
fixt to the Malt : They are called Peacea- 
hies Fires by the Sca-Mcn. Thefe Fires mid-Firf 
are fuppos’d to be certain Sulphureous 
Vapours, forc’d by the violence of the 
Winds from the Shoar into the Sea, 
where being Lightncd by the violent agi- 
tation of the Air, they burn till their 
Oily Siibftance be confumed. The 
Sea-Men look upon them as a good 
Omen, that the Storm is going to abate *, 
which prov’d true in effedt, the fury 
of the Winds beginning to allay from 
that time *,and we had the good Fortune to 
difeover two. Leaks near our Fofecafrlc, 
which clfc might have prOv’d of dangc- 
roue Confequcnce. 

The 5th we pafs’d the Barrels, under Tl?ey p.iu 
the 39th Degree ^ where according to an 
ancient Cuftom, every one, of what Qua-'^^ 
lity or Degree foever, that has not palTed 
there before, is obliged to be Baptized, 
or redeem himlclf from it. He that is 
to be Baptized, has a Rope tyed round 
his Mkmle, wherewith he is drawn up . 
to the v^y top of tire Bowfprit, and 
from thence three times fuccefllvcly ^ 
tumbled into the Wa^r* There were 
Ibmew^jb look’d very blank iipon.4he 
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Matter, but others went chearfully about 
it, and for a Mcafure of 5/>4w//7.» Wine, 
fn Acred themfclves to be rc- baptized for 
the Mafter and the Merchant. But this 
Ciiftom is abolifhcd of late Years, by 
fpccial Orders from the Governors ot 
the Company, to avoid Broils and Quar- 
leJs, which ufed often to arife upon this 
occafion. 

The 6th as we were fleering our 
Courfe S. S. W. with a frefh Gale, wc 
diferyed two VefTels, making all the Sail 
tlicy could towards us, whom we fuppo- 
ling to be Turkifl) Pirates (as indeed they 
fTTT proved afterwards^ it was refolvcd to 
kifh defend us till the utmoft: extremity. 
Accordingly Orders were given to clear 
every thing upon the Deck , and to 
furnifli the Seamen with Mufquets, Hang- 
er% Pikes, and other fuch like Wea- 
pons. Every one having taken his Stati- 
on, wc put up the Bloody Flag, and ex- 
>! fk- peded their coming under the found of 
'nfht. our Trumpets. The Mailer of the Ship, 
being all that tinre very ill of fome 
Wounds he had received formerly, which 
were now broken up afrelh,aiid the Com- 
miflary Promts Zwcers^ not being in a 
condition, byreafonof hisgreat Age, to 
remain upon Deck, I was fain to under- 
take the whole management of the Ship, 
and encouraged them to fight bravely 
for their Lives and liberty, ordering 
them not to Fire at all, till they were in 
their full reach, they being much better 
Manned than we. 

About Noon we faw the Turks make 
up towards us with Orange-coiour’d 
Flags, which however they Pjon after 
changed for the Bloody Flags, and the 
biggeU of them falutcd us with tv i Can- 
non Shot out of his Forecafllc, without 
doing us the leafl harm, but the fccond 
mem time almofl fhot our Forcmall in pieces. 
tjvo In the mean while wc were come fo near 
to one another, that we fent them a good 
Broadlidc into their Ship, which the 
Turks repay’d ^us immediately ^ but it 
was not long before we obferved the big- 
gefl of the two had received a Shot be- 
twixt Wind and Water, which made her 
keep at fome farther diflance, till fhe had 
repaired her damage, which gave me 
opportunity to encourage our People 
with Words, and a good proportion of 
Wine^ which they mix’d with fome 
Gunpowder, and I, to plcafe thepi, fol- 
low^ their Example. 

By this time they returned both to 
the Charge , and fainted ns fo fierce- 
ly with uidr Cannon and Small-fhot, 
mfr^they took away the Roo^ of our 


great Cabin, and did us fome dam- 
niage in our Rigging. I then changed ' 
my Scimetar for a Mufquet, and dif- 
charged continually upon the Ene- 
my, and i found my fclf fore for 
fcveral Weeks after, by the Hurt 1 re- 
ceived from a Mufquet of one that flood 
hard by me, which being by a Cannon- 
ball forced out of his Hands againfl my * 
Body, 1 fell down flrctch’d all along up- 
on the Deck, without Seofe or Motion i 
but having after fome time recovered m> 
felf, 1 returned to my Poll. I then per- 
ceived the Captain of the biggcfl Turhfl. 

Ship with a I'urbant on his Head, in the 
Stern, encouraging his Men, which made 
me order thofe about me, to aim at him 
with their Small-fliot, which, as 1 fup- 
pofe, fuccecdcd according to our hopes, 
it being not long bcfolc we loll fight ol 
him. Notwithflanding this, the heat ot 
the Fight cncreafed on both tides, many 
Broadfidcs palling betwixt us, accompa- 
nied with mo/l dreauiul Outcries and 
Lamentations of the Wounded on both 
fides. However the Turks durfl not at- 
tempt to Board us ; whether it were that 
they thought us better Mann’d than real- 
ly wc were, or that they feared we would 
fet Fire to the Ship, which wc ihreatiied 
wc would, flicwing them a Match rcad]^ 
for that purpofe. They anfw’ered us in 
DuteJj^ That they would not part with us 
upon thofe Terms *, yet was it not long, 
before we faw^ tl'.cm make away from us, 
having received many Shots thro’ their 
Ships ^ and wc with a brisk Gale, , 

all the Sail wc could to be rid of tliefc 
unwelcome Gucfls, fleering a quite diife- 
rent Courfe, which with the advantage 
of the darknefs of the Night, brought 
us quite out of fight of them by next 
Morning. 

Wegave Thanks to God, for his ha- 
ving delivered us from the danger of Sla- 
very, and crowning our Endeavours with 
fuccefs againfl an Enemy much flronger 
than ns, the biggefl of them carrying 24 
Guns, and the other twoj whereas we had 
no more than 1 8, befides that they were 
much better Man’d than wc. After ha- 
ving taken a view of our Ship, and found 
if found under Water, we betook our 
fclves to repair the damage we had re- 
ceived during the Fight ^ but whilll wc 
wcrcbulie in this Work, we were on 
the feventh furprized by fo violent a 
Storm, that we were forced to take in all 
our Sails. This put us to a great Non- 
plus, but by good fortune the Storm 
blew foon over, when Orders were gi- 
ven to give an Allowance of three Pounds 
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aiKi a half of Bisket per Week to the Sea- 
men, all our other Bread being become 
nuffy by that time. The icth. we found 
our fdves under the 39th Degicc, and 
30 Minutes, about 20 Leagues off of the 
Ca^iary Jflandi *, here wc difcovcred the 
Pike of Tcnartff^ being two Leagues and 
a half high, and accounted the highcB 
Mountain in the World, it may be difeo- 
vered at 60 Leagues diftance from the 
Shoar. Thus we continued our Voyage 
till the 14th, w'ithoiic any memorable 
Accident, when we palled the Tro- 
pick of Cancer. About Noon wc were 
overtaken by another Storm, which 
made us take in moft of our great Sails, 
for fear of the v\orR, but it lalled not 
long- 

This Trad of the Sea, is called by the 
T)Htcljj the by the Portitaiu;(^ 

fur del a^uL i (or Largaco.^ or Sna/OAio) 
*. e. The Sea of Ihnks-mcat^ bccaufe here- 
abouts, VIZ.,, from the i8th to the 30th 
Degree, or as lomc wiP have it, from 
the 20th to the 22d and 23d Degree of 
t^orthern Latitude, it is found in great 
quantity , and carried along with the 
Stream ; Its Leaves are jf a pale green 
colour, like that of Parrots, Inial), thin 
and carved at the end. It bears Berries 
of the fame colour, about the bignefs of 
a Pepper-corn, but arc quite hollow, 
without any Seed within, or talle. It is 
fOii. titties fo clofely twilled together, 
that it Hops a Ship in its full conrfe ^ tho’ 
w^hnd the good Fortune to pafs thro’ it 
/’/‘itliout much difficulty ^ being then a- 
bout 400 Leagues from the Corill of A- 
pnk -., where are no Illands, noi Ancho- 
rage. It may be pickled with Salt and 
Pepper, and ufed like as we do Capers, 
being accounted a good Remedy againll 
the Ciavel. It is generally found without 
Roots, having only a few thin Sprouts, 
which, as it is lupj^ofed, take Rc.t in 
the Sandy Grounds of the Sea * mo’ o- 
thers are of opiniou, that it is cairied by 
the violence of theStream from thclliands 
'nto the Sea. 

The 18th. one of our Ships Crew di- 
Jd, who was the next Day thrown over- 
)oard, at which time I obferved, what 
ndeod I had heard often before, Thaf 
he dead CarcalFes always float with their 
deads to the Ealt at Sea. 

The 22d. wc were overtaken by ano- 
her Tempefl, called Travado^ which 
i^ith horrible Thunder and Lightning 
arprizes the Ships fo fuddenly, that they 
,ave fcarce leifurc to take in their Sails, 
‘'d fometimes returns three times in an 
We catch’d here abundance of 


Fifh, fuch as Bonytes of 10 Foot long, and 
Korets^ and a great Lamprey, which wc 
had enough to do to bring aboard . wc 
only took out the Brains, being lor 
upon as a Sovereign Remedy againll the 
Stone in the Bladder, the Flclli being of 
an Oily Talle. 

The 24th. wc law great Quantities 0} 
fmall Birds about our Vclfcl, and catch'd 
one not unlike a Crane, but fomewhat 
fmallcr, it being a very fair Day. 

The 26th. being under the fifth De- 
gree, 47 Minutes, we were fo becalmed 
that we could not perceive the Ship to 
move, and fpent our time in catching of 
Filh, of which wc had fuch Plenty, 
that w'c chofc only the bdl for our eat- 
ing ; among the rell vve met with a Fifh 
called the K.ng\~hiP,} : For by rcafonot 
the impenetrable Depth of the Sea in this 
place, the Waters aic lb clear and tranf- 
parent in Hill Weather, that you may Fee 
the Fifh in vail Numbers Fwimming near 
^ two Feet deep ^ Fo that you need but fa- 
llen a crooked Nail or any thing elfe like 
a Hook to a String, and hanging it in the 
Sea, you may catch as many Fifh as you 
pleafe. This Calm was followed by a 
moll violent Storm of Rain., 

The 30th wc found our felves undci 
the fourth Degree, 41 Minutes, wheie 
we faw abundance of Flying Ffh. 

The 3d of Deie. .her we came under 
the firll Degree, 30 Minutes, where vve 
met vrith Millions of Fifli, and dxl catch 
as many as wc thought fit : Some wu put 
in Salt, others wc rubbed in the Belly 
with Pepper and Salt, and hung them 
up by the Tail in the Sun. 

1 he 4.tli by Break of Day, being ve- 
ry clear Weather, wt Fiw the Illand 
of St. Paiilo^ as it is called by the Pouii- Thy 
giufe^ which at a dillaucc rcprcFcnts 
Sail, which as you approach neaier 
it, proves five high Rocks. About Noon 
wc tound our felves at 53 Minutes of 
Northern Latitude , taking our Coiirfc 
five Leagues to the Wdl.. Here at fevc- 
ral times we catclFd Fome Sea-Gulls-, 
thofe Birds make a ffiew as if they would 
bite you, but remain unmovcable in the 
place, till they are caught or kilFd. 

The 5 th about 1 1 a Clock w^c pa fled 
the Equinoctial Line, fo that in the Af- 
ternoon we found our felves at five All- 
nutes Southern Latitude, where wc had 
but little rcafonto complain of cold •, it 
being often fo calm heic, that Ships 
are forced to fpend a confiderable time 
in palling this Trafl. It is extreamly 
hot here- and great fcarcity of good and 
fweet \wter, the Rain Water being' fhat 
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wliol-foinc, blit canfing the Scurvy, by 
1 c^foa of its being corrupted by the vio' 
]^iir heat of the Sun. 

Aoour rlircc Years after in y An ival in 
J> a cL'i tain Vortn^^ncfc Ship was found 
a-dritr under the Equiiiodfial Line, with- 
out any living Creature in it, which 
accoiding to the Journal, had been fix 
y ;v/'s v\iicle Weeks under the Line. We had 
a vciy good Paflage, and catch’d abim- 
dance of Fifli, and among the reft a cer- 
taiii 1 ifli called the 7 ) 7 oirr>-, which Iwal- 
lovv a conhderable quantity of Water in 
iheii Cuts, and then at once fpout it 
foi Lh .’.gain. 1 hey will follow the Ships 
ii)v n long time. 

i he 8th we pafTed by the Iflc, cal- 
led /ii'.i lirdirumdo o!" Ncro?jha^ it being 
vciy Serene Weather, we fa w vaft num- 
bers ot BiuN, ai,.l wiivlc Shoals of Fly- 
ing Fifh, which were followed by the Bo- 
Kyt(s and Korcts. 

' ('I T he Bland of Ferdmando of Ncronha^ 
iitiiate under the fourth Degree of Sou- 
thern Latitude, about 50 Leagues from 
the Coafl of was about the Year 

1630. inhabited by the Dutih^ but by 
rcafon of the vaft numbers of Rats which 
confiimed all the Fruits of the Earth, de- 
fer ted by tliem a few Years after ; it be- 
ing otherwife a very fruitful Ifland, and 
abounding with Fifli, the Inhabitants of 
Becief^ being ufed to fend rheir Fiflier- 
boats thither, which return commonly 
well freighted with Fifli. The Council 
of did afterwards fend a certain 

number of Negroes thither, under the 
Coiidufl of one Cc/lts Fcfam^ to culti- 
vate the Grounds for their Subfiflance, 
who likewife flay’d there for fomc time. 
About a Year and a half after the Coun- 
cil of Jnfticc banifli’d fcveral Malefadlors 
into ' hat Bland, who being furnifli’d with 
ncceiTary Inflniments for cultivating the 
Ground, were forced to feek for iheir 
Suflcnance there. 

T he 1 1 th at Night we found our fclves 
under the feventh Degree, over agaiiift 
the Proviiicc o*f Goyana^ about 20 Leagues 
on this lidc of Olinda^ with Break of 
Day we faw the Shoar of Brafil^ but kept 
out at Sea till it was broad Day. 

The 1 2th. it was very foggy, and wc 
kept ourCourfc withfairWind and Water 
all along the Coafl, and arrived before 
Noon fafely near the Reeief^ where wc 
caft our Anchor at feveral Fathoms 
depth, after we had fpent feven Weeks 
and one Day in the Voyage, 

,irarri> After WC had return’d our Thanks to 
/»Bra- God for his Odivcrance from the Dan- 
ACTS of the Sea, and Slavery of ihe Tttrks^ 


I went afhoar the fame Night with the 
Mailer and Commiflary in a Boat, to no- 
tificoiir happy Arrival, and to deliver a 
Letter to Count Maurice^ and the Gover- 
nour of the Council. I continued afhoar 
that Night, but return’d aboard the next 
Day- And 

The 15 th the Pilots conduced our 
Veflel into the Harbour of the Retief^ 
where we found 28 Veflels and two 
Yachts lying behind the Water Caftel. 

Towards the latter end of Aug, 1^43. 

1 received Orders from the Council to 
fail with the Yacht called the Sea-Hogy ^ 
loaden with Fullers- Earth to the Ifle of 
St. Thomoiy to exchange it for Black Su- 
gar, this being the chief Commodity 
tranfported from thence. My Voyage 
proved fortunate enough, not meeting 
with any finifler accident, except with a 
violent Storm of Thunder, Lightning 
and Rains, and came the 9th of Septem- 
ber at an Anchor there ^ the Cargo did 
bear no good Price, yei after a flay of 14 
Days, I return’d with a Cargo of Black 
Sugar to Brajjly where I arriv’d the third 
of OBober before the Reeiefy after a Voy- 
age of near three Months. 

The Iflc of St. Thomas is of a circular The jjlinA 
Figure, about 36 Leagues in compafs 
the high Mountains in the midfl of that"'^^* 
Ifland are always covered with Snow, 
notwithflanding that in the Low Grounds, 
by reafbn of its lituation under tlpe Line, - 
it is exceffive hot. It is very fertile in 
Black Sugar and Gingery the Sugar-fields 
being continually moiilned bj the mek^d 
Snow that falls down from the Moun- 
tains. There were at thattime above 60 
Sugar-Mills there, but the Air is the 
mofl unwholfome in the World, no Fo- 
reigner daring to flay as much as one 
Night a-fhoar, without running the ha- 
zard of his Life y becaufe by the heat of 
the Sun- beams fuch venomous Vapours 
are drawn from the Earth, as are unfup- 
portable to Strangers. This Fog conti- 
nues till about ten a Clock in the Mor- 
ning, when the fame is difperfed, and 
the Air cleared, which made us always 
flay a Board till after that time. This 
Mill is not obferv’d at Sea. 

# The Air here is very hot and moBl 
throughout the Year, except in the 
Summer about Juney when the South- 
Eafl and South-Well Winds abate much 
of the heat of the Climate. The Va- 
pours drawn up by the Sun, occafion 
certain epidemical intermittent Fevers, 
which carry off the Patient in a few 
days, with exceffive Pains in the Head 
and violent Torments in the Bowels v ' 
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tho’ fomc attribute it to the immoderate 
^ Uie of Women, and of the Juice of Corob, 
Certain it is, that among i oo Foreigners, 
/icarce lo elcape with Life, and thofe 
fddom live till 50 years of Age; tho’ 
fomc of the Inhabitants, as likewife the' 
Negro’s (wdio are all lonlie here) live 
to a great Age. Its firft Inhabitants 
were banifh’d out of Portugal'^ they 
are of a very odd Complexion. Among 
the Mountains dwell abundance of Ne- 
gro’s, who aie run away from the Povttt-^ 
gnefes^ and make fometirn _s Lxeurhonsto 
the very Gates of the City of Pavaofa. 
It is almoft next to a Miracle, that any 
People ihould inhabit fo un wholfom a 
Climate; but that the hopes of Lucre 
makes all Danger cafic. 

The City of L longing to this 
Illand, is lituate mpoji a il' nlet ; it con- 
tains about 8co McLifcs, .d 3 Churches. 
This City, as vvelL.s : j \.'hoIc Hland, 
was 1641. Oi/t/c 16. conquered by the 
Admiral Cor-uilufs Toi^ after a Siege of 
40 Days, without any conlidcrable I .ofs ; 
But both he and his Lieutenant, as well 
as fcvcral other Commanders and many 
Seamen were fwept away by this Pefli- 
lential Air *, and of 300 BraftlUns not 
above Co efcaped with Life. 

But, before I proceed to give you an 
Account of all the Remarkable Paflages, 
that happened in Brafil^ fince the Revolt 
of i\\c PortHgnefes^ and during my Ray of 
Eight Years there ; it will not be amifs 
to inlcrt a fhoi t Defeription of this Coun- 
trey. 

Defeription of Brafil. 

• 

Amcrita (or the IVcJl^ Indie s') is divi- 
ded into the AVr/jm; and Sotithnn Ame- 
rica, Brafil is part ot the laft. 

The Northern Amenta borders to the 
North upon the Terra Incognita^ or rather 
Upon Hudfons Streights ; to the SoHth and 
Well upon the South- Sea^ and to the Pall 
uponAhe Streights of Panama^ the Bay of

Brafil firR difeovered by Pedro Al- fj,jf j 
varo Kapralts a Per tugueft, Pome time before covei y of 1 
Americas l^efputius,yi’z..ii\ the Year i 500. Braiil. | 
He gave it the name of Santa Cruz, which 
was afterwards by the Portuguefes chang- 
ed into that of Brafil, from the Wood of 
the fame name, which is found there in 
great quantity, and from thence Tranf- 
ported into all Parts of Europe, for the 
life of the Dyers. 

k is lituate in the midR of the Torrid /o Situs- 
Zone, extending to the T? opick of Cancer, 
and the Temperate Zone. 

Concerning its Extent from North to Enmt. 
South, there is no lin ;!1 diiTcrcncc ar ong 
the Geographers ; out accoi^ing to the 
bcR Computations, its beginning may 
be fix’d under the fccond D'^grce and a 
half of Northes i Latitude, the Ri- 
ver Para, and its rad under the 24th 
Degree and a hr If ot Southern Latitude^ 
to the River C.ip.hari, two Leagues above 
the City otsi.rmirt ; folhat its whole 
Extent from North to South, compre- 
hends 25 Degrees or 375 Leagues; Some 
place Brafd betw ixt the River of Aiaran- 
haon and R/o dc la Plata. The Extent of 
Brafil from the EaR (where it borders 
upon the North Sea) to the WeR, is not 
determined hitherto , there being very 
few who have penetrated fo deep into 
the Country ; tho’ its bignefs from EaR 
to WeR may be computed to be 742 
Leagues; there arc however fomc who 
extend its limits farthet to the EuR, 
and to the WeR as far as Peru or Gui- 
ana, which makes an Addition of 188 
Leagues ; Some make the Boundaries of 
Brafil to the North the River of the Ama- 
zons ; to the South Rio de la Plata ; to 
the EaR the North Sea, and to the WeR 
the Mountains of Peru or Guiana. 

Brafil thus limited, is divided by the its Vivt- 
Portuguefes into 14 Diftrifts, called 
them Kapitanias, or Captainlhips ; viz,

Whild part of Brajil was in our Pof* 
fcf^lon, ir might conveniently be divided 
into the Dutch and Poni'f utfe Btaftl. Each 
ofthtTe Captaltillyps is watered by fomc 
confiderable River or other, befidcs fe- 
vcral othei s of Jels note ^ Mofl ot thefe 
have very lapid Currents in the rainy 
Months, and overflow the adjacent 
Country. 

liver The River of St. Pranci/., the largefb 
run* and mofl; confiderable in rhofe Parts, is 
the common Boundary of the Captawflsip 
of Parna?f,bHko and Bahia de todos los San- 
toj^ or the Bay of all Saints. In fome 
places it is fo broad, that a Six- pounder 
can fcarce reach over it, and its Depth 
is 8, 1 2, and fometimes 1 5 Yards \ 
But it admits of no Ships of Burthen, be- 
caufe its Entrance is choak’d up with 
Sands. 

Its firft Spring is faid to arifeout of a 
certain Lake, which being augmented t)y 
many Rivulets out of the Mountains of 
Per//, but efpccially by the Rivers of Rio 
de la Plata ^d B'iaranhaon exonerates it 
fclf into the Sea. Some of our People 
went in a Shallop near 40 Leagues up the 
River, and found it of a good depth and 
pretty broad. If wc may believe the 
Portnouefes., there are about 50 Leagues 
from the Sea , certain impaflable Cata- 
ladls, or Water- falls, called by them Ka* 
iocras ^ Beyond thofe the River winds 
to the North, till you come to its Source 
in the Lake, in which are many pleafant 
Iflands, inhabited by the Barbarians \ as 
is like wife the Shoar round about it. 
They find good ftorc of Gold Duft in 
this Lake, but it is none of the bcR, 
being carried thither by the many Rivu- 
lets, which wafh the Gold-bearing Rocks 
of Peru ^ here is alfo moft excellent Salt- 
Petre. 

It is oblervaWe, That in the Summer 
and thofe Winter Months, when it Rains 
but fcldom, this River has more Water 
than in the rainy Seafon : The reafon al- 
ledged for it is, the vafl diffance from 
its firil Source, whither the Rains that 
fall from the Mountains muft firft be con- 
veyed by many Rivulets \ All the other 
Rivers near the Receif^ are fo empty of 
• Water during the Summer Seafon, that 
they are rendred quite Unaavigable. But 
the Ridges of Mountains which lie not 
far from the Sea-fhore, exonerate their 
Waters as well here as in Ptru^ back- 


wards to the Weft, and dividing them- 
fcivcs into two Branches \ The firft runs * ^ 4 3 - 
to the North, and joins with the large 
andk moft rapid Rivers of Maranhaofi^ 
pod of the Amaz.ons ; the other with the 
Rivers of St. Praneis de La PUta^ and 7 #- 
neiro. The Waters of thefe Rivers be- 
ing confiderably encreafed by many Ri- 
vulets, they exonerate thcmftlvcs with 
fo much violence into the Sea, that the 
Seamen meet often with frefh Water at a 
confiderable diftance at Sea. 

The increafe of the Waters in this 
River, during the dry Seafon, may like- 
wife be attributed to the vaft quantity of 
Snow among the Mountains, which being 
melted by the heat of the Sun, occalions 
the River to tranfgrefs its ordinary 
bounds*, which in this point is quite dif- 
ferent from other Rivers, which com- 
monly in the Winter time overflow 
their Banks. 

Six of thofe Captain/hips were under rbcDntch 
the Jurifdiftion of the Wefl^India Com- Brafil. 
pany, before the Poity^iufe revolted from 
the Dutchy which they had conquered 
with their Swotds, viz. The Captainjhip^ 

(it begins on the Soothfide) Seregippe del 
Rey of Parnambukoy Jtamarikay unto which 
belongs Cauianay Paraibay Potigi or Rio 
Grande and Star ay or Ciara. The Cap* 
t din (1)1 p of Maranhaon was i <^44, by fpe- 
ciaf Command of the Company, left by 
the Dutch. This part of Brafil ufed to 
be called by the PortuguefeSy the Northern 
Brafily as the other remaining in their 
pofleflion, went by the Name of South 
Brafil. 

The 6 Dutch Captainjhips did extend all 
along the Sea Coaft from North to South, 
in length about i 5 o or 1 80 Leagues *, for 
from Rio Grandey to the Northern Border 
of Seregippe del Reyy is 1 00 Leagues : the 
two others, viz., that of Siara to the 
North, and Seregippe del Rey to the South, 
make up the reft. Each of thofe Captain* 
fitips contain fcvcral other IclTcr 
call’d by the PortHgatfes Fregefiody and by 
us B egefien y as for inftancc, in Ser egippe 
del Reyy are Pojukdy Kameragibiy Porto 
Calvoy Serinhainty and leveral Others, 

Fregajftey comprehends a certain T raft of 
Qround, compofed of divers Villages^ 

Rivers, Hills and Vallics, betwixt each 
of which is commonly a Traft of barren 
Hills, of about three or four Leagues in 
length. Moft of the Dutch CaptainfhipSj 
arc but indifferently cultivated, becaufo 
the Portuguefes ufed not to manure the 
Ground in thofe parts, beyond three or 
four, or at fartheft, five Leagues diftance 
from the Sea.

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The Captainfliip of ^ere^ifpe ^el Rey^ is 
1^4 5 - llkcwife called Carigi^ from a certain 
fmall Lake of that Name *, it fituatc 
in the Southern part of Brafil^ exter^mg 
IclRey. about 32 Leagues along the Sea Coat 
boidering on the North fide, upon tl^ 
River of Sc. Francis^ by which it is divi- ' 
ded from Parnamhuko^ as on the South 
lide it is feparated by Rio Real^ from 
hia £^S todos los Santos. Zere^ippe del Rey.^ 
has among others, a certain Frcgafie.^ cal- 
led fituated betwixt the pth 
and loth degree of Southern Latitude^ 
being encompafs’d on the North Wcfl- 
iide by the Fregafie of Serinhaim^ and the 
fmall River of Firafemtnga., extending to 
the South as far as the River Parepuera^ 
by which it is divided from the Fregafie 
of ZUgoafi., containing in all about 12 
Leagues in length near the Sea fliore, its 
bounds to the Land (ide reaching to the 
unpaHablc Woods. 

In this Fyegafic.^ is a Village call’d by 
the Pormgtu fc^ F'^Ua de bon fuccejfo de Porto 
Calo.^ but was formerly called Portocano 
Dos ejuatros Riosy it being fituate at the 
confluence of the four Rivers, Maleita.^ 
'Tapamimde., Comment abimd.t and Aiongna^ 
ha. It is built upon a rifing Ground, a- 
bout 4 Leagues from the Sea (horc, and 
by the Dntch ftrengthned with 2 Forts \ 
the biggeft of which was called Bon Shc^ 
cefo^ being built all of Stone, furround- 
cd with a good Counterfearp, with a 
large Bafon for frefh Water within. The 
other Fort was called by us, the New 
Churchy being created out of the Ruines 
of an old Church, called by the PortH~ 
giee^eSj Nojfa Senhora de Prefentacao. Bc- 
twixt both tfiefe Forts, a thitd was or- 
dered to be erefted by Count Maurice.^ 
upon the Banks of the River, but it lying 
within the reach of Musket-fhot from 
the Mountains, was not brought to per- 
fedion. 

The Village has two Streets, the chief 
of which runs parallel with the River, 
from one Fort to the others and is 
called St. JofepfPs ftreet, it contained no 
more than three Houfes of one ftory 
high, and about 35 others, covered with 
Pan-tiles, being only built upon the 
Ground. The Portnguefes have in lieu of 
their Churches, which were dcmolifh’^ 
when the Fortifications were ereAed, 
built themfclves another on the other 
fide of the River, where they fometimes 
hear Mafs. The Village is fltuate in a 
moftplcalant and wholelbme Air, being 
cooled by the continual Brezes from the 


Night time they enjoy the benefit of the 
Land Wind, which drives the cool Va- 1 <5 ^ 
pours arifing from the neighbouring Ri- 
vers thither : Formerly there was a cer- 
tain Town called Sere^ippe del Rey., fomc- 
what higher up the River, in a very bar- 
ren place, of a conliderable bignefs, and 
well built, with three goodly Churches, 
and a Monaflery belonging to the 
cifians^ but without any Fortifications. 

Above this Town you fee a Cliappel de- 
dicated to St. chrifiopher., whither the 
Roman Cat ho licks come on Pilgrimage. 

This Captainjhipwds firfl of all reduced 
under the Obedience of the Portngneje or 
Spamardsfiyy 0jrifio':'an dc Bai j t/.f ^ who for 
this his good fervicc, had all the Lands 
betwixt the finall Lake of Scgerippe and 
St. Francifeo^ granted to him^ with full 
power to fettle .Colonies there within a 
limited time. This drew many of the 
Inhabitants of the Bay of all Saints thi- 
ther ; who within a few Years after 
laid the Foundations of this Town, by 
erefting 4 Sugar-Mills, and building a- 
bout 100 Houfes, with 400 Stables for 
their Cattle. But this Town, with all 
the circumjacent Houfes, was 1637, the 
24th of December^ laid dcfolate by our 
People, the Inhabitants retting to the 
Bay of dll Saints. For the Spanijh Gene- 
ral Benjola being, u537, polled with a 
Body of 200D Men near that place, did 
with ravaging and burning, confiderablc 
damage to our Colonics, which obliged 
Count Manrhe to diilodge him from 
thence \ but being then Tick of an Ague, 
he committed this Expedition to the 
charge ot Colonel Sthoppe • for which 
purpofe having gathered a Body of 2300 
Men, befides lour hundred Brafiliansy 
and 250 Seamen out of the adjacent Pla- 
ces, near the River of Si. Framis^ jUa^ 
gooiy the Cape of St. jiuflirty out of the 
Reteif and A^onbekay and given him for 
his Afliftant Mr. John van Cu[felen.fii Mem- 
ber of the Great Council, he command- 
ed the Dutch Admiral Lichtharty to cruife 
with his Fleet near the BHy of all Saint s.^ 
thereby to draw the Enemy out of his 
advantageous Poll to the Sca-fhoar. The 
Spanifl} General had no fooncr notice of 
our palling the River, but fearing to be 
enclofed betwixtusand the Fleet, march- 
ed with his Body to 7 or re Garde de Avd 
/4,a place about 1 4 Leagues to the North 
of the City of St Salvador. 

The Dutch General SchoppCy hearing of 
his remov^ immediately attack’d the

The Great Council cook once a rcfolu- 
tion to rc-pcople that part of the Coun- 
trey, and agreed for this purpofe with 
Ah;.;;o Olferdi^ Counccllor of Juflicc in 
the RcLiif^ who touiid means to fettle fe- 
veral Families there : But the Council of 
XIX. difapproving the matter, it was 
laid alide. 

In the Year k^^t, Count Maurice re- 
duced th's place u.aicrtbc Obedience of 
the Company, crededaFort 
there, and furi«unded the Town Sere^ppe 
del I cy with a Ditch. It lies upon a fmall 
River, betwixt St. F>amifto and AW, 
which however at Spring-Tide has 14 
’ Foot Water or thereabouts. Within the 
jurifdidlioij^ of this Gi/m/wJ/;//, is the 
Mountain of Tahaymt ; from whence fc- 
veral forts of valuable Oar was prefent- 
cd to the Council of XIX •, but upon 
Proof, was found not worth farther 
looking after. 

The Captainfhip of Parvamhuh, 

The Captairfljip of Poi tiamhuko^ is one 
of the chiefell and biggeftof the Dutch 
Brafil. It extends above 60 Leagues a- 
long the Coaft, betwixt the River ot 
St. Pramis^ and the Captainfhip of Ta?na~ 
rikiU Parnamhuko properly denotes the 
Entrance of the Harbour, which by rca-

13 Sugar- Mills. 

The Village Scrinhainiy much about the Serinhai 
fame diftance thence with the former, is a 
very pleafiint place, has 1 2 Sugar-Miiis, 
each of which produces 6 or 7000 Arc- 
basy an Aroha making about 27 or 28 
Pound weight.

The Village called Porto Cahoy is 25

thern Alagoa\sy are 40 Leagues from the

Within the DiEriff of Parnambukoy 
are two Woods, called by the Portuguefes 
the greater and lefl'cr Palrnatraiy or Palm- 
tree Woods. 

ThelcTcr Pahnahasy which is Inbabi-Tjl 
led by 6000 Negi oes, lies about 2o R 
Leagues above the Alagod*Sy being enclo- 
fed with Woods near the fmall Lake of 
Guagohnhiy which exonerates it felf into 
the great Lake of Paraybuy 6 Leagues 
from thence to the North, about 4 
Leagues from the Lake ATeridaiy to the 
South of the Northern Alagoay being 
near that point ot Land commonly cal- 
led Jaragoa. The Village conilEs of 
3 Streets, each near half a League in 
length. Their Huts are made of Straw 
twifted together, one near another, their 
Plantations being behind. They retain 
fomething of the Religious Worfhip of 
the Poitiiguefesy but have their peculiar 
Priefts .and judges. Their Bufinefs is to 
rob the Pm uguefes of ihcir ShveSy who* 
remain in Slaveiy among them, till they 
have redeemed themfelvcs by ftealing a- 
nothcr : But fuch Slaves as run over^ 
them, are as free as the reft.

over, they make merry for a whole 
Week together. Before Sowing 
they light great Fires for 14 Days,whici\ 
may be feen at a great diftancc. The‘ 
Ihortcfl way from the Reieij to this Pal- 
j'la rus^ is along the Lake of the Northern

i’he greater Palmairii^ is betwixt 20 
and 50 Leagues diftance behind the Vil- 
lage of St. near the Mountain of 

Jicl’e^ ])cing fiirroundcd with a double 
Lnclofine. About 8000 Negroes arc 
laid to Inhabit the Valleys near the Moun- 
tains, beltdes many others, w’ho dwell 
in lerier Numbers of 50 or loc, in other 
jilaces. d’htir Hoiifcs lie ftragling, they 
Sow and Reap among the Woods, and 
have certain GavCs whither they retreat 
in cafe of necellity. They drefs their 
Vi(f^uals in the Daytime, and at Night 
tell over their whole Number, to fee 
whether any be* wanting ^ if not, they 
conclude the Evening with Dancing and 
beating the Drum, wliich may be heard 
at a great diflance. Then they go to 
deep till 9 or T o a Clock the next Day.

On the Eaft-fidc of this IHind, C ^nt 
Maurice \M the foundation of a Cirv, 
which after his own Name, he call'd 
Maurlie'*^ Town, or City \ the Ruiiics 
of the Churches and Monaftcries of the 
City of Olinda^ furniftied the Materials 
for the building of it, which were from 
thence carried to the Recetf^ and fo tran- 
Iportcd to this place. 

On the Weft fide it is cnvironM with 
a Morafs ^ and on the Eaft fide wafhed 
by the Sea, which pafies the Stony Ridge. 
Befides which it is on the Land fide 
ftrengthned with an Earthen Wall, four 
Bulwarks, and a large Moat. 

On that fide where the Fort of Erne- 
fius was, the To^n lay open, and the 
Houfes took up a larger compals than 
thofe in the Recetf-^ but after the Revolt 
of the PortttgMefe^ moft thofe Houfes were 
pull’d down, and«the place drawn into a 
more narrow Compafs, to render it more 
defenfible: Yet was the place well ftock’d 
with Inhabitants, as well Merchants as 
Handicrafts Men. 

Mauhee^s Town was on each fide 
guarded by a Fort. On the South fide 
rt by the Fort called Frederick Henry ^ or 
the Qiiinqnangular Fort, from its 5 Bul- 
warks- This Fort was befides this, fur- 
rounded by a large Ditch and Pallila- 
does, and ftrengthned by two H«rn- 
vvorks, fo that it commanded the whole 
Plain, which at Spring-Tides us’d to be 
overflown by the Sea; 

The fecond*Fort Emeftus^ thus called 
after "yohn ErneH^ the Brother of Count 
Maurlic^ was fourfquare, with 4 Bul- 
warks, with a very large Ditch*, it com- 
manded the River, the Plains, ^ndMan^ 
riLe\ Town. Near this laft Fort was the 
Garden of Count Maurice^ ftor’d with 
all forts of Trees, brought thither from 
Europe^ and both the Indies. 

Upon the Northpoint of the Storty Re- 
ccif^ jnft over againft the Sandy Recetf^ 
lies the beforenamed Fort, built all of 
Stone, being about 100 Paces in Circum- 
ference, provided with a good Garrifon 
and 20 pieces of great Cannon, tho’ iit 
ftormy Weather the Water flies over it 
on all Tides. It commands the Harbour, 
the Land Fort, the Bruin Forty and the Re-' 
ceif. 

As the Ifle of jimlwny P'^aez. was joyned 
to the Continent by a Bridge, fo it was 
^opght necellary, to joyn the Receif 
another Bridge to the faid Ifland 


for the coiivcnicncy of Carriage, the

We will give you an account of thole 
only that dwell in ihe Houfes and Woods 
of PernMnihkko^ palTing by the reft, as not 
fo well known among us ; and it is ob- 
fervable, that tho’ fome of the American 
or BrafiUan SerpetHs exceed thofc of Bh- 
rope in bignels, they arc neverthelefs not 
fo Poifondus. 

The Serpent of Boicitdnga^ or Boicini^ 
nxftga^ likewife called Boi^uiraj by the 
ErafiUans^ is by the Portuguefes called Kaf- 
kaveda and Tangedor^ i.e. A Rattle y and 
by our People a Rattle Serpent y becaufe it 
makes a noife with its Tail, not unlike a 
Hattie : This Serpent is found both upon 
:he Higjiway and in dcfblate Places j it 
noves with fuch fwiftnefs, as if it had 
.Vings, ahd is cxtreamly venomous. In 
he midft k is about the thicknels of a 
dan’s Arm near the Elbow, but grows 
hinner by degrees, towards the Head 
nd Tail. The Belly and Head is flat- 
ifh, the laft being of the length and 
rcadth of a Finger and a half, with very 
■nail Eyes. It has 4 peculiar Teeth lon- 
er than all the reft, white and (harp 
kc a 1 horn, which it hides fometimes 
ithin the Gums. The Skin is covered 
ith thick Scales, thofc upon the Back 
nng fomewliat higher than the reft, 
id of a pale yellowifli colour, with 
ack Edges. The fidcs of the Body arc 
vcwifc yellowifli with black Scales on 
ch fide i but thofe upon the Belly are 
rger, fourfquare and of a yellow co-* 
ur.

long piece confifting of fcveral Joynts, 
joyned within one another in a moft pe- i 6 . 

Eve- 
ry Year there is an addition of one of 
thefe Joynts, fo that you may know the 
exaft Age of the Serpent by their Num- 
ber, Nature feeming in this Point to 
.have favoured Mankind, as a Warning 
to avoid this Poifon ous Creature by this 
noife. One of ihcfc Joynts put in the 
Fundament, caufes immediate Death ; 
but the Sting of this Creature proceeds 
much flower in its Operation ^ for in 
the beginning a Bloody Matter iflues 
from the Wound, afterwards the Flefh 
turns blue, and the Ulcer corrodes the 
adjacent Parts by degrees. 

The moft ibveraign Remedy ufed by 
the Braftliam againft the Poifon of this 
and otlicr SerpentSy is the Head of the 
fame Serpent that has given the Wound ^ 
which they bruife in a Mortar, and in 
form of a Plafter, apply it 
(fted part. They mix it commlnly vqph 
Fafting Spittle, wherewith alfib #e- 
uently moiften die WjrtfSa. If they 
nd the Poifon begins to leile the noMer 
Parts, they ufe the T»>ri?/U as » Cordial, 
and afterwards give ftrong Sudorifleks* 

They alfo lay open the Wound, and ap- 
ply Cupping.glafTcs, to draw the Venom 
from thence. Or elfe they bora it with 
a red hot Iron. 

The Serpent KakHrulUy is of an Afhe Kjskwuk 
colour, with yellow Spots within, and 
black Speckles without, and has juft fuch 
Scales as the Rattle Serpent, 

The Serpent Guakfty or Libeyay is 
queftionlcfs the biggeft of all Serpents 5 
fome being 18, Z4, nay 30 foot long, 
and of the thicknefs of e Man in the 
middle. The Portagnefes caW it Kobre dc- 
hadoy or the Roebuck Serpenty bccaufe it The Roe- 
will fwallow a whole Roebuck or any ^“‘■k Scr 
other Dear it meets with ^ and this is 
performed by fucking it through the 
Throat, which is pretty narrow, but 
the Belly vaftly big. After they have 
fwallowcd fuch a Deer, they fall afleep, 
and fo are catch’d. Such a one I faw 
near Paraibay which Was 30 foot long, 
and as big as a Barrel. Some Negroes 
faw it accidentally fwallow a Roebuck, 
whereupon 13 Mulquetccrs were fent 
out, who Ihot it, and cut the Roebuck 
out of its Belly. It was of a greyifli co- 
lour, though others are inclining more 
to the brown. It is not fo venomous as 
the other Serpents. The N^egroes and Por- 
tuguefesy nay even fome of the Duuh eat 
the Flelh ; neither are its Stings look’d 
w^»ow,thc Wound hwl- 
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inc often up without any application of Its Sting is however full of Poifon, and rvA^ 


Remedies •, fo that it ought not to be 
reckoned among the number of Poilbn- 
ous Serpents, no more than the Kan na- 
tta^ Afavtna and rocia. This Serpent be- 
ing a very devouring Creature, greedy 
of Prey, icaps from amongft the Hedges 
and Woods, and landing upright upon, 
its Tai', vvrcfilcs both with Men and 
wild Bc.Jb *, fometimes it leaps from the 
Trees upon the Traveller, whom it fa- 
ffens upon, and brats the Breath out of 
his body with its Tail.

1 he Adder Ibiara^ by the Fortugnefes 
called Cobra or Cobra de doi CabccM^ 
i. c. The Doitbleheadcd Serpent^ becaufe it 
appears to have two Heads, which how- 
ever is not To. They are found in great 
numbers lurking in holes under Ground. 
They feed upon Pifmires, are of the thick- 
nefs of the length of a Finger, and a foot 
and a half long, of a Silver colour ^ no- 
thing is more poifonous than the Stings 
of thefe Creatures, tho’not beyond all 
hopes of Cure, provided the beforcmcn- 
tioned Remedies be applied in time. 

The Serpent by the BraflUns called 
*. Ibihobokaj the Portugnefe call Cobra de Ca- 
rats. It is very beautiful, of a Snow 
white colour, fpeckled with black and 
red fpots, and about two foot long : Its 
Sting is Mortal, but kills by degrees. 

The Serpent Biobi.^ called by the Por^ 
tHgnefes^ Cabro V rr^f, or the Green Ser- 
pent, about three quarters of a yard long, 
and the thicknefs of a Thumb 5 of a ftn- 
ning green colour. It lives among Houfes 
and hurts no Body unlefs when provoked.

The Sting 
of this Creature is very Poifonous, at- 
tended with the fame Symptoms as that 
of Kiihurtiku ^ for it kills infallibly, un- 
lefs proper Remedies be applied imme- 
diately. If the Poifop has not feifed the 
Heart, they boil the Flefh of the fame 
Serpent with certain Roots, and give it 
the Patient in Wine. 

The Serpent Tardboya^ and Kakaboya^ 
arc amphibious Creatures. The firft is 
of a blackifh colour, very large, and 
Stings when provoked, but is not very 
difficult to be cured. The Kakahoya is of

They Sing 
fometimes for a quarter of an Hour 
without intermifllon. In the Ifland of 
Java in the Eaft~InMes it is commonly 
heard in the Months of February and 
June, At laft 1 had the good fortune to 
get one of thefe Creatures into my hands, 
by means of a ocrtaiii Chlnefe Woman, 
after I had often been in fearch of it, 
both within and without the City of Ba^ 
tavia. The javanefes let two of thele 
little Creatures a Fighting together, and 
lay Money on both fides, as we do at a 
Cock-Match. 

There are alfo abundance of ravenous 
wild Bealls in Brajil, fuch as Tygers, 
Leopards, &c. The Tygers are ex- 
treamly Savage here^ they fell upon 
Bealls, and fometimes upon Men, of 
whom feveral were kill’d by them in my 
time. A certain Vortuguefe had a Sugar- 
r y pleafantly fituated near aWood, 
k we ufed to go to divert our 
fel ves fo\eti rocs. The Portuguefe fitting 
one time^ith four more of his Friends 
in the Hom^ with the Windows drawn 
up, for the ^nveniency of the Land-Air, 
a Dog belonging to the Houfe, who had 
ventured too far into the adjacent Wood, 
was purfued by a Tygcr, fo that to lave 
his Life, he leapt into the Window to 
leek for Ihcltcr near his Mailer ; but the 
Tyger clofely purfuing him, leapt alfo 
through the Window into the Room, 
where the Door being Ihut, he tore two 
of thofe there prefent in pieces, before 
the reH could make their elcape, and af- 
terwards went his way. 

There is another fort of Savage Beall 
in thofe Parts, called by fomc of our Peo- 
ple, Jan- over-Zee^ (of Jack beyond Sel) 
which furpalles all others in nimblenefs, 
and tears all to pieces it meets with. 

Brafil has alfo great plenty of Cattel, 
but the Flelh will not keep above 24 
hours after it is drefs’d. The Dutch cut 
off the Fat, and cut the Lean in thin 
fliecs, and dry it in the Sun likeFilh.

There is another four legg’d Creature 
in Brafil^ called by the Inhabitants 
rete^ and by the Portuguefesy Antes ^ its 
Flelh has the talle of Beef, but Ibmewhat 
finer. It is about the bignels of a Calf, 
but lhaped like a Hog • it Sleeps all day 
among the Woods, and fecks for Belly- 
Timber in the night : Its Food is Grafs, 
Sugar-Reeds, Cabbages, and fuch like. 
They have likewife good llore of Goats, 
call’d by them Pakas and A'i?f/^w,and Hares 
and Rabbits, which don’t give way in 
goodnels to thole ol Europe, - 

alfo an excellent kind of Lizards, c^fd, 
by the Inhabitants f Puana andxAyV, 
which are accounted a dainty Bit. 

The Fifli in Brafil arc no Icfs confidcr- Lfli. 
able for the fupply of our Plantations, 
than the Cattel, which are on the CoaRs 
of Brajily but elpccially in Pernambukoy 
where they arc found in Juch Plenty, 
that at one Draught they catch fom^ 
times 2 or 3000 fine Filh in the four or 
five Summer Months; for, during the 
rainy Scafon, they catch but few. There 
arc certain Dillridls along the Sea-Coall 
whither the Filh moll refort ; fomc of 
thofe belong to the Inhabitants, the rcll 
to the Company, and arc Farm’d at a 
certain Rate per Annum. The Lakes, as 
well as the Bays, are Ror’d with an in- 
credible multitude of Fifh ; the firll arc 
by the Portuguefes call’d Alagoas ; and the 
bell they produce, arc the StneHuy Ottebuy 
and Nojay all without Scales. And tho’ 
the Filh, which are catcht in the Lakes 
are not fo much ellccmcd as the River- 
Fifli, ncvcrthelefs arc they not much be- 
hind them in goodnefs, bccaufe thefe 
l^kes are not always Rending Waters, 
but intermix’d with feveral Rivers. 
Some of thefe Filh they dry in the Sun. 
ThcchiefcR of this kind, arc thofe called 
by the BrafilianSy Kurima Parati^ and by 
the Dutch Inhabitants Herders. They 
abound no Icfs in Sca-Fifli of all forts. 

The Filh call’d by the BrafdianSy Kat apati^ 
tof/gelcy which is not unlike our Perth, 
has the Preference among them. And 
as the Rivers furnifli infinite numbers of 
Filh, fo they arc generally fatter, and

The Ifland of Tamartka !| 4 es two 
Leagues to the North of Po^ierclloy in 
the Sea ^ being parted froy* the Conti- 
nent by the River Tatn^nkay its mod 
Southern Point lying under the yih De- 
gree 58 Minutes Southern latitude. It 
is from South to North about two 
Leagues long, and its Circuit near feven. 
To the Juiifdiction of this Ifle did al- 
fo belong Goyanay Kapivanbiy TernkupSy 
and jihray on the Continent. Formerly 
it had but tew Inhabitants, and fcarcc 
any Houfes, tho’ it is a very pleafant Ifle, 
and tolerably fertile, producing Brafil- 
Wood, Coco-Nuts, Cotton, Sugar- 
Reeds, Melons, and foch like ^ belidcs 
Wood for Firing, and frefh Water fot 
tfte convcniency of the Rccaf: It abounds 
likewife in Wo^ both for Building of 
Houfes, and Shipping. This Ifland was 
mnchir.fefted with Wild-Bcafts, which 
did great mifehief to the Sugar- Reeds : 
This moved Peter Pasy Diredor of the 
CMftAtnflnp oi Itatnankay to make his Ap- 
plication to Count Maurice , and the

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Plcafure, whether thc^ fhould difpofc

who enjoyn’d the Inhabitants, not to 
kill thofe Beails in the open Fields, un- 
left they Ihould break into their Planta- 
tions, it being for the Intereft of the 
Company to preferve them in cafe of a 
ncccffity; The Damage which from 
thence might accrue to the Sugar-Reeds, 
being to be prevented by furrouoding 
their Plantations with Pales and Stakes. 

, The Ifland is look’d upon as of the 
greitell Confeqnence to us, it having 
^bts Jjld been propos’d by fomc to transfer the 
Seat of the Dutch Bntfd from the Receif 
thither ; but the Direft ors of the Com- 
pany did not agree to it, confidering 
that at that time •this Ifland was quite 
defolatc ; whereas upon the Recetf were 
Store-Houfes, Magazines, Warc-Houfes, 
and fuch like Byildings ready to their 
Hands, befides that the Place was much 
more pleafant, fertile, and ftrongcr; 
and the Harbour much more convenient 
for Ships : The River Tumanku on the 
other hand being not Navigable, but for 
fma,ll Veflcls, by reafon ot the Ihallow- 
nefs of the Harbour, which was noted 
for Ship wracks. The Defeat of ffeih 
Water in the Rectify in which this lllc 
abounds, may be fupplied front the Ri- 
’y bHides that, they had fc- 
veral Wons with frefh Water within 
the Recei^or their prefent ufc. During 
the War wh the Portugittfcs we were 
fenfibleof tlkConveniencies we received 
from this Ifland, by reafon of its ilrength 
both by Art and Nature, which might 
ferve as a fafe Retreat upon all Emer- 
gencies; beiidcs, that its prefervation 
was absolutely ncccflary for the Rectify 
which was fupplied from thence with 
Fifh, and feveral other forts of Provi- 
iions. 

Upon the Banks of the River at the 
South Entrance of the Harbour, we had 
built a Quadrangular Fort, called Orunge. 
It was provided with a goodly Wall, 
but the Ditch was not very deep, and 
for the moft part without Water, for 
which reafon it was ftren^ned with 
Palliladoes. On the Nbrthftk we had 
a Homwork, but much decay’d ; within 
» the Body of the Fort was a Powder- 
Vault, and other Gonveniencies for the 
Bedding of Soldiers. Several Batte- 
ries were raifed upon the Walls, mount-

There 
were then 1 1 pieces of Cannon mounted 
upon it. At the North Entrance of the 
Harbour was another Redoubt, which 
defended that paflage on that fide, with 
three iron Gannon. One Mr. Dbrfk:y\t/ 
Governor of Itumarika^ found under me 
before mentioned Rock, in 154^. -a? 
was digging a Well, a Spring of frclh 
Water, which proved very ufefol for 
the Garrifon, becaufe it could not be cut 
off by the Enemy. 

Somewhat higher up the River T4- 
marika^ lies an Ifland called Magiotpe^ 
where are found abundance of Mandwoku 
Roots. You may go quite round this 
Ifland in Barks ; it having a kind of a 
Harbour on both ends, viz.. to the South 
and North, but the firft is the beft ; bc- 
canfe there rifes from the Northern 
ihore of the Continent, a Shelf, which 
reaches very clofc to the Ifland , the 
Channel betwixt both not having above 
10 or 12 Foot Water. The only Har- 
bour fit for ufc thereabouts is the South- 
Entrance of the River, which makes 
Tamurika an Ifland, where Ships, that 
drew 14 or 15 Foot Water, may pafs 
through ; There is no convenient An- 
chorage.

to the great lofs of Men and Cattle. 

^ T wo Leagues beyond this River to the 

.*^''5th, is a Bay, which affords a very 
N^ife Station to the largeft Ships. It is 
by thzPortHgHefes called Porto Lfitena.,and rorro 
by the the Reei Landy the Grounds Lucen 
being Red hereabouts. There is very 
good Anchorage here at 5 and 6 Fathom 
Water, and the Country near it affords 
very good frcffi Water ; which is the 
reafon why the /j Ships bound for 
Holland from the Recetj^ ufed to ftay for 
one anothers coming in this Bay, and to 
provide thcmfelvcs with frefti Water. 

Half a League further to the North, 
under 6 Deg. 34 Min, is the River Mon- j^/wrMc 
^oaf/ty or Mongoa?iaivaf'y\ cxoiiet ates it felt iioapa. 
into the Sea : This River is mucii il^rgcr. 
towards its Source than at the Mout^'; 
the Banks on both fldcs being frJI^ot 
Briars, Bufhes, and Manga T recs. Be- 
fore its Entrance, lies a Rtifify and at 
the very Mouth two daugcioiis ‘^..nd- 
Banks ^ It has three Fathom Water at 
low 1 idc. 

About two fmall Leagues to the North 
of the River Mongoapay is a ^ay, called 

hy XhtPortngnefeSy Bahia de Trey^anOy or 
Tre.-’fony wiicrc, at about a Leagues di- 
ftance from the Shore, is 1 1 or 12 Fa- 
thom Watei . Five Leagues to the North 
of this Bay, you meet with the River 
Barra Kotgiion or KonayOy which is fcarcc 
paffablc for Yachts. " About a League 
and a half from theace is a large Bay of 
about two Leagues in length, called 
Pn mnibuho • and five Leagues beyond it 
to the North, the River 'Jan de Stay or 
LftaH, 

The Natives of Parayba xsih^^At about 
7 Villages, the chiefeft of which is called 
Pmda Vnay which in 1534. contained 
about 1500 Inhabitants, whereas each of 
the others had fcarce 300 ^ each of thefc 
comprehending not above 5 or 5 very 
long Buildings, with a great many Doors, 
but very fmall ones. 

The chief Commodities of this Cap^ 
tainPnpy arc Sugar, Brafil-Woody To- 
bacco, Hides, Cotton, and fuch like. 

The Sngar-Rccds did bear cxtrcamly 
wcU, bccaufe they were tranfplantcd in- 
to frcfli Grounds- Whilft the DiftriQ; 
of was under our Jurifdiftion, 

there l^ere above 21 Sugar-Mills on both 
Tides of A Banks of the River, 1 8 of ' 
which every year 4000 Chefts 

of Sutzar. Nrar the the 
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Conntiy is low and plain, but not far 
36 4 3. from thcncc rifes by degrees, and affords 
Vy^ ^ agreeable variety of Hills and 

Valleys. I'he flat Country, which is 
* alfo the moft fertile, is diftinguifh’d into 
I'evcral Divillons, ibme of which have 
borrowed their Names fiom fmall Rj/ 
vers which run through them, a*sT& 
infliincc : Gramamma ^ Tapo 4 ^ Tibefy^ 

J A^ofi^uappe^ Incrcry^ K^Maratnb^^ 

and fcveral move. All thofe Countries 
are extrcamly fertile, occafioned by the 
'tsicni- overflowing of the River Tai dyha. 
Their Pioduds are: Sugar, Barley, 
Tin ky Wheat, Potatoes, y^«4W4’s, Coco- 
Nuts, Melons, Oranges, Citrons, Bana- 
s, Pakova\ Markoma\ Cucumbers, 
and all other NecclTarics for the Suftc- 
nance of Men and Beafts. They have 
here a kind of wild Pears, called A^jo^’s, 
which are very Juicy and wcll-taftcd; 
within is a certain Bean or fmall Nutt, 
■^lbc*^ind of which is bitter, but the 
Hcrncl fwcet if roafted in the Afhes. 
TliWcar is very cooling, but the Nutt 
has a contrary -quality. 

Towards the end of November 1634. 
the Dutch undertook the Expedition a- 
gaiait Far^'ba, their Forces being Em- 
barked in 32 Ships under the Command 
of Colonel Schoppe^ jlrtisjosh^ Hindeyfon^ 
StMchoiiWery and Carpentier, The whole 
Fleet was divided into 2 Squadrons, the 
firft confillcd of 21 Ships, in which were 
1 945. the other of 1 1 Yachts, with 409 
Men. Schoppe was the firft that landed 
600 Men, and advanced towards the 
Enemy, who betook thcmfclvcs to their 
Heels, leaving their Arms and Cloaths 
behind them j Mthony Albuquerque their 
General, hirafelf fcarcc cfcaping their 
hands. In the mean while, the reft be- 
ing likewifc got a Shore, 3 Companies, 
under the Condud of Gufper Ley^ mar- 
ched dircftly to the Fort of M^rguret^ 
and intrencht himfelf near the Fort, 
whilft Schoppe kept all along the Shore, 
and Artisjoskiy pofted TRmfelf on the 
right fide in fight of the Garrifon : At 
the fame time Mr. LUhthart attackt the 
Fort in the fmall Ifland Reftingu^ which 
ih: Puuh he took by force, and put the Garrifon 
con<iuer to the Sword. By this time, Schoppe had 
Sarayba. raifcd a Batteij againft the Fort, from 
whence be fo forcly gall’d theBelicgcd, 
that their Commander Simon ePAlbuqutr* 
que furrendred the Place. Hereupoa 
^e Fort of St. Antonio Was fommoaed 
to furrender, MugUanes the Governor 
tdelired three days delay,. being 

denied, he iilirdicd by 

Night, teifing the Place to Uchthgrty 


who found there 5 great Brafs Pieces/^ fvA^ 
and 1 9 Iron Pieces of Cannon. >^43* 

The lame Night our Forces marched 
towards the City of Puntyba, being 
1600 ftrong, and having pafs’d a fmau 
Branch of the River called Tumbru Crm* 
de ^ made themfelves Mafters of it 
without any oppofition : The Spanifh 
General BunjoUy who commanded there 
with 250 Men only, having left the 
Place before, and being retired to Coy^ 
ana^ after he had either funk or nail’d up 
the Cannon, and fet fire to three Ships, 
and two Warehoufes, in which were 
confumed 3000 Chefts with Sugar. 

The Fort of St. Catharine being much 
decay’d, was ordered by Count Maurice 
to be repaired, and the Ditch to be en- 
larged anddeepned ; giving it the Name 
of Margaret after his Sifter, The Fort 
of St. Antonio was rafed for the greateft 
part, there being onlV one Bulwark left 
tor the Defence of the North-point of 
the River. The Fort Refiingas was or- i 
dered to be furroundefi with new Palli- 
fadoes, and the Convent of Parayha for- 
tified with a Wall and Outwork; and 
the Command thereof given to EUao 
Harkman., together with the Govern- 
ment of the whole Captatnjhip. 

The of Pmg,, or Potigi, ,r 

or Poteingiy is otherwife by the RioOran- 
guefes called Rto Grandey from a River of dc. 
the Fame Name : The Dutch call it North 
Brafil^ in refpeft of the more Southern 
Captainjhips of Brafil. It Bordorrt»>the 
South upon Varaybay and to Mc North 
upon the Captain/hip of StarJ*y tho’ the 
Fortugnefe Geographers exte/d its Bounds 
as far as the llland Maraniaon. 

The French were once Mafters of this 
Captainjbipy till 1597. they were Chafed 
from thence by the Spam(b Commander, 

FelicioNo Crec^a de Karvalajho, It has four 
Divifions, named after fo many Rivers, 
that run through them *, vii.. Kunhao^ 

GoyanUy Mumpobuy and Potegy, And thO* 
this Diftrift has l^en much negleded by 
tbt PortHguefesy yet does it produce plen- 
ty of Wild-Fowl, and Fim, which arc 
fo lufeious, that they commonly Eat them 
only with Lemon-Juice or Vinegar, 
without Oil. There is an incredible 
, number of Fifh in the LakcGoraireSy be- 
fides which, abandaucc of Formha is 
planted here. This part of the Coun- 
try Hood us in good ftead during the late 
Rmllioa of the Port ague fesy our Garri-, 

Tons in Paruyboy and other Places, being 
fapplied from thence with good ftore ot 
flcmandFilh.

rfvA/^ Above the River Rio Grande^ is a 
1(^43. Town of no great moment, called Am* 
ntTiUm \ the Inhabitants live by Plant- 
Fdrinhd and Tobacco^ and Fifhing. 
Higher up in the Country live fomc Mo- 
r adores^ or Husbandmen, who cultivate 
the Grounds ; but on the North-fide of 
Rio Grdnde are but few Inhabitants. 

The River Rio Grdnde^ i. e. the Great 
River ^ is fo called by the from 

its bignefs \ but by the Braftians^ Rotigi^ 
or Poteingi. The Mouth of this River 
lies under 50 Deg. 42 Min. Southern 
Latitude, 3 Leagues from Pumo 
coming from the Weft-fide of rhe Con- 
tinent. It difembogues 4 Leagues above 
the Fort Keulen^ call’d by the Pouugrrfe^^ 
Tres R^yos : It bears Ships of gi eat Bur- 
then \ But the River Kiwhao in the fame 
Captatf}fl)tp is only Navigable with Barges 
and Yachts. The ^ays of this Captai?/- 
jhip arc, Bdhtd Formofa^ Punto Ne^to^ 
* Ponto de Ptpas^ and the Bay of Martin 
T'tiffen. The Bay of Gmapabo lies beyond 
Rio Grande to the^ North \ and beyond 
that a River called uponv/hich 

near the Mouth lies the Village Atape 
Wappa. Near to the North you meet 
with the River Stria Mixm j and near the 
Village of Nataly and the Fort of Tres 
Reyos^ palltt a River called the Crofs 
Rtver^ which arifes out of a fmall Lake 
in Rio Grande, Over againft the fame 
Fort, a frelh River falls into the Great 
River, towixt two Land-Banks, and 
not far frbm thence another Salt-Water 
River. \ 

3^ fort ForrAWf/; was fourfquarc, built 

Kcuien. ypQjj g RoclKor Point of a RecetJ^ at 
fome diftance fiom the Shore, at the 
Mouth of the River Receif:, being fur- 
rounded with Water as often as it’s flow- 
ing Water, fo that at high-Tidc there 
is no coming at it but with Boats. In 
the midft of this Fort is a fmall Chapel, 
where in 1^45, and 1645, our People 
found a Wall about a Foot and a half 
wide on the top, but at the bottom 3 
feet, cut within a Rock, which brings 
frefh Supplies of good and fwcet Water 
every Tide; with an ordinary Tide, 
22$, and at Spring-Tide, about 350 
Quarts^ which is more than fufficient 
for the ufe of the Gatifon, in cafe of 
Siege. The Fort is built of fquarc 
Stone ; being towards the Shore defen- 
ded with two half Ballions, in form of 
Hornworks. In the year 16^6. there 
was an Artillery cf 29, as well Brafsas 
Iron pieces of Cannon in the Place, and 
•provided with a good under- Vault, and 
Lodgements for the Sol- 


ThisFortwas in 1633. t.ikcn fy tlic 
Dutch under the Command of as ^ ^4 : 

van ICeidcn, ont of the Govcriiois of the 
Company, who being aflifled by ftvcial 
noted Captains, viz., Byma^ Kloppenbu iPt. Du'ah 
laihtharty Garflman^ and A'fai.sjcldt zan 
/f///fw,ret Sail thither with 808 Men, em- 
barked in 4 Ships, and 7 Yachts, and 
made himfelf Alaltcr of it, and the 
whole CaptainJhip at the fame time ^ 
fince which it changed its Name T>fj 
into that of from the Com- 

mander in chief of this Expedition. 

The Td/)o>frj, ( or Mountaineers) ufe 
commonly twice a ye:tr, efpccially when 
the diy Scafon puts them in want of 
Ircfli Water, to make an Inioad into 
this Capraif/fljip ^ tlicic being a tonftant 
Enmity betwixt them and the J'ouu- 
It hjppcaVl in July 1645. 
ihcfe 7 ^?/>oyf/j being ndvcrtifcd tnat the 
Porrifj^Nefes intended to Rev^olt from-us^, 
and had aiffiially begun the fame in Per- 
t/ambtfh^ did, under the Cruidnff o^ane 
of ihcir Leaders', called Jacob Rabbi , 
after fcveial Provocations given tlicm by 
the Portrgnefes^ make an Incurlion into 
Knnhao y where they killed 35 Perfons 
in a Sugar-Mill, belonging to one Con- 
fdlvo dd Oliver a. From thence t^ey mar- 
ched to a certain Place, where the Por^ 
iHgHcfes had call up a Line for their De- 
fence, which they made chcmfclves Ma- 
ilers of, and put the Portaguefes to the 
Sword. The^r<?y/Aiiwj told us, that this 
had been done in requital of what had 
been done to fomc of thofe Mountaineers 
by one Andrew Fidal in Sennhairn^ aftei 
quarter given them before, of which w'e 
ftiall fay more hereafter. Since which 
time, the Poingnefts have laid this Trad 
defolatc, which the Dutch once Jiad a 
mind to Re-people, and to put it in the 
fame Condition as the Vortitgitefes had 
poflefs’d it, but for want of People that 
defign was fain to be laid afide. 

The Captatnflj.p of Siara is One of the Siara. 
moll Northerly Dillrids of Brafil, bor- 
dering upon Mdranhaon to UlC North up- 
on the River Siam. It is of no great ex- 
tent, its whole Compafs being not above 
1 0 or 1 1 Leagues. 

The River 5/4r/f, which rifes deep in 7k 
the Continent, difembogues about feven Sura. 
Leagues and a half to the North of the 
Bay Mdttgorypd^ under 3 Deg. 40 Miu. 
Southern Latitude. , 

The Native Inhabitants of this Cup- 
tdinjhip, according to the Report oi 
thofe t^a yhave frequently yifited it, are 
very lafrg«\of Stature, with ugly Fea- 
tures, long Hair, and black Skin i c.x- 
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ccpt the rpace betwixt the Eyes and 
t 4 3* Mouth. They hare holes in their Ears, 
which hang downwards upon the Shoul- 
ders; fomc make holes in their Lips, 
fome in their Nofes, in which they wear 
Stones as an Ornament. Their Food is 
FMrinhdj Wild-Fowls, Fifh, and Fruit. 
They Drink moft Water, but make 
likewife a certain Liquor out of Farinha ; 
and of late began to be ufed to Drink 
good (tore of Brandy, tho’ it was ex- 
prcfsly forbidden to bring it into the 
Villages, to keep them fn)m the excef- 
(ivc uft of ftrong Liquors. The Coun- 
try produces Sugar-Reeds , Chryftal , 
Cotton, Pearls, Salt, and feveral other 
Comm^ities. Ambergreefe is alfo 
found on the Sea-fbore. 

The Inland part of the Country was 
in 1^30. govern’d by one of their 
own Kings, call’d jilfodot ; in fome rc- 
Xpeft Tributary to the Pmu^uefes^ who 
had built a Fort upon the River SVirx, 
ah<r made themfelves Matters of the 
whole Sea- Coatt thereabouts; notwith- 
ttanding which they were in continual 
Broils with one another till 1638. This 
Fort and the whole Country was taken 
by the Dnuh from the Pertnittefis in the 
following manner. 

Count Maurice^ and the Council, 
being follicited by the Natives of that 
by tie Country to make themfelves Matters 
Dutch, of the PmugHcfe Fort on that fide, 
and to deliver them from the Op- 
preflion they lay under at that time, 
they offering their AlTiftance, and gi- 
ving two young Lads of their beft Fa- 
milies, as Pledges of their Fidelity, 
this Expedition was refolved upon. The 
chief Command over the Troops de- 
lign’d for this Exploit, was conferr’d 
upon Colonel John CarfltnMn^ a Man of 
more than ordinary Condud in Martial 
Affairs, tho’ as the cafe then ttood, this 
Enterprife was not likely to meet with 
any confiderable Difficulties ; being af- 
fured of the Alfittancc of the BrafiUsms^ 
who bore an old hatred to tht PortM^nefis^ 
and were a^uainted with the Strength 
and Condition both of their Forces and 
Places. Csfrfimnn being provided with 
Ships, Men, Ammunition, and all other 
Necelfarics rcquilite for fuch an Expedi- 
tion, fetiail towards the River 
where being met by the Algodoi^or King, 
^ith white Enfigns in token of Peace, 
And having landed his Men, 200 of the 

f ladvesjoyned with them.. With thofe 
e marched diredly to the Fol^^hich 
after a brave Refittance froitf 'ffit Portum 
gntfes^ who killed fome of his Men, he 


took by Storm ; and made moft of the 
Garrifon Prifbners, among whom were ^ ^ 4 
fome Commanders of Note : They found 
good ttore of Cannon and Artillery in 
the Place. 

Since that time, the Dutch built 
fmall Fort upon the Siara^ unto which 
they gave likewife the Name of 5i4r4, 
which was provided with a Garrifon of 
betwixt 30 and 40 Soldiers only ; not ib 
much for the defence of the Country, as 
to maintain a good correfpondency with 
the Brafihansj who being very numerous 
in thofe Parts, might do us confiderable 
Service in time of War. It was upon 
this Con fidcration, that the great Coun- 
cil always commanded their Officers, fent 
thither, to cultivate a good Underttand- 
ing with them; and at feveral times 
fent them fomc fm^ll Prefents, which, 
however proved ineffeftual in the end, 
for in 1544. they attackt and killed fc- 
veral of our Men at Komefy^ (a Place 
about 30 Leagues froji Star a) as wefliall 
hear anon. 

For, iht BrafiUanSy beiD^ini^4i. in- 
creafed to fuch a number in Stara^ that 
the Villages thereabouts were not able to 
contain them without great inconveni- 
cncy whereas the Dittrift of Rio Grande^ 
was almott dettitute of Inhabitants, and 
confequently not in a Condition to op- 
pofe an Enemy, one Andrew Vliifsy pro- 
pofed to the great Council, tj> build a 
Village in Rio Chandcy for th^'ufeof fuch 
as intended to fettle there q!it of Staraj 
defining to be conttitutcd^Chicf of the 
faid Village: Count Mfarice^ and the 
Great Council, being informed of the 
Inclinations of thofe of 5/4/4, who were 
willing to Settle in Rio Grande^ their an- 
cient Place of abode, and confidering 
the Benefit that was likely to accrue to 
the Company, from the Settlement of 
thofe Brafiltans^ fo near at hand, granted 
x;/#//i’sRcquctt,wifhing him to bring thi- 
ther as many of the Brafilians of Stdra as 
he thought convenient, for the compals 
of a Village ot which he was made Chief 
or Captain. Things being thus fettled, 
they chofc, with the Approbation of our 
Direftors, certain Chiefs or Heads out 
» of the mott antient Families of each Di- 
vifion, called Rrfidoor by the Portuguefes^ 
and certain Judges ; as for inttance in 
Goyatia^ Domirgoi^ Feinandes^ and A4r4- 
peva ; in Parayha^ Veter Poity ; and ift 
RtoCiande^ Amonto Verapeva, Notwith- 
ftanding all this, tht Brafilians of Staia 
revolted againtt Dutch m 1644. fur-. 
pri 7 cd the Garrifon in the Fort, which ^ 
they razed, and killed the Comih^Sdey 
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rvAo in Chief, Cldewt Morritz^ with the whole 
I 6 4*5. Garrifon, bclides all the Workmen be- 
longing to the Salt-Pits near the River 
Vpafiemma^ who were all cut in pieces by 
thcfe Barbarisms, 

A certain Mailer of a Ship, with a 
Captain, Lieutenant, and fomc Soldiers, 
who happened to come a/hore in a Boat 
to fetch (ome frelh Provifions, being ig- 
norant of their Treachery, were alfo 
put to the Slaughter, three Seamen ha- 
ving the good fortune to efcape with 
their Lives into the Wood. 

Some laid the Caufc of this Rebellion 
at the door of the Portugnefes and Brafi- 
Haas of Marofihaon ^ Iwrdering upon 
them ; but if we fearch into the true 
Sourfe of this Evil, it mull be attribu- 
ted to the Mifcarriage of our own Offi- 
cers, who by their hard-ufage, had forced 
the Inhabitants to revenge themfelves 
for the Injuries received at their hands. 

Thus much concerning the Captain^ 
p}ips of the DutcIPBraJil *, we will in the 
next Place give you an Account of all the 
memorable Tranfadions that happened 
betwixt the Dutch and Portagutfes in 
BrafU during our flay there ^ after I 
have reprefented to you the Excellency, 
and convenient Situation of thisCoun- 
try,togcther with the Ecclcfiallical State 
of the Dutch BrafU. 

lie Excel- ** * Country excellently wcU- 

lency of qualified by Nature for the producing 
Braiil. of all Things, which are generally found 

in the H^ft^Jndiesy under or near the 
fame Climate ; except, that hitherto no 
Gold or Silver- Mines have been difeo- 
vered here worth taking notice of. But 
next to Gold and Silver, the Sugar 
claims the precedency here before all 
other Commodities. Among all the 
Harbours and Places of the Indies^ 
there is not one that can compare with 
Brafitj either for the Produd, or Con- 
veniency of Tranfportation of Sugary 
the whole Coalb of BrafU being full of 
fmall Rivers, which flowing through 
the adjacent Valleys, dilembogues in the 
Sea ^ from whence the Sugar- Mills built 
in the Valleys reap the Benefit of faving 
vail Charges, which clfe mull be be- 
llowed upon Labourers and Carriages ? 
whereas thefc Rivers drive the Mills, 
ferve for the Tranfportatioa of Sugar to 
other Places, and furnilh them at an eafic 
me with what Commodities they Hand 
in need of ^ all which Convcntencies, as 
they are not to be met with in any other 
Place of the Weft- Indies \ fo, no Sugar- 
M^s could be ereded there with any 
pr^Jped of Profit. The Exportation of 
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Sugar from BrafU into Europe and Africa ro 
is likcwifc performed with much more * ^ 
Eafe than from any other Places m the ^ 
Weft-Indies ^ for the Situation of Bra- 
yZf, (being the moll Eallem part of all 
America) is fuch as could not be more 
conveniently contrived by human Art 
or Nature for the Tranljwrtation of fo 
general and agreeable a Commodity, as 
Sugar, into all the other Parts of the 
World i confidering thole two Excellen- 
cies of Brafl^ together with its vail ex- 
tent, it is moll certain, that, provided 
it were well peopled, it might Com- 
mand both the Nofih andi^/Etkoptan Seas, 
and fpread its Commerce over all Parts 
of the World ^ nay, it might extend its 
Conquclls both to the Eall and Well, 
or at leall cltablilh Fadories there for 
the Con veniency of T raffick. T o prove 
which, it is to be obferved, 

That all Eaft-India Ships both going 
and coming, mull pafs by the Co&H of 
BrafU *, and, as thofe Ships in their Voy- 
age thither, are often forced to touch 
ujwn this Coall, fo in their return, no- 
thing could be more commodious for 
them, than to be fupplied with frelh 
Provifions here. From Bra/j yoo may 
foil in 14 days to the Caribhee Iflands, 
and in the fame time, or a little longer, 
to Sierra Leona on the Coall of Guinea, 

It is impoffible to enter deep into the 
great South Sea, (whereabouts a great 
part of the Ter reft rial Globe remains as 
yet undifeovered) unlefs you take in 
frelh Provifions and Firing in Brafl^ or 
expofc your fclf to the greateft Hazards 
imaginable in fo long a Voyage j as is 
fufficiently evident from the Journals of 
Oliver y^an Northy Spitbergen^ le MairCy aod 
John ruejcmite. And Experience has 
taught us, fince Mr. Brewer*s Voyage to 
Chilly how eafie the palTagc is betwixt 
Brafil and the South Sn^ for he loft not 
fo much as one Ship out of four, and 
very few died in the whole Voyage. 

Brafil enjoys likewife ^hc advantage TbeibboU 
of a very wholfome Climate; for tho’/^**'/^ 
it lies betwixt the Equinodial Line and ^ 
the Trepick of Capricom^ and conle- 
quently is fubjed to burning beats, yet 
are thefome much allayed by the Winds, 
that blow out of the £aft from the Sea, 
their free paifoge being not interrupted 
by any Mountains or Iflands ; which ^ 
the realbn, tijat in Brafil the fame Di» 
ftempers arc Wcly to be met witly 
which Ajgp fo frequently in Angola^

putrid Fevers, caufed by the hot and 
moifj Air, and the excellive life of raw 
Fruits. 

Tliofc that ai e hound for the Coafl of 
Brafil ought to have a fpeiial regard to 
iheSeafonof the Year, which regulates 
ihc Winds and Stieam thereabouts ; and 
to be very careful to Sail above the Har- 
bour whither they arc bound*, for if 
they mifs, and come below it, they lofc 
their aim, and muft flay till the next 
turn of the Wind and Stream. For it 
is ohilrvable, that on the Coail of 
t!;c Stream runs from February till pafb 
p,'.'/y, confcantly Northerly, during 
which time there is no palTing from the 
North to the South ; hut after thofe 
Months aicpaftchc Stream turns, and 
from the beginning of September to the 
latter end ot Novc»d>cr^ runs as violently 
to the South as^ it did to the North be- 
foi e, and ccnfcquently there is no fail- 
ing from the Noith to the South, no 
more than before from the South to the 
North. The Winds here turn with the 
Sticam \ and at the beginning of March 
blow South, South. Eaft, and South-Eaft. 
And like the Stream changes its Cur- 
rent till September^ fo the Winds con- 
tinue in the Eail, and blow till that 
time out of the Eafl South-Eaft. For 
theic aie but two Winds that reign a- 
long tins Coafl, the South Eaft and 
North'Eafi; Winds ; according to which 
Ships muft regulate their Courfe here.

In the Ifle T^marika and Fort 
Orange was at that time, a Miniftcr one 
John Ojfr.igo^ who lived formerly in the 
Town of Sthoju, and at the fame time 
Preached in the Church of Jgaraffuy 
which was afterwards left by tlip Dutch 
and polTefs’d by the PartugueJej, In 
^0 0 rande Preached one John Theodore 
>^lhelf}i. In Parayba vicvt formerly two 
ainifters, whilft the Towmof frfif#ric4 
^as as yet under the patch 
l^ut after the revolt of the f^^uefes 
the plgtc was left by the lahabifencs, 


and Henry Harman was the only Mini- 
ftcr in thofe Perts. In the Keaef^ Moh^ J ^.4 3 * 
rtce\ Town and the Circumjacent Forts, 
which contained about 400 Proteftanti, 

Dutch^ French and Enghflj^ were three 
Minifters, who Preach’d in the Dutch 
Tongue^ NnhoUs P'ovel^ Peter Ongena^ 
and Peter Crib, Befijcs thefe there was 
a fourth called JodoLus Aflett^ who for- 
merly had been Minifter of the Cape of 
St. Aijiin^ but now was employed ci- 
ther aboard our Fleet, or upon any 
Land Expedition. The French Churen 
here remained without a Miniftcr, after 
the departure of Joaihim SoUer^ fo that 
they were forced to be contented with 
the reading of certain Chapters of the 
Bible, and Prayers every Sund^ Morn- 
ing. The EngUp Miniftcr was one 
Samnei Batchcloui\ who 1^45 return’d 
likewifc to England *, about which time 
there were feven Dutch Minifters in the 
Dutch Brafil. Our Rcligious Worfhip 
was both in its Doftriocand Praflice re- 
gulated exadly according to the Pre- 
scription of the Synod of Dort^ and 
peculiar care was taken for the Edu- 
cation of the Youth, for which purpofo 
the Catechifm was every SundM in the 
Afternoon explained both in the Recief 
and Maurice\ T own. Four times in the 
Year the Holy Sacrament was Admini- 
ftred, thofe who defired to be partakers 
of it, being obliged to make their Con- 
feflion, before the Church-Coq&cil, or 
the Minifters, wboentred theji* Names 
in a Book ^ and if they came ftom a- 
broad, publiOied their N^mes to the 
Congregation j and in all other refpeds 
the Church Difeipline was carefully ob- 
ferved. The Church Council was com- Their 
pofed of fix Church- Wardens, befides 
the Miniftcr •, thefc met duly once a 
Week, and if any bulinefs of moment 
happen’d, fuch as chofing a Miniftcr, 
iyc. they called the Deacons, who were 
likewife fix in number, to their afliftancc. 

Out of the .Deacons were every Month 
chofen two, who fbefides their ordinary 
bulinefs; were to vilit the Sick and 
Wounded, and to provide for them if 
ncccflity required. They alfo took care 
•f the Orphans, to have them inftruded 
in reading and writing. In the fame 
manner the other Churches were regu- 
lated, with this difference only, that 
the number of Church-Wardens and 
Deacons was Icfs, in proportion to the 
number of their refpedtivc Congrega-^ 
lions.

The Bees Etnika are the largcll of all, 
and produce a very good Hoacy, tho’ 
it is not commonly ufed. '1 hcv make 
their Combs within the hallownefs of 
Trees, w'hich the BrafiLzin^ draw from 
thence by the means of a hallow Pipe. 
The Bees called t'lLr a ad -AVry, are 
fmallci and of a hlackifh Colotii \ they 
make holes from without, in the B^ik 
of the Trees, in the natui c of Bcc-hives ; 
and the Comb within is all of white 
Wax j this is now counted the beft 
thing, but is not •gathered in the fame 
quantity as the former; bcfidcs that 
thefe Bees fting very furioufly. The 
Bees Thanbuka^ are likewife fmall, of a 
YcUowifh Colour, they fix their Combs 
on the top of the highefi: Trees, and af- 
ford the beft Honey, which is in great 
quantities tranfported from hence to 
£ufope^ where ic is fold very cheap. 
It is little inferioar in goodnefs to the 
r.Hropcitn Honey, and of a good fubftance, 
tranfparent and of an agreeable feent. 
It is accounted very Balfamick, correfts 
the fharp hnmoiiis in the Intcftines, and 
cfpecially in the Kidneys, and provokes 
Urin. They make of this Honey Me- 
theglin, which is very ftrong, and will 
keep a great while : You may alfo make 
Meath with this Honey without boiling ; 
only mix’d with fome Spiiiig-watcr and 
expofed to the weather. 

Brajil produces likewife fcveral forts 
of Balfams ; the beft of wdiich is called 
by the Br ufdians Kopatbn^ from the Trees 
from whence ic comes. Kopaiba is a very 
high wild I'rce, w’ith an Afh colour’d 
Baik, which fpreads at the top, into 
many Branches. The i, caves are about 
half a Foot long, fometimes larger, 
fometimes lefTcr, which in the raidft oi^ 
the Branches Hand oppofitc to one ano- 
ther, but on the end like other Leaves. 
At the end ot the great Branches are

The 
Balfam is hot in the fecond degree, of a 
thick Oleaginous and Relinous fubftance 
It is very Stomachick, and a good re- 
medy againft the Colick,* occaTion’d by 
Cold, externally applied to the afiedea 
Parts *, fome few Drops taken inwardly 
ftrengthen the Bowels, and ftop the over- 
flowing in Women, rlK loorenefs arrd 
involuntary emiftion of SeciT in Men ; 
againft which Diftempers it likewife is 
ufed in Clyftcrs or by Syringing. Thus 
far concerning the foie Dutih Brajih^ 
wc wdll now proceed to give you an ac- 
count of what palled during our abode 
there.

Mailers of the Sugar-Mills rebuilt their

Blit this was of no long continuance*, 
for in the beginning of 1643 things be- 
gan to ^ 3 different face. 

For the Alagazincs of the Company be- 
ing exhaufted by fcveral Expeditions a- 
gainfl Arnola^ C^c. and having received 
no Supplies in theii ft cad out of HolUnd^ 
as they ufed to do before, the Grtat Conn- 
Its d ray. ^as obliged to make ufe of what was 
due to the Company, for the payment 
of the Gyirifons, and other Officers, 
and confequcntly to force their Debtors 
to prompt Payments. 

For at the beginning of the Govern- 
ment of the new Directors, the Compa- 
ny had a confiderable Naval Force upon 
the Coafl of Rrafil^ their Magazines were 
well provided with Provifion and Am- 
munition, and they maintained a good 
number of Soldiers. The Great Conmtl 
of the Dutch Brafil relying upon their 
Strength, did with Confent of Count 
Maur.ce.^ fend in 1641. fcveral Fleets 
with Soldiers to Sphsto Sofito.^ Rio deja- 
veiYOy the Iflc ot Maratihuorty jingola ^ 
St. 7 homa'y and other Places thereabouts, 
to attack the fame, which fucceeded ac- 
cording to Expeftation ^ but their Ma- 
gazines were greatly exhaufted by thole 
Expeditions. * Befidcs this, the Mer- 
chants in Holland began to call upon their 
Servants and FatSors for conliderable 
Sums of Money, in Return of what they 
bad received from them \ who being 
obliged to fend all the Money they could 
hriug together from their Creditors, to 
their Mailers in Hollanciy this occafioned 
^eat fcartity of ready Money, and con- 
sequently no fmall Detriment in Traf- 
\ which continuing thus frem time 
Aq time, there aroic fuch a 4*h<^ fcar- 
city of Money, as is feafee ima- 


gined 5 many of the Mailers of the Su*» rvAo 
gar-Mills, that had no ready Money to 1643* 
fatisfie their Debts at the appointed 
time, being forced to take up Money up- 
on Credit, and to pay 3 or 4 fer Cent per 
Month *, which reduced many of them 
to fuch an extremity in a little time, 
that they were neither able to pay the 
Principal nor Intcreft. 

Upon the arrival of the three ntvr 
Directors, or Members of the Great 
Conncil in 1 540. viz.. Henry Hamcly Kod- 
dey and BHileftraetey they found, that the 
Inhabitants, but cfpecially the Poringnefts 
of the Dutch Brafiy by Buying of Sugar- 
Mill®, and Plantations, as well as Ne- 
gro’s, and other Commodities, had run 
themfelvesmuchin Dcbt^ having bought 
their Negro’s, not only at 300 pieces of 
Eight per Head ^ but alfo given moll ex- 
travagant Prices for all other forts of 
Commodities , and •purchafed whole 
Warchoufes without making a juft ac- 
count how to be able to pay for them. 

This was done by the Bortitpuefes in hopes 
of the good Succefs of thofe great Fleets 
they underftood were Equipping in 
Spain to reduce Brafil under the King’s 
Obedience, which they Tuppofed would 
free them from their Debts *, which the 
Factors not being aware of, and blinded 
with the profpeft of vaft Profit, fold 
their Goods to the Pertnguefies without 
Reluiftancy. But the defign of the Por- 
tHguefes vanifliing into Smoak for that 
time, they were forced to Pay^ But 
new Supplies of all forts of Commodi- 
ties being fent out of Holland y they 
bought on a-frefh, heaping Debts upon 
Debts i till failing in their Payments, 
their Credit began alfo to fail with fi/t 
Merchant, who now began to urge for 
Satisfaftion of their Debts. For the 
Country Traders, being urged by the 
Fadtors and Merchants, who received 
thofe Commodities from their Corre- 
fpondents in Hollandy was obliged to call 
to an Account the Portugnefies unto whom 
he had Sold the Goods. And bccaufe 
the PortMgnefies had not bought thole 
Commodities from the Dntchy but with 
an Intention never to Pay for them, the 
Country Trader, who was obliged to 
fay the Merchants in the Receify faw 
himfclf reduced to Ruin, the Portagnefitt 
having not wherewithal to fatisfie their 
Debts. 

Thus through the unwarinefs and mif- - 
management of thofe Fadlors, whom the 
Merchants in Holland had intrnfted yuth GreetC 
their Goods, fuch a Confulion 
duced, as tended to tht great DctrijUcnt 
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f>A^ of their Correipondents in HoUani, All 
1 4 3 * the Budnefs at raac time lay among the 
Lawyers, and in the Courts of JiSiica- 
ture, whichconiidering the Chargeable* 

\ nefs of Law-Snits in Brafil^ tended to 
their farther Ruin ; for, when they had 
obtained Sentence and Execution againlt 
the Debtors, the greateft difficulty was, 
how and which way to lay the Execu- 
tion ; moft of the PtrtM^Mtfes Suing for 
Protedion from the Regency, which, if 
they could not obtain, they lived ^ncojm to,, 
cfpecially thofe who had no Lands or 
Ededs, or if they had, it was no cade 
matter to dad out where they were. 
Bclides that, if the Creditors executed 
their Executions upon the Lands, they 
were forced to be the Buyers thcmfclvcs, 
and to live in the Country to manage the 
Lands ^ a thing altogether inconvenient 
to the Merchants,, who had other Bud- 
nefs upon their Hands in the 
Such as were cart in Prifon muft be main- 
tained there at the Charge of the Cre- 
ditor; which in procefs of time, a- 
moiintcd tofuchaSum, that they them- 
felvcs were fain to foUicitc the Rclcafc- 
rocQt of their Debtors, and to make 
the beib Compoficion with them they 
could. 

Beddes thefe IncooTeoienccs there 
fwvc happened of late fercral others, 
ammig tie ^ Mortality of the Nc^’s 
and BrmfUiims , by a certain infedious 
Diltemper, incident to the Natives, 
called Bexi^os^ rcfcmbling our Small-Pox 
in Eur§pe, Moft of thefe Negroes were 
bought at the rate of 300 pieces of Eight, 
and confequentiy their lois drew after it 
the Ruin of the Planters, who alfo 
_ Cfr.rplaincd much of Vermin, and fcvc- 
~ral Inundations chat had done condde- 
rable Damage to the Sugar-Fields. This 
Confudon in Traffick introduced nofmali 
Broils among tRe Inhabitants themfeives, 
who, in calc of Non-payment, threw 
one another in Prifon without Mercy, 
and endeavoured to prevent one another 
by Clandeftine Means, to ^et in their 
Debts before the reft ; offering confide- 
rabie Abatements and Rewards, to fuch 
as would underhand furrendcr or tran- 
fport their Effeds ; and thofe Dividons 
were not a little fomented by foroe ill* 
minded Perfons, to the prejudice of the* 
Government ; many of thofe, who ei- 
ther by Unwarinefs or other Mifina- 
nagement loft the r Debts, laying the 
fault thereof at the Door of theRegeocy, 
»^<rftba OonrtM of Jufticc, vainly ima- 
th^ had loft by their 
oy wain of Ctrti Amid 


be made good by the publick Puafir; ,c- 
fpccially if it happened fo, that the fadiC j 
Perfons were Indebted to the Company; 
as well as private Perfons, there aiife 
great Concefts about the Preference. 

The Debts of the Company did alfo 
incrcafc every day, which at laft amoun- 
ted to fome Millions : For the Oiredors, 
which betorc the year 1640. h 4 d the Ma- 
nagement of Affairs in did Sell 

moft of the Coufifeated E&ites,. Sugar- 
Mills, and Mecebaodices, as well ai the 
Negro's bought on Account of the Com- 
pany in w^r/ri, upon Credit, fo that 
their Books were filled with Debc$i .but 
rheir Calh empty of Money., Tfic fuc- 
ceeding Members of the Great CoonciL 
Ml. BulleftrAct^ and KMt^ did 

leave no Scone imturn’d to corred this 
Cuftom, and to Sell their Commpdities 
for ready Money, or otberwife to Ex- 
change them for Sugars, thereby to Eafe 
theC^pmy in the ^rcat Charge they 
were forced to be at in their fcveral Ex- 
peditions; and it Is certain; tbai; in 
1^40, 1641, and 1^42. ifhey.ft^^ foeb 
vaft Cargo*! of Sugar to Hdemd. that 
the like had never been known before in 
BrafiL Notwitbftandiog which,; by the 
vaft numbers of Negro^ that were Im- 
ported, after our Cooqneft of 
the Company fell rooreand moye in Dcbc 
by reafoD their Debtors were very dila- 
tory in their Payments., The Council 
of XIX. feat expreft Orders , Re- 
medy this Evil, by Selling the Negro's 
for ready Money, or Exchanging them 
for Sugar ; but this could not be put in 
Pradice, b^pfe there was no Body who 
would Boy upon thofe Conditions, fo 
that the Price of the Negro’s falling 
daily lower and lower, and thefe being 
a great Burthen to the Cump^ny^ aa 4 . 
fubjed to Diftempers and Mprulity, this 
order was fain to be Revoked, uolefs 
they would fee the Negro-Trade dwin^ 
die away to nothing ; for the Inhabi- 
tants being for the moft part fuch as had 
beftowed moft of their Sobftance id 
their Sugar^Millt, Plantations, and Ne- 
gro's, they could not pay re#dy Money, 
but were forced to deal upon Credit, 
till they could reap the Benrot of that 
Labour. 

The Members of the Great Counoil 
did therefore take all imagioable Care; 
to call upon their Debtors extdly at the 
time of their Sugar-^rvefo and orde- 
red their Officers in the Country to 
rei2e upon fbme of them on account of

Intercft per Month, made imme- 4 3 *' 
diatc Seizure of their Negroes, Oxen, 
Coppers, and other Necefliries belong- ^ 
ing to the Sugar- Mills ; fo, that thc Ma- 
tters of thefe Sugar- Mills being reduced 
to a necelTity of paying fuch exorbitant 
Exadions, orclfctofee themfelves en- 
lircly ruined, began to defend their 
Plantations and Mills by force^ fo that 
things feemed to tend at that time to a 
general Infurredion, if the fJmc had 
not been prevented, by entring into 
thofe Cont rads ', by which means the 
Matters of the Sugar- Mills, being freed 
from thc OpprelTions of their Creditors, 
and in lieu thereof now become Debtors 
to thc Company, and time given them 
to employ their Mills for thc Payment of 
their Debts, at certain limited times, 
and that at thc Rate of 1 per Cent, Intc- 
reft per Month only, <all Pretenfions and 
Occafions of a Revolt were thereby re- 
moved at leatt for that time *, the hrft 
term of Payment beigg fet out for aeon- 
iiderable time. 

To make this the more Evident, thefe 
following Heads deferve our particular 
Obfervation : That the Company and 
the Merchants, being Creditors of the 
Matters of the Sugar-MilU, endeavour- 
ing at the fame time to force them to thc 
Payment of thdr Debts, by Execudons. 

This occafioned from the year 1647. to 
the time of thc making of thofe Con- 
trads, fneh a Confolion, as mutt needs 
have tended to the total Dettrudion of 
the Sugar-Mills, and confequently of the 
Merchants and Company •y which indu- 
ced them to apply tbcmfelves to the 
Great Council, to hnd out fome mT'^'^s, 
by way of Difeount, or otberwife, t<r 
put thefe Debts into the Company’s 
Hands. 

TheCouncellorsof Juftice did not at 
firtt agree in all Points to thefe Propo- 
ials, but at their meeting on the 1 2th of 
Auguff 1 644. being better convinced of 
the matter, and that the Company was 
fafficieotly fccured and benefit^ there- 
by, the next following day did not only 
^provc of thc fame, but alfo were of 
(pinion. That fome things might be 
rather mitigated for the Advantage of 
the Matters of Mills and their Creditors, 
than not to relieve them at this jundurc 
fo that the Conditions were the 10th of 
November 1644. agreed unto with |iw 
Confentof the Councellors of theCodn" 
of Juttkt and thc Finances. 
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Purfuant to thcfc, the Great Council 
took care that publick notice Ihould he 
gi\rcn of thcfc Agreements made betwixt 
the’ Company, and certain private Per- 
(bns,by which every one was forewarned 
not to Sell any thing upon Credit to them 
without the Confent of the Great Coun- 
cil *, and their Creditors fummoned to 
make good their Debts within three 
Weeks time, or elfc to be cxxluded from 
the Benefit of the Coiitrad, till after 
the time thetein limitted was expired. 
From all which it is fufficicntly demon- 
ftrable, with how little appearance of 
Truth fome have attempted to infinuatc, 
that thefe Contrafts were prejudicial to 
the Company, and had given no fmall 
occalion to the enfuing Revolt of the 
Poytrpuefes , when it is beyond all que- 
ftion^ from what has been fiid before, 
that thefe were th^ only means to pre- 
vent thofe Calamities, wheicvMth the 
Mailers of the Sugar- Mills, and the Far- 
mers, or Country Planters, were ovci- 
whclnicd all that 1 ime, w ho wci c forced 
to let their Mills RjikI /lill, and leave the 
Ground Uncultivated All which, as it 
tended to the utter Deilruftion of the 
Sugar-Mills, fo the Company fuflaincd 
an irreparable lofs, viz., 38 /. fer Cent. 
yearly in R>vi///, and 37 /. per Cent, in 
J/olUnd,, which being 75 /. per Cent, did 
altogether arife from the ufe of the 
Sugar-Mills. 

Bclides this there w'crc not a few of 
thofe Merchants that were Creditors of 
the Sugar-Mills, that were confiderably 
indebted to the Company, who plead- 
ing infolvcncy, by rcafon of the Aw/-pay- 
mg^it of their Debtors, the Company 
w^ld have been conlidcrablc lofers by 
them, iinlefs by this way of difcouniing 
they liad found means to recover thofe 
defperate Debts. All which moved the 
Great Council to make a vertue of nc- 
ceifity, and with the Advice of the 
Mailers of the Sugar-Mills and their 
Creditor*:, and the Approbation of the 
Council of XIX, to enter upon thofe 
Articles ^ which could not be in any 
wife detrimental to the Company : tho’ 
fome malicious Perfons have objedlcd 
againll them, that (fiippoling there had 
been no Revolt^ thefe Mailers woulc> 
not in 20 Years, nay, perhaps never 
have been in a Condition, to wrong the 
Company what they had laid out upon 
their Account *, when it is fufficiently 
known that the Great Council never 
ODt Farthing of ready Money for 
the account of the Company ^ 
that for the fatisfadlion of the Com- 

ij. 


pany 25 Sugar-Mills were cngagcd,w hit h f 
one with another, affording from 230 to ^ 
250 Cheils of Sugar Yearly, if the ' 
Company had drawn but 140 or i 
Chclls from each, the fame would ha e 
amounted to 420000 Gilders*, fic 
whence it is evident, that, not 0 
include the Sugar-Mills, their Co^ 
pers, Oxen, and other Inftruments 
thereunto belonging, the Summ of 
2125816 Gilders, being the Total Summ 
of the Debt owing to the Company by 
Vertue of thefe Contrafts, might have 
been fatisfied without much hazard j 
the Portu^uefe Mailers of the Sugar- 
Mills, being by this expedient, left in 
the quiet poiTcflion of thcii Mills, and 
eafed fiom the opprefllons of tiicT Cre- 
ditors, and our hopes were not a little 
incicafcd by the induilry of the Inha- 
bitants of the Country, vd o finding 
themfelvcs now at eafo applied them- 
felves with fo much affiduity to the im- 
]jrovement of their Plantations, for the 
better fatisfying of their Debts, that 
in 1645 ^^^re was fuch a fair profpe^l 
of a plentiful Ha 1 veil of Sugar, as had 
not been known m many Yeais be- 
fore. 

But it feems as if the Poytuintfis out 
of an in-born hatred to otir Nation, . 
who had conquered them, were refoi 
ved not to reft fatisfied, tin by under- 
baud Praftices and Plots they had under- 
mined our Government. Add to this 
that many of them having involved 
thcmfclves over Head and Eais in Debt, 
and feeing no w'ay to fatisfie then Cte- 
clitors, were become defperate, and 
more forward to run the hazard of an 
open Revolt (in hopes of aflUlanC'^ from 
ro't.gal) than to undergo the unavoid- \ 
able nccclfitiesof Poverty \ which made 
fome of them frankly tell our People 
afterwards, that in cafe they were dif- 
appointed in their hopes of Succours 
liom the they would feck for 

aid m Spain OT Tor key. 

Towards the latter end of the Year 
i(^42,thcrc were rumours* fpread abroad 
ot a Plot contrived by the Portttguefes 
againft the State, when they weredif- 
armed, and their Arms brought into the 
Magazines, which however they got 
again under fome pretence or other 
afterwards, they living very quietly 
among us, for fear, as 1 fuppofe, of our 
Garrifoni, and that they were not then 
fufTiciently affured of Succours from the 
Bahia. But it will not be amifs to trace 
the true Prlgin of this Revolt.

The 13th Decemb. 1642, one John 
Fernandes f^ieira^ Alderman of Maurtce^% 
Town^ appear’d in the Great Council, 
Count Maurice being prefent, where he 
told them, that he had been informed 
by certain Jirvs , how he and his 
Fathcr-in-Law Beringel were fufpefted 
in Holland^ of having fent Letters by a 
Son of the faid Benngel to the King of 
Portugal^ tending to the detriment of 
fufpiem the State. He did not deny to have 
!f Trei- fcQt a Letter by the (aid Pcrfoii to the 
King of Portugal^ but containing no 
more than a recommendation of the 
faid BertrgePs Perfon, to help him to 
fome Employment under the King: 
This he offered to prove by his Copy, 
which being produced there was found 
nothing material in it, but a Congratu- 
lation to the King upon his AccelTion to 
the Crown, and a recommendation of 
the (aid Be/ingel-^ Flena further pro- 
pofed, that he thought it abfolntely nc- 
cefTary for the fafety of the Efface, to 
have the Poituguejes difarnied, as like- 
wife the Captains de Campo, with thofe 
under their Jurifdidion, the Negtoes^ 
Br a fill arts ^ Mulatts and Mamalukes, 

There was alfo a Letter fent by the 
Council o£ XIX, Dated i. \ 6 ^i. 
to Count Maurice^ containing in fub* 
fiance, that one John F'an North who 
had ferved for 14 Months in the Qiiality 
of a Cadee in Brafl^ had declaicd to 
them at An.ficrdam^ that he had been a 
Servant in a Sugar-Mill, belonging to 
John Fernandef Fietra^ where after a 
flay of two Months, he was entreated 
by Franctfio Beringel Labrador^ to go 
with his Son Antomo Dandrado Beringel^ 
as an Interpreter to Holland^ and from 
' thence to Portugal'^ which upon great 
Promifes he accepted of, and they fet 
Sail on board the Ship called the Love 
from Brajil for Zeeland^ and afterwards 
from VliJJimen went to Ltsben. Hc (aid. 
That this Antomo Dan dr ado Beringel^ 
after a familiar Converfation of three 
Weeks, had told him that hc was fent 
with a Letter Sign’d by John Fernandes 
Vieira^ Franctfto Seringely Bernardin Kar^ 
vailhojohn Biferro^adLexvts Bras BtferrOy 
in which they gave to underlfand to 
the King of Ponugaly that they were 
well provided with Meu, Money and 
Arms, for the reducing Brafil under his 
Obedience. The Council added, that 
the King of Portugal had made the faid 
• Beringel a Captain for this piece of 
I Service, and that therefore they dcfircd 
Count Maurice and the Gre^ Council 


fcnfibic what an avcrlion the Portugntfes 

did bear to the Dutch, i ^ 5^ 

At the meeting of the Great Council y 

of Brafil \ 6 . February y 1643. Qovihl B enertsp^ 
Maurke afllired them, that hc had 
ceived Intelligence, that fome of the 
chiefeft of the Portuguefes had rcfolved 
to Surprifeour Garrifons in the Country, 
at Moribecay St. Anthonyy and fome other 
places, and to put them to the Sword, 
which was to be put in Execution upon 
one of their Saints Days, when they ufed 
to meet in confiderablc Numbers. Thofe 
who had the chief management of this 
Affair, had their dwelling places in the 
Vargea,^ who had propofcd to furprife 
likewife the Ptceif\ not qucllioning that 
if they could make thcmfcives Maflcrs 
of it, the other Garrifons in the Coun- 
try, would be eafily reduced, and con- • 
fequently the Company not able to fub- 
lift long in Brafily without Soldiers and 
Trafick. 

Hereupon it was tal^n into delibcra- ul'jt j^cu- 
tion, whether ’twere befl to fccure the ' 
heads of this Rebellion immediately, or ^ 
to delay it till a more convenient tune, * 
for fear of allarming the whole Country 
by their Imprifonment : The lafl was 
refolvcd upon, becaufe they did not 
think themfelves as yet fufficiently af- 
fured of their Defigns, and did not 
queflion, but that by the fecret Intelli- 
gence Count Afaurue was to receive of 
their T ranfadions, to prevent them. It 
was however judged advifcablc to draw 
the Ganifons out of the Country into the 
Receif,^ which was flrcngthcncd with 
new Pallifadocs, and the old Wooden 
Battery repaired ^ a Ship was alfo^*:*-^ 
dcred with feveral great Chaloops, the 
firft on the Sca-fide, the others in the 
River, to defend the Avenues of the 
Becetf with their Cannon. There were 
likewife divers Letters fent by private 
Perfons, fome without Names, to Count 
Maurue and the Gr^at Council, con- 
firming the Traitorous defigns of the 
Portuguefes y among others one Mr. Fan 
Els lent a Letter to Count MaurUey 
Dated at Sninhainiy the 20th o[ Aianhy 
1643. importing, That he had it from 
^re hands, that a certain Mulaty of the 
Company of Aagiftm Hardojo being 
asked by certain Inhabitants of that 
Fregeficy what bufincfs they had there- 
abouts, had told them, That had 
been to carry Letters to fome 
living near the Rectify adding that jj 
(hort time they would fee that 
taken without any efrufioo of , 

rlh^ DuttUrsr Piortuako/e/* 
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rtrixt them and the Inhabitants of Bonas 
Xires. 

«• VI. In rohat Condition their Plates xoere 
theleaboHts ; of all which they were to give 
the hell account they were able to get ^ after 
their return to the Great Council • They were 
alfo charged by word of Mouthy to snake d - 
iigent Enijttiry^ who were the Perfons^ that 
underhand encouraged the fo much feared 
Revolt of the Portugviefes tn the Dutch 
Brafil, and what j4.d or yljfUance they 
were to have jiom them^ and to defre the 
Covernour , not to per/h t for the future , 
that furh of the Dutch Soldiers as Dc fried 
out of the Rcceif, and went by Land to the 
Bahia, sntght from theme be n anfortedm^ 
to Portugal, but he fiopt^ and feta back 
to the Receif. 


Thcfe Envoys an ived fafcly the 8th 
of February 1 544. in the buhia^ and dropt 
their Anchor towards the Evening near 
the City of St. Sahadoy.^ and the Caftlc 
^ivador,* of St. jdntonio.^ where two Officers came 
on Board them, tO enquire trom whence 
they came, and by whom, and to whom 
they were Tent, in order to give an Ac- 
count thereof to the Goveinor jimomo 
T tiles da Sylva. The next following day 
they were Complimented in the Name of 
the Governor, by 'Major Dommgo Del- 
gado^y and Captain l\i%id ('^tnturay w'ho 
told them, That he intended to fend his 
Chaloop with the firft opportunity to 
fetch them afhorc, Aboiic three a clock 
in the Afternoon, the fimc Officers with 
three or four more, came with the Cha- 
loop to fetch them ; and they were no 
fooncr landed, but found fevcral Horfes 
r eady for them to mount upon, which 
i^did, and wefe conducted up a high 
Hill, all over covered wdeh Spedlators, 
to the Governor’s Palace. In the outward 
Hall was a Ilrong guard of Soldiers; in 
the fecond, feveral Enfigns and other in- 
feriour Officers; in the third Apart- 
ment they met with nothing but Cap- 
tainsand Lieutenants ; and in the fourth 
with Colonels, General Officeis, fomc 
Clergymen, and the Governor himfelt ; 

. who after having received them at the 
Door, defired them to Sit dov;n next to 
him, upon Chairs fet for that purpolc. 
The Envoys then begun their Harangue,* 
in which they told him, That they wci c 
extrcamly glad to find him in good 
Health at this time, w'hen they wcic 
•Tent by the Gteat Council of the Dunh 
to aflurc him of their good Incli- 
to maintain a good Correfpon- 
ll Friend (hip with him, and ot 


their hearty Wiffies for his 
his own, and the Governments Profpe- 
rity ; to preferve which , they were ^ 
ready to contribute all what lay in their 
power. Then they told him, That they 
had feveral Things to propofe to him, 
when he (hould think convenient to re- 
ceive them ; The reft of the Difeourfe 
run upon mutualCompliments and News. 

After which, the Envoys were again ac- 
conii)anied by the Governour to the 
Door of the Apartment, where he or- 
dered the beforementioned Domingo Del- 
gados and David f^enturayto conduS them 
to a certain large Houfe finely furnifhed, 
in Bifliops-flrcety and to Entertain them 
at his Charge; which, tho’ the Envoys 
refufed, alledging it to be contrary to 
the Intentions of their Mafters, yet were 
they forced to accept of the fame, and 
were very magnificently Entertained at 
Supper. ‘ 

The next Morning about 1 1 a Clock r/jc-ir j 
they went again to the Palace, and after a 
havmg dcilred a fccond Audience, were 
received in the lame manner as before. 

Every one being ordti ed to withdraw, 
befidcs the Secretary of the Governor, 
the Envoys made their Propofitions to the 
lalt, which they delivered to him in Wri- 
ting in Portugurfe y recommending the 
fame to his Conikleration, as fending to- 
wards the maintaining a good and firm 
Con efpondcncy betwixt them. To 
which the Governor gave this general 
Anfwcr; That he (hould always endeavour 
to Culiivaie a good ZJndey f} an ding and Cor- 
yiffondency with //v, pmfnatit to the ftrili 
and reiterated Oiders lie had r eicived for 
that parpofe from the King h-s AiaHer, 

And that concerning the Propoftions made 
by them to hisny he would ajfcmble his Coun- 
cil oj War and JufiicCy and afterwards Im- 
part to them hisAnfwer. Then they were 
by Domtngo Delgados rccondui^ed to his 
own Houfe, where they were very well 
Entertained the fame Day at Dinner, 
and the next by the Governor himfclf. 

The 17th, They had another Audi- 
cnce from the Governor, who told them Auimcc 
in very obliging Terms; That he had 
co.fdted the matter with his Councily and 
could give them no other Anfevety but what 
wai contained in this Lettery which he dc- 

liveied to them, ami told them the Con- 
tents thereof; whereupon our Envoys 
r(-kl him, That (ince thereby a Door 
was left open for Rogues and Vagabonds, 
they hoped he would at Icaft order that 
the Names of fuch as fled to the Bahtay 
might be taken notice of, that the Great 
Council of the Dutch Brafly might not 
^ N remain . 
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I^A^r^cmain q^itc unfatisfied, whither they 
1 6 were fled \ which he promifed to do. 
After fome further Compliments, and 
mutual Aflurance of Fricndlhip, they 
parted for this time. 

The 22d, They took their Leave 
from the Biftiop, and feVeral other Per- 
fons of Note, unto whom they owed 
any Obligations, and lalt of all from the 
Governor himfelf, being conduced thi- 
ther by many Perfons of Quality and 
Officers; They return’d him Thanks for 
the Civilities and Refped he had been 
pleafcd to ffiew them ; wiftiing both him 
and his lortuguefe Majefty a long and 
happy Reign, and Viftory againft the 
CajhUans, The Governor returned their 
Compliments and Conduced them out 
of the Room, ordering fevcral Negro’s 
to attend them down the Precipice ot the 
Hill, upon which the City is built, with 
Chairs ; but the Envoy’s choofing rather 
to go on foot, they were in the fame 
Chaloop they came in afliorc,carried back 
under the found of Mufick, on Board 
their Yacht. The Portuguefe Officers, 
ibttr re- having taken their Leave, returned 
xurJt^t'he 

Receif, their way to the Recetf^ where they ar- 
rived fafely not long after. 

The Letter delivered to them by the 
Governor, was as follows.

Concerning the Hz Points mentioned 
in their fecret loftrudions, they made 
the following Report to the Great 
Council. 

1 . t^X^HAT the portuguefe Forces 
1 thofe Parts, w^e generally 
fieemed to be lefs or more betwixt 3000 Council- 
and 4000 Men, without the BralUians and 
Negroes- But that upon the mofi exaH en- 
quiry they could make, they had found them 
to be not above 3000, including the Bra- 
filians and Negro* s, and their Garrifons 
both to the North and South, as far at 
Rio Janeiro. ThefP^ conjified of five Re- 
giments', viz. three of Portuguefo, un- 
der the Colonels John Darangc, Martin 
Soares and N. N. the fourth of Bralilians 
under a BraGlian Colonel, Antonio Phi- 
lippo Camarao; and the fifth of Negro* s, 
under the Command of a Neger Henricio 
Dyas. Thefe two lajt Regiments, amount- 
ing both not to above 300 Men, were di- 
vided in the Garrifons to the North, about 
Rio Real, on our Frontin s ; they being the 
feum and off-tafts of all their Territories, 
and confecjitemly not to be quartered near 
the Capital City, there having of late been 
fome broils among them in the Garrifons, 
whither Officers were difpatch*d, to compofe 
them. The three Portugucfc Regiments 
conjifting of about 2700 Men, kept Car- 
rijon in St- Salvador, and the circumjacent 
Forts, except two Companies, one ef%i:f-ji 
was quartered about Rio Real, the other tn 
the Ifiand Morro St. Paulo; and about 
1 50 more, which were difpofed in the Cap- 
tainlhips of Os llhcos Porto Seguro and 
Spirito Sanfto ; fo that the Garrifons of 
5ir.

Jew, called Cafpar Jranctfco de Kiinha^^ - 
with two others of the Chief of 
fame Fraternity, gave notice to the Great 
Council, that they had been credibly in- 
formed by fome who converfed 
and kept frequent Correfpondence in the 
Countiy, That the Portngnefes were 
Plotting againft the Dutch Brajil^ telling 
the Council the Rcafons upon which 
they founded thisSufpicion.

All the 
Citizens and chief Inhabitants, both of 
the Recetf ALu-rtce\ Town, ap- 
peared in Aims, making a Lane from 
the Old Town to the Water-gate, from 
whom, as he pafs’d by, he took his 
leave with all imaginable Demonftrati- 
ons of Kindnefs ; At the Gate he mount- 
ed on Horfeback, and being accompanied 
by the Great Council, the Gounrellors 
of Jufticc, and all the Military Officers, 
as tar as OUnda^ he there once more took 
his leave of them in particular, the Sieur 
BuUeftraee vmzmitig only with him, be- 
ing Deputed by the Regency to Condud 
him on Board the Ships defign’d for his 
I'ranfpor ration.

of the Aifembly, it was debated in the 
prcfence of Count Maitncty which of 
the Members ftiould have the Precedency 
there as Prefident, or whether the fame 
Ihould be taken by turns, the fame be- 
ing not determined in their Commiflion:

other The rnmours which in 1640 were 
volt of Qoifed about concerning the treacherous 
auef^ defigns of the Portuguefe Inhabitants 
° againft us, being for that time vanifhed 
into Smoak, the fame was revived, and 
their defigns began to be difeovered in 
Feh. 1^45. Viz. That confiding in the 
promifed Succours from Bahia^ they in- 
tended to rife in Arms againft us ^ look- 
ing upon this jundure as the moft fa- 
vourable for their purpofe , fince 
Count Maarice with the greateft part of 
our Fleet, and a good number of Soldiers 
were returned to Holland.^ from whence 
no frefh fupplies were come of late into 
Brafil. The Great Council not being 
iguorant of this, were indefatigable in 
their care, to leave no Stone unturned 
to find out the Ring leaders of this Re- 
bellion, fo as to charge them efTeftuaUy 
with this Crime, and find out fufficient 
caufe for their Commitment. They 
fent out feveral of their Officers into 
the Country, as Spies, to found the In- 
clinations of the People, and whether 
they could meet with any who incited 
the reft to an Infurre^^ion. The like 
he did on the other fide of the River of 
St. Francis^ and in Kamarot^% Camp, 
whither they had fent certain Perfons,to 
luveftigatc their Defigns, and to learn 
what preparations they made for War, 
and whether they were intended againft 
PernambHko.^ but were not able to find 
out any thing, upon which they could 
make any fure account. Being never- 
thelefs fenfible that thofe forewarnings 
were not altogether ground left, and 
knowing the Portuguefes to be of fo 
haughty a temper, (befides the diffe- 
rence in Religion) that they would fcarce 
let any opporiunity flip of withdrawing 
thcmfelvcs from the obedience of their 
Conquerors *, they writ the 13 th of Febr.

were greatly encouraged with thefe hopes of

received certain Intelligence^ that fo foon as 
we fhould attempt *>, we mufl expebl nolefs^ 
than a general Infurrellion^ whichy confider- 
tng our own Adagaunes and Storc-Houfes 
were fo tU provided^ and no fufticient Force 
could be drawn out of the Camfon to ft- 
cure the open Country^ would have drawrt 
after it vciy id confequences for our Nation^ 
efpecially thofe living at fame di fiance from 
our FortSy who thereby (as we had reafon 
to fear ) might have been expofed to the 
danger of being maffacred by the Portu- 
guefes. It IS evident from the Information 
given to your Lordfinps in Holland, and 
tranfmitted to w, that the SubjeHs of the 
King of Portugal themfelves are encou- 
raged and animated againft m j wherefore 
It Will be abftlutely neceffttry to be very 
c anti OHS y and to haften the fupptieSy we Jo 
often have reejuefted at your hands, Vpon 
the firfi information we receivedy that to- 
wards the South of the Rccclf the PortU- 
guefes intended to land fame Men or Arms^ 
we fent the i^th of Odob. a Titchty the 
Enckhuyftn with another Galliot andChaloep 
to Cruife thereabouts^ but they returned 
after fame time without being able to dif» 
cover any fuch thing. The next Intelligence 
we hadyWaSythat a Fleet was Ecjuippmgtn the 
Bahia, to tranfport feme ForceSy for the 
affiftance of our Rebellious Subjects:, to find 
out the bottom of th s Deftgn y we thought 
we could pitch upon no better expedient 
than to fend thither Mr, Gilbert dc Witt, 
and Dirk Hoogllratcn with certain In- 
flrulltons *y of which we have enclofed the 
Copy ‘y who fet Sail the xyh of the lafi 
Month. Being further informed that a 
in tain Portugucfe Captain with an Enjkn 
and three Soldiers have been lately difpatcP d 
ft om the Bahia to cur Captainmips, to en- 
deavour to fttr up our Subjells to ReheUton^ 
with affurance of Succours ftom thence \ 
we have employed all neceffary means to 
find them out and get them into our hands.

D’lt two days after 
the fame Rumoui v.us i cue wed by two 
Pafl'engcrs coming fiom Rw St. Framifcoy 
and being lauded by one John Hoen.^ a 
Mailer of a VelTcl, near KundtUna ^ but 
upon a more fln^l Enquiry made by the 
Council, the faid Mailer of the Veffel 
declared, that on the eighth of the fame 
month, when he left R.o St. Franuf^ 
CO., there was no News ot Kamaron % 
march. 

The 30th of May 1545. a Letter, 
without a Name was delivered to the 
Great Council, by one Abraham Afar- 
kado.^ a Jew, fubferibed only Tins Vina. 
This Letter being Tranflated out of the 
Portifgitefc the fame Night, the Concents 
thereof were, That three unknown Per- 
fons, gave them notice, that a good Bo- 
dy of Troops were come from Rto Read 
into Fa> ayba, with an Intention to join 
with a Difeontented Party there, and to 
furprize the Dutch forts \ with Advice 
to Seize upon the Perfon of John Fer- 
nandes Kieira, their Chief Ringleader.

. into their Ailembly, to Confult unani- 
xnoufly, what were befl: to be done at 
this Jundure for the Prefer vation of the 
^mchBraMx when by this, as well as 
Letters and Intelligences 


they were forewarned of the approach- 
ing Danger^ and notwithftanding they ' ^4 
were much in doubt, whether they ought 
to make any certain Account upon a Let- 
ter written without a Name; yet conh- 
dering all the Circumilances of this as 
well as fevcral other Informations, it 
was judged abfolutely neceffary to pro- 
vide for the Safety of the Dutch BrafU, 
againft any Attempts of an Enemy. 

I. By providing all the Forts v\ ith Meal 
for Two Months. 

IL By giving immediate Notice to all 
Commanders of Forts, to be conftautly 
upon their Guard. 

III. To write to John Ufiry, Chief 
Commander of the Brafthans, to keep 
his People in rcadincL with their Anns 
in the Villages, to be ready to march up- 
on the firll Orders from the Couatil, 
we being not in a Condition to take the 
Field without them. 

IF. To fend abroad their Spies, in all 
Corners, even into the Woods, to get 
Intelligence whereabouts the Enemies 
Troops are; and to give timely notice 
of what they are able to learn, to the 
Council. 

r. It was agreed, to Summon John 
Eernandes Ficaa, the Chief Ringleader 
Of the intended Rebellion, and his Secu- 
rities, Francijco Beringcl, Fieirds Fathcr- 
in-Law, and Bcmardn Karvalho, unto 
i\\c fuieif, under pretence of making a 
fecond Agreement with him, which he 
eaincftly dclired ; by which means they 
Ihould fcciirc his Perfon , know the 
whole bottom of the Portuguefe Defign, 
and confctiuently be the better able to 
pi event it. A certain Broker called 
Now, who follicitcd this Agreement for 
Fiat a, was prevailed upon to undertake 
this Task, which he might do without 
the Icaft Sufpicion ; but the Whitfontide 
Holidays put forae Hop tcric for the pre- 
fent. With the fame Care the Great 
Council employed all pollible Means to 
get the other Perfons of the Fergea, 
lufpefted to have a Hand in this Re- 
bellious Dcfign, into their Hands, under 
foine pretence or other, they being not 
likely to be taken by force, becaufc they 
did not lodge in their Mills and Houfes 
in the Night time, and by Day were fo 
llriaiy upon their guard, that they could - 
nor poflibly be furprized.

The fame was confirmed by another 
Letter, dated the 27th of with 
Advice, That as yet no Enemy had ap- 
peared within fight of the Fort. 

Frequent Intelligence ‘being likewife 
fent to the Council, That in the Mma 
of St, Lawrence.^ and fome other diftant 
Places, confidcrablc numbers of Soldiers 
from the Ihihia^ of Mulats and Negro’s, 
were gathciing in a Body, they fent fe- 
veral fmall Bodies thither, under Com- 
ma :id of fuch as were well acquainted 
with that Country, who all unanimoufly 
reported. That they could meet with 
no Soldiers, Mulats, or any other Va- 
gabonds thereabouts. 

The 1 2th of J/wr, the Dire<ffor Mou^ 
fent further Advice, that he had 
been credibly informed by Letters dated 
the 8th of the fame month, from Rto 
St. Francijco.^ That KamaromxsA Henrico 
VUs., with fix Companies of Brafiltans^ 
Mulats, and Negro’s, were pafs’d the 
faid River ^ and that juft as he was con- 
cluding his Letter, two Inhabitants of 
the ./ifgoMs had given him to underftand, 
that fome of them had been at their 
Houfes for fome Meal*, the Copies of 
which Letters he fent to the Council, 
who did now not in the lead queftion, 
bat that their Aim was upon the Dntch 
Bra/ti ^ efpecially fince they were fore- 
warned by feveral Letters from St, Jn- 
romff. That the Inhabitants thereabouts 
feem’d to prepare fora Revolt. 

The Council finding their Projeft of 
man of taking Fiara by Craft, not to fucceed, 
^ bccaufe he and the Securities of his Fa- 
ton' thcr-in-Law, Franctfio Beringel^ zad Ber^ 

^ ’ nardtno Karvalho.^ could not bc Cajoled 
into the Receif.^ under pretence of Re- 
newing their former Contraft j and 
looking opon him as the Chief Ring- 
leader of this Revolt, they ordered Joa- 
chm Demtirer.^ a Lieutenant, with a good 
number of S^dien, to the Mill and 


Hoofe of the faid John Fernandes Fieira^ 
to bring his Perfon from thence to the 1 ^ 4 > 
Receif, Accordingly Denniger advanced 
with his Soldiers towards the Evening 
near the Mills, which he forrounded, 
and about Midnight unexpededly entred 
both the Houfe and Mills, making a molt 
ilrid fearch throughout all the Rooms 
and Corners, but to no pu^fe. In the 
Morning be withdrew at fome dillance, 
but return’d the next Night, when after 
having made another fearch, but in vain, ' 
he was informed by one of his Turkifi 
Slaves, and Ibmc Negro’s, That neither 
Fieira^ nor his Father-In-Law Bertngel 
had (lept in their Houfes thefc lalt 
Three Weeks ; that fometimes they came 
thither on Horfcback, but after a very 
Ihort flay, went their ways again. Den- 
ninger likewife fearch’d the Houfes of 
Antonio Kavalkami and Antomo Btferray 
but to as little purptfc as thofc of the 
former, being informed by their Ne- 
gro’s, that they had abfeonded for fome 
Weeks before. 

In the mean while, the Council fent 
divers Parties abroad, under the Com- 
mand of Hans Katner.^Slodlnlski.^ and 
raed Hilt^ all which, after their return, 
agreed in this, That there were no Ene- 
mies there as yet, efpecially not in the 
Matta, where they met with no Body 
but thofc that were employed in Manu- 
ring the Grounds. 

The Great Council fi.ndingthemfelves 
altogether difa])poiated in their hopes of

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His Confcfilon agreeing in all points 
with what Fernando Vale had depofed 
before, and being all that time forely 
affli-f^ed with the Gravel, he was dif- 
penfed with from any further Examina- 
tion. 

The Council being by this Depofition 
of Karvalho fully convinced of the Trea- 
chery of Vieira and his adherents, it 
was rcfolvcd to attempt once more the 
taking ot the faid Vlena^ if perhaps he 
might as yetluik fomewherc or other 
near the Receif\ aud of his Faftor Afor 
Afanitel de Soufa engaged in the fame 
Defign ; aslikewife ot Antotut Femora 
and yirnaro Lopes^ both Inhabitants of 
the Vtrgea.

^ohn r ejfoa and Coj/no de Kuijio were the 
fame Day rented out ot the rergea to 
the Marta. The fame Day Captain 
IVdrfihfc was ordered to feize the pub- 
lick K Jtary, Pcncra.^ dwelling in 

St. Lawreme., who was fuppofed to have 
drawn the befoic mentioned AUbciation^ 
and ic rcfolvcd to fend a Pardon to 
Anton. 0 Kavalkantiy and John Pats Km-- 
ral^ who having a great Family at home, 
might thereby be prevailed upon to quit 
the Party of the Rebels, whereby we 
fhould both weaken that of the Enemy, 
and get a further inlight into their Dc- 
ligns. Ant on, 0 de PtdhoHs being Examined 
at the fame time, ingenuoufly confefled 
that he had not the ieaft knowledge of 
the Con fpi racy ^ Sebaflian Karvalho i^ing 
notwithlianding his former Confelfion, 
detained Pri Toner upon Sofpicion till the 
4th of Aagkfl^ was at his requell dif- 
milled by the Great CottnciL, after having 
given fuificicnt proof that he was one of 
the three who writ the Letter concern- 
Karralho intended Confpiracy, to the

The Reccif ‘ Orders were given 

flrenf^th- to ail the Inhabitants of the Receif., and 
enedmtb thofe living upon the back of the River, 
Paliifidi's, to furround their dwelling places with 
Pallifado’s, under Forfeiture of loo 
Gildet s. And to render the Companies 
the more compleat, and expofe our Men 
to as little danger as might be of being 
furpnfed by the Enemy; all the Safe- 
Guards were commanded to be with- 
drawn, by M. Hdujy near the Racetf^ 
and ill Sennheum by Optaifl who 
was like wife ordered to reiDOfe the 
GarriFonof Hmay to another place, of 


more ftrength. The better to foppiy <^JLo 
the fcarcity of Provillons in the Forts, 1^4* 
which for want thereof might be in 
danger of falling into the Enemy’s hands. 

Orders were difpatch’d to the Chief 
Commandcrs,to feize upon what quanti- 
ty of Farittha (or Meal) they flood in need 
offor theufe of their rcfpcdivcGarrUbns, 
among the Inhabitants of the Country, 
which they were to be paid for by the 
Commilfarics of the Company. It was 
alfo thought necclfary that for the

The Major of the Chy Militia was or-

Several Copies were alfo diftriboted a- 
mong the Friars, in order to publifh them 
from the Pulpits, and caufe them to be 
affixed to the Church-Doors. 

The 18th, good Store of Provifion 
and Ammunition was fent to the Fort 
Ketdcn, and Rm Grande, and the Gerri- 
fons of both thefe Places forewarned to 
keep upon their Guard. At the fame 
time the Proclamation of Pardon w’as 
fent thither to be publifhed ; And^'^;7/ov/# 

Pa atiba, Chiet ot the BrafiLans in thofc 
Parts, was Summon’d to keep his Brafi- 
Fani iij readiuefs with their Arms, when- 
evei they fhould be Commanded to give 
Proofs of their Fidelity to the Com- 
pany. 

The 1 9th of June, two Inhabitants of 
Porto (alio, that were landed but the 
fimc Mnnnng in a fmall Boat on ti e 
Receif bt ought News to the Great Coun- 
cil, T hat Kania> on at the Head of the 
BrafiUam , and Henry Dtai, with his 
armed Negroes, conlifting in 7 Compa- 
nies, had polRd rhcmfclvcs in the Ale- 
goasiiczx the Sugar- Mill Felho that their 
number was increafed lince to 4 or 5000 
Men, by the Conjundion of thofe who 
were palled the River St. Franctfeo 
through the Matta, and that they had 
begun to commit open Hoftilities, fo that ^ 
now the Council had not the Icall reafoa 
to doubt any further of the Defign of 
the Porti/guefis. The Commander of 
Porto Calvo fent word much to the fame 
purpofe, and that he prepared for a vi- 
gorous Defence. The nrll Effefts of 
3his Infuircftion broke out in the Di- 
ftrid of Pojuka, and conlidcring thac^^j^/ 
our whole Force there confiAed only in pojubi- 
30 Men, under Jacob Flemming a Lieu- , 
tenant, Orders were font him to Rjctrcat* j 
to5f. Antonio, there to defend thcrafclvcs 
with their Joint-Forces, “t he firft be- 
ginning of HoAilides was made by thofe , 
of the Pojuka, by feizing upon two ^otts. 
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all the Paflengers of which they took 
Prilbners, and flew them afterwards, 
except one Seaman who had the good 
Fortune to efcape. This done. The In- 
habitant! both of the Village and the 
open Country, chofc for their Head , 
AmMr sTArritvic^ whereby 
they cut off our Communication with the 
Cape Anfitn by Land, and all about to 
the South, befides that the Fort on the 
Olid Cape, could not, but with great 
difficulty be fupplied with Water from 
the River. 

The 2oth of a BrafiLdti arrived 
very early in the morning in the Recdf ^ 
his Errand to the Conncil was. That he 
being lent by Johti Rlaar^ from Porte 
Calvo^ with Letters to the Great Council, 
was fet upon by thofe of Po’y.ka^ near 
Kambod^ who took from him the faid Let- 
ters, and kill’d his Companion. For the 
reft he told them,'* That Kahiayon was 
pofted in the Diftrift ot Tort o Calvo^ and 
chat Captain John Blaar was in the Fort. 
A Council being call’d to couHder of the 
beft means to fecurc the Dntch BrofU a- 
gainfl any Attempts of the Enemy, the 
firft thing that fell under Debate, was. 
Whether, according to the general Ad* 
vice of thofe of the Inhabitants, who 
wiQied well to our Government, it were 
not moft Expedient for our Defence, to 
form a Camp to make Head againlt the 
Enemy in the Field *, who, if once Ma- 
tter of the open Country, would force 
the Inhabitants to join with him, and 
cut off our Provilions, without which wc 
could not fublift long. The next thing 
to be taken into Confideration, was. 
Where to find Forces for this Camp, the 
Garrifons being fo weakly Mann’d, as 
not to be able to fpare any, and the body 
under Captain Wdtfchut confifting only 
of 120 Men, befides the 300 Brojihansy 
to be joined with him. Confidcring 
therefore that the whole Force in the 
AlUgoas confiffed only of two Compa- 
nies under the Command of Muchetony 
a number not any ways proportionable 
to the Extent of fo large a Tradt of 
Ground ; it was judged moft convenient 
to make a Virtue of Neceffity, and to 
draw them from thence to the Rtceify 
as indeed they had been ordered before. 
But their way by Land being cut off by- 
thc Rebels of Pejuka, a Vcllcl, which 
lay ready to go out a Cruifing, was or- 
•dered to Porte Frsncijloy with Orders to 
Muchereny to Embark forthwith thofe 
Forces aboard her, without having any- 
regard to the Baggage ^ but the rett, 

‘ which could aot be put aboard the Vef- 


fel, fhonld be fent by Land to K.oF'an^ rVU 
njcoy to Reinforce Captain Ac;;/, for the J v f 
better Defence of tfiat Place. Captain 
Fallo was likcwife ordered to march with 
the Garrifon of Srrwhditn to St, AntouiQ • 
it being not likely that the Troops in 
Sertnhdim fhould bc able to make Head 
there, after the coming of Ka/pdron inig 
Porto Cdlvoy it being an Inland Country. 

The fame (jay, 40 new-lifted Soldiers 
were fent to T<fW4r/irf, under Command 
of Captain Peter ieuhitjy Mailer of the.'" rr 
Sugar-Mill Harlem bccaiilc this Ifland 
was of the greatefl: Confcqucncc to us *, 
and the Garrifons of the For; Orange. 
and the Town of S.bopy confifting each 
of one Company, were very weak, and 
the armed Inhabitanis did not amount icf 
above one Company more. 

The fame day, Mr. Bas, and Mr. 
deToe^Aty Counfellors of the Court of 
jnlliec^ werf ordered to examine Caf^ar 
Peteird the Publick tJo^tary, concerning 
his Drawing of the Inltrumcnt of AITo- 
ciatioQ ; as likcwife John Karnroy deMa- 
risy Frdncifco Dids Detgddo Mafters Of Su- 
gar-Mills, in the Diltrid of Pojukdy and 
Sebdftiart KarvAhoy concerning \ 4 hit they 
knew of the intended Confpiracy. 

Karvdlho declared a fecond time, at the second 
Houfc of Lieutenant Colonel l^ansy That Conjeffm 
fomc days ago, (he could not remember 
exaftly which) a certain PortugHtfe Scr- 
yant, whom he knew not, did come to 
him in the Name of John Ferndndjs Pleira^ 
with a Letter^ in which the laid Vieira 
defired him to Sign the enclofed Writing 
drawn in Form of an AlTociation, to take 
up Arms againit the Government, as 
foon as they fhould receive any Succours 
from the BdhU ^ which at that time was 
Subferibed only by John Fernmdes neira^ 

Lems dd Cofid Scpulptdd^y but, as he 
fuppofed, was to be carried to mott of 
the inhabitants. He fuithcr dcclaieci. 

That he refufed to Sign the faid Writing 
upon the bare Letter of John Fernandes 
Vieirdy and the Hand- Writing being ua^ 
known to him, he feat both the Letter 
and Inflrument of Affoclation back bj 
the fame Lad that brought it, with ii}$ 
Anfwcr by way of Mouth , .That he 
could not Sabferibe it. Havihf more 
maturely weighed the matter, he feat 
the fame Evening to his Friend Fesnando 
Falty to dclire him to give him a meet- 
ing the next morning upon the Hills of 
Carapesy which being done accordingly, 
it was agreed among them to give No- 
tice of this Confpiracy to the Great 
Council in a Letter without a Name. 

This Letter, with the Subferiptio^

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0 Plus Vltrd^ was writ by Fale^ and about 

1 164 . 3. Ten Days after given him to Read in a 

j Bakers Houfc in the Pontfireet^ and after- 

wards given to jibr^ham Merkddo the 
PhyUcian, who delivered it to the Great 
Council. 

The fame day, the 20th of Jnne^ the 
Great Council received a Letter from 
Mr. Lty and Pfoekj dated at St. Antonio^ 
importing. That the whole Fre^tfte had 
taken up Arms, and made \6 or 18 
Dutch Inhabitants Prifoners i That they 
had fortified the Church again/l thofe 
of PejuUj whom they did not queflion 
to fbicc from thence, provided they re- 
ceived any Succours from the Pneif. 
The Council having taken the whole 
matter into ferioos Deliberation, and 
confidering with themfelvcs, that, as the 
Cafe then ltood,thcy had no great reafoii 
to fear any Rebellion in the North, in 
PdTdyhdy and Rh Grandt^ as long as our 
Fleet remained near the Red-Lundj and 
judging it highly necc/Tary to bring the 
Rebels in Pojuid to Rcalbn, and by their 
Puniftment to deter the reft from at- 
tempting the like; they ordered Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Hdujy with a Detach- 
ment of 103 Men, to march the next 
Moming,to MoribeUy there to joyn with 
Captain Wibfehut^ and the Brufilians^ and 
lb continue their march to St. Anton 0 ^ 
from whence they were with their joint 
Forces to go dircdly againft the Rebels 
Stueours Pojukdf to reducc them to Obedience ; 

it being other wife to be feared that they 
* would cut offall Communication betwixt 
the Receif and the Garrifons to the 
South. This Expedition proved fo fuc- 
cefsful, that the Rebels were put to 
flight, and Lieutenant Colonel Hdus 
made himfclf Mailer both of the Town 
and Convent, forcing them to quit all 
the Pafles thereabouts ; and 40 Prifoners 
were releafed, whom they had loaded 
with Irons in the faid Mooailery. But 
having received Intelligence of the ap- 
proach of Kdmdron with his whole Body, 
againeft him, Jie defired further Succours 
from the Great Council , to keep the 
Field ; but the Garrifon of the Receif 
being too much weakened already, they 
could fend him no other Reinforcement 
till the expeded Succours fliould arrive ^ 
from HoUdttd. *

of fcvcral W^dings appoiated for that 
purpofe, unto which wcrctoliclnviocd 
all the Chief Men of Dutch Brufit^ both 
Civil and Military ; whom, after they 
were hulh’d with Wine, they intended 
toMurthcr, in Imitation of the 

or the noted Pdrifidtt Wedding •, 
not qucftioning , but that , when the 
Heads of the Dntih Bta/il were cut off, 
the reft, when attack’d at once in diveis 
Places, would fall an cahe Prey into iheir 
Hands. But being prevented in this 
bloody Defign for that time, 

Day was pitcht upon , as pro- 
per for the Execution df it, when the 
Ships were departed 'but of the Harboor 
of the Receif. For the Potrtuguefrs wore 
not ignorant, that we having receiveii 
no frcih Supplies, cfpccially of Gun- 
powder, for aconfiderable time out ^f 
PfoBund^onv Magazines wer« but veryia- 
diflbrently fupj^icd both with Ammuni- 
tion andProvifions ; and that conrequenc- 
ly we muft foon be reduced to great Ex- 
tremity , if they were Mafters of the 
Field : They knew alfo, That all our 
Ships, except two, were ready to fail 
with the firft fair Wind, being already 
fallen down to the Red-Ldnd\ Thus be- 
ing fenfible of our Weaknefs, the Pot- 
tuguefes propofed to themfelves no lels 
than the Conqueft of the whole Dhtch 
Brafii at one ftvokc. But the whole De- 
fign being difeovered before Midfumpy-*- 
Ddy., it vanifh’d into Smoak, both Tides 
betaking themfelves to Decide the Mat- 
ter by Arras. 

The Portuguefej ^mended not fo much 
the Allegiance due to their King, as prnr.a 
Liberty of Conlcicncc ; notwithftanding</»<' i 
which, wc have all the Reafon in the '“S'' '‘‘• 
Woild to imagine. That this Infurre- 
dlion was undertaken not only with the 
Knowledge, but alfo at the Inftigation 
of the Court of Portugal^ and or thpfc 
of the Bdhid ; it being very improbable. 

That Kdmdron.^ Henry Dtds^ and the reft 
of the Ring-leaders, Ihould without the 
Approbation of the King of Portugal^ 
have attempted to attack us by open 
Force. Bcudes this, Mucheron declares 
to have Read in a Pottuguefe CommilBon

That if they mif- 
carried in their Defign of chafing us 
out of Brafil^ to deftroy all with Fire 
aod Sword, thereby to b^eave us of all 
future profped of receiving any benefit 
from tnofe Lands ; which done, they 
would retire with their Wives and 
ChUdren to the Bahta^ or fettle in fome 
more remote place, where they might 
be fccure againft any attempts of the 
Dmck There have indeed been fome, 
who, confidering the unfettled Eltate of 
the King of Portugal^ and the odd fancy 
of his Reign, have thought it very im- 
probable, he fhould involve himfelf in a 
War with us, or have given his confent 
to this infinuation, but the Event has 
fufficiently contradfded that Opinion. 

A Letter The 22d of Jane a Letter was de- 
livered to the Great Conncil^ Signed by 
Jthm Fernandes Fseira^ jintomo Kavalkantt^ 
to the Pefeea^ JHannel Kavalkantt^ Antonio 

CotmeiU Bezjerra and Cofmo de Crafie Pafos\ in 
which they complained, That they being 
a coniklerable time ago acciifed by the 
Jews of a treacherous Oefign againil the 
Government, had been great fuiferers 
upon that fcore That now they being 
informed by the fame Jews that they 
were in danger of loUng all their Mills 
and Lands, to be given to certain Hol^ 
landers^ who were fent for, for that pur- 
pofe, they deiired that the time of five 
Days appointed in the laft Pardon might 
be prolonged, as being too fhort for a 
bufinefs ot fuch moment, and that the 
faid Pardon might be granted without 
exception \ which they refuling to grant,

rif Letter j where after fcveral harangues 
upon the prefent State of our A&irs 
and the Enemy’s Dchgn againft us, they 
were divided in their Opinions, fome 
WJing for granting a general Pardonp 
without the Icait exception, as the cafe 
ifood with us at prefent, when we were 
.deflitute of fufficient Provifion, Am- 
munition and Men ^ others maintain- 
ed, that a Letter which contained fi) 
many notorious untruths deferved npt 
Xhf 1 ^ Anfwcr ; others were of ano- 


ther opinion. Whilft they were thus dc- 
bating the matter, Letters were brought i <^4 
to, the Council, written by Lieutenant 
(>>lonel Hans from St. Antomo^ that he 
was ready to attack the Rebels of Po- 
jaka the next Day, not without hopes 
of good fuccefs, fo that the Council 
coniidering of what moment the E- 
veut of this Adion was to their Af- 
fairs, refolvcd to adjourn the faid de« 
bate till the next Day, when they hoped 
to know the ifluc ot the whole Enter- 
prife. 

The 28th of Aisuheron arrived 
with bis two Companies in the Rece%f 
from the Allegoas:^ where it was rcfol- 
ved to difpoie his own Company in 
the QmnqHeregklar Fort, of which, as a 
place of great conf^mc, he was 
made Commander in Chm ^ the other 
of Captain fVtd.

Jacob Dajftke Mafter of the Sugar- 
Mill Sttpafema^ who had been abroad 
with a good Party, made his report to

Bttlleftatey Doitnont andfomc Other 
Military Officers. His Confeffion was, 
that at the firft beginning of the Dc- 
lign of the PortHguejes againft this State, 
they had fent a Letter to the Governour 
of the Bakioy Antonio TeUes de Sdvay to 
crave affiftance from him, which if he 
refufed, they would feck for aid in Spain\ 
and if they did not fncceed there, they 
would tether furrender themfelves to 
the Turks j than endure any longer the 
ill treatment they met with from the 
Hollanders, That neverthelefs he had 
heard many dire imprecations made 
againft John Fernandes f'tena ^ that he de- 
ferved no lefs than the Gallows, he ha- 
ving raifed this Rebellion for no other 
end, than thereby to free himfelf from 
the vaft Debts he owed to the Com- 
pany. 

The fame Day it was agreed to fend 
abroad a Party of Twelve Soldiers and 
fX^lBrajiUansy to fetch a good quantity 
of Far inha from St. Lawrence^ who were 
put to the rout near that place, fo chat 
very few cfcapcd.

That John Lawrence Frances y and John 
Dias LtytCy Inhabitants of Vs made 

it their bufinefs to incite the Inhabitants 
to an Infurreftion. Captain Sluytei fent 
alfo word from Tamarikoy that about 
80 Men, and 1 1 o Women and Children, 
all Brajkians of the Villages of St. Mi- 
chael and Najfauy were come into that 
Ifland for fhcltcr, and that the BrafiUans 
of Otta intended to do the like. The 
Magiftrates and chief Porttguefes of 
Coyanuy gave the Council frcfli alTurances 
ot their Fidelity, provided they might 
in cafe of neceffity be allowed to retire 
into the faid Kland, which was granted, 
and thanks given them for their Loyalty. 

The Magiftrates of Iguamfu advifed, that 
rieira had caufcd a Declaration to be 
affixed in the Sugar- Mills of Gonfalvo 
Novo de Liray which they had ordered 
to be torn down, aitd fent^ Copy of it 
to the Council; alTuring them, that 
they would take all poffiblc care to keep 
the Inhabitants thereabouts under Obe- 
dience, tho’ they found fome of them 
much inclined to a Revolt. 

At the fame time Fernandes was I^rnaades 
examined by Mr. F'ander Foerde and Mr. Vaic^ 
Bas ; He declar’d, That having received 
a Letter from Sebafitan de Karvalhoy to 
mm him the next Morning upon the 
Hills Carapesy bccaufe he had fomething 
to communicate to him, concerning no 
left than their £ftates,Livtt and Honour , 
he without mentioning any thing of it 
to his Wife, or Brother, went thither on 
Horfe-back, accompanied only by a Boy : 
Docwhhftaoding be hapned at that time 
to be afflided with the Gravel ; There 
he met Sebafitan Karvalhoy with one Boy 
only, who told him. That he having 
tcccived a Letter, with another writing, 
containing a Projed of an Infurredion 
to be undertaken againft the Govern- 
ment, he thought it a bfolu tel y necefiary, 
to give notice thereof to the Great 
Council; and that he deiired him to 
write a Letter accordingly, to the ^un- 
cil, he being pretty well verfed in the* 

Dutch Tongue. That F'ale ask’d him, 
whether any body bcfidcs himfelf knew 
of the matter, unto which he anfwered. 

That his Brother Bemard/n did, whofe 
Opinion was likewile to difolofe it to the

great need of their Aflifl-ance, to pre- 
vent the G>njundlion of the Forces from 
the Bahia with the Rebels. They re- 
ceived alfo Letters from Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Hans^ dated at Pojnla the 26th of 
f;^«wf,afluringthem, That he had granted 
PalTes to above 200 PciTons that were 
returned to their Duty *, That two or 
three of the Ringleaders, excepted in 
the laft Pardon, ilicd for the fame fa- 
vour ^ and that he had canfed one Ftanc- 
loCiodinho^ one of the Chief of the Re- 
bels, taken by his People, to be hanged 
on the Gallows he had creded himfelf ^ 
That Amador d^Ar^ouje being gone from 
thence with 1 50 Men, to the Vor^ca to 
join with Viara^ he expc(Hcd their Or- 
dcis whether he Ihould follow him, he 
looking upon it as a faint to draw him 
from thence. He further told them. 
That with the Btafdians^m^ their Wives 
and Children, he was above 500 flrong, 
and that unlcfs they were foon fupplied 
with Provilions from the Recnf^ they 
ihould confumc all the Cattle there- 
abouts. 

The Great Council fent an Anfwer 
the fame Night to LJeutenant Colonel 
Hohs^ requiring him, to Grant free 
Pardon to all who ihould defire it, not 
excepting the Ringleaders thcmfclves, 
thereby to weaken Amador ePAraonje ^ 
and his Party. That with what Forces 
he could fparc in Pojuka^ faftcr fuffici- 
ent Provilion made for the Defence of 
the Garrifons, according to their own 
DiicretionJ be ihould march to the Ar-

But whilH Lieutenaat Colonel Haas

diligence 5 to further which, Jolm Per. 
nandes Fieira^zn^ Antomo KavalkamLwho ' 4 J 

ftiled thcmfclves the Heads of this War 
did not only affix their Declarations 
round about Maurice^ Town, and in 
ignarafu^ inciting the Inhabitants to Re- 
bellion, by promifing them confiderablc 
Succours from the BidnU \ but their Par- 
ties alfo, which they feat frequently a- 
broad, forced thofc of the open Coun- 
try to take up Arms, killing fuch rc- 
fufed. The fame was pradifed by Ama~ 
dor d^Araouje in Po]uka j fo, that what 
with Provifions, what with Threats and 
Force, they got together a confiderable 
Body in the K trgea^ we being not in a 
capacity to prevent it, bccaufe what 
Forces we had were in Po)uka. 

But judging it abfolucely for our In- 
tereft to Hop as much as poffiblc thefe 
Proceedings, it was rcfolved to arm fomc 
of the lufty young Fellows with Fire- 
locks, which they were furnilhed withal 
by the Citizens, ( there being none in 
Magazines^ and to join with them a 
Detachment of the Garrifon , befides 
100 BraJiLans^ that Were lately arrived 
under Peter Potti, 

Purfuant to this Refolution, Captain^ 
received Orders to put 
felf at the head of 300 Men, ^ith whom ahoJ 
he was to march with all imaginable Se- rohh fomi 
crefic from the Receif'^ and by lying in 
Ambufli near the Pa/Ics, to endeavour to 
intercept fome of the Enemies Troops, 
not quellioning, but that out or the Pri- 
foners, they ffiould be able to learn 
where A^/r.r4 was poHcd with his main 
Body, and of what Strength, both he, 
and the Succours tioin the Buh/a was re- 
puted to be among them. He had ftrid 
Orders not 10 molelt any of the Inhabi- 
tants, who were not in Arms, but to 
protedf them and their EHates ^ and to 
receive thofe who fought for Mercy, and 
bring them into the Recetf. Orders 
were alfo fent to Lieutenant Colonel Ham 
to march with what Forces could poffibly 
be fpared out of the Garrifons to the 
South, to the k^'ergea^ in 'order to joyn 
with Captain BUar^ and endeavour to at- 
tack the Heads of the Rebels, which if 
they could once put to the rout, might 
be a means to Quench the whole fire of 
Rebellion, and to rcftorc Peace to the 
Dmvh Brafl, 

The firft of Juty^ it was debated in 
Council, Whether all fuch Perfons as 
were fufpeded to have a hand in the 
Co^piracy, ought not to be granted to 
aU chat defired it, without Exception. 

The laH was rcfolved upon as conducing 
R molt 
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A-o moft to itbc quieting of rfic Subjcfts 
^'4 3 * Minds. 

The 2d in the Evening, the Council 
received Advice from Captain BUtr^ 
That he was ported at Mor.^/oppe^ with 
an Intention to A track the Enemy, whcrc- 
cvef he met them. 

The 3d he marched to I^uarahi. 

The 4th they received Letters from 
Lieutenant Colonel t/a ts, from St, An- 
tomo^ importing. That after having left 
a Garrifon in Vo)iik,i under Lieutenant 
llcinmin^^ and 1 00 Bra/Ilians in St, An- 
te?tio^ he wa*? ready to march to the Su- 
gar-iVhll l^elho^ and from thence to Mo- 
rtbeku \ where he would expeft their 
further Orders. 

leCond At the fame time the Inhabitants of 
/ ^ Goy ana having fortified themfclves in a 
Jojanj. certain Houfe, belonging to Lifiry their 
Chief Magifti ate, theydelired the Coun- 
cil to furnifli them with 40 Mufqucts, 
for the ufe of fiich among them as were 
unprovided with Arms. Their Requeft 
was granted, and polltivc Orders lent at 
the fame time to Servaes Karpentter^ to 
take this opportunity to difarm all the 
rontinutfes^ either by fair or foul means \ 
to effeft which. He Ihonld keep the Dw/r/; 
together in a Body as much as poflibly 
he could his Anfwcr was, Ht wonld 
endeavour to Dtfarm the Portugucles by 
fair means^ he wanting power to do it by 
force, Befides which, he gave notice in 
his Letter dated the 1 1 th of J«/y, That 
every thing remained quiet hitherto in 
Coyana^ but that the Brafilians^ ( contra- 
ry to his exprefs OrdersJ claiming a 
Prerogative to be Commanded by none 
but their own OfEcers, pnrfuant to a 
Decree of the Council of XIX. had in 
their Paflage to Tamarika^ plundered fe- 
vcral of the Portifguefe Inhabitants. 

Moft of the R^eliious Portitguefes had 
left their Wives and Children in their 
Houles and Mills, which as it tended to 
their no fmall conveniency, fo fomc of 
the faiihful Portaguefe Inhabitants did 
propofe on thf 3d of J/tly to the Great 
Council, WhethCTit would not be for 
our Intcrcft to oblige thofc Wives and 
Children to quit their Houfes and Mills, 
and to fend them after their Husbands. 
Several Rtafons were alledged for it 


H. That thereby they would be much< 
dilheartoed, for finr of a vigorous At- 
tack. 


III. That they would not be able 
march or to change their Camp fo con- 
veniently as before, or to lurk in unha- 
bitable Places. 


IV. That by the removal of thefe 
Women, who ferved them as Spies 
by the help of their Negro’s, wc ihonld 
take away all emportunity from them, to 
be informed of our Deflgns. 

All which Reafons bein^ well weighed, 
the following Proclamation was pub- 
liflicd.

The sth of Jaiy^ a Proclamation was

Lives and Eftates to be Forfeited, offer- 
ing a Reward for the Apprehending of 
them, as follows.

Correfpondence with them ; under pain of 
being declared Traitors^ and to be punijhed 
as fuch With the utmefi rigour^ &C. 

Whilfl: the Great Council were ♦■hiK en- 
deavouring to quench the Flame ot Re- 
bellion, they received frequent Intelli- 
gence, That befidcs the Succours already 
come to the Rebels from the Balna by 
Land, by way of Kio St. Franctfeo^ they 
expeded a conliderableFlcet from thence ^ 
it was refolved to fend once more fomc 
Deputies, to the Governour Antomo Telles 
da Silva., to reprefent to him, That Ka- 
macron and Hemy Dias being under his 
Jurifdiiftion, their entring in an Holtilc 
manner into the Dutch Brafil, could not 
be interpreted otherwife than a Breach 
of the Truce concluded betwixt the 
King of Portugal and their High and 
Migluinelles the States General. 

The Perfons pitch’d upon for this fepmies 
puipofe were BM^far 
Counfeilor of the Court of Jufticc, and ^ 

Dirk Fan Hoogjharr, then Commander in Bahia. 
Chief to the Cape of St, Auflin, who, 
being look’d upon at that time as a very 
Loyal Perfon, was fent for the 4 th of 
July, leaving Parent Fan Tichlenborgh to 
Command in his abfencc. Francis Kry- 
nenSprwgapple was appointed their Secre- 
tary, and Gerrard Dirk Laet, Alexander 
Sylve, and Jacob Sweattt, to attend them 
as Gentlemen. 

Their Inftruftions were :,To lay open 
to the GoVernoUr the true Reafon arid 
Occifion of this Infurredion , and the 
Ringleaders thereof, who would never 
have d^ed to attempt it without the 
Hopes of Stfccours, which vvas fent them 
•by Land through Rio St. Fraud fio : They 
were to fesftch into his Intentions as near 
as poffibly they couldy aW! to defire him 
to recal tmhmon and Hemy Dias with 
thefir Troops out of the butch Brafifi 
and to thcitf according to their 

Dcfem; ff they fotrtid the Governor 
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o not inclined to give them doc Sitisfafti- 
3 * on, hv recalling thofe Troops either by 
publick Proclamition, or fending fome 
Perfon of Authority to bring them back, 

01 by giving them fome other real Dc- 
monidiafions of liis huccre Intention be- 
fore their Departure, they were topro- 
uft to, and to Declare themfelves inno- 
cent ot all the Damages, Murthers, and 
Rapines, committed as well againft the 
HvlUttders^ as Portuguefes and BrMpltans^ 
already committed or to be committed 
by thofe Forces. They were to Declare 
to the Governour, That they would look 
upon it as anoi)cn Breach of Peace, and 
A(ft of Hollility, of which they mult 
give an Account to their Mafters, who, 
without queftion would know how to 
make themfelves amends for the Da- 
mages fuftained \ and to Protefl: once 
more. That the Dhttb declared them- 
felves Innocent of all the Miferics which 
muft enfue from their taking up Arms 
for their own Defence, after their forca- 
fonable Requeft had been rejerSted. 

Accordingly they fet Sail the 9th of 
Jrnve in July 1545 , from the Rectify in the Ship 
the Bahia, called the Roebuck^ and coming to an 
Anchor the 17th in the BdhiA^ were in 
the Name of the Governour Antomo 
Telles da - Silva ^ Complimented aboard 
their Ships, by feveral PortHguefe Gen- 
tlemen, from whom they askSl leave to 
come alhore, having feveral Matters of 
moment to propofe to him, in the Name 
of the Great Council of BrApl. 

The next day being the 1 8th of July^ 
about Noon, Lieutenant Colonel Andrew 
^Audience. Captain Pedro Kavalkantty 

with fome other Officers, came in a Bri- 
gantine to fetch them to the Palace j 
where, after thcfirll Compliments, they 
delivered their Credentials, telling the 
Governour, That out of thofe he would 
underftand, that they were fent to Treat 
with him of ceruin Points ^ which they 
were ready to propofe, cither now, or 
whenever he ffiould be difpofed to re- 
ceive them. The Governour, after the 
ufual return' of Compliments, and per- 
uial of the Credentials, told them. That 
he was ready to hear them whenever 
they pleafed \ whereupon they propofed, 
TUtr pro- Sobjedts of thcif 

pofimns, High and MightioelTes the States Gene-* 
ral of the Vmted Provinces^ have entred 
into a Cabal, in order to take up Arms, 

^ and Attack PtrnathbHka j to effect which, 
they have by certain Letters, folicited 
their Fellow Sobjefts, to enter into a 
Rebellion, and provide themfelves with 


Arms in hopes of Succours from abroad. r\A/% 
That in the beginning of Afay^ Kmtutroie 
and Henry Dias with their BraftUans and 
Negro’s, and fome PortMgtufts^ being on 
their march in an Hollile manner to Per- 
rtambakoy \John Fernandes Heira^ Antonie 
Kavalkartti^ and Amador et Araonje^ with 
other Portnguefes their Accomplices had 
no fooner notice of their coming, but 
they abfeonded from their Houfes, ga- 
thered what Forces they could, fome by 
force, fome otherwife, publifli’d their 
Declarations, ftiling themfelves, Gover- 
nors of this War for the publick Liber- 
ty ; all which they undertook upon 
hopes of being backt by Foreign Troops. 

That through God’s Mercy, their Ma- 
fters did not want Power to proted their 
faithful Subjeds, and to puniffi the Re- 
bels according to their Deforts : But as 
they could not comprehend, what it was 
that could induce thefc Foreign Troops 
to enter their Territories in time of 
Peace, in order to Aid their Rebellious 
Subjeds againfl: them; fo they were at a 
ftand, how to deal with them. That 
the Great Council, as well as all the reft 
of the Inhabitants, being too well ac- 
quainted with his Excellencies Extradi- 
on, exquilite Knowledge in State Af- 
fairs, and the good Neighbourly Cor- 
rcfpondcncy he had always cultivated 
with our Government, than to harbour 
the Icaft thought, that he ffiould give 
the leaft Encouragement to any of his 
Subjeds, to Aid Rebellious Subjeds a- 
gainft their Soveraigns : That they were 
fenfiblc he would ufe all poffiblc means 
to prevent it. k was for this Rcafon, 
that they were fent by the GrcatConncil, 
to give his Excellency notice of the Ho- 
ftilities committed by KaMoron^ndi Henry 
Dias^ defiring that he would be pleafed 
not only to Command them not to affift 
the Rebels with their Troops, but alfo 
to retire out of Pemambuko and the other 
Captainfhipj under the Dutch Jurifdidion ; 
that fo the Rebels being difappointed of 
their Affiftance,might ^ fooner reduced 
to their former Olxdience, and our Sub- 
jeds enjoy the benefit of the Truces 
ftipulatcd betwixt his prefent Majcfty of 
Portugal^ Don John IV. and their High 
and Mightineffes the States General. 

All which, the Great Council of Brajd^ 
highly recommended to his Excellencies 
Confideration, in a Letter which was 
then delivered by the Deputies to the 
Governour, which is as follows t 
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A Letter from the Great Council to 
^ the Governour cf the Bahia. 

^ 7 “ ts fttfUiently known to your Excellency 
with what jlrttlnefs the Trace betwixt 
Majefiy of Portugal, and the Hifh 
and Mi^ty the States General of the *Vn,- 
ted Provinces^ has been obferved tn all its 
circumfloHces by the Inhabitants of the 
Dutch Brafil \ even according to the con- 
fiitut.on of thofe of the Bahia, and other 
places^ who have of late pufjed through our 
Captainfhips-y neither have we ever ytieived 
the leaf complaints upon that account^ either 
from the King your Alafler^ or from your 
Excellency^ all which gut e ii^ f fjicunt rca- 
jon to believe^ that you would not tn the Icafl 
confent^ that your SuhfcJs jhot/ld attempt 
any thing lontraiy to the laid Truce, 
jind^ tho* foinc of ihc Portuguefe Inha- 
bitants., Subtetis of tlje States, lay.ngajtde 
their .Allegiance, have taken upyht/is, and 
are rifen tn Rebellion again]} th s State, as 
foon as Kamaroii *and Henry Dias at 
the head of their Brafilians and Negroes, 
bejides fame Portuguefes, did, without Li- 
cence, or the leaf encouragement from us, 
enter our Territories, contrary to the 
Law of Nations, and joining with the Re- 
bels, exert fed open Hoftilities agawft our 
Subfetis, not like Soldiers, but Robbers and 
Thieves-, yet cun we not be perfwaded, that 
thoje Troops flwuld have made this attempt 
by Order or Confent o] hu Afajijly of Por- 
tugal, or your Excellency, againjl us your 
Confederat es. 

Thanks be to God we don't want means 
to bring our revolted Subjcils to rcajon, and 
to cli Jiroy thofe tore gri T /oops but to (hew 
to all (he Wo/U, how ready we are to fulfill 
the rciter a:ed Command of our ATafiers, to 
tnainiMn luviolatcly the Tune betwixt Ins 
AfajeJiy and them-, and to remove all Jitnjhr 
Interpretations, whuh might be made in 
Foreign Courts upon this head, as alfo to 
give juffictent opportunity to bis Alajcjly a] 
Portugal and your rxccllency to convince 
the World, that you have neither lonfentcd 
to, neither abetted this Conjpiraty -, We in 
the Name oj then High and A fghttnejfes the 
States Genera!, his Highrujs the Prince of 
Orange, and the Governour s oj Weft- 
India Company, have Jent Air. Balthafar 
Van Voerden, Coun teller of the Court of

The Governour gave immediate An- 7’r ca- 
fwer to the Deputies Propo/itions, That 
he was fo far from fending any Succours 
to the Rebels, that he had not had the ^ 
leaft knowledge of it. That the Era- 
fiUans and Negro’s were disbanded by 
his Majefty’s Order, and that {hefe as 
well as the Portuguefes among them that 
were come to the afliftance of the Rebels, 
could be in no great numbers (conCft- 
ing) as he Tuppofed in fome Vagabonds, 
or others, who having committed mlf- 
dcmcanours in the Biih^a, had taken this 
opportunity to fhclter thcmfdves and 
flee from punifhment as it frequently 
happened that fuch like Perfons did come 
to the Bahia from Pernan.bnh, which 
ncverthelcfs had given him not the leaft 
fufpicion of the Councils lincerity. He 
told them that he was cxtreamly glad to 
undciftniid the good Confidence, theit 
Mdfters repofed in him, ot maintaining 
the Truce concluded betwixt his Ma- 
jefty of Portugal and their High and 
MightinclTes the States General , af- 
fiiiing them, that he nevec Ihould be 
prevailed upon, to ad contrary to itj 
tor fear of hazarding his Life. And, 
that if he had any fuch intention, he 
did not want means to attempt it, by 
^the affiftance of the Brajd/ans. But that 
*he had never had any thoughts that way, 
notwitftanding he had beeti provoked, 
to it by the Dutch, who fmee the Truce 
had taken a Poitngui fe Ship, and carfied 
it to the Rcceifi, which by the bravery 
of the Portuguefes was delivered from the 
Hollanders , they and the Ship brought 
S 
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to the J?4tM ; the Duich Mariners being 
1 ^ 43 * difmifled without any puniftimcnt. He 
told them further. That he was not in- 
fenfible what an opinion their Mailers 
entertained of his Sincerity ^ and that 
he bad realbn to believe, that they had 
at this time, as they had done before, 
fent their Deputies chiefly to feel his 
Pulfe, to enquire into his Strength, and 
to dive into his Defigus That how- 
ever he would communicate the Letter 
to his Council, and give them afpeedy 
Anfwcr, in order tc their return home, 
puifuant to the requell of theit Mefters. 
Then the Governou»- ariHng from his 
Seat, the Deputy’s took their leave and 
returned aboard. 

Thirficond The ipth in the Morning they vrcrc 

Ju (fence, fent for a fiioar by a Lieutenant, and 
brought to the Houfe of Lieutenant 
Colonel Pedro Knea. de Gama^ where 
they dined in Company of Jndrew 
f^idal and Paulo de Knnha. Towards 
the Evening they were again condui^ed 
to the Palace, where thrSecrctaiy dc- 
lired them to tarry a Minute, becaufc 
his Exccllcr cy was bui 1 e with clofing his 
Letters 5 After fome ftay they were in- 
troduced to tl c Governour, who told 
them : That hehadunderftood the Con- 
tents of, the Letter, which he found al- 
together agreeable to the Propolitions 
made to him the Day before, by way 
of Mouth, by them ^ which confided 
chiefly in two Points. 

Tte Go- Fird, The good Opinion their Maders 

vernours had of his fiiiccre intention, in niain- 

fecotti M- taining a good correfpondency with 
them j in order to maintain the Truce 
betwixt his Majedy and the States 
General ; and the confidence they had, 
of his not being concerned in the Re- 
bellion, either by encouraging or aflid- 
ing the fame. Wherefore he delired, 
they would continue in the fame Senti- 
ments, bccaufc he never had made the 
lead infraction of the faid Truce, nei- 
ther ever thought of any thing like it, 
nor faffcrcd.any of his Subjeds, to ad 
contrary to it j notwithdanding laid he, 
the IJolUndeis have broke the fame in 
Icvcral refpeds, vtz, in their Expedi- 
tions againd An^oU.^ St. Thomas^ and 
Maarinho^ by the plundering of Pedro ^ 
Cefar Mtnej^ who had been bafely ufed 
dnring his imprifonraent , not like a 
Man of Qjiality, being forced to Iheltcr 
himielf among the Woods, after hii 
ticapt. They had alfo taken a Portu- 
IMifi j^p in bit own Harbour. Nei- 
ther did the Inhabitants of PerMmlmio 


want reafons of complaint ai Tell 
the other Cnjtmpifs *, H ' hr v Jer- i ^43. 
dood out of leveral Letters ♦, * thence, 

bow the 7^*^^ were always bjfic in for- 
ging Accufations againd them, which 
were taken for truth, and when the 
PortHgktfes had thereupon tbfeonded 
thcmfelves out of fear, the Tetf^eys or 
Mountaineers were arir^ ’ againd them ; 
amon^ the red they had cauied a pooi' 

Hermit to he Hanged. The Great 
Council had always given him fufficient 
proofs of their SufpicioUjin the lad Am- 
bdlly, being intended to no otlier 
piirpofe, (as Captain Hocyifirate could 
tedihe) than to dive into his Defigns and 
Strength. Thus it was reported and 
believed, that jindrew Vidal and PohIo 
Kunha^ with feveral other Officers were 
fent by him into PernambHko^ tho’ they 
faw them here before their Eyes. 

Upon the Second Point, coocerning 
the Troops, faid to be fent to Pemam* 
buio^ he gave for Anfwcr, That they 
mud be fome Brafilians and Negro’s, 
lately disbanded ^ who were of little 
account, as wc were fcnfiblc our fclvcs: 

That if a few PortHguefts were among 
them, they mud be fuppofed to be 
Criminals who were fled trom Judicc; 

Tltat he was not unwilling to call them 
back by Proclamation, but feared that 
he fhould be but flcnderly obeyed by a 
fort of People, who could not be kept 
in obedience within his own Jurifdiflion. 

That to fatisfie our requed, and to le- 
move all reafons of complaint, he in- 
tended to fend his Deputies Ihortly to 
PernambHh ^ all which he had more 
clearly expred in his Letter to the 
Great Council, wherewith he would, 
according to the requed of our Maders, 
difpatch us with all imaginable fpecd. 

The Deputies replied, That their 
Maders had never entertained any fuf- tke 
picion of his Excellency, neither had they nr j. 
given any Orders to dive into his De- v 
ligns ^ but always had a favourable O- 
pinion of his firm adherence to the 
Truce j as might be evidenced by Mr. 
jindrew Vidaly who during his day with 
them, had liberty to go where he pleafed, 
without any attendance but his own. 

That what he obje^led concerning the 
Acxiifations of the Jeros was of no mo- 
ment, the fame being never hearkned 
to, the intended infurredion being dif- 
covered by Perfons of unqoedionablo 
Credit. That John Fernandes Vteira^ 
j^ntonio Kavalkantiy and Others their ad- 
herents, had always been proteRed, 
againd ,

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: any faifc Accufations, and had 

1 6 4 the Counccllors of the 

Coutt tubijufticc, and thofc of other 
" Colotiief,« as well as the Chiefeft among 
th«r Dutch ; fb that they had no reafon 
to abfcond out of fear for the Tapoyer<^ 
who never were intended to be employ- 
ed againft them. That they did not 
know of any -Hermit that was Hanged 
by them, but temembred that in an En- 
gagement with Amador d" AraoHje^ fuch 
a one was Shot by the Braftbans as he 
was Ringing the Bell to give the 
Alarum. 

They further told him. That tho’ 
they had no oiders to treat with his 
Excellency upon any other Points, than 
thofe that concern the Rebellion, they 
could eaiily make itoutbeloie all the 
World that Ar^^ola^zwA the othti places, 
were conquered according lo the Rules 
of War, without the kdlt infiadhonot 
the Truce, it hating been e\prcfly 
ftipulated, that the War fhould continue 
in thofc Parts, till the fame was publifh- 
ed there. The Negro’s and 

fnrtuguefes were come in confiderablc 
numbers into our Territories, not like 
disbanded Soldiers, but well armed, 
and their coming was not unexpeded, 
but well known to the Rebels •, But the 
Council was not fo much concerned for 
their number, as to be fatisfied, under 
whofc Authority they had taken up 
Arms againft them, that they might 
deal with them accordingly But how- 
ever it was, they defired his Excellency 
to believe, that their Mafters would be 
cxtrcamly glad to uiidcrftand his good 
Inclinations, that thereby the cffufion of 
humane Blood might be faved^ intreating 
him, to fend his Deputies forthwith 
with the neceffary Inftrudions. 

The Governour promifed to fend his 
Deputies foon after their return to Prr- 
telling them, that, as he 
thought himfelt fccurc of the good 
Neighbourly correfpondcncy of their 
Mailers, fo he was refolved to continue 
in the fame on his fide. What he had 
propofed for the reft, had been only 
by way of Difeourfe, not with an in- 
tention to enter into a difputc concern- 
ing the legality or illegality of it *, tho’ 
it appear’d very odd to him, that they 
Ihoiild afllft his Mailer at home, and at 
the fame time wage War with him in 
other Parts, under pretence, that the 
Peace was not publilhcd there \ and 
what had pafled with Vedro Cejjtr dt 
Mines was a thing not juftifiablc in his 
ttndcrllanding. 


After the ufual Cofflplimcnts he arolc 
from his Scat, telling them. That he 164 j. 
Would lend the Letter directed td the 
Council, to them aboaid the next Day, 
and lb our Deputies rennned aboHrU 
their Ship. The 23 th in the Morning 
the Secretary of the Govci nour came a- 
board our VelTel, with the Goverr.onrs 
Letter to the Council, which hedcliver- 
cd to the Deputies, rcqiiefting in his 
Mafters Name, to fend him a TianlJa- 
tion of the Letter from the Council to 
the Governour out of the Dutch into 
PortHguefe^ Siibfcribcd with their own 
Hands; which they did, and having 
dcliveied the fame to ih;. Sccrctai y, he 
took his leave and returned a-Shoar. 

Our People fet Sail il»e i.me Day a- 72v/rrf.

an account the fame Day of their Ne- 
gotiation to the Great Council, unto 
whom they alfo delivered the Letter 
Wiitten by Antonio Tellei dc Silva^ and 
direifted to them. The Contents of 
which were as follows.

ratner to feel his Pulfc and try hisFriend- 
Ihip, than that we were in want. The 
unfaithful Dealings of the Dnellors of An- 
gola tn the Capitulation with the Cover nour 
Pedro Cefar de Mines j the Razeeing of our 
Fort Araval tn Bengo j the bafe Treatment 
put upon the fatd Covernour., being a Ter- 
fon of Qualty^ and a General of hts Ma- 
jej}y\ are Matters altogether Jneonfiftent 
with the Rules of War., nay, with Huma- 
mty it felf-, and contrary to the prabltfe not 
only of the more Civilized Nations of Eu- 
rope, but alfo the Barbarians themftlves. 
Of the fame Jlamp was the Anfwer given 
your Counc.l to our Aoibajfador, who urging 
a Ceffation of Arms tn the Kingdom of An- 
gola, was anfwer ed.

tioned Jnfrathons having never been able to 
make me forgetful of the reiterated Orders 
of his Majejty, viz. To Improve the Effetis 
of the Peace and Alliances made betwixt him

That looking upon my ftlf as a Soldier, fatf- >643, 
Jli ailed from the Confideration of the Jnte-

Mr. Hoogftrate at the fame time gave 
a fecrct verbal Account to the Great 
Council , T!ut fooii after their arrival 
there, Andrew Tidal., Captain Paulo Kun-

{Mr. Hoogjh aten') enquiring fecretly af- 
ter his Uncle I bihp Pays Bar etto., whe- 
ther he WMS among the Mutineers-, whom 
he gave for Aiifwei, That he was Bill 
1.1 his Mil). After which, the Tablc- 
i.loth being hid, Soitfa was invited to 
Bay at Dinner with them *, which he rc- 
tufed, becaufe as he faid, he was upon 
the Guard : Before Dinner was ended

Soufa came back, and iiftcr the Table- 
Cloth was tjken away, invited Mr. Hoog- f 64 : 
firateyndi Kunha, to Smoke a Pipe with 
him in a back Room 5 whither they went 
but were followed by the Secretary, 

Mr. Springapplc. As they paired through 
a Gallery, Paulo da Kunha took Spring- 
apple a little on one iide ; and in the mean 
while, Soufa told Heogfirate vciih b. loud 
Voice, that he was furprifed to hear. 

That his Uncle VhtUp lUyshstd not fided 
with the reft ; Unto which Hoogfirate 
anlwercd , That he thought he did very 
w lely^ to keep himfclf cfuiet., becaufe it wm 
likely to turn to no good Account. That is 
your Opm.on, rcply'd Soi fa^ But have a 
little Patience’., and., Becaufe / know youHoo^- 
to have always been a fnend to the PortU- 
guefes, I tan afime you tt w il tmn to 
ton fidcr able Account. And it ts upon this^^^ 

Si ore., J advifcyou, L ke a Friend, 

for your own Safety , and your Family. 

Ton may refi ajfured. That tf you will En- 
gage to do a ptete of good Service to the 
King my AFafier, and to the Cover uour^ you 
/hall want neither Money , Sugar-Mills , 

Places, nor Preferments. Mr. Hoogjhate 
appearing fomewhat difcompol^ at this 
Difeourfe, told him. That though he was 
not unwilling to do the King and Covemour 
what Service he could, he did not know what 
fort of Service he meant: Unto which, 

Soufa replied, Jam fure you are able to 
do good Service to the King But then, fays 
Hoogfirate, Tou mujl tell me how : That I 
will, anfwercd Soufa Are you not Cover- 
nour on the Cape of St. Auftin ? UntO which 
Mr. Hoogfirate faid, Tes, / am Then re- 
plied Soufa, All what is de fired of you, ts. 

To Surrender the faid Fort, with all its 
Works, into the King's Hands, that we may 
Land our Men thereabouts : If you will pro- 
mt fe to do it, yo/t jhall have a very ample 
Reward, and he made Commander tn Chief 
of our Forces. Mr. Hoogfirate gaTC for 
Anfwcr, That the je were Ihings of fuch a 
Nature, as were not confifiem with his Oath 
and Honour, Their Difcourfc being in- 
terrupted at that time, by the coming 
©f another Perfon into the Gallery, John 
Soufa and Paulo Kunha, went out another 
way. Mr. Hoogfirate told his Secretary 
Mr. Springapple with a difcompofed look. 

What ts the meaning of thefe Dogs, do they 
take me for a Tray tor ? He was going OQ 
to (ay more, when Soufa and Kunha ae- 
turning into the Gallery, took him alide, 
and told him, That he might be fare every 
thing fijould be pa fo. med, what had been 
promt] ed him ', that if he wanted any Mo- 
ney he fiwuld have it immediately ’, and /or 
the refi, they would introduce him alone to 
T the 
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the Covernour^ to rtt^ve the Conprmatten 
^4 3 * lof it from his oron Mouth. Mr. HoogfitMt 
replied, Whut you Deftre is not in my Po- 
wer to perform., if J would never fo jam • 
becaufe J am pronufed to have a Commtffion 
of Major immediately after my return^ and 
then J foall certainly be employed in another 
Place. During this Parley, Mr. 
roerde entred the Gallery in Company 
with Mr. .t4ndrew Fidal^ who entertained 
him all the while the others were talk- 
ing together, till Hoogfirate taking his 
opportunity as they were walking toge- 
ther, whifpered Mr. founder Foerde in the 
Ear ; Iwjjh J was well rid of them.^ to talk 
a little with you in private \ for 1 know not 
what their defign is J am afraid they will 
either hilly or detain me here. Mr. Zander 
roerde would willingly have made a Re- 
ply, but could not, by rcafon Soufa and 
Kunhoy and Piedro Korre de Camay (the 
laft of which underftood Dutch) were 
fo near them y fo that he thought it the 
fafeft way to DilTcmble, and to pretend 
a»if they had been talking about fome 
indifferent Matter. Mr. Hoogjlrate then 
told Soufay That he had a great mind to 
payaVifittO Domia Katharine de A4eloy 
Mother-in-Law of Philip Pays Soufay he 
anfwered him, That he would ask the 
Govensony ^ who having given his Con- 
font, Piooglirate Yftnt thitherward with 
Situ/dy and at his going out of the Galle- 
ry, whifpered Pander Poerde again in the 
Eir, They have cateWd a Matkrely for I 
intend to .AH the Hypocrite to the Lifr. 
As they were walking along the Street 
to Madam de MeUP% Houfe, Soufa and 
Kunha repeated their former Difeourfe, 
endeavouring to Encourage Mr. Hoog- 
jhatty by Hopes and Promifes of great 
Reward, both from the King and Go- 
vernor ; with whom they faid he Ihould 
Confer in private, concerning the Point 
in Hand , and that in the following 
manner. 

After their return from Madam de 
Meio\ to the Houfe of Piedro Korre de 
Camay where Kander Foerde expefted 
their coming,, Knnha was to go privately 
to the Governour, to agree with him, 
that when Mr. Fander Foerdey HoogJtratCy 
Soifa., and Kunhuy Ihould come to fpeak 
with him, he Ihould by his Secretary, 
defire them to ftay a little while. In the 
mean while, Soufa was to ask Mr. Hoog^ 
Jhate to take a Glafb of Wine with him, 
and under that pretence bring him to the 
Chamber of the ConfelTor of the Go- 
vernour, where they were to have this 
private Enterview. Accordingly Paulo 
de Kunha went to the Governour, whilft 


Hoogjlrate and Souja were returning to {\J\^ 
Piedro Korre de Cama\ Houfe ^ wh^n 1643. 
Souja entertained him with nothing clfc, 
but the probability of fucceeding in their 
Enterprife againft the Dutch Braftly 'tell- 
ing him, That the Governour Raid only 
for the coming of Salvador Konea do Saa 
and Benevidesy who were expedted with 
four Galleons from Rio^anehoy beiides 
fome other Ships ^ and that 2^00 Men 
were defigned for this Expedition, bc- 
fidcs thofe already in Arms in Vernam- 
bukoy who were to be fent from the Ba- 
hiay and to be landed on the Cape of 
St. Aijhn \ 'I'h i /f, Sorjity the Co- 
vet noun Re'gttfi to you.

The Council likewife received feveral 
Letters from John Hoeky Rudolph Barony 
U sod’ 
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and James Kabbi^ dated the 5th, 6th, 
'^,1^ ^4 3 - and 7th of Jkly^ concerning the prcfent 
State of Affairs in Rio Grande^ and that 
they being tbreatned with an Invaiion 
by Kanutron on the Southlide, and by the 
BraflUm of SUra and Maranhaon from 
the North, they had difarmcd all the 
Portu^nefes and laid up their Arms in the 
Fort of KeuUn. They had alfo by the 
Advice of King John Dawy^ taken into 
Cuftody a certain Portu^uefe call’d 
temo Fctello^ with his Son, being accu- 
fed by the faid King Vmy of having had 
a hand in the Murther committed upon 
the Dutch in Siara^ and in the Confpiracy 
of the Rebels. They further complained 
of the illPrafticesof xhePortu^uejh^wYsn 
fought by all means pofliblc to opprefs 
the Dutch thereabouts ^ adding withal. 
That King Duwy was ready with his 
Tdpeyers to fall upon the Portttguefes^ as 
foon as he received Orders for that pnr- 
pofe, which had made many of the Por^ 
tuguefes fly out of Paruyba. 

About the fame time near 1000 Bra- 
fiUansy VIZ. 369 Men, the reft Women 
and Children, being fled for ihelter into 
the Ifle of Jtamarikaj where they were 
maintained nut of the Magazines, it 
was refolved the 21ft of July by the 
Council,* to fend thither Mr. Liftry^ to 
take efFeAual Care, to Eafe the Company 
of that Burthen, they might be engaged 
to provide themfelves out of their ref- 
peftive j4ldeas. Things were as yet 
quiet about that time in Itamarika^ Coy^ 
and Partyba^ by the good Condud 
of Mr. Paul yonder Unge^ Governour of 
the laft. For as foon as the Fire of 
Rebellion began to break out in the 
Vergeo^ Pejuko^ and InOlttido^ the Coun- 
cil being advertifed that they ought to 
keep a watchful Eye over thofc of Pa- 
toy bo, where fcvcral were fufpeded of 
being Confeious of the Defign, they fent 
the 1 3th of July, Paul de Lingt, one of 
the Afleflbrs in the Court of Jufticc, thi- 
ther, with an ample Commifllon, to en- 
deavour to keep the Inhabitants in Obe- 
dience, ancT to adt for that purpofe, as 
be ihonld And it molt conducing to the 
publick Security. He was no fooner ar- 
rived there, but he made it his chiefelt 
Care to provide the Forts with fufficient 
Garrifous, Ammunition and Provilions,' 
which he took from the Ships then lying 
in the Road, behind the Red- Land: He 
further took Care to fccurc all the fuf- 
peded Perfons, and fummoned the reft 
to take a new Oath of Allegiance to the 
Government, which they did accor- 
dingly. 


The Council ufed the fame Precaution 
in the Diftrift of Pojulo, m the P^ergea, 

Gorajfu, and Goyano, where they obliged 
fuch of the Inhabitants as had not left 
their dwelling Places, to take a new Oath 
of Obedience. But the late Succours 
fent thither nrom the Bohio fruftratod all 
thefe Endeavours. 

On the 24th of July, Mr. Ley came , . 
with Credentials from St. AntomoKo the 
Council, unto whom he made the follow- ^^Mr.Lcy 
ing Propofitions. to the

1 he (Council therc- 
tofe commanded Mr. AftrlUn and Cap- 
tain WtUtam Lambert with his Company 
of Foot, bcfidcs 20 Fufilecrs, and a Dc- 
lachcmcnt of 50 Men out of thc Gari- 


fons of ParMyha and Rio Grande., to take 
Care of the Tapoyers^ and to Conduft i <^4 3 
them to thc Reieif-., Jacob Rabbi their 
Commander was ordered to march along 
with them, and Rudolph Boro appointed 
to provide them Quarters upon the 
Road. 

Hatis having by this time fufficicntly 
rcfrefht his Troops, writ a Letter dated 
the fir/l: of AHgujb to thc Council, in 
which he delited their Orders to go in 
quefl: of thc Rebels, and to attack them 
before they could be leinforced with 
their expefted Succours ; which being 
granted him, he attackt them in d'Inge- FLu. r?.- 
nio of Balthafir Moid o., with fuch Sue- 
cefs, that he beat them from Place to 
Place ; till on the 3d of Aignjl they re- 
tired to their Entrenchment upon a high 
fteep Hill, accefiible only in one Place. 
Notwithlfanding which, he relying upon 
the Bravery of his Soldiers, and hope- 
ing thereby to put an end to the War, 
attackt them vigoroully in this advan- 
tageous Poll ; but the Rebels being Su- 
periour to him both in number, and ia 
the flrrcngth of their Camp, his Forces 
Weic rcpulfed with thc lofsof 100 men, 

(fome fay of 500) among whom was h worCi 
Captain Lor. After this Defeat, Hans andrem 
being fcnfiblc that thc Enemy expeSing 
daily a frefh Reinforcement from the 
Bahia., retired to the RaeiJ^ where he 
knew his Troops were abfoiutely nccef- 
fary for the Defence of the Place. 

On thc firft of Augufi., Confdvo Kabral 
deKaldo^., was by thc Couit of 
Condemned to Death, having at the In- condemned 
ftigation of John Fernando V lendy under- to Death. 
taken to Head theRebcls in thc Captain- 
Ihip of Coy ana. The fame Fate attended 
one Thomas Pais an Inhabitant of Tif«- 
/ve>, who had endeavoured toraife fome 
Troops for thc faid John Fernand Vieira. 

The fame day thc Great Council received 
Advice out of Serinhaimy (the Letters 
being fent privately in the Night time 
in a fmall Boat down thc River to the 
Sea-fidc) That thc Rebels began to be 
very numerous thereabouts, that they 
were Mjftcrs of the River, had llaved 
all the Boats, and plundered dTngcmo 
Formofay where they carried away the 
Negro’s, and kill’d the Bcafts belonging 
to the Dutchy but fpared thofc of the 
PottMgHcfes. The Council being fcnli- 
bfe that nothing but force would be able' 
to reduce thefc Rebels to their Duty, 
and that they were from time to time 
Reinforced from thc Bahisy whereas the 
Dutch Troops diminiftl’d dailyy they re-

For how can it be fup- 
fofed that Kainaron, Henry Dias, and 
the other Rirgleaders^ Jhould have dared to 
attempt to attack Hs by Jorce of Arms with- 
out his approbation f It was Ukewife our 
conflant Opimof^ (confidering the^prefent 
unfettled ftate oj Portugal, and the Alli- 
ame betwixt that King and the Stares of 
Holland again fl SpainJ that he would be 
Jure never to acknowledge the tranf allions 
of the heads of the Rebellion^ andthe SuC” 
cottrs fent thewy to have been done by bis 
Authority^ UJl the breach of faith and all 
its ill confecjuences might be one time or 
other laid at hts door^ till he thought him^ 
felf fure in the entire Conyuejl of the 
Dutch Brad. Our guefs has Jince proved 
more than too true,^ for AnConio Tcllesdc 
la Sylva, Covetnour of the Bahia (as is 
evident from his Anfwer to our Letters here 
tmlofedj denies to have had the leafi know- 
ledge muihlefs any hand in the contrivance 
or conduit of this Confpiracy *, laying the 
blame of this Jnfurrellton upon their Ring- 
leaders., who refufed to obey his Orders 
and offering to fend certain CommifionerSyto 
appeafe the fury of the Rebels ; and in cafe 
they jhould rejufe to comply ^ to force them 
by the Kings Authority to lay down their 
Arms.

an anchor there, but the Colonel Mar- 
tin Soares Moreno , and Andrew Tidal * <? 4 ; 
de Nigreiros landed the 28th of Jtdy^ 

1 800 or 2000 Land-Men, aihong whom 
were many reformed Officers well ap- 
pointed, and great (tore of Arms, Am- 
munition, and other necefiaries. 

The I ft of Augufiy towards Evtn- Land tbei 
ing, three Ships with five fitiall VcITclsiWc^^* 
appeared in fight of the Receif., Steering 
their courfc to the North, whereupon 
the Council difpatch’d their immediate 
Orders to the two Ships, the Zoutlandia 
and the Zealandia^ to make all the Sail 
they could after them, to obferve what 
courfc they Steered, and to prevent 
their Landing of Men. About the 
fame time an Advice- Boat arrived ffoift 
Admiral Lichtharty with Letters to the 
Council, intimating, that he had feen 
the faid Ships, and that he fiippofcd 
their intent to be, to land (bme Men 
on the South of the Cape of St. Auftin^ 
for which reafon he defired them to 
(end him fome Ships, and grant him 
leave to take as many of the Garrifon 
of St. Antonio as he fhould judge necef- 
fary to attack the Enemy ; of all which 
immediate notice was given to the Nor- 
thern parts, to be upon their guard 
againft any fuddain furprife. * 

But the next following Day fhofe^r^y 
Ships being got out of fight, 

Mafters of fmall Velfels, that bad becntibcRe 
near them at Sea, reported, that they 
were heavy freighted Ships, which by 
the ftroDg North- Winds were forced 
near the Shoar, fo that it was concltrded 
that they had Steered their courfe to- 
wards Portugal. 

Immediately after Admiral Payva fet 72 v p 
Sail from the Bay of Tamandare^ aad^gu< 
meeting with the Fleet under the Com-^SSL 
mand of Admiral Salvad^ ot Korrea de 
Saa de Benavides.^ which was latterly 
failed out of the Port of Rio Janeiro^ he 
returned with him into the iaidHarbobr, 
and on St. Lamence*s Day with their

The firft News the Council received 
of it was on the 1 1 th of Attgufi^ by a

Tne chief Contents of thefe Letteis 
tended to perfwadc the Cireat Council of 
the Dutch Braply That the Governoui of 
the Bahia had purfuant tothcRequeft 
made by the Deputies of the faid Coun- 
cil, to him, fent certain Land Forces un- 
der rhe Command of the two Colonels, 

Martin Soares MorenOy and Andrew Fidal 
de Nigreirosy aboard the Fleet, Com- 7^ 
manded by jeronymo Sarrao de Payva, in tents of 
Conjun^ion with the whole Fleet of Rio thefe ut- 
de Janeiroy under the Condud pf Ad-*^''^* 
miral Komsy to afllft them both by Sea 
and Land, as is Evident from the Words 
of the preceding Letters: He alfo rc- 
quefted by his Deputies, viz.. Captain 
Martinho de Rebeiroy and Auditor Gene- 
ral Balthafar de Kafilhoy That the Great 
Council would bepleafed to acquaint the 
King his Mailer with it, in a particular 
Letter from them to his Majefty. 

What deferves our particular Obfer- 
vation in bis Letter to John Fernand Vi- 
eiray and the reft of the Rebels, is, that 
he calls them, The Kings Subjettsy unto 
whom he has fent this ^ccour for their 
Defence 'y yet with this Reftridt'on, in 
order to reduce them by all gentle means 
to their former Obedience to the Dutch 
Government.

Orders were feut to our Admiral Lich- 
tharr, to oblige all the Portugueje Ships 
he could meet with to Strike, and to 
Treat them for the future like Enemies. 

The 28 th of Auguft, the Council was a Letter 
advertifed by Letters dated the 20th, at to the 
the Fort of St. Margaret in Rto (''ande, Cournd 
from the Governour de Lmgc, 1 hat 1 
of the Enemies Ships, after having landed 
(bme Forces near Taman dure, were come 
into the Bay of TraEona ; and that ac- 
cording to the Depolition of a certain 
Portuguefe Prifoncr, from on Board the 
faid Fleet, they intended to Land like- 
wife fomc Men thereabouts, provided 
they might be join’d by the Rebels from 
the Matta ^ but if they fail’d to come, 
they would return to the Bahia. Where- 
upon Orders were lent to Mr. de Lwge^ 
to bring, what Forces he was able toge- 
ther, either of Soldiers, Tapoyers, ot 
Brafihant, to prevent their Landing, and 
their Con junction with the Rebels in that 
Captainlhip. 

The next thing under Debate, was. 
Whether it were not convenient to fend 
Ibmc Ships under the Command of Ad- 
miral Lichthart that way, to attack the 
Portuguefes ; after various Confultations, 
itwasagre^. To ftay till all the Ships 
might be got ready for that Service, to 
fupply the want of Seamen by good able 
Labourers from the Receif, and fo to 
render our fclves as formidi|>ic at Sea as 
poffible could be. 

In the mean while, the faid Admiral TbeLntch 
Lichthart fct Sail the firft of September Admiral 
with four Ships and a Yacht only ^ he/«^* 5 aif 
^himfelf being in the Vtrecht, but was^'^*^ 
forced by ftrels of weather, ( in which ' 
the Zealandia loft a Maft ) and for fear 
of the Rocks, to come to an Anchor not 
far from the Portuguefes, who endea- 
voured to gain the Wind of him.

The fame Day, the Council received 
Letters from Mr. IJooffttate, Lcy.^ and 
//fcit, from the Cape of Sr. A fin., That 
the Enemies had polled themfclvcs in the 
Sugar>Mil 1 s SMgado., Si*rhagi:e., and other 
Places thereabouts •, and becaufe the 
Portuguefc Fleet, which had been fecn oft* 
of the Bay of Trdihna., appear’d again 
in fight of the Pfce./ the fame Evening, 
it was thought Expedient to order Ad- 
miral Lrhihart immediately to go on 
Board the ZJtrecht., and with that and 
the Ship Ter Teere., and two finallcr Vef- 
fels, to keep a watchful Eye over the 
Portugnefes : Care was alfo taken to get 
the Ship the Ovcryjftl ready againfl next 
day, not qiieftioniiig, that when join’d 
by this, and the y^antlundia., and CoUen 
which were fent abroad for Intelli- 
gence, they fliould be able to cope with 
the PortHguefes., or at leaft: to force them 
out of the Road. The next Morning 
eai ly, the Portuguefe Fleet might be plain- 
ly difeovered from the Receif, but our 
Admiral was not able to ftir, by reafon 
of the contrary Winds; neverthelefs , 
the Zoutktndi a, and thtTer Teere^ which 
came from the South, a Cruillng, made 
all the Sail they could to Efcape the 
Port'i^nefef., which they did, being much 
the nimbler Sailors , and join’d our 
Fleet. 

The 4th of September., Major Baycrt 
and Mr. Fdbirgen., complained to the 
Council, That Mr. Fierbergen, Count 
AiaHr{tc*s Steward, had made it his Bu- 
linefs to give it out, that they being em- 
})owered,to cut down certain Trees, and 
fome parr of the Stabling and Gardens, 
for the better fortifying of the Fort £r- 
rr/z'j, hud tranrgrefs’d their Commiffion, 
in cutting down many of the great Trees, 
v\ ich an Intention, as he faid, to Ruin 
the whole Plantation ; whereas they de- 
clared, That they had been very careful 
ill j)ic(lrving as much as poffibly could 
he ail the largcft: Oco^-Trees that Rood 
not in their way ; That by thefc Ru- 
mouis, the Rage of the populace had 
been raifed to that oitch, that they had 
much ado to appeafe them, they being • 
for the cutting down not only of all the 
Trees, but alio for the pulling down of 
the whole Palace of Count Manrice^ 
All which they defired to be Regiftrcd 
in the publick Records, to ferve them 
for a legal Defence in due Time and 
Place. 


In the mean time, our Admiral hich^ 
thm being gone out in purfuit of the * ^ 
PortHgHcfe Plext., met with them in th^ 

Bay of Tamtenddre., confifting of /even 
Ships, three fmaller Veflels, and four 
Barks, the reft: being fent loaden with 
Sugar, to Portugal. Fie w’as not as yet 
join’d by all the Ships from the Receif ; 
but being refolvcd not to let flip this 
opportunity of Attacking the Enemy, 
fent the 7th of Septch her Advice to the 
Great Council, 7 ‘hat being come in fight 
of the Enemies Fleet, near the Bay of 
Tawaridare, confifting in all of Eleven 
Veflels, he was rcfolved to Attack them 
there, defiring them to fend as many 
Ships as poflible they could immediately. 
Hereupon it was rcfolved to join the 
two Ships the Deventer and Ehru., with 
the 'Vmtorn and Leyden., then lying ready 
in the Road, and bound for Holland, and 
fuch Tenders as v^re at hand, and to 
fend them forthwith to the Admiral 
Ltchthart. Purfuant to thefe Refoluti- 
ons, the whole next, following night was 
fpent in Manning the faid Ships, but 
were the next morning detained for fomr 
time by the contrary Winds. 

The lame day Orders were given to 
all the Soldiers and Inhabitants of the 
Iflc called jintonio provide them- 

felvcs with Baskets fill’d with Earth ; and 
Pallifadocs were planted from the Point 
of the Receif next to the River, to the 
utmofl Point near the Sea-fidc ; and five 
great Guns were planted upon a certain 
Wreck, from whence they could Com- 
mand the SeaQjore as far as to the Fort 
of five Baftions. 

The 8th of September, the Dutch Ad- /jBcOiitJ 
miral having ordered the red Flag to be hgti ju 
put up, boarded the Portugnefe Admiral 
carrying 60 Guns and 300 Men : He be- 
haved himfclf very valiantly, having po- 
Red himfelf at the Entrance of his Cabin 
with a flaming Sword in his hand, 
wherewith he kill’d three or four, but 
having received fevcral Wounds, was 
at laR forced to yield. The reft of the 
Ships following the Example of their 
Admiral, hadlikewife Boarded the Pot- 
tnguefe Ships ; but thefe feeing the Flag 
taken down from the Admiral, ( a dif- 
mal fignal of her Misfortune ) they loR 
all hopes, and threw thcmfelvts head- 
long into the Sea, to efcape the fury of 
the Fire and Sword; whither being pur- 
fued by the Dutch in their Boats, many * 
perilhed before they could reach the 1 
Shore. Above 700 Portuguefes were 
kill’d in this Adiou, befides a great num- 
ber of Prifoners, among whom was the 
Adm:ral • 
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•Admiral himfelf : Three Ships were ta- 
ken and fent to the Rectify the reft wcic 
fet on Fire ; being not in a Condition to 
bocarried off^ becaufe they had cut their 
Gibles, and were run afhorc, where the 
TortHgttefe^ had planted fome Cannon up- 
on Batteries, which fo annoyed our Peo- 
ple, that fearing they miglit run aground 
within the reach of the Enemies Cannon, 
they fetFire to them,andwith much adogot 
Their Ships clear from among the Shelves. 
After this Engagement, I return’d to the 
Rccnf to take care of iny Affaii s there ^ 
and the Admiral fent an Exprefs in a 
Fifher-Boat, with the following Letter

W E the Pouugi efc Commandcis

“ our Landing here, being informed, 
“ that notwithflanding this requelt, and 
“our good intention, the Dutch had

“ cut to pieces feveral Portuguefes.^ who 
“ were enticed into a Church for that 
“ purpofe) and that they had form’d a 
“ Camp to oppofe us, which ought to 
“ be a caution to us, not to leave any 
“ Itrong holds behind us, whillt we ar^ 
“ marching towards the Rectify we have 
“ thought it necelTary to enter into this 
“ Capitulation, till fuch time, that we 
“ may have the opportunity of concert-

IV. They alfo oblige thcmfcNes to 
engage the Inhabitants of the City as 
well as thofe of Karnara^ to pafs by all 
pad injuries eithcr*^by word or deed j 
and that fuch of the Dutch as arc williu/^ 
to continue there, (hall be maintain’d m 
their Pofieinoos in the fame manner as 
the Porjugnefes are i and Ihall enjoy the 
fame Privileges, and their own Religion, 
provided they don’t Preach in publick, 
and pay due reverence to Confccratcd 
places. They lhaU be at liberty to Tra- 
fick with the Portugitefet.^ and call in 
theii Debts, as before, neither Ihall they 
be obliged to take up Arms againft: the 
States of the United Provinces. 

V. The Officers (hall rcllore to 
the Po)iMgueJ}s siW their B,afilians with 
their Wives and Children, as being Sub- 
jeds of KinglohnW. whom God pic- 
lerve •, and what relates to their recep- 
tion and Entertainment, is to be left to 
the difcTction of the Chief Commanders 
ot the Portuguefts. 

Upon thefe Conditions they Ihall be 
obliged to furrender the Fort, with 
every thing thereunto belonging, this 
Afternoon, but arc permitted to pro- 
vide themfelves with neceflaries for their 
Journey, which they fliall have liberty 
to perform at their own leifurc.

Immediately after the fiirrender of 
1645. the Fort, Aiouchcron entred into a long 
IV'V^ Difeourfe with the Portn^Hefe Gonl- 
ma'hders , about their proceedings ^ 
frvAfions which he told them, were tar different, 
pj i/«r Por- from what the Governour pretended in 
fugudes, hig Letters, to wit, the appealing of 
the Revolt of the rortn^ucfe inhabitants, 
according to the requefl: of the Creat 
Cotmcil. They anfwercd him with Ter* 
giverfations, telling him that they would 
be very careful not to a<ft coiitiary to the 
Peace e/fabliffied betwixt the King his 
Mafter and the States General. But it 
was not long, befoie they began to 
Lord it over the Countiy, by taking, 
fuch as were in the lea ft fufpeded to 
them into Cuftody, and taking an ac- 
count of thofe of the DtitiPj that had

a Court of Juftice of their own, 
amll*^rced AdoAchcron to fell his Slivcs 
for the Fourth part of what they were 
worth. They had fo little regard to the 
late Articles, that they caufed 30 
Jtlians^ part of that Garrifon to be tied 
\o the Palifddo’s, where they were ftraag- 
ledj The Portu^uefej alkdg^d in their 
behalf, that they had fuffer’d Death for 
certain Crimes, they had confeffed them- 
felves, tho’ it is more probable, they 
were made Sacrifices to the difconcented 
portuguefe Inhabitants, that had made 
heavy Complaints at the Brafihast^. 
However about Thirty of them were 
fpared , and bellowed upon the Of- 
ficers, to carry their Baggage , and 
their Wives given to the Inhabitants. 
The Portu^Mcfes made j4lvar 0 Fr egojo iP Al~ 
hu^jHcrijiue Governor of the City and Fort, 
and made one Fyancis de la Tour^ a French 
Deferter, Captain over 40 Deferters, 
who had taken fcrvice among them. 

They alfo raifed three Companies out 
of the Portuguefe Boors, or inhabitants. 
Commanded by Pedro Fregofo^ Jgnatms 
Ferrere and hnmanntl de Aiello y which 
were put into Sermhaim for the defence 
of that place, where they alfo caufed 
two Jews to be Baptized, call’d Jac^uo 
Franco and Jfaat Navoye. Moll of the 
Dutch who had any PoiFcnions or Sugar- 
Mills thereabouts had Safe-guards al- 
low’d them, fo that none, except two* 
who came to the Rectify left that Captain- 
fliip, of which they had fufficient rcalbn 
to repent afterwards, being very ill 
treated by the Portuguefesy as (hall be 
Ihewn more at large hereafter. 

The 1 5th of Augufiy in the Afternoon,

BuSeftrae one of their own Members, 
and Admiral Ltckhart^ ^^3^ thither 
with all fpced, and to take efKftual care 
that nothing might be wanting for the 
Defence of the Place. They were for 
rAii. hull- that end to take a full view of the Fort 
vj Diiffi?! and all its Out-Woiks,and 

j , toc'oiii'idcr whether the Redoubt upon 
Hill call'd N, 77 , tt ....d the Battery 
( nj at the eniT. j.ce of the Harbour might 
bu be- 1 cp . ) for the better Defence of the 
For Accoidingly Mi. BuHcprate and 
Ad mil al Ln hr hart left the Rectify the 
^th of A ^ and anived the fame 
Evening in the Fort Zander Duffen., 
where having executed their Com- 
miflion, Mr. BuJUflratc returned the 9th 
of Anpifr to the Rrceif^ where he gave 
the tollowing Account to the Council. 

That he left the Receif the 5th of 
Aitn^ufl^ in the Morning about Nine a 
Clock, and came the fame Evening to 
the Fort Tander Dajjhi on the Cape of 
St. Aujif/j. 

That the 6 th of An^nft, after Fore- 
noon Sermon was ended he rid with 
he Admiral, and fome other Officers, 
ft the Hill of the Caj^ of St. Aufiw j 
^hcie having taken a view of the Har- 
5ftni, hefoniid the Stone- Redoubt in a 
-^dition to be repaired, without any 
Charge, the Cannon upon the Bat* 


teries nail’d up, but the Works towards 
the Seafide in pretty good Order. 

That he had ordered a Draught to be 
made, to furround the Redoubt with 
Pallifadoes, to raife a Battery within it, 
to build a Guard^Houfe, and to widen 
the Ditches: He alFo had oidered a 
Stone Brcall-Work, (for want of Wood) 
to be made on the backfidc of the Batte- 
ry, with a row of Pallifjdocs, and a 
Guard Houfe ^ and that with the firft 
fair weather, they fhould fet on Fire all 
the Bullies and Brambles on the faid Hill, 
and clear the Ground round about the 
Church Naz^areth. 

Upon View of the Fort render Dp fen., 
he had Commanded the Major Hoo^ftrate 
with all pofliblc fpced, to put it in a 
good pofture of Defence, the Admiral 
having already taken Caie to have itfui- 
rounded with Pallifadoes: That on the 
7th of Ai/f pfi^ having paid off the Gai- 
rifon, aim thofe belonging to tlie Artil- 
lery , he pafTed thiough very difficult 
Ways to St. Antonio^ where he iikewife 
paid oIF the Soldiery, vifited the Re- 
trenchment, and put every thing in the 
bell order he could. 

That he had Bargained with certain 
Perfuns to repair the faid RWoubt on 
the Hill called Nazareth, and the Stone 
Brcaft- Work,thc Building of two Guard- 
Houfes, and furrounding bothtlie Works 
\v i t h Pa 11 i fad oes,accord i ng to h isD raugh t, 
for 900 Gilders, the whole to be com- 
]dcated within three Weeks time. Here 
it was he had the firft Notice of the 
Landing of fome Forces from the Bahia, 
near R o Formofa, by the fame Fleet which 
the Week before was feen ofT of the Re- 
ceif : But not being able to get any furc 
Intelligence, he had font a Meflengcr to 
Lieutenant Montangie, then Commander 
in Scrinhairti, to give him a true Account 
of the matter, and in what Condition 
he and his Garrifon were at that timei 
encouraging him by fair Promifes, all 
Communication by Land being already 
cut off betwixt them, fierc he alfo 
Lifted 38 Volunteers that offiered their 
Service. 

That the 8 th of Atgnft he left the faid 
Place, and notwithftanding the badnefs 
♦ of the Weather, rid crofs the Hills of 
Hegendosj to the Sea-ftiorc, where meet- 
ing with the Admiral, they went toge- 
ther up the River Sangado with the Tide, 
as far as CalendarU^ where they ftaid for 
fome time, and received the News, that 
in the laft Encounter betwixt Colonel 
Haus and the Rebels near that Hill, a- 
boveaooof the laft, among whom were 

A . (ofue 
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fomc Officers, were (lain, and about 40 
^ ^ 4 or 50 on oiir fide. One Meichiar Alvdres 
came on purpofe to tell thcm,That about 
300 of the Revolted Inhabitants were ia- 
( lined to accept of a Pardon, which he 
referred to the Council. 

That being ready to take Horlc in 
order to his leturn to the Rectify accr- 
tdin Soldier of our Troops, that had 
been left behind, complain’d that he had 
been fln'ptflaik naked by the Servants 
of the Ferryman of the River Sangada^ 
who had wounded and beat him mifcra- 
bly. Melihior Alvares was ordered to 
take care of his Wounds, and Captain 
Fiflor to go with 20 of his Men in queft 
of thefe Villains *, who, coming to the 
Ferry, befet the Houfe, took the Ferry- 
man and his three Sons, Prifoners, but 
the MuJat^ who had committed the Fa£t, 
elcnpcd their Hands. 

That hepurfued his Journey on Horfe- 
back towards the notwiihfland- 

ing the violent Rains, and not without 
great danger pafs’d the River the fame 
night near the Fort vdEmjHa. 

That on the pth of Angufi^ he was 
advertifed by fomc Negro’s belonging to 
Mofes Navarre^ whom hc had fent with 
Letters to ePJngemo Sierfac^ne^ that an 
Ambufli had been laid for them near 
CsndeUria^ but the Enemy durfl not at- 
tack them, their Negro’s being all fuch 
as were taken Prifoners, and afterwards 
made their efcape to us. 

Major Hoogfltdte fent Advice by his 
frow ri*!* Letters on the 13th of Aitgufi^ to the 
Garrifon and Volun- 
' ' teers ot St. A, tonic being fafely arrived 
on the Cape of Sr. Auftm^ they were now 
about 280 llrong, viz^, 21 7 Soldiers and 
Gunners, and 63 Volunteers. That im- 
mediately after our Garrifon had left 
St. A^:tonlc^ Kamoj on Bnd Hemy Dtas had 
polled thcmfclves with their Troops in 
the Sugar-Mill Algodau^ near that place, 
where they expfeed to be join’d by 
Martin Soares and Andrew VidaPs Forces 
fafely arrived from the Bahia. That hc 
expefted every day to be Beficgcd, and 
fear’d nothing fo much as want of frcfli 
Water, the Spring being cut off by the 
Enemy. Hereupon immediate Orders 
were given by the Council to fend thither , 
30 Barrels of Water, fomc Ammunition 
and Provifion, and what elfc Ihould be 
rcquifite for a vigorous Defence of the 
Place, which was fufiicicntly provided 
before with Soldiers. The next follow- 
ing Day they received Intelligence from 
Major He^rate^ Mr. Ley^ and Mr. 

That the Enemies Troops had taken Poll 


in the Sugar-Mill SaJgado Zaviftac^ue and 
other circumjacent Places. The Coun- ^ 4 1 . 
cil rcly’d much upon the Bravery and 
Fidelity of the Officers within the Fort, 
from whom they promifed themfelvcs a 
very vigorous Defence, they being all 
Peribns who had advanced themfelves in 
their Services, and were m expedation 
of better Preferments, visl. Major Hoog-- 
ftrate^ Caffar Vander Ley formerly a Cap- 
tain of Horfe, John and Albert 

Gerritfon Wedda an old Captain, belong- 
ing to the Company ^ But their unfaith- 
fulncfs and covetous Temper over-ba- 
linced all thefe Con fid era tions 5 for the 
faid Major Hoogfirate Commander in 
Chief, with the Confentof Caffar Vander 
Ley^ and Albert Gerritfon Wedda^ trea- 
chcroufly and villanoufly Sold and Sur- 
rendred the faid Fort to the Potnghejes 
the 23th of A/tgitft for the Sum of 1 3 opo 
Gilders, befides foirfc other Kewr ,^to- 
mifed them upon that Account. They 
went over with the whole Garrifon to 
the Enemy, who made Noogfirate Colo- 
ncl of a Dutch Regiment, railed out of 
thefe and other Soldiers of fcveral Nar* 
tions, that had Dcfertcd our Service. 

Thus this ftrong hold was betray’d to 
iht Pmuguefes^ by a Perfon who owed 
his whole Fortune to our Company. 

Martin Soares Moreno gave the foJloW' 
ing Account of the Surrender of this 
Fort to the Governour Amomo Telles da 
Sylvay in his Letter dated from •the Hill 
of Nasjtrethy Aug. 16. 1(^45. 

A Letter to the Governour of the Ba- 
liia, concerning the taktng of the 
Cafe of Puntael. 

S unday the lyh of this monthy Cod Al- 
nughty^ through his Mercy'y has futtu 
into the Pojfejfion of the Fott oj the Cafe of 
Puntael, which was Befieged by Andrew 
Vidal dc Negreiros : The next day we were 
rejoyced with the Money ftm to us by your 
Lordjhrf ’y and the Wine frefemed to me in 
far tie alary po/t of which I have bejlowed 
ufon Enterta ning fame of our Fnendsy who 
are merry with me at this time. 

We have made an excellent Bargan ; for 
bejtdes the Imfortance of the Placey and its 
Artillery y we have got the very flower of ^ 
their Soldiers y bejidesy that this will be like 
afignalto the reft to follow their Footftefs. 

John Fernand Vieira has raifed on Sa- *» 
turday laft the Sum of 4000 Ducats for out J 
Vfey though not without ForcCy but tt was 
veyy welcome to us at this timCy when we 
wne Iff on ftrtking up the Bargmn for .Vtse ^ 
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^ better fortifying of this PUctj the Hetrhottr 
^ I 4 5* of which is not infertour tethsu of the Re- 
'' ceif : But / wiU not trouble your Lffrdfhif 
dny longer with this point. 

Not long after the Surrender of the Fort^ 
a Burk uppeured in fight font to its Relief 
from the Rcccif. We fent Captain Barrci- 
ros With a well~ar/n*d Bark out againfi her^ 
who took her with 35 Men^ and good Store 
of Gunpowder and Bullets^ all which will 
prove very ferviceable to us. 

I kindly defire your Lordjhlp^ that in cafe 
you fend a Mejfenger With this News to his 
Captain Damian dc Laokois may 
be employed upon that Errand^ it being ve~ 
ry probable^ that the King^ befides a good 
Prefenty will Reward him With fome honour- 
able Employment. 

Lafi Night we received Advicty That 
the Fleet under Jcronymo dc Paiva was en- 
tred the Bay of Tamandare \ I am forely 
toill be Attack* A by the Ships 
fenttntmer from the Reccif, notwithftand- 
ing we ^^edejiredhim fever A times to come 
into our Road, • 

Kapivara is gone from that Place by 
f^d to the Bahia, perhaps he has given him 
notice that we are Maflers of the Cape ^ if 
he thinks fit to bring his Fleet to this PlacOy 
he IS fafcy tf noty it Les at his door. ^TiS 
difcourfedherty that the Ship the Bifhop (i 
milfingy perhaps he has a fancy to Convoy 
Salvador Korrca fome part of the way, 

I cannot forbear to let your Lordfinp know 
how much you fiand Indebted to Major 
Dieterick Hoo^ratc, and the reft of the 
Commanders oj the Fort, We have promt fed 
to the firft a Commandery of Chrtfi. I beg 
of your Lordjhtp to make my Promife good 
to him in his Majefty*s NamOy as foon as 
poffible may bey he being a Perfony who will 
be ready to do us all the further Service be 
can. We have for the prefent engaged him 
with fome Prefent s of left moment y of which 
we JhaU give an Account to you hereafter. 
Captain Vander Ley has Ukewife deferved 
well of HSy and fo have all the refi that had 
Married Portugucfc Women : It is report- 
ed herCy That he is a Perfon of Note in his 
Country : We have Ukewife promifed to him 
a Commandery of Chrtfiy and a yearly Pen- 
fiion for one of hts Sons : We hope your Lord- 
jhtp will not refufe to make good our Pronufey 
becaufe his Sons are Born of a Portugnefe 
Woman : The name of the Eldeft being 
John, and the Toungeft Cafpar Vander 
>y. The reft are at prefent at their Ha- 
HtationSy as foon as they returny we muft 
Engage them with fome PromtfeSy of which 
Pe Will give an Account to your Lordfhip, 
fhey are all of Confequence to uSy having 
^^ied Portugucfc Women. I hope your 


Lordjhip will be well fattsfied with this piece f\J^ 
of Service ^ for John Fernand Vieira * ^ 4 ? 
fometimes brings us more Money in an 
than the Conquefl of the Cape cofts us. He 
is at prefent tn the Vargca among the Bar- 
barians, and we in the Fort on the CapCy 
tiU we have got every thing in readineft.

Martin Soares Morenoy and Andrew Vi- 
dal de Negreirosy had in the mean while 
ftnt 7 or 8 Letters from the Cape; of 
St. Aufitny dated the 23d, 30th, and sift 
of Augufiy and the 2d and 6th of Sep^ 
tembery in which they advertifed the Ad- 
miral Patvay That they were in pofiefli- 
on of that Cape, dedring him, by all 
means to come with his Fleet into that 
Flarbour. The firft of the two laft Let- 
ters was thus written. 

Letter from the Portugucfc Com^ 
manders to Admiral Paiva. 

My Lord, 

W E are got now into the Pejfejfton of the 
Harbour of Nazareth, and that as 
the faying tSy without cafttng an Anchor ; 
which is the reafon we intreat you Ukewife to 
come with your Fleet hither ^ whei e you may 
Careen your Shipfy and provide your felves 
with frejh ProvifionSy Meny Ammumtiony 
and all other NeceJfarieSy till fuch time we 
Jball mutually Agree tn what is furt’ rr to 
be undertaken for the Service of Ocn and 
his Majefty. iTte Enemy has hithei to but 
one Ship of Strength at SeUy the reft being of 
no Confecjuence j neither are they for Enga- 
ging With you at this tirnty but Endeavour 
to cut off your Commumcettton with the Sea- 
Coaft. My Lordy Tou have given fo many 
proofs of your Courage before wis timey that 
this Retreat will not abate any thing from the 
Fame of your VtUXories : On the other handy 
Tou have to confidery that you are anfwer- 
able for fo many thoufand LiveSy of thofe 
’ that are in your Fleet y wherefore we defire 
you once more to come hither with the Fleety 
and fuch Officers as are under your Com- 
mandy where you wiU meet with a very kind 
and comfortable Reception. But being 
fiblcy that it would be a grofs Error tn usy 
to urge a matter fo Evident in it felf ony 
further y to fo great A Commander as youy 
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m Uve inkffes ef ypur where we 

mend in (he Houfe of Nazareth, to re* 
rave the hlejfed Sacr 4 mem^ whiCh n^me we 
have given (o the Forr^ having among other 
things found A Maf-Booh he^e^ which is of 
no fmall fervice to ns.

The Contents of the Second Letter 
to the fame Admiral are as tollows : 

Y Our Lordjhif bang ah eady acquainted 
with our being Majiers of the Pun- 
tael (Cafe) we hope you will tale the firfi 
opportunity of coming to ns ^ 7 he Enermes 
having two Squadrons of Ships at Sea^ with 
one hrc-bhip^ to fane you ft om this Coafi^ 
which has been dijiovcrcd to hs^ by a Letter 
writ at the Rcceif, and directed to the Go- 
vernour^ and taken by us tu a Bark defignd 
for the relief of that place. Of which we 
thought fit to give you immediate notice , 
that you might take your meafures accord- 
tng to your wonted Ft iidence, Thefe Dutch 
Gentlemen have by their treacherous deal- 
ings obliged us to have recourfe to open 
Force \ and we defire your Lordjhip to re- 
ps^ them in their own Coin^ with fire and 
Swordf as they do to us. If you defign to 
come hither^ it mufi be done fpeedtly, all 
delay being dangerous at this time. We 
have a true Copy of this Letter tn oar 
Journal^ to ferve for our jujhficatton here- 
after.

An account of the Surrender of the 
Cape of St Aufiin.^ and of the further 
Tranlaftions betwixt us and the Portu- 
guefes^ was fait in a Letter by Cafpar da 
Kofia D^Abreu., from the faid Cape to his 
Friend Domingos da Kcfia^ an Inhabitant 
of the Bahia, which runs thus: 

I WiJh this iMter may find you in good 
Health^s 1 who am your faithful Comrade 
defire ^ I am tn a tolerable good condition in 
the Puntael of Nazareth, whtch after a 
Siege of 20 Days was furrendered to as^ at 
an tafie rate., becaufe thefe who commanded 
within the Fort^ had PortugueTe Whes^ 
and their f.fiates thereabouts. The Captain 


of Horfiy was the moft forward of all^'in 
Surrendering the Place ^ They have obtained K ^ 4 S 
what Conditions they demandedy and a 
tuity of 4000 Ductus befides. We found 
tn the fort 300 Dutch, eft heir befi TroopSy 
and twelve Brafs Pieces of CannoUy four oj 
which were four and twenty Pounder Sy and 
Provifions for three Months y fo thaty if 
they had not come w/th us to a Compefittony 
It would have cofi us abundance of Meny 
whereas now we have gam'* d the placey with 
the lofs of one fingle Man^ who was ktlFd by 
a random Cannon fhoe. We made our felves 
Mafiers of a Barky firing from the Puntael, 
before its Surrender y tn whuh was a Gentle- 
man with fever al lOO Meny that were going 
to the Rcceif. This Gentleman and another 
of Serinhaim (being both Magijhates m 
their rejpeHivc places) we delivered up to 
the JnhabitantSy who foon killed therny net- 
wtthft/mding one was AJarned With a Poj;» 
tuguefe Woman \ for^hey having be^j^J^<trd 
to fayy That they hoped to wajh iheil Hands 
m the Blood of the Portuguefes, j-hc Wo- 
men were fo much exafporated againfi theniy 
that they foon dtfpatcljd therny according to 
their defires. The Prtfoners are for the mlfi^ 
part oUtatned at St. Anthony, in order to 
be fent to the Bahia ^ but many among 
them have taken Service with us. We fup- 
pofe the number of the Dead and Dutch 
Prifontrs amount to near 1 300 ; We have 
not feen the Squadron under Salvador Kor- 
rea de Saa ^ we are afraid fame misfortune 
has befallen him ^ feme of our Ships were 
cruifing hereaboutSy but within thefe three 
or four DaySy none of them have appeal don 
this Coaft. The Dutch have a Fleet of 
1 2 Ships at Sea y it is well, if they don^t 
venture a brufh with us. The Receif with 
all Its Forts are invefiedy Lawrence Kar- 
nciro ts at Porto Calvo ‘y The Jews repo 
that orders are comoy to take all the Dutch 
Forces out of Rio Grande, Paraiba and St, 
Francis, w order to tranfport them to the 
Rcceif. There ts no great harmony betwixt 
the Jews and Dutch, the Jirft pretending 
that the others intend to feU the Country 
Four of their head OfficerSy whtch are our 
PrifonerSy are ordered to be fent to the Ba- 
hia, and among them their Mafier of the 
Artillery. The fame Day that we were be- 
come Mafiers of Puntael, a Bark arnved 
therefrom the Rccclf, with orders to keep it 
*to the laft extremity ^ we took the Bark with 
good fiore of Ammunition and Provifiony 
worth tn all ibout 1 500 Ducats.

IVe are come into this Country at the 
head of 3000 c ho fen Men, badPa by twi 
Sejuadtorii of Men of War, well Equips d, 
one of which has not as yet appeared on this 
Coajl, the other you have feenyour felf pafs 
by the other Day. I hope this may ferve as

And I for my pare 
affure you that I will not fail to perform and 
agree to, whatevei you fl/aB further demand 
upon this oi cafion. 

The Inhabitants of the place Jhall be pro- 
vided with Pafs-Ports, and proretled by ut, 
in the fame manner as the Commander of 
Serinhaim, Carpenter, and fome others 
were 3 and we expect the fame at your hand'. 
And that you may be fare whom to treat with

W E have received your Letter fern by 
John Guomes de Mello, out of 
which we under fiand.^ that you asre come to 
St. Antonio. l>Ve are extrenmly well fattf- 
fied, that the Covernour Antonio Tcllcs 
da Sylva hat undertaken to apteafe the tu- 
mults arifen tn theft parts.^ and don’t ^uefit- 
on but that your prefence will contribute much 
towards ihe accompltjhment of ft. The af- 
fronts and outrages you fpeak of by the Ta- 
poyers and Dutch. Soldiers put upon the 
inhabitants^ as they were committed fore^ 
againfi our widy fo I can sffure you that 
no body not fo much as the leaft Child has 
been fiiffer’d to be mtfufed upon our accounts^ 

/ fo that thefe Complaints muft not be made to 
' iw, but ought to be ref err’d to the Count iL 
The Treaty you propofe with Captain John 
Guomes ae ^Uo, and Ueutenam Francis 
Guomes, ts beyond our Province and Power^ 
fo that we earnejUy defire you^ not to ufe 
any further follicitations to us., upon 
that account. So we ktfs your Handsy t e- 
commending you to CoePs protePlion.

Major Hoogftrate took care to fend 
thefe two Letters together with tbeir^ 
Anfwer to the Council, with repeated 
AITurances of their conitanc Fidelity 
wberenpon the Great Council confirm’d 
li™. Hoogfirate in his Government, and ex- 
it^ iif borted Ley and Hick to perfevere in 
covers theiT brave Refolution, which they 
^tbe^e> would in due time take care to reward 
with better preferments. This dif- 


covery of the Enemies Letters being 
look’d upon as an undeniable proof 1 >^4 5, 
Mr. Hoogftrate’s Cncere Intcntions*-iw 
fuch an influence upon the generality of 
the People, that there was fcarcc any 
body but what thought himfelf fecureof 
his Fidelity and Duty. Neverthelefs as 
thefe Temptations could not but raife 
fome jealoufie in the Minds of the 
Council, they thought fit .to fend Col* 
lonel Hans to the Receify to order him 
to the Cape of St. Auflm, 

The Council in the mean while being 
hj Vidal’s Letters to Hoogfirate fuffici- 
ently convinced, that the intended re- 
calling of the Rebellious Troops were 
nothing but amufements, fent immediate 
orders to their Admiral Lachtharty that 
for the future he fhould treat all the 
Portuguefe Ships he could meet with as / 
Enemies. 

The 15 th of Aug. Coloner*^ 1 )e- 
ing come to the Rccrif propowJto the 
Council, that he judged it abfojbtely ne- 
ceflary tor the Serv'v eof the Siate, that 
fince by the Succours come from the Ba- CovjiiJu. 
hia to the affi/fance of the Rebels ukdrf^^’^j slm 
Martin Soares Morenoy and Andrew Vtdaly 
they were grown very flrong and nu- 
merous y the Troops encamped in the to the k. 
Field fhould be drawn into the Receify ccif. 
becaufe they being befides the israfiltansy 
not above 300 ftrong, they might eafily 
be cut off in a place, where they could 
not be fcconded from the Receif ; where 
they were wanting for the defence of 
that place, which being the Capital of 
the whole Dutch Brafily would in all 
likely hood be attack'd with the utmolb 
vigour, by the Enemy. 

Againlb this Opinion many Reafons 
were alledged too. 

I . By fo doing they muft quit all the 
open Country, from whence they were 
now fupplied with Cattle and Meal, 
which they flood highly in need of, till 
fuch time, that they could receive new 
Supplies from HoUandy and that in fuch 
a cafe they muft cxpe(ft the Enemy im- 
mediately at their Gates. 

II . That thereby the number of the 
Enemy would be idcreafed, the Inhabi- 
tants of the Country being freed from 
the dread of our Troops, would join 
with them agaiuft us. 

III . That by fo doing we muft leave 
the Tapeyersy that bad taken up Arms 
at our reqneft, and were to be joined by 
our Troops near Machiape or St Antonioy 
muft be left to the Enemies Mercy. To 
this it was Anfwer’d, 

I. That as to the Supplies of CafUc 
and Meal from the Country, they (bould

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^ 1 )e b a much better Condition to be fiir- 
oiflied withall, when their Forces could 
font abroad into all circumjacent 
pa>t8pf theCouutry, whereas now they 
were forced to remain in one certain 
place. Befides that, we being MaRers 
at Sea, might Embark at any time a cer- 
tain number of Men, and Land them 
where we found it moft convenient 
which would oblige the Enemy, InRead 
of 3clieging the Rectify to divide his 
Forces for the Defence of the Country. 
What related to the increafe of the Ene- 
my’s Forces, by the Acceflion of the 
Fortn£itefe Inhabitants of the Country, 
was to be look’d upon as of no great 
Coiifcqueiice againfl: us ^ it being more 
for our Intercll, to fee them appear as 
declared Enemies, than diflembling 
Friends ; it being generally known, that 
“ UKliaations were bent for their 
cS^^mcn, and that notwithRanding 
gll tlw fpecious Pretences, they mifs’d 
i>0 Ogportunity of giving Intelligence 
tothe^uerayof what pafs’d among us; 
wjbreas, if they were once declared 
Enemies ot the States, we Riould have a 
fair opportunity of feizing upon their 
Cattel, Provilioos, and other Moveables, 
for the ufe of the Receif ; which being 
thus provided, would difeourage the 
Enemy from attempting to reduce it by 
Famine.

vcAs hefi to be done / Wiltfchut anfwered, 
I'ou never ask'd our Advice before^ do what 
you thnibeB. Whereupon Hans ordered 
to Retreat to the Houle of Mr. de IVtt : 
Captain BlUer^ who expefted no Quarter, 
being on the other hand for Fighting 
oiir way through to the Becetf. The 
Hoiife was bravely defended for 4 hours, 
but at laft Powder and Ball beginning 
10 fail, bccaufc half a Barrel of Gun- 
powder, ( which was all they had left) 
blew up by Accident, they Surrendred 
at Difcretion to Andrew Vtdal^ under 
Condition to have their Lives faved, as 
well for thcmfclves as the BrafiUans a- 
inong them ; which Agreement being 
ligued by Vda/j and 2 or 3 more of the 
Chief Commanders of the Poytaguefes^ 
was delivered to Colonel Haas, Not- 
withttanding which, the Bra/iUans were 
cut to pieces by the Inhabitants with 
Confent of the Vortngkefe Commanders, 
as foon as we bad quitted our Pott in the 
Hoiifc. 1 hfc Bra fit an Women feeing 
theii Husbands Murthcred before their 
Faces, daih’d moft of their Childrens 
Biains agaiuft the Walls, for fear they 
ttiould fall alive into the hands of the 
lonigntfts. All the Vutch^ about 250 
ttroflg, among whom were Colonel Haus^ 
Captain Bluer and Ltfiry^ were madePri- 
j oners of War, and were for the firft 
tour or five days kept in the Sugar- Mill 
oi Haccj ^ when John Fernandes Vteira^^tnd 
many of the Inhabitants foUicited Andrew 
Vtdaly to deliver the faid Prifoners op 
into their Hands, with an Intention to 


kill them \ but Vidal refiifed to grant 
their Re^ueft, and caufed them rortj^yf 45. 
with to be fent by Land to the Bahia: 

They were indifferently well treated* in 
their Journey thither *, but llich as either 
by reafon of Sicknefs, or any other Ac- 
cident, were left behind, fell into the 
Inhabitants hands, who cut them to 
pieces, and would have done the lame 
with all the rett, had it not been for 
their Convoy. After their arrival in the 
Babia^ an Account being taken of their 
Names, they had certain Quarters af- 
fign’d them, and Thirty one Pence Half- 
peny per Week for their Pay, and a 
Mcafurc of Meal for every Ten days. 

They had liberty to walk up and down 
within the City where they pleafed, ex- 
cept Colonel Hausy Captain Wiltfchui^ 
and Ftf^y-t who were confined to their 
Lodgings, and durlt, nor, witbUot 1 ^ 
cial leave, talk with any Boily. fColo- 
nel Haus was at laft fent to Portum^ and 
IVltfihtu and Lift ry^ ip June 16^^ put 
on Board a Ship, with 230 Duttn^My- 
ners; about 60 of our Men took Service 
among them there, but they refufed the 
Natives of Holland* 

The Enemies being greatly incouraged 
by thefe Succcflcs, and their Strength in- 
creafing daily by the great Concourfe of 
the Portugnefe Inhabitants, who in the 
Captainfhipsof Parayba and 6'(^4n4, which 
hitherto had remained in quiet, and en- 
gaged thcmfclves to the Government by 
a new Oath of Allegiance, now alfo 
took up Arms againft us ^ fo, that it was 
thought convenient to recall our Garri- 
fons out of thofc Parts. 

But to return to the Cape of St. Am fin ^ \f hjx I 
after the Surrender of which the Garri- 
foil was carried to St.Antomo^ where 
they were forced to deliver up their L si. 
Arms. Among the reft of our Prifo- ftm. 
ners there was Ifaac Zweers^ afterwards 
Vice-Admiral of Holland and Weftfrtff 
land, Abraham Van MUingen^ and John 
Broeikhaftn^' hoX\\ ftill living in Holland. 

Major Hoogfrate addicfs’d himfelf to 
them, endeavouring to bring them over 
to the PottMguefc fide, by the Allurements 
of Captain, Lieutenant, and Eofign’s 
Places, telling them, That it would now 
‘ be in his Power to promote them to much 
higher Imployments ^ but when he faw 
them refufe his Offer, he fworc, They 
Ihould repent it. At the fame time he < 
preferr’d three Dutih Men, to wit, ITiw* 
fel Smithy formerly his Lieutenant •, Akx^ 
ander Bouckolty and Claes CUcftVy a Na- 
tive of Amfierdamy to Captains Plac^ 
the laft of thefe three being an intim^c 

friend 
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sryJ<^ Friend of Zwfers and Eroekhufen^ told 
them, and confirmed it by many Oaths, 
"^^^v ^Th at he had taken Service among them 
ror no other end, than to get an oppor- 
tunity of returning to us. They had al- 
folihicrty given them to walk abroad, 
but not without a Guard to keep a 
watchful Eye over all their Adions. 


Not long after the Portugnefe Provi- 
der Mar fent for John Broekhufen^ and 
after the firft Complements were pal's’d, 
told him. That if he would ferve the 
King of Portugal in the quality of Com- 
niiflary*General , he fliould go along 
with him to the Camp, where he fhould 
receive loo Gilders ^er month, and be 
Wellcome to his Table befidcs ; and that 
if he refufed his Offer, and Raid be- 
hind, He would be in danger of being 
Murthcred by the Inhabitants. He ic- 
lyM, That being engaged by his Oath 

g mpany, li» could not bicak it, 
the hazard ot his Life.

eve). Then he gave him a Cup, with 
Brandy , of which after Mr. Broekhufen 
had taken a good Draught, he took his 
leave, and return’d to his Coraerades, 
unto whom he gave an Account of what 
had pafs’d betwixt them. 

Thefe had in the mean while been in- 
form’d by fome Po^ tuguefes^ that this De- 
fign was upon the Ifle Itamauka • and be- 
ing certain, that the Council did not 
fbrefec this Danger, they were contriv- 
ing all poflible means, to give them no- 
tice of it ^ but could not pitch upon any 
Perfon fitly qualified for this Under- 
taking. At laft, Ifaac ZweerSj by vaft 
Promifes of Reward, prevailed fo far 
upon a Dutch Trumpeter , call’d Aiar- 
tin Stomps that he undertook to carry 
this piece of News in Perfon to the 
Council, and at the fame time to Rc- 
quefl the Rclcafing of the Dutch Prifo- 
nen ftill remaining at St, Antotiio, E- 
very thing being Agreed upon betwixt 
^ them, the Trumpeter took his leave of 
and (ct out on his Journey 
Ewf. to the Receif about Midnight, leaving 
%whis Wife and Children behind him. 

' I- Mr. Ziprr/ j and Mr, Broekhufen appear’d 
fatisfied, but ncvcrthclcfswcrc 
in their Hearts not a little concerned for 
the ilTue of tliis Enterprife. 

They would often call upon the Trum- 
pc^r’s Wife to Enjoyn her Silence, and 


ordered her, that if any enquired after 
him, to tell them. That iic was run * e 
away from her in order to take Service 
in the Camp, in the Kdigca. 

Some days after they met with one 
Peter Ritfaur^ formerly Baker to the Ga- 
rifonof the Cape of St, Auflm ., Biock- 
hiifen having a mind to feel Ins Puirc,and 
finding him not aveife to fiich a task, he 
at lafl: with fair Words prevail’d upon 
him to undertake the fame Journey the 
1 nun peter had done befoie^ that, m 
cafe he fliould mifearry , which they 
much feared he might, the Council might 
ncverthclcfs be advciufed of the tue- 
nnes intended Expedition againR fian.a- 
tika. 1 he Baker having dehred a Gerti- J i 
ficatc from them, teftitying. That hei^^'^^ 
never had taken Scr vice among the Tor- ■ 
tf'guefcs^ prepared Ininfelt for lus Jour- 
ncy, wliicli he intended to begin with 
the fiifl: dark Night. 

I he fame Night tlicy were toicwain’d 
of a Dclign ag.mill then Lives, by a cer- 
tain Italian call’d Jacomo dn Petugalho^ fo 
that Zween and Btockhifn guefling, not 
without rcafon, that fome of the Poyt.t- 
gtitfes had got Scent of their fending a- 
way the Trumpeter and Baker, inought 
it not advifcable to ftay lon^r in this 
place, but to ask leave from Colonel 
Pedro Maranha FalkaLo^ to go to the 
godaiSj where they could not want Con- 
veniency to go along witii the relt ot the 
Piifoncis, that were intended to be fent 
to the Bahia^ which was readily gi anted. 

In the mean while, the Baker having 
taken the firll oppoitunity to let out on 
his Journey, was met by two Vounguiji^ 
in the Sugar-Mill Ttapicha^ who having 
found the before- mentioned Certificate 
about him, carried Ijuii Prifoncr to ^ 
St, Antonio de Cabo^ whcie being put to ■'* 
the Torture, it made fuch a noife among 
the Inhabitants that they all rife up in 
Arms, protefling, They would not be 
fatisfied, till they had fetcht Zweoiand 
Broekhufen from the AIggdais,, and cut 
them to pieces \ for which piirpofc they 
alfo obtained feven Soldiers from Pedto 
Marinha^ and had certainly put it in 
Execution, if Captain Ley had not op- 
pofed it i for as good luck would ha\c 
^it, they happened at that time to be i.i 
his Sugar-Mill, and the Baker had lt»iod 
it out bravely, without difcoveriiig the 
matter. The next morning Captain i n 
gave them a Vifit, telling them what h id 
happened, and fays he, to Broekhr'i-f ^ 
What is your meaning by this / but he ha- 
ving no great confidence in Ley, denied 

every thing to the utmoR.

DetigQ was likely to have been difcovc- 
red by the Imprudence of the before- 
mentioned Trumpeter’s Wife, who be- 
urwpv drunk, told fome of her Ac- 

iO<:crc,i. quaintance. That her Husband wasgonc 
to the I^eccif. She was carried a Prifo- 
ncr to the Cape of St. AuJUn^ where (he 
was mifcrably tortured, but being a re- 
fblute Woman, would not confeft any 
thing: It was however Major Hooyrflrate's 
Advice, That the PortugHcfcs ought not 
to keep the Dnt(b any longer in Ternam- 
buko, but tliat all fuch as refufed to take 
Service among them, ought to be fent 
to the Bahia. Accordingly all the Dutch 
Piifoners then about the Cape and St. 
Anthony^ were fent to the Algoiats., 
where every one was ask’d by Colonel 
Pedro Alarinha^ Whether they would take 
Service under the King of Portugal'^ and 
that fuch as would not, (bould be fent 
forthwith by Land to the Bahia^ a tedi« 
ous journey ; befides, that they ran the 
hazaid of being Murthered by the way. 
Many took Service, tor fear, but Zweers 
and Bioekhi fen being ask’d again, Whe- 
ther they were not willing to ferve the 
King ^ they anfwcrcd, They would ra- 
ther Die, 0 than bear Arms againft their 
own Nation. 

The 5th of Odober^ All the Prifoners 
under a Convoy, both of Soldiers and 
Boors, were carried from the Algo dais to 
Pojitka. But fcarce were they come thi- 
when Zweers was ordered to be 
fent back to the Cape of St.Auftw^ where 
be was put to the Rack, to Extort from 
him a Confeffion concerning the Trum- 
peters Journey to the Receif^ who, as 
they fuppofed had difeovered their De- 
lign upon Itamanka-^ but not being able 
to bring him to make the leafl difeovery, 
they fent him, after an Imprifonment of 
five Weeks, to the Bahia. 

Ti&t Dutch In the mean while Mr. Broekhufen 

Prifoners With the reft of the Dutch Prifoners, had 
been foiced to Travel day and night, till 
the r.8th of^ November 1645. when they 
came to a Caftle call’d Tapuao on the Sca- 
(hore of the Bahia.^ about half a League 
from the City of St. Salvador^ after a 
dangerous Journey : They were carried 
in Ten Boats, to the City, on that fide^ 
where it is beft fortified, the Ponuguefts 
being not willing to let them have a 
fight of the Fortifications on the Land 
fide, Mr. Broekhufen was by order from 
the Governor Amomo Telles da Sylva , 
made a Priibner in a Citizens Houfe, 
and the Soldiers dii^fed into Qliarters. 
The next day, they heard the Drums 


beat up for Volunteers, every one being 
Invited to Serve the King of Portugal., \j 
of what Nation foever, except thc^ ^ 
Dutch. ^ 

The next following year, on the I'Sth 1 646. 
of January \6s^6. Zweers and Broekhufen d Letter 
Intercepted a Letter writ by Hoogfhate ' 

to Hondiits., concerning feveral Tranfa- 
ftions to be communicated to the Go- hu:ln. 
vernors, of which Captain Ley having 
got fccnt,gave immediately notice there- 
of to the Governor thefirft of February., 
who threatning them with no lefs than 
the Gallows, fent them to a loathfomc 
Prifon \ with ftriwf Orders that no Body 
(hould be permitted to Spcul with them, 
nor that Pen, Ink, or Paj^r, Ihould be 
allowed them ^ nay, whilft the Clerk 
was fetting down thei) Names, a Cap- 
tain came and told them from the Go- 
vernor, That they were the Tray tors 
who kcptCorrcfpondcnce with tV^j^efTV 
in the Reccif ^ and ordered, thafaXen- 
tinel (hould be fet at the Prifol-Dooi. 
to keep the inhabitants from lay^ vio- prfon. 
lent hands upon them \ for as thej^ere 
carrying to Prifon, they made a horrible 
Noift, crying. To the Gallows with thefe 
Jmpoflers and Traytors. They remained 
five whole days in this Prifon, without suffer for 
any Vifruals or Drink, till being almoft wmofr/- 
Spent with Hunger and Thirft, they got ihuis. 
leave to write to the Governor, repre- 
fenting to him their deplorable Condi- 
tion ^ who gave immediate Orders that 
Viftuals Ihould be given them for the 
future : The Porr«^wf/c-Kccpcr being a- jrep^o. 
fraid, that if they Ihould give them ded mtl 
Plenty of Vifluals at firft, it might turn 
to the Danger of their Lives, was fo 
cautious, as to fend them no more than 
each a piece of Bread well dipt in Wine 
at firft, and after forac hours, fuch ano- 
ther, but fomething bigger, till by de- 
grees their Stomachs were reftored to 
their former digeftivc Faculty. 

The laft day of February^ the Cover- 
nor gave publick Audience ( which is dien.< 
done three times every year ) for the 
Releafing of thofe, that are Prifoners on 
the King’s Account. Upon this Occa- 
fion a free Accefs was likewife granted 
to our People to the Governor : They 
pafs’d through the Anti-Chamber, lined 
on both lides with his Guards, into the 
Room of Audience, adorned with Da- 
mask Hangings of divers Colours : Here 
they found the Governor fitting in pn 
Elbow-Chair, on the rigbt-fide of which 
ftood the Royal Throne, raifed four 
Steps higher from the Ground than the 
Governor i Scat, which was furrou^ed 
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Upoa the Floor with very fine Tapeftry. 
Juft- behind him Hood his Secretary, 
and fome Halbardiers ^ on both fidcs 
feveral Councellours and Lawyers, 
their heads covered, and behind them 
the Officers of the Army, all uncover- 
ed. The Governour, as foon as he faw 
our Prifoners, gave them a fign to come 
nearer, which they having done ac- 
cordingly , Mr. Broehhufen upon his 
Knees, fpokc to him thus : We fuppofe 
yoHY Lordflup not to be Ignorant^ that novo 
for d whole A'fonth we haz>e been detained 
in a miferable Tnfon Without being con- 
fiioits of any Crime committed againfi yoit^ 
pitnlefs it woe^ that We have detained the 
JjCttei ^ your Lordjhip knows of ^ If in this 
we have lommittcd a faulty we beg your 
Lot nfhips Pardon. 

And (replied the Governour) ftp- 
pofiHg you had done fiuh a thing tti Holland ; 
JJpo..iWhich anfwering. That

jthdf^i^ds no more than a private Letter.^ 
and nii Sreflfd to his Lordjhip ; The Go- 
verndhr after having paufed for a little 
wliile, gave immediate Order for their 
'Difcharge^ From that time they had 
liberty given them of walking abroad, 
but were fain to carry thcmfelvcs very 
fwimmingly, for fear of the Inhabitants, 
who kept a watchful Eye over them. 

T he 7th of A^ay^ Ifaac Zweers and 
*jo'hn Broekhufen were carried on board 
a Yacht call’d the St. Francis., in order 
to be conveyed to the Ille of Terteira'.^ 
and, as they were the firll Dutch Pri- 
foners that were fent to that lfland,€very 
body look’d upon it no otherwife than a 
pretence to throw them over- board, 
after they were come at Sea. Here they 
met with worfe treatment, than before, 
being toiccd to fland to the Pump, dii- 
1 mg the whole Voyage, and yet were 
ready to be ftarved, uotwithftanding the 
Sea- Men catch’d more Fifh, than they 
could confumc. At laft the 28 being 
arrived in the Road near TVrcf/r^, they 
faw within an Hour after a Dutch Ship 
coming to Anchor near them \ they 
call’d to the Ship till the Mailer fent 
(bine of his People aboard them, unto 
whom tl)ey made their Complaints, and 
underflandinf that the Mailer was a Na- 
tive of Ntewendam^ call’d Martin Pete\ 
Honwgdi\\Qy began to be a little chcarful, 
tho’ the Portrguefes would not allow 
them to go ab'^ard the Dutch Ship. But 
the 29 being left alone with the Steer- 
Man and only one Boy in the Vcflel, 
they found means to go in fpite of their 
Keepers , aboard Martin Peter Honing,^ 


who promifed to fee them delivered, 

The fame Afternoon Moor the Govern- ^ ^ - 
our of this and the adjacent Iftands, re- ^ 
liding in Terceira fent for Zweers and 
Broekhufen.^ and told them that he had re- 
ceived a Letter from the Governour An- 
tonio TeUes da Sylva^ in which he dcfired 
him, to detain them Prifoners in thcCafllc 
for a Twelve Month 5 but that he did 
not think himfelf obliged to follow his 
diredions, he having no other depen- 
dance but on the King, who being not 
concerned in this War, his Orders were 
to fend all the Prifoners brought thither 
to Portugal *, That they might rely upon 
it, and for their prefent Sullenancc, till 
a Ship fhould be ready to go, ordered 
them Nine Rix Dollars. 

The 13th of June they met with a 
Mailer of a French VeTel, who oifered Jni 
to carry them without any reward to thma 
Portugal., which they willingly accepted 
of; Here they met with many of their 
fellow Prifoners, who had imagined no 
otherwilc, but that the Portuguefes had 
thrown them over- board. They con- 
tinued here till the icth of September., 
when Mr. Zwee^'s and Broekimfen em- 
bark’d themfelvcs at aboard a Man 
of War, call’d the Prime Henry, and at 
lall the 4th of December, aftq: a thouiand 
Dangers and Miferies, which they had 
fuftained lincc their departure from 
the Dutch Btafil, arrived lafcly in the 
Maefe, 

But we mull return towards the 
ceif *, The unexpefted defeat of Colonel 
Hau^, put all the Inhabitants of the Be- Holla 
ceif under a great Conllcrnation But 
the Council left no Stone unturn’d to 
put the place with all the adjacent Forts in 
a condition to make a vigorous defence, 
in cafe it/hould be attack’d by the Ene- 
my^ And that every thing might be 
performed with the bell order that 
could bne, wasconllitutcd Com- 

mandcr in Chief in the Receif Ad miral 
Lrchthart was to take care of the Bat- 
tcries and Artillery thereunto belong- 
ing ; Henry Moucheron made Com- 
mander in Aiaurice*s Town, all their 
thoughts being now bent upon the De- 
fence of thefe Places, which before they 
judged out of Danger.

The 
Houles near the Fort Bnun were like- 
wife ordered to be pull’d down, and the 
Horn- wot k bwlougmg tb it, to be le- 
velfd at ihc leque/l of the Citi7ens. 
Many Negio's were alfo employed under 
the Conduct of Major Bek , and the 
Captain of the City Militia, lo break 
down all the Houfes in Mi^urtee\ Towr^ 
which lay too near the new Retrench- 
ments. AH Tmtugnefe Prifoners weic 
ordered to be diftributed in the Ships, 
and fcveral Volunteers who had com- 
mitted many outrages in the Country, 
and were detained in Cuflody, were 
taken into Service tor three Months. 

A Rumour being fpread abroad that 1 8 
of the Enemy were come into the 
gAdosy a Company of Citizens, were got 
in readineft to affift them, but it proved 
not true. 

The fame Day the Ship call’d the 0 - 
rangC’tree arrived near the Recetf^ being 
come out of the Maefe^ the 21ft of A^ay^ 
with 95 Soldiers for Recruits. The 
Watches were fo difpolcd, that in Adau^ 
u(cs Town Mr. de Wit and RactJieU^ (be- 
fides the ordinary Officers) and in the 
Recetj Mr. jildricb and Talbergen ffiould 
go die rounds.

And, 
this Fort bciirg not liilTiciencly ftored 
with heavy Cannon, Commillaiy Stifht 
waslocairy tliiihcr two great pieces, 
tlien planted at the Bridge-foot, and in- 
stead ot them to place there two Ciil- 
verins^ likcwife the Entrance of the 
Channel of Town wasftopt by 

a double row ot Pallifadoes. The Mem- 
bers of the CouDcii, in Conjundtion with 
thofeof the Court of Jufticc, took ano- 
ther view of the Subuibs of Manrici^ 
Town, to confult whether it were belt 
to maintain, or to defcit that Poll, but

number of Men for their Defence, the ^ ^4 
Governor of the Fort was ordered to 
have the fame Icvcll’d by \mJl)nfilans 
and Soldiers, and 100 Negroes- And 
the Woods betwixt the laid Fort and 
the u^ffagados^ Were oidcrcd to be cut 
down by the Jlrajihatn belonging to the 
Fort, when it was alfi refolvcd to draw 
the lortifications of Manrke*s Town in- 
to .] narrower conipafs, and to lepair 
the Walls round the Receif ^ lb that by 
the indefatigable Care of the Council, 
all the Foi tificjin-ns both of the Recof^ 

.and the othei ad'acem Places, were put 
into fiich a good poHirc ot Defence, 
that the Enemy, tho’ very Itroiig, durft 
not attempt any thing thereabouts tor 
that lime. Mr. Vo^tmr.fd had drawm 
near 1400 Perflms into R.vnn.ika^ 700 
ot which being XAVmcii and Chile] icn, 
he defiled foinc Supplier ot Piovili"‘us, 
but forthcrcit, hi. I put the Illaiid la a 
good poJlnic. 

Mr. Ltvge by his Letter, dated in Ra- 
ratba tbe iid of lent Advice to letttrs 

the Council, That alter Notice given 
him of the Defeat of Colonel Ha/ts^ he

tt'rfe Re- feqiiently of the whole Hmch Sr^fil, by 
ceif. removing them from thence to the Re- 

Toaccomplilh this with all imagin- 
able fecurity, Mr. IValbech was deputed 
by the Great Council to the Council of 
War, to know their Opinion, by what 
means thefe Garrifons, as well as that of 
FortoCaho, might be with fafety brought 
to the Recei] ^ or whether, confidcring 
that they would be forced to leave their 
Cannon behind them, they fhould be or- 
dered to defend thcmfelves to the laft 
Extremity, in hopes of receiving fpeedy 
Succours from Holland for their Relief. 

The Council of War, having well 
weighed the whole Matter, unanimoufly 
agreed upon the following Refolution.

The laft day of Augufi^ one of the^^^A^n 
Captains of thefe two Barks retOM*.!^, 1645. 
and gave an Account, That he 4 >eing 
advanced into the River of Rio St, Fran- 
eifeoy within a League of the faid Fort, 
he received fo warm a Salute of (mail 
fhot from a Portuguefe Vcflel fall of Fire- 
locks, that he was forced to return, 
without being able to penetrate any fur- 
ther up the River ^ that the other Bark 
being difcouraged thereat, durft not 
venture to go to Seregippo^ but that they 
thought fit to retreat back witH the J*hip 
Zelandia \ He further added, ThS*^ *r 
would be very difficult to put this De- 
flgii in Execution, unleis they were pro- 
vided with fome Galliots and Yachts well 
armed. 

Purfuant to this Advice, the Council 
ordered the Yacht called the Sprew^ with 
three other Barks »ihithcr, to join with 
the Ship Zdandta^ for the more effcdual 
Execution of thisDefign. _ 

They fet Sail from the Receif id of 
September^ Captain WilUam Lambartz.$z, 
Commodore. He return’d with the faid eifeo Kwier 
Yacht, and the Zelandia^ the firft of 
Olhber, to the Recei where he gave^®°*^ 
the following Account of his Expedition 
to the Council. 

We came the iid of September with- 
in a half League of the Fort of St. A'fau- 
rice^ where we met with a Bark, which 
at the difeharge of one of our Gannon, fcimov 
fail’d away before us up the River. As 
we were in purfuit of her, we efpied 
another fraall Vcflel, in company of the 
Bark belonging to John Hoek^ both full 
of Soldiers : We faw the firft of thefe 
two run afhore, and the Soldiers landing, 
who skirmilhed with an oppofitc Party 
for the Defence of the Veflel : Our 
Yacht under favour of our Cannon, 
boarded the faid Veflel, with an Inten- 
tion to fet it on Fire ; but finding it 
loaden with the Baggage of our Soldiers, 
fell to plundring nrft ; and foon after 
efpied a Boat with a White Flag, making 
all the Sail they could towards them : 

Major Pappenhetmj late Commander of 
the Fort or Rio St. Francifeo^ and Mr. Hoeky 
4,/ were in this Boat, being fent by the £- 
nemy to lee us know, That if we let 
Fire to the Veflel, he would cut all the 
Prifoners with their Wives and Children 
to pieces, fo that we defifted from It. 

They gave us an Account, That the faid 
Fort had been forced to furrender three 
days before, for want of Wood and Pro- 
viiions, after a Siege of 26 days. Tbat^ 
t^e Portuguefes having taken a Serjeant 

with 
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with four Soldiers of the Garrifon of 
,64 ^ • Serejif>f}o had kill’d the Soldiers, and fent 

Serjeant back with a Convoy of 200 
Titwi, to fetch the Garrifon of Snegiffo^ 
which had not above four days Provifion 
left, from thence. That about eight 
days before the Surrender of the Fort, 
Colonel Haus^ Captain Liftry^ and Cap- 
tain WiltfchHt pafs’d by that way in their 
lourney to the Baha^ whither they, piir- 
fnant to their Capitulation, were to be 
tairied with the reft of the Frifoncrs, 
and from thence to Portugal^ and fo fur- 
ther to Holland^ without any other lofs 
:Aept their Baggage, being for the reft 
j^ifterently well treated. They fur- 
^thei added, That the Portngnefes not long 
ago detach’d 200 Men to the llland of 
McUhtor Alvar es^ in hopes to cut off the 
Retreat of 0111 Men, and to pi event their 
Excurfions, but canie too late, our Peo- 
ple being retired before. That the Fjic- 
my had likewife made themfclvcs Maflers 
of the Fort das Affagados^ where Mr. Bul- 
Icflrate being made a Prifoncr, was now 
on his way to the Bahia. Captain Lam- 
hartz. hearing this Account, thought it 
his beft way to Retreat towards the 
Mouth of the River, where having fpent 
two days in lefirtiiig his Ships, he re- 
turn’d the fir ft of Othber to the Beceif 
Cirri, '*rhe fame ill Succefs attended us at 
0/ the Serrgippo and Porto C.ilvo \ For the Coun- 
‘ i-^f/cil having fent a Baik with Provifions to 
their Relief, the fame, contrary to her 
Orders, came to Anchor before Bio 
Sr. Fraricifio^ where being feized by the 
Enemy, the Garrifon of Scrcgippa being 
thereby dilappointed in their Hopes, 
were forced to furrendcr, after they had 
fpeut all their Provifions, After this 
Misfortune, there was not the Icaft pro- 
bability left of faving the Garrifon of 
Porto Calvo.^ which lying deep into the 
Country, the River was not Navigable 
thereabouts by cafon of its narrownefs, 
and that the Enemy was Mafter of the 
Field on both fides,fo that they were like- 
wife obliged to Surrender for want of 
, Ncccllaries. ThcGarrifonsof thefe three 
Forts, were contrary to their Capitulati- 
on, (by Virtue of which they were to be 
conducted to the Rcceij) carried Prifon- 
ers to i\it BahtM\ but thofc that could 
not follow the reft, by reafon of Sicknefs, 
or other wife, were cut to pieces by 
the Portuguefes. 

Many of the Soldiers belonging to 
tkefe as well as other Garnfons, and of 
the Troops under Colonel Hausy dread- 
ing the danger of the Land- Journey to 
the Bahtay did take Service among the 
. Vol.II. 
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PortugMofes y But Captain Nicholas Ni- c\J^ 
cholfon being fent with 54 of thefe Dutch i 6 4 
to prepare an Am bulb, for fotn* of our 
Forces, took this opportunity to joyn 
with us, which exafperated the Enemy 
to that Degree, that they difatmed 
the Dutch that had taken Service ^ 

and Murthcred them in cool Blood ; the ^ 
like they did with the Inhabitants si 
that had ftaid behind in the Country. 

In the mean while, the Captainfhip of 
Paiaihay through thc good Conduct of 
their Governor Paul de i^rtgPy remained 
in Obedience, at Icaft in outward Ap- 
pearance, till the i^thof Aifgufi 1645. 
when thc Inhabitants, having received 
Intelligence of the Defeat of Colonel 
Hauiy and the Surrender of thc Cape 
of St Anfiwy and being at the fame time 
ciicouiaged by thc Succours of five Com- 
panies, and good Store of Anns, fent to 
them by F'ldal from Pernn.’. huloy they hc' 
gan alfo to take up Arms, with an Inten- 
tion to cut off the Conimurication be- 
twixt thc Garrifon in thc Monaftery of 
Ssl. FramifiOy as the Inhabitants of Fie- 
dcuLtay (a place of no ftrength) and 
thc Forts near the Sea fhore ; But Mr. 

fhrcwdly fufpeAing their Defign,^^^^ 
did with Confent of thc reft of the Offi- 
cers there, order all the Citizens with 
their Effects, and the before- mentioned 
Garrifon to withdraw within thefe Forts, 
to prevent their being fiirprifcd by thc 
Portugurfisy and to ferve as an additional 
Strength tor the Defence of thc Forts ^ 
for which reafon alfo the Brafihans Inha- 
biting with their Families in thofe Parts, 
were commanded to entrench themfelves 
under the Cannon, which ferved for 
Outwoiks to them. I'.he Encfny finding 
themfelves by the Conjundion of thefe 
Forces, difappointed in clicir defign of 
making tliemfelves Mafters of Far.t.ha 
by force, had recoiirfe to their wonted 
Artifice, notqueftioning, but they might 
have the fame Succefs in purchafing thc 
Forts of Para>hay as they had had at thc 
Cape of St. Aufl.n. To encompafs 
which, they fent in Septe/fib?> 1^45. one 
Ferd.tiand Rodngo de BuHumSy Clerk of the 
Court of Jufticcof Para, hay with a Let- 
ter directed to thc Commander in Chief, 

Paul Zander LingCy offering him the Sum 
%of 19C00 Gilders, if he would Suireu- 
der the faid Fort into their Hands. But 
this Meffenger had not the dclircd effeft •, 
the Meftage being by Order from 
Mx.de LingCy taken into Cuftody, ^h:tr tAef- 
Hanged thc next day y of which he fent fenger 
notice to the Council thc i6th of Septem- hinged- 
her. In thc mean while, (according to 
E e Mr. 
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Mr. de Linuh Letter from the 5 th of 
•"645. September) five Companies more of the 
Enemies Troops, making in all about 300 
Men, were arrived in I’aratba^ which 
being join’d by the ableft of the Inhabi- 
tants, had pofted themfclves near Tthery^ 
where they had publifhed by Proclama- 
tion, for every one to repair to his Sugar- 
Mill, under pain of forfeiting the fame. 

The Pallage betwixt the j4ffMgados and 
the Qjiinquangular Fort, where the Cat- 
tle belonging to the RtLcif were kept at 
Pafture, being much infefted by the Ene- 
mies Patties, one of which had taken 
good part of it, a fmall Wooden Fort 
was ordered to be erefted in the moft: 
convenient Poll, for the fecuiity of the 
Meadows thereabouts. 

Sometime before, 'vtz.. the 25th of 
"July Orders were fent from the Council 
to Servaes Carpenter^ to difarm the In- 
habitants of who thereupon Pe- 

titioned the faid Council, to be cxcufed 
from fun endring their Arms, conlider- 
ing that 37 Portugrefes of Knnhao^ who 
had been difarmed, were murthered by 
the Tapoyers^ and that they were daily in 
tear ot the fame treatment, till they were 
further removed from their borders. 
The Council anfwered. That the Mur- 
ther compiittcd upon thefc Perruguejh 
had been done without their Knowledge 
and contrary to their Ordets^ that m 
cafe they perfifted in their Allegiance, 
they had nothing to fear from the 7 ^- 
poye, y whilft they were under their 
protedion ^ neither ought they to ima- 
gine that the difarming of them, was 
done with an intention to leave them a 
Prey to the Tapoyersy but tor our own 
fecurity, and to furnilh them with a 
plaufible cxcufe not to join with the 
Rebels, whenever they Ihould be prompt- 
ed theieunto by them. At the fame 
time they repeated their Orders to Mr. 
Carpemery not to defift from difarming 
thofc ot Coyanay notwithftanding their 
Petition to the contrary ; but that he 
fhould be very careful, that neither the 
Soldiers, nop BrafiLans of Marm might 
be burthenlome to them. The Council 
alfo deputed Mr. ^ficlUy and Captain 
WtU. Laihbartz^y with Letters to John 
Durvjy and Kurakdray the firft King, and 
the fecond C^ommander in chief of a , 
Troop of the Tapoyersy with prefents 
to all the reft ot their Commanders, in 
order to engage them to join with us, 
they having complained of their not

That he marching with thefc Tapoycys 
into the laid Captainflup of J'ayaiba^ they 
aftually Hew all the Pa tugutfcs they met 
with in their way, to the number of 1 00 
Perfons, and plunder’d their Houfes; 
and as foon as they found him prepared 
to appeafe them, one half of them, with 
what Negro’s and other Booty they had 
got, returned home ; but continuing his 
Maich with the reft thro’ G'oy^wa towards 
x\\tReietjy the Tapoyns did no fooncr 
underftand, that they were likely

Mr. Dortmund having by his Letters 
reprefented to tlic Council, the nccel- 
lity there was of fending one ot their 
Members to provide for the fecui ity ot um u l- 
Jtaniartkay and tO keep the '^‘Onunkj. 

(confining of 1 500 Men, M^nien and 
Children) by his Authoiity in then 
Duty, againil the Solicitations ot Ka- 
matevy who left no Stone untum’d to 
bring them over to his fide y they de- 
fied Mr. Bullefratc to take upon him 
uiis Province j who accordingly the 
23d of Septeihbety fet Sail thither in the 
Ship the Deventer y and ictuining the 
29th of September y to the Bae.fy gave 
the following Account to the Council. 

He arrived about Noon at the En- 
trance of tile River Man a Farmhuy where 

being 
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bfeug informed by John Maflcr of a 
Baik, That the Enemy had twice at- 
tackt the City of Shorpf-, and continued 
before itftil], he went into a Challop, 
with five or lix Seamen to the Fort O- 
range^ but was no fooner efpied by the 
Garrifon, but they delned him not to 
come nearer, they being ftill fmartly 
engaged with the Enemy upon the Hill, 
and doubtful of Sucecfs : Whereupon 
he fent two Seamen, with a Letter to 
Mr. ro>t/Ktthd^ who being encouraged by 
the Reward of t a o Reals, brought an 
Anfwer from him the fame Night, inti- 
mating tliat the Enemy had been forced 
to retire. 

The 25th of by break of day, 

he went in a Challop to the City of 
ShoppCy and finding that the Enemy, what 
with the brave refiftance made by the 
Ganifon, what with fear, of this Ship, 
had abandon’d not only the City, but alfo 
the whole liland, he ordered the Fortifi- 
cations to be forthwith repaired, and to 
be put into a good pofturc of Defence. 

For the Enemy perceiving that it was 
in vain to attack us upon the Reieif^ fent 
great part of their Forces, Embark d in 
8 Boats and a Bark, againfl: Jtamartkn^ 
the 20th of September-^ where having 
furprized, and vigorouily attackt our 
forces pOfted on the Hill near the City, 
(our Deferters making the firfl: attack) 
that they the third time made thcmftlves 
Maflers of it, forcing our 7 roops to 
Retreat into their Entrenchment of the 
Church. 

About three days after, viz., the 23th, 
Mr. B/iJkftr ate., as we told you, ai rived 
in the Ship Drs/fwffr, to give the necef- 
fary Oi ders for the Defence of the Place, 
and to keep the BraftLans in awe, he 
brought along with him fome Volun- 
teers chofen trom among the Citizens, 
the Garrifon of the RcLeij being fo weak 
as not to be rendred ufclefs by any fur- 
ther Detachments, befidcs that there were 
400 Brafthans capable of bearing Arms at 
Jta/^iariU. He was charged by the Great 
Council, and the Members ot the Coun- 
cil of Wai^ to watch above all things 
for the Defence of the Fort Orange., 
which was to be maintain’d to the laR, 
if they were not able to keep the whole 
Ifland Oil the Hill. 

Mr. Balle fir ate., after his arrival thcrc,^ 
found it abfolutely neceflary to prcfcivc 
likcwifc the City of Shoppe^ from whence 
the faid fort mull be fupplicd with 
Wood, its fituation being fuch, as that ib 
long as we weie Mailers at Sea, we could 
maintain a Corrcfpondeoce betwixt the 


laid Fort and City ; For which purpofc 
alfo, the Yacht call’d the Golden jDor,'had t ^ 4^ 
her Station appointed betwixt the 
Orange and the Hill, to maintain-tKc 
paflage of the River between both. But 
to return to the Siege of the City : The 
Enemy made three vigorous Attacks up- 
on the Entrenchment on the Hill, but 
was repulfcd with the lofsof 1 kill’d *, 
tho’ a Barber, who after the fight, de- 
ferted them, made their lofs amount to 
450. Ka/nay on and Hoogflrate were Woun- 
ded, and we had only 15 kill’d and id 
wounded. The Brajilians lately try^i- 
ported thither, from the Villages of je’e/- 
ana., JguarHctt., and Other Places, behfcycd 
thcmmlves to a Miracle upon this occ?"®***=^ 
lion, tho’ it mult be allowed, that the 
arrival of Mr. Bulleflyate did not a little 
cool their Courage, which made them 
abandon the Ifland in the night betwixt 
Sunday and Monday. 

The 2d of Oiioker., the Great Council Fmbtr 
entred upon a fecond Debate concerning Cmfuiu- 
the Prefervation of hamartka^ they ha- ‘ 
ving received certain Intelligence, thatjjr"* ^ 
the Enemy had undertaken the lalt Expe- lumari 
dition againll that Ifland, upon hopes of 
being fccondcd therein by certainPerfons 
of our Party, with whom they kept a 
fecret Corrcfpondcncy ; and tho’ they 
were in the dark upon whom in parti- 
cular to fix the intended Ticachcry , 
yet did they think it conducing to the 
fafety of that fo important Place, to re- 
move Captain Slnycr with his Company 
from thence, and in their Head to fend 
thither the Company commanded by 
Captain Wtlham Lamhartz.., and to entruft 
him with the Supream Command of all 
their Forces there, which was put in 
Execution accordingly the next day. 

The Entrenchment round the Church, 
and the Fort Orange., were alfo ordered 
to be llrengthned with Pallifadoes ^ and 
the firll, (purfuant to the Advice of 
Garfiman and Dortmund., I ordered to be 
furrounded with a Counterfearp, with- 
in the compafs of which a Company of 
Brafilians were lodged, with their Wives 
and Children, and the reft to be em- 
ployed in the Defence of the Fort Orange j 
fo the Redoubt which commanded the 
Place, from which the Foot was fupplicd 
with Water, was ordered to be repaired 
againft a fudden Attack, without which 
the Fort could not long fublift, or hold 
out againft an Enemy. 

Letters were about the fame time de- 
livered to the Council, dated the 5th 
of Oilober^ by Major jirftm de Aiagethaes.^ 
lent by ^drew y'tdedy to Treat about the 
Exchange^ 
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O Exchange of Prifoners ^ he told them, 
fince Admiral Serrao de Palva^ had 
^ Dyrwo fcveral Letters follicited his Rc- 
leafemcnt, he dcllred that the fame 
, might be Exchanged for other Soldiers, 
oj or be Ranfomed by Antomo Tcllts da Syl~ 
va^ Governor of the Bahia. He defired 
alfo. That a Cartel might be Agreed 
upon for the Exchange of the Soldiers *, 
and that in the mean while fuch of the 
FortitgHeje Inhabitants, as were Prifbnei s 

J us, might be Relcafed for rcafon- 
Ranfom, which was nor accepted 
y the Council. 

the mean while, ( purfuant the 
Letters from the Commander in Chief 


of RtoGrande.^ and 'John Hock of the 6th 
t of OR obey) Jacob Rabbi.^ with a fmall 
Troop of Tafoyar^z^^ Brafilians., in COn- 
jundion with 30 Dutch Inhabitants,inide 
themfelves Mailers of the Scat ot John 
Leftan.^ with the Slai%lucr of i 5 Po. n:- 
^£uefes. But they had not the fame Stic- 
cefs, at Fr. nandcs Agendas Houfe in Pon^ 
which being defended by 50 Tottu. 
gue^€s.^ they were repulfed wi:h fome 

• lofs. 

Th^ Enemies finding themfelves dif- 
appointed in their defign of gaining Pa^ 
by Ticachery, did again apply aH 
their care to block up all the Avenues 
leading to the Recetf.^ in hopes of redu- 
cing it by Famine. This occafioned ma- 
ny Skirmilhes, in which ilic Brafilmns.^ 
who got the grcatcll jiatt of their Pro- 
vifion out of the Country, did aconfidc- 
rable mifehief to the Pottuouef'es who, 
for their greater fecurity, built a Fort 
in Panambnko., (as they likewife did in 
the Taigca of ParayhaJ near the Sugar- 
Mill of Gcogc Huoino Pinro.^ but flightly 
fortificd,and not able to hold out agaiuft 
any vigoi ous attack. In Rjo Ctandc., the 
Tafoyars plaid the Mallcrs over the Por- 
ruguefes ^ for, as wc told you before, 
that according to ihcir Cullom, they cn- 
tred the faid Captainfhip in July 1645. 
when being inform’d of the Rebellion of 
the J'o) tuguejes in Petnanjbitko^ they, out 
of an Inborn Hatred to that Nation, at- 
tackt 16th of fome of them in the 
Sugar-Mill of K/tnhao., and kill’d every 
Soul of them , the Dutch Inhabitants 
thereabouts not being ftrong enough to% 
prevent it. From thence the Tapoyars 
march’d to Aionpobu.^ Coyana.^ and Potofi^f 
Places belonging likewife 10 Rto Grande^ 
where finding a Body of Porruguefes ca- 

• trench’d with Pallifadoes in the nature of 
1 a PaUnka.^ they forced them in Conjun- 

ftion with fome BraftlUns.^ to furrender, 
liUnder Condition, That their Lives Ihould 
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be faved, provided they did not give any 
further occafion of Difturbance. But '<54- 
fome of the Portuguefes flying afeerwards 
\nto Parayba.^ theTapoyars looking upon 
this as a Breach of the late I'icaty, did Krk 
with the beforementioned BrafiLans^ a- Grande 
gree, to put the reft: to the Sword where- 
ever they met with them, which they 
aid accordingly, the exclaim- 
ing againfl the Tyranny committed up- 
on 30 or 40 of their Comrades, who 
by Andrew l^daPs order, w'ere tied to 
Pallifidoes in Sermhaim^ and firangled, 
wliich had this good effeft, that Rto 
Gi inde for that time was entirely purged 
of the Rebellious Crew, except fo.me 
few, who efcaped their Hands. I'heir 
Eflates and Cattle were afterwards dif- 
po fed for the Benefit of the Comp my, 
and others their Creditors, which tur- 
nilhcd thepuhlick Magazines with good 
Store of Fkfh, at a very feafonablc time. 

The Ponnguefes being fcnlihlc that we 
drew conlidcrable Supplies of Piovifions 
from that Country, endeavoured to pre- 
vent it by fending fcveral Bodies of their 
Troops thither, but were always forced 
to retire to Paraybuy whether they car- 
ried as much Cattle along with them as 
they could. ^ 

According to the Depofition of Cap-^,; 
tain Nicholas Ntcholfony (who came over emm of- 
to us the I 2 th of Novembery as wc /hall d'e Ene- 
fee anon) the four Companies of Dutch 
quartered in the Ta>geay were as follows. 

The Company of NnhoUu Nuholfony 
63 Men, and among them 23 Mufqucts. 

The Company of Alexander Buihh.ilty 
of ^3 Men, among whom 36 Mufquets. 

The Company of Captain Anthonyy 
who was mortally wounded in a late En- 
gagement, confifling of 36 Men, and a- 
mong them 32 xMufquets. 

The Company of John de Witty of 40 
Men, but niifcrablc Wretches, and a- 
mong them only 12 Mufqucts. 

Bclidcs thefc, they had two othei 
Companies in Goyanay one Com- 
manded by George Veterfonoi^ 17 Men all 
Pikes ’y the other by La Cour of 1 9 Men, 
likewife molt Pikes. I'hey had alfo two 
more in Paraybuy one under the Com- 
mand of Captain Peter Gendre of 19 
Men, moft Pikes ^ the fecond by Edward 
Terfman of 20 Men, among whom was 
but one Mufquctccr : So that the whole 
number of thefe Eight Companies, a- 
mounted to no more than 2 57lVlen^ their 
Colonel was Hoogftratty and Francis la 
Tour late Aldermen of Sermhainty Major, 
a profcfl: Enemy to the Hollanders. Moft 
or the Dutch Prifoners were put under a 

F f nccellity ^ 
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ncccflity of taking Service with the Ene- 
*^45- my, being otherwife in danger of being 
Murthered in their way to the B^hla^ as 
it happened to 42 Prifoners taken at the 
Cape of St. Anfitn., who were all flain 
in the Sugar- Mill Kon^ttn^ near Serinhd/in. 
He further declared, That the Enemies 
Forces in the f^ergea^ confifted of about 
700 Men fent from the -^rf/j/<i,dividedinto 
9 Companies, well-arm’d with Mufqucts 
and Firelocks. That belides thefe, they 
had about uo Men, gathered from a- 
mong the Portugnefe Inhabitants, they 
having foiced all the young Men from 
the South of Huma^^ishv as St. Lawtencc.^ 
to take up Arms ^ fome being armed 
with Firelocks,others with Mufquets they 
had taken from us^ They were for 
the moft part Afnlats.^ and an undifei- 
plin’d Rabble, Commanded by John Fer- 
ndnd Viera., as Colonel, and Anthony Dt- 
as^ (who came from the Bahia) their 
Major. Their Captains, moft in Eftcera 
among them, were, Simon Mendes., Do- 
mingos Fagimdos^ and ‘John d Alb Hotter o^tte. 
Kamaron Commanded 1 ooBraflLansarm^d 
with Blunderbufles, and Diat 200 Ne- 
groes, (among whom 50 were ours) pro- 
vided with very good Guns ; befides 
fome Taptyars. Each Soldier had for his 
daily Allowance, a Pound of Meat, and 
about a Pint of Farinha or Meal, and 1 2 
Gilders per Month ; a Captain 1 20 Gil- 
ders, and F' ‘’yn j.*?, a Serjeant 21, and 
a Corpoi i < 5 Liil Icis per Month. But 
they only jaid the Dntih Troops with 
ready Money, the Account with the Por- 
tignefes from the B. being made up 
but once a year. They were at that 
time bufie in I ailing of a Fort with four 
fmall Baftions, and a Powder- Houfe, be- 
twixt Bierbroms Sugar-Mill, and Cafa de 
Sabrodo., Upon each of which were to be 
mounted 3 pieces of Cannon, 8 pieces ha- 
ving been brought for that purpofe from 
J'ortoCalvo., among which were five of 
Metal. Round about this Fort the Sol- 
diers from the Bahia had their Quarters 
alfigncd theie;, except the Company com- 
manded by John de Magehan, which was 
Qpartered in the Baretta., with four 
Dutch Companies, viz.. The Dutch that 
were in the Sugar- Mill of Bierbrom., and 
thofe Commanded by Captain Peter Ka^ 
valkanti., and Antony Jaconio^ and two or 
three Companies ot the Portuguefes coiac 
from the Bahia, in the Sugar-Mill Bnto ; 
the reft being Portuguefej, MuUts, and 
other idle Fellows they had forced to 
follow them from the South. Thcfc 
were armed for the moft part with Fire- 
locks and Mufqucts, the reft with Pikes, 


Andrew Vidal, John Fernand Viena, and 
Major Hoopftrate, were at that tim^ ^ 4 S- 
the Cafa de Sabrodo : All thefc confiftcd 
not in above 5 oo Men. About the Su- 
gar-Mill of John de Mendonce were quar- 
tered three Companies, two at the Houfe 
of Sebafit an Caivalho, and two more in 
the Sugar Mill of Mengao. The reft: 
were pofted in the Saluiet, Baretta, and 
the City of Oinda. Some of Kamaron s 
Troops wxre in the Sugar- Mi 11 of Van 
Scholl, and in the Houfe of John Kordy^^' 
de A4endoje, upon the Bank of the Rivpr, 
being their advanced Guard Hcmy ^z- 
di, with his Troops, had his Poft in tfrP^ 

Houfe of Mr. Lujfdcn. The Redoubts 
belonging to the City of OUnda, were 
manned only with 1 7 Soldiers. 

In November, the Great Council rc^ 
ccived Intelligence, both by Letters from 
Paulo de Lirge out qf Parayba, as alfi) by 
fcvcral Deferters, That the Enemy had 
fcnt40oMen, 200 of which were Sol- 
diers, the reft Inhabitants, trom Rto 
Grande into Parayba, to make themfelvcs 
Matters of the open Country, or at leaft 
to drive away the Cattle j wher^eupon 
it was rcfolved, with confent of Colonel 
Garfman, to endeavour to hinder the 
Execution of the Enemies Dcfign. 

The 1 2th of November, Captain A/i- captain 
iholas Nicholfon, a Native of Amflerdam, Nicholas 
came, as we told you before, over toui to Nicholfon 
xhtReceif. He vv is among other Prifoners 
of the Cape of St. AuJFn, carried from 
thence to St. Amomo, where he took Ser- 
vice among the Pm but with no 

other Intention, than to Defcrt them up- 
on the firft opportunity •, he being in- 
trufted with a Captain’s Commiffion, to 
Command a Company of Dutch Soldiers 
forced to Lift themfelves from among the 
Prifoners they had taken, was ordered, 
at the Recommendation of Hoogflrate, 
znd Albert Ceuitz.Weddo, with the Ap- 
probation of Vidal and John Vieira, to 
lay in Ambulh for fome of our People in 
theSaines, with a Detachement of 60 
Men, out of the four Dutch Compa- 
nies in their Service j and four moreCom- 
panies were ordered for a Referve, to 
aflift him upon all Occallons. The Sa- 
pream Command of the whole Body be- 
ing committed to him, he approached 
as near as he could with his Dutch to the 
Fort Bruin, where he took the opportu- 
nity to pafs the River by break ot day^ * 
and to go with them (they being all will- 
ing to follow) over to us to the faid 
Fort. Captain Nicholas Nuholfon had the 
Command over the Paid Company con- 
firmed to him by the Council, they be- * 

' ing 
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A.O ing all willing tc enter into their Ser- 
r 4 5 N(ice : But the Enemy had no fooncr no- 
ticeof it,but they difarmed all the Dutch^ 
and tinder pretence of fending them to 
the Bahta^ caufcd them to be Murthcred 
by the way, with their Wives and Chil- 
dren. 

The 2d of November^ the Council hid 
received Advice from Mr. Ltrigcirom Pa~ 
rayba^ That Andrew Fidal had entred 
that Captj^infhip with 200 Men, and that 
had by Letters firongly folli- 
Defeit our Service 
“fa hjs Braplia?is^ but had received a 
lirt Refiifal ^the Council fent him two 
pieces of "fine I Jnnen Cloth as a Reward 
of his Fidelity. For, it ought to be ob- 
ferved, That the Portugnefes^ when they 
firfl: began to take up Arms againll the 
Government, did with Letters and great 
Promifes tempt the R^tdors or Comman- 
ders of the BrapUans^ to joy a with them, 
but they were lb far from hcatkning to 
them, that they feqt all the Letters writ 
ten upon that Account, both by Kamaron 
atid the reft of the Rebellious Ringlead- 
ers, ^^ithout opening, to the Council, 
thereby to avoid all fufpicion of keeping 
any Correfpondence with the Enemy, 
Peter Potty being a near Kinfman of ICa- 
tneron \ and ever lince that time they 
have behaved thcmfelves fo well upon 
all occafions, and have done fiich confi- 
derahle Mifehiefs to the Poui-gnefes^ by 
plundring and killing them, that where- 
cver they could meet with them, that 
We had nottheleaft leafon to miftruft 
the Sincerity of their Intentions. 

The faid Mr. did alfo fend word 
Novemb, the 4th. That the Enemy had 
attempted nothing as yet^ and from No. 
vember 1 4. That a Party ot 300 of our 
People being join’d by fome Brafihans of 
Pajayba^ had engaged 8oo of the Ene- 
mies Troops, whom after a fmart En- 
gagement they put to the Ront, with the 
llaughter of a good number of their men. 
The Braphans being encouraged by this 
Succefs, did overrun all the flat Coun- 
try, and meeting with a good number 
of Portuguefes^ who were met ry-making 
upon St. Martini Eve in the Sugar-Mill 
of Andrew Dias de Tigetreda^ they at- 
tackt them fo furioufly, that after a flen- 
dcr Rcliftancc, they put them all to the 
Sword, even the Son of the faid Tgei- 
rv himfclf, and a Prieft, without gi- 
rl*, ving Qparter to any Body, except to a 
p'*. very beautiful Maiden^ who, tho’ aim oft 
Diftradfed at the Death of her Father, 
and fom^ of her other Relations, that 
fey wallpwiog in their own Blood, had 


fuch a powerful Influence upon thcHearts rsA/i!) 
ofthde BatbariMts^ that they brought » 4 S j 
her a Prifoncr fafely to the Fort of >4. 
rayba. 

The lift of November towards the Dutch 
Evening, 350 Soldiers, (20 of whom tic . 
w'cre taken from the Receif) fet Sail in 
fmal) Boats to the Bay of Tratcan^ and 
continued their march the fame night, haorv/r^ 
under the Command of Lieutenant Berge^ omfuuep. 
Jufticc Hoek^ and the Receiver-General 
of Pcrnanibnko^ towards KtiTihao^ in or- 
dcr to attack the Enemy that were lately 
come into Rio Grande^ from Parayba-^ 

But thefc Enemies having got fome In- 
telligence of our Deligns, were retired 
from. Kunhao^ to a Rctrciiclimcnt among 
the Bogs, which being acccfTiblc but in 
one place, they fo warmly faluted our 
Forces, that would have forced them 
fiom thence, with their Shot, that they 
were obliged to retreat wirh the lofs 
fome dead and wounded, to the CaF.Ic 
of AV/-/ew, partly to rcficlb their Men, 
paitly to prevent their penetrating deep- 
er into the Council. 

The 4th of Dccembci it was rcfoivcd 
to fend the Ship the Overyjfel^ and the 
Yacht call’d the iprir, towards the Bn- 
hia^ a Ciuifing, to get Intelligence of 
their Naval Strength thereabouts, and to 
endeavour to take fome Prizes. The 
5th of Decethber^ the Great Council fent 72,^. 
for all the Commanders of the Bt afiU. hUinCom* 
ans^ to inform them, That they had re- 
ccived conlidcrable Supplies of 
Ball, and all other forts of Ammunition, 
by the Ship call’d the .Siraw, with Letters 
fiom Holland^ that they were Equipping 
a confiderablc Fleet for their Relief j at 
which the BrafiUans were cxtreamly ic- 
■ joyced ^ the Commanders ha- 
ving made it their Bulincfs to perfwade 
them, that no fuch thing was expeded 
from Holland. 

The fame Evening a Brafihan Defertcr 
declared, That all the Dutch were killed that alliL 
by the Rebellious Inhabitants, and their Dutch 
Wives and Children made Slaves. The L//V 
fime thing was confiimed by a Negro 
Defertcr, conccining Captain Bockholt 
w'ho having taken Service with the Ene- 
my, and being aftcrwaids fufpeded by 
rhem, had caufed him to be Miirthered, 
as they had done with ail the reft of the 
Dutch in their Service, who were flain ia 
their way to the Bahia. 

The 7th of December it was rcfolved Com 
in Council, to cred four Companies oipamesoj 
Fufiliers, the fame being found by 
pcricncc to be more Serviceable at this 
jundurc, for which purpofc the Com pa- 
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r>J^ nics of Colonel Garfman^ Captain Ju- 
’ 645. riiUt Remherger^ Nicholas Nuhol- 

fon<^ and Captain John Taylor were pitcht 
upon before all the rcll. 

In the fame month of December^ a ctr- 
tiin Port ague fcj Gafpar Goafahes^ was ta^ 
ken by the Brafihans in the llland of Ita- 
murrka^ fcnt on purpofe to perfwadc the 
BrafthatiSy That the Dutih intended to 
deliver them up to the Portaguefes for a 
certain Sum of Money, and they to re- 
tire with their Effeds into which 

caufed no fmall Commotion among the 
Brafliavs^ who began to give credit to 
the Relation. And becaufc Cenfalves 
had fpread this Rumour abroad fomc 
time before the arrival of Cafpar Hony* 
houfe^ (who the 28th of Aagiift was ap- 
pointed Commander in Chief of the 
Btaftliansof Itaifiauka inflead of L'firy 
taken Prifoncr by the Enemy j he was 
hardly put to it, how to lemove this 
Jealoufie from among them, ya:oh Rabhi^ 
purfuant to his Leciets of the iith of 
December^ was about the fame time pre- 
paring to enter 80 Leagues further into 
the Country towards the Tapoyars^ to fo- 
licite their Afliftance : He at lafl came to 
Oyepe^ Son* in Law of King Dimy^ who 
promifed^ in cafe thofc of 5 ara would 
fend their Troops to us, he would en- 
deavour to raife as many of his VaOdls 
as he could i but King Dsiwy cxcufed 
himfelf, under pretence that many of his 
Troops died by Sicknefsin ihcSaitan. 

The Night before the 27th of De- 
cember^ the Enemy had by means of a 
Boat, fallncd two Puppets with Fire- 
works to the Ship, call’d the5in4w^ but 
being difeovered as foon as it took Fire, 
was foon Iqucnclit, without doing any 
damage to the Vcflll j which made the 
Ships to be conllantly upon their guard 
for the future. 

The Tor- The 30th of Vecc/iiber^ two fuch Pup-

The 6th of "January 1646, Peter Bas ^ ^ 

one of the Members of the Great Coun- ^ * 
cil, did by order fiom the faid Council, 
fet Sail with the two Ships the Uchthart 
and the Rue/J^ and a Bark call’d the 
Boar^ towards the Captainlhips of^- 
r4//74 and Rio Grande. His Inllruflpns 
were ; To Confiilt with Mr. lunge cSpv^ml 
mauder in Chief in Paraiba.^ and the red 
of the Officers there, how to put the 
Enttcnchments and other Woiks of the 
BrajiLans into a podurc of Defence. 

From tlicuce he was to go to Rto Grande., 
there to take an exad Account, both of 
the real Edates an^ Chattels of fuch Por- CMr. bas i 
tkgaefes., as by rcafon of their being cn- 
gaged with the Rebels, were forfeited 
to the Company ^ He was alfo to ufe his 
Endeavours to have thofe Goods which 
wcrc upon that Account conceded or 
cmbczled, redored for the benefit of the 
faid Company. He was alfo ordered, 
to ad in all other Refpeds, but cfpccially 
in providing for the Security of the 
Captainlbip and the Fort, as he found it 
mod confident with our prefent Intcrcft, 
and to exhort the Inhabitants to remain 
dedfad in their Duty, and not to ueg- 
Icd the Cultivating of the Grounds and 
Breeding of Cattle. 

The !2lh "January., Peter Dunketke 
arrived from Paraiba, where he had been

Our Forces confifting of about 1000 Sol- 
diers, Brajdians and Tapoyarsy marched 
the 23th of January to a Houfi^ of Jo\ 3 n 
Lejian Nara.rey to attack the Enemy, 
and to force them to quit the Captain- 
fliipof Rio Grande. Belides thcfc, Jacob 
Kabbiy and the Sons of King Duwyy were 
the 19th paft, by the Fort Keuleny at the 
Head of 00 Tapoyarsy and were daily 
followed by others, that came to our 
AfTillance. Mr. Bas follicited alfo Ibme 
Supplies of Provifions, ot w'hich they 
ftood ill great want, there being above Confuiu- 
1^00 lira ftl.anSy Mcii , Women, and 
Children, lodged under the Calfic.

But, according to Colonel Garfman's 
l.ctters to the Council, upon his arrival, carfman 
which was the 4th of Aprtl^ the Enemy 
were ali cady retired out of Rto Grande^ 
without undertaking any thing againft 
our People, who confifting only in 400 
Soldiers and ^00 Brafihans lay encamp’d 
near ihe Houfe of Joha Lefian^ yet they 
carried of fome Cattle. 

About the fame time they received 
Letters from Mr. That the Enemy 
had made fcvcral falfe Alarms near the 
Forts , without attempting any thing. 

And ill effed in Jnne^ they did not ap- 
pear any more thereabouts. 

In the year 1545. the 5th of Ayril 
in the Night, Jacob Rabbt was at the In- ^ ^ 4 
ftigation of Lieutenant Colonel Garfinan^ 
near Poto/f^ about three Leagues diftant treac^ 
from the Caftlc of the fame Name, viDai- roujif 
noufly fhot with two Bullets, as he wasL/^cA 
going home from one John ^////cr’sHoufc, 
where he had been entertained that Even- 
ing in Company with Colonel Carfman, 

Rabbi had a conliderable time before 
(as he had declared to his Friends) fuf- 
pccted the tieachcry of Garfman^ and 
was for that leafon juft upon his depar- 
ture out of Rio Grande^ in order to fhel- 
tcr himfelf among the Tapoyars. The 
Council refented thisVillainy to the high- 
eft aegree, lince, confidering that this 
Jacob Rabbi was in great Eftcem among 
the Tapoyays^ and his Wife a Brafihan^ it 
was to be feared, that this would exaf- 
perate both the Tapoyars and BrafiliMS 
againft us. So that Garfman returning 
the 1 9th of March to the Recetf^ after 
fie had given an Account of his Expedi- 
tion to the Council, was by their parti- 
cular Order, the 24th of Marchj taken 
into Cuftody, and fent on Board the * 

la»d:a^ Major Bsnert being ordered in the 
mean time to iupply his Place. This 
Jacob Rabbi a Native of Germany^ had 
been employed by Authority of the States 

Gepe- 
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y\ General, his Highnefs the Prince (Sf O- 

l-tf* rsmge^ and the Company, to engage and 
keep the Tapoyars in the Intercll of our 
Government ; in which Commiflion he 
had acquitted hirafclf fo well, that he 
brought thefc Tapoyars^vrtrdX times, out 
of the Mountains (their Habitations) to 
our Adiftance. His dwelling Place was 
in the Fort Keulen in Rto Grande^ where 
he had Married a Brajihan Woman. 
Cdfpar Honyhoitfe ^ Commander of the 
Brdflidfts in Jtamartka being flain in the 
Engagement in that Ifland, Mr. 
cent^an Drillenbergh^ was, at their Re- 
queit, conllituted their Commander by 
.tnwauncil. 

The 17th of jipril^ fome Papers were 
delivered to the Council, which had been 
difp^fed by the Enemy, to debauch our 
Soldiery \ in return of which, they fent 
abroad their Summons, upbraiding fuch 
of their Subjefts as were in the Enemy’s 
Service, with Treachery, and exhorting 
them to return to their Duty. It was 
alfo agreed to publifh a Copy of a Letter 
delivered by the Po^ay^nefe Ambaflador 
at the Hague to the States General from 
the King his Mailer ; with the Anfwcr 
of the States to the faid Letter : For 
fince the King of Portugal in this Letter 
did difown the War, and the Proceed- 
ings of jintomo Telles da Sylva^ and his 
fending of his Troops into the Dutch 
Brafil^ they did not quellion but by this 
means to open the Eyes of the Portuguefe 
Inhabitants, not to flatter themleivcs 
with vain hopes of AfliHance from Por» 
tugal-^ bcfides, that we were in hopes 
thereby to fow the Seeds of Miftruft be- 
twixt them and the Portuguefe Comman- 
ders from the Bahia, 

’The 24th of April two Portuguefe 
Companies commanded by Captain L4Tr- 
rence Karnero and Peter Kavalkamt^ con- 
lifting of about 40 men each, marched 
from the^4r^Mand the City of OUnda 
to Iguarafu, They were headed by T'l* 
dal and Hoogftrate in Perfon, who ha- 
ving got Intelligence, that Admiral Ltch» 
thart and John ITicholjon were gone to 
It amor ilia,, to get fome Funnha-Koois. 
The 25th of April,, as they were raarch- 
g from Tgttarafn, a certain Cc man Ghi- 
irgeon, named Chnjlopher Mars,, who 
as formerly taken Prifoncr by them, 
ippening to flay fomewhat behind, whilft 
: was Piffing, was furprized by one of 
ir Parties near Tapafino. Upon Ex- 
aination by JAr-Walheck,, he declared, 
hat not long ago there were nine Com- 
mies of the Enemies Forces quartered 
the Baretta. the City of Oltnda^ and in 
VoL II. 
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the Mills of Bterhoom and B eacii 
Company confining of betwixt 40 and » 

50 Men. That there were five Compa- 
niesmore, much of the fame ftrength 
pqfted in the Salinas,, and Henry Dtas^* 
with 200 MkUts and Negroes in Cafptcr 
Oat’s Houfe, but they had then no Forces 
in the f^argea. 

That after Nicholas Nicholfon was come 
over to us with his Troops, Mat tin S<?- 
ares Monno had caufed 25 o Dutch,, both 
Soldiers and Inhabitants, (among whom 
were fix Women and two Cliildrcn) to 
be kill’d by a Company of the Country 
Militia, in the Woods of Tabatmga,, be- 
twixt S hero and Deriha,, in their way to 
the Bahia,, befides thofe kill’d by his Or- 
der in other Places, amounting in all to 
300. 

By this time there began to be great 
ftarcity of Meat in the Becef notwith- 
ftanding which, the Garnfons in the 
Outworks, as well as the Brafihans in 
Itamartka,, with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, were to be fupplled from thence \ 
and the Fannha^Koot% being cither all 
taken up before by our own People, or 
elfc dellroyed by the Enemy, in the I- 
^divAltamarika: To fupply this prefling 
necclfity, it was refolved by the Gi eat 
Council, to fend a Detachement of 400 
Men in l^rks to St. J^meme de fraja or Tif Dutch 
Tujnhapa,, to fetch Mandinia, or Fariaba-f^ 

Roots from thence. This Detachment^^lJ^ 
was compofed out of thefe following 
T roops.

The 29th of A rtl the Council was 
by Letters from Jtamanka,, advertifed, 

That our Foices being fent abroad to 
fetch fome Fannha,, had chafed the Ene- 
my out of two or three Entreuchments^ 
but they retiring into another, furrourid- 
ed with a deep Ditch, they v>crc there 
alfo with more Courage than Conduit 
attackt by our Troops, being forced to 
retire with the lofs of 16 kill’d and 26 
fvounded, among whom was Captain 
William Lambartz.: The Enemy had like- 
wife not a few kill’d on their fide. 

Mr. Dortn,on\ Commander in Chief of 
Itamarika,, thcrcfoie deliring to be fup- 
plied with Meal, his Magazines t^ing 
quite Exbaufted,thc Council fent thither 
the firft of May^ 20 Barrels with Meal, 

H h two 
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two with Oatmeal, two with dry Peafc, 
« 4 0 . bcfidcs a Pipe of Wine and Brandy, and 

looo Gilders in Money, for the ufe of 
the Brafilians, 

The 3 d of the Council received 
Advice by a Letter dated the 2 d of Mgy 
from Mr. Dtirtviont^ That the Enemy had 
carried away ten Ncf.rocs tour belong- 
ing to the Company, the icft to one 
Mr. Sei Un^ and four other Men from Ita~ 
and that the lhafil ans there had 
been fo tai Deb^ucficJ by their In- 
treagnes, that they le ;ied into a Wood, 
and hcJiigtwiLe Summon’d to rcjoyiiour 
Ticops had refufed fo to do. 1 hat at 
]ai^ Mr, ylp. rift.is^ (MinidcroftheiJ/^- 
'^Ui:vv c4fu,i,ji) hifinghecn fent to reduce them 
t' liijii to theii Duty, either by Perfwafions or 
1 i..s T['hrcats his Arguments were fo prevail- 
^ * iug, that they return’d quietly, aUedg- 
ing for their Evciifc, Tliat they were 
forced to fly tliiihcr for want of Subli- 
ftancc. Hereupon Dortmont defired frclh 
Supplies lor Ins Magazines, that a Peifon 
of Authority might be lent thither, and 
that another Company might be put in 
Place of that of Captain Voflerman^ his 
men being ready to Revolt. 
cwr.Bulle- To remove all thefe Obflacles, it was 
ftrate fm refolved immediately to difpatch thither 
to Uama- BaMcfi/ate^ a Member of the Great 
^ Council, who was to agree with certain 

piivate Pci foils, to provide our Garri- 
ibns with l-ifli, and to adt in every thing 
there, as he fh-juld find itnioft e:cpcdient 
for the Service of the Company. 

Accoidingly Mr. Bnllijr^ate fet fail the 
4 th of in the Yacht the Gieyhoufui^ 
andanived the fame day in the atter- 
noon in hamanLi ^ where iiaving exe- 
cuted his CommifTion, he return’d the 
1 oth of Mjy to the Beieif, and gave the 
following Account to the Council ; 
jin A(- That he had taken a view of the City of 
and the Fort both which 

' he had ordered to be fti engthened *, as 
alfo, to fortifie the old Brick>Houfe for- 
merly the iitadthotffc^ with Pallifadoes a- 
gainlt any Hidden Attempt *, That he 
having caffd before him all the Com- 
manders of the B.afiUans^ had repre- 
fented to them that wc wci e in daily ex- 
pectation of a powerful Succour from 
Holland^ exhorting them to remain fted- 
falt in tlieir Duty, and to keep their Sol- 
diers under the belt Difcipline they 
could \ He had alfo i)refen ted their Com- 
mander with Cloth for a Suit of Cloths, 
and the reft with fome Wine and Money, 
which they very thankfully accepted \ 
He had En Vajfant taken a view of the 
Plantations of Conrsdt PmhU^ where he 
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had found about i5o Cocoe TrecS dut 
down by the Brajihansy being forced by i 5 4 <5i| 
Famine to Feed upon the Fruit j the like 
they had done in fcvcral other Places*, 

That he had endeavoured to treat with 
feveral private Perfons, for a certain 
quantity of Filh to be delivered at the 
Rectify but could meet with none that 
would accept his Oflcis ; they allcdg- 
ing that moft of their Negroes being 
cither run away or taken by the Enemy, 
they did catch no more Fifh, but what-.. 
they could readily Sell in the lflund,«idi- 
out the Charge of Salt and Tranfjyrta- 
tion V That he had likewife piopo^^J to 
the Commander in Chief of the B'ajih-" " ‘ 
to give them for the future Money 
inftead of Meal ^ and that they were 
to be furnifhed with three Nets to catch 
Filh foi theii own ufc , that the Com- 
mander pi om I fed to propofc it to the 
reft, and gave him fome hopes, that they 
would accept of the faid Offer. 

To Supply the prefent want of Provi- 
iioDs, which began to be fcarcer and 
fcarcer every day in Itamanka^ Parmba^ 

Rio Grandcy and the Receif\ by rcafon 
that the expeded Supplies frozoV Holland 
were not as yet arrived, and we were 
clofely block’d up by Land; it was 
thought fir to give all imaginable En- 
couragement to the Fifhing Trade *, for 
w’hich jmrpofe the two Members of the 
Gi cat Council, Mr. H^i}:el and Mr. Bas^ 
oideicd the 7 l1] of May ^ to Buy up as F/J}ierf t 
much Yai n as poOible could be got to courdgcA 
make Fifhing Netts of, which afterwards 
ftood us in good ftcad. 

A ccruin lortigHvjt^ who had com- 
mitted Manflaughter in Afjgola^ and was 
fledfiom thence to the Rccc.j]^ havjpS'uC- JohiiVu 
cufed "lolmjVichad'Alicgous^ hewasbyOr- rj a.mj 
der from the Council taken into Cuftody. 

I'his FortH^uefe declared, That the faid 
Kera had delivered to him a certain 
piece of Parchment 4 written in Chara- 
cters, and a Box, wherein wei c feveral 
othet Papers, in order to carry them to 
the Enf-my, which Pachment and Box 
he produced in the prcfcnce of the Mem- 
bers of the Council. "John riena deny- 
ing the matter, was put to the Rack, but 
continued refolute in iiis denial ; till at 
laft, the Key of thefe Charaders bcinff 
found among his Papers, and a certai 
Jew having Uncyphered thefe Letter! 

It appear’d. That he had given an Ac 
count of the whole pofturc ot our Ai 
fairs, to the Enemy, with Diredtions hov 
to make themfelvcs Maftersof thzRecetj 
fo that fiading himfelf difeovered, h 
confeft that he had written and deli 
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Vcfcd thefc cyphered Papers to the Por- 
4- tupuefe^ and was executed the 29th of 
May. 

The Magazines being by this time 
almoft exhaufted, theie being fcarcc 
Provifions left for a tew Weeks, it was 
propofed by the Council to the Majors, 
Beyert and Ptftoor^ that conlldcTing it 
was not advifcable to exafperate the 
Soldiery at this jnndturr, by letrench- 
'sc(nh ing their allowance of Bread, and other 
eatables, whether inftead ot a pound of 
they might not be prevailed up- 
* onto take Six- pence, by this means to 
prrVcrve that finail Roic of Flcfh they 
had left, which thefc two Majors under- 
took to propofe to the Soldiers, not 
without hopes of fuccceding in their 
projecfl. And, that no body might be 
excepted from hcaiinghis ih.ne in tjic 
publick Calamity, it was ordcicd that 
the Loaves which ufed before to weigh 
a pound and hall, Ihould be reduced to 
one pound weight, and that each Citizen 
and otlicrs depend ijig on the Company, 
nay the Members ot the Great Council 
themfclves, Ihould have an allowance 
only ol'%two I oaves per Week ; the fame 
was to be given to all Seamen, Captains, 
Lieutenants and Eniigns j but the reft, 
from the Seijeant to the common Sol- 
dier Ihould have three pounds of Bread 
allow^’d them fr? Week. 

Mr. Ltf’^e advifed from the ift of 
out of Parntha^ that the Enemy 
had not attempted any tiling agaiiift th^ 
Forts, and that a Parly of P/.r/iharj^ was 
gone abroad towards 1 *:pojj in hopes 
to take fome Priibneis. Much about 
the fame- rime the Council leceived Ad- 
Colonel 6W/' an without Oi- 
' A ders rroin the Council, had endeavoured 
by fome PrcrciJts,to draw the Tapoyers in- 
' ’ to P>o Grande^ uiidcr pi eteiicc of keeping 
tljcin at hand, to enter into a Coiitedc' 
racy with the new Members of the Gi eat 
Council, that were exi)c‘ded from Hol- 
land. The Council being not a little 
furprifed at this undertaking, fince by 
the coming of the Tapoyers into that 
Captainlhip, they Ihould be difappoint- 
cd of a confiderablc part of thofe Sup- 
plies they 1 cceived from thence ^ they 
lent word to Pndolph Ban 0 to leave no 
- Stone unturned to draw the Tapoyers by 
fair means back to their Habitations^ 
^ut that if they would fend fome ot 
^•their Commanders to the Puetf^ all 
imaginable fatisfaftion fhould be given 
I thcin concerning the Mnrther of Jacob 
Pahb; ^ and the more to engage Barro to 
do his uimoft, a prefent of Wine, Brandy 


and fome Toys was ordered to be feat 
him. For as the cafe then ftood, it was 1.6^ 4 <5^ 
abfolutely necdlaty for us to remain 
Mafters of Rio Grande^ till the airival 
of the Succours from Holland ^ the vaft 
rumbers of Brafihans., that were fled to de tu tK 
Itamar La^ having confumed all Lrts ofD.'Mr. 
Provifions thcie to that dcgicc, thit 
that Ifland could not only not ftiid any 
Supplies to the Pece.f^ but moft of the 
Women a>ul CiiiMrtn of fhc Brafdian^ 
muft bcfupplied out of the Magaymes 
there ^ fo that K 0 Grande was the only 
place left from wlicnce they received a 
conlidcrablc quan-ity of iannha and 
Cattle, which in fomr m^armc abated 
the fcarcity of Provilimis m the ReteT-. 
and by the ]>rudcnt Cotuluct of tiic 
Council, was the chief means t‘nt t'ae 
place continued in tolei able good Health 
till the arrival of the Sin corns, uliiJi 
without it, it would in ail humane pro- 
bability have been imi*oflible to be done', 

And no qucftion but this Captainflnp 
might for a confiderablc time after, have 
fuinifhed the Ganifons to the South 
with neccflarics, had it not been for 
the following accident. 

The rxpedted Succours from Holland 
being detained by the Wintg’ Seafon 
and contrary Winds, the Brafthans of 
Gopnna., who with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, had fhcltred thcmfclvcs in Jtama- 
riha\ were reduced to the greateft ex- 
tremity fur want of Food^ for, alter 
they had confu tried all what the Bland 
could afford for their Subliffancc, and 
all the Avenues by Land being block’d 
up by the Enemy, they had no other 
Supplies but what they received fiom 
our Magazines: Thefe being now ex- 
haufted to -fuch a degree, tliat each Ci- 
tizen had but one pound of Biead al- 
lowed him per W^eck (which how^ever 
atthatidtc would not hold out above 
fourteen Days longer) the Council was 
under an ablblutc ncceffity, to have it 
propofed to the B^afilians.^ to ictire with 
their Wives and Children (in all about 
1 200) to Kto Grandly ujieTc they might 
fnbfift fome time upon what the Country 
affcirdcd. Accoidingly they writ to 
Mr. Doumnnd ihc ill of yl/'V, and fent 
xp^x.Wfilbetk thither in Perfon, to per- 
fwadc the B.afdi.vts to fend at Itaft 500 
Women and Childicn, with a ccitain 
number of their Men, to Star a and Rio 
Grande ^ ihci e being at that time in all 
near i 500 Brafihans^ Men, Women and 
Children in that Ifland ^ among whom 
were only 500 lit to bear Aims, under 
the Command of Cafpar Honyhonfey who 
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had each fcarcca pound- ot Bread allow’d 
1540. them per Week. 

Provifions as I told you before grow- 
ing daily fcarccr and fcarcer, by r^fon 
^ hut the the Succours from HolUnd was detained, 
I f fc unity 0/ beyond all cxpcftatioii, by contrary 
/ Winds i a General Council was call’d, 

where riic three Nnmbets of the Great 
Council Mr. Hartnl, Mr. i?* llefirate and 
Mr. flas, being prefent, as likewife Ad- 
miral Luhtktrt and the two Majors 
Beyett and Pifloor^ the following Points 
were taken into debate. 

FiiH: of all, the fending of the Bra- 
from It am A) i ha to Rto Grande being 
look'd upon as unavoidable, immediate 
Orders were given to get the necefiary 
Tranfport Vefiels ready for that purpofe. 
It was alfo taken into confideration, 
whether it were not fcifible to gather a 
fufficient Force out of the Forts, who 
in conjun^ioii, with th^ BrafiUan^^ might 
attack foiiic place or other, from whence 
to provide our felvcs with Far'>nha ; but 
to this it was o^’j^cled by the Majors 
Beyert and P floo^^ that the Garrifonsof 
the forts could not be weaKred by any 
Dercachmeut, without lu. mg a great 
hazaid •, befides that it was a hard mat- 
ter to pitch upon any place, where 
thcie was anv Here of Fr.hrja^ the Ene- 
my having either confumed, fpoiled or 
carried itaway bcfoie^ fothat wc muft 
expofe our Men to an app^ient danger, 
without a furc prorpe(ft of lutereft •, for, 
fuppofing we fcoHld be fuccefsful, the 
quantity that miglit be got, would not 
be fufficient to mainiain our Garrifons 


Varied ^ bot fuppofing, it was notyt nb . 
Fartnhd was to bc got there, bccaulc t 64.6 
they were fupplied with it thcmfclvcs C^!yv 
from far diftant places. That the F4- 
rinhd Fields nearell to the Rectif were 
about St. Lawrence^ at leall five Leagues 
from thence; that the nearell Farmha 
Fields to the South were about St. At- 
tomo and Moribeka^ where by reafon of 
the Strength of the Enemy, and the 
great dillance from us, there was no 
probability of cncompaffing our defign ; 
and that the Farinha Fields to the Nojifw 
were fikewife at fuch a dillance fj^m 
the Sca-fide, as could not in any likcly- 
hood anfwer our expe^ation. It was 
farther taken into confideration, whe- 
ther fome Forces might not bc fpared in 
Itamarika^ but it was carried in the Ne- 
gative, becaufc fince the Brajiltans were 
ready to depart for Rto Grande^ it was 
not advifeable to /:xpofe the rell of our 
Troops there to a hazard. After fc- 
rious deliberation, what Forces poffibly 
could bc raifed out pf the Forts, (their 
places being in the meanwhile to be 
fuppUed by the Inhabitants) it was 
found that the Jffa^ada^ could ^furniih 
about 70 or 80 Men, the Quinquangular 
Fort, and Manme's Tevm the fame 
number, and that of St. Amonio Vaez. 
about 50. But, confideriog that the 
City Militia of the Recetf confillcd only 
of 6 Companies, of 70, or at the moll 
80 Men each, and that they were obliged 
to bc upon the guard every Night there 
(the place being without a Garrifoo) if 
a conliderable number of them Ihould 


for any confidvrablc time. It was how- 
ever agreed to take an exaft Account 
of all the Garrifons, to fee whether up- 
on an occafion fomething might be un- 
dertaken for the Service of the State. 
Accordingly thefe two Majors Beyert and 
Ftpoor having prefented a Lift of thefe 
Forces the next Day to the Council, it 
was concluded that no Troops could be 
fpared out of the Forts, except it were 
out of t\iQ but they were but 
few in nrifiiber. At the fame time it was 
refolvcd to fend Captain Niger with his 
Company of Brajhians to Rio Grande^ 
and the OmUndia and Greyhomtd Yacht 
were ordered forthwith to Sail to Ita^^ 
marika^ to Tranfport the Brs^bmts to 
Rio Grande. 

qP 2i{ay the Council, the 
Admiril, and two Majors entred into a 
attuding fecond debate, whether it were polfible 
c/ the to attack the Enemy, and in what place: 
£nmy. Agamll which it was allcdgcd, that 
their chiefeil Force was at prefent in the 


be imployed in the Forts, this muft 
needs expofe the Capital Place, which 
the Enemy chiefly aimed at, to an |jp;i- 
minent danger. The Seamen being not 
above 250 in all could likewife not be 
employed in that Service, unlcfs we 
could leave oux Ships quite unman’d and 
ufelefs. So that after many arguments 
on both fides, it was agreed to choofe 
the fecureft way, and according to the 
orders of the Council of XIX. in Holland^ 
to exped the fuccours from thence with 
patience, and in the mean while to pro- 
vide for the fecurity of our Forts. 

The fame Day the Council received 
Letters from Mr. IVaWccky that fome of 
the Brafilians of Jtamarika bad deferted, 
a rumour being fpread among them, 
that we intended to leave them to the\ 
mercy of the Portuguefesy which had put « 
all the reft into a great coufternation, 
but that Mr. Dortmund bad convinced 
them to the contrary. Mr. Walbeck and 
Dortmund had ia the mean while repre- 

feoud 
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^ fcnted to the BrafUtans^ that they being 

f ‘ 4 . many in number, and confequently very 
’ ill provided for at this junfture, whether 

it wire not bell, for them, to go for 
fome time to Rio Grande. They were at 
firft averfe to his Propofals, for fear of 
being deferred by us, neverthelefs the 
urgent ncceflity of providing for their 
luftcnance, and to ftiew their compliance 
with the Governments Orders, were fo 
reconciled with them, as to refolvc to go 
Rto Grande., provided they might be 
mnilhed with convenient Tranlport- 
Ships, Provifions and fome Ammunition 
for their Defence, and 5c Men of regular 
Troops. Mr. Dortmund having again 
follicitcd for Provifions, fome were 
fent (fufficientfor 14 Days) immedwtely, 
with fome Gunpowder, Bullets and bther 
Ammunition. 

Accordingly above 1200 Brafdians., 
mofl Women and Children, whofe Huf 
bands and Fathers had been flain in our 
Service, embark’d a board the OmUndia 
and fome Yachts/a pound of Salt-Cod- 
fifli being allow’d to each for the whole 
Voyage, without Bread. At their ar- 
rival in TTK Grande they were fo emaci-

In the Qpinquangular Fort the Com- 
pany of Immanuel Barron was order’d to 
keep guard, inftead of the BraJiLans^ 
who were commanded to depart the 
20th of June.

The 1 7th of June the Council recei- 
ved Advice from Mr. Dortmund of their 
Landing, defiring prompt Succours 
without which he would not be 
condition to maintain the Ifland againft 
them. It was therefore taken into de- 
bate, whether it wcrepoftibleforus to 
bring together fuch a Force, as without 
much hazard might be able to force the 
Enemy from thence, but ’twas caiiied in 
the Negative. 

For it was alledgcd, that without 
manifeft danger nrt above 200 Soldiers 
could be taken out of the Forts of the 
Receif which numbei was not fufficiento/* itama 
to attack the Enemy,, who had already nka. 
entrench’d himfelf thei % with hopes of 
fucceft: And, coiilideiing that thefe 
Forces muft be tranfporied ,tbitb£r by 
Sea, we wanted Ships (dcre being at 
that time not above two Barks at the 
Recetf) both to Convoy them thither, 
and to cut oft' the communication with 
the Continent, to the Enemy. Belidcs, 
that at leaft 14 Days Provilions were 
required for this Expedition, in cafe 
the Enemy ftiould ftand his ground, 
which at this jundure was not to be done, 
unlefs wc would leave the Magazines of 
the Rece/f quite empty \ There being 
then no poffibility of attempting its re- 
lief, the next thing under coDfidc^tjisi& 
was whether the Entrcnchments^iT the 
Hill might be defended or not ? Againft 
the maintaining of it was objeded *, That 
without frelh fupplies of Provilions this the biU 
Fort could not hold out a Week, efpc- wm to he 
cially liuce thp Enemy by cutting eff the defendeJ 
Pipes of the Spring, that furnilhcd them 
with frelh Water, would foon put them 
under a neceflity of coming to Sur- 
render ; when it was evident, that they 
might poft thcmfelvcs betwixt the Fort 
of Orange and this Hill, and confe- 
quently prevent their receiving any fup- 
plies from theocc. 

Befides that the Hill being of a con- 
llderable compafs, was the more difficult 
to be mention’d by our Forces, the Fori 
it feJf being irregular and but (lightly 
fortified, on that fide eipecially where 
the old Church- Wall, making up part 
of the Courtain, would not be proof 
againft ' 
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againft the Enemies Cannon, and con- 
leqncntly expofe the whole Fort, with 
vro the Garrifon, to the Mercy of the Ene- 
my : • So that it being beyond all difpute 
in the Enemies Power to cut off all Com- 
munication with the Fort Orange^ it was 
unanimoufly refolved and ordered, to 
leave the faid Entrenchments, and to 
retire with the Garrifon, and what Pro- 
vifioDS and Ammunition they had, into 
the Foit Orasjge^ before their Retreat 
-'*^as ftopt by the Enemies Troops ; it be- 
ing palt all doubt, that in cafe they 
could maintain themfelves in that Fort, 
they could at all times, if they were Ma- 
kers of the Field, recover the Hill, and 
the whole iQand. 

The Council were the more forw^ard 
in coming to this RefoJution, becaufe 
they had received certain Information, 
_ that the Enemy, who knew the Impor- 
^turn'd wucc of the Fort Grange ^ had gain’d 
Hors, fome of the Gunners and Volunteers of 
the For^by Prefents, who had engaged 
to aflign them a pla^c where it was cafieft 
to he atUckM,\^creabouts they were 
to Chmge^e C&UQq||^ich Gunpowder 
only, 'uumikM |fltack : T wo of 

the GunnerrVcrc IliUigM the 23d of 
June for tWt Treachery, the reft made 
their efcape to the Enemy. For the bet- 
ter prefervation therefore of this Fort, 
our People left the Entrenchments upon 
the Hill the iiit of Jur/e^ where the Ene- 
my pofted a ftrong Bod y of their Ti oops 
immediately after. The Council Jikc- 
wife ordered the Yacht the Hecn.fiide to

But i^llft things were thus tranfad- 
ing wifn various Foitunc, tho’ tor the 
moft iljgit to OUI Difadvautage, and the 
fo long c'vpeded Succours from Holland 
not arriving, the want of NcccfTaries en- 
creafed more and more every day in the 
Kece,f, to fuch a degree, that whatever 
was found fit tor Suftenance, either in 
the nublick Magazines, or with private 
Perlons, was apply’d to the common 
Ufe ^ which however amounting to no 
/ more than one Pound of Bread a Week 
f©r each Tingle Perfon, many died for 
Hunger \ their Legs beginning to fwcll 
firft, which was the fore-runner of cer-

That 
the Enemy continued ftill in his Poll on 
the Hill, and that he had fent abroad, 
fomc Spies to get Intelligence. The 7th 
of >/y, the faid Mi lU^ return’d to the 
Retrif with the Companies commanded 
by Captain Blewrotk and Cuncad Held^ 
leaving the two Companies of Reward 
Siklema and Digtins Byficrman there in 
Garrifon. The Enemy had fome days 
before, after having blown up the Fort 
on the Hill, and fet fire to their Camp, 
left the bland, carrying along with them 
ail the Cannon, and among them two 
Rrafs ones.

The 14th of September a Man of 
call’d the Ter Veery Equipp’d by*tnS 
Chamber of Zealandy Qiboard of which 
was Colonel Hinderfin) arrived before 
the Rectify after a Voyage of 14 Weeks.

quite burnt down. The 27th OBeber a 
Conference was held betwixt the Old A Con-

they imparted tbjpir Advice concerning 
feveral matters relating to the State of 
the Dutch Brafily and efpecially to the Goch, 
Planting of the Mandioka or Farinha 
Roots, and the kiUiDk of Cattle, which 
they advifed to be dont with great cir- 
cumfpeftion, Brafil beib g ny t ^ble to 
fttblilt without a confidy^tiOie number of 
Oxen, which were continually employed 
in carrying of Sugar-Reeds, Wood and 
other nccelTaries to the Mills. 

For the planting of Farinha Roots 
they propofed Itamankay Rio Grande and 
Paraihay which Countries were thought . ' ’ 
fufficient to fupply their prefent occafi- ' 
ons y provided it were done before the 
Scafon was elapfed.

that our Troops under CoXontl Hinder- 
fan were fafely landed at Kcrafippa^ and 
marching from thence to Rio St. Franafco 
and the Fort St. Manrice had met with 
not>ppolition from the Enemy, who had 
begun to rafe the laid Fort. That th*cy 
bad been fcconded by the fmall Vcflels, 
which had followed them up the River, 
which our Forces had pafTed, and were 
marched to Sere^lppe del Rey^ having left 
fomc behind to repair the Fort^ and 
that four PortH^Hefes had reque/ted their 
Pardon, which was promifed them. 
Whilfl: our Forces were employed there- 
abouts, 1 was ordered thither to take 
care of the neceflary Provifions (of 
which there was great plenty) for our 
Troops^ having accordingly caofed my 
Cargo to be embarked, aboard a Ship 
call’d the BrownfiJh^Fyancis Frantz. Msi^cr. 

I fet Sail the 24th of November. We 
were carried with a brisk Gale as far as 
the Mountains call’cf by our People the 
Saddle-Hills from thcir lhape, the Coaft 
ail thereabouts bdng wMte Sand Downs. 
About half an Ij^r after Sun-fet we faw 
our lelresoff* m the Bay ot Tamandare^ 
amd ’fe pm th yce continued our Courfe 
with TTSlNjwind, which in two Days 
after broughtus happily to the Entrance 
of that great River, which is fo broad 
tt the ginning that a Sixpounder can 
carce reach crofs it; it falls with a veiy 
oft Current into the Sea, its Waters 
leing low in the Winter, but cucreafe 
n the Summer, pet haps by reafon of 
he Snows that are melted by the heat 
if the Sun. About 50 Leagues from its 
Fiouth is a great Cataraft or Water-tall, 
urroouded by a great many IQands; 
Che Sea at its Entrance meeting in Tem 
leifthHts Weather with the Current, 
re lb boiftrous, that they ftrike Ter- 
our into thc'Stoutcll Mariners, and 
arry awavmat pieces of the Continent 
long witlfthcm. We entered the faid 
li /cr/but were forced to calf Anchor 
nm^iately after Sunfet, for want of 
a EmJAogd to carry us higher up, 
^bich commonly begins to blow thcrc- 
bonti at three in the Morning. The 
loaiWry appear’d very pleafant on both 
des, and we faw abundance of Wild 
eafts near the River fide, and feveral 
uts made of Straw. We were de- ^ 
lined near 24 Hours upon a Sand bank, 
hich after we had pafled, we came at 
ft to the Village call’d Penedos.^ fituatc 
)on a high Hill ; Here we landed with 
ir Boats, and found a few Houfes 
hich were rcbnilt by our People, the 
ft being burnt by the Enemy before

where the Hill is very Steep. 1 

The 30th of Admiral Lxch jiiniir4\ 

fWr was feized with a fudden and violent Lichthari 
illnefs, occafioned by his drinking too dies. 1 
much cold Water, after he had over- j 
heated himfelf berore ; He was carried 
Tnto a Boat, with Three Soldiers under 
the Command of an Officer, lower down 
the ^ver, but foon after loft his Senfes, 
and in my prefence expired. The next 
Day his Corps being put in a Coffin was 
carried aboard the Golden Star^ being 
conduced by the Chief Officers there 
prefent, and Four Companies of Sol- 
diers to the River fide, who gave Thr*^ 

Salvo’s with their Mulquets, as did the 
Cannon from the Fort and Ships, in or- 
der to his Interment at the Retef. 

Towards Evening as I was going a- Mr.Nieu- 
board our Ship the Boat overturned by hoii' w 
the fwiftnefs of the Current, and had I 
not been a good Swimmer, 1 had in- , 
falUbly been drowned. The Mafter^'^^^ 
threw out a great Cable over- board, 
by the help of which, and God’s Mercy 
I got fafely into the Ship. The Soldiers 
in the mean while fcowr’d the Country, 
and brought 700 Oxen, (of which there 
was great plenty) and 300 Calves into 
our (Jjarters, having been at Pafture in 
one of the adjacent Iflands of the River, 
under the guard of fomc Soldiers *, they 
were not extraordinary Fat, but tole- 
rable good Meat. The Soldiers Huts 
were ror the moft part planted on the 
North-fidc of the HiD, which being 
compofed of Branches and Leaves of 
Trees took Fire accidentally tne 3d or 
December with fuch fury, that in a 
quarter of an Hour the whole Qjiartet 
was in a flame, notwithftanding that the 
alarum was given immediately, by the 
beating of Drums and the founding of 
Trumpets ; fome Soldiers that were then 
fwimming in the River, joft all their 
deaths by this accident. It was well it 
happened by Day ; for if it had been in ^be soldi- 
the Night it would have put us tinder ersf^a- 
a great confternation, it being generally 
reported, that it had been done by Trea- 
chery. There was at that time a plen- 
tiful crop of Tobacco upon the circum- 
jacent Fields, but was not quite fit for 
reaping, which muft be done at a cer- 
tain Scafon, before the low Grounds aie 
overflow’d. The Colonel defired me to 
provide thofc who had loft all, with

gence that the Encm v began to a{n?car in 
' a confiderablc Body, whereupon the 
Companies of Captain Coujin^ Schitt, Gy- 
filings Ln Montityne^ and of a BraJHism 
Captain call’d Tc/nee^ were fent in qucft 
of them, with Orders, tO let their btables 
' on Fire, and bring the Cattle to our 
I Quarters. The next following Afonday 
' word was brought us, that cur Troops 

were fo narrowly efltlofed by the Ene- 
my, thht it was feared fcarce one of 
them would ercaj;>e with Life. Whilft 
were in a great Conflernacion, not 
kJowing what Rerdlution to take, a 
Brsplinn brolight us the unwelcome 
News, that our whole Body was routed 
and difperfed, and Captain Schuty Caufin 
and La Montaynt^ killM upon the fpoc. 
He had fcarce finifhed his doleful Re- 
lation before a German Soldier, who bad 
elcaped the Fight, by his bleeding 
Wounds, and his words gave us a Con- 
firmation of what had been told us be- 
fore, witli thb addition, that Captain 
<jyfeUn^% Lieutenant, La Montaynes'^xx- 
figd, and one Kilmtt^ belonging to Cap- 
fain Schut^ had fought their way through 
the Enemy, With about jo Soldiers, and 
Would foon be here. This milhap was 
chiefly attributed to the Fool-hardincfs 
of our Trdops, who contrary to Colonel 
Hinder fom Command, having at once 
difeharged aH their Mufquets againft the 
Enemy, fell in Pell-Mall without any re- 
gular Order, with Sword in Hand upon 
the Enemy, Which the Enemy perceiving, 
retreated back and drew them into an 
Ambulh. Towards Night we faw fc- 
veral Soldiers raifcrably wounded with 
Darts come to our Quarters, fome who 
Tiv Dutch bad thrown away their Arms, were 
defeated forced to caft Lots for their Lives, the

By this time I was H^nt for to the Re- 
ctify fo, that after having taken my leave 


of the Colonel and fAx.Dames^ Icn^ 
bark’d a board the Bat the i5th of De- 
celery and wc were the fame Evening 
with a fair Wind and Stream carried to 
the mouth of the River. It being a nue 
Moon light Night, wc catch’d abundance 
Of daggers as Wc call them, a Fifh of a 
Very good taftc, and continued our 
courfc with a brisk Gale : Not far from Mr.Nieu- 
thc Riven Month we met with four of hof v re- 
our Ships, who told us, they were to tum to tb$ 
fetch Provifions, but in cafe they could 
not, were to return forthwith to the 
Rcceif. The i8th we advanced but 
little, the Ships being not out of fight 
of us, Qcar the Rivers Mouth ; but did 
catch more Fifli than wc were able to 
Eat. The 20th we were likewife be- 
calmed, and wc perceived the Moon to 
be half Eclipfed for the fpacc of two 
Hours. The next following Day wc 
failed fo near to St. Amomo^ that wc 
could fee them walking along the Sca- 
fhoar : Towards Night we difbovered 
Porto Calvoy about 30 leagues from Ri^ 

St, Franctfeo. We werr^ften becalmed, 
but catch’d abundance o^CtngS’-FiJh, and 
Codds, and faw Fires in ii w ^yy Wt cs.a- 
long the Coall. The 24ffiof Decemhtr 
wc came fo near to the Cape of St. Aaftin 
that wc difeovered five Ships and feven 
Row- Barges in the Harbour*, wc might, 
have reach’d fome of thofe that went a 
fhoar with our Shot, bad it not been for 
the Sand bank, which hinderd our nearer 
approach. About Noon wc came be- 
fore the Receif, but it was fo Foggy that 
wc fcarce could difeover the Water- 
Fort, ncvcrthclcfs wc ventured in, and 
1 got alhoar immediately, with an in- 
tention to give an account of 
of Affairs in Rio St, Francifco^io Mr. 
Schottenhergh y being coadufted thither 
by Colonel Shoppe , whd happened to 
meet me immediately after my landing.

ttet were fain into their Hands, but they 
judged it not convenient to refufe Quar- 
itsr to all without Diftin<ftion, which 
induce fuch of the Inhabitants as 
Itad reujained quiet hitherto, to betake 
Hiemrelv'^ likcwifc to their Arms. 

Thc 23d of November we laid an Am- 
bufh for thc Eoemy near thc Fort of 
jagnJas^whp'hcitig by fome few, fent out 
for that purpofe, engaged in a Skirmilh, 
and purfuing our Men with great Eagcr- 
nefs uirtlt2;^e Cannon of thc Fort, were 
fet upon fiyTiiOfc lying in Ambulh, who 
killed and wounded many of them. 

Thc 1 2th of December^ the Corps of 
the late Admiral JJchtbsrt was Interr’d, 
one Company of thc City Militia,and two 
of Soldiers appearing in Arms upon that 
OccaSon, gave him three Salvoes with 
their Muskets.

higher up thc River, had attackt fome of 
the Enemies Troops, but they made 
their efcape to thc other Adc, leaving 
their Arms and Clothes behind them. 

The 2d of jAnudry 1647. Colonel i 547 
Shoppe^ who had been with 300 FuAlcers 
in Goiana^ return’d to thc Receif^ giving 
an Account, That he had taken a View 
of all thc Rivers thereabouts, but met 
with no Enemy. 

The 5 th of JanHory^ the Council re- Shoppe re- 
ceived an Account of thc beforcraenti- 
oned Adion in R^o St. Franc:f(,o^viz., Five 
Companies of our Forces being fent to 
Oramhn^ to beat up the Enemies Quar- 
ters, they met with a Body of 1 00 Men, 
whom they attackt and put to fi'ght*, 
but fbon aftei om Forces weic attackt by 
a much ftrongcr Body, who put them to 
the Rout, with thc lofs of 150 Men-, 
of our Officers, one Captain was kill’d, 
and Avc taken Prifoneis, viz. Captain 
Samnel Lambart^ La Aiontaonti.^ Gerrtt 
Schut^ KlUan Taylor^ Darnel Kotn^ and 
three Lieutenants, Joofi Koymarty An- 
thony Raliart^ Jeronymns Helleman^ and 
one Enfign. 

The Sth of January Mr. TanVoch^ in 
thc Name of thc New Council, ndvifed 
with thofe of thc Old Council, that it 
being rcfoivcd among them, to fend for 
a conAdcrablc number of their Forces 
out of Parayha-^ in order t6 gather a 
Body of Troths for fome important de- 
Agn, they deured to be inform’d con- 
cerning the prefent Condition of the Cok/m/m- 
laid Captainihip; and whether the City 
of Faraiba and Andrew 
fended by a fmall Garrifon j whereupon paraiba. 
thofe of the Old Council rcply’d. That 
thc Town of Fredericia had no frefh 
Water but what they muft fetch at a 
miles diftance, and confequently might 
be cut off by the Enemy ^ thc fame thing

Now the Members of the Old Coun- 
cil began to prepare in good earneft for 
their return to Htlland^ they had alrea^ 
in December 1645. follicitcd Mr. Sch^^" 
nenbergh Prefident of the New Council, 
to order fome Ships to be got ready to 
Tranfport them thither, and the Vlieffrrt^ 
gen had been appointed for that purpofc; 

But the fame being not as yet return’d 
from Cruifing, they apply’d themfclvM^*^ 
the 25th of January 1547. to 
Goch, and told him, That whej^as 'ac^

ches of Trees* The Fees, Coneys, and 
fome oihci Bidfiltan Cieaturesarc migh- 
ty fond of the Root, which takes no 
barin, tho’ the Shrub be Rript ot all the 
ovidtd the Root it felf be not 
touch’d. This Root does not come to 
its full Pertedion till a year after the 
Planting of the Taks, tho’ in cafe of ne- 
ccflity they may be drawn in fix months, 
but afford but little Farwha. Each Shrub 
produces, two, three, four, nay fomc- 
tiraes twenty Root*;, according to the 
goodnefsof the Ground, and after they 
arc come to full maturity, will keep two 
or three years under ground *, but it is 
much more fafe to take them up at the 
years end *, foi elfe many of them will, 
rot ^ nay , if the Seafon happens to 
prove very wet, they muft of ncceflity 
be drawn tho’ they are but half ripe.

Mandjokd^ commonly called M^ndihukd^ ^ ^ 4 7 
grows faftcr and ripens fooner than any 
other, and affords the beft Fartnha ^ It 
thrives beft in fandy and hot Grounds.

the Wheel being turn’d round continu- 
ally, grates the faid Root into fmall Par- 
ticles which fall into a Trough under- 
neath. The Wheel is by the Brafillans 
called Ihecem Babakg'^ and by the Portu- 
^refis Roda de Fartnha^ or the Flower 
Wheat ^ The Trough the BrA/tUanf call 
A'f' and the Poy^ngnefes^ Kochi de 
rater Mandihoka. Bur^he poorejTortl 
are fain to be contcntedVwith a L 
Grater, called Tapiti, Rmi: ^ms 

Grated is put into a Bag^madc or the 
Rinds of Trees about four Inches wide, 
called by t\itPonnguefes^Ejjpremendouro de. 
Mandihoka. This Bag with the Root i^ 
put into a Prefs, and all the Juice preft 
out, (it having a venomous quality) 
which is by the BraJtUam called Man’^ 
poera^ or Muntpuera, and by the Portu^ 
gitefeSn, Ago A de AFandioka^ i. c. The Water 
of Aiandioka. The next thing to be 
done is to beat thcRoot through a Sieve, 
called by the Brafihans^ Vrnpema j and ^ 
then to lay it upon a Copper-Plate, or' 
Earthen-Pan, over the Fire, and to ftir 
it continually with a Wooden-Spoon or 
Spattle till it be quite dry. This Pan or 
Veflel the BrafiUans call KtmovipAtA^ and 
the Slice, Kipncaitaba. The FoitnhA be- 
fore it being quite dry is called by the 
BrafiUans^ Kittnga.^ and by the PortM~ 
gucfes^ Fartnha kelada\ BlKT'v^cn it is 
compleatly dried, and fit for keeping, 
the Brafihans call It Kiata or Ktccia^ and 
the Portnguefes Fartnha beca^OY Dry Mcal j 
or tannhA de Gtterra^ War-Meal*, be- 
caufe it is moft ufed in time of War. 

For the more it is dried the better it 
keeps, but never keeps good above a 
ycar^ the leaft raoifture being apt to 
taint it ; which is the reafon, that both 
xSkz PortHgnefes tSiYidt wc, in imitation of 
the BrAjiltAftSy bake Biskets of it, upon 
a Grate Iron, with hot Coals under- 
neath, for the Magazines. 

.The 
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•The Juice Msmpsterdy which is prefs’d 
OQtof the Root MandioJtM^ put into a 
VefTel, gets in two hours time a white 
Settlement at the bottom, call’d by the 
BrMfUtMrts^ Tipioj^^ Tipiaka^ aad Ttpiabi^ 
id: This dry’d affords a very White- 
Meal, called Tipiocui^ which Bak’d into 
Cakes as before, call’d by themT/f/^nirf, 
Tafte as well as Wheaten Bread. This 
juice is alfo boil’d to Pap, and Eaten, 
and ferves likewifc inftead of Starch or 
Paite. The Portu^uefis take this Pap, 
mix it with Sugar, Rice, and Orange- 
Flowcr-Water, which they make into 
a Confer VC of a delicious Tafte ; they 
call it MarmeUdd de Mandihoha, The 
Juice Aiandtgd or ManipMcra , is of a 
fwcctifli Tafte, which is the reafon the 
Bcafts covet it, but commonly Die foon 
after they have Drunk of it •, it being 
pernicious, nay mortal, both to Man and 
Beaft. If the Juice be kept twice 24 
hours, it produces Worms, called by 
TdpHCM ; yet it has been 
by Experience, that this Juice 
fefclk. its j^nicMs Quality after it has 
®'vvia4hour*),%erc being many of the 
ijkf , k^s who^ilind Drink it without 
an> .arm*. Tlie K^'ManMoks is like- 
wife immediately aft^ it is taken out of 
the Ground, diced in pieces, and laid in 

I iirclh Water for four or five days, when 
t begins to be foft, it is called Puba^ or 
Mdftdiopuba and Mdndlopubo. This the 
wild Brnfilidns Inhabiting the Defertsand 
Woods, Roaft in the Aflies and Eat % 
bccaufc it is done without much trouble. 
The fame JlSandtopubd Toafted before 
the Fire^ is called K*arima^ which being 
afterwards beat to Powder with a Wood- 
en Pcftel in a Mortar, they call AW»- 
mdctu ^ of this they make a Pap with 
boiling Watcr,which feafoned with fomc 
ErafilidJt Pepper, or Nhambi Flowers, 
affords a very good Difh, efpecially with 
the addition ot fome Fifh or Meat, when 
it is called MingHipninga by the BrafUi- 
uns^ who look upon it as one of their 
beft Dainties. It is alfo very wholfomc, 
for this Kdarima^zndi the Flower Tiptaka^ 
boil’d in Orange- Flower- Water, and Su- 
gar to the confiftency of a Syrup, affords 
a very good Antidote. They make alfo 
a kind of Starch of the Flower called 
Kdtcrimd^ which they call Mmgdiipo^ 
thongd \ as likewifc very fine Cakes, by 
mixing it with Water, Butter, and Su- 
g^r. There is a kind of Meal prepared 
from the Dregs of the Mandioka^ or 
Mdndiipnbo Root, thus fteeptin Water, 
call’d by the Brafiltam^ yipuba^ and f^4- 
btruruf and by the Portugutfts^ Parinha

Befi 4 , or frelh .Floor, and Ftrmh*i'A- rv^v^ 
or Water-Floner. It is vtry well ' 5 4 7I 
Tatted, but will not keep” above 24 
hours. But if you make it up with 
Water into Balls or Rolls, and let them 
dry in the Sun, they will keep good for ^ 

a conliderable time : Thefe they call 
f^iapua and MUpettkd, The Tapoyars 
and almoft all the other Brafthans pre- 
pare it thus, and afterwards mix it with 
another Meal, called Viata^ which af- 
fords it a more agreeable Tafte. 

The Mmdiokd-P^o^i is likewifc pre- 
pared thus : After it has been clcanfcd 
and cut in thin flices, they beat it with 
a Wooden Peftel, and fqiiceze the Juice l 

of it out with their Hands only, which 
being dried they call Timi and Mlxa» 
kuri^ba ^ Another way of preparing the 
A'/dftdio kd^Root is, to cut It into pieces, 
of about two Fingers long, and two la- 
ches thick,which without hieing fqueefed, 
is expofed to the Sun, and afterwards 
beat to Powder in a Wooden Mortar, 
call’d by the BrafiUans Ttpiratt^ by the 
PoitugHefes Fdrinbd de Aiofidtoka crHd^ or 
the Flour of raw Mdndtoka : The 
pieces before they are beaten to Powder 
are very white, and may be ufed inftead 
of Chaulk. Out of this Flour they 
make very good White Bread, «nd Bif- 
kets , call’d Midfeta^ the laft of which 
are chieffy ufed in the Camp ; bccaule 
they will keep a great while. 

Out of the Root A ptmakaxerd^ the 
Brajihans boil a certain plcafant Liquor 
not unlike our Whey, call a by them 
Kavimakdxerd, The lame Root chaw’d 
and mixed with Water furnifties them 
with another Liquor, they call Kaon 
KardXH. The Cakes made from the 
Flour of this Root, laid in a Cask with 
Water, till it ferments together, affords 
them likewifc a fort of Strong and very 
good Beer. 

All ihcfc different kinds of Afand>oka 
Roots, if they be eaten frcih prove 
mortal to Mankind, except that call’d 
yhptamkaxera^ which roafted may be 
eaten without danger, and L of a good 
tafte. But all forts of Bcafts both wild 
and tame ones, don’t only feed upon the 
faid Roots and Leaves, without the leaft 
hurt, but alfo grow Fat with them, not- 
withftanding that the Juice of both is 
mortiferous as well to Men as Bcafts. 

The Negro’s and Brdfiltdm bruife the 
Leaves of the Mandtibd in a Wooden- 
Mortar, which being boil’d they put 
Oil or Butter, over it and cat it like as 
we do our Spinage, this is fometimes 
done by the Pmuguefe like wife and the 
N n Dutch^ 
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Diitck^^ha ‘make a kind of Sallct of 
^<547. the Mei^ves. The BrnfitM^ prefer 
I B^rS^^made of the ManMokA-Koot 

before ours, but is not fo natural to the 
EurofeMKs^ it being, if ufed in a great 
quantity, pernicious to the Nerves 
and Stomach, and corrupts the Blood. 
About three Buflicls of this Meal, (at 
the rate of two Gilders per Bufliel) will 
fuffice a ftrong labouring Man, for a 
whole Month, and a piece of Ground 
planted with this Root, produces four 
limes the quantity, as if it had been 
fown with Wheat. There is a certain 
kind of AfAndtoLa-Koot call’d Pttw^A^ 
by the BrApltAns^ the Flour of which 
cleanfes and heals old Ulcers. This 
Root is likewife found in the Ifle of St. 
Thomas • and in thofe of HifpantoU^ Cuba 
and others thereabouts, and in moft 
parts of the Continert of jimona ^ the 
Inhabitants of which call it Tuka and 
Kafave^ and thofc of Mexico Quaithka- 
moth^ and the Biead which is made of 
the Flour, Kaz^abi^^ Kaz.Abi^ov Kakavi^ 
The Mandioka-Koot is originally the na- 
tural produfl of Brafil^ and from thence 
tranfplanted into other parts of America 
and Afrtck, Its Flour furniflies all the 
Inhabitants of BrafU^ as well the Portu^ 
guefes and Dutch as the Natives and Ne- 
gro’s with Bread, which next to Wheat 
is the beft of all, fo, that our Soldiers 
v/ould rather choofe to have their al- 
lowance in Fannha^ than Wheaten Bread 
out of the Magazines. Since the War 
'in 1^45, the piice of the Farinha was 
rifen to three or four Gilders frr Buflicl, 
which, as it tended to the utter dc- 
ftruiftion of the Sugar-Mills, fo, by 
fpecial Orders from the Great Council 
of the Dutch Braftl^ all the Inhabitants of 
the open Country were enjoined under 
a fcverc penalty to plant a certain quan- 
tity of Mandioka Yearly, in proportion 
to their Abilities *, by which means the 
price of the Farinha was fo confiderably 
abated, that three Bulhels were Sold for 
two Shilling's ready Money, at the Rectify 
and for lefs in the Country. 

Kaaeo or Brafil produces a certain Herb call’d 
Htrba Kaaeo by the BrafilianSy by the Europeatts 
' in Latin Herba vtva^ becaufe it feems to 

flirink, when you touch it, and fo it 
does likewife about Sunfet ^ its Seed has * 
been traiifmiitcd into Europe^ where it 
grows to its full pertci^ion. 

Kala* The Kalakijfes are a kind of Pompions, 
bjiics. it dried, being fo thick and 

ItrODg, as to ferve for materials for 
Cups, Porringers, and fuch like Utenfils. 
But what is molt furprifing, is, that they 


always grow of a different fliapc, fQtfie*>wA^ 
being long, others round, others oval, 1(^47 
fomc thick before, others at the end. 

They Bloflbm and bear Fruit once 
a Month, the Bloflbm being Yellow 
mix’d with Green ^ the Pulp is white at 
firlt, but turns to a Violet colour ; They 
are of a tolerable pleafant tafte, but very 
unwholefome, by reafon they are too 
altringent.. 

The Tree, call’d Imakarn by the Bra^ jig^ree 
fthans^ is of a middle fizc, its Trunk imaraku 
round and its Bark Grey, covered with 
fmall Thiftlcs of the fame colour. Its 
Branches fprout forth on the top, with 
broad Leaves of an Oval Figure, edged 
likewife with fmall Thiftlcs or Thorns. 

There is alfo another kind of Jmakaru^ 
much larger than the former, call’d Ka^ 
kabn by the Brafthaus^ and Kardon by the 
Portuguefes. This fprouts forth firlt of 
all in the form of a large Oiftangnlar 
Leaf ; upon which grow crofswife many 
Thorns j This produces other Leav^ ot 
the lame kind, each being three, Way 
fometimes fix Foot Kng, and o^he 
thicknefs of a Mans Aim. By decrees 
the firlt Leaf turns ioto^ Woq^y ftt>r 
fiance, of agreenifli colour, but fomc* 
what Spungy \ thole Leaves that grow 
next to this Stem are inftead of Branches, 
which produce other Leaves. The Steni 
hears only one large white Flower, thJ 
Fruit of which is of an Oval Figure, and 
of about twice the bignefs of aHcns-Egg, 
of a dark biowii colour, and fit for ufe. 

This Tree grows to a great hight. 

Theicis alfo another kind of Imaraku^ 
being altogether the fame with the 
former in refpeft of its largcnefs, BU'II m 
and Fruit, except that its I.cavcsauot 
a Triangular Figure. 

What Brajihans ciWPakoKaatinga, 
the Portuguefes commonly call C'MJodo 
AFatOj or IVild Reed or Canes. The 
Stemm or Stalk is like that of other 
Canes, about an Inch thick, containing 
a white Marrow or Pith, of a fwcetilh 
tafte •, on which grow Leaves of Eight 
or Nine Inches long and Three laches 
broad, fhaped like a Tongue, fmooth 
and pale Green on one, and covered 
with a white woolly fubftance on the 
other fide. The Fruit of v\ hicli is not 
unlike a Pine- Apple, about Ten Inches 
long, grows on the top of the Stemm ^ 
it is divided into feveral partitions which 
opening by degrees, a pale Grey flower 
appears betwixt each, containing under- 
neath Twenty or more Grains ot a black 
Ihining Seed. The Stalk chaw’d draws 
the Rheum from the Head, and breaks 

the" 
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rsj^ tHfe Stone in the Bladder. It is look’d 
I d 4 7‘ upon as an excellent Remedy againft 
the involuntary cmilfion of the Secd^ 
throughout and cures it in Eight 
Dayl time. 

the tree AD over Srafil^ but cfpccially in the 
gni Fruit Iflcof ItMmMrika grows a certain Tree 
Kasjour caD’d Kdsjiil or Kasjou^ bearing a Fruit 
of the fame name. Its Leaves are dark 
Green, broad and round, interfperfed 
with many fmall Veins. It bears 
two different BlofToms and Fruits. 
The white Bloflbm which appears 
in the lower Branches, produces a 
Juicy Spungy Fruit like an Apple \ of a 
very cooling and aflriogcnt quality: 
But the red BlofTom on the top a kind of 
Chefnut. The BrafiUdns draw no fmall 
advantage from this Tree ^ out of the 
Apples they make a very good Cyder, 
call’d by them Karjourvy^ which is fowrifh, 
but if mix’d with Sug^r makes it as plca- 
fant 35 BhemJfj Wine, and has this excel- 
lency, that tho’ it foon ficzes the Head, 
yet it palTcs off without any harm. The 
other Fruit they eat like as we do our 
Chefnuts. 

Among the produ<ffs of the IVefi and 
cu"^r'i- is a Tree call’d Papay by the 

pay. * y^tvanefes and Dutih^ and Ptnig/iMcu or 
Mamoetra by the y4meric4fis ^ and fome- 
times intitlcd with the Name of the 
Melontree by our People, by reafon of 
the rcfcmblance of its Fruit to our Me- 
lons. This Tree is of two different kinds, 
10 wit, the Male and Female. It grows 
and perifhes again in a fhort time ; its 
Tiuiik being fo fpungy that it may be 
cut as eafie as a Cabbage Stalk *, The 
Leaves it bears are very large and broad, 
not unlike our Vine Leaves, growing on 
long Stalks round the top ot the Tree, 
and covering the Fruit, which hangs in 
a knot, and is Green at the firft, but 
turns Yellow at lafl, rcfcmbling in fhape 
a Pear, but of the bignefs of our fmall 
Melons, unto which its Pulp refemblcs 
both in colour and tafte, when come to 
maturity, but whilft they are Green, 
they are boil’d with Meat, and give it a 
tart taftc. 

Chif La- Pepper, known by the 

dau» lUa- Name of Brajil Pepper ^ and call’d Chth 
Fqfcr. LudA by the Braflians grows on knotty 
Stalks of about five or fix Foot high ^ 
the Rind being a dark Green, 'diftiu- 
guiflied with white rings •, from whence 
• fhpot forth fmall crooked Branches of a 
Hands breadth in length, bearing a fmall 
white Flower; which produces a Green 
Husk, and turns Red by degrees as it 
Ripens, with a certain Seed within it. 


being as hot and biting upon the Tongue 
as the common brown Pepper, and fo 1547 
docs the Husk. In the Eajh index they 
preferve it and call it Aetz^ar and ufe it 
raw in their Fifh Sawces. In Bnifiltht^ 
cut two or three of thefe Husks whilft 
they are Green in Slices, and mix them 
with Oyl and Vinegar, or fome Limou 
Juice, to acuate their Appetite ; but it 
is too hot for thofe that are not ufed to 
it ; which is allayed by a good quantity 
of Salt. This kind of Pepper gi nvv<? 
likewife in the Eafi-hdtcx in the Iflaiid 
of Java^ in Bengali and ftM^cral other 
places. I have feen it alio in fome of our 
Gaidcns in Phlland. Thtre is another 
Shrub which grows ficqucntly in the 
I aft Andies ^ not Unlike this in fhape and ' 
bignefs, which bears a Yellow Flower ; 
it IS call’d Haltht Kabrx by the Amhi^^ns 
or Alkekengt^ and fufficicntly known in 
thefe Pans. The Flower produces a 
fmall Bladder which contains the Fruit 
and Seed, they are not fo big as ours. 

The Indians and Chincjh mix it with a 
certain Fruit call’d by them Poma cP Oro^ 

Tamatas by the Fortngi efes, and AfeUn- 
ftina by the Italians:, they alfo cat it with 
0 )ili Lada or BraftUan Pepper. The 
PortNgHefts cut the Poma cC Oro and the 
Husk of tlie Biafi'um Feppet in thin 
Slices, which being mix’d with Oyl and 
Vinegar they cat as a SaJlat, and look 
upon it as a pi oper Remedy to cut the 
rough Flcgm of the Stomach, a diftcm- 
per very common in thofe Parts. The 
Braflians as well as the Vutch chaw this 
Pepper for the fame purpofe, but it is 
very bmaingupon the Tongue. 

The Sugar-Canes or Reeds, call’d by Sups>- 
the Brafihans Vtba, arc the prodiidt both ot 
of the It 'eft and fajPIndn^-^ but grow 
in great plenty thinughout all Brafily 
but efpecialJy in the Captainfhip of Pct» 
nanibitko. They are of two diflercnt 
kinds : One bearing fmall, the other 
larger Leaves. The laft, which is ac- 
counted the bcJft, fprouts up into a long 
Stem of the thicknefs a Child’s 
Arm, the Leaves growing all on the top 
in a clnfter, being of an Oval Figure, 
and a dark Blue colour. The Riiid is 
diftinguifhed by certain joints or knots *, 

The other kind bears fmall Leaves fiom 
•the top to the bottom. The Sugar- 
Canes are propagated from their fmall 
Sprouts, which being put in the Ground 
like our Vines, grow up to the height 
of Twelve Foot ; if they are planted in 
good Soil, and arc kept free from Weeds. 

Six Months after they have been plant- 
ed, a brown Seed appears on the copy

' then it is fit to be cut, for if they Hand 
<^4 7 * longer ia the Ground, their Juice di- 
minilhes, dries up, and turns fowr^ 
The Juice if taken immediately after it 
is drawn, caufes a loofcncfs. The low 
Grounds arc much more convenient for 
the planting of Sugar- Reeds than the 
Hills, crpccially near the River fide, 
where the Banks arc often over-fiown 
by the Stream. There arc a certain 
kind of winged Woims, callM Gttirdped^ 
hoka by the BraJiU^ns^ and Pm de Galinha 
by the Partft^nr/es^ which are great Ene- 
mies to the Sugar-Canes, cfpccially in 
moi/l Grounds, where they gnaw and 
confumc the Roots. The Sugar, which 
is the produift of thefe Canes, is not 
proLured without a gicat deal of toil 
and labour, in which tor the moft part 
arc employed Slaves, under the tuition 
of certain Oveifccrs, appointed by the 
Matters of the Sugar-Mills ^ who were 
for the moft part PertHguefes^ the Dutch 
being hitherto not arrived to the utmoft 
perfeftion in that Art. In the Captain- 
fliip of Ternambuko^ many fine Ingetthd^s 
or Sugar-Mills, with their adjacent Plan- 
tations were erefted for this purpofe, 
amounting in all to above i oo in number, 
and tbe Labourers, Negro’s and other 
Slaves, thereunto belonging, to 
near4Cooo. The whole Ycaily pro- 
dud of Sugar of the Dutch Brafil^ is 
computed to be betwixt 200000 and 
250000 Chefts. 

In the year 1642. one Cilltn yenunt 
brought fomc Indigo-Seed from the A- 
i/.ericjrj Iflands into who having 

certain Lands alTigncd him near the fmail 
River Mcnna j and being provided with 
ail other Convenieiicics by the fpcciai 
(Command of the Great Council, ereded 
level al Plantations for the producing of 
An. cl or Indigo : But it being found by 
Expei icnce. That the Pifmircs confumed 
moft of the Leaves, the Paid Mr. ycnant., 
by employing many Labourers and Ne- 
groes to deftroy thefe Pifmircs with 
Burning and Digging, at laft lb well 
cleaicd theGtound, that the Indtgo came 
to its full PerfedioD, fcvcral Patterns of 
which were fent into HoUund, Mr. Kr- 
ham having made an Agreement with 
Mr. Ctn.Jlophe) hyerjljcttel to inftrud him 
in the moft iiccclTary Points relating to* 
the Coagulating the Indig^ he was 
treating with tiie Great Council concern- 
ing certain Grounds for the Planting of 
Indigo, fo that there was a fair proved 
of bringing this Dchgn to a confidcra- 
ble Periedion here, it the lame had not 
been prevented by the intettine War. 


The Wild Anicl^ which grows in ^4- 
fil in great Plenty, has a great refem- 1 6 4 
blancc to the true Indigo in outward ap- 
pearance, but affords no good Colours. 

Some pretend to have feen alfo a kind of 
Wild-Cochcnillc iaBrapl^and the Ground 
would produce good ftore of Cotton, but 
that the Inhabitants draw much more 
Profit from the Sugar- Plantations. 

Some Ginger is likewife planted 
Brufil., but not in fucb quantities as to 
be Tranfported into other Parts , no 
more than the Mechouconnu^ Chinn, and 
fomc other Medicinal Roots ^ and the 
Hcrba de Cubra or Herbs de Nojja Senhordy 
which is lookt upon as an infallible Re- 
medy againft the Gravel *, and the Root 
called Pd']uo(jUdnhay which is the Uni* 
verfdl Medicine of the Brdjihdns, There 
are alfo many tranfplaQted hither from 
other Parts, as Ginger, Tobacco, Rice, 
Cotton, Turkey- Wheat, Anitty or In- 
digo, and the Su^ar-Reeds were firft of 
al) tranfported by the Portuguifes from 
the Iflands. The Prints in daily 
ufe among the Inhabitants, are, Anunds^ 
BdnanaSy Mungdbdy Ahtjuy Ariihu mat 
and fmail, Cudjdhdy divers kinds ax Mu* 

rukujdy JbdpirdtJgdy MdCdXdtidubdyAidjdy 

Ardtikuy Guitdkorty Btringeldy Mnmdun^ 

Cocn^Nuts y and feveral forts of Indidu 
Figs. The Roots chiefly in ufo, are, 
the BdtdtdSy Nhdmhiy and Vmhiy and the 
Indian Acrons, called Ttmbiy which are 
of a delicious Taftc. 

The whole Country of Brs^l is cx- lenili 
treamly Fertile and pieafant, being wa- of hrzy 
tered by many Rivers and ftanding Wa- 
ters, moft of which arife from the Hills, 
and pafs through fpacious Plains, the 
latt of which are clayey and marlhy 
Grounds, (called Fdrge/Cs by the Portu^ 
guefes) which produce all forts of Fmit : 
butefpeciaUy Sugar-Canes in great Plen- 
ty. Their Meadows and Patture Grounds 
do not appear fo pieafant in the Som- 
mer, as in the Rainy Scafon, when they 
are very green ; Wheat and Rye grow 
foon Rank here, which is occaiioned 
mrtly by the Nature of the Soil, part- 
ly by the heat of the Sun *, to prevent 
which they never let their Grounds lie 
Fallow, and Manure them with Sand in- 
ftead of Dung y The fame mutt be ob- 
ferved with all other Foreign Seeds here, 
that require to be kept a confidcrable 
time under Ground. In Fehruary and 
March (which is the Rainy and Winter- 
Seafon of this Climate) they Sow their 
Seeds, and chat towards Evening, not 
by Day time, or about Midnight. They 
take great care.jiot to Plant any thing 
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too deep under Ground ; for whatever 
1 d + 7. is Planted beyond the Sun-Beams, fcl- 
dom produces any Fruit, which our Peo- 
ple hive learned to their Coft. There 
11 a remarkable difference betwixt the 
Seeds and Fruits which are produced on 
the Hills, and thofe of the marfhy 
Grounds, as to their time of Ripening ^ 
tho^ the Coco and Palm-Trees arc tran- 
fplanted here without the leaR regard to 
their Age, Bigoefs, or the Seafon, and 
grow very well. Moll of their own 
Trees and Shrubs bear Flowers and 
Fruit thf ooghoutthe whole year, fo that 
at one and the fame time, you enjoy the 
Benefit of the Spring, Summer, and 
Winter \ The like is obfei vable in the 
Vines, Citron, Limon, and other Trees, 
brought by the Tortuguefes from AngoU 
iaXoBrafil^ and in feveral Roots, Pot- 
Herbs, and other Fruits, tranfplanted 
thither by the Dutch. •Thofe who covet 
Ripc-Grapes throughout the whole year, 
do only Prune their Vines at divers 
times, which produce a fine Grape, and 
a Wine as Tweet as MololRs. The word 
is, that they are much infcRed by the 
Pifmires, which fuck all the Juice, and 
leave nothing but the Husks to the Own- 
ers ^ Several other forts of Trees have 
been tranfplanted thither from 
which thrive extreamly, and bear very 
good Fruit. 

The Handing Waters of Brafil are for 
the mod part covered on the Surface 
with green Shrubs and Herbs, that they 
appear rather like Land than Water,aQd 
Feed both Laud and Water Fowl. At 
the Entrance of mod of their Rivers, 
(where you meet with vad quantities of 
Oiders^and Crabs) the Country is fo 
overdoekt with a certain kind of a Tree, 
call’d CiiMparaba^ or Mangle^ by the Bra- 
filtans^ that they reader it impalTable for 
Travellers. In fhort, the whole BrsfU 
is well dor’d with Trees, Shrubs, and 
ufeful Woods, there being fcarceaplace, 
either in the Vallics, or Riling Grounds, 
which arc Clayey, or among the Hills, 
^hich don’t produce fomethiug that is 
ufeful, and that in fuch Plenty, that the 
Portuguefes after their fird arrival here, 
were forced to cut their way through 
thefc Trees with incredible Pains and 
Charge. The Hills furnilh alfo great 
dore of Wood, which is of a very good 
£ .Scent, and is ufed by the Dyers \ as for 
indimee the Brafil Wood, which is from 
hence tranfported into Europe. 

The Stem or Trunk of this Tree it 
knotty, of a very agreeable Scent, and 
fometimes two or three Fathoms thick :

Its Leaves arc dark-green, and fmall 
Thorny at the end, and grows on foiaD * ^47- 
Sulks ; the Bark, which itf about three 
Inches thick, is generally taken from the 
Trunk, before it is fitted for Sale : It 
fpronts from its own Root, and pro- 
duces neither Blollbm nor Fruit. Mod 
of thefc Trees grow about 10 or 12 
Leagues from the Sea fide, where they 
cut them down, take off the Bark, and 
«rry them upon Waggons to the Sca- 
Ihore, from whence they arc tninf{X)rted 
into Enroft for the ufe of the Dyers 
chiefly ; The Brafilians call this Tree for 
its Excellency’s fake, IbirapttsptgM. After 
the Dutch had conquered part of Brafil^ 
they found great dore of this Wood 
ready cut and fitted for ufe by the Pertu^ 
guefis^ who fold it to the Dutch Compa- 
ny ; fince which time it was cut down 
promifcQouOy by the Fortugnefes as well 
as the DMt(h^ and fuch vad quantities of 
it were tranfported in 1645, and 1547, 
that the Members of the Great Council 
of the Dutch B^afiL, Mr. Hemy Hamel, 
BuUejhate, and Cedd, being made fenfi- 
blc of the dedrudivc Methods that were 
made ufe of in cutting this Wood,which 
mud in time have tended to the utter 
Extirpation of thefc Trees, did«by their 
Proclamation regulate thefc Abufes. 

They have another kind of very fine 
Wood in Brafil, called by the Pertu^ 
guefes^ Pao Santo, as likewid thofe call’d 
Gitayba, Tto Wood, MaffarandtJfa, Ce- 
dar, and divers other Woods fit for 
Cabinet-Work. The Tree called Ta- 
taiba by the Port ague fes, the Wood of 
which, the Portugaefes call Poo Amaretto, 
affords a yellow colour for the Dyers. 

The Bark of the Tree Araiba is of an 
Afli colour, but boil’d in Water gives a 
Red Tinfture. The Tree JakaHranda, 
or Jaturiba, or the White- Cedar^ as well 
as feveral other Trees, furnilh the Inha- 
bitants with Materials for Building, be- 
ing very hard and durable. The Biafi- 
lions make alfo Matches and a kind of 
Hemp out of the Bark of Ibmc Trees. 

The mod Barren- Places of Brafil 
produce a certain kind of Trees without 
Leaves, which they call Timbo or Ttbo ; Tipo. 

00: of thefc they make Hoops, byreafon 
df their Flexibility, and the Bark ferves 
the Ship Carpenters indead of Hemp. 

The light their Fires by drik- 

ing two pieces of Wood, of the Trees 
KaragusttaGuacM and Jmbaiba together, 
as we do with our Flint-Stones and Iron. 

The firft is a Tree of an admirable Na- 
ture : Its Stem grows 14 or 1 5 foot high, 
which being come to its full Pcrftdion, 
n A bears

bears yellow Flowers on the top, and a- 

* ^ ‘ " bufldance of large,lo»g and thick I^vc^ 

Out of the Stem they make Sticks to 
haug their Matrafles on, the Leaves af- 
ford the Filhermen fluff for Yarn to make 
Nets of ; and out of the Leaves iflues a 
certain imftuous Liquor, which ferves 
inftead of Soap. The Trees and Woods 
of Brdfil are never fecn to be covered all 
over with Leaves at a time ^ but whilft 
fomecaft their Leaves, you fee others 
bring forth new oi>es •, nay, fometimes 
one Tice is half covered with Leaves, 
and bare on the other fide. B>afU likc- 
wife alwunds in Shrubs and Reeds, foinc 
of which creep along the Grounds, 
whilft others Twift ihcmfelves up to the 
top of the higheft Trees •, which affords 
a very agreeable Spciftacle at a diftance, 
and a pleafing (hadow to Men and Bcafts, 
tired with the Heat, Hunting, or any 
other Exercife. 

Oran-rcs. Among other Fruits, produces 

very fine Oranges of divers Kinds \ The 
other Vegetables, which belidcsthcA/^w- 
dioka Root^ ferve for the Suftenanceof 
the Inhabitants, arc. Rice, Millet, Pm- 
tAtas^ j4kakas^ BanAfiMs^ Melons, Pom- 
pions, Water-Melons, Cucumbers, Beans, 
Figs, BakfiVAs^ AfaraknjA^ MangAVAs^ A* 
rAtAkii^ Ape^ Cabbages, Radilh, Let- 
tuce, Purfley, Parfley, Chervel, Car- 
rots, c"t. 

r/vAkajii. Nothing is fo much in requeft among 
the Brafilians, as the AkA\u^ a kind of 
Wild Apple, which furnini them both 
with Food and Drink, being very Juicy, 
fo that this Tree feems by kind Nature 
to have been Planted here for the pecu- 
liar Comfort of the Inhabitants : It 
fpreads its Branches round about in a 
great com pafs, but docs not grow to that 
height as many other Trees in this 
Country : Its Wood , which is very 
folid, is very fit for the Building of 
Ships, from whence iffues a very clear 
Gum in the Summer-Seafon. Its Leaves 
which are led, refemble thofc of our 
Walnut-Tfees,efpccially when they firft 
fpi out forth in the Spring, but arc of a 
much finer Scent, which they never lofe 
but by being Diftilled. The Bloffom is 
a Flower confifting of five fmall Leaves, 
which grow to the number of about u 
hnndicd in one clufter •, each of thefc 
Flowers lias a ftalk, with a fmall head in 
the middle. At their firft coming out, 
which is in Scptem^cr^they arc very white, 
but turn foon after to a Role colour j 
They arc very odoriferous, and fill all 
the circumjacent Grounds with their a- 
greeable fmell. This Tree bears a dou- 


ble Fruity v/z,. an Apple, and a Chef- cnj 
nut : The Apple is of an otal Figure, * ^ 
very Juicy v its Pulp fpungy,fnll of Kcr- ^ 
n^s, and of a tartBh Taftc. Th« Juice 
taints Linen with a certain colour, fuch 
as We call Iron- Molds, which is never to 
be taken out, but returns as often as 
thefe Trees ftand in BlofToms^ It is of 
a whitilh colour after it is firft preftout, 
and tartifh, but changes both its colour 
and taftc by Fermentation, and becomes 
very ftrong. T he Rind of the Apple, 
which is very thin, is white, mixt with 
red. 7*he Chefnur, w'hich grows on the 
top of the Apple in the lhape of a 
Lambs Kidney, is covered with a thin 
Skin, over which grows a thick alh-co- 
lour’cl Shell, full of a hot, (harp, and 
buiningOiJ, which bites the Tongue ^ 

To correct which, they Roaft the Chef- 
nut in the Afhes, break the Shell with a 
Hammer, and fiat the Pit or Kernel, 
which taftes better than a common Chef- 
nut, and will keep good for fcvcral years. 

The BraJiliAfis are fo fond of this Fruit, 
that they often fight for it ^ then they 
encamp among thefc Trees, and remove 
not till they have confumed all there- 
abouts, unlcfs they arc forced thereunto 
by the Enemy. They number the years 
of their Ages by this Tree, bccaufe it 
bears Fruit but once a year, which ripens 
towards the latter end of December or 
in yanuary^ there being none to be found 
on the Trees after February in PernAm* 
bake. About the time the Sun returns ^ 
back from the IVopick of Capricorn^ it 
commonly Rains in ByaJiI^ which the In- 
habitants call the RAiKs of Akajn ; for, if 
the fame happens to be moderate, they 
proraife thcmfclvcs great plenty of this 
Fruit. The Chefnuts arc hot in the fe- 
cond degree-, if Eaten raw, with Wine 
and Salt, they tafte like Walnuts ^ but 
if Roafted or Preferved with Sugar, they 
are of a delicious tafte. The Oil which 
is taken out of the Shell, is an excellent 
Remedy againft the Hair-Worm j It is 
hot in the third and fourth degree, and 
frequently applied to Cancers and otbei . 
malignant Ulceis. The Gum, powdred f 
and taken in a convenient Vehicle, opens ’ 
the Obftrudions of the Womb. The 
Juice of the Apple furnilhes them with 
good Cyder. 

There arc many forts of Palm-Trees 
to be met with in ByaJU^ fome of which 
grow wild, Ibmc arc planted and ciriti-' 
vated by the Inhabitants. Among the 
firft tbe Palm-Tree call'd PmdAVA by 
the BrApUms^^ which grows very tail, 
clums the prefereace, of which tbm 
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8re whole Woods to be fecn in the open 
1 ^ 47 . Country. In the more remote and on- 
Kyysj frequented places, grows a certain Palm- 
Tree, called Kdranmham and yfnachekatn 
by the BreifilUns^ and by an Arahtck 
word among the PortMgnefes or 

V Date, which this Froit rcfembles. 
The Tree grows as high as a common 
Date-Tree, its Wood is Red and very 
folfd, but of no great ufe. The Bark 
is Grey, which from the ground upwards 
to a certain part of the Tree is diftin- 
guiOicd by many Scales, which arc 
largclt at the bottom, and fmall by dc- 
grees, till about the middle of the Tree 
they quite difappear \ thefe Scales be- 
ing nothing elfc but the remnants of 
ihc Branches, which fall ofT by degrees, 
as the T rec grows higher; and continue 
only towards the top, fpread round a- 
bouttlie Stemm, like the >4y>/r4w Date- 
Tree, but much finef. Each of thefe 
Branches is about two or tiiree Foot long, 
flat on two Tides, and covered with 
fmall Thorns, tliey grow t<^^ vaft thick- 
nefs. At the end of each Branch grows 
one fingle Leaf, which is very large and 
Green, pleated like a Fan, and about 
the middle divided into feveral other 
Leaves, like thofe of the common Date- 
Tree ; each of thefe laft is about two 
Foot long. Betwixt thofe Branches, on 
which grow the Leaves, fpring forth 
other Branches of four oi five Foot in 
length, and thefe again aic tuil of other 
white Sprouts, which bear Flowers, 
with three pale Yellow Leaves; Thefe 
produce a Fruit of the bigiiefs of an 
Olive, which is Green, bitter and not 
eatable, but turn black when they ripen, 
which is in hebrHayy. The Erafiluins call 
this Fruit Tna^c^ and cat it raw; but 
onr People never took any fancy to it. 
With tlie Leaves they cover their Huts, 
and make Baskets of them. The Palm- 
Tree called P^ndni’.i by the Brafthatn^ has 
inftead of the I3aik a white and rough 
Wooden fubRance, which contains a 
Spungy, Sulphurous fub/tance, out of 
■^hich the prepare a Rrong 

l.ee. This Tiec is for the reft but of 
fmall ule, being laiher cftccmcd for Or- 
naments fake, by rcafon of its heighth 
and fine fpreading Blanches, which 
however fnrnilh the Inhabitants with 
Leaves to covci* their Hutts, and to make 
.Baskets of; The Vottaguefes Plant them 
nc3r their Walks and Arbours, and 
round their Churches. Tlic Leaves of 
this Tree do not hang downwards like 
thofe of the Coco-Tree, .but ftand up- 
right. Juft by thefe Leaves fpront forth 


certain Branches, on which hang bunches 
of Flowers, which produce the Fruit, 
refcmblingin fhipc and bignefs one of 
our largeft Hen-Eggs, being (harp at the 
end, and fafhicd to the bunch on the o- 
ther like the Pine- Apple The outfidc 
is of a Green Yellow colour, inclining 
to a Chefnut ; being compofed of a 
haiiy fubitance like that of the Coco- 
nuts, but not near fo thick, fcarcc ex- 
ceeding in thicknefs two Egg-Shells. 
Under this Shell is an inlipid SalTion 
Yellow Pulp, which however is ufed by 
the Negro’s, who eat it with Farinha. 
Within this Pulp is a hard Nut, of an 
Oval Figure, not unlike the Coco-nut, 
of the fame thicknefs, but without holes ; 
it contains a Pith or Kernel, as white and 
big as a Walnut, but is not near fo fweet 
as the Coco-nut ; they ai e eaten both by 
the Natives and Strangers, whoaic fir- 
iii/hcd with them throughout the wiiolc 
Year; and called by the Byafih iins h.A- 
/. r. the fmall Cuco-nut. 1 he 
Kernels of thefe Nuts furmlh them 
likewife with a white cooling Oil, which 
is ufed inftcad of our Oil ol Rofes, and 
when frefh drawn mix’d among their 
Sillcts, but when decay’d in their Lamps. 
The Shell affords an Oil of theCame na- 
ture, but not altogether fo cooling. 
Out of the top of the Tree flows a fine 
and Odoriferous Gum, ufed here inftead 
of Cimn ab ck ; They alfo pick a 
certain Pith or Marrow out of the top, 
which has a taltc like our Walnuts, and, 
when eaten with Bread and Salt, is ac- 
counted veiy nounfhing. 

There alfo grow Coco-Trees in Brafd^ 
call d by the Natives L#, and ^ 
the Fruit Thtry arc vciy 

different from the ja/l now mentioned 
Ptndava Tree, tlieir 'J i unk or Srem 
being fddom ffiaight, but commonly 
crooked, fometimes from Seven to Feuj- 
tccii Font thick, and Fifty Foot high ; it 
is without Branches, having only Fifteen 
or Twenty Leaves round the toj), caih 
of Fifteen Foot long. They have alfo 
good lloie of the common Datc-Tices 
both Male and Female. The vaft quan- 
tity of Pifm 1 res w h e r c w i t h Erajil a bou nds, 
aie great Enemies to all the products or 
fheir Grounds, which they endeavour to 
deftroy by Fire and Water ; it is further 
to be obferved, that fomc Fruits as v\cll 
as Creatures, which are accounted Ve- 
nomous in Europe^ are commonly eaten 
in as on the other band certain 

things arc Poifonous there, which are 
not in Eurofe. For they have a kind of 
Froggs gQd Ibinc Fifties which arc ex- 
treamJy 
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treamly Poifonousi whereas a certain 
^47. fort of great Pifmircs and Adders, Toads, 
Worms and wild Rats arc eaten by the 
Natives, without any harm. 

Tfc.* rood The mon* univcrfal Food of the Brd- 

of the filians^ is the Flour made of the 

Brdhiuns. jtoot, call’d by them and F4. 
tiftha de Mundtoh by the PortHgHcfts^ aS 
has been (hewn more at large before. 
They feed aifo upon the Flcfli of fevcral 
wild Bealls and Birds \ Crabs, Craw- 
filhes, Fruits, Herbage; Their Meat 
whether boil’d or roaRed they eat half 
raw. They boil in Earthen Pots, call’d 
Ka>].n^ which they make themfelvcs. 
Their Flefli they Roaft thus : They dig 
a hole in the Ground, the bottom of 
which they cover with Leaves of Trees, 
and upon them lay the Meat to be roall- 
cd, which being covered with the lame 
Leaves they throw Sand or Earth upon 
them. Upon tliis they light a good Fire, 
which they continue till they think it 
fufficiently roalled. If they hit it right, 
it eats very well, eitceediiig in goodnefs 
all other roalted Meats, they call it 
Btartbt. Their Filhes whether roafted 
or boiled they eat with that 

is Salt and Pepper. They boil their 
Crabs of CrawhOies without Salt, and 
eat them with JnqHJdyg. Small Filhes 
they wrap in Leaves, and Roall them 
in the A Hies. They take the Flour of 
the Mand oka Koot with their three hin- 
dermolt Fingers of the Right Hand, 
and fo throw it into the Mouth ; in the 
fame manner they do with Beans and 
fucii like things *, They eat often, both 
by Day and Night ; they having no fet 
times lor their Meals, without the leall 
noife, or any Drink, which they referve 
till after they have done. They fcldora 
ufe any Spoons, but inllead of that their 
Fingers, or fome Oyftcr-ShcU or other 
lerves their turn. The Flclh of feveral 
wild Bealls is much in clleem among the 
Brafhmns\ as for iollaace, that of the 
great and IclTcr Wild-Boars ; they have . 
a bunch like a Camel on their bac^ and 
are very good Food, as well as the Flelh 
of the River Pigs, call’d IGifiverra by 
the PortHiHtftt^ which is of a very agree- 
able talle. 

ihcir The moll general and moll whollbmt 

Brinks Liquor ufed among the Bnfditau^ is their 
River, or Fountain-Water, which by 
reafon of its coolnefs is a great refrelh- 
ment to fuch as are tired by the Heat, 
or the Fatigues of other Exercifes; 
This is chiefly to be underllood of their 
Spring' Water, which, tho’ ufed here in 
great quantities, never caules any griping 


in the Guts, or other inconveniencies 
in the Bowels, but on the contrary oc- 16^^ 
caiioas a good Appetite, and is foon 
evacuated by fweating. ^ 

The Waters of the Rivers and 
Pmri^biy arc accounted a good Remedy 
againll the Stone and Gout, which is the 
reafon that many arrive to the Age of 
above 100 Years, who Drink noSiing 
butthofe Waters, and arenever troubled 
with any of thofe DiRempers ; For thofe 
who are advanced in Age, are as nice in 
the different taHes of thofe Waters, as 
the Enropeans in their Wines ; and ^ey 
look upon thofe as indifereet, who ufe 
the Waters without diHindion. For, 
fince moll of their Springs arife among 
the high Eaftern Hills, they receive no 
addition either from the Snows, or any 
Metallick bodies, and being well digell- 
cd and purged from their Dregs by the 
heat of the SuQ- 4 >eams, they are very 
clear and wholfome ; tho’ it muR be con- 
fefs’d, thar, in the Winter Months fomc 
Waters, by reafon of the Rains, arc 
not fine and cool, as during the Summer- 
Seafon. The Negro’s make fometimes a 
naRy mixture of black Sugar and Water 
only, without the leaR fermentation 
which they call Cur^pa^y This as it is 
very cheap, fo both Men and Women 
lie at it for 24 Hours together, fpending 
their time in Drinking, Singing and 
Dancing, but feldom Qparrcl, unlefs 
they have conceived fome jealoufie of 
one another. Sometimes they add to it 
fome Leaves of the .^%«-Trce, which 
by reafon of their hot quality make it 
the more heady. The Pmtfgiicfes and 
Dntch frequently make a kind of Sor- 
bette of Water, Sugar and Limpns. 

Others pour Water upon certain Herbs, 
others put a Limon only in Water. But 
befides thefe, the BrafiUans know how 
to make Wines or Cyder out of feveral 
Roots and Fruits, which they Drink at 
their Merry meetings ; cfpecially of the 
BMktvaSy Janipaba^ 

KMTMguiUa^ &f. For tho’ the Vines here 
bear Grapes three times a Year, never- 
thelefs are they not fufficient to fumiih | 
them with Wine. They make a kind 
of Cyder, call’d by them iGwi, of the 
Apple JkajH-, Thefe they Stamp in a 
Wooden Mortar, and Iquecfe the Juice 
out with their Hands, which, after it is 
fettled, they Rrain ; it appears at firR 
like Milk, but turns to a pale colour in * 
a few Days ; its taRe b tartilb, and apt 
to felfe the Head, if drunk in any quaa- 
tity; after fome time it turns Ibwre,

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Wiac or Liquor call’d by 
1^47. -/fpy, is made two different ways ; Firft, 
the Slices of the Root A.pimakakara (a 
kind of MstMoka) arc chaw’d by Old Wo- 
men? till they are as fluid as a Pap ; 
which they call Karak/t ^ This they put 
. in a Pot, and boil it with a good quan- 
^ tity of Water, Rirring it continually 
till they think it fit for exprcffion, which 
done, they call it Kavisrakk^ and drink it 
luke-warm. Or elfc they take the fame 
Root purged and fliced in thin pieces, 
which they Ramp and boil with Wnter 
as before, which produces a whitilh Li- 
quor, not unlike our Butter- Milk or 
Whey; They drink It likewife waira, 
its ufle being agreeable enough ; they 
call it KacimMknxetd tho’ both kinds are 
generally comprehended under the name 
of * The Liquor call’d Pakohy is 
made out of the Ftuit of the Tree Pa~ 
hobete. What the I'oi^H/Hefes call f^mho 
tU M llo^ is a 1 iquoT call’d Abuty by the 
Brafil atis and tn <de of Barley or Turkey 
Wheat, can’d by tht h<dtMs 
Liquor NanUt has alfi) derived its name 
from that exCLllcut Fiuic call’d Nsma of 
yirnwMs^ being the ftrongefl: of all their 
Wines or Cyders, 1 here is another 
fort of Liquor call’d rmko da Batdtas 
by the Pottug’ efa^ becaufe it is made of 
the Root PatAtMi : The Natives call it 
Jettci, Thus the Liquors call’d Beentingm 
and TtpiMci are both made out of the 
Furmha of the Mdndiaka^Koot vtz. of 
the Bejn and Tepioja. 

The BrajilidHs are alfo great admirers 
of Frenih or Rbernfij Brandy, call’d by 
them Kacttata^ and fwallow it very 
greedily as often as they can come at it. 
They arc no lefs fond of Tobacco, the 
Herb of which they call PetmiM^ and 
the Leaves Pettmaoba, After they have 
dried the Leaves in the Air, they lay 
them before the Fire, to render them the 
more fit for cutting. They Smoak in 
Pipes made of the Shell of the Nut 
Pindabs^ or of the VrukHru^bM^ Jocxra^ 
jiqtM or fuch like \ to wit, they cut a 
hple in one end of the Shell, take out 
me Kernel, and after they have poliih’d 
them, put a Wooden Pipe, or a piece of 
Reed in the hole. The Tspoyers ufc 
very large Pipes made of Stone, Wood, 
or Clay, the holes of which arc fo big 
that they contain a handful of Tobacco 
at a time. Sometimes the BrafiLans 
make ufc of our EnrepeMn Pipes, call’d 
by them jimrkpetMnbuabM^ and Broken 
J^unbMbd by the Portuguefesy and 
gebouw by the Dutch, Whenever the 74- 
fyers (efpccially thofe u2habitiag the 
VoL.lL 


Villages, defeended from the Tupbyers 

call’d KdririJ prepare the Liquors yfibw i^47, 
and Apyy it is done at the fame time • 

Then a Day being appointed for a general 
merry meeting, they meet early in the 
Morning at the firft Houfe of the Village 
they belong to, where they confume 
moft of the Liquor, and make thcmfclves 
merry with Dancing; This done they 
go to the next Houfe, where they olay 
the fame Game, and fo from Houle to 
Houfe, till nothing be left or they can 
Drink no longer. When they find 
thcmfclves overcharged with Liquor, 
they Spew, and fall to drinking again, 
and thus he who can Spew and Drink 
moft, is accounted the braveft Fellow of 
the Company. 

On the Coaft of Bruftl. 

On the North-Weft Coaft of Brafil^ sut-ritt, 
arefevcral confiderablc Salt-Pits: That 
near the Honfe, called the Defert is about 
three or four Leagues diftant from the 
River yiguurumuy of which one Branch 
extends to the Eaft, and diftharges its 
Water in this Salt- Pit with a Spring-tide, 
which is here commonly with the New 
Moon. It is about 550 Paces from the 
Sea-(horc, and receives no other Water 
but from the River Afuaranuu There 
is no Bay or Harbour near it, but only a 
flat fandy bottom for about half a League 
diftance from the Shore, where you may 
Anchor at three Fathom deep. The 
Land-Wind which conftantly blows on 
this Coaft , c .mmonly ccafcs towards 
evening, fo that the VelTcls take the op- 
portunity of the night to Load Salt. 

This Salt- Pit produces every month a 
certain quantity of Salt, provided they 
be careful to (hut their Sluces as foon as 
the fame is fill’d with Water, for clfc 
they arc in danger of lofing what they 
had got before, by the next high-Tidc. 

To the Eaft of this Salt-Pit arc the fa- 
mous Rocks call’d Baxos, which at low 
Water may be feen from thence ; they 
extend about three Leagues deep in the 
Sea, but don’t begin till about a League 
from the Shear, betwixt which and the 
Rocks, there is a palTagc, where you 
have ten foot depth at low Water. It 
Ebbs here with the loweft Tide about 
qght Foot, and a Weft-South-Weft- 
Wind raifes the Water to the higheft. 

About five or fix Leagues to the Weft 
of the Houfe call’d the Defeny is the 
great Salt- Pit JCurwurutumUy which re- 
ceiving its Water from the Sea, and be- 
ing detained by Sluices, produces very 
good Salt in three Weeks time. Five 
Leagues fnrther to the Weft is the River 
P p Muritotn’^, 
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' Marit 9 Hva^ the fecond in rank in thofe

thefe, the Sugar and BrahUWood are 
Staple Commodities. I or lince the 1 o- 
bacco began to be tianfpoitcd into Hol- 
land from the Ameman Ulands,the Plant- 
ing of it was neglcdled in hraftl^ where 
Labourers Wages being exceflive high, 
they cou^d draw much more profit from 
the Sugar, of which, according to com- 
putation, betwixt 20000 and 25000 
Chells were yearly made only in the 
Sugar-Mills of the Dutch lirafil^ if the 
, Harveft proves very good. 

jl, f, (5- The Inhabitants of Brafil may at pre- 
pipiy <ij Pent be divided into Free-born Subicets 
hi.ii’I. and Slaves ; and thefe again confilt of 
divers Nations, both Natives and Fo- 
reigners. The Free Inhabitants of hra- 
y?/ were the Poiii<i"cfes^ and 

fUiani^ the laft the Natives of the Coun- 
try. But the routtguijci did not only 
furpafs all the reff, at Icaft ten to one 
in number, duiiug my abode in hrafU^ 
but alio were in polTcfiiou of all the Su- 
gar-Mills and Lands, except what was 
poflefs'd by a very few Dntch^ who had 
applied themfelves to Sugar Planting , 
but were for the moll part ruin’d by the 
inteftineWar, being forced to leave all 
i.tY behind them in the Country: Befides 
hfni^of thofe of the Free Inhabitants, who made 
bi.ipL guhners to Manure the Grouad|, 

there were many Merchants, Faftors, 
and Handycrafts Men : The Merchants 
fold their Commodities generally with 
vafl piofit, and would have queftionlefs 
been Rich Meu, had they not vented 
their Goods upon Credit to the Portn- 
who were refolved never to Pay 
as the event has fufficieotlyihtwn. 


The Handicrafts Men were able to get f\Ay 
three, four, five, nay fix Gilders a day, i 6 4 
fo that many return’d very rich to Hoi- 
Lind. Thofe that kept Publick Houfes 
and Chandlers Shops were likcwife»grcat 
Gainers here, and carried off abundance 
of ready Money. The Officers in the 
Company’s Seivicc, whether Civil or 
Military, were likewife punctually paid, 
which made many who had lived in the 
Country, before the beginning of the 
Cu il War, and had ferved the Company 
iicfoie, take Scivice again, who were 
afi entertained according to their icfpc- 
c\ivc Oitulirics, and former Stations. 

Among the Frce-lnhabitants of Mraftl 
that Wvic not in the Companies Service, Uc Jr 
the Jnvs weie the moft confiderable in 
i)umbci,wh() had tranfplanted ihemfcives 
ihithci fiom iJMLvui. They 'bad a valt 
T raffick, be>onil all the reft, they pur- 
chafed Sugar-Mi[]s, and built llately 
Houfes in the Rcceij. They were ail 
Traders, which would have been of 
great Confcqucncc to the Dutch Brafil^ 
had they kept thcmfclves within the due 
Bounds of Tralfick. 

The Slaves of Dutch B) afil were either zfc si 
Negroes 01 Natives of the Country \ the 
laft of w hich were either bought in Ms- 
ranLion, being Prifoncrs of War, or from 
the Tapoyarj^who likewife had made them 
Captives, and other wife, according to 
their CuPom, would have put them to 
F^cjth. Foj, it being refolved immedi- 
ately, at the full Entrance of xhc Dutch 
in Brafil^ that none cf the Natives fhould 
be made Slaves, lexcc])t they wei e cither 
Bought from the 'fupoyj j, or brought 
from Marc'jiljaori) the BiupLans WCrC fet- 
tled in ceitain Villages to enjoy their 
own Liberty, under certain Limitations, 
and Permiffion was given them, to aflift 
the royritguefcs in the Management of their 
Mills and Grounds, for certain Wages 
appointed for that purpofe ^ by which 
means many or Villages were fill’d 
with Biafiliars in P4r«^f?rf,and Rto Grande^ 
whoduring the time of our Government 
enjoyed the Sweets of a perfed liberty. 

Vaft Numbers of Negroes of divers 
Nations were entertained in the Recctf.^ 
and the open CcuiUi ) , for the Manuring 
of the Ground, and Working in the Su- 
gar-Mills of the Po> tu^itejes^ which could* 
not be doi.e without them, by leafon of 
the extremity of the Heat of the Clt- 
mate, and the inci edible Toils thcy;aro 
fain to undergo i fo that in my time ncai 
40000 Negroes were employed in the 
Sugar-Mills betwixt Rto Gravdc and 
St. hanctfeo . « Moft ot thefe NegTOCS 
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ar» brought hither from the Kingdoms 
1^4 of Con^o^^^geU^ and Guinea \ A black 
v/^y^ fhining^in, flatNofc, thick Lips, and 
\ Ihort curl’d Hair, is their chief Beauty. 


The Ipfticft and nioft laborious ufed in 
time of good Trade, to be Sold in Brafil 
for 70, 80, or 1 00 pieces of Eight, nay 
^ fometimes for 1 400 or 1 500 Gilders, but 


thefc underftood fomething more than 


ordinary : But when Trade began to 
decay, they were Sold for 40 pieces of 
Eight. There was fcarce a Hollander of 
any Subftance, but what had feveral of 
thefc Slaves. They are moll miferably 


and beaftly treated by the Tortaghefes^ 
tho’ at the fame time it muft be confcE’d

with their Hooks, and fo return. *lt 
happened in my time, that a certiin Ne- * ^ 4 7* 
gro, who was very expert in Fiihing, 
was Sold three times, in a lirilc while* 

This he took fo much to Hcan, that the 
next time he went thus out a Fiflimg, 
he tied a Stone to his Leg and drowued 
himfelf. Another Negro having con- 
ceived a hatred againft his Mailer, cut 
his Throat, cut out his 1 ongue, and 
made a Houfe- of- Office of his Mouth j 
according to his own Confeflion \ he was 
broken alive upon the Wheel, which he 
endured with an incredible obllinacy. 

A Negro Woman was hronght to Bed 
in my time, ot a Child, the Hair and 


that it is abfolutcly necefrary,they ffiould 
be kept under a ftria Difeipline ; For 
they are full of Rogueries, Superftitious 
to the higheft Degree, and Sorceicrs, 
they would often pretend to tell us what 
Ships were at Sea from Holland bound 
for Braftl^ tho’ they Were yet on the 
other fide of the Line, and how to re- 
cover llolen Goods. I remember , 1 
happened once to be at a Friends Houfe 
of mine, when 1 faw an old Negro en- 
ter the Kitchen, who came thither to 
Cure a Ncgio Slave of his Illneft, which 
he told us was occafioned by Witchcraft. 
He made the Patient rife from liis Chair, 
and taking a piece of Wood from the 
Fire- Hearth, he ordered him to lick 
three times with his Tongue, that end 
which was burning Hot with the glow- 
ing Coals. The fame end of the Wood 
he afterwards extinguifti’d in a Bafon of 
Water, and rubb’d the Coals in it, till 
it turn’d as black as Ink. This he or- 
dered the Sick Negro to drink off at a 
Draught, which he did accordingly, and 
was immediately feized with a flight 
Griping in the Guts. This done he 
rubbed both his fidcs, and taking hold 
with his Hand of a piece of Flelh and 
Fat a^vc the Hip, he made an Incifiou 
there, with a Knife, he pull d out of 
his Pocket, of two Inches deep, out of 
which he drew a Bundle of Hair and 
Rags, with a little of the black Water 
that was left, he wafiied the Wound, 
which foon after was healed, and the 
Patient Cured. They are very dextrous 
at Swimming and Diving, and will fetch 
a fingle piece of Eight from the bottom 
of the Sea, where it is very deep. They 
arc alfo excellent Filhcrmen, and get a 
«grwt deal of Money by it. They tie 
three or four great pieces of Wood to- 
gether, this they mannage with one Oar, 
atTd'Dpon it go a good way into the Sea, 
where they catch great quantities of Fifli 


Skin of which were not Mack, but Red. 

I faw alfb a Young Lad, Born from 
Negro Parents, whofe Skin was white, 
and his Hair and Eye- brows the like, 
but curl’d, with a flat Nofe, like the 
other Negro’s. Sometimes 1 have feen 
Old Negro’s with long Grey Beards, and 
Hair, which looks very fine. ^ , 

The Natives of Brafil confill of di- 
vers Nations, dillinguilhed by their Pro- 
per Names, to witj The Tahmarnhs^ 
Tohajaras^ Pettguaras and Tapnijas, or 
Tapifyers^ or Tapoyos. The three firll 
ufeone and the fame Language, and dif- 
fer only in the DialuH •, but th^ laft are 
fubdivided into feveral Nations, diftbr- 
ing both in manners and Tongue. The 
B> afltan~Mcn^ which lived among us 
and the PonagHejis^ are iniddlc-lized, 
ftrong and well made, with broad Shoul- 
ders. They have black Eyes, a wide 
Mouth, with black cuil’d Hair, and a 
flat Nofe i the lafl of which is not na- 
tural to them, but the Parents, looking 
upon it as a great Beauty, fqueeze their 
Childrens Nofes fiat, whilft they arc 
very Young. They Paint their Bodies, 
and fome likcwifc their Faces with di- 
vers Colours, they have generally no 
Hair about the Month ; tho’ fome have 
black Beards. Their Women are like- 
wife of a middle Stature, well Limb’d, 
and not ill featur’d *, they have likcwile 
a black Hair, buE are not Born black, 
but by the heat of the Sun- beams, ac- 
quire by degrees, a Yellow Brown Co- 
lour. The Brajilians come foon to ma- 
turity, and arrive to a great Age, and 
lhat withoutDiftcmpcrsi cheyaUbfddom 
become Grey ; which is likewife obferv- 
able in many European Inhabitants here, 
who come to the Age of 100 or 1 20 
Years. This mult be chiefly attributed 
to the temperature of the Climate, 
which is fuch, that in former times many 
that laboured under fome Img- 
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r^-A^ ring Diftcmper, whether in Spain or the 
1647. Eafi-IndieSy uled to come to Brafil to 
partake of the benefit of that excellent 
Air and Water *, ’Tis true, moft of the 
Children of Foreigners arc troubled 
with lingring Sickncfl^, fo that fcarcc 
one in three arrives to a ftarc of Man- 
hood *, but this mull not be attributed 
to the Air, but rather to the bad nou- 
Tifhment. Few Criplea' or crooked 
People are to be met whh among the 
Brafilians^ they being genially very 
llraighc and nimble, which » the more 
admirable ; bccaufc they never do their 
Children up in Swathling Cloatbi, ex- 
cept their Feet, looking upon it as un- 
whoKbme^ 

Before the Dutch got footing in 
Brafil^ the Portugueje^ had made all the 
Natives their Slaves, and lo^’d upon 
it as the greateft piece ot Policy, quite 
to extirpate ihem ; which they did fo 
effcAualiy, that v^hcrcas about 100 Years 
ago the Captaii Ihips ot Bta Claude alone, 
could raife <ococo Fighting Men, fcitrce 
300 were to be met with in 1645, mod 
1O46. which had created a mortal ha- 
tred in the BrafiUans againft the Porttt* 
gue fes *, tho’ it mull alfo be confefs’d that 
the late War, and feme Epidemical Di- 
(tempers# did fweep away many ot the 
Natives. The remainders of them liv’d 
in certain .widens or Villages, affigned 
them for that purpolc, where they had 
their Plantations 5 befides which they 
ferved the Portugnefes in their Sugar- 
Mills, tor a certain Monthly Pay, which 
furnifhed them with Clothes and other 
NcctflTaries. Their Huts arc made only 
of Wooden Stalks, covered with Palm- 
Tree Leaves. They can’t endure the 
Yoak of Slavery, nor any toil, cfpccially 
the Tapoyers‘^ They live vciy quietly a- 
mong one another, unlefs they get 
Drunk, when they fometimes Sing and 
Dance Day and Night. Drunkennefs is 
a Vice belonging to both Sexes here, of 
which they are fo fond, as to be pail re- 
medy *, tbo’ th is occafions often Qparrels 
and other ebormous Vices among them. 
They are likewife much addiSed to 
Dancing, which they caU Ciuuf^ they 
have feveral ways of Dancing, one of 
which is call’d Vrstkapi \ they commonly 
Sing whim they are Dancing. The* 
Children divert themfelves with divert 
forts of Games, one is call'd Kstrapirara^ 
another GHathtpaie^ and a third Guaikh* 
guaibthHkn, They will Sleep fometimes 
a whole Day and Night, and would 
not ilir then, if they did not want 
Viftuali. Near their Hammoda they 


keep a Fire Day and Night, in the t)ay rtJU 
to drefi their Vidoils, in the Night, to 1 d 4 
allay the rawnefs of the Air, which here 
is colder than in moll parts of Ettrwpt^ 
becaufe Day and Night is almoll^f an 
equal length here, tfarongbont the Year. 

The Inland BrafUlems of both Sexes, Iheir 
go quite naked without the leail cover- 
ing. But tbofe Inhabitlog nearer to the 
Sea-lhoar, who converfe with the Dutch 
and Ptrtuguefisy wear only a Shirt of 
Linnen or Caliico; tho’ in my time:, 
fome of the chiefdl among them, began 
to take a Pride to Cioatb tbemfelves 
after the Enrapaan manner. The Wife 
conllantly follows her Husband, where- 
ever he goc^ even in the War. He 
carries nothing but his Arms, but the 
poor Woman is loaden like a Mule or 
Sumpter- Horfe. For, befidrt a great 
Basket which is tied to her back, (calTd 
by them Pati^ua)^ (he has another upna 
her Head, with all the Honfhold Stun in 
ic^ or a great Basket with Floury be- 
fides which feveral other fmaller Veflelt 
hang on both fides, wherewith they take 
up Water for their Drinking. The 
Child is carried in a piece of Callico, 
which is fallned to her, and hangs down 
from her Right Shoulder. It lies there 
with its Legs wide open, one being 
ilretch’d crofs the Mothers Belly, the 
other over her Shoulder. After all this 
(he carries a Parrot or Ape in one Hand, 
and leads a Dog in a String with the o- 
ther. Thus they proceed on their Jour- 
ney, without any further Provifion, ex- 
cept a fmall quantity of Farinha^ The 
Hedge or open Fields ferve inllead of 
Inns, which furnifti them with neceflary 
Food, as the Rivers and Springs with 
Drink j and fo docs the Tree call’d Ka^ 
rageatay which contains always fome 
Rain-water within the hallownefs of its 
Leaves, to the great Relief of Travellers, 
who in fome barren places, do often 
not meet with a River or Spring for 
twelve Leagues together. Towards 
Night they hang their Hammocks on 
Trees, or ellc fallen them to Stalks 
Neatly they make a Fire to Drefs their 
Viftuals, and agaiull the Rain defend 
themfelves with Palm-Tree Leaves: 
When they are at home, the Husband 
goes commonly in the Morning abroad, 
with his Bow and Arrow, to Shoot 
fome Wild-Beall or catch Biids, or elfe 
to the Sea'fidc or next River a Filhing, " 
whUll the Women are employed in the 
Plantations*, fome Women go abroa 4 
with their Husbands and carry hoftie 
the Prey. The Wild-Bcafts arecaugh^

^47. Kill with Arrows, others they catch in 
Pits dug for that purpofe, and covered 
with the Leaves of Trees, under which 
is hidden romeCarrion,thc feent of which 
draws them to the Pit •, This they call 
Petakii. They make alfo certain Wood- 
en Traps, and ufe divers other ways of 
catching the Wiid-Beafts, each of which 
they diftinguifli by their proper names.

ly Worms, Crabs or fomc fmall Fifties.

which they call is^afcda^ and the Portu- 
{ruffes Jangada \ The Wood is commonly 
‘of the Txt^Aptba. 

The BrafiUans are not burthened with rheir 
much Houfhold-StuflT ; Their Hammocks mujhoi, 
being their chiefeft: care in this kind *, 
they call them are wrought of Cot- 
ton, like Net- w-ork, of about fix or feven 
Foot long and four broad. When they 
are going toSleep, they fallen them either 
to two Beams of their Huts, or clfe in 
the open Air, to two Trees, and fome 
diftance from the Ground* for fear of 
fomc obnoxious Creatures, and to avoid 
the pefliferous exhalations of the Earth- 
The Tapoyers^ call'd Kunn have very 
large Hammocks, of twelve or fourteen 
Foot long, which contain four Pcriunt 
at a time. The Por tuguefe W omen make 
fomc very fine Hammocks, wrought 
with divers Figures in them. In 
Dilhes and diips they ufe the KaUhfjjt^, 
cut in the middle, which are painteo

In their 
Journeys they always make ufc of the 
pMtigud^ but the Pd/taku is ufed by the 
Slaves and Negroes in the Rectify for the 
conveniciicy ot Carriage. 
irma- The Arms ot the BiofiUdns are only 
r. Bows, Arrows, and Wooden Club& 
Their Bows, which they call Gwrdpara 
anc Plrdpard^ arc made of very hard 
Wood, called Gut^apaubd and P’trdfd^ 
riba: The Bowftungs arc made of 
Cotton twilled, and by them call’d Gui- 
rapakumu The Darts they call Vba^ and 
arc made of Wjld-Cane. The Points of 
thefe Darts are cither of Wood hardned, 
or of Fiflr Teeth call’d Jdcrtt^ or of 
Bones or Cane well fharpned \ fome 
have fcvcral Points, others but one, 
ir roay Being not iu the leaR acquainted with 
iccoujiu Aritni»^etick, they compute the num- 
ber of their Years and Age by the Chef- 
nuts which grow on the Fruit jlkdju^ 
which Chefnuts they call Akdgudkdya^ as

They have feme Know- 
ledge rcmaioing of a general Deluge, 
it being their Opinion, That the whole 
Race of Mankind were extirpated by a 
gener il Deluge, except one l^n and bit 
own Sifter, who being with Child bck 
fore, they by degrees repeopled the 
World.

nay, they have no Word exprefling the rvA 
ia^ unlefs it be Tiibdy which ligoifiet 1 ^ ^ 
as much ai fomethuQig. jnoft ExceUent a- 
hove the reft; Thmtli^y call the Thun** 
der Tnbdkrnikf^ ^ noife made by 
the Supream ExceBfefl^ ; for Akutiirngd 
implies as much ai a Koife. They are 
unacquainted with Hearen or Hell, tho* / 
they have a Tradition among theiii,That 
the Souls don’t Die with the Bodies, but 
that they are either tranfplanted into 
Devils or Spirit or dfe enjoy a great 
deal of Mcafure with Dancing and Sing* 
ing, in fome pleafant Fields, which they 
fay are behind the Mountains. Thefe 
Fields are enjoyed, by al) the brave Men 
and Women, wlio have kill’d and eaten 
many of their Enemies ; but foch as have 
been Idle, and never did any thing of 
moment, are tortured by the Devil, un- 
to whom they give many Names,

If a Woman be difeovered to 
have had an unlawful commerce with 
another Man, her Husband turns her 
away, but if they arc catch’d in the ad, 
he may kill them both. The Mothers 
take extraordinary care, that the Nup- 
tials of their Daughters arc not con- 
fummated till after they have had their 
Monthly timcs,whicb they give notice of 
to their Phyllcians, and thefe to the King, 
who then gives them Licenfe to go to 
Bed with the Bridegroom, who pays his 
acknowledgment to her Mother, for the 
care (he has taken of her Daughter. If 
a Young Maiden be Marriageable, and 
yet not courted by any, the Mother 
Paints her with fomc red Colour about 
the Eyes, and thus carries her to the 
King, who orders her to (it down near 
him upon a Carpet, and blows the Smoak 
of Tobacco in her Face. After which 
he thrufts his Yard into the Womans 
Privities, and if any Blood comes forth, 
he licks |t up, which is eileem’d a lingu- 
lar Honour among them. For the rclt 
of the Tdpoyerj^ arc the worft of all the 
other being ignorant of any 

thing that relates to Gc^ or Religion ^ 
neither will they receive any Inllrudion 
of that kind. They have certain Prices 
or ratherSorcercrs,who pretend to fore- 
tcl things to come, and to raife Spirits, 
which they fay appear to them in the 
ihape of a Flyc^ or any fuch like Infcd : 
When thefe Spirits difappear, the Wo- 
men make molb horrible cries and lamen- 
tations, in which conll/ls the main point 
of their Devotion. They avoid Night 
journics, for fear of Ser|^nts and other 
Venomous Creatures, neither will they 
iet on a Journey till the Dew be dried up 
by the Sun-brams. Several Nations of 
the T#f/wyew, cfpccially thofc under King 
^obn Dicpy^ livM always in a good cor- 
refpondence with the Duteb^ unto whom 
th^ afforded at divers times conilderable 
Aflmnce *, tho’ they did not fubmit to 
their Jurifdiftion, but were governed bv 
their own Kings. King John Dnjpy had 
Sixty Children by Fifty Wives, tho’ 
fometimes he had not above Fourteen 
Wives at a time*, Thefe Tapoytrs having 
a mortal hatred to the Portu^uefts^ uled 
to kill them wherever they could meet 
with them. And thus much may fuiEce 
concerning the Manners, way of Living,

will now proceed to give you an account i d 
of my Voyage back into HolUnd, V 

Being fenflble, as 1 told you before, 
that things grew worfeand worle every 
Day with us, here, I with much ado got turn 
leave to depart, and accordingly the 
23d of J/dy, 16^9. I went aboard the ^ 
Ship call’d the Vnion^ Mann’d with 80 
Sailors, under the Command of Captain 
Albert jMTtts^ a Native of Wc 

fet Sail the fame Day in Company of the 
Blue Engle ^ and a Yacht call’d the BrM~ 
fiUan. We left the City of OUneU to the 
South- Weft in the evening ^ the 25th we 
were under three Degrees fix Min. with 
a North-North-Eaft Courfe, we fail’d 
that Day about 28 Leagues. The next 
Day we pafs’d the Line, with veryfair 
Weather and Wind \ we continued our 
courfe without any remarkable accident 
till the firftof Amgufi^ when about Noon, 
we found our felvcs under 9 Dt^ Min. 
having fail’d 29 Leagues in the laft 24 
Hours. The lame Evening we faw the 
firft time the North-Pole-Sur, after we 
had pafs’d the Line. The id of Angufi 
we fail’d 23 Leagues with a frefh gale, 
and found our felvcs under the 1 1 th Deg. 

1 3 Min. We continued this our courie 
with a fair Wind, till the i6th of Augufl 
when we were becalmed, we did not ad- 
vance above 60 Leagues that Day, being 
under the 26 Dcgr. wc found it exceeding 
hot. The 20th of wc had but a 

flendcr South-Eaft-Wmd, wc found our 
felvcs under 29 Dcgr. 45 Min. wc were 
much troubled with heat, for want of 
the cool Land Winds, that the Knives in 
the Cabin were fo hoc, that no body could 
hold them in his bare Hands, nor any 
one could touch the Deck of the Ship 
with his Hands or Feet. Wc continued 
our courfe thus till the 29ch, when being 
under 38 Deg. 46 Min. we made about 
Eight leagues that Day. The 3d of Stpr, 
being under the 40Ch Degr. 1 8. Min. we 
efpied a Sail which wc found to be a V eflcl 
bound tor y'trgima. Towards Evening wc 
were forced toilay foraetime for the Brau 
Yacht, {behaving loft one of her 
Mafts. The next following Day in the 
Morning wc dilcovcred the Ifland of 
Or/«, whither wc direded our Courfe. 

Corfu and Floris arc two of the Nine ^ 
iBands, the Dutch commonly call 
Flemming JJUneb. The biggelt is Tercern^ 
being about 16 Leagues in compafs. It is 
very Rocky, but truicful, producing a 
conilderable quantity of Oxen, and, a*

We continued our courfe without any re- 
mai kablc accident, till the 1 0 th of Seft, 
when we fuppofed our felves to be not 
far from Land, which we difeovered the 
fame Evening to the North, North-Eaft 
of us. The 17th we were becalmed, and 
catch’d r ore Fifli than we were able to 
cat. 8th we difeovered the Ifle of 
to the North of us, whereabouts 
one of our Ships was ftparated from us; 
not long after we faw the Point of Dover, 
^ AH' The 19th we pafs’d by Dwikerk and O- 
'oor <Lr* fiend with a brisk gale, and about Noon 
ms At fafely arrived in the Road of FluJfmjren. I 
luffingen immediately afhoar, and after having 
rcfrclhed my fclf for five Days, 1 went to 
MtddUburgh^ where I like wife continued 
five Days. From thence 1 continued my 
Journey over Dort^ Rotterdam^ Delft^siniX 
Harlem to the famous City of Amficldam^ 
from whence 1 undertook ihx^Wtfi-lnd^a 
It ^rives Voyage 1 640. From Amfieldam 1 went to 
I iVn- ZweU^ the Birth-place of my Father John 
Nienhoff-^ and io to Bemhem^ my Native 
Countiy, where 1 met with my Parents 
in good health, after fo many fatigues of 
a tedious Voyage; whilft 1 was at Ben- 
them my Father Died 1651. the 1 5th of 
> 1 %, in the 85th Year of his Age, being 
lamented by all, by rcafon of his good 
Qualifications. 

Some iioublcfome People laid the lofs 
ofthei)«f<h Btafil at the door of the 
Members of the Great Council^ viZ. Hen' 
ly Harnel^ Adrian BuUefirate^ and Peter 
Jande Bas^ who left Brafil 1 647. It was 
alledged that the before mentioned Con- 
ti ads made with the Portugaefes had 
given them gicat opportunity of a Re- 
volt; for which it was faid the faid 
Members had received great Sums of 
Money ; but it being evident, that the 
fupceeding Members of thcGrcat Council 
having taken Cogoifance of that Affair 
before their departure, Nov, 6. 1645. 
rfsd in March J547. they were fully 

cleared of thefe Accufations, the fame 

• 


having been tranfadci by fpecial Orders 
of the Council of XIX. in HoUand-^ be- * <^4 9. 
fidcs, that the Revolts which were a- 
bout the fame time in agitation, in Angola^ 
jifrsca^ and the Ifland of Ceylon in the 
Eafi'Indiet^ where no fuch CoQtrads 
were made, do fufficiently teftific that 
the foundation of this inteftine War, 
was laid in Portugal^ long before the 
Contrafts were fet on foot. What is 
more furprifing, is, how the Portkguefes^ 
confidering we were pretty well pro- 
vided with Forts and Garrifons, durft 
think of fuch an Attempt ; but the rca- 
fon is plain, for what they wanted in 
ftrength or otherwife, they were fup* 
plied with from the Bahia. 

The Motives that induced the Porta- /»- 
gttefes to this Revolt, were the recovery of 
their Li^rty, the difference of their 
Language and Manners from ours ; but bcL 
efpecially of Religion, which, our Peo- 
ple endeavoured to cftablifli in Brafil‘.^ 
thefe with fomc other concurring cir-^ 
cumftances, fuch as our preftnt wcaknefs, 
and the difpofition the States were in at 
that time, to be fairly rid of Brafil^ gave 
them fufficient encouragement for this 
attempt. It has been the opinion of 
Ibmc that the firft fparks of this Rebellion 
might foon have been quench’d by fei- 
fing fome of the heads of the Portugaefe 
FaSion ; but it being apparent fromfhe 
Records, that nothing was left unat- 
lempted upon that account, tho’ with- 
out any confiderable fuccefs, the fame 
cannot be imputed to the ncglcdt of the 
Government ; The true realbns of the 
lofs of Brafil were the flendcr Garrifon, 
and the inconfidcrable number of Datch 
inhabiting there ; nothing being more 
obvious, that a conquered Country muft 
be maintained, either by a fufficient 
Military Force, or ftrong Colonics ; the 
laft of which was the conftant praAicc 
of the Ancient Romans.^ who befides this , 
back them with good Armies to keep the 
conquered Nations in Obedience. Ano- 
ther way of eftablifhing themfclvcs in a 
conquered Country, tho’ a Very Barba- 
rous one, was introduced by the Spaniards 
and Port ague fes\vL Ameriiaj who by de- 
ft roying the Ancient Inhabitants, and 
planting Colonies of their own, faved 
•themfelves the charge of keeping many 
Forts and Garrifons for their Defence. 

Neither of thefe was fufficiently obfer- ji^a/ohs

The 1 8th I was 
lent a {hoar to Complement the Govemour 
of St. who received us very kindly, 

and furnifh’d us with an Als to carry us b.ick 
to the Harbour. All this wliile we ( atch'd 
abundance of Fifti ; and the 20th lent lumc 
on Shoar with fome Toys, which they ex- 


changed with the Inhabitants of St. Vincent, J 
for Oranges, Limons, Bakora's and Pom- i 
pions. The feme day the Ship the i{pfe ^ 
bound (or Brafil, came to an Anchor in^,^ 
lame Bay. Mr. hut the Elder Conhi 
mandcr in Chief of the Land Forces came 
on Board us being much lurjiriled to meet^ , 
with me there. Being by this time provid-i 
ed with as many needWies as we were abk 
to get, wc w'cre ready to let Sail, but were 
detained by contrary Winds till the xjth. 
Tlie Ifte of St. Vincent is a Rocky and Bar- 
ren Ifland, affording nothing but a little 
Grals for the luftenance of wild Goats. It 
is about 5 Leagues in Circuit, under the 
C'ommand of a Vortuguefe Govemour, who 
was then a Mulnt, oue bom of a Chrifti 
m Father and a Negro Mother* 



The Inhabitants Iiere are Negros, tranl^ 
planted hitlier fmm Iweral Parts to catch 
wild Goats, the Skins of which they fend to 
Portugal, and the FK'lh they can't conlimie 
th^ throw away. They lead a wretched 
Life without Women. All their Water is

Scurvy, Sea before, 'vas lo much fujprifcd at it, that 
he confefs'd he never had lee.i uv like, and 
that few of them woi^d :i'co\ei‘^ but I told 
him, that in i ale wc ( ad make the Cape,

Lund, .11(1 receive^ linubc »-efrcfhnienr, 
which accordingly pi‘o\tJ ’r..e. Tlic 10th 
and ;'oth it was very Tvinpclluous weather, 
when we loft fight agaii. of the D nl{e’, we 
were forced to keep the open Sea till the ad 
of February *, when WC found our (elves un- 
der 34 deg. ^9 min. Southern Latitude, and 
56 cleg. min. Longitude. The ^dl^ing 
overtaken by a ftorm from the South-Ealf, 
we were forced to leave the fhoar again, 
which continued tlic next day with foch \ i- 
olence that wc ioft our Maln-lail. The 4th 
vve purlued our Courle with a biLlc Gale 
under deg. 40 min. when we again dil- 
covered Lana at about 6 or 7 Leagues di- 
ftance.

Hein is like other Beef, but Ibmcwhat Couri- 
er , when it is lalttd, it appears and keeps 
I like the ordinary Dutch lalted Beef 

' 'I'hev have likewile here w^hat they com- 
monly call Iron with long Ipikes, 

which by drawing the skin togedicr, tan 
flioot at tliole that come too near them, with 
luch force, as to Wound them Monally. A 
dead Lyon w^s once found here, with iuch 
a Ipike ftickingin thebrcalf, wliich hadque- 
ftionlcls cauled his death. 'Lhc skin is hung 
up, and to be lam in the Fort to this day. 
ITey abound allb in Hares, Wild-Goats and 
Rabbets ; and deeper into the Country they 
have Tygers, Lyons, Wolves, Leopards, 
Rhinoceros’s, Deer, Cows, Calves and R(x:k- 
Docs. They have plenty of Sheep which 
the Inhabitants cxpluingc for Copper, To- 
bacco, Tobacco-pipes, and fiich-likc Baubles. 
They bear no wool, hut Iniir like ourGoats ; 
Hicir leggs arc long and the Tail conllfts of 
one long and tliick piece of fat which 
weighf iomeumes lo pound and above. 


On this Cape is alio a certain Creature fs/s-O ^ 
call’d a "-f/iLk/il, being betwixt a Fox and a 165*^. 
Dog, with gray hair , it roar^ frightfully in 
the night time, being very gi’scdy after ^ 
men’s Hcfti , lb that it w ill dlgg ibme dmes I 
ten foot deep to come at a dead Carcals: it ^ 

is laid to be the moft quick-lcented of all Crea - 
nires, and by its Icciit to dilcover any Carri 
on that is near at hand to thcl.yon. Among ^ I 
others they have likewile a certain wild Beall ( 
in fhape and bigncls like an Elcpliant, but 
W'ithtwo horns on the top of the nole ; its tail 
is likcwife like that of an Elephant, but lias a 
bufh of black hair on the head W'herc it joins 
to the neck, w ith two llrelght and rouni 
horns, with ftiort Moulc-coloured hair all o* ^ 

\'c r the Body On the top of the L/en. 

MouHtHin^ (lo call'd from its rclemblance tt 
a Beeping I.yon) arc great numbers of Ba- 
boons, wliich are lo unlucky, that they will 
lomctimes w ith Bones, force thole who aP 
cend the Mountaiii, to turn back. Howe- 
ver moll of your ravenous beafts, liich a^ 

I.,yons, Leopards, Wolves, Jackalls and Ty- 
gcTi, are but rarely to be met with near the 
bea-lhoar, wlicrc they arc almoft rooted cut 
by the Inhabitants ; a certain reward being 
let for every one that kills any of thefe beafts, 
of which Icveral skins hang up in a Gallery of 
the Fort. They have allb Sea and Land 
Tortoiles in great quantitks, and the Wcxxls 
fumifh them with plenty of Hony, which 
the Bees hide in the decpcdl hoUownds of 
the Trees, ^either arc they without Dogs 
wliich are commonly of a red Colour, and 
liavc Ihort tails. 

I'htTe is here a certain kind of Filh Call'd jig 
hy the Dutch the Hottentots becaufe the tentot’f 
Hottentots are very dextrous in taking thcni.^ 1 ^* 

'lliey arc \ cry fine Fifties and taft like our 
Ciodds. Formerly they uled to catch abun- 
dance of Scols, but now moft of their Fifties 
arc unknown to us. In the Baj arc 
allb W hales in abundance, but they are too 
lt“an to aiford any conliderabic quantity of 
Oyl. Near the Sea Ihoar ycu meet with ^ « 
the Filh call'd by the Lntincs 'Votpedoj, by 
the Greeks in the lame Imcc by the 

Spaninrds Hugi*, and by the Dutch Kjrck j 
Fifh or'Ut^ie Fijh ; not lx‘caulc of its lazinds ![’ 
in Iwimming, but of its hidden qualities, 
which as its reporced, confiBs in this, that 1 
when it finds it left in diftrd's, it fends forth I 
* a certain juice, which leizes the FiQicr-mcn 
with a Cramp in all riieir Limbs. The In- 
habitants here arc call’d Hottentots by tlic 
Dutch, by rcalbn of tlicir Hammering. ^ 

The men licrc appear for the moft part The Hot* 
naked, having only a kind of a Cloak made 
of Doc, Sheep, or Rabbet skins Ibwr^ ‘ ^ 
gether, hanging from their (Boulders, 

CO their buttocks, faftned under the ehi 
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a ribbond, with the rough lidc outward in 
die Summer, and the (amc turn’d infide in 
the W’Litcr. \^’hcii they are IVavclllng 
d '' ' wear over this another (>loak with die 
A Ijde outwards. Their flioocs iii*c made 
0 jj^iinocxTOs akin viihout atiy hcel.s tycd 
. together on ilie middle of the feet with m o 
leather llraps. Ju tljc niglir time, or in rainy 
. w, rather, they V’ear Caps of Lamb skins with 
\ ll ‘ woolly lidc inwards. Their Privities tlicy 
,^Ci»v’ei with a piece of T ygers skin or Inch 
like, which is ty’d behind with two Iwther 
11 rings. In their h.iir, which is Heaved in 
lomc places of the head, they twilV Invall 
V • pper plates, Htn ns, and pieces of Coral, 
e W omen w ear Cloaks of Lamb skins 
• the Men, with the lough ltde inwards, 
U j loinewh.il liinger ^ hedidcs which they 
ovcT their Bellies and Buttocks, asallbtlxdr 
l^ivities with aimtiier fe»ur-li]uarc skin. On 
their heads tlicy ive*ai Caps of Doe, Sheep, 
and Rublxrt skins, t)’d ro^nd abtjut with a 
blond Sheep skin Brap 'i 'heir flioix-s are the 
l.'ime with the Men Such Men or W omen a:> 
are rich in C.'atiel, greM/e not only their Bo- 
dies and Faees, hut likewile their Cloaks and 
Caps with Suet, but the Poor wear no 
Cloaks at all , lb tliat greafineL is among 
them belli an Ornament, and a token ol 
Riches. , In both e.ii s they wear ftrii^gs of 
Cx)ral,each weighing commonly four Ounces ; 
about their Necks Copper-Beads round the 
Arms ihcj^ wear an Ivory ring, andaftreight 
Cpppcr nng about their W^rills. V\^hen die 
^\’omcn go a-bro.id, they commonly have 
an empty leather bagg hanging dow’n from 
then IhuuJdcTs, in wdiich aie only lome 
baubles but if they liave a young Cluld it 
is cariieJ i.i this bagg. Tltey wear ftinking 
guts twilled twdcc 01 thrice round their legs 
ior an Oniament , or elle dry’d guts, which 
(erve ilieni as a defence againft pricking of 
ThorlffTNd make a latling noik; when they 
arc dancing ^id merry making. The Men 
wear them likVwile about the neck, and hang 
their I’obaccolpipcs and other Toys in them. 
, The AmiychieHy ultxl among the Hot ren- 
iton arc being flicks of 3, 4,01 y foot 

* long,}X)jmc‘d at the end w ith a fhaip broad piece 
; thele they make thcmlelvcs and ule 
Uicm with great dexterity. They have alio 
?)mc Bows and Arrows but are as vet quite 
Ignorant of the ule of fire Arms. W lien they 
go abniad they carry this Javeliop call’d by 
them Ajfagaye in one, and an Ollrich Fea- 
ther, or a Imall {lick with a wild Cal’s tail 
the end, in the other hand, wherewith 
they defend thcmfelvcs againft the Gnats and 
other Inlo^s. 

jjJiie Hottentots arc very nafty and aulcwarti 
i for they are ignwant of any thiag 
lifiidiitcs to Cookery, butoevour raw pieoes 


of fiefh or carrion, as greedy us dogs 'JLc fNA-O 
guts thcmlelvcs they Iwrallow' down witlv>ut 1 6 f 3. 
wafliing or drclimg, after they have otil) 
Icjueczedthem a little For WMiit of can r ion they 
c-.it dciid ftinking Filh, fuch as they mict 
with near the Sea fide, MufleJs and luch like. 

The) kill no Cattle except it be rendered 
ulclcls by Sickncls cr Age, except it Ik- a 
Iheep againft a Wedding Dinner. The Hcfti 
of St-a-dogsor Rabbets is a dainty with them, 
wl'.lch they de\'oiir ciihcr quite law W’ithout 
cleanfing, or Ibmcrimes broil it a little upon 
Coals. They cut and eat the Bacon t-f 
dc.'d Whales wliich happen to be call a Ihoar 
with great cagCinels, nay they drink the Oyl 
which is drawn fi i;m thence bv the heat of the 
Sun, like Water. Some bury piea’s of this 
Bacon in the Sand for thcii future ule How- 
ever lliclr bed and daily food are certain roots, 
not unlike our large Potato’s, which the Wo- 
men digg up nrar the Rivers and in lomfr 
other places, thole they c.u either biuii’d or 
boil’d. They are very eagcT aficT our Wheat 
or Riec bread w’hich is Inked thcic, ."ind 
willingly exclunge it for Cattle. 

'i'heir diicf drink is Water, 01 Milk wliicli 
their Cattle affords them. ’Tis incredible ” * 
how fond they are of Brandy or S/aniJh 
W'inc, but a Imall quantim makes tliem 
drunk, W’hen they haul out fearfully and are 
very unruly. * 

'lliofc Inhabitants near the Cape arc 
a Wown Olive Colour, like the Miz/x/r , ^ ‘^**^* 
w'lnch however is not their natural Complc- 
clion, but acquired by Art, for they bioil 
cenain herbs w'iih greale, w’hcrcw’ith they 
belmcar their bodies and faces to make them 
Iwarthy , it having been found by experience, 
that a Girl, wliich was canivd into tlic 
Fort imracdiaTely after fhc was born and 
brought up there, proved of the lame Com- 
plexion with the bell of our llmopran Wo^ 
men. They are of Opinion, that in cole 
they don’t frequently belmcar themlclvcs 
thus from that time of rhc*ir birth, they ftiall 
be lubjc6l to riic Dropfie, a dillcmpcr to 
W'hich many of the Afi icam are moll lubjedt, 
as the AhJJtmj have one thigh Iwell’d twice 
as thick as the odicr. Upon the arrival of 
our Ships on the Cape, they get into the 
Cooks room, and witli the fiit and black of tlic 
Kettle, belmcar rfieir hair and faces to make 
them ftiine the better ; this being look'd up- 
.^on as a great piece of Beauty among them, 
thb* it makes them lincll very rank, clpcci^ 
ally if they put greale into tbe gafhes whicb 
they make in their skin for that purpofe, 
when you may lincll them at zoo yards 
diftance. ^ 

They arc generally lean, fhortand ugly i jUmtion 
yet they have black quick eyes and very and HiHd 
good >(riatc Teeth. TliCffNolaawfcaicwhat^^^ 

flat 
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flat, tho’ not always, and the Lips, clpcci- 
I 0 y 5. ally the nppcrmoll:, very thick 'Iricir Forc- 
heads arc Woad, but wiinklcd; and the hair 
of the, NIcn is curl'd and fhori like Lambs 
wool, but vcFY nally and giealy. The Wo- 
men have tldckerbaiir than tlu men, theLdl; 
of which pull our all their hair upon their 
chin. Tht' Men lia\'e very well made I^gs, 
but flcnder GalL, and are id nimble as to be

able to out-run a ilrong Bull, and IVop him 
ill liis full career. The \\'omen elpccially 
have vtry fine and Ifnall feet, with flat Bel- 
lies and roLincl Buttocks j their hands arc ve- 
ry wt 11 fhaped, but their fingers and nails 
\ery long. The Mens Privities or Yards 
ai e very large, but have only one ftonc ; 
for lo loon as a Male Child is born, the 
hlother cuts out the right ftone to make it 
the more fit tor running, and afterwards 
gives it Idmc Sea w'atcr and Tobacco. The 
Women, efpecially thole that aie married, 
have long brcalhs which arc alwa) s bare, and 
when they are luckling their Infants, hang 
backtwards over their fhouldeis. TFe infide 
of the Womens Privities arc Id relaxed, that 
they hang out. Their chicfdl: Riches con- 
fift in their Cattle, wliich they never kill, 
but when forced thereunto, cither by fick- 
fiefi or age of the Beaft. 

They jfammer much in their fpccch, and 
blufter out their words like a T urky-Cock ; 
they make ulc of no letters, neither do they 
know what writing and reading is; Idmc 
however have been taught to fpeak, read and 
write Dutch, which fhews them to be appre- 
henfive enough. For the reft of the Hotten- 
tots arc Id very ftupid, that they arc not a- 
blc to form to themfelvcs the Icaft Idea of 
attacking or detending a ftrong hold , a 
Houle of Brick, Inch as is pnxif againll fire, 
being as pi-ofitable again! t them as the beft 
Fort , for if you cnclofe them in a Houle, 
and only (hut the doors and windows fiift, 
they are as life here as in the ftrongeft Pri- 
Idn, having nor the leaft Icnfc to open them 
for their deliverance ; in which they arc in- 
ferior to Bealfs, which commonly endeavour 
to deliver themfelvcs from Bondage. Not- 
withftanding‘the Hottentots arc fd itiipid, and 
in my Judgment, the molt wrctchcci Nation 
upon Harm, there arc Idme among them, 
that want notcimning, djxicially If hey arc 
brought up to it ; an inftance of which we 
law in our time, in two young fblbw^ who* 
being carri^ from hence to Btitstvia, where 
they Were inftructed in Ipcaking, reading 
and writing of Dtttcfj. One of them was 
employed - as a Servant by the General Di- 
re<!^tor, John Mnct Quicker, and after fomc 
lime ms ftnt back to the Cape to lave as 
an Interpreter there. I met with himat my 
firft fiiom ^ E0jMhdies, amohg 




the JIotfentots,^ud ask’d him w hether he would pv/w 
not rather 1^ with us whcie he lived much ^ ^ 
better ? he told me, he would rather be with 
his own Country men. 1 undeiifood afi .t- 
ward^, that ihr fellow bad proved the otba- 
fion of gre.ii milchicf and dificicnces ng ^ 
the Hottentots, and that feveral had b'cn 
kill'd in tltc Qiiarrcl on both lides. At Jaft / 
he fell again into the hands of the Command- 
er ol the Cupe, who banilh’d him to the' 
K^hbcn Ifl/inJ, where he dyed. 'Fheft thej; ' 
pimifti with a Baftinado, and lo they do 
Murthcr, not out of any regard to God Al- 
mighty, but foraiftoms lake. TheytaLof 
one Humnmn/f, who has the dilpofil of Ra 11s 
and Fair W'cather, but they pay no adc na- 
tion to him. 

Marriage is in pretty good efteem among Their A 
them, tho’ a Man Marries as many Wives 
as he pleales The Maid as Ition as Ihc is 
bethrothed performs the Oath of Fidelity in 
the following mxnner The Mother cuts off 
the firft joint of her Daughters little fiiigqr, 
which is lied to her future Husband's finger, 
this they bury, and afteiwaids kiU a Cow 
for thcii Wedding dinner. The Maid* arc 
diftinguifh'd from the Married Women, by 
green rwiggs which are twifted round their 
leggs ; thefe are taken off at the Wedding 
day, and inllead of them the dry'd guts dt 
the Cow killdfor the Wedding dinner, put 
on ; thefe when they Dance make a noilc, 
which Iccm very agreeable to them. 

’Tis true, the Hottentots are the moft Bar- 
barons upon Earth ; iioi^’ithftanding ^hidiyjmiutbn 
J can’t agree with thole that will not allow of Helii 
of any religious Woilhip among them; it®”* 
being the opinion of all Learned men, that 
no Natioit is 16 Baibarous, but wlwt lias 
fomething of Religion, be it True or Falle. 

For they adore the Moon with unuliial out- 
crys , and it is not improbable but. tlFt they 
pay the feme devotion to die iun, becauic 
they follow itsCourlcas mucl' asis polllblc, 
by changing the Pafture of tyeir Catdc ; for 
when the Sun tomes to the 'l^ropick of Ca- 
pricorn ; it has been oblcrvcd tfiat they feed' 
their Gitde on the South-Eaft il:le of thel 
Rivulet, but when the Sun returns tciihe 
Tropick of Cancer, they go to the North fide , 
if it happens to rain very haid, they Ihclta 
themfelvcs in their Huts, leem to be fear- 
ful, and don’t creep out till it be fair wca- 
tha. llien they begin to be very merry, 
lifting up their ncads and eyes to I k-.iveri, 
whi(£ is Interpreted by us as a kind of thanks- 
gl/ing ; for, when they arc asked why theg^ 
hide mmlclves during the rain; they anlVer, 

That the Great Captain being incen'lrti' a- 
gainft them, does punifh them witli this 
&Dcnt, whidi he kncfws to be conti 
their Nature By this Great Capuit 
9 ’ 
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Qt*eftiottlcfs undorftaiid the Suprcnm Being j 
I 6 f for if you Ipcak to them of Ged^ they are 
unwilling to hear it, and Punifh (iich among 
them as make ufe of it j allcdging that it is not 
fufficient to exprefi the Glory of the Sufrenm 
If you talk of the Dwil, they point 
Grouitd. Concerning the Rdurre- 
6^, they are of opinion, that thole that 
die near the Cape, fhall a-rife again behind 
the Mountains ; But pcrliaps aJi this tlicy 
may liavc learned from the Ponuguefes and 
Dutch. They frequently ‘.kirmifh with one 
another, commonly for the conveniency of 
Paftorage, lb that fimetimes 6 or 7 arc left 
•lead upon the fpot. 

Divers ' Hottentots are divided into (evcral 

Nations, known by different Names. Thole 
the Hot- . Inhabiting near oUr Fort, arc by the Dutch 
tcntoci. but in their own Tongue 

Chouriequ/i , they arc the molt cunning ot all 
.the reft, by their frequent Commerce vith 
the Dutch and other Pu}ojstatis , they live for 
the moft part upon RootS| Fifti and Muflels. 
Sbmev'lat deeper in the Country live thole, 
commonly calfd Tobacco Thievesy becaulc 
they ufed to fteal the Tobacco out of the 
Fields, which is the rcaPm the Dutch plant 
no more Tobacco there j in their own 
Tongue they are call’d Kjtrrocbaukpn, There 
is another fort call’d Cl^iakjpay much more 
Potent ’and Richer than the Cape-nnen, yet 
don’t approiich in Power to the Kochuk^cuy 
who living ftill deeper in tlie Country, are 
accounted many thouland ftrong, and have 
f vaft herds of Cows and Sheeps they were 
xthen under the jurlldidlkai of two Captains, 
the firft call'd Odnfoyy the other Mommana. 
The firft of ihelc two had Married the Sifter 
of our Interpreter’s Wife in the Fort ; and 
being invited thither by A'lr. HJetkckjy the 
Governour, he at laft, alter much inquiry 
concerning his Quality, for fear of de- 
;Jiimlclf, gave him a vifit. They 
j^ther a Hunting, when Odofoy 
had the misjbrtune to be la upon by a fierce 
Lyon, who ieriainly would have tom him 
to pieces , /had not his followers kill’d 
' the Lyon^ith their javelins j however he 
did noyrfeape without being Ibrely wound- 
yd on 'the neck, the llclh was all tom from 
one of his fliouldcr blades, and his face all 
mil^bly maul’d : Being Judged paft recove- 
ry, the Governor offered him his own Sur- 
geon, but he would not accept of him, tru- 
fting more to thole of his own Nation j tho’^ 
the skill of thelc Surgeons among the Hot- 
tentots reaches no farther than to cure a green 
^woLind , which they liarce ever perform 
without leaving a great dent or Icam. They 
ear / their remedies about them, and com- 
ily have a Parrot or fomc luch Creature 
. unlike our Mountebinks) a-longwhb 


tliem. TTicir herbs they keep in Torloiie- 
fhells, but the roots, claws, teeth, and horns i 6 ■ 
of Bcafts (tbde being the Ingredients of tlicir 
Pliyfical Preparations) arc faftned to a firing 
which they in the lan'e manner asourTooih- 
drav'ers hang about the neck. 

There is another Nation of the Hottentots 
calJd by the Dutch Sardiniasnen or Saida?.- 
Las (fix>m a Bay of that Name) the Natives 
call them Kjiyegoekvoa. Some of the Hotten- 
tots relate, that to the North-Eaft of thole 
call’d Kochuknsy there is a Potent Nation 
dwelling in ftone-houles, that they are not 
as black, and governed by the lame Laws wc 
arc. Some fuppolc them to be a People in- 
habring the Mountain of tlie Moon, but 
confidcring they arc laid to underftand Gold 
and Silver, and to agree in many other tilings 
with the Europeans , our People Judge them 
to be a Colony of the Pmtuguejes that have 
Tranlplantcd themlclves thither from Mo- 
:{amhique. The Dutch have levcral times at- 
tempted to find out a paftage thither by Lind, 
but without Succefi, having alw^ays been 
forc'd to turn back for want of \\\iter. 

They allo talk much of two other Nations 
call’d Heukym^ua and Gyveman. The Hot- 
tentots or Inhabitants here arc not liibjeil: to 
one Head, and what reverence they pay to 
their Captains, is more out of cuftom than 
any foile of Duty , they have no fixt Habi- 
tations, but lead a vagabond life like the an- 
tient Schytes and Arahiattsy carrying their 
\\'ives and Children a-long with them. They 
are not very defirous of Gold and Silver, un- 
Icls Ibme few that Converfe with the Dutc/>y 
and know the conveniency of buying from 
them what they ftand in need of j for other- 
wile Copper is in greateft efteem with them. 

Boats they have none, being cxtreamlv fear** 
ful of Water, and therefore venture IcJdom 
further than to their knees. They arc of a 
very lazy temper 5 moft of their I’raffick 
confifts in Cows and Sheep, which they ex- 
change for Copper and Corals ; but after the 
bar^in is ftrutk, they expedl: an additional 
Prelcnt of Tobacco, Pipes and Brandy, 
which has been introduced among them by 
Foreigners. The Sea-men do allb Ibmctimes 
Ih'ap with them for Oftrich Feathers, and 
Imall Tortoil^lhclls, call'd Hay ego. It is to 
be admired how they Ihoukl make lb much 
account of Copper, which they daily tread 
Under their feet, it being certain that very 
good Coppci^Mines arc to be found herca- 
Douts. The Dutch have at divers times a^ 
tempted levcral Land Jouipcys into the Coun- 
try j as for inftance, in the Year 1660 
wiicn they difeovered two new Nations, 

The Illunha and Hamal^sttpa] they liippolw 
to have not been very far firom the Poytu- 
guefesf becaulc they thought to have heard

The fiidl is (b call’d from 
its fiatncls on die top like a T;iblc, being 
about tw^o Leagues high, but linall in C ir- 
cumfcrencc, and for that real bn of \'cy dil- 
ficult accefs. It is divided from another 
adjacent Mountain, call'd the Devil's Moun-

(betwixt the Table and the Devifs Mountain) 
that except the Country and Ground were 
very dnooch and hard liere, it would be lift- 
politble for any Ship to ride it out ; From 
April until OHober^ the Noith-Wed Wir* 
blows with not much lels violence, (ca 
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^ the t^orth’^eft Mammon) but yet not alrogc- 
r ». thcr fo fierce as the South-Eaft \^'ind, there 
its violence is more obfcrvable on the Land- 
iide of the Clifc The main difi'crence bo- 
thefe two Winds here, is, tlut the

^^tWhcrcas tbe Nortli-Weft Wind brin^ 
J which are very pernicious to the Fruit,

Tokens, by wliich you may dilcover whe- 
ther you are far from Land or not. I don’t 
mudi wcttKler that Ionic of the Ancient Au- 
r’ ■>TS who have given us an account of the 
I, aflinn, that when they were atalofs 
to nd out whether they were near Land or 
nc j they ufcd to let fly Ibme fiird% and 
acowdineto their flight, to diredl their Courfe. 
Tho’ thS is out of^te now, yet certain it 
is dut the Birds arc the beft guide asto thole 
who &il to the Edjhlndtet : For at a great 
diftance from tlic Cape, whiift you arc yet 
in the open Sea j you meet with a peculiar 
kind of finall ^-Gulls, which foretel you 
l^our approach to this Cape. But as tnele

Southern Latitude: V\e continued 
our Voyage with pretty good liicceli till the 
i8ih. wh«i about Noon we found our (elves 
under 3 8 deg. ifi min. Southern JLitiiude. 
and 33 deg. 17 min. Longii tide. 'The Cv^u - 
pali ftiew’d due South and Nonh. 'I i 
two ncxr following days proved veiy lainy 
and bJulhy, and the ^yrli. it'l’hundirdand 
Ughined very hard, with ftrong V\ ind« and 
much Rain, which ending at lafl in a vio- 
lent ftomt, olilig'd us to t-Ac in all our Sails, 
under 39 deg. lo min. Southern Latitude : 

The lit of Apyil we found our felvcs far to 
the North, witg forced by ilic ftteam, and 
the weather continued windy and rainy, as 
it had been ever fince the 27th of March , 
wc found our lelvcs then under 3 9 (Teg. ir 
min. of Latitude, and 95: deg. 30 min. of 
Longitude, and liad lail’d 36 League, 
in the laft 14 hours. The lame Night the 
Winds began to rife to tliat dejprce, ih.ir 
we were fain to take in our nuin tail, wliich 
continued to the 3d. when the Compahwas 
changed to i y deg. N. W. The ytJi wt 
(ail’d 44 Leagues with a nK;dt'rare Gale, 
under 38 deg. 13 min; The Rain-, and 
flron^ Winds continued till the 13 th in tlic 
morning, when it began to clear up, and 
(oil’d that day and niglu 46 Leagues under 
36 deg. 30 min. Lilitude, and»98 deg. 41 
min. Longitude. Thai it began to be blu- 
ftciy weatliCT again. Tlie 1 yth we found 
the Rifing the Sun at 24 deg.* N.W. this 
being the firft time fince thc4rh of tlie lafl" 
Month,by reaibn of the ftrong weather. About 
Noon we were under 35 deg. 14 min. of 
Latitude, and io4deg. 40 min. Longitude; 
hiving (ail’d 34 L^ues in 14 hours. To- 
wards Evening it began to be t'alm, but 
continued not long, the Winds and Rains 
infefring us by turns, rill the ift of 
when we found our (elves under 12 deg.

There is a 
certain Rock here call'd the Elephants 
frv)m its fliape and bignefs, from whence il- 
fucs forth a Rivulet as clear as Chryftal, 
which flidcs gently thro’ die adjacent verdant 
Plain, whence is a very pleafant walk up to 
the Rock. 

Tie jiir of However the Air of Awlmna is none of the 
Im^ina. wbolfbmcif. There rages in this and the reft 
of the Molucca Illands, a certain diftemper, 
both among the Natives an?i Strangers, which 
by its S)'mproms rcfcmblcs altogether the 
Erench Pox, i^for which rcafbn the Dutch call 
it the Pox of Amboinn) except that this is 
communicated w-ithout any Carnal conjuncti- 
on. In the Face, Arms and Legs, nay all 
over the liody appear certain cruffy Boils, 
which either turn Schiirous, or it they come 
to a Suppuration, u Him}' r<jughbur (harp mat- 
ter ilVues from thence, relembling in all its 
. - circLimftanccs the Prevd^ Pr.v, cxcc*pr iluit 
the)' arc not fb Painful neither corrode the 
Bones. This Dilealc is attributed to a pe- 
culiar conftirntiun ot the C'limate and iheAir, 
and the excel] ive ule <>f Sea-iilhes, and Coco

phyUon. In the Molucco iflands they call the ^ ^ 5“ 9 - 1 
Cloves Caampe or Chanpe j in the Ifle of Java 1 

Stanehf, and in Malacca^ Synl^en or Thinl{n^ J 

the Arabians, Peyfians, Ttf^/^jund moft of the ' 

Indians call them Kfilafur. 

The Clove-tree grows up in form of a The CJovc^ 
Pyramid, its Branches fprouting forth clok 
together. This tree is of the bigneis of our 
CnerTy-trec.s, but in the whole rcfembling 
moft to a large Lawrcl-trec, the Leaves be- 
ing very itear of the fame fhape j tlic Bark 
on the Stem is of a grayifh colour like ibac 
of the Olive-tree. Jn the midft of each ie.ii; 
is a large vein which fend.s forth many Jeffer 
Branches ; thefe leaves grow on lung ftalks, 
fbmetimes f ingle, but for the moft part in 
clufters; thofe that grow near the extreaml- 
ties of the Branches, are of a Purple colour, 
but the reft dark Green, if they arc rubbed 
betwixt your hands they feent as ftrong as 
the Cloves themfclves, andfodo the Branch- 
es. On the cxcreamitles of thefe branches 
grow certain fprouts which produce certain 
Bud.s and thofe again Flowers, fbmetimes 
I o or 20 in a knott, which at Jaft produce 
the Fruit, wliich arc tough whiift they are 
growing, but hard when come to maturity. 

At firft they arc Gieen, then appear of a 
pale Red colour, as if the Trees were cover- 
ed with Scarlet, affording a veTy agreeable 
fight to the beholders, bccaufe tlseiTfe often 
more Fruit than Leaves on the Trccs.^Thc 
Bloflom is white at firft, not unlike our Cher- 
ry bloffom, each leaf of the Flower liaving 
three fmall ftreaksi then they ruin Grccm, 
afterwards Red, and laft of all dark Yellow 


Nuts call'd :^a^o, and of the Liquor call’d 
Saguweer. At firft this diftemper is ealic e- 
nough to be cured, but if it takes root, not 
without great dltFculty. They commonly 
apply the fame remedies, as we do in die 
Pox, in the Spleen and Dropfie; to 
wit. The Decobfions of China, Sarfaparlila, 
and Guajacum, and Purge them fbundly be- 
twixt while. 

Tlic Hlc of Amboinn is pretty fertile , it 
produces Miller, Tobacco, Coco-Nuts, Po- 
tatos, Pinano, Oranges, Limons, Citrons, 
Sugar, Bamboo Canes, and fevcral other 
Fruits. Some Places here afford likewile 
Nutmegs, but in no great quantity, neidicr 
lave they fb gfxxl as thole in the Ifle of Banda, 
leithcr do they grow wild here, but the 
Frees are planted in Orchards. Neither arc 
hey deftltutc of divers forts of Bcaft*, eijx- 
;idly Roc-bucks and Hoggs, and have 
;rcat ftore of Fifties i but the cliicf Products 
f Amboitia are Cloves which grow' wild here. 
Phey are call'd (Nails) by the Dutch 

*om their (hape, being flat on the top, and 
liarp at the end ; They (fall them alfb Gr* 


inclining to Black. They refmiblc in fhape 
a Nail, with a final] hollowne/s in the 
head, in which remains a thin skin which 
falls oft as fbon as it is touched. Tic Cloves 
are very hard of fubftance ; V\ hen they 
fee more Bloffoms than Leaves they 
foretcl great plenty of Fniit. The Bloffom 
fniefts much finer and ftronger in dry, than 
in rainy weather, and the firft is look'd upon 
as the moft Fruitful , it being common in a 
dry Scafbn, to fee more Blofloms than Leaves ; 
tho' even in fuch a Scalbn the CJove-tree.s 
don't hit always a-llkc, for every third or 
fourth Year, it is oblerved that they don’t 
lx*ar lb plentifully as othenvife, juft as if the 
Tree at that time did remit its vigour, ijjenc 
the preceeding Years. The Cloves are ga- 
thered once a ^Var, From the middle of 
September or lx:ginning of Otlobc, till Fehru^ 
ary, this being the belt Summer Sealbnhere. 
Some are gathered, the reft beat down with 
Cranes like Flails ; but tliis laft way is not fb 
lafe as the other, fur unlels they be very 
careful they bruife the tender fpriggs of the 
Tree, which renders it the lefs fruitful the 


next 
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next following year, tho’ the SciiCm ^ never 
I 6 f o. fo good. Before they begin to gather, the 
ground under the Xrec is cleared oi weeds, 
that they muy not loolc part of the Fruit. 
What Cbves arc left upon the Trees, grow 
very large, as they ripen, much bigger than 
thc^reft, but arc not io fit for Ulc. The 
next following Year they drop from the 
Tree, and thcj they arc not lo Arofnatickas 
the others, they arc uf^ for Seed, and pro- 
duce new IVccs, for which rcalbn they are 
call'd the Morlier-Cloves i for after they arc 
di opt upon the Ground, they will take Root, 
and in 8 or c; Years time it will come to the [W- 
fc^lionof a good Tree, and prove as fruitfull 
as the reft i^But if thefe Sprouts be Tranl- 
pliintcdonce in two or three Years, they 
will bear more and better Fruit. They fay 
the Clove-Tree, will hold good loo^ears i 
the Fruit immediately after gathering is 
dark Yellow inclining to Black, but it dry’d, 
turns quite Black, and if they dip them firft 
in Sea-water, it preferves them from being 
worm-eaten. Thus prepared they are laid 
up in Store-hoiifcs, and are Tranfported to 
other Places, where they are pick’d and the 
ftalks taken from them, which are (bid (epa- 
ratcly. The Dutch call theft* ftalks 

(the Rubbifti of Cloves} and the Pci- 
tu^utfe B^Jlon. Cloves are hot and dry, of 
a Sitterifti'' biting taft, but clpecially when 
thcHffc^y’d. They leem to confift of a 
Gu^nmous Sulphurous (ubftance, with a 
ftrong drying and attradVive quality, as for 
inftance ; when the Indimis arc to deliver a 
certain quantity of Cloves, they put in the 
Warc-houft where they arc, a Tub full of 
Water, which is in a fhort time attracted by 
the Cloves, to the no (mall Benefit of the 
Seller; it being oWcrvable that the Cloves 
weigh as much the heuvic*r, as the Water 
that was put tlicre weighed before. The 
Dutch put this likewife ofrai in Pra- 
(f-'licc. S^me arc of Opinion, that the Cloves 
by their extraordinary drying and attractive 
quality, draw all the moifturc of the ground 
round about the Tree to that degree, that 
no Weeds or Grafs can grow there ; but 
this is a vulgar error, the barenels of thefe 
(pots of ground being not to be attributed to 
the Cloves, but to the owners thcmfclves 
who weed and keep them clear, thereby to 
afiord the more nourifhment to the Trees, 
and not to lofe part of the Fruit when they, 
arc gathering or beating them from the 
Trees. 

^Tia true, the Clove-trees ai*e planted for 
the Fruit lake, ncverthelefs the Bloffoms, 
Leaver Sprigs, nay tlie Gumm it fclf that ift 
lues from the Tree, arc not deftitutcofanaro- 
matick virtue, and afford very good Medi- 
cines jHic JnMityi SLtidPorfuguefc W omen Diftil 


out of the green Cloves and Leaves, a Wa- 
ter and a Spirit, whicli is vay Odoi-iterous * ^ 5* 9 
and Ccphalick j and an excellent Remedy a- 
gainft the Paify, cilPd by the Natives 
hcry. Againft the fame diftemper, tlwy pre- 
ferve aUb the C?lovcs with Syfj*^« 5 ,^n^draw 
an Oil both of Cloves and^aeav^3^1ovcs 
boil’d in Milk are accounted a giSt pro- 
vocative, they are very Cordial, and if 
chew’d, take away a fVinking Breath. They 
make a pickle of the green Cloves, which 
are not lb hot as the reft, and pro\'oke the 
Appetite. Pcrlbns of Gbiality put green 
Cloves in Vinegar, which is a great ftrength- 
ener of the Stomach, llie UiMahs call the 
Vinegar 

There is anothei- kind of Cloves but not 
commonly known, lacing very fcarce and dear. 

The Indlnm cA\ them Tv hd;a Pajioha, OT CurVd 
Cloves, tho they might i-athcr be call’d Ear- 
Cloves, beciiLift they fprout forth like the 
Corn-Ears. Tlic patch call them I\pynl Cloves, 
becaufe they arc in fiich high clleem among 
the Kings of the Molucca IJlnuds, not fb much 
for their excellent talt and (cent (in which 
they fiirpafs all others) but for their fcarcity’s 
fake; for, if we may believe them, no more 
than two fuch Clove-trees arc as yet found 
our, and that in the Ifle of Makjan only: 

One of thefe two Trees exceeds the other m 
bignefs, but both are like the common Clov^ 
trees, except that they are much Taller, and 
the Cloves bigger and of a different fhape 
from the comnjon Clove, as may be fi^n by 
the draught. 

In the Ifland of Ceylon arc likewift abun- 
dance of wild Clove-trees, but bcarnoFruTt. 

It is credibly affirmed, that in former rimes 
the Inhabitants of the Molucca Iflands were 
ignorant as to the Ufe of the Cloves, till 
fome Chinefes coming that Way found out 
their goodncls, and from thence Tranfport- 
ed them to Chinn, and lb farther to the 
dies, Perfia, Arabin, and other Parts. The^ 
Iflands Ternate, Mnkjnn, Mtfser and Batsjnn 
did likcwift in former days abound in Clove- 
trees ; but purluant to an agreement niiidc 
with die Kings of the Iflands lome Years ago, 
the fame have been rooted out. 

In the Ifle of Amboiun, grows likewife the V 
wild Palm, or ;^4^cM-trcc, otherwift call’d * 
Prtpedo. Tliis Tree refembles the otlier Palm ' 
or Coco-trees, the Leaves lianging dow'u- 
wards on the Branches, tlie low'ermoft of 
which Pcrifli commonly: This Tree bears 
but one Fruit, which is of no Ufe. The In- 
habitants make Bread of the Pith of the yown^ 
Trees; for on the top of the Tree grqys a 
certain head like a Cabbage, in whiclv^ in* 
doled a certain white Flower, call’d 
and the Bread made of tliis Flower, 
nutmU. This Fiower they mix with Waw, 
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hfiiri and let It rile a'littlc, then they putjit in Earth- 
en Pots, put bumingCoals all round about 
it, and lb bake it. This Bread whilft it is 
«new, tafta very Sweet, and is of a very agree- 
able Scent, but foon jmws dry, and is Brit- 
tle Glafs. They alfb mix 

lhis^^% witi^ater, and boil k like pap, 
into \mchthey Squeeze one or two Limons, 
and id ftii* it about with a ftick; it is veiy 
cooling, and of an agreeable taftc. They eat 
It with a Hick, which they put into the pap, 
and turn it round, till a lufficient quantity 
of the pap, which Is very glutinous, almojl 
like Turpentine, adheres to the flick; and 16 
• put it into the Mouth. Out of thde young 
Trees they draw, like out of the Coco-trecs, 
a Liquor; they cut one of the Branches near 
the top, and in a hole made for tliat purpo/e, 
put a piece of hollow Bamboo Cane, (which 
m thefe parts are tiled inflcad of Tubs, Palls 
and Mugs) thro’ which in a fliort time, il- 
lues fortli a great quanij^ of Liquor as 
Iweet as Honey, call'd by the Natives 
gouweer or but is lomewhat harflier 

than the Liquor drawn from the true Coco- 
tree. 

In the Ifle of Amboina they put a certain 
bitter Root, call’d by a general name Oubnt 
into this Liquor, which prelcrvcs it for lome 
time, for alfe this X^goumcr turns quickly as 
lowre as Vinegar, and is then ultd for liich. 
They dellill alfo a certain Liquor of it call'd 
Arak- This Zagouivecr is the common drink 
Sind (old in Publick Houles for a Fartliing a 
Glal^ but uled in great quantity, proves ve- 
ry obnoxious to the Nerves, clpecially whilll 
you are hot, when It mud be taken with 
great precaution, cllc it will infallibly caule 
the Gripes in rhe Guts and Pal(y’.s, call'd 
by the Natives Bcru'c<y<, which leaves apale- 
nels in Peoples Faces for ever after. Some- 
times they can draw Quarts of this Li- 
juor in 24 Hours, out of one finglc Tree. 
Tn the Ifle of J/tva, there arc likcwilc lomc 
of thele ;<(rf^o«-trees ; but the Liquor, is, as 
far as 1 know, not valued at B/itavin. They 
draw the Liquor out of thele Trees till they 
die, and I was told that thei*e was Ionic of 
thele Trees in the Woodsof which 

will give as much Liquor in 24 hours, as a 
Man is able to carry away upoti his fftioiil- 
iers. Some other lllands belong to the Ifle 
jf Amboinaj to wit, the adjacent large Coun- 
ty of Cprnm ; the Mies of Manigay Que/ang, 
ind Amkau, 

The Ifle of Amboimt is divided into two 
^arts ; one of which is under the jurildi£li- 
Ih of the Dutch E/tfl^-India Company; theo- 
licx hinder the King of Tematc. Unto the 
bmpany belongs the Country of Lultimory 
'here is the Fort of F7Ror»4,^nd the Wood- 
» Fort H^antrouy and on thePals of Bagoulcy 
VolU. 


the Redoubt call’d Middleburgh. The three 
Ilknds Iloma, Honmoa , and NnufuUuty I 6 
wliich produce great quantities of Cloves: GV'v 
The whole Coaft of Uittoe with the Re- 
doubts ; the Amftcldnm at H//4, the 
dam at Larikcy and the Leaden at and 
Lnmma '^ and leveral Imall Wooden Forts at 
Ouiictiy Lebelehuy CcityzndiPVay, Under the 
Kings jurildi^lionarethcCountry and Coaft 
of Ccramy the Iflcs Amblauy Manhoy Bmoa, 
and lomc others. 

T he Fort VlciorUy (the ftapleof theCom- fbe Fan 
pany here) lies five Leagues deep in the Vi^IprU. 
C ountry, being defended by four Bulworks, 
a good Ditch, and a confidcrable Garrilon, 
with liiitable Proviiioiis and Ammunition. JXi- 
ring my Hay here, there Wits a large Croco- 
dile in the Ditch, which did vuft milchief to 
the wild Fowl belonging to Mr. IJuJiard the 
Governour, who took great delight in them. 

Some Soldiers and others were ordered to 
place themlelvcs whereabouts they liippolcd 
tlic Crocodile had 1 /is lurking Place, but 
could not meet with it ; till at Jail the Cro- 
codile on a fiiddain leaped towards the Se- 
cretary of the Goveniour, whom he had cer- 
tainly devoured, had not the reft that were 
near at hand, with Hicks and half Pikes 
kill'd the Beaft, which was extraordi- 
nary large, immediately. Rounci about the 
Caltle live leveral Dutchy Chinefes and ethej 
Nations. Within and without the Fort is a 
C.hurch, where Divine Service is held both 
in the Dutch and Malacca Tongue, 

The Men wear large V\'hiskcrs, but little 
hair upon their chin; they only cover them- ani Cu- 
lelvcs with a flieht piece of Huff round 
Buttocks and Bdly. The W^omcn tic their 
hair up in many knots : He tliat intends to 
marry a young Maid, l»uy.s her from her Fa- 
ther tor Money ; but if flie proves Barren, 
the Marriage is null and void; informer 
Ages ihc N.iuves were a moll barbarous Peo- 
ple, Mcn-caiers and Pagans. Now a-days 
they are for the moft part Mahometans, the 
roll are Chrilliuns, fomc {{ptnan Qatholkhjy fuch 
us were converted by the Ponuguefesy others 
protcihng the Proteftant Religion, which was 
firll introduced there in 2647. * Dutch 
have cre£lcd Schools in all the Villages, to ir^ 
ltru6l the Youth in Reading, and Writing,and ' 
ill the fundamentals of the Chriftian Reh^on. 

The Natives are generally brave, but very " 

peccitfull and T'rcachcrous; they arc natu- 
rally addi6fed to Lazincl^ and are lo obfliuatc 
that they clioofe rather to die, than to leave 
tlicir Ancient Cuftoms. They make uft of 
certain finall Veflels, in tinje of war. They 
are very iwift in their motion and managed by 
Pagageny or Oars. They call thefe Veflels lQ>na- 
kpre and are /leaped like a Dragon, the Head 
reprefentbg the fore^cafUe ana the Tale the 
F f f Scarifc' 
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Stdfn. They hive ahb Ibhie le(!bt Boats 

I '6 ^ p. caffd Paros. Thbir Houfes aVc built of 
Bamboe Canes and ::^agou^trecs ; T^ey fleep 
likwile in Bedftcds made of Barriboe Canes, 
or fortietimes upon Mats only. 

TheirU'ea- Their Weapons are BoWs and Arrows, 
Half-Pikes, Javelins, Cymetcrs, Targets, 
and 'Firelocks, all Which they manage with 
great Dexterky ; as well as the Darts. They 
nave alfo a kind of hollow I^pes, out of 
which they (hoot great Numlirs of (mall 
^^b^lon'd Arrows, the Wounds made with 
them prove commonly mortiil, iinlds the 
Poiloii be removed immediately ‘by cutting 
it oUr. 

Their m- Vi’ omen of Amboina are VOry La- 

feivious, and cxtreamly defirous ol the Chri- 
ftiaiis i If they find themlelves dilappoint- 
cd in their Expefhatlon, or that they are 
left by their Gallants, they have a way of 
infciSling them with a certain Poyfon, the 
Operation of which is fb flow, that they die 
a lingring Deatli, neither can they coliabit 
with any other VV^oman, unlcfs they rccclVc 
proper Antidotes from the lame Woman that 
poifoned them. Many Cbhtefes live in Am- 
bohin^ tho’ for tlie moft part among the 
'MHhbmetdns at Hittoe^ Loeboe and in Ceram. 
In tfic Year 1636. at the Rcqnefl: of King 
Miitocf thfee or four Cbmefes were permitted 
to iettle under him, with this Limirarbn 
however, that they Ihould pay the ufual 
Taxes to the Dutch Receiver General of 
Amboina ; afterwards one Cbinefe was allow'd 
to live in each Village, to provide them 
with diftill’d Arak. Alx)ut the Year 1636. 
the Slaves belonging to the Dutch had got a 
Cuftom to mn away from their Malters, 
and to Ihelter themlelves among the Maho- 
metans, but (cveral being puniftied with 
Death, purfiiant to a Proclamation publifhed 
for that purpole, the reft were lb terrified 
thereat, that no fuch thing was heard of for 
a great while after. Certain Negro Chri- 
ftians dwell likewile in Amboina, commonly 
calfd Mardrikfrs. 

Courts of There arc three (Courts or Councils be- 

^ufiice in longing to ^he Dutch in Amboina ; Fnif the 

Amboina. Martial ; Secondly, the Civil Court 

of Jufticc, and thirdly, the Great Council, 
or Council of State. 

The Court Martial ufed to meet every 
Monday and Tburfday, Compofrd of the Go- 
vernor, the Head Fadlor, and Under F§- 
6 ioT of the Company, a Captain, a Lieu- 
tenant, one of the Eklell ^jeants, and a 
Secretary , Thcle took Cognifimee of all 
Matters relating to the SoSiers and Gar- 
rilbns. 

The Civil Court of Judicature was kept 
in the TdWn, eoirfifting of four Officers ^ 
ffie Company, t>f four of the 


bitants, and of four oir five Drttnktiys of the fsA^ 
Council df State ; Befides which they had itS 5 9; 
two Clerks, one a DUtclmav, and the other 
a Native of Amboina ; and two Attendants.

In • 
the mean while Ibmc Difrerences bong a- 
rilen betwixt the Villages of JVarnaUte and 
Makatit, belonging to the DiftridI of iVar- 
noela, and the laif being unable to cope 
wkh thofc* of Warnalcte, they underhand 
fought for Aid by King Babeu j who ha- 
ving granted their Requefr, tent a good 
Fleet of Ksrrakpren tmder the Command of 
his Councellor Samarou, to the Cape of 
ragi, betwixt Erang and Lijjidy whore they 
came to an Anchor ^ The luhsd)itants LS 
CamheHo, who as well as thole of Erang and 
Ligidy had iubmitted toXmg £4/>«i< againfl;

however afterwards purfuant to the Capitula- 
don, fentback to Batavia. Among the flain 
were Mr. Hambrocock^ Mr. Mus^ and lArndmm 
nold J4^npoeim three Minifters, and . 
School-Mafters, who were all beheadi 

Whilft theft things were tranl^ing 
the Dutch in Batavia had got notice of this 
Invafion, by the Mary Yacht, which in 
Ipitc of the contrary Seafbn, had found 
means to get thither, and to give them an 
Account how Matters ftood with us. I'en 
Ships were immediately got ready with 700 
Soldiers aboard them, which let Sail in 
June 1661. under the Command of Jacob . 

Kjpuy and not long after arrived at the Ifle 
of Formofa. This unexpected Relief as it succourt 
put the Enemy into no imall Confternation, fent to 
lb it Enc(>ur^ed our Men, to make a more 
vigorous DefSice than ever; and, tho’ the 
Wind blew very hard, theft Ships found 
means to Land fbmc Men and Ammunidon; 

But the W indsycncreafing more and more, 
were forced choofe the Main, to the no 
fhiall Orj^ jf the Befieged, and did not Re- 
turn til# about a Month after ; when the Ship 
calkci the Vrk, being forced upon a Rock on 
^iic Coaft of Fortnoja was Ipiit, and her Men 
laved, from whom the Enemy having un- 
dentood our Strength, and Ibmc other Cir- 
cumftances, they began to be better liidsfied, 
becaiift they had imagined this Succour 
much more formidable than really it was. 

However die Beficged took a Relblution, TbeBefu 
by making a vigorous Sally to diflodge the (d make 
Enemy from the City of ^landiay and to 
deftroy their Ships. The i6th. of September 
was appointed for this Enterprile, but whilft ^ 
fbmc Shms were engaged, the Wind begin- 
ning to flacken the relt could not come up ; 

Our Men endeavoured to attack the Chinvf 'cs 
in their Boats, but being expofed to their 
Shot, without being able to do them much 
harm, ours had the worft on’t, fbme of the 
Boats being Over-ftt, others Sunk, the reft 
faving themlelves by Flight. Two of 
Ships got upon the Sands, and were both vtorftci 
ftt on Fire. In this Sea Engagement the 
Dutch loft about 130 Men, but the Enemy 
a great many more ;> however this unfortu- 
nate Addon put a ftop to the intended Sally, 
and Orders were lent to the Garriibns of the 
two Northern Forts, to withdraw into the 
Caftlc; tlie Ganrilbn of which was conlidc- 
rably Diminilhed, by the many Skimjiflies, 
in which the Enemy got but little Ad- 
vantage, and loft many of their heft Men; 
which put a check for Ibme time to their d^ 
fign, elpecially when they underftoo^ that 
we had lent all Women, Children and other 
ufeleft Peribns to Batavia^ the better to ena- 
able U8, to make* a vigorous Defence. 
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Much about the lame time, the Gover- 
^ nour received Letters from the Tartarian 
'Stadtholder of Hockjleu^ who requefted lome 
ShqM and Forces, to drive the remaining 
Forces of Ksxinga out of the Country, pro- 
miling to come afterwards with his whole 
Power to the relief of Formofa. Hcrc^ 
upon Jacob Kpu was lent thither with five 
Ships well provided with Men and Ammu- 
nition i but being overtaken by a Storm, 
loft all his Anchors near the Piskadores, which 
obliged him to l^d back three of his Ships 
to die Ifle of Teyvoan : with the other two 
he return’d to Batavia^ where he met with 
Iiut an indifferent Reception. 

The Befieged finding themlelves by this 
dilafter bereaved of a confiderable Number 
of Men and Ammunition began to Delpair 
of holding it out much longer ; lb that many 
Deferted, and among the reft a certain Ser^ 
jeant, who gave Ksxingat not only an Ac- 
count of our Weaknel^ but allb encouraged 
him not to let flip this oppoffunity to force 
us to a Surrender, hailing well 

weigh’d the Matter, attaa’d us tihth his 
whole Force, more vigoroufly than 
and in January 1 66l, railed three B« 

• mounted with x8 great Cannon, upon 
Sandy Grounds near the Fort; The Dunb^ 

‘ forclaw the Danger that muft needs enlue, 
jt from tills near approach of the Enemys Bat- 
tf teries, and did aU that they could, eithCTwith 
Cannon or Firelocks, to difturb them in their 
works, but thele not hindring, their men 
continued to batter the Walls, till they had 
had made a breach j Then they made

.over cover'd with Dead Carcafles, This 
diftafter taught them to be more cautious, 
and lb inftead of ftorming, they continued 
to fire inceflantly their Guns, with liich a 
fiiiy, that they laid a whole Redoubt level 
with the Ground, lb that our men finding it 
no longer tenible, nail’d up the Guns, and 
laid Ibme Barrels with Gunpowder under it, 
which blow’d up a confiderable number of 
Chinefes into the Air. Koxinga himfclf was 
danger, of having been among diem.

Company in Difcharged, and returned 

to his native Country 1676. Since we have 
had frequent occalion to ^peak of the llland 
of Formofa, I will give you a Ihort Account 
of it. 

The Ifle of Formofa is Situated under the xg The Jjle of 
deg. 50 min. Northern Latitude. It is of an 
oblong Figure, being not very broad in pro- 
portion to its length, which is ixj* Leagues. 

It is full of Hills, but intermix’d with many 
fertile Valleys, producing great ftore of 
Grals, and Watered by many fine Rivers. 

The Country produces abundance of Rkc, 
buj elpecially Sugar, vaft quantities of which 
are Eroorted from thence. Moft of the 
Indian Fruits arc to be leen here, of which 
more hereafter, as allb feveral Ibits of Dutch 
Fruits, Herbs and Roots ; traniplantcd thi- 
ther from HoBandf as Peac^ Apricocks and 
filch like; Cows, Oxen, Hogs, wild Goats, 

Hates and Rabl^ but eferaally Stags arc 
here in mat pleniy, but tibc laft arc fcme- 
Hbh what 
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vtet of « idStt G*fc dmn tb^ of £ure^y 
iM WltlCiit H©ttt« ; the Inhabkams ciwh 
Tift’ NitftftkW of them, hsterly fop their 
adtis fttet, the Flefti being net eftetffa’i 
fe, c»m their l ongues. They have oh 
fo ^kt ftoiT of Elks here, which being ve- 
ry ftrong, they life hi their GirtS it^ead ©f 
Horfes Or Oxen. One time the Mafter of 
OiirShip and I being invited to Dinner atWs 
Sifters, thitwas Married to a Native of For- 
m^/a, they lent us a Catt dhiwnby BnfflerSj 
the Mafter of the Ship who underftood bet- 
ter how to Govern the Ship than thole Beafts, 
would needs Supply tlie ('arr-man’s place, 
but prickt the Buftiers (6 unmefcftully (ac- 
cording to the (^^uiiomof the Country) that 
they run away wnth us * for Ibmetime we 
kept ftedfiiftrin die Carr, Whidi ovcr-tUtning 
at hlV, threw us at a ^i^t Diftance, but to 
our great good Fortune, without any confi- 
derable harm i we VValkt the reft of the 
Way on Foot, leaving the ordinary Carr- 
man, a Native of Forwr/a, to recover rhe Biif* 
flers, which he did at laft, and brought them 
home. Ncirfier do they want Partridges, 
W ild Pidgeons and other W ild.

For bdides the Natives of Fortmja, abo\e 
Chinejes forced out of Chinn by the 
Tartars haVcat fevcral times fettled them! elves 
here. 

c I hc Natives of Foimofn, Specially the 
' Men arc of an Olive C'olour, Fat, Strong, 
Well-limb'd and Nimble ; tome being able 
to out-rutt a Wild Boar or Stag; they leap 
upon the ^ck of them and 16 cut their 
I'hroats. Tlie Mountainers are of a krlTcr 
five. The Women arc not altogether 16 
lar^e as the Men, but very ftrong Bodied, 
and arc Cloathed after the lame Fafliion j 
they have bkek (hining Hair, which they 
tyc together in a Knot on the top of the 
Head. 

The Men throughout the Summer ap- 
pear for rfie moft pan quire Naked, but tbolc 
who do not, dpetklly in the Winter, wear 
a lend of Silk or Odlico Cfotli, wbkh 
tb^ wrap about their Bodies vnd button it 
utticr the Ann# ; the Wdmta a ' K liU|> 


wbat lower down below the. Knees. Stufls cU 
made of I>ogs Hair are in great efteem wkh/ 6 ( 
them. They cut olF the Dogs Hair, like as 
we do our Sheeps Wooil, Spin and Weiuve 
it afterwards. T^y are generally very 
Friendly and Fakhful to the Euroyeansy and 
don't eafily break a Contrail ; they arc very 
Apprehcnfivc, and will give a good Judgment 
oi Matters ; many of them were already Con- 
verted to the ChrilHan Religion, by the In- 
duftry of the Minklcrs andSchool-Maftcrs, 
which were pltuted ahnoft in every Village, 
there being no linall hopes, that the whole 
Idand would in a ikde time have embraced 
Chiiftunity, hadnottheConqueft of Kjsxingk 
overturn d this good Defign. 

7 'heir Bread is made of fevcral Roots, TkfiV 
but Rice is in the greateft efteem ; tho* they 
Sow no more than for their own Ule, and 
that fcarcc fiifhcicnt. Their Drink is here, like 
all over the Indies^ Water, tho’ they prepare 
likewilc a ftrong Liquour of Rice, in the 
following pjdSmer ; Tliey juft Parboil the 
Rice, aprf then beat it to a Pap ; then Icveral 
old^rancn chew a certain quantity of Rice, 
wkioi they Ipk out into a Vcflcl, and mix 
-ft with the reft, to make it ferment, ^fter 
fticy have put it into Earthen Pots, they 
pour Water upon k, and after they have 
covered it very well, fet it to ferment for 
two Months, till it is well Settled and Clear, 
this produces a very ftrong Liquor , which 
will keep good xo ’i'ears and grow ftrongcr 
every V ear. W^hen they go abroad into liic 
Fields, tlK*y take of this Liquor atong with 
them to Drink, and the Settlement for their 
Food ; m<jft of th<* Rice here being coniu- 
med in thde Liquors. 

C^ontrary to the Cuftom of moft oilier 
Nations, the Women cuJtivatw* the Grounds 
here; and manage the Rice, Sugar, Gin- 
ger and other Fruits of the Eartli ; the Men 
bi'ing employed in nothing but Hunting and / 
Warlike Exploits, unlefs they be very Old, 
when lometimes they will give a lilping 
Hand to the Women in fie Field. At 
leiliire lime the Women catch Crabs, Oi- 
ftcTs and Shrimps, which they much ad- 
mire. 

The Men are mighty eager in HcmtiDg. i 
Whole Villages join together, and fiirround eetp^. 
a great trad t of Ground, where they >Kill^^ 
all they mea wkh, and divide it ; few cf 
the Wild Beafts elcaping their Hands at dial 
time. They afto catch Wild Boars and 
Staggs wkh Snares, faftned to C>anes ; liddck 
the Wild Beafts no fboner touckia but 
one or other of the Legs, b intang]e& iu 
the Snare, where ^hey kill it tmmcSkasely.

the Ground, looking upon it otherwilc as 
unwholclbme. 

Their Houles are adorned with Painted 
Cullico Hangings, with wild Jioars and Stags 
heads j with bows. Arrows, C'luhbs, Pick- 
axes, and other W^arlikc Jnlfruinents, but 
efjjeckilly with the skulls and bones of their 
Kneinli-s, which they look upon as the chief- 
ell Ornumenr of their Houles.* They eat 
and drink for the moll part out of Wooden 
Veflels, or Inch as are made of Ramboc^ Canes 
but have Ibmc Earthen Pots to drels tlicir 
\'i£luals in, and for lbme>^er Particular 
Ulcs. 

:;r This Iflc has no King or Gena?l^>ver- 
nment, nour, each Village being a kind of

It produces but little for the 
fiiftenance of Life, except what is brought 
foith in Gardens, and what grows among 
the Mountains, where you meet wdth feme 
Rice and Peafe : The defebf of wdiicli is 
fupply'd by vaft Numlx?rs of^fmall Veflels, 
which come every day JSe?gaic and 

Sumatra, and bring thither Rice and other 
Eatables. However, they are prety well 
ftored with feich Fruits as commonly grow

Oxen, C-ows, 
Sheep and HoHcs are likcwilc very fcircc 
here, which arc brought thither a great way 
out of the C’ountry, and are Icldom very 
Fat. Formerly the Country hereabouts did 
abound in Wild Bealls of all forts, Inch as 
Tygers, Elephants, which were fo Ra- 
venous, that they ufed to break in i he Night- 
time into the Houles of the Inhabitants who 
for their better fecuriry, uled to Sleep up- 
on Trees ; But fince it has been lo well 
Peopled by the Dutch, this lore of Wild 
Bcafts are but feldom heard of.

The Coun- 
try of Sinkapura had before Malacca was 
built, its own Kings, and was the chiefeft 
Place of Trade on this Coaft, being much 
frecjuented by the Chinefe Mert:hants, and 
thofe of Camhoya. The Mountain near 
the Streights of Sink_apura bearing the fome 
Name, produces moft excellent Diamonds.

hor or Jor (call'd in fomc Mapps Guar) was 
very large and magnificently built, but w^as 
in 1605 deftr(^d by the Portuguefes, who 
left only a ii^Houfos ftanding, which were 
immediat^ inhabited again. The King of 
Johor in 1 609 another City to be

The Inhabitants arc naturally Brave, but jy^ 
very Lafoivious , Lyei*s , great Diflemblers, jition i 
and Proud beyond raeallire. Their Ciom- tbe 1 
plexion is inclining to a light Blue, witli bitinu 
broad Faces, crooked Nofos, and very black 
Teeth, which they acquire by chewing the 
Weed Betel, black Teeth being accounted a 
great Ornament among them. 

The common People go quite naked, ha-, TheirC 
ving only a Piece of Stuff to cover their 
Members, which hangs down to ihcir T'oes. 

The Rich and better Sort wear a kind of 
Jacqueis, made of Blue, Green or Red Cah 
lico, or what Colour they pleafc; they artf 
(haped like our Shirts, vidth wide Ilceves, 
arc open before, and reach only to their 
knees.

tane, where they met at firft but with a 
cold Reception, not one of all the Qiiecn s 
Court giving the King of Pahan as much as 
one ViSt, but caiifed all hb Doggs to be kill’d, 
he being not able to keep them any longer. 

Some days after matters began however to 
look with a kitcr Face ; for the ift of Au- 
tuft the Queen dt Patanc invited the King or 
Pahan to a moll lumptuous Fcaft, where (he 
diverted him with leveral Indian Women 
Dancers. The King of Pahan r^rned not 
long ’^cr with h‘is Queen, the Sifter of the 
Qiicen of Patanc, into his Country, but car- 
ried away with him no Prelents to make him 
amends for the charge he had been at, hav- 
ing fpent aknoft all he had.

with her as he beft can, as to what he is to 
allow her per Month ; which done, fhe im- 
mediately repairs to his Lodgings, where in 
the day time flie ferves for a*fchamber-maid, 
and in the night for a Be<Cf«JlDW ; and du- 
ring this agfwment, the be as 

careful to avoid the Commerce of ok%r Wo- 
men, as fhe is on her fide, unlefs he 
pole himfelf to manifeft danger.

Enemy gave us a very warm Saliitc out of eL 
his G^t Cannon, from the Forts both onlines, 
die Eaft and Weftem Point, tho’ withou t 
any confiderable Ids on our fide, which gavC^ 
us fiifticient encouragement to fire moft fu- 
rioufly upon the firft Fort, with luch Suc- 
cefi, that we let their Magazine of Powder 
on Fire, which blew up with it the gieatcft 
part of the Fort, and all the C ircumjaccnr 
Houfes ; Hereupon rhe Yachts the Hioenv:n- 
dahl^ the IQtukerl^ and the Crr, wl ic ordered * 
to Anchor within Piilrol Shot from rlic Shear, IbheFort 
from whence wc fb grievouil; d ihc E- 
nemy, both \virh our great and linali SV.ot, 
that at laft wc Landed and made our Jclves 
Mafters of the Fort, \;'hcrc we found zx 
Iron and Brafs Cannon, which we immedi- 
ately turn'd againft the Enemy, totlieLand 
Side , and tinned in Anns all the 
Night lomj^ which pnn ed no utinccefiTary 
precaution, for the Enemy attack'd us moft 
hirionfly not long after, in hopes of regain- 
ing the place, but were repulled moft^cou- 
^geoufly, with the Ids of only one Man 
on our lidc. 

Then the Enemy lent four or five very 
large Fire Engines being Floats of Timbei" 
with V'ood on Houles fill’d with combufti- 
bic Matter on the top of thcMu, which took giffcsoftbc 
up almoft the whole brcadtli of tbe River ; Enemy.

> the Cannon and Ammunition wc had got in 
the three beforementioned Forts, which done, 
it was relblvcd in a Council of War, forth- 
with to attack the Cbinefe Qiiarter, and lb 
to make our Iclves Mafters of the City, be- 
fore the Enemies could recover themlclves 
from the friglit they were put in by the lols 
of their Forts : As we were palTing by the 
City, wc received the lame Salute we 
had before from the Forts, But without any 
remarkable harm, or the lofs of one of our 
Velfels. 

Ration of Pnlimbang was fortify'd with 

Palim- ^ Trunks of Trees put dole together, upon 
bang. which were planted a vaft number of great 
Cannon, lb tliat it leem’d impoHible to be taken 
by fo iniall a number, being befides this inviro- 
ned with a deep and mirie Ditch .We were hard 
put to it, how to find a lafe Landing place, 
till at laft our Admiral Viaving elpy’d at the 
uttermoft pomt of the Fortification, a Imall 
Rivulet, which led up to a place where wc 
perceived very little or none of the Enemy’s 
Firej we landed thereabouts with all ourForces, 
and advancing boldly to the very Gun-holes 
of the Enemy j they threw their Oranado’s 
thro’ them into the City, which letting the 
adjacent Houles on Fire, the Enemy were lb 
terrified thereat, that they quitted their Poll:, 
thereby gave opportunity to the Admi- 
ral vender Lmch^ to Mr. 'Truytfmnn^ and Cap- 
tain Harman to break thro’ the Fortifications 
into the City by three feveral ways. Here 
they met with a brave oppofition from the 
Inhabitants, who, according to the cuftom 
of thde Nations, under the (bund of thdr A- 
mock^ fell coura^ufly upon thcle three Bodies, 
of whom they kill’d 18, among which were 
a lieutenant, an Enfign and a Sergeant, but 
not without a much creata lofs on their fide; 
The violent Rains ( 3 >liged the Dutch Admi- 
ral to recondu^l his Men on board the Vel- 
l^s that Night, but the next Morning they 
luKled again, and entred the City in the 
feme place, where a doubtful Engagement 
eoHir n ill the Inhabitants bei^ at kft forced 
lo way, were beat out ofme ^cc,and 
f ^ Cototry.

to clcape their hands by a timefy flight, the 
remaining fix they liad n:iirricd along with 
them : To revenge as much as*pofiible this 
barbarity, all that remained of die City, was 
after the Cannon and all the other Booty we 
got were carried aboard our Veftcls, la on 
nrc and dtftroytd, the fixteenth of the fame 
Month. 

About the feme lime, the Enemy font one 
of his beforc-mention'd fire Engines, of a

John vander Laen and the other Command- 
ers ; this being all he i^>as able to get, all 
eatables being extf^mly fcarcc thereabouts 
at that time, becaufe the Pamerang of Adrego- 
Tjy and the Young King of^oWjhad lately 
tarried three Months, With an attendance of 
xooo Perfons in thefe Parts; and not long 
ago, abundance of Cattle and Fowls had been 
lail*d for the Wedding Fealt of his Highnefs s 
Daughter, who w^as Married to the Young 
Patuan. The Admiral and Captain TruytJ- 
man received ^t long after an Anfwer from 
the Pangeran^ of Jamby, to ihcir Letter, dated 
the 2,0th of November, which being inclofed 
in another firom Mr. Peter Goyer, dated the 
a 6th, was Tranflated out of the Majsyan 
and runs thus. 

This Letter is lent from a fincere Heart, 
by the Pangerang of Jamby to the Comman- 
ders in Chief, John vander Laenznd Daman Sit-^ 
tiaBauwa, (tnesLnmgCsLptSimTtuytfman) Men 
famous for their Prudence and Courage. 

The Pangerang having undo flood that Mr. 

John Maetzuicker Governour General of the 
Dutch Eaft-lndies, has fent 18 Ships againft 
thofc tf Palimbang, has thought fit to declarey 
that hit fentiment s agree with the Givermurs ; 
and that be u ready to approve all without the 
leaft contradiHion, what fhall be undertaken by 
the faid Mr, John Maetzuicker, affuring Mr. 

John vander Laen and Daman Sittia Sauwa 
that he will ftand firm to this as well as to tfte 
other Promifes made by him the Pangerang 
hfore. Purfuant to this refolution, Pange- 
rang did upon the receipt of the Letter, fend 
Zitta Antacca with fome Troops to make fVar 
upon tlofe f Palimbmg. The Pangerang «/- 
jo fot ewams atid Commands John vandcr LaciV 
and Daman Sittia Bauwa to be upon their 
guard, becaufe thfe f Palimbang are near at 
hand ; This being aU the PflAgCiai^ commands 
at this time, to John vand^ Laen and Da-

leave that River, and accordingly with the 
/3R. ^ return’d thro’ the 

^ \ branch of the River call'd BapjarmaJfum in 

order to burn all the Houles and Plantations 
' we Ihould meet with i but having /pent y 
days, 'vi\. to the ?d of Decetnber in com- 
ing down the feid River j we met at its en- 
trance with the Ship the Orangr, which join- 
ing with the reft, we continued our Voyage 
jUrHie £t the 4th and an ived with the whole Fleet and 
t^auvia, Pqiccs the 9th in the Afternoon, in the 
“ Road of Batavia. Our Booty conlifted chief- 
ly in yy pieces of great, and i4xlefl'er Can- 
non, lome of which were of Iron. We 
found no Pepper here, but great ftore of Rice 
and p4^iV, all which was confumed by the fury 
of the Flames, as likcwife a vaft number of 
(mail Veflels, among which were the King’s 
Pleafure Boats, of which there w-as a vail 
number ; Ibme few were carr*ed away by our 
People, to be kept in remembrance of this 
Adiion. 

^ "1 he Kingdom of yichin is fituatc in the 

Northern part of the Ifle of Sumatra. 

* * Its Capital City bears the lame Name, being 
fituated in a Plain upon a Plealant Rivulet, 
about, half a League diftant from the Sca- 
Ihoar. I'he Royal Palace, which lies in the 
very Center of the City, is very large, ol an 
Oval Figure, liirrounded with a Ditch, and 
in Ibmc places defended by very large 
.Pieces of Ordnance; The Ditch is guarded 
by Palliladocs, in which are leven Gates. 
C 3 n the left fide of the River is a Fort to dc- 
, fend its Entrance, and Icvcral other Redoubts 
are credfed in the Marfhes, round about the 
City of Achith for its defence. IRc Air 
leems to be much more whollome here than 
in the Southern pans of the Ifle : I’he Hoiifcs 
which arc covered with Reeds are built upon 
Polls, lb that you mull enter them by le- 
vcral Heps ; the realbn of which is, tliat at 
certain Seulbns the Waters rife to liich a 
height, that the whole City is overflown by 
it. The chiefell Riches of the KLig of 
Achin confill in Gold, Jewels, and Elephants ; 
He entertains a great number of Concubines 
which ferve both for his Bed and his Guaixls 
in the Antichambers ; bcfides which, he main- 
tains a good number of Eunuchs, who artend 
■his Pcrlon. Four SnlamUis or Nobles have 
the chief management of the Government 
under the King. This Kingdom was in 
1663 Governed by a Queen, who, as it was 
rt^rted, had .an inclination to be Man'ied 
to a lioUartdcry but the Council of Bataviay 
for weighty Realbns would nor confent to 
the \^ch. The Inhabitant of Achin were 
always renoWd for their Courage and Con-

dudl beyond all other Neighbouring Nati- (nA^^ 
ons, and have not only extended their Con- ^ 
quells over the Circumjacent Countries of 
Sumatra^ but ajid made themfelvcs Mailers 
of the Kingdoms of ji^ueJa and Pera on the 
Continent of Malacca ; nay, they frequently 
have befieged the PortugueJ'es in the City of 
Malacca^ they having always been declared 
Enemies of that Nation. 

On the Wdlem Coafl, not above 4 Sillebar> 
Leagues to the South of the Line, R widi- 
in a Bay uix)n a very large River, a certain 
Place call'd Sillebar, beiiig furrounded with 
craggy Mountains and vail Woods; tho’ 
the Country thereabouts is very fertile in Pep- 
pei- ; it belongs to the King of Bantam, On 
the lame Wellern Coafl is a very large Bay, 
the (hoar of which is all over Woody, as 
the Bay of Sillebar is furrounded widr Moun- 
tains ; tho’ the Ihoar its felf is very green 
and Pleafent. Immediately after, you come 
lo the Bay, you difcover a Imall Point of 
Land, behind wliich, lies the Town of 
Sillebar, 

A few Leagues to the South of the Line, Tikouw« 
is likewife the City of Tikjiuw, a Place vciy 
llighrly built, and feme Leagtics from thence 
to the North, is the Town of PaJJaman^ at the Paffamar 
foot of a high Mountain.^tes. 

Bayros is ullb fituate on Coaft Barros« 

Sumatra., about a league from the Sea- 
llioar, upon a confrderabJe River, betwixt * 
Pajjnman and Achin. The Country here- 
abouts produces Pepper, Camphirc and Ben- 
zoin, Hereabouts are likcwilc Sinkely Laboy 
and Daya. 

Pfd/r lies ten Leagues rothcEall o^Achirty Pedir, 
with a high Mountain bct^^uxt both; the 
Country, which was formerly a Kingdom, 
is indiflerently fi-uitful of Rice and other 
Fruits. Further to the Eall on the inward 
Coafl of Sumarrny are Paccniy Dchy Aruy 
Kampary AndripourOy Jamby, and Pnlhnbang. 
Andripoino is fituatc under 3 deg. 30 min. 

Padang lies on a very pleafant River, whi- Padang^ 
ther a confidcrable number of hidian Vcfl’cls 
refort. The Dutch divide the Coafl of Su- 
matra into the outward and inward Coafl. 

'Fhc inward Coafl is by the ^avanefes call'd 
the \'\'eftem Coafl ; as the outward Coall is 
the Northern Coafl, where is the Kingdon 
of Achin. 

I’he Climate of Sumatray is, by realbn un.^'hoj:- 
^f its licuation under the Line, cxireamly un- fomncfl )of 
wholfem, cljx^cially for Strangers, and in thctkC/mne 
Rainy Sealbn, J^'hell Icarce a day pafles but 
they arc aflliclcd a^cH Hidden Showers, 

Storms, Thunder and Lightnings, which 
feon after end in a Calm. Belides that tlic 
heat of the Sun beams draws up the naulc- 
ous vaTOurs of the Handing Waters, which 

infe^ the Air, and produce Malignant Fc- 

~ 
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vers, and other lingring diftempers. This 
1 6 6%. is moft vifible on the U'cftcm Coaft of Su- 
ymtra^ and eipecially in Tikpuw and Pryaman^ 
where the Air is equally obnoxious to the 
Inhabitants and Foreigners, which makes the 
Dutch Inhabiting there, look bloated and ve- 
ry pale. In the Dn^iCs JJle and near the 
River Indnpura the Air is (b Poifonoiis, that 
it kills Men and Beall as Ibon as they fet 
foot on flioar ; and if they happen to dcape 
by returning immediately, they certainly die 
loon after. 

wre^f 'tbe Smnntrn is full of Plealant 

^ Woods, craggy high Mountains, agi-ecable 
Valleys, fruitful Plains, very fine Rivers and 
large Bays affording great llore of Fifh ; 
bclides that the Marfhes and Pools arc 
Hock'd with young Oak>trccs, the Bark 
whereof gives the V'^aters a red Tindlurc. The 
isj^ycrs. here arc, the yJcbin^ /indregiri^Jam- 

/y, Pathubafig, Martatreaho^ Bavjnrmnffumy 
Sil/cl'Ari lndapt4rny\i\6 Pryaman^a]! which have 
derived their Names from their relpc<Slive ad- 
jacent Cities, or thelc from them. The IVaters 
of the River ludapura arc red for two Leagues 
at Sea, which proceeds from the great quan- 
tity of young Oak-trees growing in the 
Marflics, the bark of which imparts a red 
dye to the Riv^r, for which realbn alfo die 
Water is unwholfome to drink. 

/ts Soil produces Rice in abundance, 

and all other Ibrts of Indian fruits, fiich as 
Banajias^ Potatoes, Coco-Nutts, Oranges, Li- 
raons. Tamarinds, Sugar, Honey, Ginger, 
but cfpecially Pepper, of which a great 
quantity is tranlported from thence into Fo- 
reign Countries. Some Years ago many 
Plantations of Pepper were dellroycd by the 
Soldiers upon the outward Coaft of Sumatray 
which were fincc replanted, yet in many 
places Cotton-ti'ecs have been planted in their 
ftcad. The lame Coaft alio produces Cani- 
phir^ the moft durable of all othci's, which 
differs from the Japonefe Camphire in this 
particular quality, that whereas in tliis, the 
fixnt is in the W^oodj the Camphire of 5«- 
rr:atrA contains it in its own fiibftance, with- 
out imp;u-ti(^ the leaft: lhare thereof to the 
Wood. 1 nis Ifland affords likcwife white 
BenToin, Kjilamback. or Alocs-wood, Eagles- 
wood, and Sandels-wood, The Forefts 
here feed divers kinds of wild Beafts j 
Elephants, Bufflers, Tygers, Staggs, Rhi- 
\ noccros’s, wild Boars, Apes, Monkeys an^ 

Serpents j the Rivers, I^kes, and Ports a- 
bundance of Filhes ; in fome you meet with 
Crocodiles. The Woods are full of wild 
Fowl of all Ibrts, and the Country abounds 
in tame Fowl. They have Batts here of an 
exceeding bimels. It is very remarkable, 
that the lilana of Sumatra is the only one 
throughout the EaJHndicsy that has Bears. 


The Mountains here afford Gold, Silver, 

Copper, Tin, Iron and Brimftonc. The i 66%. 
outward Coaft o( Sumatra cfpecially, . has ve- 
ly Rich Gold Mines, but they are negleclcd® '• 
for the moft part. However the (^iiecn of 
jicbin drew looo Pounds weight out of one 
Mine, and the Dutch KajHndla Com- 
pany goo in the Year i66^ : They alfb' 
produce Smaragds, Hyacinths and other 
cious Stones. On the top of the fiery Moun- 
tain Balabatn, is a certain Spring ofSulphurous 
liquor like Oyl ; and the like is lecn in Icvc- 
ral other parts of this Bland, to Iweat out 
of the Earth or Rocks, not unlike a petro^ 
leum : The Indians call this Liquor Mityah 
Tunnahy i. e. Earth Oyl. This is in fiich 
efteem among the Inhabitants, tliat the King 
of ylchin has prohibited the Exportation there- 
of iindcT pain of death , lb that what is car- 
ried away by the Englljh or iDi/fcA, is brought 
on board by ftcalth. It has a very ftrong 
Iccnt, but not nauleous ; its vertiie is extra- 
ordinary in a«*Lig Lamcncls, call’d by the 
Indians Beribcryy if the aftciSlcd parts be only 
bathed or anointed with it. This Bland has 
a certain kind of Reed, wliich grow near 
^oo Fathom high, and twills its lell^ round 
the Trees. They make Hops of it 

The moft general Language licre is theMa- The Lof 
iayatiytho they ulclikewile levcral othcrsjThey o/ 
maintain certain Schools for the Young 
pic, to be inftru£led in Reading and Writ- 
ing. The Inhabitants of Sumnha arc large wrrj. 
of Stature, black and brown of Complexion 
like the javanefes. 'Fhc Women arc well 
Ihaped, and of a fairifli C 'omplcxion, wiili 
very white Teeth, they make no account of 
(^haftity, nor look upon it as a dilgracc to , 
c xpolc themlclves for Money. For the reft 
this Nation is extravagantly proud and ilJ- 
namred, which lets lo high u value upon 
it Iclf, as to defpife all Foreigners ; they are 
very treacherous and make very little ar- 
cnimt of their Faith, if they hnd it confi- 
ftent with their Intcreft. Every body here is 
like all the Mahometans, does Many as many 
Wives as he is able to keep ; one however 
has the precedency before all the reft; W o- 
men of any Quality arc leldom lecn to walk 
along the ftrccts. Jn the inland Country 
lives ftill the remainders of the ancient Mcn- 
caters, call'd Bataches or Batatii^y who not 
only devour ftrangers, but likewile kill their 
own Fathers and Brothers, if grown very 
decrepit, and eat them. 

Both Rich and P(X)r, arc coniintially TbeirP 
chewing the leaves of Bethel^iixt with Time 
and Arckn or Paufcl. Their Bread is ma3c 
of Rice, of which they make alio a ^ dainty 
Papp, and Cakes, and eat them with 0)'l 
niey feed likgwile upon Filh, Flofo and 
Herbs. I'heir ordinary drink is W^atef ; bc- 
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Tides whicli, they ulc ^Iracl^ deftllTd of Rice 
t O <5 X. and Q)co-Nuts, and Pulm wine. The In- 
habitams of Sumatra arc very moderate in 
* their Dice, like all the refl of the bidiam. 

MbA of the Inhabitants, efpccially the 
CioinHne, poorer /brt, go Kaked to the middle, wlicrc 
they have only a piece of ifnfF Wrapt about 
them to co/er their Privitie?; both Sexes go 
without fhoocs or ftockins. The Riclier Ibrt 
wear a kind of Coat of Silk or Callico, af- 
ter the Mahometan Fafliion; a Liiincn 
C'loth wrap’d about their heads two or three 
times, Icrves them for a Cy>. 

Ibe fbjo- 'rhey pay a more than Tiavifli fubmillion 
of m-jd Obedience to their Kings, not fb much out 
of inclination as fear ^ their Princes or Go- 
^ * ’ vernours are ftilcd Pan^eran^. 

Jrcir pu- They punifli the leall TrelpuE with great 
nijhminti. levcrity, by cutting off their Hands and Feet. 
C'apital Crimes arc punifti'd after the moll: 
dreadful manner that can be invented. In 
former Ages, the Kings uled to lurrendcr the 
milcreant to the Men-caters, wlio after they 
had chop'd of their Hands, Arms and Leggs, 
threw Pepper upon the 7 "runk of the Body 
and devoured it. 

Their j^U- Moll: of the Inhabitants living near the 
gian, Sea-Coall arc Mahometans now, whereas 
formerly, lx)th thofc Inhabiting the Sea-flioar 
and tthc Inland Counti'y were Pagans, of 
which there are ft ill a great number in the 
Countries remote from the Sea. 

Tr/ifick of The Iflc of Sumatra, but e/pccially the 
tht* Jjland, Kingdom cf /Ichiti, are Places of great Traf- 
lick, whither rclbrt Merchants from all 
parts of the Indies, as the Clu'twfcs, Malayans, 
JavanrJcs,Chriiiiims and Muhometants. There 
« arc certain Places on the Weftern Coaft of 
the Hie, which arc in confederacy, and un- 
der the Protcilion of the Dutch Eajl-lndia 
Company, unto whom they are obliged to 
lellall their Pepper and Gold at a certain rate. 
Thelc arc Pryarnan, Indapoura, Padang, Tike 
»and Barros. llicy had allb fettled a f ado- 
ry in 1665: at ylndragiry, hut the quantity of 
Peppa* and Gold to be tranlported from 
thence was fb inconliderablc, that it did not 
CmmoiU turn to account. The chief Ckimmodities 
tiff o/Su- of Sumatra are. Pepper, Gold, Tin and 
niatra, Camphire. The W^clrern Coaft aftords Pedro 
Porcos, which arc Ibid at aoo Crowns per 
piece. Jamby and Palimbang are the chiefeft 
Places for Pepper, where the Englip have 
likewife their Fadorics, and are much c- 
ftcemed by that King. The Foreigners im- 
port commonly Pieces of Eight, (/,alIicoes, 
Chinefe Gold, Iron Wire, Steel, Woollen- 
Cloth, Qiiilts of Suratte, Silks, Salt and luch 
like Commodities, which they exchange for 
thole beforementioned. Thus much of Sh- 
matra. • 

• We comiSu’d our Voyage without any 
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remarkable Accident, till the 3d. of February, 

when we pois’d by Punte Gale, and arriv’d 1661, 

the next day at Colombo, both Cities belong- 

ing to the Illand of Ceylon, Having Ibon ^ t”’- 

diJpatch’d our Bulinels here, we let Sail a- Vojagl, 

gain the 9th, and the i ith came within

Kpylang, fteering our Courfe abng the Coaft Co- | 

oT Malabar, where we met with the Ship 

the Phoenix, in the Road of that City, 10 

k)ad Pepper, which done k joyn’d with us, ^ 

to continue its \^o)'agc to Perjia. 

Over againft the illc of Baypiii wc met 
with I y or 16 Sail under the Command of 
Air. Adrian xan dcr Meyden, who was lent 
timber to Attack the Fortrcls of Palipatnam j Palipat- 
wc went immediately abroad the Vlicland, 
where we paid ^ our rclpcds to the Admi- 
ral, who enjoyn d us, to lend all our Land 
and Sea Aden a flioar, to ailift at the ta- 
king of this Fortrcls ; which being done ac- 
cordingly, and the Dutch Forces Marching 
ill good Order to the Attack, they found, 
to tlicir great Alton illimcnt, that the Ene- 
my had Deferred the Place, and left only 
one old Woman and a Boy behind them; 
thus we became Mailers of tliis ftrong hold, 
without ftriking a blow. However our De- 
fign upon the City of nt^anor v/as 4 «i«i‘ 
alidc for tliat time, after we tNie thorough- 
ly infonned concerning its Condition, and 
tliat we were not lufhcieniJy ]'>rovided for 
fuch an Attempt. So we proceeded on our 
Voyage again the next day, and the jiluof 
March pals’d by the Bar of Goa, where we 
found fevcral Ships under Commodore Goa. 
Bpothaes a Cmifiiig, which kept the Har- 
bour of Goa Block'd up. The 6th. wc came 
to an Anchor in the Road of Hmgurla, Cometo 
where wc met feveral of our Men of War, Wingur- 
which had been a Cruiling before Goa, and 
were come hither to refrclli themlelvcs j 
Wc law likewile here the Bantajn 'i’acht, 
wliich was lent on purpole hither to carry 
die Qiiecn of Gokonda to Mocha, (a City of Tie Queen 
Arabia, Situate on the Byd-Sca) Ihc being to 
go from thence to Medina, to vifit Maho~ J® 
mefs Tomb, and to make , a prefent of M ahuA _ 
great value there. Her Guards which liad 
Cbndudted her 80 Leagues as far as W 7w- 
gurla confifted of 4000 Men, all mounted 
on fine bright Pcyfian Horfes, well Accou- 
tred. They had long Coats of Mail, on 
tthe Shoulders of which were imbroidred * 
Sei-pents-heads in Imitation of the Ancient 
Bpmans ', Tho)' had fine Polilh’d Helmets 
on their Heads, being for the reft Arm'd 
with Bows and Arrows, and feme of them 
with very long Beards. At the Head of 
them rid two Trumpeters, who Sounded 
the Trumpet by tums. All the PcHbns of 
Quality that attended her, were likewife 
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mounted on very fine Horf^ with a Foot- 
men on each fide of the Hoffes H^rad, who 
held the Bridle. The Oiieen her felt and 
all her Ladies, were carried in co- 

vered on the top, to keep theinfelyes from 
bcincr (cen by any bodyj and before them 
were^lcd federal Camels, covered with rich 
Fumiuircs. On one of thefe was mounted 
a Kettle-Drummer, who with a Hammer 
beat crofs ways, as we do in Europe ; the 
Drums, of which one hung on each fide of 
the Camel, being lomewliat (harp at one end 
like our Ik.'c-hivcs. The Commodore [{per- 
t'r^es and M. Snwtvliet (Dkc£tor for the Dutch 
r.ajHndin Company at Gmnron) wci'c gone 
’ ‘ to meet aixl complement the Queen about 
TWO Leagues from die Town; who, whllft 
Ihe tarried here, didtaced feveral Letters in 
divers Languages to her Secretaries ; (he fent 
loon after to know whether the Ships were 
ready to (ail, and being anlwercd they were, 
(he came immediately aboard the Yacht, but 
finding her much Ids in bulk dian the other 
Ships (he law lying ?.t Anchor in the Road, 
(he was not very well liitisficd,tiJl being told 
by Mr. Kpothaes and Santvliety Yacht 

was moft proper for her purpole, by rcalon 
of the lhallownefi of the Ihoar of the red 
Sea, feem’d^^o acquiefee in their judg- 
ment. NeSfi^ne Sea-fide a Tent was let up, 
and from thence a palTage covered all over 
with Callico to the Chaloop, in which was 
like wile a Tent, as alio in the Yacht, to pre- 
vent her being Icen by the Ship's Crew. 
She gave a very line prelent of Gold and 
Diamonds to the Commodore Mr. Bpothnes 
and Mr. S/intvIict. Tlie Captain of the Yacht 
who carried her to Mocha^ did not return 
from thonce, but went along with her, being, 
as wc liippole, turn’d Mahometan ; bccaule 
the Yacht was recondu( 5 led by the Boatlwain. 

Wineur- is no more than a large Village, 

h. ^ lituatc pn the Sca-lhcar of the Kingdom ot 
Colconda. under the 1 5 deg. of Northern Lati- 
tude. The Dutch Enfi^India Company have 
built a very fine Houle here of Stone and 
Plaiftcr-work, becaule all Ships bound for 
Perfia , are oJ)liged to come to an Anchor 
here, to provide themlclves with Mb Wa- 
ter and Fuel, which they buy here at a ve- 
ry low rate, the place loircc affording any 
thing ellc. 

Come to Mter we liad left we came the 

Gatnron. 6th of April before that himous City of JVr- • 
call’d Onmron^ and Anchored at 6 Fa- 
thoms Water. 1 went alhoar^ the lame day 
to give Notice of our Arrival, and to make 
the neceflary preparatbns for unlading our 
fhip; which being done, I apply ’d my lelf 
to r»vc it laden again with all poflible expe- 
dition ; and our Cargo being for the moll 
part Gold and Silver Coin ; we might loon 


have been ready to Sail again, had we not 
been oblig’d to ftay for lome other Commo- t 6 6 1. 
ditics, till the id of Junc^ when we, ict liil 
again firom thence, and Mr. James ffWiamfon 
IMre6ix)r for the Company in Perfia^t^z this 
opportunity to go along with us to Batavia^ 
the time of his ftay in Perfia being expired. 

The Famous City of Gamrtm^ the only A defer ip* 
Sea-Haven of Perfia^ is fituate on aflat Sea- tiofiofthot 
fhoar, juft at the entrance of the Perjian- 
Gulph^ at the foot of a ban-en Sandy MoUn*- 
tain, producing neither Grafi nor Trees; it 
lies lietwixt two Caftlcs under th;; 17 deg. of 
Northern Latitude : Tiis City was built out ^ 
of the Ruines of the Caftle and City of Ot- 
wjwi, the Deftru6tion of which, proved the 
rile of Gamron. It is to the Sea Side de- 
fended by three Stone Baftions, on which 
arc mounted, good Store of Iron Cannon. 

But on the L^nd-fide, it is only liirrounded 
with a ftone Wall, which is much decay’d 
becaulc they fear as it Iccms nothing from 
thence. ' I he Houles here which arc built after JtsHoufes^ 
a very antick manner, like moft of the Pei - 
fian Houles, ftand very dole together, hav- 
ing each a Iquare T urret which mounts to a 
cx>nfiderable hight above the whole Stnnftiire, 
having on each fide levcral Holes for the 
free palTage of the Wind and Air; in thele 
Turrets they fleep every Night during 
the Summer lealon. Thebtft of their HoulS 
arc built only of Loom, which being form’d 
in four Square pieces and dry'd with the Sun, 
become us hard as ftone, and keep out. the 
Rains and Winds. They whiten them on the 
out-fide with Lime made of burnt Muflel- 
(hells,bur their back andout-houles are covered 
only with the leaves of Palm-trees ; and arc ' 
milcrable Hurts, Icarce fit 10 defend the In- 
habitants from the injuries of the Scalbn. 

The Streets here are both narrow and Streets 
Ihort, with many turnings, and are covered 
by the Houles on both lides, wliich are al- 
moft join'd together on the top ; notwith-'" 
Ihmding which, the heat is lb cxcefiive here, 
that they are Icarce paflable. They are not 
paved with Stones, but only with Earth beat- 
en dole together, whicii being continually 
watered to allay the heat and duft, becomes 
by degrees as hard as a Stone. Both the 
the Engliflj and Dutch have their F'ad-orics 
here near one another, each being diftin- 
guifti’d by their relpedive Flaggs ; the Dutch 
IS built dole to tlic Water lide, being a 
goodly Strudure and very convenient for 
the unlading of Vcfiels. 

'Fhe City of Cnmiov .nfl'ords no frcfti Water, 
which mufthc feich'd by the Slaves in filarth-T^*^ 
en Veflcls or Sheep skins early in the Morn- 
ing (to keep it the cooler) from the Moun- 
tiims, which arvk near three Leagues diftant 
from thcncc, which makes thi\^fli Wat A

wherewith they arc (applied from Perfin and 
other l^laces.

lluy in the Poll during the Summer Sea- 
(bn, mull be covered all over v\'iih Sails, 
otherwilc tl;e Planks would Iplit a(under, 
the Pitch and I'arr riling up in Bubbles as 
it were a Boiling ; (b that no Body dare W'alk 
bai'e-footed upon the De ck. Thole who ven- 
ture to continue during the hot Seafon at 
Gatnron, commonly get for their pains an 
Ague of a very malicious Nature, which if 
it does not kill, ut leal! leldom quits them, 
but leaves luch Relicks behind, as at lad 
brings thcTn to their Graves. Tlie Cau(e 
of this cxccliive Heat (cems to me to be the 
Situation of the Place, at the Foot of a 
barren Mountain, facing the South, (6 that 
tjhc Sun-beams by their Rcfrailions againft 
the Mountain arc redoubled in their Stiengih, 
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elj)ccially if it be conlldercd thar the W'ind txJ'wO 
here during tlic iiummer Sealbn Blows for t b 6 1 . 
the molt part from the South, and conic- 
qucntly from the (amc corner, from whence 
the Sun-beams exert their utmoll Strength. 

For, immediately after MA}ch is pa(s'd\he 
Winds turn commonly to the \Vcll and 
Souihwcd, which are Ibmctimes (b Stifling StifUne:- 
th.u they kill Men and Bealls. The Ambi- Wivds, 
nns call this W'ind Elhnmudi^ i. c. Fi(h-wind.", 
and the PcjJians B/iHefafnboury bccau/e it 
(. lioaks on a (udden, luch as it touches. It 
is very ob/ervable, that the Dead CarcalTes 
of Inch as are kilTd by it, if roucli’d with 
I he Hands, are as uncluous as Greafe or 
Oil, and appear as if they had been Dead a 
Month ago. Tliis Wind continues here in 
June, July and Auguji, as likevvife all 
about Munfjil over againfl tlic old Nz/jrac, 
find near Bngdnt, but thofc who are upon 
the W'aier, even in Boats in the River, never 
tecl the eflecls of thh W^ind, tho' they are 
quite Naked.

They always appear Naked, 
having only a piece of Cloth wrapt about 
the middle. The Indian Women refort to 
them in great Numbers out of Devotion, 
to touch the extremities of their Fingers, 
or to Khs their Privy Members in a moft 
humble Pofture ; which they admit ofj with- 
out (hewing the Jeaft fign of (enfibility 
thereat, for if they (hould do otherwife, 
they would be look’d upon as unfit for that 
Holy Seat. They never caft their Eyes 
upon any Body, but draw them in a moft 
friglitful manner upwards, as if they were 
affl lifted with Convulfions. They lead a 
moft (cvcrc and milerablc Life, conftantly 
mortifying their Bodies, by (bme ftrangc 
and unnatural Penances they Jay upon them- 
(clvcs.

The heat is more in- 
lenlc at Ormus than at Ganixon '^ for it con- 
tinues at leaft five Months, from May 
till Se^icmbcTy and fbmetimes till the begin- 
ning of December ; In the Winter Scalbn the 
heat is Ibmcwhat allay’d by the Dew which 
falls all the Night long, but in the Summer

It is further ob/ervaWe, 
that the Winds are fo changahle here, 
that you may in a quarter of an hours time 
i-cmarkably feci their difierent effedfs; fome 
by opening, others by obftrudting the Pores 
of your Bodies. During the Summer Sca- 
fon the Winds blow for the moft part E. 
and S. E. or W.S. W. but feldom fix)m the 
South, the laff of which is not 16 unwhole- 
lomc as the reft ; and what is more l^p*pri- 
fing is That this Wind always cools the 
Water contained in any Vefl'els but not the 
Chambers or Rooms where the Water is kept. 

The Drink of the Common People is Wa- 
ter, thole of the better lort drink Syani/h yteir 
Wine, or Perfian Wines of Shir ms, but th^ 
are very fcarcc and dear. They Dcftil alio 
a Spirit of Rice and Sugar here, as well as 
in all other parts of the Indies. They have 
alfo a certain kind of Drink call’d Tari, 
which is drawn from a Tree, and as Iweet 
as Muft; this is the ordinary Liquor Ibid 
in Publick Houfes who pay a confiderable 
Tax for their Licenfes to the King. This 
Liquor is brought every day to Town in 
Casks on Horfe back, each Horlc carrying 
one on each fide.

For Albuquerque havir^ Landed 
fb>ig<»'oufly attack’d the City, 
,<j«rn(bn aftei* fbme Rcfxllancc were 
lorcW Ajcave it to his Mercy, which he 
bhrnt tc^'^e ground, with all their Ships 
licdS»*nQ ill the Harbour. In the j^me man- 
ner he made himlelf Mafler of the Maskjite 
andO^/>/rtw,t\vofl:rong and well fortified places, 
belonging to the King of Orttiui , and from 
thence direclly taking his Courfe to Oanus 
it Icif, the chief Aim of this Expedition, he 
lent word to King Scyfadln and Atar the 
Protector , That Ewanuel King of l^ortugai 
having taken a liclolution, out of an herc- 
^ ditary Hatred to the Mahometaus^ the de- 
clared Enemies of Cbrijhmlovh to make War 
ugainll them, which fliould not end but 
v/lih the total Coiu]uert of cither fide, he 
was come to tell them, that if they were 
ready, according to the Example of levcral 
()thcr y-yi/toV/^^and Kings, to|pay his 

Mailer a certain \ early Tribute, hcw'ould 
leave them in the quiet Poflclhon of the 
llland, but if they rcfuled to acknowledge 
the King of Vo^tugnl for their I>ord, he 
was come to denounce them War, which 
was not to end, but with their Total Lc- 
llrucl ion. 

The, King being Ibrely frightned at the 
Lift Succefs of tlic Vortugucfc<i and dreading 
the lame Fate, thought it his be ft wa y to 
cajol Albuquerque with fair Woi<fs~ Into a 
Belief of his iincere intentions of Peace j 
but at the lame time, by the Advice of A- 
tar loLight to gain lime, and to delay his 
pofuivc Anlwcr, till the expelled Auxilia- 
ries from the Continent of Vnftn were Ar- 
rived. No fooner had he received thefe Suj>- 
ples, but he altered his Note, and in plain 
terms lent word to Albuquo quej that the 
Kings of Ormus were not uled to pay, but 
TO rccieve Tribute from Foreigners j That 
• in cafe the l-^ovtugucfcs would be contentc*d 
with the lame Privileges of Trading, other 
t^utions enjoy’d there, they fliould be wel- 
come j bur, that it they onc^ came to Ho- 
ftilities, they fliould be convinced to their 
coft, wliat difference there was to fight with 
well appointed Verfians and Arahians^Vi6. with 
an undilciplin’d Rabble of Moors. By this 
time Atar the Protestor had got above ^oooo 
Men together, part of which lie Embark’d 
aboard the Mere hant Vcffels then in Har- 
bour there, which he pofted in a Line a- 
^ong the Shoar, to prevent the Enemies 
^’^andlng, whilft lie with the Men of War 
put to ^a with an Intention to Attack Al~ 
i^querque in the Rear j lb loon as he fliould 
be engaged with the Mcrcliant Men : But 
Albuquerque inlle^id of Attncking the Mer- 
chant Ships, came up with Atar's Fleet and 
Engaged them lb furb\*lly, that in a 


fliort time he lunkmany of them, and burnt 
the reft, with a great Slaughter of Men on 
the Enemies fide, whereas the Portuguefes 
loft not above Ten Men during the whole 
Engugement*. King SeyfaHin being lenfibJc 
that the Lois of liis Fleet muft of ncceflity 
draw ihat of the whole llland after it, fent 
immediately his Deputies to Albuquerque to 
'fVcai of Peace ^ They wxre kindly rccel- 
vc-d by the Ponuguef: General, who gave 
immediate Orders, that the Fire which had 
Icizcd by this time upon the Merchant Ships, 
fliould be extinguimed immediately, and the 
r.cxt day a Peace was concluded betwixt 
tlicm upon thefe following Conditions. 

That CeyfaMn King of Omnn and all his 
Succcflbrs lubmit thcmlelvcs to, and fliall ac- 
knowledge the King of Portugal thcir Pro- 
teflor, and pay him an Annual Tribute of 
I 5 000 Serafs. 

That Alhuifuenjut fliall have Lilxrrty to 
pitch upon a Place, luch as he judges moll 
convenient for the erc6ling of a Fortrels, 
for V'hich piirpole he fhall oe ftipply’d with 
ready Money, and other Ncccflarics by the 
laid King. 

Accordingly Albuquerque ap{iiJii<4tfthlclf 
with all imaginable Ipeed to alie Building 
of the Fortrels j but many cl the Gentle- 
men V olunteers and other i Jrtuguefes look- 
ing upon it as a great Hardlhip,fc^fpend their 
time here in Slavifh Drudgery, whilft tlicy 
mift’d their opportunity of getting a Rich 
Booty at Sea, from the Moorifli Ships, (the 
main intent of their Voyage) began to 
murmur, and at laft with the conlent of 
their Captains, embark’d dicmlelves aboard 
two Mcuof War, and in Ipiteof Albuquer^ 
que return’d to the Indies. He was vex’d 
to the Soul, to lee himlclf thus Difippointcd 
in thb great Defign, but being forced to 
comply w'ith Necclilry, he follow'd the reft. 
But Ibme years after he being lent from the 
King of Portugal in the Qiiality of Vice- 
roy of the Indies, he did, after the Con- 
queft of Goa and Malacca bring it to Per- 
fedlion in rhe following manner. 

He cauled i yyy xx Men of War, and a 
good Number of Merchant Sjiips to be E- 
quipp’d at Goa, and to have it rumour’d 
broad, that he intended to go with this Fleet 
to Aden ( a City at the Entrance of the r{cdr 
Sea ) to prevent thole of Ormus to conceive 
anyjealoufle of this Equipment. But no 
•fooner was he come to Maskfite , but lie 
changed his Courle, and Steer’d dirciflly 
for Ormus, where his Arrival cauled an in- 
credible Fear both in the King and People. 
For Atar being dead fince, and King Sey- 
faSn piolbn’d by Noradin ^vemor of the 
City, ^ Brother Toro or Toruftxa bad U- 
lurp’d the Kia;?dcwa froni his Children.

ever) relpeil the late deceas'd Protedtor jitar. 
He took eftedtuai Care, by placing his Crea- 
tiEres ia all places of Truft, whereby he E- 
ilablilh'd himfclf in the Management of the 
Government, 16 that not only Soradin^ but 
alfo Toro himlclf durft not attempt to A<a 
contrary to his Sentiments. From hence it 
was, that, tho’ the Leagiie with Portugal 
had been kept inviolably hitherto, the Por- 
rugurfes had been civilly receiv’d there, and 
ilte Yearly Tribute pundtually paid, yet was 
the Power of Hamndcs ib prevailing, as to 
hixve conftrained Toro to accept of the Per- 
fmn 'Furbant , lent him by Ifmael Sofhi^ 
ap ev’dent lign, that Hmnades his Inclinations 
were rather ^for the Perjians than Portugue- 
fcs. Albutjuei iue being not ignorant of vmat 
puls’d at OrwttTi relolvm, by delivering King 
Toro from the flavilh Submillion impolcd up- 
on him by Ids Subjedfs, to Confirm himnb- 
lolutely in his Fidelity and Intereft to the King 
of Portugal L for which purpole he lurrounded 
the whole Iliand with his Fleet, to take away 
from them all Hopes of Relief, and immediate- 
ly lent word to the King, that he was come 
ihiihcr with no other Intent, than to enter 
upon a new League betwixt the Kings of 
Portugal and Ormus. 

King Toro bang not a little furpriled at 
the unexpedicd Appearance of 16 great a 
Fleet, • diipatch’d immediately his Deputy’s 
to Albuqucrqucy to Treat with Idra concern- 
ing the Conditions of it ; Albuquerque de- 
manded, that, bcfidcs the Annual Tribute 
to be paid to the King of Portugal^ Liber- 
ty fliould be given him to build a Fortrels 
and a Fadfory Houle to (ecurc the Trade 
jqf the Portuguefes i and King Toro being 
willing enough to grant what he d^lired, 
the League was Conwmed by a Solemn Oath 
on both fides.

Goa ‘, and the unfortunate King of Oimusy 
bad likcwile made an oftcr ot his whole 
Trcafiirc to the Portuguefes, to obtain the 
fame Favour, which was refilled by the Poi- 
tuguefes , notwithftanding they W'cre both 
Vaflals of the King of Portugal’, which has 
given no Slender caufe of Sulpiciony to fbme^ 
as if iItc Portuguefes had invited the Perft^ 
ans thither, when they food for peace to 
themy in the Iflc of ^teixome. 7 ’he Eng- 
Hfh, in conlideration of this Service, had 
the moiry of all the cuftoms, and other Re- 
venues granted them by the PaJJans. The 
Chief rcafbn of the lofs of the Fortrefe of 
Ormus, isj ‘attributed to the Revolt of the 
Garrilbn iti the Patuguefc Fort of QueixoTTre, 
who in fpight of Pyty Preira their Gover- 
nour, lurrendcred it to the Pc fans. It 
was allb allcdgcd, that if the Governour of 
the Poitugurfc Fortrcfs di Ormus, had, accor- 
ding to the advice of the other Commanders, 
filled the ditch bctwa'xt the City, and the 
Fortrels with water ; by opening the Sluices 
the Perfans, would have found it a mucb 
harder Task, to have approached fb near to 
the EdcL:: of St. Janies. 

Before the Portuguefes had difeovered, the ^raf 
paflage by Sea, to the Indies, all the bidi- fckofC^- 
an Commodities, were brought into Eh- muiinfor- 
rope by the way of Ormus ; whither they 
Were firil tranfported, out of all parts of 
the Indies ; and from thence through the 
Pefian Gulph, and along the River Eu- »' 
pdjrates, to Bajfora , which City lies upon' 
die Confluence of the two great Rivers the 
Euphmtcs and Tigris'. From Bajfora they 
WTre by Land, carried by Camels, to < 
Bagdad, a City upon the Tigris. From 
hence they Travelled with their Merchandi- / 

CCS in Caravans through the delarrs of Syria 
to Aleppo, being a journey of forty days ; and 
from Aleppo to Tripolis, in Syria bordering 
upon the Mediteranean (only three days 
journey) from whence they were tranfported 
by the Mediterranern into all parts of Europe. 

From hence it is evident that Ormus informer 
Ages was the Staple of all the Indian Commo- 
dities.

one Bardadin ; (who fucceeded /Intbony Kpy 
tea Mavrin, a Vaflal of the King of Otmus)^ 
he promifed to pay, a Yearly Tribute of 
4'^iooo Saafs. Bclidcs this, the Pearl-trade 
here produces yearly at lead 500000 Du- 
cats, itw ready Money, not to Reckon 100000 
I Ducats more, which arc Shared betwixt 
i Fetji/fn Governour and •the other On- 


cers ; For there is a great re/brt of Mer- 
chants to this place, which come hither from 1662, 
all parts of the World, to buy up Pearls, 
and to tranfport them to the Indies, and o- 
dier places, the beft and mofi: precious 
Pearls in the World, been found near this 
Ifland of Baharen^ and the Ifle of Giorfat 
or Giolfar which both in bigncfs j and Round- 
ncis, far exceed thofc found near the other J- 
flanJs of Latif, Lafcn, Barrehafoy, ^:*irafilhar, 
yhul. Scran, Dftud, Dans, Emergccenon, yin- 
eevi, Serccho, Dclmeftahnas, Sirleniaj}, Alda- 
VC, Fcjicbrur.rich, Cheri:(0)n, Dibci, Satba, 
yUj^iman, l{as, Emelgczien, B^afagUr, Daoin, 
lia/acl chimes, Sirkerkor, K^afah, Kons^ar, Me- 
J er deader adi, Lima, Dcbc, Chcrf, Chelb, Sara?, 

Sisct, Mejiar, Carajat, 'Teuji, Golaf, Furga- 
tiic, Setm, Gameda, Bncha, and Jadi. All 
which afford Pearls, but they are not exact- 
ly -i^ind. Near Mr.jk/itc 33, or 34 
Leagues from Otmus, arc likewifevery good 
Pearls to be found. 

The Pearl filhery near Baharcn begins 
Ibmerimes in June, but Generally in July, 
and continues till the End of Augufl. About 
200 Barks go abroad together, .100 be- 
longing to the Ifle of Baharen, 
and 50 to Kihch \ their Rend^ous being 
commonly near Kyitar, a Sca-j^rt of Ara- 
bia, 6 Leagues South of Baharen. The 
Pearls taken here, Exceed all^ ilic Reft in 
Goodnef^ Beauty, and Weight, tho’ not . 
in bigncl^ They Catch them by means oi. 
a Stone, which by its weight is let d6v?fr 
12 or jS Fathom under water. They fell 
the Pearls by Kjirars and Abas three of which ^ 
make one Fiarat ; and by Matikals, or Mi- 
tigals, each of which contains 42 Kjirats, 

"IBc Small Pearls arc loldby Mitlgals. Be- 
fidcs this General fifhery near Katar, wdiich 
Continues for two Months, there arc fevcral 
other particular Fifheries, rear Nihdy, Ba- 
hatev, Julfar, Majkatc, Teude, and Bo:{al- 
garc, in the Petftan Culpb, which, tho’ not 
of fb great Confequence as the firft, yet 
are commonly, greatly beneficial to the own- 
ers. As they take up the Oyfters, they o- 
pen them, w hen the Pearls drop out. It is 
Generally believed, that thele. Pearls, arc 
progenerated by the May-dews, during 
wliich Month, the Oifters rife up to the Sur- 
face of the Waters, and Opening themfelvcs 
receive a fmall quantity of dew, which be- 
ing Coagulated, aftciwards produces thefe 
Pearls. Certain it is, that if thefe Oifters 
are opened before "June, the Pearls arc fbfc 
and pliable like Pitch. Moft of the Inhabi- 
tants of the Ifle of Bai.nren j art Arabians, 
but the Garrifbn Confifts of Petfians, undiT 
the Command of a Vizier lent thither by 
the King of PctfiAi Formerly this Ifle was

hour. John Piccard my Nephew, a Captiun

By this fudden change of the Wind, our 
whole Fleet confifting of thirty Ships 
great and final 1 were in no finall danger of 
being Shipwrack’d. The Ship tire Stadthonfe 
was driven among tl'ie Rocks, where having 
loft her Rudder (he gave the Signal of be- 
ing in utmoft diftrels^ but no Body durft 
venture to bring her off. The Ship the 
Achilles was likewife forced from her Anchors 
among the Rocks, but by good Fornine 
happened to caft Andior agahi, not far from 
the Stadthoufe. The Ship the lhajmus was 
alfb got a drift and was in great danger of 
running upon the Shelves ; fevcral ot our 
finall Crart were beaten to pieces by the 
Sea, and many others much endamaged.

Here the Afffttn 
Ftyers^ Francifeans and Jefidtes had like- 
wife their feveral Convents, all Magni- 
ficently Built, with very pleafant Gar- 
dens and Walks*, the place being Inha- 
bited only by Ponugucfis. But fince this 
City was Conquer’d by the Dutch^ the 
greaceR p.irt of it was hid Defjlate, and 
the reft Fortifi’d with regular Stone. 
Ballions, Curtines and a very broad 
pitch, fo that it is now look’d upon as 
impregnable. Among other Stee- 
ples, that of St. Paal being magnificent- 
ly Built of fquare Stones, exceeded ail 
the reft as well in Height asBcauty, which 
is fince dcmoUQi’d with all the other 
Churches, except one, where divine 
Service is exercis’d according to the 
Tenets of the Reform’d Religion. The 
Houfes here are cover’d with I'ilcs of 
about the Breadth of a Hand, and arc 
faftned to theLaths by fmall Hooks. Some 
make theirWindows only ot a kind of Let- 
ticc Work, others of Canes very Artifi-'^ 
cially twilled together; others make 
ufe of large Shells in which the Pearls 
grow,^ thefe they Shave and Flatten, and 
make Windows of them, as w e do of 
Glafs. 

After we thus had made our feivcs Ma- 
ilers of the greateft part of the Malabar 
Coaft, and had taken all imaginable care, 
to re-eftabli/h the Commerce in thofe 
Parts, it was judged nccefiary for the 
better obtaining ot this end, to enter in- 
to ftrid Alliances with the Kings and 
Princes of the Adjacent Countries ; For 
which purpofe Mr, James FJuftart chief 
Councellour of theA^/f/,of Cry/<7;f,and the 
Malabar Coaft, having fent me the nc- 
ceflary Inftrudions and Credentials, 1 
provided my fclf with all things requi- 
*litc for fuch a Journey, and the 21 of 
January 1664^ embark’d aboard a fmail ^ 
Vc/Tcl, with one Serjeant, feveral Sol- 
diers, an Interpreter, and divers Mari- 
ners, which carried us up the River as/'wf to 
far IS to the City of KAkolang^ where 
Arriv’d fafely the next day. So foon 
1 i»d provided my fcif with a coaveni* 
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's-zVo cnt Lodging, I gave notice of my Ar- 
5 5 2 . rival, by our Interpreter to the King, 
who foon after returned in Company of a 
Kefido^r from the King, to fetch me to 
Court. Accordingly I and Mr. Willing, 
who refided there in the Quality of Un- 
der Faflor of the Eajt-Jndia Company, 
were introduced by the faid Rejidcor into 
the Kings Prcfence, whom we found 
lurrounded with a good Number of 
Courtiers, that conflantly attend his Per- 
r/,. Aidi- fon. After the firft Ceremonies and 
Compliments, fuch as are ufual in this 
place, were pafs’d^ I furrendred my 
Calku- Credentials to the King, who receiv’d 
them with a great deal of Refpeft and 
feeming Satisfa<ftion. After be had per- 
us’d them, he gave Orders to one of his 
Refidoers, one of his chief Favourites to 
treat with me concerning fuch Points as 
I fhould propofe to him, tending to the 
maintaining of a good Gorrefpondence 
betwixt us and them, and to make his 
Report to him. Tiiis Prince had the 
Chamber of a very Sincere . Perfon, 
which appear’d both in his Countenance 
and Adions; but leaves the chief Ma- 
nagement of ail Affairs of Moment, to 
the beforemention’d Rejtdoor, who knows 
how' to make his Advantage of it. After 
1 had Trcatt^d with the Refidoor, as far as 
my Commifljon would give me leave, I 
delir’d to be difmifs’d, under pretence of 
fetching new Inftrudtions, which being 
Efparts Granted, I cook leave of the King, and 
fromtheme with Mr Willing purfu’d my Journey to 
roPorka. porka^ whither I had fent a Serjeaats 
with fix Soldiers before. But at our 
Arrival there, being inform’d that the 
King of Porka was ten days before gone 
to his, Palace call’d Kudda Malnir, or 
Koramdllnr , or Keromallo , about Ten 
Leagues diftance from hence, 1 refblv’d 
to go thither. We were forc’d to go by 
Water, through fcvcral Channels and 
Rivers, the Country hereabouts being 
full of both, like the Province of Hoi- 
Itmd, which affords fcarce any Paflage by 
Land, but by the Dikes, all the reft be- 
ing Rice Fields, curioufly Planted with 
Trees on all lidcs. 

We were forc’d to have our Mmtfiool 
(\' eflel) drawn through a narow Sluce, 
which open’d us the Pallage into a large 
Lake, which to the North is about two * 
Leagues broad; from thence we enter’d 
into a Channel of about a LeagOe ki 
length, its entrance is fomewhat narrow 
and fo full of Flaggs, that there waa 
Icarcc room enough to manage our Otrs. 
At the end of this Channel you fee Very 
plealant Rjce Fields, which extend to. 


the foot of the Mountain, sod ireftock’d 
with prodigeous QpantUies of 
Water Fouls. The Inhabitants here- 
abouts have a certain way to d^in tbek 
Fields, which makes them bear Rke all 
the Year round ; fo that whilft theyarje 
Sowing and Planting in one Field, in aoi- 
other the Rice is half Ripe, and in ano- 
ther its come to its full Maturity ; which 
renders this Country both very Fruitful 
and Populous. The Mountains produce 
fome Pepper, but in no great Quantity. 
This part betwixt the Channel and the 
Mountains is Water’d by a very fair and 
large River, Beaiitifi’d on both fides 
with many fair Hoiifes, Gardens aud 
Trees, which afford a very agreeable 
Spedlacle to tliofc that pafs by that way 
the Houfes being all Built among fmall 
Groves. After wc had fpent ieveral 
hours in coming up the River, wc in the 
Afternoon call Anchor before the Court 
of the King of Porla^ Situate upon the 
Right fide of the faid River, near a Vil- 
lage inhabited by Chriftians of 
06 , who enjoy great Privileges here. 
As we were pafiing up the River, hoc 
far from the Court, we faw a large Cro- 
codil Sunning himfelf« upon the Tandy 
Bank ; 1 Order’d our Souldiers to fire ac 
him; which they did, but he cfcap’d 
under Water. This Creature was us’d 
to fet upon the People as they paft’d by 
that way, and confequcntly much dread- 
ed by them. The King of Porko was at 
time Rebuilding his Palace, in which 
they fay he had already beftow’d 
20 Years ; It was but an odd Old Faftii- 
on’d picceof Struflurc, furrounded with 
Walls of Earth and a dry Ditch ; 1 fent 
our Interpreter to notifie our Arrival, 
and to provide us a Lodging, who being 
return’d, wc fcarce had fet a Foot a flioar, 
but the chief Refidoor of the King came 
to condud us to Court, where he intro- 
duced us into his Prefencc. After the u* 
fual Compliments 1 deliver’d him my Cre- 
dentials, which he receiv’d with extraor- 
dinarry-itfarks of Refped, Ordering the 
Rtfidoor to entertain me till be bad Read, 
and Confider’d of them. In a little while 
after he return’d with fome of his Abr 
tendants into the fame Apartment, 
where he ask’d me whether 1 i^d any o- 
tber Commillion to Treat with him, and 
1 anfwering that 1 had, be declared to 
me, that his locliaations had been aU 
ways for os, eren whilft we appear’d in 
Arms on that Coaft, though at the finne 
time he was not infenfible, that fome had 
endeafTour’d to periwade usto i 
tmry, but .that^tuiid>4aid 
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lho\jld difcovcr tlie good Sentiments he 
652. ‘had \orus. Hctoldus fiirther,that he had 
caus^ the Flaggs of the rnglijh and fome 
x)th^r Nations to be taken down, and the 
Dutch Flagg to be fet up, for which they 
threatned 1 im with an open War, in his 
Awn I ei I itories, and refus’d to quit the 
Country, which made them to be look’d 
upon but with a very indifferent Eye by 
all the Neighbouring Princes. Having af- 
terwards given him a farther Account of 
the occafion of my coming, he told me 
that he Ihould be very glad now he was 
convinc’d of the intentions of the Com- 
pany, which were agreeable to his, to 
fpeaK with Mr, HiijUrr himfelf^ I re- 
turn’d for Arfwer that the Company was 
fenlible of his favourable Sentiments to 
them, and had always put a great value 
upon ids I’erfon, inviting 1dm at the fame 
time TO Co(hir 7 , to viiit Mi. U:i\tArt^ the 
laft of which Modcftly Declin’d, al- 
kdging that for fcveral icaldns he could 
not come lo Cailnn^ but that it Mr. Hn~ 
^ATt would come either to I'orka^ or any 
other Place under his jui ifdidion, he 
fliould be very ready to lH-at with him 
concefning fuch Matters, as tended to 
their mTicua’l Advantage. The King 
further ask’d nic, whether I dclir’d an 
Account of :my Negotiation in Writing, 
which I having accepted of, he Paid it 
it fliould be feut t8 my Lodgings, and at 
my departure Coadnfted me in Perfon to 
the Door of his Apartment, from whence 
the Ref door carried me to hL Lodgings, 
and treated us with all forts of Rctrclh 
ments, a very welcome Entertainment 
tofonicof my Attendants, who had not 
met with the like fincc the beginning of 
our Journey. Towaidsthe Evening th.c 
Refidoor bi ought me the Writings, with 
whom wbilit we were taking a View 
of the Court, I had abundance of Dif- 
courfc concerning the intended Treaty. 
'hce of This Palace of the King, is a four 
■ Kl^g fquarc Stru^iui e, of about 40 Paces in 
)ikd. the .Square, in the midfl: of which is a 
Court, about which the Apartments, 
(of which there is a great Number) are 
Built •, they are all four Square, their 
chief Ornaments within being the Car- 
ving of Leaf and other Work in all forts 
of fine Wood \ In fonie of tbefe Lodg- 
ings yonTec fine Cilferns for thcconve-* 
nbiicy of Bathing, ^you afeend to them 
by certain broad. Sitone Steps, like our, 
Crave Stones. Inoa£.of thefcLod^ngs 
'is a very large iBafon, fnirQUodcd with 
ikeh Stones, which ;8r€ Abont 120 
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credible Pains and Charges, a great way 
out of the Country. The Palace it fclf 1662 
is cover’d with fmall Tiles, of a Hand 
broad, the Windows being made either 
of twilled Canes, or Shells, which tranf- 
mits the Sight. 

After my return from thence to RTou-^ 
lang^ I went further to Cochw^ to give a * 
a verbal Account of my Tran fad ions to 
Mr. Huftarr, who thereupon Order’d me 
to go once more to the Court of the King 
of Porkafin order to fet Matters there upon 
a Pure Foundation *, Accordingly I fet out 
the 3d oi February fomc ot my former 
Attendants from Cochiu to the King of 
T’orD’s Court, where w ithin an Hour af- 
ter giving notice of my Arrival, one of^o?^/:*- 
the King’s Refidoo' s came to introduce me cond time 
to the King, whom that time 1 \onndf^dv'Co:,ft 
in a mnfl: Magnifievnt Array, (after the 
Malabar Fafliion) in the mi iff ot his 
Courtiers. After the ufual Refped pay’d, 

I deliver’d to him my Credentials, which 
he having receiv’d, he Order U all his 
Attendants and my laterprbtcr among 
the reft to withdraw, bccaiifc he hacbi 
mind to DifcouiTe with me alone in Por^ ^ 
trgnefe^ which he under ftood very well, ms Audi* 
I told him that I was feat on purpofe by 
myMafters to hisMajefty, to allure him of 
their Friendfliip, and to pa]^ the Money 
Stipulated by the laft I'reaty, which 
Summ, though it much c.^cceded the va^ 
lue of the thing receiv’d, yet notwith- 
ftanding all this my Mafters had thought 
fit not to recede from what had been 
promis’d in their Name.

Now a- 
days they don’t inhabit any Cities, Towns 
or Villages, but only certain Enclofiires in 
the Valfeys betwixt the Rocks ; their Hou- 
les are built of Canes, very low, and plai- 
fter’i up with Loom or Clay. Some of 
them live in the Woods, thefe make their 
Houi^ of Wood, which they remove from 
Tree to Tree, to fecure thcmlclvcs againft 
the Elephants and Tygers. The firft they 
catch in Holes, cover’d with the Branches 
of Ti*ees, with Ibme Earth on the Top j 
They alfo Cultivate the Ground, but in a 
very flender manner, tho’ their Valleys would 
be very fruitful if they were duly manag’d. 
They have but one W'ife at a time, who 
goes abroad a hunting with them, or wherc- 
cver they go ; v'hereas the Pagan Malabars 
Marry generally, Icveral Women. They 
chiefly difter from the other Malabars in 
their Complexion, are juft and honeft, good 
natur’d, charitable, v'hhout Deceit j for the 
reft, courageous, ingenious and cunning ; 
they i^rctend to converfe with the Devils, 
only out uf Curioiity to know the Event 
of things . the Cuftom of the other Ma^ 
Jabars and hiHiana , who hurt others by 
their Ibrceries, being unknown to them. 
They pay a great Seal of deference to the 
Sepulchres ot their Anceftors, and if they 
happen to be defiled, they look upon it to 
be an ill Omen. Upon their Fcftivals they 
wear a long Gown, with a Turbant, as 
the Mahometans do; but at other times 
they go half naked, like as the other M/r- 
labars do. l"hcy have holes in their Ears 
andNol^ in which they hang Gold Rings 
and Jewels ; a Cuftom common alfo to the 
Pag»in Malabar Women, who look upon 
this as their chief Ornament, el^cially to 
wear fuch things in one of their Noftrils. 
At their Fcafts and Feftivals the Maidcn.s 
play upon Rufti-pipes and fmall Flutes and 
Drums ; Theft is a thing unknown among 
the Malabars f every one living in Tus houS 
in a profound Security with open Doors ;

Hangers, and a peculiar fort of fire iirm^ 
fuch as are no where cllc to be feen amonj^ 
the Malabars. On the foot of the Mouo* 
tain inhabited by the Malabars call’d 
ratkfiray bordering upon the Kingdom of 
Karanaerata-t ftands a Church belonging to 
thefe Thomifls or Chriftians of St. Thcmai^ 
dedicated to St. Aujlin, bccauie the Inhabi- 
tants owe their Convcrfion to certain Fryers 
of that Order. 

Malabar as I told you before, is a Coun- 
try abounding in divers frjrts of Fruits, fuch of jvxi'ia- 
as the Indies commonly afford, of the choiceft bar. 
of which we will give you a fhort Dclcri- 
ption here. 

All along the Sea-fhoar of Malabar^ and 
the Rivers near the Sea fide, the Indian Polm tree, 
or Cocoe-treej grows in fandy and brackifli 
grounds; The Malabars cull It Temay the 
Brahmans Madoy and in the Malabar 1 onguc 
it is call’d K^alappa. Its Trunk which is of 
an Afh Colour, rife fometimes to the height 
of 95r feet ; luch I have f^cral times mea- 
lured my Iclf near the City of l^ulang ; 

It has commonly 1 6 Inches Diameter, tho' 

Ibmetimes it is fo tliick,as Icarce to be gi-afp- 
cd by a Man ; and is of the i^e thick- 
ncls from the Bottom to the Top; the 
V^ood is fpongy, and the Pith as white us 
Paper. However the T runk docs not grow 
up {freight, but is jointed, without any 
Branchet; but only on the Top, where 
C c c e- com- 
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commonly fprout forth 16 or 18, and in a 
662. very large Tree (bmetimcs ^8, wliich bear 
green Lirge Leaves like Reeds, being about 
a fingers length broad, and about two foot 
long. The Root of this Tree is vxry 
finalL in proportion of its Bigne]^ and does 
not reach deep under ground, but creeps 
juft under its Suiface, (b that it Icems next 
to a Miracle, how thefe high Trees arc a- 
ble to withftand the fury of the Winds. 
The Fruit, call’d comnlonly Cecoe-Nuts, 
after the 'Portuyuefe^ who call them Co^uo 
and Cecoe, grow at the Ends of the Branches, 
about 6, 8, or 10 in a Bunch ; a Bunch 
wcigliing fbractimes from 60 to 1 00 pounds 
weight ’y Each ripe Nut exceeds the bignefs 
of a lufty Man’s Head, being ol a trian- 
gular figure, and cover’d with a double 
Peel ; TTie firft is an Inch thick, confifting 
of many threads , extending length-wile 
round the Fruit j T^’he outfide is of an afti 
Colour, but inwardly inclining to Red , 
The next^^S^ is hard and brown, which 
contains theTccI. Before they are ripe, 
they are of a pale Yellow Colour, and af- 
terwards turn dark Green, having at one 
end a hWhof finall I. eaves, relembling our 
Tumep )^dves. The Pith is white, incli- 
ning to fellow, about an Inch thick, and 
to tV iccoKd Peel, the remaining hoUow- 
ncls&eing fill'd with Liquor, and contain- 
< according to the bigneli of the unripe 
Nut, a pint of Liquor, which in the ripe 
ones diminiflies by degrees,, and cna'calcs 
the Bulk of the Peel. This Liquor is good 
to drink, the Pith is ftvcct, and of no un- 
grateful Taftc, only a little flat. The 
Blofl'om, which is not unlike that of the 
Chefiiuts, appears at the ends of the Bran- 
ches, which produce the Fruit, which ripens 
in three Months time. The Pith dried may 
. be kept, and tranlported like Chefiiuts j if 
it be pouder’d and mixt with Sugar and 
Cinnamon it taftes very well, augments the 
Seed, and is a ftrong Provocative. When 
the N/r^ros arc toother the Nuts, they 
climb with moft wonderful Nimble- 
nels to the Tops of thefe high Trees, 
where they dit off as many Bunches as 
arc ripe, and let them fall down upoft the 
ground. Bcfidcs the Fruit, this Tree af- 
tbvds allb a certain Liquor call’d by them 
Sivjf, and by the Europeans l^alm-W'inej 
When they are to gather this Liquor, tliey 
only cut on one of its Branches, from whence * 
iflues tlie Liquor, which falls into a Veffcl 
of Bamboe, hung unda’ it for thatpurpofe j 
'"if they draw too much Liquor at a time, 
the Branches turn brown, and the Tree 
produces no more Nuts. Thefe Trees be- 
ing planted in a ftreight Line, the Kanos 
lay Sdeb reaching from on^ to the otner. 


by which means they get to the Bnmehes, r\'A^ 
where they have faft’ncd the Veffel mt re- 1 ]s 5 21, 
ceives the Liquor. This Liquor/, i/hilft 
frefti, is very good to drink, and/^jll ine- 
briate like Wind, , but if kept in the Sun, 
turns to Vinegar in an hours time. But 
tho’ they take never fo much care of it, 
what is gather’d about noon, will turn by 
night, tafte Iburifti tlie next day, and turn 
quite to Vinegar the day after that. 

The Liquor which diftils from the young 
Tree.s is not fi> ftrong and fpirituous as 
that gadier’d from ihc old ones, butthefirit ! 
afford a greater Quantity. After this li- 
quor has been kept 14 hours, they diftii a 
Spirit of it, with the Addition of a imall 
quantity of the Oil of Clove ; this is by 
the Indians call’d Arack^, and by Ibmc Tula 
or Mjipe. Out of this Liquor they prepare 
Vinegar thus : They put the Veffels in 
which the Liquor has been gather’d, in lime 
I y days, during which time, it ferments, 
cafting grols Sediments to the Bottom ; the 
clear is very good Vinegar. Out of the 
feme Sugar th^ make a kind of Liquor 
call’d Jagra. They put a finall quantity of 
Lime in the Veffel which contains the Li- 
quor, as much as is fijflRcient to make ic 
turn red j For, if you put in too much. 

Lime, the Liquor turns whiter and whiter,, 
but if you put too little, it does not change 
its Colour. The Liquor tlius mix’d with 
a fiifficicnt quantity or Lime, muft be boird 
and ftlrr’d continudly with a Spoon, till it 
comes to the Conhftency of red Sugary 
where it is to be obferved, that if there be 
not Lime enough added, it will produce no 
Sugar, but if too much, part of it will fet- 
tle to the bottom, which muft be taken out 
before you can boil it into a Sugar ; If you 
intend to make white Sugar or Jayroy you 
muft take care to pour the Liquor mix’d 
with the Lime out of one Pot into ano- 
ther ( to feparatc the feperfluous Lime ) 
which you muft repeat three times , as for 
inftance, if your Liquor be ^ther’d in the 
Morning, you muft pour it into another 
Veffel by noon i and repeat the lame a fe- 
cond time about two a Clock, and a third 
time before night, and then boil it. What 
liquor is gathered in the night time keeps 
longer than that gather’d in the day-time. 

Wbilft it is frefti, its Taftc is not much un- 
like our Whey, unto which the Inhabitants 
add feme Raifins, and make it tafte like 
Pf^ne. The Trunk of the Cocoe 
Tree is ufed for Timber in the Buildings of 
Houfes and Ships, the Branches and Leavea 
to write upon and to cover Houfes with^* 
as alfo by the Basket-maker. Out of^t^V \ 
hard Shell of tlic Nuts ( feme of whkh((6r^ \ 
of a pale, others of a dark biwn dolqur jL ; 
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/V^t they majce drinking Cups and other Vet- 
^ j ftls, wHch they polifli, and fometimes are 
^ edg’d wh Silver. The hairy Subftance, 
c^fl’d is ufed by the Rope-makers, 

thefe Ropes don’t rot cauly :They alfb make 
Matches of them, which bum very fiercely. 
In the Maidive Iflands ( where thefe Trees 
are found in vaft quantities) they fbme- 
thnes equip whole Veflcls out of the Cocoe 
Trees ; TTie Body of the Veflels being 
made of the Trunk of a Tree, without any 
Nails or other Iron-work ; the Sail and 
, Ropes of the hairy Subftance, the Provifi- 
rons confifting of the Liquor and Kernels of 
! ^e Cocoe Nuts, their drinking and other 
Veflels being made of the Shell, and their 
Hammocks, Qiiilts and other Implements 
of the Leaves. In fhoit, this Tree fur- 
nifties the Indians upon occafion, with all 
that is neceflary for ihcir Subfiftana' ; be- 
ing very fruitful in marfliy and low grounds, 
but bears not ib great a quantity of Fruit 
neither (b big in the mountainous Coun- 
ties. The Cocoe Tree is in its prime from 
the zy to the 30 Year, and aftords the 
moft hruit and Liquor j From the time it 
begins to bear, the ripe Fruits fidl oft, and 
others gi*ow continually in their ftead, but 
when it begins to grow old, the Fruit grows 
lefler and Icflcr. This Tree will continue 
rill it is 100 Years old; when the ftnall 
Branches and Leaves begin to turn yellow, 
it is an infallible fign of its decay. It is 
produced out of the Kernel of the Coco- 
Nut; Thcfe the Indians put into the ground 
till they begin to Iprout, then they make as 
many holes as they intend to plant Trees, 
and of liich a drath, that the tops of the 
Leaves don’t reach beyond the Surface of 
the ground ; then they throw a handful or 
two of Sand ( unlcfs it be in fandy ground ) 
and half a handful of Salt in each hole, up- 
on which they put the Kernel, which they 
cover with the fame ground, they had ta- 
ken our of the hole before, and every o- 
ther day water them, till they are fiirc the 
Nuts have taken Root. They plant them 
witli the point downwards, out of the op- 
polite part of which at firft (hoot forth two 
or three broad Leaves, after which comes 
the right Leaves, and loon after the finall 
Sprouts, which fall off as new ones fucceed, 
rill the Tree comes to its ftill grow’th. The 
young Tree commonly begins to bear in 
the fmh Year after its planting ; great care 
is taken that the Horfe-Flies don’t fpoil the 
yoimg<»Trees ; This is a kind of Worm 
not •unlike our Hornets, with two {h|rp 
?iorns, but not lb big ; This Worm gets 
Othdipithof the Tree, whdeh he conliimes 
All the Tree dies, unlels he be taken out 
ijtime, at which the Malabart are very 
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dextrous, and then the Tree will recover. 

It has been oblerved, that thi3 Tree in the 16^1, 
third Year after its planting, has its Bran- 
ches in their Perfe^fion, and from that time 
the Branches begin to fall off. Thofe Bran- 
ches are at that time about five or fix Yards 
long tho’ the Stem, on which the growth 
is not above two foot high,, and about a 
foot in Circumference. Every Mouth you 
lee commonly a new Branch come forth, 
and then the old ones fall off, bur in the 
Summer and dry Scilons, they fall oS" more 
frequently than in rainy weather ; thcle 
Branches come to their full growth in thiw 
Adonths. I cauled above ^^oco Cocoe-trecs 
to be planted near Kpylatid^ but nioft of 
thern came to nothing, being not carefully 
look’d after by my Sucedfors. There are 
divers kinds of tliis Tree, which are diftin- 
guifti’d by the Fruit, but efpecially by the 
water}' Subftance found within the Shells of 
the Nuts. 

Malabar produces prodigious^qiiantities 
of wild Cinamon Trees, but the Cinamon ' 
is neither in Smell nor in Goodncls compa- Trees, 
rablc to that which grows in the Jlle of 
Ceylon ; This Bland, and that of Florts be- 
ing the only ones, where the true Cinamon 
grows. The Portuguefes call this wild Ci- 
namon Canella del MatOy I e. H^oodKinamon^ 
the Malabars Larva or Bahena, as allb Kjsu- 
nemaf i. e. Sweet TVood^ from the word K^au^ ' ' ' 
which in their Language fignifies^coi, and 
Nemay i. e. Sweety the Malayans Kjiis Ma- 
ms^ the Z^ingalefe or Inhabitants of Ceylon 
Kjirudo or J^rundoy and the Arabians Qeur- 
faa and Querfe, as alfb J^afak,. Before the 
Dutch got into the Poffelfion of Ceylon^ they 
us’d to tranfport this Cinamon, but fince 
that time they make no account of it. The 
Tree is of the bignefs of our Orange Tree, 
left or more, but not large as the Cimmon 
Trees in Ceylon, It has abundance of Bran- 
ches, Leaves not unlike the Laurel Leaves, 
but broader, of a paler Colour, with three 
diftindl Veins. The Bloflbm is white, al- 
moft without any Scent; the Fruit not uo- 
likc the wild Olives, firft Green, aft^ards 

inclining to Red, and when ripe, ^lack fhi- 
ning. It has alf(> a Kernel not unlike the 
wild Olive, which is cover’d with a Pulp 
like the fame, out of which iflucs a kind 
of green Oily Liquor, of the lame Scent as 
the Laurels, biting and bitterilh upon the 
Tongue.

Tt is the common Opinion, that this was 
firlV of all for the Plcafantnefs of its BloF 
fom, and^ Excellency of its Fruit, tranF 
planted from MaUcca (where it is found in 
great plenty) into all the other parts of the 
Indies. There are tWo kinds, rcfcmbling 
one another in moll reljx:6ls, except in 
their Fruit, which is Ibmewhat different. 
Both are not unlike, as well in lhape as big- 
nci^ to our Eumjican Apple Trees, and wHl 
grow without much Cultivating in any 
ground, and bear Fruit within 5: Years ; 
they take Root very deep, a thing Icldom 
oblerv’d among the Indian Trees. Thefe 
Trees are ofNa plealant Alpc^l, Iprcading 
tlicir Branches to the height of a good 
Plumb-trcc, The Burk, as well of the Tree 
as of the Branches, is of an Afh Colour 
and Imoothi the Wood brittle j the Leaves 
allb rcfcmblc thofe of the Plumb-tree, 
but are lomcwhat more pointed at the end, 
being a Palfh in length, and not unlike the 
Iron point of a long Pike or Launce ; the

which Imds out divers others on both fides. 
The Bloffoms arc both for Scent and Colour 
like our Roles, but inclinine more to a Pur- 
ple Colour j The firll is otthe bignefs of 
a large Pear, or of a Goofc Egg, or rather 
bigger ; They arc of two lorts, one of 
which is a dark red inclining to black, ge- 
nerally without Stones, excelling the other 
in tafte j the other is pale red, lias a long- 
ifli white Stone, of the bignels of a Peach 
Stone, cover’d with a white rough Skin j 
This tho’ inferiour to the former, yet is of 
a moft plcafing tafte. Sometimes tlic firll 
is ab^lutely red, and theft are of a purple 
CoCair, and^^ells like a Role ^ The Fruit 
is cover’d witn io thin a Peel, that no Knife 
can Icparate it from the Pulp, which is ac- 
counted cold and moift ; and lb arc the 
Bloffoms, notwithllinding which, they arc 
very well l^tcd j and rbr that rcalbn in 
high Eftcem among tlie Inhabitants. Tlic 
Fruit is commonly eaten before Dinner, or 
at the beginning of a Meal j neither arc 
they uftlds in Phyfick, both the Fruit and 
Flowers prelcrved, being prelcribed in vio- 
lent burning Fevers, having befides their 
tooling qualify, a certain Virtue of com- 
forting the Spirits.

The Fruit Kjtrkajiuli call’d K^rkjtpoli by 
the Canarins , is in lhape and bignefs like 
an Orange ; they arc green at firll, after- Karka- 
wards turn yellow, *nd when ripe, wliitc, 
of ftveet tafte, but a little tartifti. Irf the 
Center of the Pulp lies the Seeds, flat and 
long, of the bignels of a Joint of a Finger, 
ana are of a dark brown Colour. 

The Tree which bears tliis Fruit is very 
tall, call’d Ksddam Pulli by the Malabats, 
Ibmetimes Otta PulUy and by the Brahmans Koddar 
Danubosy by the Inhabitants of the Iflc of 
Ceyhn Cborokof i The Fruit is eaten , and 
ul^ in Phyfick among the Indiansy being 
accounted an excellent Remedy againft 
Loolbiel^ cl^cially if occafion^ by too 
much Venery. Befides whicli, the Fruit be- 
fore it is quite ripe, or the Juice of it mix’d 
with Butter-milk, or the Fruit dry’d and 
pouder’d mix’d with Buttcr-miUt ana boil’d 
Rice, is excellent good to acuate the Appe^ 
tite of the Stomach. This Juice allb, as 
well as the dry Fruit pouder’d, is accounted 
a good Remedy againft the Dimncl^ Ca- 
tara<Sls, and other Infirmities of the Eyes ^ 
they apply the Juice mix’d with Ibme other 
Herbs to the Nail of the great Toe, on 
that fide , where the defc6l of the Eye is.

But early in the Men .ang 
a certain Perfon of Quality, who nears 
the fecond Rank in that Kingdom, came 
along with the beforemention’d Captain, 
to tell us, that what wedefir’d, wasab- 
folutely to the prejudice of the King and 
Kingdom, which I endeavour’d to put 
out of their Heads, by telling them, that 
wc were come with no other intention, 
than to eftablifii a free Coninicrce with

and caus’d the Letter to be read aloud, 
before all there prefent ^ telling me, that 
he would forthwith let me know his in- 
tention, and that in the mean while I 
might take a Walk into the Garden of the 
Caftle, with fome* of his Refidoors-^ and 
Difcoui fe with them farther in a certain 
Grove, which he Pointed at with his 
Fingers. Accordingly I begun to talk 
more at large, concerning my Propoli- 
tions, with the four Refidoors^ who were 
for Treating with me immediately upon 
the Subjeft in hand, which 1 told them I 
had no Orders to do, my Bufinefs being 
to Treat with the King in Perfon.

1 further told them, 
that, when about two Years ago, I had 
the Honour to fee his Majefty at KahkoUy 
I alTar’d his Majefty, that wc had Con- 
quer’d Cochiny and were engag’d in an 
cvcrlafting AUiance with Monta DavtUy 
their legal Sovereign*, and^ that there- 
fore Condormo need not flatter himfclf 
with the Icaft hopes of his Rc-cftablifh- 
ment. Of this they gave an Account to 
the King, who foon fent them back with 
another Propofition, to wit, whether he 
anight not be admitted as a fecond or 
third Perfon in the Kingdom? To make 
an end at once of this Difpute, i ask'd 
them whether th^ did, acknowledge 
Monta Davila lawful King? They an** 
fWering xhtf (Jid \ ^ Demonftrated to 
them, now tmreaibatble it was, to 
mend thatone wholuKl ftiujp ageinft 
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hU legal Sovereign, fhould be receiv’d 
in luch a Station in the fame Kingdom, 
and confidering the ill confequenccs 
which mufl: needs enfue from thence, I 
told them, it was in vain to fay a word 
more of it. This made them infift no 
more upon the Bufinefs of Gondormo^ they 
only told us, That ire had heft be upon ear 
Caard^ Gondormo and his three Brothers 
being refolv^d to livcy and to be Baried in 
the^KivgdofXL-cf Cochin. I anfwer’d him 
carclelly, had Travell’d thro’ the 
grcatelt part of Jthat Kingdom ; and that 
1 was fure thefc was room enough for 
looooo of them. I afTur’d them far- 
ther If That his Majcfty of Travankoor.f 
had been always in great efteem with our 
Company, and that they never doubted 
of his Fricndlhip, notwithftanding he 
feem’d to bear fo great a (hare in Gondor- 
nio’s Bufinefs If That I wasfent thither on 
purpofe to enter into a more (trift League 
with hint,., the fame manner as had 
been done ySth fcvcral other Kings his 
Whilft they were Debating 
^his hiitter, an Envoy arriv’d from the 
ijl^ecn of Koklangf with a Letter, in 
which ihe Complain’d, that (he had not 
deceiv’d any (hare of the Cuftoms, nor 
were the C^non reftor’d to her j The 
Reftdoor ask’d me what the meaning of it 
was, and whether we would do lefs than 
the Portugnefes had done ^ 1 anfwer’d him, 
if we (hould follow the Footfteps of the 
PonugnefeSf wc muft be guilty likewife 
of the fame enormities, in Murthering, 
Plundering, &c, things not Cuftomary 
among us, the intention of our Company

being to nxjiptiin every one in his Right, 
and to ciraolilh a free Commerce, with- 
out interruption f And thefe, faid I, are 
the main contents of my Commilfion, ac- 
cording to which 1 am to Treat with all 
the Kings and Princes of the Coaft of 
Malabar. After fcveral other Debates, 
finding them full of Tergiverfations, 1 
roundly told them, that i found them 
very backward in what had been pro- 
pos’d f that for my part, I had done all 
what I could to procure a Peace, but that 
they feem’d to be rather inclinable fo 
War ^ and finding them fomewhat puz- 
zl’d by.tbcit Silence, faid. That if as 
yet they <oald find out any expedienf,^ 
to compofe Matters upon reafonable’ 
Terms, 1 (hould be willing to harken to 
them, and that, if it was for a. Yearly 
prefent, or a Summ of once for 

ail, they, ^fhould hayc i^^. The Ki*^ bc-

himfelf were concern’c^^ 
fome Icifure to Adi^ife, wfikh^S^e A 
would fend one of his Reftdoor s to 
to Treat further of the Matter. ! inj^e^i^ 
upon having 'all things difpatch’d iief f 
but the Reftdoors telling me, that th^ 
durft not urge it any more to the Kin^ 
for that time, I was fain to acquiefee, 
and to deferr it till our next meeting at 
KouUngf tho’ I very well forefew that this 
Negotiation, would meet with no fmall 
difiiculties unlefe (bmething more were 
Granted than had been offer’d hitherto. 

About the feme time the beforemention’d 
Qiieen fent me under hand. Word that 
(he was very inclinable to a further Trea- 
ty, but that it could not be done till the 
K.ofTrava}7ki‘or wasgone, which as it was 
no unwelcomcNews tome, fo Idefir’d the 
Refidoor whom (he fent to me, to nfe his ut- 
moff Interefl with her Majefty to bring it 
to pafs, being fenfible that it was the inten- 
tion of my Maffers to live with her in a 
good Corrcfpondence. 

The Country about /has hi- Attingei; 

therto not been deferib’d by any that I 
know i it abounds in Pepper, of which 
a great Quantity is brought thither out 
of the circumjacent Parts. The Anci- 
ent Race of the Kings of Travanioer 
ow’d its Origin to jittwgoif but for want 
of Male Heirs, one of the Princes of 
Cochin was plac’d in {bat Throne ; the 
King, who then Reign’d being defeended 
from the Cochin Race of Rammerunkoil^ 
and elefted King of Travanhor. The 
Ground where the Pepper Grows, is 
hercibouts ftrong and red ^ which makes 
the Pepper not full fo large here, as in 
the Valleys about Koithng-dnd Cochin. On 
theDcfccnts of the Hills yon fee very plea- 
fant Rice-ficlds, cut out like Steps, and 
Water’d from the top by fmall Rivulets. 

The King and Qiiccns Palace arc dircdly 
oppolite to 6ne another, with fome Rice 
Fields betwixt them. 

The next' following day about lo a

, The Kingdom of Travunhoor (thus 

call’d from its cajital City) begins at the 
Tra\an- Cape of Comory or Comerln^ and extends 
Ko«*. all a long the Sca-coaff as far as KouUng^ 

• comprehending a Tradt of Ground of 
20 or 24 Leagues in Length ; the famous 
Village of Paru^ belonging to the Qpeen 
of 5 ngnaty^ being only in the midlL 
To the Eaft it bonders upon the King- 
dom of Mudure^ and to the Weft upon 
the Countries of Peretaly and Kotai kcry. 

It has feveral confiderablc Villages which 
arc inhabited by the Moors, fuch as Te»- 
ge^atnarny KiJettHrCy Kor typatnam and 
Ullage. About the Year i 544. above 30 
Villages inhabited by the Mikaoi^ ivho 
live for the moft part upon Fi/hing, and 
by the Mahometans, were upon this 
Coaft. But the Chief Cities lie Deeper 
in the Country, which is of a great extent 
all along the Mountains to Naynar near 
the Cape of Comorin and toward Travan^ 
hoor^ in all 29 gfeat Cities and Villages. 
About a League and a half to the North 
of the Cape Comorin is the City of Kotate 
or Kokatti^ a place of great Traffick \ 
the populous City of Simwtira^ and A/4- 
tadavahtr^ famous for its bignefs, beiug 
furrounded by lixor feven other Towns \ 
rerrage is not above a quarter of a League 
diftancefrom Kotate and Tatikury^ the two 
moft confidciable Places of the whole 
Country. KalkoUng is a very large City, 
being a League and a half long, upon 
the Confines of the Neyk of Madure. It 
is Situated upon a high Hill, three Leagues 
from Tengepatnam and 1 2 from Koulang ^ 
being on one fide ftrengthned by inac- 
cefllble Mountains, on the other by a 
Wall, the undermoft part of which is 
of Stone, the uppermoft of brick Work, 
in all 24 Foot high ; The Royal Palace 
ftands at the Weft end, being furrounded 
by a Stone- wall. On the Eaft-fide you 
fee the Ruins of an old Caftle built on the* 
top of a Hill, Fortifi’d with a triple Wall. 
The City of Kalkolang is the thief Rcfi- 
dence of the King, who conftantly kcejps 
^ Garrifon of 10000 l^egros here,* tofe- 
cure it againft the Neyk ot Madure^ who’s 
Pmer is much dreaded here. It ii very a

fertUe Country, abounding in Pepper. r>J^ 
Rice and other Grains. It alfo produces « <S 6 


wild Cinamom, the belt, the whole 
^aft of affords; but it wants 

feveral things requifite for the conveni- 
ency of Life. One of the chiefeft Rivers 
which Water this Country, is the River 
Mannikorifty It exonerates it fclf into the 
Sea, near Cape Cotnorin* The King ct' 
this Country is by fome ftil’d the Great 
bccaufe he polIe/Jes larger Tereii 
tones, than any other of the Malabar 
Kings. Heisferv’d in^fP^TState, and 
maintains abundance /T Commanders, 
whom they call Mai^igals^ and many 
CouDcellors, call’d Pullae. Some aicribe 
to him a Superiority over Neighbouring 
Princes, but of this I am convinc’d to the 
contrary by my own experience j it is true 
they Reverence him, as a Potent King, 
but pay him no Obedience. Others will 
have him to be a Vafial of the King of 
Na^fi^g^ The whole Country is well 
ftotk’d with People, who appear very 
well Cloath’d accotding to the Malabar 
Fa/hion. ’ . 

The I Sth of Ftbr^ary^ I frt Vut^Wfcp 
Koulang in' Company of Mr^Sievert Ba- go, 
ker^ for the Kingdom of Geenu^, But 
fcarcc were we come loKal.gAt^ but one 
of the Refidoors told US tha{ the Qiieen of 
Coenree was a Mouth ago gone into the 
Country, and would not return very-^ 
quickly, by reafon of a certain Religious 
Ceremony, (he was oblig’d to perform 
there, before her return j 1 defir’d a 
Guide, becaufc 1 had fomething ot Mo- 
ment to Communicate to the Qjiecn, but 
they excus’d it, telling me that the Ways 
were fo Rocky and impafiablc, that it 
would be impoflible for me to get thither, 
it being five tedious Days Journey to the 
Country of Peretaly^ bordering upon the 
Territories of the Neyk of Madure. Be- 
ing made fcnfible that this Journey could 
not be undertaken without great Difficul- 
ty and Charge, 1 thought it moft expedi- 
ent to leave a Letter with the Reftdoor^ 
to be deliver’d to the Queen, the Con- 
tentsof which were as follows. 
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His Letter to the Queen. 

Hat I woe come hither^ to offer a fmall 
Prefent to her Maje^y^ and to enter

ing them to trifle away the time in Al- 
tercations and Tergiverfations, I was 
ready to mount on Horfe-back again, in 
order to return to KouUng^ which when 
they perceiv’d, they defir’d me to ftay, 
and give them another meeting, which 1 
agreed to do^ At laft, after abundance 
of ConteftjA the following Agreement 
geftrfeSHIgthe Shares of the Cuftoms, 
the Importation of Amfion and the Ex- 
portation of Pepper, was made betwixt 
the Dutch Eaft-^Jndia Company, by their 
Deputy Mr. ^ohn Nieuhojf on one, and 
the Kings of Marten^ Stngnaty^ Goenree^ 
and T ravankoor and Barrigetta Pule on the 
other fide. 

Articles of Agreement, 

1. TW T O body lhall Import, Sell or Ex- 
change any Amfion into thefc 
Countries, except the Dutch Eaft^ India 
Company. 

II. No body, without any Exception, 
lhall be permitted to Export any Pepper 
or Cinamomc out of this Country, or to 
Sell them to any body, except to the faid 
Company. 

III. A certain Price was fettl’d, be- 
twixt both Parties, and what Share each 
Ihould have in the Cuftoms *, whereby all 
former Pretenfions and Exceptions Ihould 
be annull’d.

In my return from Koulang^ in the 
Road Leading to Matta del Keyne^ 1 found 
Guards potted upon all the crott RoAds, 
which made me enquire of Masta del P»h 
chief Commander of the Negros^ what 
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the Matter, telling him only, that I 
hop’d it would be brought to a Conclu- 
fion, to both Tides Satisfaction. 

The lid I fent a Letter by Mr. Seba- 
ftian Eerdinandiy our Interpreter, to the 
Queen of Singnaty^ in which 1 gave her 
an Account of what had been Tranf- 
attted, betwixt the Ref door of the/King 
of Travankoor and my felf. In the mean 
while the Kings and Princes Soldiers 
were come to blows, feveral being Kill’d 
and Wounded on both Tides : Whereup- 
on the Prince finding himfelf Beficg’din 
his Cattle, fent one of his moft Trufty 
Servants, to defire Afliftance, and fome 
Powder and Ball for hiS Matter, which I 
thought fit to refofe, for weighty Rca- 
fons *, For, whatever may be the Opinion 
of thofe who think it a Maxim of State 
to Filh in troubled Waters, 1 was too 
well acquainted with the Perfidioufnefs 
of the Malaharsy who make not the leaft 
Account of Faith or Leagues, unlefsthcy 
arc forc’d to it, than to put the leaft Con- 
fidence in them. 

In the mean lime the beforemention’d 
Refidoor of the King of Travankoor not 
appearing at the time and place Appoin- 
ted for the removing of fome remaining 
Differences, 1 fent him the following Let- 
ter by Topaes Nicolats da Coftar,

In the mean while I had given an Ac- 
count of the whole Matter to Mr. Hufart^ 
deliring 1 im to come m Perfon, and to 
endeavoiV by his Pref^e to put a happy 
Conclufion to the Ne|^tiation8. He lent 
me an Anfwer dated Cochin the 24th of 
intimating that he bad intended 
to fet out from thfucc within two days 
after, of which he Order’d me to give 
notice to the King of Travankoor^ and 
Qjicen of Singnaty^ which 1 did accor- 
dingly by an Exprefs fent with Letters to 
both their Majefty’s. The 27th the Re- 
fidoor of Travunkoor^ fent me word by 
Topaei Nicolaes de Cofia^ that he was wil- 
ling to Treat with me once more about 
the Cuftoms j but that no body except the 
Queen mull be Privy to the Matter ^ for 
which rcafon he could caufe a quite dif- 
ferent Rumour to be rais’d among the 
People*, but confidering with my felf 
that the Negros^ who arc in great efteem 
here, might get fceiit of the Matter, and 
that (as the King had told me himfelf 
before) feveral Perfons in the firft Rank 
were concern’d in the Cuftoms, 1 did not 
look upon this underhand Treaty as ad- 
vantageous for the Company : Which 
made me write to the Refidoor ^ that, 1 
was willing to contribute all what in me 
lay, towards the compofing of the Dif- 
ferences betwixt us, provided it could

The Next day the Refidoor of the King . 
of Travankoor came to Koulang^ wbo Was 
receiv’d by us with all imagioabJc re- 
fpeff ; he began among ocher things to 
renew his former Difeourfe •about the 
Prince Gondormo.^ upon which it waPsa- 
grec’d to delay the lall Conclufion of the 
Treaty till the coming ot Mr. Hifart 
who was expeded every day at Koulang. 

The 2d of March with break of day, 
the Vice Roy of the King of Travankoot^ 
call’d by them Gorepe^ the chief Com- 
mander of the Negros^ call’d AUrta de Fu- 
lo.^ and my felf fet out for the Court of the rhcA 
Qiiecn of Kosilang^ which was then kept 1 
at Calhcre. We Arriv’d there about two 
a Clock in the Aftciuoon, and as foon as 
notice was given of our Arrival, we 
were fent to Court, where, after I had 
deliver’d the Prefents, aud laid the Mo- 
ney down for Pepper, 1 was Introduced 
into her Majefty’s Prcfcnce. She had 
a Guard of above 700 Soul^licrs about 
her, all clad after the MaUbar Falhion v 
The Queens Actirement being no more 
than a piece of Callicoc wrapt round her 
middle, the upper part of her body ap- 
pearing for the moA part Naked, with a 
piece of Callicoc Hanging carclefly round 
her Shoulders. Her Ears which were ve- 
ry long, her Neck and Arras were A- 
dorn’d with precious Stones, Gold-Ring^ 
and Bracelets, and her Hc^ covei <i 
with a piece of white Callicoc. She was 
paft her middle Age^ of a brown Coro- 




plexion, with black Hair, tyM in a Knot 
behind, but of a Majeftick Mein, (he 
being a Princcfs, who (how’d a great deal 
of good Condud in the Management of 
her Affairs. After I had paid the ufual 
Compliments, I ihew’d her the Propofiti- 
on, I was to make to her in Writing ; which 
Ihe Order’d tb be read twice, the better 
to underftand the meaning of it, which 
being done, (he ask’d me, whether this 
Treaty comprehended all the reft, and 
whether they were annuU’d by it 9 unto 
which 1 having given her a fufficient An- 
fwer, (he ^agreed to all our Propofitions, 
which were accordingly Sign’d immedi* 
ately. This done 1 Recommended Mr. 
James Cher de Venne^ who was to fucceed 
me at KouUng^ to her Majefty, deliring 
her to acknowledge him as fuch, and to 
continue in a good Correfpondency with 
our Company, by whom 1 was order’d to 
go toToutekorin^ which (he promis’d to do. 

I then defir’d leave to depart, becaufe 1 
expefted Mr. Hufiart every hour at Koh- 
Ung^ which (he readily Granted, and at 
the fame time took a Golden Bracelet 
from her Arms^ which (he ptefented me 


as a token of her good Inclinations to the 
Company. She Order’d one of the 
Rtfidoors to faften it to my Arm, but it 
being too Streight, fhe caus’d it to be 
fitted for me; fhe having once before, 
viz,, when 1 firft gave her notice of Mr. 

coming, prcfcntcd me with ano- 
ther Golden Bracelet, for which and all 
other honours, I had receiv’d from her 
Majefty, fince my Rcfidencc at Kenlattg^ 

I return’d my hearty thanks, defiring once 
more not to withdraw her favour from 
the Company. Thus I return’d to iCou^

Eools, Rivers and ChancfccJar«^w« fo** 

as the Mountains, but moll: towards the 
Sea-fide; in which it rcfemblcs the Pro- 
vince of Hollandy being fcarce paflablc 
without Boats-, tho’ moftof their Rivers 
arc lhallow, and confcquently unfit for 
Ships of burthen. Here grows great 
ftore of the beft Pepper, exceeding all the 
reft in goodnefs j Formerly the Inhabi- 
tants us’d to exchange the Pepper with 
the foreign Merchants for Silver, Gold, 
Amfioii and other Commodities; but, 
fince the Dutch Eaft-hidia Company have 
made themfelves Mailers of the King^ 
doms of Cranganor., Cochim and KonUng., 
and’ forc’d the Portuguefes from thence, 
they have by entering latofev^ral Leagues 
with the Neighbouring Princes, got the 
Monopoly of Pepper on that Coaft into 
their Hands, and have fo well provided 
the three before mention'd Places with 
ftrong Fortifications and Garrifons, chat 
(hey are look’d upon as impregnable. 
Belides this, the Counfiy of AfaUbar is 
full of Cacoe-trees^ efpccially in the Mar- 
(hes, where thefc Trees thrive better, 
than in any other plxce ia the Indies., there 
being fome Trees hereof 95 and more 
Foot high. They drive a confiderablc 
Trade with the Oyl, and Bark of this 
Fruit, neither do they want syood nt 
Zzz; for 
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for the building of Hou(^ and Shijis. The 
Air i» very pure here, and very cold in the 
Night timey during the three Months of 
JantiMry^ February and March \ and when 
^ Ni^ts arc very fc^gy, which queftion- 
occafions the CokC the Days being ex- 
^ivc hot The Winter begins here in 
pj^prilf or at the nx>ft in M^r, and ends in 
Scftembtr or October ; With Thunder^ Li^t« 
nings and Storms : This Scafon produces 
^the fllc^W^mitSy by reaf^ of the warm 
RainsL Thch^gms the Summer Seafen» 
which continue till A^ril or May^ with in- 
tolemble Heatf^ and commonly without any 
Rains ; which renders the (andy Grounds 
li) hot, tliat they cannot pafs over them wkh 
their bare Feet, but arc forced to make ule 
of a certain Ibrt of Shooes, calfd by them 
SIripottf. Every Morning about Nine or 
Ten a Qock, the Land wind blows from 
the Enn, and immediately after Sun-(et the 
Wind from the Sea ; both which con- 
tribute miMh towards the cooling of the 
Air, as here, as in all other ad^cent 
-ffiSWBT^what is moft obfervable is that 
the Land Wind never reaches above ten 
Leagues in the Sea an Obfrrvation which 
has never been known to mil^ The Seafbns 
here arc quite of a different nature from ours, 
for^hkft during the Summer Monthsevery 
thing is dry’d up in the hot Climates of 
Europe^ here the Fruits appear mDft florid 
and green, becaufe this is the Winter Sea- 
Ibn m Malabar^ where k rains coniintially 
for fix Months, during which time you 
not as much as fte the ieaff glimpfe of the 
Sun, but in the other Six Months it never 
rains. During the Months of October, No- 
Tcmlrr and Deceml>er<t they are much affli£l- 
ed wkh dreadful Storms. There is ano- 
ther foing which is moft lurpri^ing here, 
that when k is Summer on the Coaft of 
Mttlrthar^ k is Winter on the Coaft of Cc- 
rrmandcl. This is occafkmed the Moun- 
tains call’d Gate^ which ftop the paffage of 
the Winds j For whilft on the Ea^ fide of 
theft Mountains, which extend all abng the 
Coaft of Mftlahary they have great Heats 
and Droughts durii^ thek Summer Sealbn, 
thoft on the Weft hde have thrir Winter 
with violent Rams. Thus on the South fide 
of the Cape Comorin^ they have their Sum- 
mer during Aprils y»/r, Auptff 

and Septembery whiMf at the (ante time, mod* 
on the North fide have fhek Winter j k be- 
me very ftorniy and nuay on one, and fair 
ar 3 calm on the other fide at the fttne time.

Canes, covered with Leav'ts of Coco-Trees j 
(bme are pkkfred with Carving, without 
any Cellars, Gaitcts or Windows. They

At tho 
Entrance of all their Houfts, whether rich- 
or poor, are Court-yards lurrounded with 
high Walk and Ditches, and one of ftrong 
Pailkklo’s. Theft Court-yards are for thei» 
Reception of Travellers, who eat, drink 
and fleephere, wkh more Conveniency than 
if they were lodged within,being ready at all 
times to proceed on thek Journey when the 
reft of the Company goes., TTjck Royal 
Palaces and Page^ arc commonly built of 
Scone, liuTounJed with a Mud V^all, on 
which are Mounted Ibme great Cannon. 
Moft of thek Princely Palaces are ere£fcd 
in large Ponds or Lakes, Ibme having a 
League and a half in Circumference. They 
have moft excellent Carvings in Wood, 

WMth all Ibrts of Images in thek Houfts j 
their Ceiling is of a plain polilh’d Wood j 
Among the Marlhes arc to be ften many 
Ruins of old Houfts, which appear to have 
been built many Ages ago. Some tell us, 
that Alexander the Great coming into thoft 
ports, after he bad order’d his Admiral to 
cntei- by the way of the River Ganges foe 
Sea, and from thence by the Euphrates to 
Babylon, liad laid theft Countries clclblatc , 
others aftribc this Devaftation to Tamerlan, 

The Malabars eat and drink fitting upon 
the Ground, after the Mahometan Falhion, 
almoft like our Taylors. Their Cups, 
Difhes and Spoons are made of Coco-Nuts, 
People of Quality have them made c^firink. 
Metal j inftead of Bread they ufc nothing 
but j befides which, they feed up- 
on Flcfh, Filh, Spices, Fruits, Milk and 
y They drink abundance of water, as 
likewife the Juke of the CooWrees j Ibmo 
of which give 30 Qyarts of this Liquor 
in X4 hours, but if they are draki’d* too 
much, the Trees perifh. They ^ diftil 
a Spkit, call’d Aral^^ out of this laqil^ bi^ 
k is not near lb go^ nor whoUbide as am 
Brandy.

They wear about the middle a Giidle or 
Scarf of fine white Calhcoc, as their Tiir- 
bants are, and over theShouklm a piece of 
colour’d Callicoe or Silk, as. the Europcdn- 
do their Cloaks. They alfo hamioog Haii 
with Pendants in their Ears. But that whicl 
dilfing^es them from all t.te other Mnla 
hars, is a Cord of fine Cotton Thread 
which they wear next to their Skin, and i;

Some there are 
among them, who addict themfclves to Na- 
tural Philofbphy, and other Sciences, but 
cfpecially to Aifronomy, others to Phyfick 
and Pharmacy. They cat neither Fldh nor 
Fifh, nor any other living Creature, and 
drink nothing but water y nor do they ever 
teit, before mey have wafh’d and bathed 
thcmlelves i which done, they only cover 
their Privy Parts, and for the reft eat na- 
ked. They are forbidden to eat any thbgy 
but what is prepared by one of their own

Jy diftinguifti’d k worn next to their Ski 
and coniequendy not to be feen ; wlien dicy 
arc to take an Oath, they lay Ac Hand up- 
on it. The Brulmuin Women have holes 
in their Nof^ in which they hang Gold 
and Silver Rings, Pearls and Precious Stones, 
as well as about thdr and in Aeir Ears, 
where they have Silver and Gold Plates 
let round with Precious Stoues. The 
Wives of the Negroety of the Mmcorn 
and the other hUldbars arc not permitted 
to ufe thele Ornaments.

Jt is a Cuftom among the Malabar Kings, 
once every Year, at the time of the 

New Moon in OHober, to remember the 
Blelfmgs they (uppoie they have received 
from thdr ldols,by a Iblemn Sacrifice, which 
is perform’d by letting certain Houles on fire, 
liich as afc appointed by the Brahmans j 
This is/Ommonly performed in the night

of Gondormo is one of the moft Illufirioub’. 

Thc Iwond is the Sedt of the Brahwansy or 
of the Priefts. The third is the Alilitary 
Order or Nobles, call’d the Kayros. Tlie 
fourth comprehends the Merchants, and the 
fifth the Par'Vits or Filhermcn. 

Tlie Nayrosy as 1 told you, are delcendcd tbe'Se\ 
of Noble Families, and brought up to the ros. 
War. They appear with a Shield on theif 
left Arm, which they carry aloft, and with 
a naked Sword in the Right Hand. 

They are very haughty, and at firft pre*- 
tended to dilputc the Rank with the Pertu- 

f uej'esy which occafion’d no linall Diftur* 
ance, till the Difference was agreed to be 
decided by a fingle Combat betwixt a Por^ 
tuguefe and a Nayrosy th which the laft being 
worfted, the Nayres ever fince were forced 
to give way to the Portuguefes j but aU the 
other Malabars muft give place to the 'Nny- 
ros. They are generally well proportion’d, 
though of a brown or Olive Colour ^ 

They take a lingular Pride in having long 
Ears, which they perform by Art; They 
bore holes thro’ the Ears of both Boys and 
Girls, which they fill up with Palm-tree 
Xjcaves roll’d together; thele Rolls they 
make bigger and nigger by degrees, till the 
holes are extended to the urmoft reach tlie 
holes can bear, and liang down to their vo 
ry Breafts ; This is accounted one of thdr 
chiefeft pieces of Gallantry, and they adorn 
them With Gold, Silver and Jewels. Tho’

Their Arms arcBows,Arrows,Javelins,Swords 
and Shields ; Thefc arc very large, which 
they ufc with the utmoft Dexterity to cover 
their Bodies. On the Hilt of their Swords 
they have fmall Plates of Metal, which 
makes a noifc when they arc a Fighting, 
and fcrves to animate them. Since the Por- 
tugurfe and Dutch have got footing there, 
they have alfb leam’d the life of Fire-Arms 
to that degree, that they will turn Right 
and Left, and give a Volley of Shot with 
the (ame Order as the Europeans do. 

One Nayros is not allow’d more than one 
Wife at a time, but the Women in this

All the KUlahars have j^laclct^th, 
occafjon'd by the continual chawing o$hc 
LiCaves of Bethel. Black Teeth arc in ^fiSTC'

a mean Extra£fion. The Malabar s are laid 
to be much addicted to Sorcery, who are able 
to kill People as they pals by, or at Icaft 
tlirow them into a lingringDiftcmper. They 
are cxtreamly covetous, and will venture at 
any thing for a linall gain. The V^omcn 
arc generally unchafte, the young Women 
about 17 or 18, bang obliged by cullom, 
to dil^fc of their Maidenheads, for nobo- 
dy cares to Marry a Maiden here, but fuct 
as liave been beft beloved, Iboneft me5 
with a Husband. The Malabars have 
great ftore of great Artillery, Muskets and 
Pikes i nay, their Arms were in more E- 
fteem than thofc of the Portaguejesy only 
they did not know the Art of hardning their 
Armour : They now make very good and 
ftrong Gun Barrels and Gun-powdw. The 
Childrea of the Nayro's are from the feventh 
Year of their Age cxercilcd in Arms, and 
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Point have got the Start of the Men, they •train’d up to the Wars j but every one bc-

?lre a cowardly and deceitful Ibrt of People, 
Lying and Dt'ceit being lb cuftomary a- 
mong them, as not to be look'd upon as a 
Sin. Thc}^ are great Admirers of the Ec- 
cleliallical Laws, it being a ftri6t Cuftom 
among them, n(jt to pimifh a Crime, if the 
Tranlgreflbr confefles it, and proniiles A- 
mendment. The P/trvas were formerly all 
Prtp^aT?s, but being Ibrely opprds’d by the 
'Mnhomctei?is, they rebcird againft them, and 
V’iih the Alliftance of the Portuguefes fhook 
oft the Yoke j which proved the Opportu- 
nity of tjicir Convcrfion to the I{pmifh Re- 
ligion. 

For, finding themlclvcs daily more and 
more opprefs’d, by the Advice of one John 
dc Cruis (a Native of MnUhar) they lent their 
■Oman Deputies to Cochin, tp crave Alfiftance a- 
gainft the Mahometanj, offering at the lame 
rime to be Baptized. The Portuguefes re- 
ceived thele Pantngitini ( being then their 
Alagiftrates J very eourteoufly, promifing 
them immediate Succours againft their Ene- 
mies, which had lb powerful an Influence 
upon thele Deputies that, to fhew their 
Gratitude, they received Baptifm immedi- 
ately, and took upon them the Sirname of 
Do Cruis which name is retain’d by many 
of the Parras to this day. After the Par- 
vn 5 had rid their hands of the Moors, with 
the Afliftance of the Portuguefes, and got 
the Pearl Fifhcry again into their hands, 
many thoulands of them , at divers 
time^ and places, embraced the Chriftian 
Faith; and undci- the Vice-Roylhip of Sre- 
f hen Gamma i\\tPortugutfe,vis^. about lyoo, 
above 10000 receivedBaptiftn. But for 

want of good Minifters, who underftood the 
krnto Malabar I otipit ('few ofthe PortuguefeCXox- 
gy being willing to lettle here) they loon re- 
turn d to their Pagan Superftitions, having 
Icarce any thing left among them but the 
name or Chriftwns, till Francis Xaverius 
arrived in the Indies 1 540, and wqit 
by^e name of the Great and Holy Father) 
bcing^orm’d by Michael Vas of the mife- 
rablc QO^taon of the Paroa^s, relblved to 
* g^^j^thw from G04, to rc-cftabli(h the de- 


cay’d State of Chriftianity among the Par^ 
vas. Accordingly he fet out fix)m Goa (af^ 
ter a Stay of five Months there) in the be- 
^nning of OBober, I5'43. in company of 
Francis ManfiUa, who Was come along with 
him out of Portugal, and two Novices of 
the College of Goa, who underftood the 
MfiUhar Tongue. After his Arrival at the 
Fast Eiid of that Coaft, near the Cape 
Comorin, finding that his young Inteipreters 
ftwd liim bur in little Head, be fbi^nd out 
this Expedient ; He call’d together liich of 
the Natix'cs, as he knew to be well vers’d 
in the Portuguefe Tongue ; among thole he 
c-hclc certain i’erlbns, who joining with 
thole two he had brought .along with him 
from Goa, tranllatcd the Chief Articles of 
the Chriftian Faith, the Ten Command- 
ments, with a Ihort E> plication, a general 
C'onfcllion of Faith, and lonie other liich 
like nccelfary Matters into the Malabar 
Tongue. Then he began to Preach to 
them accordingto the Capacity pOiis Au- 
ditors, explaining to them the Chief Duties 
of a Chrilfian, the Glory of Heaven, and 
Punilhment of Hell, with the 
Ibme dclcrvcd Heaven, and the othc/HdL Xaviriu#. 
He explain’d afterwards to them the 5^ of 
the Crols, and began to unfok ui thi 
Myftery of the Holy Trinity, ^f wB 
they had been ejuite ignorant before, 
made luch a Progrels among them, tbtq 
whereas at his coming thither hofbund not 
above z5'oo Dcmi-CJhriftians, at his ^ing 
away he left near 40000 good ChnlHtot 
behind him. Xaverius himfelf in his Letter 
dated the ixth of Jan. I5'5'4, Ipcaks of 
the vaft Incrcalc of the Chriftians in thole 
Parts, laying thus. 

you may guefs what a great number 
of tbefe poor people were reduced lacl^ to the 
Flocks oj Christ jrom thence, that my Arms and 
Hands ujed to be tired with Bapti^png, fornc" 
times whole Villages at a time. My Strength 
and Voice have often faifd me, by Prafe?? of 
the frequent Repetitions of the Articles of 
Faith. 

The Ppmanifls tell us, that bcfidcs thele, 

Xaverius converted ten Towns betwixt 
gen and Permanel (and fix or (even more near 
Bcngala and Remnnankpris.) This they lay 
he perform’d by his Miracles, by healing 
the Sick, calling out Demons, and raifing 
th? dead from their Graves. He railed a 
certain young Man, the Son of a poor 
Widow, who was choak’d in the Mud, 
from the dead. The lame he did to ano- 
ther young Man, the Son of a Pcrlbn of 
Qiiality, in the City of Puvicalc, and to a 
young Maid. Another Woman in laiNiur, 
being reduced to the laft Galp, he deliver’d 
>^«hout the Lcaft Psun, a? Ibon a^ flic had 

receiv'd 


rvA^ 
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f\Js^ receiv’d Baptifm. By his Miracles he con- 
1661. verted a wliolc Village at once, near Toute 
kprin ; lo that both Chriftians and Pagans 
us’d to have their lull Rccouri'e to him in 
their Sicknefles, many of which he reftored 
by reading the Go^l over them j As may 
be feen more at large in the Life of Xaveriusy 
of John dc Lucer.asy and other Hjunan Authors. 

But whatevci’ Succels Xaverius had in Con- 


verting the ParvAs and others to the Chri- 
ftian Religion, certain it is, that he brought 
no more than one Brahman over to the /<p- 
mt'fh Faith, tho’ he beftow’d much time and 
pains in (peaking to them. And among the 
Pa^vas themfclvcs are many to this day, who 
adhere fo deeply to their Pagan Superftiti- 
ons, that tliey make but little account of 
Chriltlanity. However, thofe that have e- 
ver fince pcrlcv’cr’ d in the I{pmtp 3 Faith, arc 
from time to time fumifli’d with, and in- 
tlriif^cd by the Portuguefc Priefts; whoe- 
ver fuicc 1685’, when wc made our (elves 
Maflcri^f live about a League 

or two from the Town in the Country 
whither they carry their Children to be Bap- 
They arc very obftinatc in their Reii- 
gionA'hich extends no further than the know- 
Icdgeif theChriftian Faith; Our Father, the 
Ter^vommandments and an jive Mary ; but 
i^oUov/’ blind-fold the Directions of the 
rtuguefe Priefts ; carry Pater Nofiers and a 
&(ary conllantly about them, and u(e the 
Sign of the Cro(s on their Foreheads and 
Breads, like as the l{pman Catholicks do. 
The Dutch Minilkrs of the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, have (cvei-al times attempted to in- 
troduce the Reformation into the Churches 
o( the PayvaSy both before and fincc wc 
were Mafters of Toutekpriny but all in vain ; 
for tho’ wc caus’d the Word of God to be 


Preach’d in the Portuguefc Tongue, the Par^ 
vas durd not venture to come to Church 
for fear of the f{oman Priclls living among 
them. TThcfe Parvas declared to Xaverius 
and Michael JaJfusy In thole days, thatwhilft 
they were yet Involv’d in the darknels of 
Paganilm, the Devil us'd to appear to them 
in mod dreadful Shapes, (6 that they durd 
not dir abroad at Night, or go a Fifhing, 
unlc^ in great Companies. He us’d to enter 
into the Bodies of the Living, and declared he 
would not leave them, till they had creeled 
Temples for him. But (ince they had em- 
braced the Chridian Religion, the DeWI 
never had appear’d either in their Houles 
or Veffels, tho’ they freely went abroad a 
Filhing without any Company. Xmteriue 
having exhorted them to perleveie in their 
Religion, let out from thence to Mak^raray 
and the adjacent places, and (a further to 
the Iflc of Ceylon, 

All the Mahometan Malahars are either 
Merchants or Pirates, if any Forcigners- 


come into the Labours wherofna^rinucs 
lie, they endeavour to enoifge Jp|m into l 6 6 i 
their Sciwice ; which if thy accem^, they 
maintain them and theu^amiliff<lbrougk- 
out the wholl Winter jpVhen thw are juft 
a going to i^gage al Enemy, tney take 
Ibmc Bethely |y whi^they fweor to ftand 
by one ano^o^lL^y take a Prize, they 
ranlack the Ship and all the Mariners and 
Paflengers, before they come a (hoar. The 
Captain and other Officers take the beft 
part for themlelvcs, the reft is divided among 
the Crew. The(c poor W^retches endure 
incredible Fatigues andMilcrifs at Sea, and * 
tho’ they have no Head that has ary legab 
Authority over them, they (cldom fall out 
or quan'cl, a thing (carce to be believ’d a- 
mong us. Several of the richer (brt of the 
Malahars Equip certain Veffels, with a good 
number of Soldiers and Gally-Skves, which 
always kegp at Sea, except that now and 
then the Captain comes afhoar to dilbole 
of the Booty ; which the Merchants buy 
wiiliout any regard, whether they belong 
to Friends or Foes, provided they can have 
a good Bargain ; the Mahometan Malar 
bars knowing no other preference but 
Riches : The Merchants are diftinguifh’d 
only by their Habits ; both thefe and the 
Corliiirs being never to be (een without 
Arms ; but the Merchants wear thdr Hair 
(hort, and have a ^nnet of red Scarlet 
Cloth upon their Heads, Ibmetimes with a 
Handkerchief rowl’d about it like a Tur- 
banr, which iliey call Monduy and are com- 
monly embroider’d with Gold and colour’d 
Silk. They half (have their Beard, but 
without Whiskers, wear a Silk or Callicoe 
Veil:, reaching three Incl^ below the Middle, 
and under tliat ,a kind bf Drawers hanging 
down to the Knees. TT\ey commonly carry 
a Silk or C allicoe Handkerchief flourifh’d, 
in which they tye and hide their Piirfes. Tlie 
Corkirs never ftiave their hcads,but wear their 
liair very long,] ike the women, which they like 
the reft of the IndiansyXye together in a Knot, 
and wear one of thde flouridi’d and embroi- 
der’d Handkerchiefs over it ; For the reft, 
they go quite naked, except diat they wear 
a Silk Vefhnent down to tlicir Knees ; 
both the Merchants and Corfairs have 
Knives with Silver Hafts, on which hang 
all (bits of Toys, fuch as Tooth-picks, 
and the like , all curioudy wrought. 

The Corfairs (have their Beards, out 
leave Whiskers, which in time grow ex- 
ceifively , that lb one may tye then toge- 
ther behind. Th^le, as well as all the o- 
thcr Malahars ulc no Shooes. Their i^i>- 
men are clad like the Men, neither wmf 
wear any other Ornament upon tMi^ead^ 
but their Hair ; but have Pendants* in^lt 
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men arc very

Stature. 'Aclr Men undergo incredible 
fatigues at Sea , and tho’ they are Mahome- 
tans^ tlicy ule the Malabar Ton^e , and 
pay Allegiance, and Taxes to the fcveral 
Kings of the Kayros^ under whom they live, 
which is commonly near the Sea Shear. 
'^Their Priefts never meddle with any thing 
except Marriages, and wliat relates to tluir 
Temples. They arc clad in White, after 
the Arabian manner befidcs which , they 
have a certain kind of Religious Men call'd 
AbcHallcnj ov Mimfiers of God^ who VOW 
Poverty , and begg in the Country : You 
may fee fometimes 30 or 40 of them toge- 
tlicr , tho' they Travel not above two or 
three at a time, and fometimes one a- 
lone. 

The Country of Malabar was formerly 
under the fubjection of one potent Prince, 
Sarama Perhnal , who, at the pcrfwafion of 
fonie Arabian Merchants, that Traded thi- 
ther, having embraced Mahometifm, .hp* 
came fo great a Zealot of that Religion, 
tliat he refblved to kavc his Kingdom, and 
to undertake a Pilgrimage to Meccha and 
Medina^ to vifit Mahomet's Tomb : And 
having no Children, divided, before his de- 
pajtu^i the whole Country , betwixt his 
chief Favourites and Courtiers , to wit , 
The Country of Cananor to his Elquire ; to 
his Sword-bearer , who was his darling Fa- 
vourite, Caiicutj to his Sceptcr-bcarer Cochin, 
and to another K^ulang, unto which he an- 
nexed the Title of Kingdoms, and ^ye fo 
vei^ otlier Countries to others of his Friends. 
Upon his Sv/ord-bcarer , who had CtfUcut 
for his ftiarc , be beftowed the Title of .^4- 
mory or T^amor 'in , or Emperour , and to 
live a Preheminency above the reft : For 
;;j4»wrm fignifies in the Tongue as 

much as an Emperour, being otherwile cx- 
prefs’d by the Word Tambaratia, L c. Gcd^ 
whidh is the reafbn that all the other Ma- 
labar Countries follow the Religious Ccro 
monies of thofe of Calicut, as being the 
thidfeft: Kingdom of Malabar.^ From lienee 
it is. That the S^morin claims tl^e prehe- 
tninence before all the otherMalabar Kings ; 
he^bafci^ alone the Prei-ogatlvc of Com- 
' The two next in rank , were sthe 
Kl|g8 of J^uiang and Catu^nor j befidcs which, 
tnafS^tho* Petty Pnnees on the Coafl of 
Mn/^Aclaim the Title of Kings , tho’

they are not really fb, nor enjoy the Pre- 
ro^tive of Coining. The Zamorin, or King i 6 6 z 
of Calicut loft a confidcraSic fhare of hS 
Luftre, after the coming of the Portugurfe 
into thofe Parts, with whole aft'iftance the 
Kang of Cochin freed himfelf from all Sub- 
je6fion formerly due to the Kings of Calicut, 
and fbon after arrived to that pitch of 
Greamefs, that they thought themfelvcs not 
in any wife inferlour to the Z^morins, and 
waged continual War againft them. Ne- 
vciBielcfs moft of the pettv Malabar Kings, 
and the Nayros arc Vaflals of the Z^^morin, 
and never fpeak of him but with a great 
deal of Reverence , except the King of Co- 
chin j and the King of iipulang , being the 
moft remote of all , pays the Zamorin Icfs 
refjie6t tlian any of the reft : Howcv'cr, all 
the Kings of Malabar arc Sovereigns in 
their own Dominions. The Malabar Kings 
never Marry, but maintain a Concubine of 
a Noble Family , who lives commonly in 
the frme Palace j if they happen todifrgree, 
another is taken in her place; thomey are 
fb modeft , as feJdom to change their Becb 
fellows. 

The Sons bom from 4 ^ 
arc not regarded as Kings Childinijloeithfr 
do they fuccecd in their Territorin or E* 
ftates, but are Heirs only to their mL ' 
except what Money the Kings ^e pj 
to beftow freely upon them, to make 
live with the more Luftre .imong.oiw^ 
Gentlemen : But the Ki^ s Sifters Sons Ifh 
herit their Dominions. Thefe Sifters don’t 
Marry no more than the Kings, but art at 
liberty to choofe a Galant , luch a one as 
they like beft. If they have three or four 
Sons, and two or three Daughters, the eld- 
eft Son fucceeds the King his Uncle, and 
the odicr Brother after him. After their 
Deceafe , the Suctjeflion goes to the eldcft 
Son of the Kings fccond Sifter, and to his 
Brothers afterwards. After their Deceafe, 
the Sons of the other Sifters are the next 
Heirs to the Crown ; fb that the Succefllon 
dcicends from the Brothers to their Sillers 
Sons. If it happens , That the King’s Si- 
fters bear no Sons , the chief i^len of the 
Kingdom Ele(^ a King, who is next of Kin, 
but for want of fuch a one, choofc whon^ 
they plcal^ When the King’s Sifters are 
arrived to Age of Maturity , vi^ to their 
13 or 14 Years, they pitch utoh one of 
the Nobility whom they like beft j unto 
whom, after they have made him confide- 
rablc Pref^ts , they fend Word , that he 
IS chofen to get her Mmden-head, and to 

f et her Wk&child. The Young Noble 
dan accofts her the firft tame with a great 
deal of refpe£i and Ceremony , and after 
having tied a very fine Jewel alx)ut her Neck,

During 
thefe 13 Da)^ they dare not eat either Fim 
or Flefti, and the Fiftiermcn are forbidden 
to Fi(h upon pain of Death. Confiderable 
Alms arc wen to the Poor , out of the 
King’s Coffers, and the Brahmans are pro- 
vided with Visuals at the publick charge. 
After the expiration of thefe 1 3 days, every

Portuntrfi and i>i«rr^mredii£d and fettled 
the Qiriftian Rel^km Jiurer‘ iTiey take pecu- 
liar Care to proT& in their Life-time as much 
fine feented Wood and other precious Drugs, 
as they think requilite for the burning of 
their Bodies to Afhes, which is afterwards 
, divided among their Relations and Friends, 
^who prefwc them, and at their Feftivalsmix 
them with Water, and paint their Faces 
with them. When a Brahman happens to 
die, his Widow is obliged, as a Demonftra- 
tion of her Affed^ion towards her deceas’d 
Husband, to bum her fclf , this is common- 
ly done under the noife of fweral mufical 
inftruments, to fupprds the doleful Out- 
Cries of the dying Perfbn, and in the pre- 
fence of their next Kindred. However they 
may excufe themfclves as to this .point, if 
th^ pleafe, but then they arc branded with 
Infamy, their Hair is cut off clo/c, which 
they n\uft not let grow to any length 
again j they arc excluded from the Society 
of other Women, nor are allow’d to Mar- 
ry again. Notwithftanding which, many 
chufc rather to difwnfe with thefe Difad- 
vantages, than to burn themfclves. The 
Wives of the Najfroi arc not obliged to this 
Cuftom 5 tho’ there are not wanting In- 
frances, that they have thrown themlelves 
into the Flames, which confum’d their 
Husbands Carcafs ; The Men arc not en- 
gaged to mourn for their Wives, except 
that they are forbidden to Marry ag^. 

The Marriages of the richer and better 
fort, arc celebrated here with a great deal 
of Solemnity ; The firft thing they do af- 
ter Matters arc agreed betwixt them, is, 
to rqpair to the Pa^ode or Temple, where 
the Priefb perform certain Ceremonies j 
After this, the Friends and Relations of the 
new married Couple^ both Men and Wo- 
men, lead the Bride for 1 5: days confecu- 
tively to the Bridegroom’s Houfe, where 
they are Entert^’d at his Charge ; Moll; 
of the Women finging and playing upon 
Flutes, (mall Drums, and other muiical In- 
ftruments ; The Brkle and Bridegroom are 
placed together very richly attir’d, efpecialJy 
with Jewels, tofuch an Exceft,that they have 
been ^computed to amount Ibmctimes to 
1.QOOOO Crowns. The Room is hung with 
Silk Hangings interwoven with Gbld, 
aifcapong other things, a Plate with Be- 
to everyone there prefent j nay, 
OTn to thofe tliat are Strangers ; Towards 


the Evening, the Women recondu6t the 
Bride to her Houfc. ^ At the ^iratlon of i 55 2. 
the ly days, the Bride and Bridegroom are C/yvi 
Mounted on an Elcj^iant richly accouter’d, 
fb as to face one another ; The Elephant 
is led by a Nayros, and fumounded by the 
Friends and Relations on foot ^ Thus tht'y 
are Conducted thro’ the whole Cicy,and ore 
fiire always to ftop at the Doors of any of 
their neareft Kinsfolks, Relations or Parti- 
cular Friends, who prefent then with Be- 
thely Fruits and Sweet Meats ; and anoint 
the Head of the Elephant with fweet Icent- 
cd Waters j they are very careful not^o 
mift any f)f their Friends Houfes, for if 
fiich thing ftiould happen, they would look 
upon k as a fignal Affront. When they 
come to the Pagode^ they difmount, and 
after they have tarried there for fume time, 
return to the Bride’s Houfc, where the Mar- 
riage is Conflimmatcd, each of the Guefts 
being obliged to prefent the Kayros that led 
life Elephant with a Coco Nut. 

They begin thek New Yezf In Sepesm- 
her, but have no fixt Day, w hich th^ re- 
gulate according to the Efccijion of tlje^ 
itrologers and Cxjnjurers, who prcrp^lb to 
find out by their Art, the very iHuch 
is likely to be the moft fortunate foMN^Ife* 
ginning of the Year. All thofb &^are. 
above ly Years of Age, cover their F%xs 
that Day, for fear of calling th -ir 
upon any thing; Tlius they arc hd by 
Children to tlic Temple, where uncf ’ '.iag 
themfclves, they fix their Eyes upon what 
Obje6l they find directly before them ; If 
this happen to bean Idol (which their Tcni. 
pics are full of) they have a peculiar Venera- 
tion for it, they look upon it as a goodO- 
men, that the next Year will prove prof^- 
rous to them. 

All over Malabar they ufe a peculiar 
Language call’d by them Malkama. Paper xhig^ 
they liavc none, but inftcad of it write up- 
on the Leaves of the wild Coco-trees, with 
an Iron Pencil or Pen ; which contain not 
only their Religious Cferemonies, but Jike- 
wjfe the whole Scries of their moft antient 
Hiftories. Thefe Leaves the)» cut ail in 
the feme (hape of the breadth of wo In- 
ches, and two hands length ; of thefe they 
lay together as many as they think fit, and 
put a nnall Stick thro’ them on the top ; 
which done, they fallen the Stick on both 
£nds to the Leaves with a Pack-thi*cad, 
which they loofen as often as they have 
occafion to perufc them. Each of thefe 
Leaves is call’d OU by the Malahars. They 
exceed all the £ur^c4ff Writers in fwiftnefs, 
which they wkh that Dexterity, as

They keep cAtinuallw burning Lamps in 
their Tcmplel and^cir PiDphcts arc al- 
moft cover’d RIls, which when they 
Dance and make other awkard Poliurcs, 
make a great nolle ; The Moucots have their 
own Temples, which arc nattily kept , they 
don’t frequent them above oikc a Month^ri';^ 
at the New Moon, becaufe they can Ipace 
no more time from their daily Labour j Ar^ 
the Entrance each of them is prelentcd 
with Ibme Afhes mixt with Water. The ^ 

Nayros go commonly once a day to their 
Temples, where each mutters out a flioct 
Prayer ; Tliefe Temples arc dil^fed 
throughout the whole Country, and are 
moft frequented at certain days, when they 
repair thither with a great deal of Devo- 
tion j Ibmc for xo or 50 Leagues, for 
they have their appointed Feafts, but two 
or three before all the reft. The chiefrft 
is that of die New Years Day, when the 
l^ayros come to pay their Reverence to the 
King, who receives them ftanding at a 
Window, and throws a certain quantity of 
Bethel to each, and fame Gold and Silver 
among them, as well as die reft of his 
Subjects that appear thca*c. 

The Malabar Kings, Brahmans and Nay^ 
ros pay likewiie their Devotions to Serpents, 
which they confidcr as Evil Spirits, made 
by God, to torment Mankind for their Skis. 

You meet here with certain Vagabonds, 
who carry Serpents in a Basket with fbme 
Bran for their Fofxl, hanging on a Stick, 
carried on the Shouldors of two Fellows ; 
fome of thefc Serpents arc fix, feven or nine 
foot long, of a Graft green Colour, and 
not above an Inch thick , Ibmc are 
very large and bulky, with grey Spots i 
ft) k)on as thele Malabar Vagabonds begin 
to play upon a certain Inftrument like a 
Ba^ipe, the Serpents 1 « themlelvcs op- 
ri^t upon their Tails, twift themfidves in 
a moft furprizing manner, and loon after 
raife their Fins or Briftles, which are near 
the Head, and fidl on with iuch Fury^ as 
if they w'ould tear one another to pieces j 
to the no finall teiToiir of the Spectators. :

cou perform their Religious Worlhip In die 
kmc manner j for they adore their Idols, 

t Sun, as they rile in the morning. 
Temples you (ee a golden Cow, 
other Image, unto which they pay 
rvotions ; which is the reafon that 
tbWi Brahmansy Nayros nor Moucok 
this Beaft, but pay fuch Reverence 
hat they paint the Walls of their 
Houles with its Dung mixt widi Water j 
Thus, when the King of Calicut is to Bathe 
himfelf, ^tecn MaicE with Cow-dung in 
their shyer Balb*^s plaifter the Rooms vdth 
it, thro’ which he Is to paft twice aday. 
Their Chief God they call Parabramma, 
with three Sons near him, in Remembrance 
of which the Brahmans wear a Cord twifted 
of three threads on their bare Skin. They 
not only worihip Man, but, as I told you, 
the Beads allb, and erefted Temples for 
them, exceeding in Magnificence thole of 
the ancient I{pmans, There is one Temple 
dedicated to the Ape, the Gallery of which 
is fopported by 700 Marble Columns. Be- 
fidcs the Cow they pay llkewife a godly 
Veneration fo the Elephant, it being their 
Opinion, that the Souls of Men tranfini- 
grate into thofe Beads. They liave many 
Books , which contain an Account of 
their Religious Ceremonies, much -rclcm- 
bllng the ancient Greeks and f{pman Fablcs<

confumes Yearly abundance of Foreign 
Commodities, by reafon of the great 
numbers of Inhabitants living along this 
Coaft, who muib be provided frqoi a- 
broad with molt things tliey^'itand in 
need of; Jontekoriin other wife Tatuku- 
riirt^ or rather TntHkttryy or TatHkitriw^ 
or r.«W is « we Mid yon, the 
Chief of all thofe Sea-Ports, being an 
open place, but beautified with fbately 
^tone buildings. It has three la^e 
Churches, built by the which 

are to feen at a great diftance at 
Sea, the Country round about being 
flat and low. In one of thefe the Re- 
formed cxercife tbeir Religious Wor- 
ibip; Befides which the Convent of 
the Francifcans is lately fitted up for the 
fame ufe. 
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The Dutth-Eafl. India Company have 
\ 66 z. a Faftory here, managed by a Merchant 
as Chief Governour^ by a FafJor, as his 
Deputy \ two or three Affiftants , 
and a Military Officer, under whofc 
Command are Tome Soldiers, but the 
Nayk of A'fadrre wdllnot allow them to 
cre(?f any Fortifications : During my 
ftay here, I begun to erefta Brick-Wall 
round the Garden, but finding the Jcn~ 
tyves to lock with a jealous Eye upon 
ir, I defified ^ yet I took care to repair 
the Honfe of the Company, and fet 
their Flag on the top of it which might 
be feen a good way at Sea. 

This place was taken by the Di.tch 
from the Portngucfe^^ 1^58, without 
much refiftance. In the Road of Ton- 
tekoriir?^ is good Anchorage at five Fa- 
thom Water in a Sandy bottom. 
7lev}u.ige Three fmall Leagues from TonteLoriin 
Punikad. near the Rocks ot Retnanekor^ not far 
from the Kingdom of Narfinga lies the 
Village of Piimkail^ where the Portn- 
gnejes formerly had a Fort, and a Gar- 
rifon of 40 Men. 1 wo Leagues from 
thence there was a Pagan Temple of 
the Bravjens' Trichardari^ agaillfl 

which and the Priefls thereof the Por- 
tngnefes would frequently utter very 
injurious Words, which fo exafperated 
Wdr be- the Inhabitants, that they entred in- 
tv'ixt the to a League with their Neighbours, 
Badagas of Narfinga^ in order 
Po/fi^ to drive the cTuiflians thence : Accord- 
gueil's. ingly having with a great deal of fc- 
erdie got together a Body of 6000 
Men, and received certain Intelligence 
that the Portignrfes in the Fort were 
but ill provided with Gunpowder (the 
Chief ten or of thefe Barharianj ) they 
raarchM dirediy to Pionkael^ The Por- 
ntgnefis being not a little furprifed at 
fo unexpected a fight, were put to the 
grcatcll nonplus, that could be, being 
in w'ant of Ammunition, and no great 
account being to be made upon the Parvas 
( tb^Siuiiftian Inhabitants) as being not 
trained up to Military Affairs, but 
living upon Fiffiing and Swimming: 
Thefe being fsnfible of their inability 
to refill the Enemy, no fooner heard of 
his approach, but they began to betake 
ihcmfdvcs with their moveables to their 
Boats, which lay near the Shoar, which ^ 
the BacLigas indcavouring to prevent, 
fome letired to unpaffiable places, others 
to the Sea lidc, whilft others were cx- 
pofed to the mercy of the Enemy, and 
with moft dreadtul outcries implored 
the Allillaflce of the Portuguefa in the 
Fort. 


About that time a certaijj Priell, c\j^ 
named Anthony Kriminalis^ Iwho wac 1 6 6 
come fome Days before thith^to takJk 
care of the Chrillians there^ feeing^***!«St 
this miferable fpeflacle, applied 
felf to ^ohn Ferdivando Korrea^ Gover- nalib^ 
nor of the Fort, remonflrating to him, 
that fince they were not in a condition 
to oppofe the Enemy, to endeavour to 
bring things to an Accomodation ^ but 
the Governour anfwer’d, that it was 
againfl the Gloiy of his King, to fub- 
mit in the Icall refpeCl to thofe Barba- 
rians^ Kiuiiinals made what halle he* 
could, to return to his Flock, which 
met in the Church where he had preach- 
ed the fame Morning, and led them to 
the Sea-flioar, endeavouring as much as 
he could, to fee them Embark in their 
Boats, vvhilll he refufed to enter him- 
felf, being icfolvcd to flay afhoar, and 
to expect the utmoll fury of the Bar- 
barians^ who were advancing apace, and 
with their Arrows had already kilPd 
fevcral of the PortHgucfcs anci others; 
among whom was the Interpreter of 
Kriminalij, who was Shot by his fide, 
notwithllanding which he remained im- 
moveable in hisRcfolution,and Wringing 
bis Hands up to Heaven, tell upon his 
Knees ; The fir/l Troop of the Bagadar 
pafs’d by without doing him the lead 
harm, except that fney took his Hat, 
and fo did the fccond, but one of the 
third Tionps (coiififting of 
run a Launce into his Left fide, whilft 
others let fly their Arrows at him, and 
thinking he had been kill’d came to 
take bis Cloatlis, which he, being yet 
alive, gave to them, and fo retreated 
into the Church, with an intention to 
fpend the fmall remainders of his Life, 
at the Foot of the Altar ; and being 
follow’d by the Bagadas^ he there re- 
ceived a fecond thrufl, and foon after 
a third, which put a period to his Life Us kuu 
They afterwards cut offhis Head, which 
together with his Bloody Cloalhs they 
carried in T riumph to their Temple of 
Trichand/oi ; the Trunk of the Body 
was afterwards buried by the Chri- 
ftians. 

Not far from Pnn/kael or Pommekiel 
lieth a great Village call’d Putanam^ and 
fo further up the Coaft Bernbar or Bern- 
facr^ KaUknre^ Beadal^ Nianankor or ra- 
ther Remanakoris and Kanhameira ; «Ncxt 
you fee Negapatam the firft Frontier 'of 
the Coaft of Coromandel'^ but one of the* 
Chiefeft Towns of this Coaft is Perl^pa- 
tan fituatc near the Rocks of Romamn- 
korif^ being the Capital City of the 
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MgrmJju who' Inhabit the Mountains, 
^ 5 2. la t WrM i l» Gia^ation, living only up- 
'YNyoit itdffl&g V '" 3 Cbe Jefnits that formerly 
' billMSfm Ac Church of Pcrtapatan^ 
dlid c^eavour to reclaim them in fome 
fhi^are from their Barbarity, but molt 
orthem fooa return’d to their old way 
of Hying. There is another Village 
feated on the other fide of the Rocks of 
RomAnanhoris^ direftly oppofite to Nega- 
patam^ the Inhabitants of which are all 
Chriltians. All along the Sea-Coafl: are 
about 30 Villages, among which, bc- 
fides the beforemention’d, are the Chief- 
* Trithandar or Ttckandar ^ KMle^ 
f rande and Cherakalle. 

The Inhabitants of thofe places are 
very black and ftrong \ they are deceit- 
ful and cunning, make but little account 
of their Wives, but generally keep two 
or three Harlots, by whom they have 
fometimes 16 or 18 Children. The 
ir Clo- Men wear nothing but a llngle piece of 
Callico wrapt about their Middle, and 
another piece about their Head which 
they call Romare. The ordinary Wo- 
men cpmmonly wear painted Callico, 
thofe of Fafhion arc adorn’d with Gold 
Rings and Bracelets when they are a- 
broad, but arc very nafty at home. 
They tie their Hair up in a 'rnifs be- 
hind, like thofe of for the reft 

they have very good Features. They 
live upon Meat and Rice, but drink 
nothing but Water, which they arc fain 
to fetch half a League from the Sea- 
ftioar^ They live by Pearl-fifliing and 
catching ot Fifh, by Weaving and Ship- 
ping, there being fome who drive a 
coniidcrable Trade with the painted 
Callico’s to Kalpentieri^ Kolo/tiba and the 
Aittlabar Coaft. They have abundance 
of Callico and Linen Weavers here, 
and great numbers of People arc em- 
ployed in painting of Callico’s, which 
they do very Artificially. This Trade 
was in great Requeft whilft I was here, 
bccaufe 1 ufed to give all imaginable 
Encouragement to them ^ The Inhabi- 
- tants are Govern’d by Judges of their 
own, who arc chofen every Year by the 
Chief Diredor of the Dutch Company 
there, whom they ftile the Captain of 
the [even Seaports, Each Village has the 
Privilege to propofe four, out of which 
the Captain chofes two, who fwear Fe- 
alty to the Company \ all civil Caufes 
arc traufadfed in their refpeeftive Villa- 
ges, but Criminal Matters arc decided 
at ToMiekoriin in the Council of Nine, 
whereof the Captain is Prclident. The 
rmainiqg Portuguefes pay no Taxes to 
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the Dutch Company, but to the Nayk 
of Madure\ however, this Tax is paid ^ C 6 z. 
with the Approbation of the Chief Di- 
redtor, who allots every one his Share 
according to his Subftance \ Thofe who 
are backward in their Payment, muft 
expef^ fpeedy Execution, which is done 
by the Soldiers of the Nayk,^ and caufes 
frequent Quarrels, betwixt the Inhabi- 
tants and the Soldiers, as it happened 
in my time, then the Nayk peremptori- 
ly demanding the Tax from the Par- 
-j n/, which they were not able to pay, 

1 font to him a Sergeant with fome Sol- 
diers, to delire that he would fend a 
Commiflioner, with whom they might 
Treat, and obtain fome lime for the 
Payment thereof, upon wiiich the N,cyk 
having fent one of his great Officers with 
a Body of Horfe, 1 remonftrated to 
him, the Inifioflibiliry ot the Mutter, 
telling him that the ft-veii Sea-Ports 
were willing to make a Preieut of two 
Silver Di/hes fill’d wiri Ducats to im 
Mafter, which w'as v> ai.counted of, 
and the as a Token of his Satis- 
fadion, fear me a Scarfe richly Em- 
broidered with Gold. I'hele feven Sea- 
ports were formerly (before the /'<?/- 
tuguefe Fleets appear’d in thefe Parts ) 
under the Government of the King ot 
Muricn,^ a Vallal of the Qiiccti of 7 >«- 
ganjy,, iiiito whom they were forc’d to 
pay many Taxes \ at which time the 
Parvas lived deeper in the Country, and 
ufed to ferve in the Wars to fuch Princes 
as would pay them bell. 

One time a certain Parvas happening 
to fall out with fome Atooys,^ thefe 
off his Nofe and Ears, which lo exa- Myorb. 
fperated the Par^VM,, that they refolved 
to take up Arms, and to revenge the 
Quarrel of their Countryman. To be- 
gin the Fray, they took one of the 
Moorilh Merchants Prifoiiers,whore Nofe 
and Ears they likcwifc cut oft^ and fo 
feet him home. Hereupon the Moors 
having aflembled a Body of so-tp’o Men, 
they marched to, and pitch’d their Tents 
near Toutekonin ^ Oii the other hand, 
the Parvas were not above 5000 Men, 
and well arm’d, and trufting more to 
their Bravery than Number, fell upon 
tli,e Moors fo couragioiifly, that they 
made them quit the Field, with the 
Slaughter of 7000 ot their Men ^ A 
great Number of them being forc’d to 
the Sca-flioar, faved thcmfelvcs in Boats, 
but were fcarcc got to Sea, when by 
a ftrong Tempeft from the S W. they 
were fo difpers’d, that no news was e- 
ver heard of them fincc. After this 

Viiftory 
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Viftory the Parvas having made them- 
166 2, fclves Matters of thefe Sea-Ports, came to 
a Compofition with the Queen, promi- 
ling to pay her the fame Taxes as the 
Moors had done, which being impolfible 
for them to perform, this proved the oc- 
cafion of unfpeakableMifcrics \ feme of 
them being Imprifoncd, for want of 
Payments others fold for Slaves, to that 
degree, that at laft they refolved to 
/hake off the Yoak, coft it what it would : 
The PovtyigHefts who i4po appear’d firtt 
thereabouts with their Ships from Co- 
thtu, having at that time Traded there 
for 4D Years before, and confcqucntly 
their Strength at Sea, being not un- 
known to the ParvM^ they fent their De- 
puties to Cochin to implore their Prote- 
dion, and to promife their Obedience, 
and that they were ready to im brace the 
Chriftian Faith. The Portnguefes wil- 
ling to improve this Opportunity came 
with their Fleet 1533- on chat Coaft, 
and having made themfclves Mailers of 
the Sea- port Towns, the Parvat recei- 
ved Baptifm all on one Day. However 
they met with great Oppofition after- 
wards from thoft on the Coafts of Coro- 
ftiandel and MdUbar^ encouraged under 
hand by thcP 4 rt/ 4 ^,till at laft Matters were 
adjufted thus, that the P^rwiMf/f/Ihould 
remain Matters of the Coaft, that the 
Parvoi ihould pay them a certain Annual 
Tribute, according to their Ability, 
and that all the Chief Men of that Coaft 
fhould have their Share in the Pcarl- 
Filhing, which was to be perform’d on 
a certain Day. After all, the Nayk of 
Madnre haying found means to get into 
the Pofleflibn of this Country, left the 
^ Pmrtt^uefes in the full Poflcllion of their 
Jurifdidion over the Parvas,^ and of the 
Free Exercifeof their Religion, in which 
State it continued till the Year 1530. 
when the King of Portugal having fent 
thither a Governor, to clip the Wings 
> .. o£^e Pomijh Clergy, who were grown 

too powh'ful there, this occalion’d new 
Troubles ^ For the Pmtvm being a Zea- 
lous kind of People, and for the moft 
part at the Devotion of the Priefts, 
they were divided into two Fadions, 
during which inteftine Commotions, the 
Clergy did not forget to improve thcii 
AuthoTicy,aad toEnrich tbemfelves atthe 
Expence of their Flock, but the Jentyyes 
or P^Mis alfo began to encreafe to luch 
a degree, that being become formi- 
dable to the they often forc’d 

them to flielter themfelves agatnft their 
Forces in the actghbouringlllands. Since 
that tiise the P^trviu aclmowledged the

Each Village has two Jndges,^hoareli <^5 
changed every Year, they keerfCourtsv^ 
twice a Week, and in Gonjnn^iw with 
the PetMngiim ( who are Hcrcditm-y Of.

Portuguefis were Mafters here, the Jtn- 
tyves or Pagans durft not cxa(ft more 
Taxes from the Parvas than was agreed 
for, unlefs they would fee them go with*

Iflands, from whence they did not re- 
turn till they had obtain’d fome conli- 
derable Abatement ^ But of late Years 
the Parvas having left off thatCuftom, 
the Jemyves improve it to their Advan- 
tage, and force them to pay three times 
as much as they ufed to do former- 
ly* 

The Kingdom of the Nayk of j.. 

dure,^ under whofe Jurifdiflion t6c feven 
before- mention’d Seaports are *, borders 
to thelP. upon the Kingdom of Travanhor Madm 
to the Eafi upon the Sea , and to the 
N. Wefi upon the Country of the Nash 
of Tanjaor or Tanjanwer^ betwixt the 
Coaft of Malabar near the Cape Como^ 
rin and Coromandel ; Its whole Extent 
being along the whole Eaftern Gulph or 
Coaft oppoiite to Ceylon from the Cape 
Comorin ( where the Coaft of Malabar 
ends ) to the Town of Bempaer or the 
River VUon a Trad of 75 Leagues in 
Length, and 30 in Breadth. The Sea- 
(hoar, commonly call’d the PearUCoafi^ 
from the many Pearl-Banks that are 
hereabouts, extends from Sonth to North 
in length, and in fome places about halt 
a League deep into the Countrey. The 
Capital City and ordinary reiidence of 
the Nayk is Madnre^ five Days journey’s 
to the N. of Koylang-,, being adorn’d 
with many moft magnificent Pagodes^ or 
Psgan Temples, which have very high 
Turrets Gilt on the top. Along the 
Coaft of Madare neither Grafs, or 
Herb, or Plant is to be feen, except 
Thiftles and Houfe-leek *, it having been 
found by Experience, that the Coco- 
trees would not thrive here no more 
than feveral other Indian Trees 5 not- 
withftanding which they are fufficiently 
provided with all manner of Ntfmfla- 
ries from the circumjacent Conntry, as 
wcH as from abroad, by the way of Toate* 
horiin fbe/idet that, the Sen-fhoor a- 
bonnds in Hares and Partridges, the 
firft of which refemble our Rabbits* 
their Flefii being tough, yet in^Tj^ifta 
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Y The Flefh of the Par- 

hairc red Legs and round 
7 fiiJto wre^ if of an a^eeable Tafte. 

here Mice as big as Cats, 
dare flot approach them, for, if 
^j^l^pnrted, they will fettle upon a 
«r Chclt, and fitting upright, 

I Bite like Dogs : They are in 
^‘and.ihape like the Ettropedn Mice, 
except that they are without Hair, and 
have a rough: Skin like an Elephant. 
They will dig underneath the Doors, 

» do confiderable miichief to the 
Auerchandizes in the Warchoufes. 

There is alfo here another fort of 
Mice, red, and much lefTcrthan thefirft, 
but fo fierce, that they will make the 
Cats run before them. 

This Country alfo produces Serpents, 
and divers other forts of venomous Crea- 
tures; One Morning, as 1 was rifiug, I 
found the Skin of a Serpent fticking to 
one of the Polh of my Bcdltead, which 
ihehad call: there the night before, with- 
out being perceived by me or any body 
elfc : In OEtober^ November^ and Decern* 
her, tJra Weftern Winds blow with fuch 
violence the Sand from the adjacent 
Mountatos to the Shore, that you are 
not able to open your Eyes. Much Rain 
fiaUs deeper in the Country, and near the 
Cape Cemerin, but iicvcr at Tontekoriitt^ 
inftead of which a Thaw falls every 
night, which is very cold ^ and confe- 
quently by the Hidden alteration of the 
Weather, very unwholfome ; the Winds 
Mng fometimes fo cxceffive hot here, as 
if they did blow out of a fiery Furnace j 
as long as thefe Winds laft, the Inhabi- 
tants dare not go abroad into the Fields 
for fear of being overwhelm’d by the 
Sand. 

The Ndyk of the Kingdom of M^dure 
is Mafter of feveral confiderable Coun- 
tries, each of which are govern’d by a 
peculiar Governour ; belides which, 
there is one Governor-General, who has 
the chief Management of the whole 
Kingdom \ who ruled all our time the 
Country, was called BeomdetpetUes ^ be- 
fides the Governors, each Village has 
two Judges, who are much refpe^ed by 
the lidiiibiunts. The Neyk to fecure 
himfelf of the Fidelity of his Gover- 
nonrt, detains always their Wives and 
Cbildm in a certain Caftle call’d ZvhU 
about feven Leagues from 
^arv, under the guard of 300 Eunuchs \ 
neithei'.are the Husbands permitted to 
fee them without peculiar Licence from 
the Net)^ and are obliged to depart a- 
" nin r^o or threedays ; feme toavoid 


this inconvcniency, content themfidves 
with Harlots. Moil of the Inbabi^nts f 66 i 
of the Connery of Msekre are Jetetyves 
or Pagans , ( by fome they arc called 
tbo*fbme of them have l^n 
Converted to the Ramifb Faith by the 
PortMgHefes, The Jemyves arc accounted 
good Soldiers, yet are much inferiour to 
the Mddfars-y witneis, the Wars the 
of TAftigos, tho’ much inferiour in 
power, wages againft them. 

There are three Nayks in this part of 
the Indies^ viz., the Nayk of Aiddure^ 
the Ndyk of Tdnjdor., by the Ddtcb call’d

of P7did Najdr or BifnAgdr^ or Ndrfmgd ; - 

but having Revolted againft their Liege 
Lord, each of them afium’d the Royal 
Power and Title. The Nayk of Md* 
dare had been for a confiderable time in 
War with the of Tanjdory and ta- 
ken many Places from him : At my time 
the War was renewed with more vigour 
than ever ^ and the Ndyk of Tdn’jdor ha- 
ving gathered a great Army, attack’d 
thciVi^lof Mddure fo briskly, that he 
took from him in a few days all the Places 
he had conquered from him before. 

The Army ot the Nayk of Madure being 
much difiieartned by the Victories of 
their Enemies, the Mddure lent to me 
to Koylang his Chief Governour, defiring 
Ailiftaoce from the Company *, but as it 
was not our Interefl to engage on any 
fide, 1 excufed it as bandfbmely as 1 
could. 

Betwixt the Coalb of Mddure^ where The Pearl- 
the feven Villages are, and the Iflc of®*"*^^ 
Ceylon j arc divers famous Pearl Banks by 
the Sea, for which reafon this Trad is 
called the PedrUFijhery. Thclc Pearl- 
Banks arc properly Rocks of white 
Coral-Stone, which fometimes are co- 
vered with Sand ; on thefe Rocks, the 
Oifber-ihells, containing the Pearls, are 
fUbned, but in what manner no body 
knows : Some of thofi; Banks are about 
1 2 or 1 3 Fathoms, and others at 1 5 Fa- 
thoms difbance from the Shore, fo that 
they can fcarce to be feen from thence : 

Some of thofe Banks are five, fix, or 
feven Fathom under Water. The Oi- 
Ibers live fix years, after which time the 
Shelif open and the Pearls ore lofb^ of 
Gikikir which

\ 66 1 , me by the Divers. Thefe Pcarl^Banks 
arc fcarch’d every year to fee whether 
the Shells are come to their full Matu- 
rity : This is commonly done inOcloher^ 
when the weather is Calm, and the Sea 
clear hereabouts. After they are con- 
vinced that the faid Oifters are come to 
their full Perfeftion, the time of Pearl- 
Fifhing. is appointed and proclaimed 
throu^ouc the Country ^ fo that the 
Merchants refort thither from the other 
part of the Indies^ nay from j 4 rabla and 
it fclf, who fet up their Tents 
near the Sea fide, to buy the Pearls.

400 at a time 0 of which has feven 
or eight Stones, which ferve inftcad of 
Anchors, and five, fix, or feven, nay 
fometimes eight Divers, who are to 
Dive one after another. Thefe Divers 
arc quite naked, being covered only 
with a kind of thin Waftccoaf, they 
have each a Net hanging down from the 
Neck, and Gloves on their Hands, where- 
with they arc to pick the Oifters from 
the Rocks; each of them has alfo a 
Stone of about afoot in length, and 50 
pound weight, to make him Dive the 
iwifter : This Stone has a hole on the 
top, wherewith it is faftned to a Rope ; 
when they arc going to Dive, they fet 
their foot into a kind of Stirrup, laying 
hold with their Left-Hand of the Rope, 
the other end of which is held by one in 
. ' tbc Boat, ftopping their Nofe with the 
Right-Hand to hold in their Breath, and 
fo they go to the bottom ; where they 
arc no fooner come, but they giveafig- 
nal, by pulling the Rope, for thofe in 
the Boat to pull up the Stone. This 
done, to work they go, and feraping the 
Shells from the Rocks, fill their Nets, 
and then pull again the Rope, when 
thofe in the Boat draw up the Nets firft, 
and foon after the Divers, who are fuc- 
cccdcd continually by frclh ones. Thcfc 
Divers can hold their Breath four times 
as long as other People ; they arc ob- 
liged to Dive from 3 Fathom to 15, 
being not able to hold their Breath aay 
longer. Thefe Boats commonly go to 
Sea every morning by break of day, with 
the Land Winds, and return in the after- 
noon with the Sea Winds. Thofe who 
Equip thofe Boats, hire both the Divert 
aqd the reft of the Boats Crew, at a 
certain price ptr diem^ like as we do our 
Day-labonrers. All the Oifter-SbeUs are 


brought alhore, and there laid lip in a.oJL 
great heap, till the Pearl- Fifhftyi over^ V de 
which begins immediately after 
aud continues all the November asd De» 
cember^ which makes the Oifters Tmcll 
very ftrong, and fometimes occallons 
Diftempers. The Petrl-Filhing being 
over, a wooden Houfe is eredted for tha 
Company and the Nayl^ where each re- 
ceives his lhare, the Boats being obliged 
to Fifh one day for the Nayh^ and ano- 
ther for the Company ; and thcfc take 
care that they be not difturbed in their 
Fifhing, the Governor and two Judges 
being every day near the Sca-fhore, to 
decide fuch Differences as arife betwixt 
them. At laft, the Oiftcr-Shells arc 
opened in the bcforc-mentioned Houfe, 
in the prefence of certain Commiffioners ; 
every Oifter-Shcll docs not contain 
Pearls, nay the moft arc either without 
any, or have at Icaft very fmall ones : 

On the other hand, foroe Shells contain 
five, fix, feven, nay eight Pcarh apiece: 

Some of thefe Pearls arc found m the 
Liquor, fomc in the Flefh of the Oifters, 
others but few, arc faftned to the Shells ; 
of which laft I keep feveral by me. The 1 
Pearls being all taken out of the Shells, 
are put into thin Sifts of different holes, 
and according to their different fizes are 
fold to the faireft Bidder : The Pearl- 
Daft is bought and fold by the Dutch. 

They Stew and Eat the Flefh of thcfc 
Oifters, but it is fomewhat rank and 
hardy, not comparable in Taftc to our 
Englijh Oifters. They give the Pearls a 
glauncc by rubbing them with Salt and 
powdred Rice. Out of the Shells they 
make a very fine Mortar. 

They have two forts of Pcarl-Duft, pearl 
the Old and the Neve ; The New Pearl- Dijfi. 
Dull is fcarch’d after daily by the Wo- 
men among the Dirt and Rubbifh of the 
Oifters : The Old Pearl-Duft is dug out 
upon the very brink of the Sca-lborc, 

Dirt, Sand and all, fometimes, fix, fe- 
ven, or eight foot deep ; this they let 
dry altogether in the Sun, and by de- 
grees the Dull being blown away by the 
Wind, she black Pcarl-Duft remains 
behind, which they bring to thofe in 
fmall Parcels, who have given them Tome 
Money beforehand. This Pcarl-Duft be- 
ing the worft of the two, and of no 
great value, thcfc poor Wrctc*^ can 
fearce get a Half-penny a day for their 
Labour, a wretched gain indeed,' byt 
fufikient to keep them from Starting in 
this Counciy. i 

Belidcs the Pearl-Oifter , they, '^^otbe

They 
begin to Fifh for it in the middle of De- 
cember till the middle of May^ when the 
‘^•ea hereabouts beginning to be unclear, 
the Divers cannot without great danger 
go to the bottom.

The Javanefes arc a Barbarous,Proud^ Maunen 
and fierce Nation, of a brown Colour, and Cu- 
with flat Faces, and thin, /hort CoalJ^^ ^ 
black Hair, large Eye-brows, and large 
Cficeks. They boaft themfelvcs to be 
defeended front the Ancient Ghinefes, 
unto whom they refemble in fonie rc- 
fpefts, having very fmall Eyes with 
large Eye- lids. The Men are very ro- 
buft and ftrong limb’d, and well fitted 
for the War ^ the Women are but fmall. 

The Men, wear a piece of Callico wrapt, 7 Btf/rC/tf- 
two or three times round their Bodies ; 

People of Fafliion have them with Gold 
Flowers or Streaks. The Women wear 
it from under their Arm- pits down to 
their Knees; all the reft bare. 1 liey 
Marry fometimes two 01 three Wives, 
and perhaps keep divers Concubines be- 
fides, according to their Ability. Lying ^ J 
and Cheating is a daily practice with 
them. Thole living near the bca fide Kelighm 
arc for the moll part Mahot/ietartSy which 
was introduced there about 156 Years 
ago. In the Inland Countries they arc 
generally Pagans,, abftaiiiing from Feed* 
ing upon any living Crcatuics. When 
they are to confult about martcis of Mo» 
nicnt it is done in the Night time.

The Air or Climate of Batavia is in rhe Air 
my Opinion as temperate and healthy ^”*1

The E4fi and IVefi Winds blowing all the 
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Year long along the Shore, bcfidcs the 
15 5 2 . ordinary Land and Sea Winds. The 
Seafons of the Year run herein the fame 
manner as in Europe^ except that the 
Sun palTes twice a Year dircdly over 
their Heads ; The moft agreeable Sea- 
fon begins in May^ which continues with 
continual Breezes from the Eafl^ and a 
very ferene Sky tilT November \ When 
the Winter Seafon approaching it rains 
fomethnes continually for three or four 
days without Intcrmiflion, which fets 
all the low Grounds under Water, which 
however has this Convenience, that it 
kills and waflics away all Infects, which 
eWe would prove very obnoxious to the 
Fruits. This Seafon ends about 
when the dark Clouds beginning to di- 
perfe, the Sky afllimcs its former Sere- 
nity *, In December the IVeJir Winds blow 
fo violently, that there is no going by 


Sea here i In Febrn^try it is c 
Weather, intermixt with fudde 
of Thunder and Lightning \ I 
they begin to Sow, and this Mo 
duces fome Fruity In is 
agreeable time of the Year. In 
the Sugar and Rice begins to ripen, in 
September it is the belt time, and the 
OBeber affords them plenty of all forts 
of Fruits. Jhe happy Temperature of 
the Climate produces fuch Plenty of 
all forts of NeceiTaries, that there arc 
very few Countries, that can compare 
with this Ifland \ The plcafant Rivdb 
riling in the Mountains, divides it 
felf into many Branches, and waters 
the circumjacent Country, and after- 
wards recolledling its Channels, paHes 
thro’ the midlt of BatMvia^ (which it 
divides in two parts ) and there exone- 
rates it fclf into the Sea.

sStreets. xhc Srccts of this City run in 
a ftreight Line, moft of them being 30

and the general Book-Keeper, the Secre- 
tary of the Great Council, the Captain 
of the Armory, the Phyfician, Chirur- 
gcon, a^nd Commander of the Soldiery ; 
all thefe I (ay, bclidcs fcveral others, 
have their fix’d Habitations here. But 
the Houfe or rather Palace of the Go- 
vernour General,# furpalTes all the reft 
in Magnificence. 

It is built ol Brick, two Stories high, 
yet fo lofty that the top of the Roof 
furpafles in height all the other build- 
ings, and may be feea a great way at 
Sea efpccially the Lanthorn or Turret, 
which (lands in the midtt of it, having 
inftead of a Weather-Cock a Ship of 
Iron, very Artificially wrought. The 
Door is juft in the middle, unto which 
you afeend feveral broad Stone Steps 
In this Palace, is the Council Chamber, 
for the Great Council to meet io ^ and 
near it the Secretary’s Office, and 
Chamber of Accompts. The great 
Hall is hung about with bright and 
well polilh’d Armour, Enfigns, Stan- 
dards and Flags, which have been taken 
by the Dutch, in fcveral Sea aind Land 
Engagements*, In this Hall Prayers are 
faid every Night, and here it is that the 
Governour at certain times gives Au- ^ 
dience, to all fuch as have occalion to 
Reprefent their Grievances to li^m. 
Behind it are plcafaut Walks, planted 
withp Trees, among which a Tamarind^ 
Tree b^an exceflive height, and (land- 


ing in the Center of the Garden, af** 
fords a moft agreeable fight. Out of « ^ i 
this Garden you pafs thro’ a little Gate

At the Eaftern Corner of this Summer- 
Houfe is a Door leading thro’ a Gallery^ 
to the before-mentioned Chamber of Ac- 
counts, which has a flat Roof, conveni- 
ent Offices, and pleafant Walks belong- 
ing to it i The Floor is covered with 
a kind of Grey-Stone neatly done. 

In this Apartment, moft of the Book- 
keepers and Clarks are boarded at a 
certain rate, by the Trcafurcr. 

The Houfes of the Members df the 
Great Council arc on the South-fidc of 
the Caftle, the Land- Gate being in the 
midft of them. 

The Armory is built much after the 
(ame maner as the Chamber of Ac- 
compts ; It extends along the £aft-lide of , 
the Courtin, having feparate Apartments 
for Sword Cutlers, Gunfmiths, and o- 
thcr Artificers of that kind. 

The Governour of the Sea Affairs 
has his Houfe on the North- fide juft 
oppofite to it, and on the fame fide 
dwell the Favors, Phyfician, Chirur- 
geon and Apothecary. Hereabouts (land 
alfo the Magazines of Flelh, Bacon, Wine, 
Brumfwick-Mum, Holland Butter, Oil, 

Vinegar, and divers other Provifions *, 

And under Ground arc made certain 
Vaults for Gunpowder, and Artificial 
Fireworks. The Caftle has four Avenues 
and as many Gates. The firft and largeft 
is call’d the Landgate, built 16^35, where 
you (cc a Stone-Bridge, fupported by 
14 Arches over the Ditch 5 being 25 
Rods long, and Ten Foot broad, paved 
with Dutch Bricks fet on edge. The 
IVatergate faces die North, where is a 
large Watch-Houfc for the Garrifon, 
and (bmc Apartments on both fides, for 
the Overfeers of the Magazines and 
Store- Houfes. 

This was built 1630, according to 
the Infcription. Befides thefe, two letter

Batavia.^ the Capital City of all* the 
W/fj under the Dutch Jurifdidion, has i 6 6, 
been frequently attempted by the Na- 
lives, or Javan efes : For, no fooncr had^^^^°J 
the Hollanders in i6i8. ( after the taking 
of Ja:atra^ uiito w’hich they gave thciiataw 
Name of Batavia) crecfed a Fortrefs 
here, but the Natives being encouraged 
by the of Bantam.^ endeavour’d 

to drive them from thence. To effect 
which, the EnoLfi perfuaded them to 
ered a Redoubr or great Battery, upon 
which they planted their great Guns^ 
from wiience they play’d fo furioufly up- 
on the A^fip Bajlion of the Dutch Fort, 
that they were not able to bring it to 
perfection. John Veter Jon Koen^tht, Dutch 
Governor, having thereupon call’d to- 
gether a Council of War, it was re- 
folvcd, That to hinder the further Pio- 
grefs of the Enemy, they fhould make a 
Salley the next morning by break of day, 
in Older to attack the Redoubt, and the 


Qjjarters of the Clnnefes and Bn^UJh a: the 
lame time. Accordingly our were 
divided into three I roops, commanded 
by Peter f'^an Brock.^ (afterwards Gover- 
nor-General of lliC Dutch Indies) Peter 
f^an Dirks, and Peter Han Key, with thefe 
they attack’d the before-mentioned Polls 
at once. The Javanefes fought bravely 
at firft •, but feeing the Hollanders perfift- 
ed in the Attack,* rcfolvcd either to 
Die or overcome, they retreated, leav- 
ing their ftrong Hold to the Enemy, who 
dcllroy’d all their Work in a few hours. 
But being forcly gall’d by the Fire of the 
City, they had not the fame Succefs at 
the new Redoubt erei^ed by the Enemy 
near the River lide *, fo, that having en- 
deavoured, but in vain, to make a Breach 
there, they were forced to retire with 
the lofs of 1 5 Men kill’d and lo wound- 
ed. Belidcs this Redoubt, the Javanefes 
had another Battery raifed in the mid/l 
of the City, which being mounted with 
heavy Cannon taken out of the En^ltJJt 
Ships, did alfo coniiderablc mifehief to 
the Belieged ^ who w’ere day and night 
at work in raifing Batteries, and putting 
their Fortifications in a State of Defence, 
whereas the Enemy being much Superi- 
our in number, had had lime enough to 
provide themfdves with all things for 
this Enterprife. In the mean while, 
the Hollanders made a fecond Attempt 
iy;>on the Redoubt near the Rivgr-lid^ 
but were repulfcd with the lofs of 7 * or 5 
of their Men, and a Lieutenant,* whofe

then living at Bmtant, w^ould 
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j\^ revenged themfclves upon the Dutch In-

/ were not above 240 Fighting Men ftrong 
in the Fortrefs , were thus defending 
thcmfelvcs againll fume thoiifands of the 
yavanejes^ {' befidcs tlic an 

I (h Squadron of 1 1 Ships appear’d in the 
Koad of Batavia^ coming from Bantam ^ 
whereupon the Governour of the Fort, 
having recommended tlic Defence there- 
of to Veter Brcel the Deputy Gover- 
nor, he went on Boaid a Man of War 
with an Intenticn to Engage the Engi/h^ 
bur finding himfclf too weak, left what 
Ammunition he could fparc in the Ca- 
ftlc,aud fo fet Sail fci the A<folucca Iflands, 
being purfued for fome days by the Eng- 
hjh^ but to no purpofe •, who after their 
return, came again to an Anchor in t!ie 
Road of Batavia, Thus the Dutih were 
attack’d both by Sea and Land, yet 
did not lofe their Courage, but defend- 
ed themfclves with fo much Bravery, 
that the Enemy thought fit to offer a 
I'rucc, to Settle as tiiey pretended the 
Prelimibaries of a Peace.

vernor loaden with Irons, and a Rope 
about his Neck to the Walls of the Ca- 
flic, threatning him once more wdth im- Dutch 
mediate Death upon the Spot, nnlcfs the vernor of 
Garrifon would prevent it by an imme- IJiitavia- 
diate Surrender ; The Deputy Gover- 
nor w’as fo far fiom being overcome by 
the fear of prefent Death, that on the 
conttaiy, like a brave and fji;hful 
Commander, he exhorted them to de- 
fend the Place to the lafl Drop of Ijlood, 
whidi fo exafperated fome of the Java- 
fufes and Englfh that Irood near him, 
that they thiew him backwards 
Rope, and fo dragg’d him back the A 
Council, all which he took patiently, 
and with fo undaunted a Courage, that 
fome ot the Erghf}) being afham’d of foi 
barbarous an Adiori, aftcrwaids begg’d 
his Pardon. By this time the T/z/Jy ha- 
ving fpent all their Ammunition, and 
quite tir’d out with conrirjiitl Labour and 
Watching, without a^^y lL>pes of pre- 
fent Relief, faw themfclves under an 
indifpenfable Ncccffity to furicndei the 
Place under Condition, that the ^»arri^ 
fon and Caille with all the Artii.ery 
Ihould be deliver’d to the LnghJJ}, and 
the Mcrchandifes, Money and Jewels to 
the Javatiefes ^ It was Sign’d the fiift of 
February 1619. by IVydnrk Bama King 
of Jacaira and the tngUjlr chief Com- 
mander on one fide, and by thofe in the 
Fortrefs on the other fide. 

The Hollanders being now upon 
the point of delivering themfelves and 
the Fortrefs up to their Enemies , a 
fudden Accident robb’d the Javanefes 
and Ertglifl) of all their Hopes \ For the 
Pangcrang of Bantam had no fooner no- 
tice of this Capitulation, in which he 
had no Share, but he order’d his Dom- 
maguu or chief Miniftcr to march with 
a Body of 40C0 Men to fecurc the Dutch 
Deputy Govcrnor,and the Caftle with all 
that was found in it for his life. Ac- 
cordingly he marched with all Seertffe 
xxi Jacatra,, and meeting with the King 
in his Apartment, put his Da^ec to his 
Breaft with thefe Words : 
render your fclf Pr/Joncr , or 
Charter,, which fo terrify’d the KiigJ* 
that he comply d not only with hit De- 
mands, but foon after reti^ with the 
Qjiecn into the Mountains, mihot|tev^ 
being heard of fince. The 
of Bantam having taken the Depllf 
ty Governor into his Cuftody, fflfih- 
mon’d the Fortrefs to Surrender, which 
thoferefus’d to do, except upon the be- 
fore- 
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PsJVmO^ fore- mention’d Conditions, which the 
I ^ 5 2'54»f4wf/tfjrcfufingtoagree to, and the 
Bnglijh in the mean while ( feeing they 
were like to be difappointed in Aim ) 
beginning to reimbark their Cannon, 
thro’ Connivance of the Befiegcd, thefe 
finding their Enemies at variance about 
the Booty, began to take frefh Courage, 
having in feveral Attacks bravely 
repulfed the Javanefes ^ were now fo 
confident of maintaining the Fort, that 
they gave it the Name of Batavia 
Thus Matters (food when on the 25th 
of March i (Jip* their fo long look’d for 
RgHcf, confifting of 17 Men of War, 
V'^^unSSii^ the Command of John reterfon 
! Koen came from the AioUujtte Iflands in 
the Road of Batavia : Within a few 
days after, they landed 1100 Men, di- 
vided into I 2 feveral Bodies, and edged 
on with Revenge, attack’d the City of 
Jacatra with incredible Fury , the Ja- 
vanefes defended themfclves with great 
Obftinacy for fome time, but no longer 
able to endure our Fire, they left their 
Entrench mciits,and look’d for their Safe- 
ty in an open Flight, being clofely pur- 
fa’d by the Dutch who gave no Quarter ^ 
This happened the 30th of March., i 5 ip. 
which day is yearly Celebrated here in 
Memory of this great Aftion. This 
done, Mr. Keen fail’d with the Fleet 
to Bantam, demanding the immediate 
Reftitution of all the Prifoners *, the 
• Bangerang being at firft unwilling to 
grant his Demand, he began to thun- 
der with his Cannon into the City, which 
foon terrify’d him into a Compliance. 
The Ew^Z/JlTeeing themfclves now quite 
nut of all Hopes of accomplifhing their 
Dcrign,by the coming of the DniVn fleet, 
made the belt of their way thro’ the 
Streight of Sunda, and thofc of Bantam 
finding themfelves forfaken by their Con- 
federates, thought it moft convenient to 
give over their Projeft. 

The Hollanders having now their hands 
free, and feeing the Situation of their 
new Fortrefs in fo Fertile a Country, 
near a very advantageous Bay, capable 
of ^taining 1000 Ships with Safety, 
reji^ed and gave immediate Orders for 
- - vhe building of the City, under the Can- 
non of the Fortrefs ^ the adjacent Iflands 
furnilhing ^cm with fufficient Stone 
and Mor^r ; and what clfe was requifite 
for thjg ^ndcrtaking, being purchafed 
'■Tfiuai^he neighbouring Confederates. 
But the Javanefei not being able to brook 
the Rife and Encrcafe of this new City, 
the Mataran( or JavanefeEm^cror ) 1 62p. 
laid clofc Siege to it with 1 2000 Men, 




under the Conduft of the Prince of 
Madiirc ^ and being advanc’d with tfieir i 5 
Works within Musket Shot of the Walls, ^ 
they made feveral furious Attacks in the 
Night time, but were as often repulfed 
by the Fire of the Befiegcd, who befides 
this, made frequent Sallies, and ruin’d 
their Works, without giving them lei- 
furc to repair them. The Javanefes be- 
ing rcfolv’d to try all means to reduce 
the Place , ftopt the Current of the 
great River with Piles ramra’d into the 
Bottom, behind which they threw all 
the dead CarcafTes of Men and Beafls,* 
which not only infefted the Water, but 
alfo the Air, which occafion’d Diflem- 
pers among the Beficg’d, who were for- 
ced to drink Salt-water for a confidcra- 
blc time, till at lafl by continual digging 
having found fome Springs of tolerable 
good Water, they began to refrefh them- 
fclvcs with lefs Danger and more Eafe. 

The Javanefes finding alfo this Delign to 
prove unfuccefsful, had recourfe again to 
Force, and the Second of O'chbe^, 1629, 
made a general Aflault on the South fide 
of the City, Relieving their Troops con- 
tinually with frefh Men, but were repul- 
fed bravely without any confiderable 
Lofs of the Dutch. Ajxhe fame time they 
affaulteda fmallOutwork orTower call’d 
MaaJland’Waerhurgh defended only by i % 
Men, who defended themfelves cou- 
rageoufly, as that they were attack’d. At 
laft having fpent all their Powder and Bacav 
Ball, they went to work with the Tiles 
and Bricks of the Caflle within ^ The 
Javanefes being ferifible of their Want, 
advanced to the very foot of the Walls, 
and having found means to bring a great 
Rope round the Building, were endea- 
vouring to pull down the Tower But 
the Befiegcd feeing themfelves in Extre- 
mity, made a furious Sally upon thc 7 ^- 
vanefes, who thought not fit to ftand the 
Shock, but foon retreated to their En- 
trenchments \ except a few that were 
(lain upon the Spot. The firft of No- 
vember, 1 629. about fix Hours after Sun- 
fet, the Javanefes fet fire to their Camp 
in three feveral places, and march’d off 
with all imaginable Secrefie, after a Siege 
of three Months and three Days. No 
Booty worth mentioning was found there, 
but 800 Men mifcrably murthcred all 
on a Spot ', a mifcrablc Spedaclc ! ot- 
cafion’d as we Icarn’d afterwards by th 
haughty Courage of the Prince 
dure , which happened thus : Durio] 
the firft Siege of the Cufilc of BatUvU 
the Emperor bf Mataran having fen 
a Body of Troops under the Coi^mairf 
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of olrtrii hit lull Officers to the King 
;6 2. of Jdcatrdy and the fame returning in- 
Y>j fuccSfsful, the Prince of Md 4 ure fpoke 
\ flightly of the matter, telling openly at 
Court, Thdt if hi hdd been fent with fneh 
Tnofs^ he wenld hdve cdrried the Cdflle or 
dfd in the Attem^, The Materdn being 
inform’d thereof, and rcfolv’d to try his 
Fortune againft Batavid, gave the Sn- 
pream Command of his Army to thefaid 
prince, tho’ proving unfnccersful, Juft 
as he was ready to march off with his 
Troops, was order’d to be flain with all 
his Followers, to verifie his own Words 
^as he faid ) that he would either carry 
the Caftle or ferijh in the Attempt. 

The Javanefes loft above 30000 Men 
in this unfortunate Siege, notwithftand- 
ing which, thofe of Bantam in the Year 
1655, had a mind to try their Fortune 
againft the Dutch ^ who meeting them 
in the open Field, this occa honed many 
Skirmifties, in which the Javanefes com- 
monly had the worft ; fo that being pret- 
ty well tired with the War, and hear- 
ing of the approaching Succors from 
the Molucca Iflands , under the Com- 
mand of Arnold Vlammg.^ they thought 
it their beft way to come to a Compofi- 
tion wfth them, fince which time they 
hare not thought fit to come to any 
Rupture; but maintain a good Cor- 
relpondence with thofe they know 
arc able to cope with them ; efpecial- 
ly fince they have ftrengthned their Ci- 
ty with divers confiderable Outworks 
and Forts. 

The Fort Ansjol on the Sea fide, the 
Fort Aake to the Weft fide ; and on 
the Quinquangular Fort , the Rtfwich^ 
Northwick and Jacatra on the Land fide. 
The Fort Aake is built 1220 Rods from 
Batdvta to the near the Sea fide 

juft by the Limc^Kills, and faced with 
Stone. The Fort Aake lies about 500 
Rods from the City, more towards the 
Land fide, being alfo a tree quadrangu- 
lar Figure; Hereabouts live abundance 
of Farmers along the River, the Grounds 
bekg very fertile here. Near it is the 
fefi^Haufe. The Fort Jacatra ftands 
upon the Bank of the River, not above 
500 Paces to the North- ^ft of the 
City ; from whence there is a ftreight 
and pleafant Walk thither ; Planted on 
both ^es with Gardens and Orchards. 
The chinefuj Amboinsfis and fomc other 
Fore ^oers have their Habitations bere- 
.about^.. the Fort of Northwick lies to 
dAki .North of the Cky near the Ri- 
ver,.' ^wixE that of Jacatra and Bif- 
wick. 


Without the City, many of the Citi- 
zens have very pleafant Gardens and * ^ ^ 2* 
Houles. Upon the great River without 
Batavia you fee a Houfc belonging to 
Captain Burghs^ built flat on the top after 
the Indian Fafhion, being furrounded with 
all forts of Indian Trees. Upon the 
Brink of the River is a pleafant Sum- 
mer-Houfe. Without the City, near the 
great River, ftands another Houfc be- 
longing to a rich Citizen call’d Strant- 
w ck^ belonging formerly to Mr. John 
A'lattz.Ktcker^ Governor-General of the 
Dutch Indies: It is very airy and plea-p 
fantly built, with a very fine Front, the 
Gardens being well-ftored with Trccr 
and Flowers of moft forts. 

Without the New Gate in a Grdve of >f^uiere 
very pleafant Trees, you fee the Tomb 
of a Chinefc Governor, named Sec^ua-., 
being no more than a heap of Earth 
raifed above the furfateof the Ground, 
and endofed with Brickwork, plaiftered 
white all over : In the midft you fee a 
Table,and upon it a Cup, into which the 
Chinefes put fometimes Money, fomctiines 
Viduals, to appeafe the Mattes of the 
deceafed. 

The Grounds about Batavia^ and in- 
deed of the whole Ifle of Java^ arc ex- rums^ 
tremely fertile in ail forts of Fruits the uni Flow* 
Jndtes afford but what is moft furpri- 
fing, is, That divers Plants, which in 
Europe grow on Imall and tender Stalks, 
rife up here very thick, and wdth hard 
Stalks ; whereas on the other hand, di- 
vers forts of Beans and Flowcis grow in 
Java upon T rees. The Soil about Bata- 
via is fo rich, that the Seeds brought hi- 
ther out of Holland^ Perfta^ and from 
Suratte^ thrive extremely and yield plen- 
tiful Fruits. 

Holland Cabbages , if Sown in due 
time, and well look’d after, come here theEartL 
to a good PerfedioQ ; but if negleded, 
they will not Cabbage. Provident Na- 
ture feems to have been careful in a* 
bundance of Aftringent Plants for this 
Climate, where the Bloody-Flux, and 
other Diftempers occafioned by the Gall, 
are fo frequent. Of Trefoil or Clover, 
they have great ftore here ; and iiuheir

^ In the Ifle of Java^ and adjacent I- 
flands, grows an odd kind of Sorrel, 
havii^ no refemblance to the European 
Sorrel, growing up to the heighth of fix 
foot, with a ftrong, hard, and three 
corner’d Stalk not unlike the Hemp*, 
yn^H^eaves being alfo not unlike thofc of 
^ thewemp, befet with iharp fmall Prick- 
f • les. The Flower has but one fingle Leaf 
of a pale yellow colour, but of a Purple 
colour below. The Leaves Chaw’d have 
the fame Tafle as our Sorrel, but are 
more oily ; The Seed is Thorny likethat 
of Cardttus^ and of a cooling and drying 
quality.

About Batavia grows a Plant in great 
plenty, called Nardns^ moft in requefl 
among the Javanefes^ who ofed it in their 
Fifh and Boil’d Meat Sauces, to give 
them a relifii. They Reep the Nardas 
in Flnegar^ and make a Syrup of it with 
Sugar, which is efteem’d a good Reme- 
dy againd the Coldnefs of the Bowels, 
and opens the Obdru^ions of the Spleen 
and Liver. This Vinegar and Syrup 
Cures alfo the Stings of the Serpents and 
Scorpions, if applied outwardly and ta- 
ken inwardly at the fame time. 
yAmpoen or Amfion^ as it is called by 
Indians^ and Opium by the Europeans^ 
is nothing clfe but the Juice of Poppy’s, 
much ufed by the JavaneJis and othqr 
IndiansyBpcciaWy when they are upon 
the Dj^t of engaging their Enemies. 
TJnyAnpon is a very uJeful Drug to the

The Pith of 
the Tree is accounted excellent good 
to encreafe Sperm, and an Appetite to 
Venery, and the Perfians about Gamron 
arc fo fond of this Fruit, that they eat 
it at their Meals, as we do Bread, or the 
Indians Rice. The Dates hang in yellow 
Shells on the Trees, being of a deli- 
cate tafte, efpecially if eaten green.

The Tree called Moringo by the Tor- 
tuguefes and Dutch., Ramongy by the 
layans., and Kelor by the Chirtefes.^ is found 
not only in all the Gardens, but alfo be- 
fore the Houfes : It has a White BlolTbm, 
which fprouts forth from White Bods, 
having a yellow Seed within. The Fruits 
grow (cveral together, being cnclolcd 
in hard Husks, not unlike our French 
Beans, except that the Husks are round 
and longer. So foon as they are ripe, 
they arc gathered, and the Twigs on the 
top being cut off, others fprout forth in 
their ftead, which bear new Fruit. The 
Leaves are very fmooth and thick,in tafte 
not unlike the Ccro- Leaves in Holland \ 
but not fo biting and penetrant. They 
Stew thefe Leaves with Meat, or Eat 
them alone, as we do our Spinage, be- 
ing well-tafted and coolings the fame 
they do with the Husks, whilll they arc 
young, but when old, are tough ^ fo that 
both the ufefulaers and plealantnels of 
this Tree is a fufficient Encouragement 
to the People to afford it a place in their 
Gardens ^ efpecially lince it wants no 
great Induftry to Plant it, as growing 
out of a Sprig of the Tree planted 
only in the Ground without any Root, 
which in a few months begins to Bloflbm 
and to bear Fruit. 

The Tree called Torre by the AiaU- 
btsrs,, Tary by the Portuguefes., R^mbang 
Jari by the Javanefes., and Husk-Tree by 
the Dwfc/?, docs not rife above the heighth 
of an ordinary Apple-Tree : He brings 
forth certain Husks hanging llrait down 
on thin Stalks of about a quarter of a 
yard in length, and the thicknefs of a 
little Finger. The Husks contain 8 or 
lo fmall Peafe, which are Eaten as well 
as the Leaves, which are round and fmall 
growing on fmall Twigs 5 and the Flow- 
ers, which are furprifing at firft light. 
They fprout forth out of green Buds in 
the lhape of a Half-Moon, with Purplc- 
colour’d Points, and llreaks of the fame 
colour within : From the innermoft Leaf 
come forth certain long and thin Sprouts 
like Fillets, with yellow hairy Points^ 
The Stalk is green, but the beginnings 
^ of the Leaves of the Flower, are wbit^, 
^nterfperfed with Veins to the Extremi- 
• tiw, with a Parrot- green colour, inter- 
mix’d with fome red, which affords a 
molt agreeable Spedacle to the £yc :

The PortHgH^fes have given it the nalsic 
of Foho di Jnverno., or the DeviPs Leaf., l^i 
or HeWjh i:.f4/,becaufc it will overrun all 
Places wherever it lights : The Malayans 
call it Garrak., and the Javanefes, Klatte : 
it has feveral Phylical Virtues, againft 
divers Diftempers. There are two forts 
diftinguifti’d by their different colours ; 
one having green Leaves, and growing 
very fall *, the other being brown and^ 
red, like the Leaves of our red Cabbages, 
and growing up to the heighth of tz or 
1 4 foot, with carved Leaves hanging on 
very long Stalks. On the top fprouts 
out a bunch of green Buds, which open- 
ing by degrees, produce yellowilh Flow- 
ers *, after which comes the Fruit, not 
unlike a Chefnut, containing a Bean or 
Kernel, which is very good Food. 

The Plant or Herb called the Broad Tbr 
Nomerado by the Portugnrfes., and Bajan Nor 
Ditrdia by the Malayans : ThC/ lhape of 
the Leaf which grows on the Stalk of 
this Plant chequered with various colours 
like a Tulip,is altogether like our Beetes, 
and ufed in the fame manner ^ but is 
preferved for the Beauty of its Leaves, 
which are on the top, as an Ornament 
of the Gardens. There is another fort 
refcmbling in colour^ our red Cabbages, 
and is frequently planted by the Chinefes., 
who Sell it in great quantities in the 
Market of Batavia : It is of an agree- 
able Talte, either Boil’d with Meat, or 
Stew’d by it felf. 

The Tree which produces the Java- 
nefe-CottoWy is called Kappok by the Ma- Kaj 
layansy Jerondo by the Javanefesy and My 
by the Chinefesy grows up to the heighth 
of a great Mall, fpreading its Branches 
dircdtly ftraightways on all fidcs : The 
Bark of this Tree is white, as far as the 
lowermoit Branches, but from thence to 
the top green y The Flowers which arc 
white come forth out of certain Buds 
growing out of the Branches \ then come 
the Fruits of the bignefs of a Hens Egg, 
pointed at the end, being green at £irlt, 
but turn brown like a dried Oaken- Leaf. 
Thefe Fruits hang on the middle and end 
of the Branches, two and two together, 
fcldom one alone. They open at lail 
near the Stalks, and produce the Cotton- 
Wooll, which covers the Seed, and ex- 
tends its feif when expofed to 
The Seeds are blac^ not 
brown Pepper., bat 
The Cotton*

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with they drive a confidcrable Traffick 
over the Indies^ where they are ufed 
kiftead of Feathers, to StuflC their Cu- 
fh^ins, Bolfters, and Quilts w^al, Fea- 
ther-Beds being unknown here *, but is 
not long enough for Combing, or for 
Weaving *, Great care is to be taken that 
no Fire come near it, for if it takes fire it 
burns with fuch violence, that fcarcc any 
Water can fquench it : This Tree grows 
wherccver it is planted. 

The Trtt Jamboes^ as the Inali an s and 
javanefes call it, the Portuguefes Rofado^ 
the Malayans^ Jamboe RamuSy and the 
Chinefesy Jleafonty affords a very agree- 
able Entertainment to the Eye , while 
it ftands in full Bloflbm. It grows 
up very regularly, in the fhape of a Py- 
ramid, the Branches growing in good 
order, neither entangled within one ano- 
ther, neither above one another. It 
rifes to the heighth of a large Pearl- 
Tree in Ei:ropey and takes deep Root. 
The Leaves are long and green, at the 
Extremities of the fmall Twigs fprout 
out green Buds, which produce Flowers 
with Leaves as red as Blood, containing 
certain red Fillets within : The Fruits 
are of in Oval figure, refembling in 
bignefsand fhape our Sugar-Pears, which 
grow in Clufters 23, 24, and 25 toge- 
ther : Some arc red, others white, but 
both of the fame Tafte, tho’ the white 
ones arc reckoned the belt. They fmell 
very fweet, but are fomewhat mellow 5 
The Stone which lies in the middle has a 
large but bitter Kernel, which is never 
Eaten. --Abundance of thefc Flowers 
vfliich produce no Fruit, fall from the 
Tree upon the Ground, which cover the 
Ground underneath, and afford a plea- 
fant fight. The Stalks of the Flowers 
are red, not unlike the Sea-Lions, but 
not fo long. Thcfe Flowers have fo plea- 
ling and favory a tafte, that they are ufed 
and Eaten as a delicious Sallad. The 
Fruit has a fweet, yet rclifliiug tafte, 
and allays the exceffive Heat of the Sto- 
mach ; if Stew’d with Sugar, and a lit- 
tle Wine, they Eat like stewM Pears. 
The lieft I ever met with were in the lllc 
of peylorty where they grow in great 
Plenty. Thcfe T rces are produced from 
the ^ed, and bear Fruit in the 4th year, 
and three times in a year, fo that they 
never arc in want of this Fruit, through-

they are not fo well tafted, fo that this 1662. 
Tree is cultivated there rather for its 
Bloflbm, which is red alfo, than the 
goodnefs of the Fruit. 

Among many other Fruits, which if 
Eaten raw, are crabbed and fbure upon 
the Tongue, we muft not pafs by in fi- 
lence what the PortHgnefes call Nelykay 
the Malayans and Javanefes^ Boa Malakkay 
the ChineJeSy Soafyy ajnd the Dtttchy AVild* Boa Mo- 

Pliimbs: They grovf in vaft numbers on 
thin Twigs, and are greenifh ot colour y 
the Twigs have fmall green Leaves growr 
ing clofe together. The Fruit has a 
fourifh tafte, and is very cooling, for 
which reafon it is in requeft by fome, 
tho’ generally no great account is made 
of it. They arc in their Prime in Aa^ 
gufiy and are then to be fold in the Mar- 
ket in Batavia. 

The Tree called Canary by the Canary' 
layansy JavaneJeSy and ChinefeSy is an In- 
Oak- Tree, which grows very high 
with lofty Branches, and very fmooth 
Leaves, interwoven with divers Veins. 

The Stem grows thick, and extends it 
fclf into fevcral Protuberances near the 
Root. The Rangers of the Forefts keep 
a watchful Eye over thefe Trees at con- 
venient diftances, when the Acorns be- 
gin to fall, becaufe the Wild-Boars ap- 
pearing in great numbers, they fhoot 
them y fotbat during that Seafon, the 
Wild- Boars Flefh is fold at a cheap rate 
in the Market of Batavia. The Fruit is 
nothing elfe but an Acorn or Nut, pro- 
duced out of a yellow BlofTom growing 
on fmall Twigs. The Nut or Acorn is 
enclofed in a green Shell, and next to 
that another, which is fo hard, that you 
muft break it with a Hammer if you 
will come at the Kernel, which is as 
white as an Almond, and of as good a 
tafte, being covered by a thin Skin. 

In and near the City of Bataviay grows 
in the Gardens a certain Flower, both in 
Scent and Figure not unlike our Camo- 
mile-Flower, but whether it obtains the 
fame Virtue, is unknown hitherto. TheCamomin 
Topajfes call it after the Port ugaefejy 
diMadrOy i. e. Mother-Flowery bccabfc 
its Leaves and the Flower arc fomewhat ^ 
like the MatricarUy and perhaps of the 
fame Kind. It grows about a foot high^^^ 
with large carved Leaves : The Flpwcr • 
which is white, iprouts forth out of 
green Buds, with double Leaves-carved 
at the ends. 

The, Flower cidled Lights comes 
forth out of fmaU Buds,; being not un- 
like a lingle Gillyflower^ but of a bright 
red colour. It confifts of 4 carved Leaves,

the Chine fes. Its Leaves arc like thofe 
of the Poplar-tree^ but as big again, fmell 
very well, and grow on yellow Stalks. 
Thcfc Leaves being interfperfed with ma- 
ny yellow Veins, appear at adiftance, 
as if the Tree were cover’d with Flow- 
ers. The Inhabitants lay thcfc Leaves 
over their Pots, in which they have their 
boil’d Rice, the Steam of which draws 
out from thence a very agreeable Scent; 
but have no other ufc that I know of.

which produces thefc Flowers, grows 
up to the height of our mode- 
rate Petr- trees or Pcach-trccs, witlx 
large wrinkled Leaves, intermix’d wit! 
many Veins. The Branches or Bou^ 
grow all in a ftrait Line from the Tvev, 
and afterward turn upwards ^ they are' 
generally fo weak, that no body can 
climb up to the Tree, fo that the How- 
ers whioh grow oa the top, mull be 
tdmndown with Bam^ Canes or Reeds.

Creeping Beans,^ are Call’d Katsjang Parang 
by the Malayans and Javanefes^^knd run up 
in many fmall Branches to fuch a height, 
that their curled Sprigs on the top grow 
beyond the Pinacles of the higheft Build- 
ings. At the Bottom they are of the 
thicknefs of a Man’s Arm, and change 
their Leaves and Fruits, without any al- 
teration to thcmfclves j They bear fine 
green and thick Leaves, intermix’d with 
fmall Veins ; The Bloilbms are of a Pur- 
ple Colour, and before they open point- 
ed at the End ; The Husks which con- 
tain the Beans , are green like ours, 
having a purple Colour’d String all 
round the Husk. They are of divers 
forts, among which thefc following arc 
moP in Requcft. 

'.has de yhc Moors Bean call’d Fabas de Moro 
by the Inhabitants, are very large, aud 
run up to a great height; they com- 
monly plant them near the P^^^w^-trecs, 
which ferve them for Supporters. 
The Husks are about a Foot in length, 
and an Inch in breadth ; They are chief- 
ly ufed by the Chinefes BudJavattefeSj but 
negleded by the Dutch^ by Reafon of 
their unfavoury Taftc.

Lacjang, Kadjang as the J^anefes and Malayans 
call it, and the Chinefas Pttau^ is a kind 
of Pcafe, known by all the Inhabicanta 
of Batavia^ whkb gfow ia raft Plenty 


in the Fields about Batavia, When they 
arc ripe, they arc gather’d and dry’d 
in the Air. Thefc Pcafc arc of the 
nefs of our Vetches, which grow amor^^ 
the Winter Corn, and grow with green 
Shells at firft, but turn black afterwards. 
Betwixt each two Leaves iprouts forth , 
a Bud, which produces a Flower, and 
this the Pea. Thefc Pcafe are of 
great Advantage to the Ships in their 
Return home, and when boil’d with 
Bacon and well Butter’d, arc very good for 
the Stomach. If you plant them in a Pot, 
with Earth and keep them well water’d, 
they will come in twice 24 Hours, and 
make a good Sallad aboard a Ship. 

The Tree, the Fruit whereof, the 
Javanefes call Makandou,, has very broad, 
thick and fine Leaves, the BlolTom 
long and white ; after which comes the 
Fruit Makandou ; in all refpeds like a 
Pine- Apple, except that it is not point- 
ed at the End, neither fo hard, but foft. 
Before it is ripe, it is green, but after- 
wards yellow, and almoft inflpid. The 
Malayans Roaft it in the Afhes, and take 
it inwardly againft the Bloody Flux, 
Aftbma and Pleurific. In the Ifle of 
Java grows a certain Tree with Leaves 
like thoie of the Aih-tree, and a knotty 
Stem or Trunk. It bears a Fruit like 
unto our Hazle-Nuts, the Kernels where- 
of, after they are takea out of the Shells, 
are of no ill Tafte, yet a little aftrin- 
gent. The Leaves apply ’d to Wounds 
and Ulcers, cleanfe them and render 
them fit for healing ; a Spoonful of the 
Juice of the Leaves is a good Remedy 
againft the Worms. Out of the Stem 
grows a Twig, but to no great height, 
which brings forth yellow Flowers, like 
tbok of tbtlLightJbadc\ after thefc come 
the Fruits, which before they arc ripe 
arc green, but afterwards red, and of 
a circular Figure ; If you iqueeze them 
betwixt your Hands, they fend forth 
fuch an ill Scent, that no Jijfa Fcetida\jT 
is comparable to it ; for which

The Fruit Mangam is look’d upon by 
the javanefes as the greateft Antidote in

this Fruit grows upon the Graves of 
their Kings, and the Fruit is of the big- 
nefs of a Ofo-Niitt. Whenever the 
King of Bantam intends to give a mark 
of his particular favour to any of his 
great Men, or fome Foreign Minifter , 
he firll puts his Drinking Cup upon this 
Fruit, and then Drinks to the Perfon he 
intends to Honour. 

In the Iflc ofjava^ on the Banks of the 
Rivers, but cfpecially about Bantam^ 
grows a certain Plant, the Leaves where- 
of refemble altogether the Horn of jilcty 
from whence the Javanefes have given it 
the Name of Simhar MangWam^ and the 
Malayans that of Tanda Roufa \ It has 
no Rdot, but inftead thereof a Veiny 
Knot or Lump, which lies not under 
ground, but either upon Stones, or in 
hollow Trees, fending forth its Leaves 
on all Tides. This,Plant is Sempervirent 
and full of Juice, and if fome of the 
Leaves happen to rot by the Rains, the 
next Sun-Ihinc produces others in their 
Read. The Javanefes ufe thefe Leaves 
like as we do the Roots and Leaves of the 
White Lilies, viz., to make Poultices of 
to apply to Tumours \ but they arc not 
proficuous in the St. y^nthony's Fire,v?hich 
Ihews, that this Plant is very hot.

As thefe Beans grow to their full bigneft, 
they are enclofed in a peculiar Husk, and 
when ripe rcfembles the green Husk of 
a Hazel-Nut without the ShcD, and arc 
not unlike it in taRe, being very rweet,but 
fomewhat Phlegmatick; they are Told 
daily in the Market of Batavia : It Teems 
to me to be a kind of Water-Lilly, ha- 
ving broad and red Leaves, and Mng 
the Tame both in the Stalk and Root, 
tho’ It differs from our Dutch Water- 
Lilies, which arc white or yellow, but 
arc of a Purple colour in the Indies : It 
alTo differs from ours in the Fruit and 
Husk.

The Fruit called KaremboUs^ and like- 
wife KamozJa^ Karabelli\ Chamarah^ and 
Bvbinbach^ by the IndUns^ grows in many 
Places of the Jndits on a Tree, with a 
'Ilcnder Stem, Twigs, and Leaves ^ 
which is ptodua \ from the Seed, and 
growing to the heighth of an ordinary 
Cherry-Tree, bears a Flower of a pale 
blue colour, aftt ^ which comes the Fruit, 
which is green at firft, but turns yellow, 
refembling in fhape our Pompions. 
Some of thele Trees, (which is very 
ftiange ) produce a Fruit of To delicious 
a tafte, that iioihing can be beyond it ; 
whiift others o!’ the fame kind bear a 
Fruit fo aftringent and foure as can 
fcarcc be imagined ^ when they are cut 
in the middle, they reprefenc in the in- 
lide a St^r. The Leaves of the Tree are 
green, not unlike the Rofc-Trec Leaves, 
but not carved and full of fmall Veins. 

The Tree which produces the Fruit 
called Boca Bidara by the Malayans and 
Javanefes^ and Maffam by Chinefes and 
B 0YtHguefes^2SiA by Xh^Dutch^Prich^Plumbs^ 
from their thorny Prickles, grows up to 
the heighth of our Cherry-Trees, with 
alh coloured Leaves, with a triple Vein. 
Its Twigs arc covered all over with al- 
moft invifible Thorns or Prickles : It 
])roduces Fruit all the year round, in 
inch plenty, that the Twigs bend to the 
very ground. The Fruit is of the big- 
nefs of a Hazel-Nut, of a dark green 
colour withoiir, but white within, con- 
taining a Srone of an Ifabella colour : 
The Flowers are yellow, having no more 
than^ive Leaves, with as many fmall 
Stalks betwixt them. This Fruit being 
of an agreeable tafte, tho’ fomewhat a- 
ftringent, is Eaten raw, and very cool- 
ing. The Tree grows wild at fomc di- 
IFance from Batavia^ but has been of 
late years cultivated in their Gardens. 

The Root called Gadang^ by the ^ava-^ 
nefts and Malayans^ has got the Name of 
a Javamfe Turnip among the Dafch^ be- 
caufc it grows like our Potatoes in th|f 
and h of the bignefs of our Tnr- 
it di^s much from them 
'fohftaiice end u^. It bears 
ifi ^ves, with ^hite Streaks 
) betwixt whlciMbroucs forth 



a Twig with Flowers of a Purple co- 
lour. They are accounted very nourifh- ^661. 
ring and wholefome if not ufed in too 
great a quantity. 

Here grow divers forts of Miilhromes 
or Toadftools, called KaUt by the 
Uyans^ and Jamor by the javanefes. Some 
are of a red, others of a pale green co- 
lour ; they grow without any Seed out 
of the moifture of the Earth. Some of 
them are ufed here like as in Europe^ and 
arc Eaten with Wine and Sugar. 

The Plant, the Root whereof is called y . 
Borhori by ih^Javanefes^ Sajf'ran di Terra^ SatF^on, or 
i. c. Saffron under Ground by the Port if- Borbon. 
gttefes^ Kurkiim by the Arabiarii^ and by 
the Latms^ Rud>x Curcuma.^ ox Curcumy- 
Root^ has Leaves not unlike thofe of the 
White Hellebore^ thick, long, and 
broad, fmootli, and interfperfed with 
many Veins. The Stalk is thick, and 
grows u]i to a confiderablchcighth : The 
Flower is of a Purple colour, and the 
Root refembles the Cemiart’Koot. After 
the Flower comes the Fruit, like a Chef- 
nut, containing a round Seed i;ot unlike 
our Pcafe. ^'he Root contaiijs a Saffron 
yellow Tindlure, whence it has g^ tne 
Name of Indian Saffron. The Mala\uns 
Boil and Eat them both with fifh aud 
Flefh and look upon them as the moft 
Sovereign Remedy in the World, againft: 
all the Obftruftions of the Liver, Lungs, 
and Spleen •, againft the Gravel and 
Stone, the Stoppage of the Monthly 
Flowers, and other Difeafes of the 
Womb \ but moft cfpecially againft the 
Yellow Jaundice : This Root is one of 
the main Ingredients in that Ointment, 
called Borhori by the Javanefes.^ where- 
with they anoint the whole Body. 

The Indian Tree- Honfe- Leak.^ grows in 
the Ifle of Java., on the 
and a certain Indian-Oak called Kyati by Houi’e- 
the APaityans. The Shrub has long Leek. 
Leaves, in tafte, not unlike our Sorrel, 
but are more juicy, and much thicker, 
like our common Houfe-Leek. It has 
long round Roots, out of which fprout 
forth certain Threads, which faften to 
the Trees and Scones, and grovy thus 
till they come co their full Perfection, it 
has a Imall white Flower of an Aroraa-^ 
lick, approaching to the fmell of Ci- 
trons, for which reafon the Malayan^ 
look up it as a great Streagthner o; lai 
Sinews and Brains. The Leaves and 
Flowers made up into a Conferve, aie 
good againft the Cramp, and very Cor- 
dial, like our Borage- Flawtrs. After the 
Flower comes the Fruit, of the length 
of h Fioeer. and an infipid tafte, con- 
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taining Seeds as big as our Barley. 

» ^ \ This Plant has a certain Quality of rc- 
filling all Putrefadlions and Poifons*, 
for which Reafon the Malayan PhyficiaDS 
preferibe it as an infallible Remedy a- 
gainfl |)oifou’d Wounds, occafioned by 
the poifon’d Darts, and other Weapons 
of tht Javanefes.^ which they poifon with 
the Blood of a cerlain Newt, call’d 
ko by the Dutch, 

lan The Fields and Woods of Java pro- 

onica. ducc a certain Herb call’d Veronica by 
the Enyopeans.^ with a white Flower j 
The Malayans and Javanefes call it 
Bat Matta,^ i. e. a Remedy for the Eyes^ 
bccaiife its Juice allays the Inflammations 
and Defluxions in the Eye. The fame 
Juice or the Decodion ot the Hcrb,thcy 
alfoufe againfl old Goughs and Confum- 
ptions. By Reafon of its Diuretick 
Quality, they alfo preferibe it for the 
Gravel and Stone , and the ConorvU 
rulenta. The Leaves bruifed are alfo ap- 
ply’d outwardly to Ulcers, as having a 
Angular drying Qiiality. 

ikas. The Plant call’d Kolkas by the Ara^ 
hians and Moers.^ has a very thick Root, 
large broad Leaves, and bears a red 
Fruit growing in Cluflers, not unlike 
the Aram, It contains a flimy poifo- 
nous Subfiance, for which Reafon the 
Javanefes cut them in Slices, and ilcep 
them three or four days in River Wa- 
ter ; after which they fqueeze the re- 
maining Juice out by a Prefs, and having 
laid thcRoots to dry, make a kind of Meal 
ro Flower of it,of whichthey makeCakes 
infleadofRice. T\\z Malayans Chi- 
tiefes prepare them in the fame manner. 
The Bread made of thefc Roots, which 
the Javanefes of Mater an were forced to 
eat, 1629. at the Siege of Batavia,^ for 
want of Rice ( their Magazine of fen- 
nel being dellroy’ by the Daech') occa- 
fion’d a peftiferous Bloody- Flux in their 
Camp ; The Chinefes and Malayans alfo 
boil thefe Roots, but throw away the 
firfl Decodion, and putting on frefh 
Water, boil them again, and afterwards 
cat them with Vinegar, Oil of Cococ, 
and Pepper as we do the Red Beet- 


Liver, Lungs, and even the Spleen, un- rv 
dcr the general Name of the 
The Indian Women ufc the Juice thj*rr- ^ 
of as an Antidote againfl the Stingy of 
Serpents, Scorpions, and fuch like veno- 
mous Creatures. 

Java produces all forts of Grafs, and 
among the rcfl, a peculiar kind, which 
has four Ears crolwife on the Top of 
the Stalk, the Leaves being for the refl 
like thofc of common Grafs. There al- 
fo grows here another fort of Grafs, of 
the fame kind with fix or eight Ears, 
which contain fmall Seeds. The Ma-^ 
layan Phyflcians preferibe the Root and 
the Grafs it fcif for the Bloody Flux, 
floppage of Urine, Exulccrations and 
pains of the Kidneys, and to promote 
the Monthly Times in Women. Java 
produces likewife another kind of Grafs 
differing from the reft in the Roots, 
which are three or four fmall Knots, which 
when chaw’d,havc a Flavour like Gloves, 
but are not fo hot in the Mouth. 

The Indian Prime print has got its The 
Name from its Rcfemblance to ours, an, 
in its Leaves as well as Flowers 1 tho’ the 
Leaves thereof have a more odoriferous 
Scent than our Primeprim 9 and the Flow- 
ers, tho’ the fame in fhape, yet differ in 
their Colour from ours j thofc of the /»- 
dian Primeprint being inclinable to a 
Blew , whereas outs are as white as 
Snow ; but the Berries of both are black. 
Like unto this is a certain Shrub call’d 
Alkanna and Henne by the Arabians., and 
Chinnets by the Perjians, except that its 
Leaves arc fomewhat Icfs. The Leaves 
of Alkanne arc in great Rcquefl through- 
out the Indies, to give their Teeth, Lip"?, 
but cfpecially their Nails,a red Tindurc, 
a thing much cllcem’d among the Moors. 
They prepare the Tinflure, by flccp- 
ing the Leaves after they have been 
rubb’d fmall upon a Marble Stone, in 
fair Water mixt with a fmall quantity 
of Lime ; with this the Turks and^/’rr- 
fians alfo Dye their Horfes Tails. The 
Leaves chaw’d leave a piquant tafle upon 
the Tongue, yet without any Sharpnefs. 
Both thefe Shrubs are in high Efleem a- 


Root. 

The Indian Betony-Tree has fpecklcd 
^Leaves like our PtUmonaria. The Flow-t 
fprouc forth like Ears, fometimes a 
«Aoufand in one Ear, of a pale blew Co- 
lour, like our Rofemary Flowers. The 
Decodliou of this Plant they account a 
good Remedy againfl Spitting of Blood, 
the Confomption and Coughs, call’d Sa- 
hit Haty, L C tbe D{feafe ef the Heart, 
by the Malayans, who comprehend the 


mong the Indian Women, who ufc the 
Dec^ion of the Leaves, in all Difeafos 
of the Womb \ and have an Opinion^, 


:hat It keeps them young \ And to con- 
eft the Truth, they have a peculiar Vir- 
:uc f if boil’d in Water J to cure the 
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^ be feen about Batavia \ and if plant- 
id^ in the Gardens, fpreads its Roots to 
degree, as not to be eaflly rooted 
Qu^again. The Flowers are white, the 
L&ves very long and of an agreeable 
Scent. They Cultivate the Trees in the 
Gardens by pruning and cutting the 
Roots and Shoots at certain times, and 
by this means make it as good and as 
wholefome as our Garden Sage. The 
Malayan Women ufe it againft the Di- 
llempers of the Womb, mixt with the 
Sagavdi and the Daulontaa^ wherewith 
they bathe ihemfelves. The Flowers 
are prefcribed by the Phyficians to cor- 
rect the cold Humours of the Brain 
arid Sinews, and by realbn of their Diu- 
retick Qjaality are very proper in the 
Dropfic. Our Garden Sage as well as 
Rofemary, are a kind of Rarity here, 
the Exceiri\re Heat of this Climate be- 
ing as unnatural to them, as the Cold is 
with us in Winter. 

The Indian ITerbena grows alfo in 7*i- 
*1/4, being altogether like ours, except 
that the Ears arefomewhat longer and 
harder. They apply the Flowers brui- 
fed to Exulcerated Legs, by Reafon of 
their drying Q«iaUty, requifitc in the 
healing of Wounds, efpecially at Bata* 
via^ where the moill and hot Climate 
renders the Cure thereof very difficult. 
A Spoonful of the Juice of the Leaves 
taken inwardly, cures the Cholick and 
Bloody Flux ; and the Women at- 
tribute to this Plant a Secret Virtue a- 
gain/t Witchcraft. 

In the Woods of Java grows a cer- 
tain kind of F.faU^ which ftoots up to a 
great height, with a three corner’d Stalk, 
fometimes of the thicknefs of a Man’s 
Leg It has abundance of thorny Knobs, 
which being however not very hard, 
doii’t prick \ The Leaves grow at fome 
dillance from one another, being not 
unlike tbofc of our Hoajleck \ out of the 
Stalfc, ( after an incifion made ) iflTucs 
a milky yellow Juice, of a fharptaftc. 
This Juice reduced to the Confiftency of 
an Excraft is adminiftred in the Dropfic, 
Lamcnefs and other Diftempers pro- 
ceeding from Cold \ it purges both by 
Stool and Urine. This Plant differs not 
either in Shape or the Manner of grow- 
ing from that, which affords that yel- 
low Juice call’d corruptly by the Ufo- 
thecaries Gutta Gemou. and by the Indians 
Lonan Kanibodia , becaufc it is of the

ers. Leaves and the Stalk. But the Fruit 
« much larger, and as hard as a Stone, ^ ^ 6 i, 
containing a mealy Pulp. The Porta* 

£f*efis have given it the name of Terva 
da Rofarios^ the Rofary Herb^ becaufe the 
Malayan Women ufe to make their Ro- 
faries of the Fruit, and wear it about 
the Neck inftead of Necklaces. Both 
the Herb and Fruit is .proficuous in the 
Diftempers of the Kidnies and Blad- 
der. 

The Fruit call’d Boa Kamba or Kaman KoaKam- 
by the Javanefes^ Boa binfel by the Ma- ha or In- 
Uyans^ and Letfife by the Chinefes^ is by dianPfrfry, 
the Dutch call’d the Indian Pear^ by rea^- 
fbn of its Bignefs,and Refcmblancc to our 
Pears. When ripe, they are of a pale 
yellow, with black Spots, hollow with- 
in, with blue Seeds, the Pulp adhering 
clofe to the Peel. They are fcarce e- 
ver Cultivated in the Gardens of Bata* 
via^ by Rea fori of their crabbed Taftc, 
tho’ very agreeable to the Eye *, They 
are brought in great Quantities into the 
Market there , efpecially in February, 

The Tree grows up to a great height, 
having a brittle and coarfc Wood and 
Leaves. 

Rambufian or Rampoftan as the Ma* Tlatnbu* 
layans call ir,is one of thofe Fruits, which 
arc produced without Flowers, for this ^“apu- 
comes forth only out of a green Bud. ^ 

They grow in Clufters on very fmall 
Twigs, of a Tree of the height of our 
Cherry-trees, arc of a Purple Colour, 
and refemble at a diftance our Chef- 
nuts, whilft they are hanging on the 
Trees. Within is a flender quantity of 
a Pulp, of an acid agreeable Tafte, and 
in this a Stone. They come to Matu- 
rity in February. There is another kind 
of Rambitftan growing on fliorter Twigs 
than the former, and being cover’d with 
a hairy Subftaoce ^ But tho’ thefe two 
Fruits arc very different in outward 
appearance, their Tafte is much the 
fame. 

The Fruit call’d Satarra by the Ma* Romand 
layans^ Candaria by the Javanefes^ and 
Romani by the Portuguefes^ refemble our 
yellow Plumbs, but are fomewhat big^ 
ger. The infidc is not unlike the Man* 
gas^ and in Tafte like the Batfian^ yet 
not altogether fo four. They are greca«— ^ 

St firft, but turn yellow mixt with an^,,.) 
Orange Colour ^ the Pulp is likewifj 
yellow. The inhabitants Pickle and ufe' 
them like as we do Olives ; they are of 
no difa^eeable T^e, but Ibmethiag 
more fiairy than, the Mangas. 

.Javam^ Flower call’d Fuledeja* the Jara- 
( in th* imt Senic) by the Porttt* nefei^iaw- 
Sfss 
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(\J\^ guefts , Bengd Jafstn by the Malaysms^ 
i 66 1, and ^iho4 by the Chmefes^ delight in 
lhady places *, The Sulk is not above 
a Foot high, fome of which produce 
white Flowers, others of an IfaheUa and 
purple Colour, fprouting forth with 
fmall Knobs between the Leaves \ and no 
fooncr do the Leaves of the lowcrmoft 
Flowers fall off, but others come forth 
on the top in their ftead. The Stalk 
after the Leaves have been caft, produ- 
ces a Bud, containing a black Seed, as 
fmall as Tobacco Seed *, Tho’ this Plant 
will grow without it, if you put only 
»Twigg of it in the Ground. Thefe 
Flowers have no other ufe but to divert 
the Eye. 

The Tree call’d Patty by the Ma- 
layans and Javamfes^ grows in many 
Gardens about Batavia^ being cherilh’d 
by the Inhabitants , by Reafon of its 
fpacious Branches and fine Leaves , 
which afford an agreeable Shade j It 
rifes up to the height of an Apple- 
tree, with thin Branches , on which 
you fee the Fruit hanging on the 
Stalks, three and three together, of 
a crabbed Tallc, and therefore not re- 
garded • they rcfemble the Pine Ap- 
ple on the one fide, and have a Seed 
within. The Leaves are of a lively 
green Colour, and grow very clofc to- 
gether. 

The Flowers call’d MarygoUs by our 
People , have got their Name rather 
from their Colour, than any other Rc- 
femblancc to ours. The Leaves arc 
dark green, like thofc of the Apple- 
tree, but fome what Icfs : On the tops 
of the T wigs fprout forth certain O- 
range colour’d Buds, which opening, 
produce the Orange colour’d Flowers 
wiih four Leaves , they have no other 
ufe than to pleafe the Eyefight. 

Ihe/Juntf- The Himtfmans Tree is a kind of 
mMs-tnr. the Stem whereof is 

covered with a grey Rind or Bark, 
twiftedabooftas it were withCircles. The 
Leaves which are bright Green, grow 
on long yeUowifh Stalks, the lower- 
moft of which, turn yellow by de- 
grees, and hang downwards^ being 
for the reft very agreeable to the Eye. 
^-'y^Thc Fruit is not near fo big as thc^ 
Coco-Nuts, and has no other u(e, 
ttcept that the Inhabitants draw a cer- 
tain Syrup and Sugar, which they (cll 
‘ to the Neighbouring Countries. The 
Wood of the Stem is very durable, 
provided it be kept from the Air, and 
fo hard, that they can neither Saw nor 
Cut arc fbi^ to iplic it 


^ary- 
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pieces of Wood in it ; Some of the 
Indians make their Bows of the Twfcpt'T ^ i 
of this Tree ; and the Chinefes at ksi 
tavia make of the Leaves and tender 
Sprouts, Fanns to cool thcrafclves with. 

The Malabars make ufe of the Leaves 
inftcad of Paper ^ which they know 
how to order with a great deal of 
Dexterity \ For, the Leaves being a- 
bout three Inches broad, and above a 
Yard long, they make Holes at one 
End of them, and fo tic as many of / 
them together with a String, as they 
have occafion for at a time. They 
write with an Iron Pencil, wherewith 
they know how to Imprint and Cut their 
Charadfers on the uppcrmoll Surface 
of thefe Leaves , as that it they re- 
main indelible. This they perform 
for the molt part without keeping their 
Eyes fo clofc and earneftly upon them, 
as we do. Thefe Leaves are alfo very 
durable, and will not ealily putrefic, 
even in Water ^ I have fevcral Letters 
writ to me upon thefe OUn or Leaves 
by Perfons of great Quality amo4ig the 
Malabars. This Trcc alfo yields a Juice 
like the Coco-tree, which if boil’d, taftes 
very fwcet, and is apt to Inebriate j 
but if not boil’d, turns four immedi- 
ately. But the chief Ufe they make of 
it is, to boil it into Sugar. This Huntf- 
mans Tree is none c^f the loweft Rank 
among the many kinds of Palm-trees of 
the Indies^ being much Eftcem’d and 
Cultivated for its Ufafulnefs, efpecially 
in the Iflc of Ceylon and in Javapat^ 
nam^ where yon fee whole Woods of 
this Tree. 

About Batavia grows a Tree of amofl; The Tra 
delighful Afpedf, with moft pleafant 
Leaves, hanging downwards. The Stem, 
which is very thick, and Branches, fend 
forth fmall fprouts full of green Buds or 
Knobs, which produce red Flowers, not 
unlike a fmall Lily ^ after which comes 
the Fruit, growing in Cluflcrs, re4im- 
bling both in bignefs and ihape our fmall 
Cucumbers, about the thicknefs of an 
Inch, and a Fingers length. They have 
a green rind, and within it a Seed, not 
unlike that of the Cucumbers, butfome- 
what more round. The Malayans and 
JavanefeSj call this Fruit Bi/i^ngbing and 
BLinbing. This Tree is among the 
Trees what the Sheep are among the 
Beafts ^ for they not only rob it of its 
Flbwcrs and Fruit, but alfo of its Lca/cs 
and Rind,

The Fruit is very Juicy and 
Cooling, but fomewhat aftringent ^ for 
which rcafon it is fcldom ufed alone, but 
in Sauces, to give a good relifli : The 
Fruit is alfo preferved with Sugar. 
Our Phyfitians there, prepare a Syrup 
out of the Juice, and prefer ibe it in the 
exceflive Heat of the Liver and Blood, 
and this Syrup is alio mix’d with the Dc- 
coftion of the Rice, before it is peel’d, 

' called Pacly^ and given in Fevers. This 
Juice alfo quenches the ThirR, and has 
qnc peculiar quality, that notwithftand- 
ing its aftringency, it takes away that 
foure talle of divers other Fruits, which 
fets the Teeth on edge. 

The Herb called Hounds^ or I>o£%- 
TI'c\nAhn Tongue y from its refemblance to ours, 
which bears the fame name, is by the 
longue. called Surocy by the Malay anSy 

Sndtt-SndHy and by the ChinefeSy Kautfiu 
The Stalk is thick below, but grows 
thin towards the top. As you pull off 
the Leaves, you fee a milky Juice drop 
out of it *, ot which two or three drops 
dropt Into the Ear, cures the Ear-Ach y 
as its ufe is only in Phyfick, it generally 
grows wild. 

v,rtcr. The Plant, called Bitter^Green by our 
r; , w. People, has got its»Name from its bitter 
taftc : It grows in the Gardens of Bata-^ 
vUy and creeps up to the next Tree or 
Stalk, almoft like the Branches of the 
Cucumbers, but that its Leaves are deep- 
er carved , and more pointed. The 
Fruit is alfo not unlike a Cucumber, 
yellow with green Streaks, and a thick 
Rind, yellow within, with a red Kernel. 
When it comes to its full Perfection, it 
is marbled with an Orange colour. The 
D/ftfh make no account of this Fruit, by 
reafon of its bitter talle y but the Inha- 
bitants ufe it in their Sawee called Karryy 
and^ut the Root and Leaves in their 
ordinary Drink, which preferves it for 
two or three days, whereas otherwife it 
would turn immediately. They Cure 
the bitter nefs with Sugar. 

Among all the Garden Fruits, there is 
fcarce any that exceed the Durions ^ ’Tis 
true, the Scent of it is not unlike that of 
Rotten Figs, and confcqucntly not very 
inviting to fearch after the Kernel, which 
makes amends for thefmell, being of, a 
lu feiou^ talle. The Tree which pro- 
.^^unhSYFruit, grows crooked, with 
abunjlai^ of Branches ^ and very harlh 
^^5^*f^ointed at the cricl of a Palms 
KM^ctimes grey f#the ootfide, 
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but bright green on the other lidc. 
They arc not inferiour in height to the 
talleft Trees of The Fruit Du- 

rions grows in Clullers on the thickeft 
ends of the Twigs, and fprouts forth 
out of a green Bud, which growing big- 
ger and bigger by degrees, open s atlafl 
into an Ifabclla colour’d Flower, fur- 
rounded on theoutfide with hard Leaves, 
like a Rind : This Flower produces a 
thorny Fruit, of the bignefs of a Melony 
covered with a thorny Rind, not unlike 
the Fruit i it is greeu at firll, but 
turns yellow. It has four Partici(>ns 
within, in each of which you fee a Stone 
like a Peach-Stone, of the bignefs of a 
Chefnut, containing a delicious fweet 
and white Kernel. Before they take out 
the Kernels they ftamp the Fruit under 
foot, to avoid being wounded by the 
thorny Prickles. The Durions are al- 
ways Eaten raw, being reckoned one of 
the wholfomcll Fruits in the Indies if 
ufed moderately ; but if in excefs. In- 
flame the Blood, and raife Pimples in the 
Face. They feem to have an Antipathy 
againfl the Betely becaufc they will not 
grow near it, but Die. They come to 
Maturity in three Months time, and 
chiefly in OElober and Novembery tho’ I 
have fecn them alfo in the Market of Ba- 
tavia in for they are to be had all 

the year round, but not in fuch Plenty. 
They grow much about Bantawy whence 
they are brought to Batavia, The firll 
that I faw was in the Grounds of Chrifii- 
an ChandellouTy near the great River of 
Batavia*y and fince that 1 have met with 
them in divers other Places thereabouts *, 
fo that this Fruit thrives as well here as 
2 XBantamy but no where better than near 
Malaccay where the Durtons are of an 
excclfive bignefs. 

The Peppery called Laday or Ladeny by 
the MalayanSy and Maritfia by the ^ava- 
mfesy grows on tender Branches, with 
abundance of Knots, and creep up along 
Stalks or Trees like our Hops. Some- 
times they will climb beyond the Pinna- 
cle of the highelt Trees, and afterwards 
hang downwards. On the Stalks or 
Twigs of thefe Branches the Pepper 
grows in fuch thick Clullers, that they 
•arc fcarce to be difeern’d from the leavcSj 
Thefe fprout forth out of the Buds ^ 
the Branches, being green, and inttr- 
fperfed with Veins, not unlike thofe oi 
the Ctnnamon-TrcCy pecked at the Extre- 
mity, fometimes of the breadth of a 
Hand, and long In proportion, of a bit- 
tcrilh taftc. and hot upon the Tongue ; 
After the Leaves come forth certain 
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Twigs or Stalks not unlike tbofe of the 
6 6 2. Hazel-Nut Trees, on which hangs the 
^ Berries, like our red Currents, hut in 
larger Cluflers *, ihcfe. Berries turn black 
as they lipen. The Pepper is one of 
the chiefcfl: Commodities in the Spice- 
Trade ^ the befl: grqws along the Coaft 
of A^Mbar^ near KoyUng^ where I ufed 
to Buy great quantities for the Compa- 
nies life : The Pepper muft be Planted 
in a rich Soil, and bears Fruit within the 
year. In Malabar it ripens chiefly in 
launary^ but in Other Places fooner or 
latjcr, according to the difference ot the 
Climate. In the Ills of Java it ripens in 
OHober^ and is gathered in Novembey and 
December ^ and is then green, but turns 
black, as it is a drying in the Sun *, after 
which it is made up into Balls of 8o or 
9D Pounds. The beft Pepper, is, white, 
clofe and biting within : There is alfo a 
foi t of long Pepper. The LjMaris alfo 
make a Pickle of green Pepper. Of the 
S^^o/7-Trce,rcprerented in the next Print, 
we have treated before. 

The Portuguejes have given the Name 
Onions, of zWild Onion^ ov Saboltos de MattCy to 
a certain Flower, becaufe its Root rc- 
lemblcs that 6f an Onion, tho’ for the 
reft it has not the Icaft congniity with it. 
The Javanefes and Malayans call it Hor 
iangy and the Chinefes^ Tankio. This 
Flower grows in a Bunch on the top of 
a thin Sulk, but near three foot high. 
They come forth out of red Buds, arc 
of a high red colour, with Purple co- 
lour’d Streaks of a Palm in length j arc 
very delightful to the Eye, and of no 
difagieeable rmel1,€rpecially in the morn- 
ing before the Uew is dry’d up by the 
Sun-Beams, for which reaibn they arc 
much cherifhed in the Gardens of Bata- 


the ranks fend forth their Roots, which^ 
come to Maturity in afhorttime, aa^-'« '6'6; 
fometimes grow^ to the thicknefs cjf 
Man’s Arm, and a Foot long. Some al'c 
red on the outflde, and thefeare in great- 
eft Efteem at Bataviayhnt don’t approach 
in goodnefs to thofe of Brafily eipecially 
near Rie St, Francifcoy where thefe Roots 
are red both within and without. This 
Root is frequently Boil’d by the Dutch 
both with Fifh and Flefh, excelling in 
tafte and fwcetnefs much our Parfnip- 
Roots or Artichokes ; They are alfo Ea- 
ten raw with Salt, Oil, and Vinegar, 
like a Salad, but are not of fo eafie a 
Digeftion then \ The beft way is to Roaft 
them in the Afhes, which makes them 
tafte like Chefnuts, and are good to ftop 
the Loofenefs, a Symptom very frequent 
to thofe that Inhabit near the Line ^ for 
which reafon this Root is in great Rc- 
queft here, and cultivated with a great 
deal of Care, which makes them very 
cheap here \ for you may Buy as much 
for a Half-peny as will fufficc for a 
whole Meal. In the Ifle of Si, Thomas 
they ufe them inftead of Bread. They 
alfo make a kind of Drink of them. 

They Boil a confiderable quantity of 
thefe Roots in a Kettle well covered, till 
they arc foft or tender ; then they ftamp 
them well, and put them in a VelTel 
with Water, where they begin to fer- 
ment in twice 24 hours, when the Vcflel 
muft be ftopp’d up y which done, it turns 
clear, and as ftrong as good Beer. 

Bcfidcs the Potato\ there grows ano- 
ther Root about Bataviay called Injames Injame 
by the Portuguefesy after the Bra[iliansy<ir^u 
by the Javanefes and MalayanSy Byra and 
Siatfini by Chinefes. It has a very fine 
green Leaf, and interfperfed with Veins : 


via. The Leaves of this Pl^t arc above 
tliree foot long y and fprcaj^^^ all round 
about, being pointed towardf the Extre- 
mities. 

The Roots of Potato\ called Patattes 
by the Portuguefes^ after tht^^Brafiliansy 
are called Vhi Tor a by the A0fyansy Vhi 
by the Javanefesy and Hantfia oy the Chi- 
nefes, Thefe Roots grow in the Ground 
on Branches, with Leaves not unlike the 
pucumber Leaves : Some of thefe Bran- 
ches bearing white, others blue Flowers^ 

X aped liKi Bells. The Chinefes cultivate 
lefe Roots in the Fields near Bataviay 
which muft be well Dung’d beforehand j 
They cut the Ranks near the Extremity, 
which they put into the Ground, and 
let them grow for fome time. Then 
they cover thefe Ranks with rich Earth 
at a foots diftance perhaps, into which 


The Root has commonly five or fix In- 
ches Diameter, and is one foot and a 
half long, having a brown Rind, but is 
white within. The Flower is of agreen- 
iih colour. Thefe Roots are fold iiTthe 
Markets of Batavia by the piece, weigh- 
ing each 15 Xattyy or thereatouts, a 
PCatty being a pound and a quarter, ac- 
cording to our weight, fo that 3D Per- 
rons may Dine upon one Root, its tafte 
is however not near fo good as the Po- 
tato’s, and being of a hard Digeftion 
and very dry, arc not much look'd after 
by the Dutchy but the Natives are very 
fqnd of them. 

The Tree which bears a kind of M uc Sfue, 
Plumbs, fpreads vi^f 0 AliL|^it.rbf 

not unlike

You fee Oat Cset frcficadf 
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(yv>o .tfcc fame time, laden with Flowers and 

i'6 6 %. Irtuit, both ripe and unripe: The Wood 
tough, fo that you may venture 
tt^limb’d up by the fmallcft Branches : 

1 C Flowers are of an agreeable fcent, 
erpecially in the Morning before the Dew 
is gone : This Fruit is not regarded at 
Batavia^ bccaufe the Markets are over- 
ftock’d with them by the Country Peo- 
ple, who bring them in vafl quantities 
thither out of the Mountains^ tho’ for 
the reft it is of an agreeable tafte, fome- 
vvhatlike the Dates. They are rarely 
to be met with here in the Gardens. 
This Plumb comes forth out of certain 
Buds, confifting of five white Leaves 
each, and grows on the Twigs like our 
oval Plumbs. It is green at fir/f, but 
turns to a daik red, but the Pulp is 
white, within which are three Stones. 
The A^iilayaris and call thcfe 

Plumbs Boa Soa^ or tlie Chlr/cfes^ 

Thcely ^ and the Pot t/ oneji fi nite de 
Afanilha^ i. e. fiuit of APatulljn. Ai Ba^ 
tavia 1 never faw but one Tree, bear- 
ing at the fame time Flowers and ripe 
Plumbs. 

Java produces divers forts of Oranges^ 
among which, three are preferr’d be- 
fore the rell, viz., the common ones, 
and thofe of Ju^an and China, The Trees 
are much of the fame heighth, but diffe- 
rent in their Leaves. Thofe of Ja^an 
have broader Leases than the ordinary 
ones, and thcfe again broader than thofe 
of China, They all are of a different 
tnftc, yet very agreeable. The Japattefe 
Oranges, are the biggeft and molt Juicy, 
but fomewhat inclining to a fourc talle ^ 
Among the ordinary ones, fome arc c.k- 
cceding Iwccc, others quite Crab-like. 
The China Ornrges have a plcafmt talte, 
betwixt fweet and foure, being preferr’d 
here before the left, having a very thin 
rind: They are prcfeiv’d with Sugar, 
like the Po tngntfe Figs, and thus tran- 
fplj^cd all over the Indies, 

Tno’ this Fruit called the Wild Jamboe 
by our People, and Jamboe by the Ma» 
layans and Javanefes., has not the Icaft 
rcfeniblance to the Jamboe we have gi- 
ven a DefcTipcion of before, in outward 
appearance,bccaufethat grows upon high 
Trees, with a moft delightful Blof- 
fom whereas this grows upon a low 
'free not unlike our Mulberries, without 
any Bloffom, but is produced out ot 
certain green Buds, not unlike the Figs, 
•y^Xatgjthcy the fame in tafte, and divers 
other ^flities. Some of them arc cx- 
trcamffiVell tailed , ai^ quench the 
TJuff. i Same arc darjH red , others 
white, mix’d ^ that on the 

voi. a. 

• \ 


fame Tree; where they grow in Clu- 
fters in fuch prodigious quantities, that 
they cover the very Leaves and T wigs, 
as if they had been fpread over with a 
Scarlet Cloth. They are of the bigneft 
of a Sugar- Pear. In jimboina they grow 
in fuch Plenty, that you may fee the 
Ground under the Trees covered with 
them, every one being free to gather 
them : One icafon whereof that they 
being ufed there as we do our Acorns, 
for ihefatning of Hogs, which i]fc A^oors 
and Afahometam abominate, they are not 
much regarded. 

TliC Weed called Tobako by the A^a- Tobaccc- 
Uyans and Javanefes.^ after the Portugncfcs.^ 
grows in all parts of the Indies ^ the 
Ch nefts call it Hun : Tobacco being flC- 
qiicmly ufed by the inhabitants, is" con- 
feqnciirly in great requeft, and carefully 
look’d alter That ot Ternate being c- 
/Iccm’d the befl, is moft generally made 
ufc of at Batav.a, They have a way of 
tying fcvcral Leaves, weighing about 
two Pounds together, with fmall twifted 
Canes*, each parcel of the beft being 
commonly Sold for Six Pence *, but you 
may Buy alfo very good Tobacco at 
tavia.^ for Two Pence. In jimboina each 
Family commonly Plants as muchTobacco 
in their Garden as they have occafion for, 
not troubling themfelves with any other 
Plantations. About Batavia.^ the Plan- 
tations of Tohano arc chiefly managed by 
the Chinefes JaviWfles., and this Weed 
grows here and T hrives extreamly well, 
provided it be planted in a rich Soil, 
when it will grow up to the heighth of 
eight foot, with Leaves of 1 8 Inches loi'.g 
and eight broad. The Indians don’t take 
Tobacco through Pipes, but have a way 
of rowling one or more Leaves (accord- 
ing as they are big) together, and light- 
ing the lame at one end, fuck in the 
Smoke as wc do with our Pipes. The 
Women commonly take of the worft 
fort, and rowl up their Leaves Jn a piece 
of dry’d Pyfang. 

Among all the Flowers of the Indies, 
that call’d Fnla Adfogori, or Alugri, i. c. gori. 

The Flower Alogori, by the Portagnefes , 
Kontbans Malati by the Javanefes, and 
Badihoa by the Chlnefes, is more efteem’d 
by the Inhabitants ^ which they PlantT^y 
*with Angular care upon long,jdhd wej)^ 
dung’d Beds, with little Walks betwi:^ 
them : The Stalk on which this Flower . 
grows, fcldom exceeds two foot in 
heighth, and grows like Briars; The 
Leaves areftnootb like the Quince- Pear- 
Tree Leaves, the Flowers exceeding 
white, confifting of four Leaves, which 
fddom open, and imitate in their odo- 
T 1 1 1 liferoua 
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rifcroos Scent our White Lilv’s, but arc 
t (i 6 1* no bigger than the Bloflbm of an Applc*^ 
Tree? The 74 V 4 ffey^/ofboth Sexes wear 
theft Flbwcrs upon Strings on their Fe- 
ftiv^afDays. I remember that at a cer- 
tain Turnament on Horfcback at Japard^ 

I faw the Jdvanefes thus adorn’d with 
theft Flowers, fome of which had theft 
Strings ty’d ftveral times round above 
their Ears, with the two ends hanging 
down before, upon their Breafts. They 
alfo Dfllil a Water out of theft Flowers, 
which they efteem a great Cordial in 
'feinting Fits, cfpecially, much beyond 
ofir Roft- Water ^ it being reckoned c- 
qual with Orange- Flower- Water. They 
preftribe it in Burning-Fevers, and Head- 
Achs, proceeding from a hot Cauft. 
Thc 74 t/ 4 »fyiialfo watti their Faces with 
this Water, to make them fmooth. 
The Leaves bruiftd are a good Remedy 
againft the Rheum or Defluxions of the 
Eyes : Theft Flowers grow in vaft plenty 
all the year round, and are fold m the 
Streets by the Slaves. 

The Tree is called the Melducholj* 
Tr«e, has got its Denomination from its 
opening its Flowers not till after Sun-ftt, 
which continues no longer than the 
Arvore night time. Hence the VortHgHtjts have 
da noyte, given it the Name of Arvore da nvpte^x, e. 
or, The The Night Tree : At Goa they call it P4- 
Melan- fgavtakoy at Malacca Siftgadi.^ in the King- 
dom of Dekam, Pftl^ the Arabiafts.,Guart^ 
iht PerfiansaudTMrks., GhI^ andtheAfrf- 

lahars^ MogU., i. e. Trees, for its Excel- 
lency’s Sake •, for which rcafon the fame 
Malabars caM the Water Diftill’d from 
the Flowers j MogU Water : There is 
another kind of this Tree, which begins 
•o Bloflbm in the Morning, and is be- 
reaved of its Leaves by night : Theft 
Trees grow for the molb part about Co- 
chin and Malacca, 

Boenga The Plant, called Boerrga Mera^ by the 
Mera. Malayans., Kombartg Merak., by the Ja-^ 
vanejes, and KenkafioH by the CbimfeJ^ 
has very fine green Leaves, growing on 
fmall Stalks, clofe together. The Flow- 
er 8 ,which arc not unlike our GiUiflowcrs, 
are high red, but yellowUh at the Extre- 
mities : They no fooner open, but drop 
of, leaving commonly fmall Husks be- 
Hind them, which contain a kind of Peaft,« 
are not Eatable. 

y Among ftveral other forts of Beans 
. which grow and arc Eaten at Batavia., 
Katfian. tbofe called KatfianGoeM by the Malays 
ans, ahd Katfian only by the Javanefis., 
bat by tktt'dinefis., Lak Geentin^ exceed 
the reft. They grow in the Fields ail a- 
bout Batavia, eiS»tdally in thoft belong- 


ing to the Chinefes : The Stalks and Husksi rs-A= 
of theft Beans arc pale green, aitd fom^" 1 6 < 
what Woolly j but the Leaves arc fmo(^, 
and refemblc thoft of mir French Be^s, 
being interfperfed with many Veins. 

The Bloflbms arc white, and fprout forth 
out of green Knobs or Bnds. Theft 
Beans grow almoft all the year round, 
and conftquently are no fmall advantage 
to the Inhabitants of Batavia, affording 
very good Food to the Labouring Men ; 
as likewift for our Ships, becauft they 
will keep a great while at Sea. 

The Turkey-Wheat, called A4aiz., by a 
general Name among the Indians, and 
^angon by the Malayans, Javanefes, and 
Chinefes •, grows in many Places in the 
lndies, 2 cti^ in good plenty about Batavia \ 
for they take the Corn ficfh out of the 
Ears, and put it into the Ground 


— - into 

which produces frefh Corn in three 
Months time. It is Boil’d and Roalled 
with the Chafr,aDd look d upon as a great 
dainty \ fome of this Corn is white, fomc 
red. The Indies produce alfo Rice, 
Ginger, Cotton, and Sugar, ih many 
Places, Figs, Qpince-Pears, Apples, Le- 
mons, befides many other Fruits. 

Thus much concerning the Trees, 
Fruits, and Plants of the Indies, and of 
^ava and Batavia , in particular we 
will now proceed to give fomc account 
of the Living Creatines of the Indies, 
and begin with the Filhes. 

The Sea*Parpoife, or Hog^FiJh, is a~ The Se 
bout 1 5 or 1 6 Inches long, and about 
feven in breadth. It has a verj^ thick ^ 
Skin, and fuch clofe and hard Scales, sa-H 
that fcarcc any inftrument will pierce 
them but when Boil’d, the Scales come 
off with cafe, and the "Skin is very foft- 
Thcir Flcfli is very white 1 eftmbling the 
Brcaft of a Boil’d Capon •, the Mouth is 
but fmall in proportion of the reft of 
the Body, but is arm’d with two rows 
of white gliftcriug Teeth, one abov^he 
other below. Upon the Back, which is 
brown, you fee a (harp Finn, of half a 
Fingers length, which the FiQi can creft 
at Pleafurc, and fuch another U below 
near the Navil. The other Fin$]arc not 
fo ftrong, of a pale blue colour : The 
Belly is white, and gliftcring life Silver, 
but the fides arc mixM with ycllq^fr, which 
by degrees towards the back, twnsr^nto 
an afli colour. It has large broMj|ftfining 
Ejes, and when Boil’d is of a v yyp l^‘ 
fenttaftc. 

The Ambomift Ftfh has Mt I 
bccauft it is'l^nd chtcflyln^ 
of Ambfhrta, Alt feiag'ijtefy^ 
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if a very good tafte, is look’d upon as 
. dainty here. It is about a Span in 
engtb, Ibmething like our Perch both 
n Ihape and taiie. Its colour is incline 
og to brown, with blue Streaks under 
he Head, the Fins below the Mouth are 
ikewile blue , but thofe on the iides are 
»rccn and fpecklcd. It is both a very 
i^lK^efbme and toochfome Filh, efpeci- 
illy with a good Sauce. 

The Stene-Brtdm is a moft excellent 
Fifli, fome of which arc four foot long i 
;hey refemble our Sremnsj ( which has 
)egot them their name) but are much 
Mgger. Their Eyes arc very large, 
nritn a large redMouth,a8 are alfothe Fins 
ind Extremity of the Tail. They are 
;atch’d at Sea with a Hook, being not 
salfily to be taken with the Net ^ and are 
latcn either Broil’d and Boil’d. There 
s another kind, but not fo good as the 
brmcr, the Flcfh of which fhrinks when 
:hcy arc cut, from whence fomc call 
hem, Shrinkers, 

The Fifli called BMpMti 'has got its 
^^ame from its Head and Neck, being 
without Scales, whereas the refl: of the 
iody is covered with them. It is a 
jtcyilh colour, its Mouth, which is very 
vide, being fpotted with red. The Eyes 
ire large, ye^ow, and fbarting out of 
;hc Head : It is one of the beft forts of 
Filh that can be Eaten, of a very agree- 
ible tafte : It h taken both in the Sea 
ind Rivers. 

Among that great variety of Fifli found 
in the InMes^ moft of which turn imme- 
diately after they arc catchM ^ there are 
however a few that will take Salt, like 
our Herrings ; fuch is the Sea Bleach^ a 
Fifli much of the bignefs of a Herring, 
but not fo long, and fomething broader : 
It is green on the Back, but white on the 
Belly, with a forked Tail : The Head is 
of ^cry odd fliapc, with a wide Mouth 
enlarge Eyes. They are catch’d in 
^[IKgious quantities, becaufe they Swim 
in ^ft Shoals, like the Herrings, efpe- 
ciftllf on the Coaft.of Malaharj where 
they Dung their Rice-Fields with them. 
They arc of a tolerable good talle, but 
not fo good as our Herrings. 

This Fifli is called Thurd Fifli, becaule 
it delights in nafty Places, tho’ others 
wife it is of no ill tafte, but is not r# 
garded. It is very flat, about a Span in 
length, and near of the fame breadth. 
The Belly is blue, and the Body is fuB of 
^rdwa fpots. 

The Filh called TeHvw Tail is in lhape 
^d bignefs like a Brea/tTj with very (harp 


Mouth. The Back all along to the Tail r^^ 
is inclining to a yellow, and the Tail * ^ ^ 
very yellow, whence it has got its name. 

The Belly is blue, inclining to a brown 
towards the forepart. It has red Fins, 
and is catch'd with Hooks at Sea nedr 
the Rocks : It is both a wholfome and 
toothfome Filh. 

The Kaelt Fifli, as our People call it. The K 
is a kind of Pike with a large piked 
Mouth-full of Teeth, and large bright 
Eyes. The Belly and Tail is of a Pur^- 
pie colour, but the Baak brown : It is 
very thick and plump, about a foot and 
an half long. Swims very fwiftly, anf 
of a good tafte, but fomewhat hard. 

The Ravens Fifli, has got its Name 
from its Mouth like a Bill under the 
Head. It is about a Span in length, red 
on the Back and Tail, but inclining to 
yellow on the Belly, and has two yellow 
Streaks on each fide which vanifh by 
degrees. It is a very firm Fifli, and very 
wholefome to Eat, and is taken in Salt- 
Waters. 

The Kin^s Fifli has obtained his Title 
from its excellent tafte, being one of the 
beft and moft whoUbmc Fiflies of the 
InMeso Some arc five foot long, and 
have long forked Tails. The Back and 
Sides are full of brown fpots, but the 
Belly is white. They can open their 
Mouths very wide, and are very greedy 
after Carrion. 

'I’hc Rivers and ftanding Pools afford 
alfo abundance of Eels-, they are gene- 
rally black on the Back, which turns pale 
towards the Belly, and are full of black- 
ifh Spots. It is the general Opinion here, 

That they are a kind of Water-Serpents ; 
There is another fort of a ruddy colour 
with yellow Streaks, having a fliarp Head 
with very fmall Eyes fomc of them are 
arc a foot and a half long. They are 
Eaten by none but the Natives. 

There is another kind of Sea-Ee{s, or 
rather Wat er-^ Serpents in the Indies, of a- 
bout three foot long, of a brown colour, 
chequered with black fpots like the Skin 
of a Serpent. The forepart of the Body 
is {lender, but is as thick again towards 
the Tail. It has a long Head aad Mouth 
with fliarp Teeth, bit fo fmall as fcaree 
to be difeerned. It delights in Rocky 
Places , and ferves the Natives for a 
dainty. This Fifli has one peculiar qua- 
lity, viz.. That thole who kill or exente^ 
rate it, are commonly feized with a tremb- *

♦■he Horn upon his Head, and two more 
•, derneath, which being very brittle, 

: alfo very poironous,and if part there- 
f remain in a Wound, will fcarce ad- 
roit of a Cure ^ and if you happen only 
to be wounded by it, it will Exulcerate 
Timpdiately. 

The Flat EP) is about a Foot long, 
with a fmooth Skin without Scales, and 
a white Mouth ^ It gliders all over like 
Silver ^ on the Back it has a fmall Finn, 
and one more on each fide. Under- 
neath the Belly , it has only one Fin 
■ which is inftead of the 1 ail. It is a 
Frefh-watcr Filh, of a very good tafle, 
but full of fmall Bones, and therefore 
not much regarded. 

d .The Red FJh is a kind of a Bream, 
of a dark red Colour, a<5 are likewife 
the Fins*, however the Belly is blew, 
and has two yellow Finns*, It is very 
' thick of Body, and the Head is fharp at 
the End, with a large Mouth and yellow 
Eyes, fome arc four Foot long, 
ter . The Fitter Fi^i is of the Shape and 
Big^fs of a Gjrpf, with large Scales and 
red ^s, and two black Streaks round 
the l«il.

quered with blue and purple ; It Swims 
with great fwiftnefs, and is fo nimble^ 
that it will not only Iw over the Net, ^ 
but even over the fi$er-Boat. Thefe 
Fifhes are of a dait^ tafte whilft in 
fon, but at certain times they are pe« 
ftered with Worm, at wld^ timn 
Uunu' they 
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they are neither toothfome nor wholc- 
i66l. (bme. 

Nothing more common than to give 
Names to FHhes in Foreign Countries 
from what they moil: refemolc*, whence 
it is, that the Sea Smj>e hai got its Mouth, 
which is like the Bill of a Some 

of them arc five foot long, with a Head 
like that of a Hog, and large bright 
Eyes : On the Back are large and (harp 
Fins, reaching from the Head to the 
'fail, and fnll of fpots. 

jkeKorcts Spmc Korets are fix or feven foot long, 
large yellowifh Eyes, and a forked 
"^^m.wi^and greyifli Tail, with yellow 
Fins^ under the Belly, which is blue, 
inclining to green, and under the Tail, 
arc divers Fins. They arc very bright, 
and (bine like Silver, when they are 
catch’d at Sea with Hooks : They arc 
very well tailed and not unwholfome, 
being fometimes a great Refrcfhment to 
thofe Ships that come to thefe Parts. 

This kind of Fifli has defervedly got 
Tbe Sea- name of Sea Devil^ by rcafbn of its 
Devil. Ugly fhape ; having the Eyes on one fide, 
and the Month in the Concavity below 
the Head. Its Tail is like that ot a Roach^ 
with two Teats on each fide, pointed 
towards the end: The Skin on the 
Head is full of brown fpots ; Some are 
near feven or eight foot long, but afford 
very courfc Food. 

ilrStip The Stip Fijh has a Skin full of Spots, 
Fijh. is well-tafled, and taken generally with 
Hooks near the Ifle of St. riment, 

Tbe Sea- Fi^ton has got itS name from 

Pigeon, the refcmblance of its Head to that of 
a Pigeon \ and of its Breads portubera- 
ting like thofe Creatures. This Fifh is 
without Scales ^ but not without divers 
Spots. It is but rarely catch’d, and none 
of the bed taded. 

the Sea- Hedge- Hog is jodly fo called 

Hedge, ftotn its fharp l^ins about the Head and 
Hog. Mouth, which is round, and has very 
large Eyes. They can’t Swim very 
fwittly, and confequeiitly would foon 
fall a prey to other Fifh, were it not that 
Natiire has arm’d them with thefe point- 
ed Fins agaiod any attempt.

Some Sharks are eight, ten, of four- V 
teen foot jong : Their Skin is rough and 
fharp, and they have a double row of 
Teeth, and fome three or four Rows, 
which arc covered with the Gums. 
Their Eyes lie forward near the Mouth. 

It is a very pernicious Fifh, which often- 
times bites off* an Arm or a Leg, of thofe 
that divert themfelves Sw[mmiog. 
The Sharks bring forth thcif yolmg^>nes 
alive, which follow the Shc-SWi where- 
cver fhe goes, and in bad Weather creeps 
into her Belly, and come out again after 
the Storm is over. It is obfervable that 
certain Fifhesof a foot long always Swim 
after the Sharks which arc plainly to be 
feen in ffill Weather. 

The Sea Car^ (the Draught whereof 
you fee in the Cut) is a very odd Crea-Ca 
ture, both for its colour and fhape. 
The Eyes are exceeding large in propor- 
tion of the Body, the Back is of a Pur- 
ple colour, and the Belly blue, with di- 
vcrspurple fpots. The Tailris in com- 
parifon of the red of the Body, vadly 
large, and pale red, wherewith ic Swims, 
it being deditutc of Fins. However, 
jud on the Front of the Head, it has 
feven Fins, which dand out draigbt for- 
ward like thofe of the Shrimps. It affords 
very good Food, efpecially if dry’d in 
the Sun. • 

The JC/ip Ep}y or Soldiers Fifhy is a kind ^ 
of a Bream, but fometimes grows not f/ 
above to the length of a Span ; It is fiat 
and of a pale colour : On the Back it has 
fharp Fins like a Perch j a fharp Tail, 
and yellow Eyes. It is one of the baft 
Fifh in the Jr/dies i of a very delicious 
tade. 

The Sea Eagle is an odd kind of Fifh : Tt 
It has a Tail like a Roach, with large 
Fins like Wings, a thick Head, and tades 
like a Roach. 

The Sea Cat is a round Fifh of a Span Tk 
in length, of a very odd fhape ; The C 
hindermod part of the Body befug an 
oral Lump, on which hangs the ^cad. 

It has long and large £yes,a fmooth Skin, 
inclining to blue, but brown upon the 
Belly. The Intrails of this Fifh contain 
a certain Gum, out of which the Chinefes 
make their Ihk. They dry this Fifh in 
the Sun, as the Dutch do the Plaife^ and 
ate in great Requed among the Indians^ 
thoVhey are of no calic Digediou. 

The Leaping Pip is fo called, iccrfufe^y 
they Leap and Play centinually upon tjhe i, 
Surface of the Water. They arc of ^ 
bignefs of a Herring, aadj-^ 
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the Back, from the Head to the 
6 i, Taili They have a knotty Head, and 
the Body of a greyifli colour, with black 
fpots ; hot toward the Belly they begin 
to be white. They look very fiercely 
before they begin to Leap. They are 
Sea Fiflics, and of a very good tafte, c- 
^ccially Broiled. 

Pampus. * The Fifli Pampus is above a foot long, 
and about a Span in breadth \ for the reft 
in^c^nnr (hapc, not unlike our PUife^ 
wifh a fmooth Skin : The Eyes (land oii 
both fides, and the Moutli ftraight for- 
ward. It is a wcll-tafted Fifh, especially 
if dry’d and Eaten as the Dutch do 
tlTFir Plaifc, 

Peyxe Kok^ i. e. the Fijh Kok^ fb called 
by the Portu^uefes^ becaufe when taken 
it makes a noife or found like Kok. It is 
taken near the Ifle of St. Lucent ^ and is 
but an indifferent Fifh. 

Blow- The Plowas are huge Fifhes which ap- 
pear now and then in the open Sea. 
They have got this Name from their 
drawings of the Water, and fpouting 
•t oifc, again with great force into the 
Air. 

The IVhite Fifli i$ about the bignefs of 
a with a round hanging Belly, 

1 ftraight Back, and turn’d up Mouth : 
Its Tail is forked, it has one large Fin 
upon the Back, and abundance ot fmall 
ones betwixt theJBelly and the Tail.. It 
is full of Streaks all over the Body, and 
an the Mouth it has two long Teats : It 
is df a very good taffe. 

The Five Finder hijJ) has got its name 
from five black fpots on each fide, re- 
fbmbling the Prints of Fingers. Its 
^gth is about a foot and a half, with a 
(mall Head, large Mouth, and brown 
pointed Fins towards the Tail. It is of 
a Ihining bine colour mix’d with purple, 
without Scales. It is of a pretty good 
tafte, and taken in the Sea all over the 
Indies, 

^'Karappa^ or Round Fiflj^ is not unlike a 
Whiting, of a very good tafte : It has but 
a fmall Head and Tail, but a pretty bulky 
Belly. Below it has forae Fins not unlike 
thofe pf an Fcl, 

Some of the Flying Ftfh arc near as big 
as ^Jcot'ette, of a bluifh colour on the 


Filh, with a very long forked Tail, cnJLo 
whence it has got its Name. Its Head is ^ ^ ^ 
not unlike that of a F/arring, with a long 
Teat on the top of it ; and two more 
below near the Mouth, like thofe of the 
Shrimps, but larger, they keep them clofc 
to the Body when they arc a Swimming. 

They are of the bignefs of a Mackrel^ 
but of no extraordinary good tafte. 

Some Soals here arc a foot long, of. Ae Soals. 
fame colour as ours, and as weil-taftcd ^ 
hut their Heads arc ftrangely lhaped, the 
Mouth turning quite to one iidc, as^ell 
as their Eyes. T 

The Bonites are not unlike the 
but with Icfler Fins and blue Streaks, 
which vanifti by degrees towards the 
Tail. The Back is of a dark brown, and 
the Belly white, the Eyes blue, furroun- 
ded with a yellow Circle. Some are a 
foot and a half long, and very bright 
when firft taken, which is done without 
much difficulty, becaufe they follow the 
Ships, and are very greedy after a Bait. 

They Eat beft if they are Salted a little 
before they are Broil’d. 

The Sword Fifli has a very odd Head, The Sword 
not unlike that of an Owl, with a very 
wide Mouth : The Skin is hard, the 
Back grey, the Belly white, without any 
Scales. On each fide of the Sword, 
which is above five foot long, arc 27 
Teeth : Their whole length, including 
the Sword, is generally 25 foot long, 
and fo thick, that fcarcc two Men can 
grafp them. Near the Eyes they have 
two Noftrils, through which they draw 
the Water in and out. 

The Filh call’d Siap Slap by the Java- 5j3p * 
nefes, is a River Fifti in great requeft a- 
moDg the Javanefes, and is taken in con- 
fiderablc quantity near Batavia, 

The Pyed Fifli has got its name from its rbeVytdi 
colour; its Tail and Fins being brown, FiJh* 
fpotted with pale blue fpots : It is about 
a foot long, and pretty thick, without 
Scales. The Eyes, which arc yellow, 
are furrounded by a blue Circle ; under- 
neath the Throat bangs a Crop extend- 
ing it fclf to the Tail: It has a iictle 
Mouth, and on each fide a yellow Fin. 

It is in great Efteem among the Inhabi- 
tants, and well-tafted , but contains a 


Back, but inclining to a brown towards j certain venomous matter, which muft be 


the Tail. They have large Eyes, and 
largt yellowiih Fins, and refemble in 
ftiapc our Smelts : They are of an agree- 
able tafte, but not cafic to be catch’d, 
fxdept when they Fly againft the Sails, 
which they frequently do, and fo fall 
the Ships Deck.

From the fidcs of the Head iffue two 
Fins of the fame length with the Body of 
the Mouftef. It has a very dreadful wide 
Month, and very broad Tail, wherewith 
it guides it (elf in Swimming. 

They have divers forts of Shrimps 
j in |he Indies ^ and of the 
(/»«. latter forr, a ceruin kind which have 
Teeth like a Saw on the Back \ Some of 
them are of that bignefs as to weigh fix 
Pounds, of a delicious tafte, and very 
wholefomc, being accounted good for 
fucli as arc troubled with the Ajihitia., or 
Spi t' Blood . The Sea-Shrimps are a Salt- 
Water Fifh, the biggeft of which arc 
dear a Span in length, and have Shells 
like ours, of a fallow colour with a red 
fork’d Tail. Out of the Head come 
forth divers Fins, on which hang two 
fmall thin Horns. They are very well 
tafted, and five or fix arc fufficient for 
one Man’s ‘pMcal. The River Shrimps arc 
about tlie bignefs of our Sea Shrimps^ of 
a biat rblour, with a fmall Head and 
thick Body. Out of the Head came

They have a hole in the lyti 
which they draw their SuAenahee ; 
are never to be feen at Sea, except 1%

Their Claws are ycllowini towards the 
Body, afterwards white, and at the 
tremities of a high Purple colour, their 
Eyes arc fixt upon certain fmall Tacks ait 
Inch breadth without the Head. There 
is alfo a kind of Bh^e Crabs, (bme of 
which are a foot and a half long ; They 
are of a Purple colour fpotted with 
white : The Claws are blue, and of a 
purple colour towards the Body; Their 
Eyes are fixt upon fmall Tacks lik| the

Then we fet Sail again, and bad the 
19th, the Point of Sant am to the We/l 
of us, and Pulo Paly to the North ; buc 
being Becalm’d were forced to come to 
an Anchor at 1 5 Fathom Water. The 
20th, having received fome Refrefliments 
by the Golden Lion from Bantam^ we fet 
Sail again, but the Calm obliged us to 
come to an Anchor again at 15 Fathom. 
The 2 ill we continued our Voyage, 
and had the 23d the Point of ^ava^ 
called Krakketou to the Eaft-South-Eaft, 
at 23 Fathom Water. The Commodore 
having by the ufual Signal of the IVhtte 
Flag fummoned all the Commanders of 
Ships aboard him, to know whether they 
were provided with what was neceflary 
for fb long a Voyage, the Golden Lion 
was lent back, and we had the North 
Point of the Princes JJle^ Weft to the 
North ; and the 25 th the South-Point a- 
bout four Leagues from us. 

About Noon the Commodore went 
aboard and took a view of all the Ships 
under his Command, and in the After- 
noon fet Sail again ; we met with feveral 
fierce but fhort TraVadoes or Storms, at 
7 Deg. and 41 Min. Southern Latitude.

T he 
fame day Mr. Dirk Jndiik died of a long 
and lingring Diflemper : As he had been 
Fadlor and Filcal at and was ac- 

counted very rich, bis Goods were all 
Sealed up in the Prefence of the Com- 
modore and the other Commanders. 
The next foQowing day we made 32 
Leagues, and fo continued our Voyage 
with a profperous Gale till the i9tb, 
when we found our felves at 20 Deg.

The 2d of Febrnary wc were at the txA/^ 
heighth of 29 Deg. overtaken by a moll i ^ ^ 2.

many days after, had very changeable 
Weather, fometimes good, fometimes 
bad. The itf th with weak of day we 
found 1 12 Fathom depth, but law no 
Land ; About Noon we found our lelves 
at 3 5 Deg. 1 7 Min. Hearing our courle 
Wellward, the Weather being very fair, 
wc faw divers Whale* Fifh iporting in the 
Water, and fome Sea-Birds ; which, to- 
gether with the colour of ^tilc Water, 
was a luffidenc fign, that we were not 
very far from Land. The next day we 
found feven Fathom Water without fee- 
ing the Land.

take towards the Afcenfm Ifland. 

The 24th we Were at 4 ^g* 3 2 Mini 
and the lyth, at i6 Min. of Southern 
Latitude, Reering our Courfe Korth- 
WcR to the WcR with an EaRerly-wind 
and brisk Gale. 

The next following day we were at 
15 Min. of Northern Latitude •, and the Jhey pxfs 
29th at 2 Deg. 38 Min. having beert 
much peRcred with fudden Storms and 
iTravadocs. 

The 14th of Mayy the Breda gave i. 
fignal, as if they had feen Land, but it 
proved only a Refraftion of the Sun- 
Beams through the Clouds. The Sea 
hereabouts feem’d in the Night-time all 
on fire, a thing ufual in hot Weather. 

The 24tb, at 25 Deg. 29 Min. wd 
found our felves in the KroOs or Oofs Seay * . 

ffo called from a kind of II W-Crr/^/, 
or Ducks-Mejit that Floats in prodigious Voysgu 
quantity upon the Surfacc^of the Water) 
and the 25th finding thefe fort of Her- 
bage cncrcafc, wc jutjged oUr felves to 
he more EaRward than wc intended. 

The 30th, at 26 Deg. 15 Min. our 
CdriRable ThniHer died, arid wc 
were Rill much peRered with tbefie 
Crejfesy which coatinued the xRand 2d 
of Jane. 

We continned the fame Courfe till tl.eU 
1 3th, when U being agreed to fix the 
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Compafs 4 Deg. more to the Weft, we 
took our Courft North to the Eaft, to- 
wards the Dutch Coaft. 

The i5^tb; being a foggy day, we 
difeharged every Hour a Wufquct, as a 
fignal to the Ships to prevent their being 
feparated from one another. 

About Midnight the Commodore fent 
for me, and in the prcfcncc of the Ma- 
tter of the Ship,^/^ffr^ Span^ the firft Chi- 
rurgeon, and the Miniftcr, told me,That 
finding himfelf very ill, he was reiolved 
to make his laft Will, which he did ac- 
cordingly, recommending his Affairs, 
and what he had of the Companies in his 
H^nds, to our Care. 

About fix in the morning, he fent for 
me again, with an Intention to make 
fome Alterations in his Teftament, but 
before the Clerk could finilh it, he Ex- 
’ pired, without figning of it. We took 
care to Summon immediately the Coun- 
cil of War, where every thing being 
fettled for the profecution of our Voy- 
age, we difeovered Land the 29th to the 
North -Eaft at 1 1 5 Fathom Water. 

The 30th we found our fclves over 
againft the Illc of Ew/tf, and underftood 
by one of their Fifher-Boats, that the 
Peace continued France., Eingland^ 

and Holland^ and that i4daysbefofe, 1 1 
ftout Ships pafs’d that way. 

Having provided our fclves with fome 
Cods, which we Bought or Exchanged 
at the rate of two Pence a piece, 
we gave the Signal by a Cannon fliot, 
to our Convoy, which we expeded to 
meet us herealx)uts. 

The firft of July, mccthig a Boat be- 
twixt Fkl§ and Hitlandy we charged the 
Matter thereof with the Body of our dc- 
ceafed Commodore, in order to his Bu- 
rial in Hit land : He had fix Crowns given 
him for his Pains and Charges, with a 
promife of fix more, after we had re- 
ceived certain advice, that he had well 
difeharged bis Truft. About Noon our 
two Convoys, the Middleburgh and Ley^ 
came up with us, and after theufual 
Salace, brought ui frefh Orden from 
the Company.

The 9th, Mr. Silvius^ Mr. Bekker^ and 
Mr. Schagen^ came aboard us, three Di- 
rectors of the Company ^ who having 
given the ncceffary Orders for the. Un- 
loading of our Veflcls, and taken the 
Diamonds belonging to the Company in- 
to their Cuftody, difeharged the Ships 
Crew from their Service^ and I Embarked 
in a Boat for Enkhufen^ and arrived at 
jimfierdam the 1 1 th.

572. thorn, whereas at the Stern of the Ship, 
there were at Icaft 60 Fathoms, The 
10th they paffcd by a large Bay, cover’d 
with a great Sand-bank, which at low 
water has fix Fathom Water. The iid 
they pafsM betwixt the Southern Iflands 
of Mofambicjke^ named St. James\ and 
St. Jorisy where coming to aa Anchor at' 
nine Fathom, they met here with a flout 
Fortugnefe Ship at Anchor behind the 
Fort, having aboard the Governour of 
Goa lately come from Portugal with three 
kfier Vefiels. The j^rrew coming likc- 
wife afterwards to an Anchor here, di- 
vers PertugHefe Officers came aboard us, 
to buy certain Commodities, and about 
the fame time three other 
one of which had the Governor of Mo^ 
aboard bcTt arrived here from 
So/a/a* It prov’d a very tcmpclluous Day. 

The flrft of ^ug, the Bow and yarrow 
fet Sail again, fleering their Courfe £afi- 
j^ard to the Iflcs of Madagafcar and 
fyeleyn. The loth they got fight of the 
Shear of at 15. d. 53 m. and 

about half a League from a round Moun- 
tain cafl Anchor at ten Fathom Water. 
The Bow entred the River, and difeove- 
ed two Boats with Mafls, and divers Ci- 
mes^ but could not come up with them. 
As the Wind hereabout turns every 24 
hours thro’ all the Points of theCom- 
pafs, fo it is cade failing along this Coafl. 
The I xth Mr. Nieuhoff in the Bow fail’d 
towards the Illes of Makandari and Afa- 
taking aMadagafeoarian Slave along 
with him. 

The 1 5 th the i?oipand./^rr6n7 met again, 
but had not been able to Traffick much *, 
They faw nine Boats with four fquarc 
Sails pafs in fight of them, and in alkali 
River met with another Boat, Ifiar fur- 
nifh’d them with eight Pullets, and told 
them, that further to the North they 
might meet with frefh Provifions enough. 
So they fet Sail again, and after five days 
came to a large Bay, where they cafl An- 
chor at feven Fathom. Here they were 
told, that it was a plentiful Coafl, aad 
that Magelagie and the Iflands of Ma-^ 
kandari were further to the Eafi, The 
2zd they, came within a League of an 
Ifland, where they cafl Anchor at 1 1 
Fathom. The i+rib Mu Nieuhoff ialVd 
in the Bow up the River) MageUgit and 
returning the 26th reported. That this 
was the River upon which MageUgu 
Rood, a populous and plentiful Place ; 
That he had feen there an Englijh Ship, 
that had brought Slaves there to be car- 
ried TO befides feveral other 


MooriJ!) Vcflcls Trading in Slaves. Here- 
upon lAr,HHgo and hU^Nletthoff' went thi- 
ther, and return’d the 30th: About two 
Leagues into the Country yofi fee a high 
ri^e of Land. The srR Mr. 
hof carried certain Commodities afhoar, 
but could not agree about the Ex- 
change, the Inhabitants offering very 
little, and holding their Slaves at ffxtecn 
Crowns a piece ^ However the fecond 
of Seftemb, Mr. ^Ago and Mr. Nleithojj' 
went 3-ihoar with fomc Cloves, for which 
the King had offered forhe Money before^ 
but return’d unfucccfsfiil, and the Ma~ 
dagafearians (a very malicious Genera- 
tionjhaving befides this Ipoil’d the Pond’s, 
where we ufed to fetch cwr frefh Water, 
they fet Sail again for the KivcrAfazIgati- 
do^ where they caft Anchor the ninth 
on the Eaft fide of the Cape, and met 
with good frefh Water on the Wefi: fide of 
the Bay. Mr. Hugo and Mr. Nltuhoff bad 
the good Fortune to exchange fome of 
their Commodities with the King of the 
Place, and brought back 22 Slaves, 13 
Cows, fomc Sheep, and other Provifl- 
ons, of which they flood in great Want. 
The 2id it being rcfolvcd to fail 36 or 
40 Leagues further to the North •, Mr. 
Nienhoff fail’d before vi’itb the Bow to 
difeOver the Lands and Rocks, and came 
into the Totwg AdarPs Bay, where tlverc 
is 10, 12 and 15 Fathom Fathom Wa* 
ter. Hence continuing their Voyagr, 
they came the i^th about Noon to the 
Point or Cape of Parniira near one of 
the Five Iflands at 13 Dcgr. 13 Min. 
The 29th they were near the Cape of Kotr^ 
qmfo^ where they faw fomc Filher Boatgi 
The middlcmoftof thefe Iflands, is a higl^, 
Reep and unacccffiblc Rock, which may 
be difeovered a great way at Sea, fome 
of the Fifhcrmcn having fhew’d them 
whire their King kept his Court, Mr. 
Nituhaf fet Sail thither m the B*w^ lea- 
ving the jdrrew in the Bay, and in Com- 
pany with the Ships Mate, and fomc few 
Seamen went afhore, in hopes to Ex- 
change fome of his Commodities ^ But 
on the 7th, the yarrow wa& much fur- 
prized to fee the Bow making, toward* 
them, ind with two Cannon fh^ to give 
the fignal of Diftrefs. They fent out 
their Boat to meet them, which leturn- 
ing with the MaRcr of the Borv^ gave au 
Account, That Mr. being gone 

afhore with fomc of the Company in the 
Bay of yintegoaj or y 4 m Ofy Sav.bo^ by 
fonie Riled the Adurthertrs to Trat- 
fick, was not retumbd, and that there, 
fore the Bow^ after a Ray of three wbole 
days, had weigh’d herMuchors, iUiHf fet 

i‘liX 
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fail again without them. It was con- 
> 7/1. eluded on all hands, that the Bvi 9 ought 
to return thither, but Mr. Hhio allcdging 
that having at firft no more than fix 
Months Provifions, they would be in 
great danger of being ftarved if they tar- 
ried any longer here, he infilled upon 
returning to the Cape firft, which they 
did accordingly, and fet (ail the lame af- 
ternoon at 25 and 39, and again at lo 
and 25 Fathom Water. In the Evening 
they pafsM near a great Sand>Bank South 
to the Weft, and North to the Eaft, of 
the biggeft of the three Iflands near the 
Cape of Koa<juifi^ about three Leagues 
from the faid llle, and the Northern 
Point and the great Ifle of Nakjhy. 

This was the end of Mr: Jdhn Nieu^ 
hiff, who had fpent fo many years in 
viewing the W'tft and Eaft-Indits^^nd con- 
fequently deferved a better Fortune. 
What Hk^o allcdged, concerning their 
fcarcity of Provifions, was indeed true 
enough ; but on the other hand, it is 
unqueftionable, they needed not to have 
beftow'd much time in looking after him. 
The Bow and Arrow profecuted their 
Voyage, and on the 8th found themfelves 
at 1 2 Deg. 40 Min. Latitude, having the 
Wefi of St. SebMflUn^ fix Leagues to 
the North' Ekfi. The next following 
D ‘7 they came in fight of a fmall Iflc 
full of Trees, about three Leagues from 
the Cape of St. Sebaftian^ near which 
place being tofs’d to and fro byTem- 

f 'ls and contrary Winds, they were re- 
:ed to that Extremity, that they were 
ced to live upon a Spoonful of Rice 


24 Hours 5 So that after having endured . _ 
a great deal of Mifcry, and loft many of * 7 

their Men, both the Bow and Arrbw re- 
tnrnM to the C^pe cj Good Hope the i 'jth 
of Dec^, where Mr. Hugo met but with 
an indifierent Recreation, and the Ma- 
tter of thei^owwas cafliier’d for having 
not tarried longer near the place where 
Mr. Nituhtff went a-fhoar. The firft of 
1O73* the Bow and Arrow being pror 
vided with fufficient Provifions, let Sail 
again, the firft for the Bay where they 
had left Mr, Nieuht^, the fecond for the 
Ifle of St. Mdiirice^ whither fhe was to 
to carry Mr. Hugo. After their parting 
at Sea, no News was heard of the Bow 
for a long time after, till at laft it wa 3 
difeovered that the Ships Crew had Mu- 
tinied, and fold the Veffel to the French 
at Mofambique j fo that it remains uncer- 
tain, whether any of them had any In- 
telligence concerning Mr. Nieuhoff'. At 
the Requeft of his Brother, Mr. Henry 
Nieuhof^ the Diredfors of the Chamber 
of Amfterdam difpatch’d the id of May 
1^75, the Yacht called the Foerhout front 
the Cape of Good Hope., to the Place where 
Mr. iVi>«i?#went afhore ^ which return- 
ing to the faid Cape the 20th of September 
with 250 Slaves, brought no further ac- 
count than that they had feen the King 
of the Place, and that he had declared 
to them, that he knew nothing of the 
matter ^ fo that it is very probable, that 
Mr. Nienhoff and his Company, were at 
their firft landing Maflacred by the bar- 
barous Inhabitants.

Many of the moft eminent 
Warriours, and others, what theit Swords did, their Pern writ : Though 1 be 
never fo much their inferiour, yet I hold it no great Errour, to follow good Ex- 
amples ; nor repine at them will do the like. 

And now. My mofl Hanour able good Lords^ I know not to whom I may better 
Preient it, than to your Lordihips, whofe Friendlhips, as 1 conceive, are as much

'liieff I^ftols was the next , whkh marked 
Smith upon die Placard ; but the iiext (hot 
the Turk was lb Wound^ in the left Arm , 
that being not able to rule his Hprfi, and 
defend himfelf, he was thrown to die ground, 
and fe bruifed with the fell, diat he nil his 
Head, as his Friend before him, with his 
Horfe and Armour; but his Body, and his 
ridb Ap|Mtel were fent back to the Town. 

Eveiy.day the Turks made fome Sallies, 
but few Skirmifhes would they endure to 
any purpofe. Our Works and Approaches 
being not yet advanced to that heighth and 
eBccl, which was of neceflity to be perform- 
ed ; to delude time , Smith With io many 
incohtradi6tible perlwading Reaibns, obtain- 
ed leave, that the Ladies might know he 
was not (b much enamoured of their Ser- 
vants Heads ; but if any Turk, of their rank 
would come to the place of Combate to re- 
dceih them , (hould have his aUb upon the 
like condition^ if he could win it 


"The chailcng^refently was acdiptkd b 
Mufgro. Tlie next day ,^both th! 
Champions erttrihg the Field as before^ ead 
dllbhaimng thw Rftol, haviUg rfo Lances, 
but foch martial Weapons as the Defendant 
appointed, no hurt was done; thdr Battle- 
Axes was the next, whole piercing Bills 
made foroetlmc the one, Ibmetime the other 
to Iwve fcarde fenfe to keep fhdr Saddles, 
foedally the ChriflUn received fiich a blow, 
that he loft his Battle axe, and felled not 
much to have feUen after It, whereat the 
foppolM conquering^Mrit, had a great 
ftiout from the Rampircs. The Turk, pro- 
fecuted his advantage to the uttermoft of 
his power; yet the other, what by the rca- 
dfliels of his Horle, and his judgement and 
dexterity in ftich a bufinel^ beyond all Mens 
expeaation,' hy God’s aftiftance, not only 
avc^cd the Turks violence , but having 
drawn his Faulddon, pierced the Turk io 
under the Culm , ttoow back and body* 
that altho’ he alighted from his Horfe, he 
ftood not long ere be loft his Heiui , as the 
reft had done.

B Vfca having all this time been raiting 
new Forces, was commanded from

it. Thole we call the Cro»-T/frMrJt border 
ujxin Moldavia , Podolia , Lithuania , and 
HjtfJiay arc much more regular than the in- 
terior parts of Scythia. Tliis Great 
rian Prince, that hatli lb troubled all his 
Neighbours, they always call Chany which 
lignihi’th Emperour j but vve , the Crim 
Lartau Hc livcth for the moft part in the 
bell: Champion Plains of many Pmvinccs; 
and his removii^ Court is like a great City 
of Houles and Tents, drawn on Carts, all 
lb orderly placed Eaft and Weft, on the 
riglit and left hand of the Prince’s Houle , 
which is always in the midft towards tlic 
Soiith, before which, none may pitch thek 
Houles, * every one knowing their Order 
and Qiiarter, as in an Army. The Princes 
Houfes are very artificially wrought, both 
*»A Cms, tlic Foundation, Sides , and Roof of Wick-' 
‘ ers, afoending round to the top like a Dove 
coat; tins they cover with white Salt , or 
white Earth , temper’d with the Powder 
of Bunjpji^ tlut it may (bine tlic vvliher ; 
f with black Felt, curioufly paint-

tb^bre;tdth of the tans' -arc eighteen or

twenty Foot, but the houfe ftretCheth four 
or five Foot over each fide, and is drawn 
with ten or twelve, or for. more Rate , 
twenty Camels and Oxen. They have al- BisketH 
lb great Baskets, made of ImalJer Wickers, 
like great Chefts , with a covering of the 
l*^e, all covered over with black Felt, 
rubbed over with Tallow and Sheeps Milk, 
to keep out the Rain ; prettily bedecked 
with^ Painting or Fc-athers ; in thole ilicy 
put clieir Hoiifliold Scuff and Trealure* 
drawn upon other Carts for that purpole 
When they take down their Houles , they 
let the door always towards the South, and 
their Carts thirty or forty Foot dilbant on 
each fide, Eaft and Weft , as if they were 
two Walls ; The Women allb have moft 
curious Cans; every one of las Wives 
hath a great one for her lelf , and fo many 
other for her Attendants , that they Icem as 
many Courts as hc hath U^ives* One great 
T4rr4r or Nobleman, will have .for >his par- 
ticular, more tlian an hundred of ttx>le 
Houfes and Carts , for his fcvcral Offices 
and Ufes, but let lb for from each oiber, 
they will icem like a great Village.

Their Arms are fuch, as they have lur-7]^,V 
priTed or g)t from the Chriftians or Perfiansy Arms.

moft themlclves, allb their Bridles and Sad> 
dies arc indiftcrent, but die Nobility arc 
very handlbmc, and well armed like the 
Tu»ksj in whom confifteth their greateft 
Glory;- the ordinary Ibrt have little Armour, 

Ibme a plain young Pole unfhaveo, head- 
ed with a piece of Iron for a Lance ; Ibme 
an old Chriftian Pike, or a Turks Cavarincl; 
yet tliole Tattertimallions will havy two or 
three Horfos, Ibmc four or five, as well for 
Icrvicc , as for to eat ; which makes their 
Armies leem flirice lb many as there are 
Soldiers. The Chan himlclf hath about his 
Pcrlbn, Ten ihouland cholcn Tartars and 
Janissaries , Ibme linall Ordnance , and a 
wliitc Mares Tail, with a piece of green 
Tatftty on a great Pike, is carried before 
him for a Stai^ard ; becaulc they hold no 
Beaft lb precious as a white Mare , whole 
Milk is only for the King and Nobili^,and 
to Sacrifice to their Idols ; but the reft have 
Enfigns of divers Colours. 

For all this miferable Knowledge, Furni- 
ture , and Equipage , the milchict they do 
in Chrifiendom is wonderful , realbn of 
their hardnefi of Life and Conftitution , G 
bedience. Agility , and their Eniperours 
Bounty, Honours, Grace, and Dignities he 
ever beftoweth upon thofe, that nave done 
him any memorable Service in the face of 
his Enemies.

A L L the hope he had ever to be de- 
livered from this Thraldom , was

For their Towns, /Ecofolisy Letch, 
and Denkp, have Rampires made of that 
woodden Walled fafhion* double, and be- 
twixt them Earth and Stones , but fe latch- 
ed with crofi Timber, they are very ftrong 
againif any thing but Fire ; and about them 
a deep Ditch, and a Palizado of young Firr 
Trees j but moft of the reft have only a 
great Ditch call: about them, and the Dit^es 
Earth, is all their Rampire j but round, well 
environed with Palizadoes. Some have fpmc 
few finall pieces of fmall Ordnance,and Slpigs, 
Calievers , and Muskets, but their general- 
left Weapons are the Bows and Ar- 
rows; you (hall find Pavements over Bogs, 


only of young Fiir-Trecs, laid crofe one 
ver anofoer, for two or three hours Jour^ 
ney, or as the Palfagc' requires, and yet in 
two days Travel, you (lull Icarce fix 
Habitations. Notwithftanding to fee how 
their Lords, Govemours, and Captains are 
civilized, well attired and accoutred with 
Jewels, &ble% and Horfes , and after their 
manner with curious Furniture, it is won- 
derful ; but they are all Lords or^ Slaves , 
whldi makes them lb febjeft to every^loyg.

more have gone thither than ever. 
tirv Now this Year 1619, a great company

Apparel ; fix pieces of great Ordnance for 
a Fort, with Muskets, Pikes, Corfekts, 
Drums, Colours, with all Provifion necef- 
iaiy for a Plantation, for the good ofMan ^ 
other Particulars 1 underftand of no more, 
than is writ in the general Hiftory of thofe 
Countries. 

But you are to underftand , that the no- 
ble Lord chief Juftice Ptpham , Judge Dodf% 
rege j the ]^ghc Honourable Earls of Pern- 
biok,f Southampton^ Salisbury , and the reft , 
as 1 take it , th^ did all ^ink , as 1 and 
theni went widt me , did j That had thofe 


two Countries been planted , as it was in- 
tended, that no other Nation fhould com- 
plant befwixt tis. If ever the King of Spain 
and we fhould fall foul, thofe Countries be- 
ing lb capable of all Materials for Ihipping, 
by this might have been Owners of a go<S 
Fleet of Ships, and to have relieved a whole 
Navy from England upon occafion ; yea, 
and to have furniftied England with the moft 
Eafttrly Commodities j and now lir.cc, Iw 
ing how conveniently the Summer Jftes fcl 
to our fhares, lb near the Pi^ft-Indies , wc 
might with much more ficility than the 
Dutch Men have invaded the , 

that doth now put in prafllce, whai lb long 
hath been advifed on , by many an honeft 
Emlifto States-man. 

Tiiofe Countries, Captain Smith oft times N’otes 6 f' 
ufed to call his Children that never had Mo- inconveni* 
therj and well he might, for few Fathers 
ever payed dearer for lb little content ; and 
for thofe that would truly underftand, how 
many ftrange Accidents hath befallen them 
and him j how oft up, how oft down^ Come- 
times near dc^air, and ci*c Jong flourilhing , 
cannot but conceive Gods iiiiinitc jMcrcics 
and Favours towards tlicm. Had his Dt- 
ligns been to have pcrlu adcd Men to a 
Mine of Gold, though few doth conceive 
cither the charge or pains in refining it, nor 
the power nor cafe to defend it ; or feme 
new Invention to pals to the South Sea, of 
feme ftrange Plot to invade Ibmc ftrange 
Monaftery, or feme portable Country , or 
feme chargeable Fleet to take Ibme rich 
Carocks in the Eajl-Indics ; or Letters of 
Mart to rob fomc poor Merchants ; What 
multitudes of both People and Money would 
contend to be firft imployed ? But in thofe 
noble endeavours (now) how few of quali- 
ty , uillels it be to beg feme Monopoly j 
and thofe fcldom feek the common good,’ 
but the Commons Goods, as you may i*c«d 
at large in his general Hiftory, pag. xiy, 
a 1 8, 219, his general Obfervauons and 
Realbns for this Platitation ; for yet thofe 
Countries arc not lb forward, but they may 
become as miferable as cVef , if better cour- 
fes be not taken than is j as this Smith will 
plainly demonftrate to his Majcfty , or any 
other noble Pcrlbn of Ability, liable gene- 
roufly to undertake it j how within a fbort 
time to make Virginia able to refill any 
^nemy, that as yet lieth open to all , and 
yield the King more Cuftom within tbele 
tew years, in certain ftaplc Commodities, than , 
ever it did in Tobacco ; which now not 
being worth brining home , the Cuftorii 
will w: as uncertain to th6 King, as dange- 
rous to the Plantactoos.

J OHN CORNELlVS of Muniken^ 
being ordered to SpifzJbergen^ to 
catch Whales, he let Sail from the 
Texel in a Galliot, the dth of May 1^45. 
and Arrived the 3d of June following 
near Spitzhergen^ with an Intention to 
Anchor in the Bay, but was by the valt 
Floats of Ice- Shoals forced to keep out 
at Sea. After having in vain Cruized 
up and down among the Ice-Shoals, they 
got into the Bay, but perceiving two 
Whales further at Sea, they fent out 
their Sloop in purfuit of the Whales. 

Whilfl they were Rowing up and 
down to watch the motion of thefe Crea- 
tures, they difeovered at a dilfancc, a 
great Ice-Shoal, with fomething white 
upon it, which at firft fight they ima- 
gined to be Bears, (they being generally 
White here ^ ) But one Ellert John/on^ 
(who was in the Sloop to manage the 
Harpcock, or Iron, wherewith they 
Hrike the Whale) judging by the mo- 
tion that it was fomething elfe, per- 
fwaded them to Row that way, which 
being done accordingly, they not long 
after perceived the fame to be a piece 
of a Rope belonging to the Sails of a 
Ship, which was held up by a Man as a 
Signal of their utmoft Diftrefs ^ fo they 
Rowed up to it with all the Oars they 
had, and coming near them, found, (to 
their great Surprize) four living Mep 
and one dead one, (all Englijhmen') hp- 
jon.thc Ice- Shoal, who upon their ben- 
ded Knees c^prefs’d their Joy and

vcrance from the jaws of Death. They 
were taken into the Sloop, and carried 
into the Bay aboard the Ship. 

't'bey had cut a great Hole, in the 
Nature of a fubterraneous Cave, into 
the Ice, and round the entrance thereof 
had placed the pieces of Ice that were 
cut out of the Concavity, to defend 
themlelves againit the violence of the 
Winds and Waves. In this Hole they 
had fpent Fonr teen Days, (it being fo 
long fiuce they had lolt their Ship.) 

At firft there were in all Forty Two 
of them, and they had faved fome Vi- 
ctuals and Tools with their Sloop. 
The Commander, perceiving after a lit- 
tle while, that it was impoflible for 
them to hold out long upon the Ice- 
Shoal, rcfblvcd to go alhorc in the Sloop 
with Seventeen of his Men, if he could^' 
and to fend them word afterwards, how 
Matters ftood there. This was done ac- 
cordingly, but it blowing very hard, 
and they having not heard the Icaft Ti- 
dings of them fince, they were afraid 
that they were Drowned, before they 
reach’d the Shore. 

There were then Twenty Four left 
upon the Ice- Shoal, but the want of 
Provifions cncrcafing daily among them 9 
To that being reduced to a Starving Con- 
dition, and expeding nothing but pre- 
leot Death , they refolved to divide • 
themfelves, and to get upon feveral 
other lce-Shoals,ia hopes by (bhie chance 
or other to come near to the Shore j but 
whether fome of them got afbore, or 
Rrrrf whe-

whether they were taken up by Ibme 
Ship or other, or whether they were 
fwallow’d up by the iferdlffi Wi|Te% 
they were not able to tell. 

Certain it is, that we found Four of 
thctii, (the n»if«rable RerntMots of 
ForM Two) littine together oDon this 
Jce-^al, overwhelmed with Afflidion, 
without any hopes of being Saved, from 
the lad Extremity they were reduced 
to by Frodand Hunger, before we came 
in full light of them with our Sloop ^ 
having had Aothinig to Feed upon tor 
fometirne, but a Leather Belt, (belong- 


ing to one of them) which they had 
divided and Eat, fhare and fhare alike, 
till all was confiinied. 

After they were brought to our Ship, 
our Surgeon took all imaginable Care 
for their Recovery 5 noiwithdanding 
which, three of them died In a few days 
after ; fo that of the Forty T wo where- 
with their Ship was Manned, no more 
than one efcaped vvkh Life, who aniving 
in September JO4O. in the Galliot the 
Deift upon the Menfe^ from thence re- 
turn’d to his Native Country in 7:^^- 
W;

a Perfon very curious in all the Afrairs 
of the North. 1 will alfo not pafs by in 
iilence, what I have read in Blefkenius, 
a Dane by Birth, and who has been in 
Jfelandhmrdf, at lealt as far as relates 
to thofc Things he has been an Eye- wit- ' 
nefs of ^ for which I have the fame re- 
gard, as for what Herodotus aflures us to 
have fecn with his own Eyes it appear-^ 
ing very improbable to me. That Men 
, ot Honour and Learning (hould be fo 
cai clefs of their Reputation, as to im- 
pofe Things upon the World, never (cen 
hy them, under a falfe Notion of their 
own Experience, To be Ihort, I will 
follow the Footfteps of Salnfi, and re- 


hearfe to you what 1 have/ either Read 
in l^leflenius or Angrim Jdnas, or 4eai>^ 
from Dr. Wormius and others, upon 
whofe Authority we are obliged to relie 
in this Point. 

The Ifle of Ifeland lies in the DeucaU’^ 
donian^tm, at i^ Dcg. Bo Min. Lon- 
gitude^ and 6% Deg. 44 k^n. Lad^c, 
according to the deration taken in the 
Biihoprick of Hole, the moR Northern 
Part of the Ifle, as Angrim Jonas tells us 
in his Crimegea •, adding, that he had the 
lame of Gundebrand de Thorlac, Bifhop 
of Hole, his familiar Friend, and once a 
r^ipl^of the famous ARronomer 7>- 
cho Brahe. 

Jfeland isto the EaR wafhed by the Hy- 
perborean Sea, and on the South-flde by 
the Deucalidonian Sca ; to the WcR it 
lies oppofite to Greenland, towards the 
Cape Farevoell, and on the North-fidc is 
enclofed by the Froz^en Sea of Greenland. 
Its length from EaR to WeR, is compu- 
ted to be 20 days Journey ; and its 
breadth, where it is broad eR, at four 
days Journey, from the South to the 
North. But Angrim Jonas,, who has 
given us this Account, does not mention 
whether thefe days Journies are to be 
perform’d on Foot or on Horfeback. 

It is generally believed to be twice as

fome part of it remaint above it, and 
one half of it whillt the longeft davs 
laft, from ten at Night till two in the 
Motjiing, when it riles qiiitc abbte the 
Bdrizon; whehte it appears^ tbatabont 
the Winter Solftice, whilib the Sun is 
in fbe Signs of and 

the whole Body of the Sun does for two 
Months Ibceelfivcly not rife above the 
Horizon ^ and in the Shortelt Days not 
above half of it, from lo a clock in the 
Morning tin two in the Afternoon, the 
ordinary time of Sun fet here at that 
Seafon. 

This I[le has got its Name from the 
Whitenefs of its Ice, Qu^fi Iceland \ It 
was formerly reputed fertile in Wheat, 
and wcU-ltor’d with Wood, fit for the 
Bhilding of large Ships ^ the Roots 
whereof being of a vaft Bulk, are to this 
day found underground, where theie 
Forefts Rood, and arc as black as Eboiiy- 
Wood; But now-a-daysj Jfdand pro- 
duces no Wheat, nay not (b much as a 
Tree, except fome few Shurbs. And 
were it not that they are furnilhed with 
Grain from the Neighbouring Qiuntries, 
and fupplied with (udicient quantities of 
both for Fuel, and their Build- 
ings , ( which are like thoik of ocher 
Parts in the North ) by the Icei which 
in the Moiith of is, together with 
the Wood, forced from the more Nor- 
thern Parts on this Shore^ they rauft pe- 
rifli with Hunger and Cold. In their 
Building they alfo make ufe of the Bones 
of Whales and other great Fiihes) and 
for Firing, of two forts of Turffs, ( or 
Cefies Bituminofas^ called Gleha FoJJiUs by 
Antrim Jonas ) which they dig and dry 
in the Sun. Thcfe Shoals of Ice, which 
come from the North thither, bring a- 
leng with them fach vaR Trunks of 
Trees, that according to the IfeUnd 
Chronicles, a Tree was carried thither 
of 63 Cubits long, and 7 in compais^ 

For DO fooner come the Ice-Sboals 
from the North to the JfeUnd CoaR, bnt 
the Inbahitaots go in queR of tbefe 
Trees, and of fcvcral BeaRs, which are 
carried along with it thither ^ fuch as 
white and red Foxes, Stags, Wolves^ 
white and black Bears and Unicorns. 
For that fine and large Horn prefervAl 
in the King of Denmar^t Palace at Fre^ 
^derieksbur^h^ ( the FmUsdMeaa of that 
Kingdom ) belonged to a Ftfli uken up- 
on the ke near ffSlsmd ^Jius much larger 
tbaisthat of*St. Deras in Fhmee. Coaot 
Z^effld, Great Myrihal of Denmark ^ 
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Ihew^i me another of thefo Uolooras, 
wfakh Was .entire, but doc above two 
foot long, likewifo taken Upon the led 
near Ifeland \ He told me, that When be 
firR had it, there was to be foen Rill part 
of the Flelh and Skin. 

IfeUi^ is a Rrdng and mountainous 
Country : Their PaRures arc of fuch 
Goodneis, that they are fain to remove 
the Cattle for fear they Ibould BurR 
thenirelves ; the Grafs having fo agree- 
able a Scent here, that Foreigners trari- 
fpwrt and dry it, to lay it amooe their 
Linen. However, their Beef is not 
reckoned of the beR fort, and their 
Mutton is rank ^ Which thtlfelanders^oxCt 
much regard, becaufe they dry their 
Meat in the SUn and Wind, which pre- 
forvet it better than Salt, ind takes a- 
way much of its rankoefs. Butter they 
make in abundance, and keep it in Tubs, 
or for want of fuch, only Pile it up in 
the Houfo. Their ordinary Drink is 
Milk or Whey, fometimes with Water, 
fometimes without. They don^t want 
good Horles : Thefo Feed during* the 
Winter, upon dryM Fi(b, as well as 
their Oxen and Sheep, when Hay begins 
to foU Ihort : Of thcfe dry*d Fifli they 
alfo make Flour and Bread, when by 
the rigour of the Winter-Seafon, they 
can't fometimes be fupplied with Grain 
from abroaiv 

Ifeland is foil of clear and fine Springs, 
the Water whereof is not only very 
wholefome to drink, but fome of them 
have alfo a noorilhing quality like Beer i 
they ate alfo not dcRitute of Hot Springs 
for Bathing \ of Ponds and Lakes, they 
have great abundance , which furnifh 
them with great quantities of Fifli ; as al- 
fo great numbers of Brooks and Naviga- 
ble Rivers, the Names whereof, as well 
as of their Bays and Capes, 1 will not io- 
fert here, they being to be found in o? 
ther Authors. 

Blefkenim tells US of a certain Lake iti 
the WeRern part of the IRe, which al- 
ways fmoaks, and yet is fo cold^ that ic 
petrefics every thing that is put into it) 
For fays he, if you put a Rick into the 
Ground near it, the Rick changes into/ 
^ron as for as it is under Orottod; as for 
as it lies nndcr Water, it turns into 
Stone, and that part above the Water 
remains Wood as before. BUfkemm foys^ * 
he faw this try’d twice, and that part 
which fecmM to be Iron, bdng pot into 
the Fire, it burnt like Charcosl. He al-

The Vicc-Roy, or Go^ 
vernouf of Greenland call'd the Judge of 
Greenland, (according to the Ifeland Idiom} 
being rcfblvedj to revenge this Affront, fenc 
againd them a Ship wellEquipp’d,andMann’d 
with Land Forces, which thole Savages rid 
fooncr few Approach their (hoar, but ac- 
cording to their ufual Cudom(when they find 
they arc too weak to refid) they fled into 
the Woods and Rocks.

Now ’tis moft certain that Norwrty produces 
very good Wheat; and what 1 am goin|^ 
to tell you upon this head, would perhaps . 
ftem ftrangc to you , ff ftme was not ' 
' founded upon the Authoiiiy of Credii^le 
Pcffois, who have inftjrmed me that Jkre 
Norway «« certain Places in Fhrway^ where they 
‘^enderfai- have twb Crops widdn the ijxice of three 
h fruitful* Months. Tliis muft be underftood of the 
Pktfis beewixr the Rocks, which being con- 
^ dnually cnllvcawd by the reverberated Sun- 


beams againft tbele Rocks, in the Months 
of Jtme^ yfuh% and become ib Ferdle, 

that in hx Wedts time they Sow and Reap 
good Com. The Soil b^g lb £it and 
rooift there by reaibn of the great quantity 
of Snow melted and carried into the Plains 
from the Mountains, that immediately after 
they Sow again, and at the end of another 
fix Weeks, never fail of a ld»nd Harveft 
as good as. the former. * 

’Tis very likely that in Greenland as 
well as other Countries are, Ibme 
and Ibme bad Grounds ; Ibme Plains, 
Mountains . ’Tis certain it has many 
Rcx:ks ; the Ifeland Chronicle tells us exprelly 
that it produces Marble of all Colours. And 
k is agreed on all hands, that their Failure 
Grounds are excellent, and maintain abun- 
dance of great and ffnall Cattle, many Horlcs, 
Hares, Staggs, Renes and other Deer, orcli- ” 
nary Wolves, and Stag Wolves, Foxes, 
Bears white and black, and if Credit may 
be given to the Ifelandlan Chronicle, they 
have taken Caftors and Manins alfo, the 
Fuits whereof were not inferior t^ the Mar- 
tin Sable of Mufeovy, Greenland abounds 
more in Falcons (white and gray) than any 
other place in the World. Formerly thcle 
Birds ufed to be lent to the Kings of Dem 
mark, as Rarities, becaule of then* extraor- 
dinary goodnels; and the Kings of Drw- 
mark, Prelented them frequently to other 
Kings and Princes, becaule Falcons and 
Hawks are not ul^ in Denmark^ nor in 
any of the Northern Countries. 

The Sea produces great plenty of Fifhes 
all along iheCoaSh ot Green/ and likewile 

Sca-VVoTves, Sea-Dogs, and SearCalves, and 
an mcredk)le number of Whales. I know 
not whether I ought to reckon the white 
Bears of Greenland amongft the Tcrreftrial 
or Marine Creatures; for, as the black 
Bears never foiiake the Land, and live alto- 
gether upon Fkfti , lb white Bears never 
Iwve the Sea, and live upon what Filh 
they catch. T^ are much larger and wild- White 
cr than the black. They hunt after the Sea- 
Wolves and Dogs, who lave their Young 
ones upon the Ice for four of the Whales. 
They are greedy after the young Whales, 
their Flefb being a greater dainty to them 
than that of any ochtt Filh: TbQ^ never 
of their own accord venture into the main 
Sea when the Ice is melted : ’Tis not but 
that they can Iwkn , and live in the Wa- 
w as well as the Filh, but thcy[much dread 
me Whales purluing'ihem by the lccnt,out 
of a natural Antipathy, and becaule they 
dev(Hir ch(;ir if ouiw ones. It ha^^pens (bine<^ 
times that yaftlcefttoals are fiom the North 
part of Greefemd driven towards the Sfiudi,

corns. GrtenUndhas ever yielded plenty of homed 

Beafts, call'd Unicorns. In Denmdrk. we have 
frequent opportunity to kc many of them 
entue, and lomc pieces of theie Homs. If 
you inquire what lort of Animals bear theie 
Homs, I muft tell you^ Sir, that they arc 
horned Creatures, improperly named Unt- 
coras, having nothing common vnth that 
ib much ceSbmtcd Horn of the Creature 
which bears that name, of what nature (o- 
ever it be. And as this name is ambigu- 
ous, Ibme do yet quedion, whedicr the 
Creatures that have them are Flefh or 
Filh. You mayobfefve, that the Horns of 
the Unicorns which 1 law in Denmkrkj, (whe- 
ther whole or in pieces/> are of the Ikne 
fubftance, fafhton, and vertue, as thole 
l^,in France and elfewhere. That Beau- 
tiful entire Horn I have lomctimes lfX)keti 
of to you, in the King of DewitdrlCs 
Palace at Fridcricksbonrg^ is without dilpute 
bigger than that at St. Denys'. 1 confels, 
'tis not lb llraight, and bends within two or 
three foot of the point, but for the reft, 
’tb of the lame oolour, Ihape, and weight as 
that of St. Denys y for the pieces of tho& 
Homs I have in divers places at C 9 - 
fenhdgcn , are efteemed great Prefcrvativcs 
againft Poilbn, as thole in Paris , and ell^ 
where, are. Now taking it for granted that 
all th^ Homs in Denmark, y altogetfier 

the lame with thole of Francey and that 
thelc of Denmark, are brought thither from 
Greenland^ the main queftion is, What Ibrt 
of Animab bear thcle Homs in Greenland} 
Mr. PVermiw being the firft who informed 
me that they are Fifties ; thb occafion’d 
a fmait Dilpute betwixt us at Ckriftianoplcy 
thb Opinion being contradictory to the 
timmts of all theN aturalifts who ^ve diloourl^ 
ed of b, who reprefeit the Unicom as a Ter- 
i-eftrial four legg'd Creature, which agrees 
with divers PaSa^ of Holy Scripture which 
cannot be underftood but of four Icgg’d Uni- 
corns. Curious and Learned Perfon having 
had Uic goodnels to give me a frrther Aof 
count thereof in his JLmcr' from Cofenba* 
gcHy 1 will inim the Copy thereof here.

OOme years ago, being at ^Mr. Frife the 
O Chancellor oT DenmarlCt Houfe 
(the Predeeeffer of Mr. rhmaffi>h the Pre- 


ioit Lord ChanceUor) I tookanoocafron to 
ooc^lain to that Gf^ Man , of the Kcg- 
IkgtDCC and want of Cunofity ofour Mer^ 
mnu^ and Seamen thitt firequmted Green- 
landy in not enquiring into the Nature of 
thoie Animab; the Horns whereof they 
brought in (uch plenty to us, without 
ing tncmlelves the troubieof bringing along 
with them Ibme part of char FleSi or Skin, 
for the better DHcuvery of the whole. The 
Lord Chancellor anlwerd. They ate more 
Curious than you imagine, and initantly font 
for a great piece of a dry’d SkuU, \lriui part 
of that kincf of Horn on it, of about four 
Foot long. Being extreamly remoed to foe 
me hold m my h^ds lb great a Rarity, and 
could fcarce lufticicntly teaft my Eyes with 
the fight of it, as not underftanding at firft 
what It was, 1 intreated my Lord to ^vc 
me leave to carry it home to my Houle, to 
look upon it there at nw own l^re, which 
he really granted. I round this Cranium or 
Skull much like that of the Head of a 
Whale, having two holes on the top, and 
which Penetrate to the Palbt or Throat: 
thefe two holes, being doubtlels the two 
Paftages, thro’ which thb Fifti Ijxiuts up 
the Water it drinks: 1 took alio notice, 
that what they call'd the Horn, proceed- 
ed out of the left fide of its Jaw. 1 invited 
the moft curious and ingenious of my Au- 
ditors, to be Eye Witnelks of lb extraordi- 
nary a fi^t in roy Clofot ; and among the 
reft font for a Painter, who, in the prefonce 
of all the Company drew the Pidture of 
chat Skull, with the Horn, as it really Was 
in Figure , and anlwerable to its bignels , 
according to the Original. 

My curbfity ftopt not here, but under- 
ftanding that fudi another Creature had 
been near and carried into IfelamL 1 


writ to the Bilhc^ of Ho/e, whole name was 
Thcrlac Scbaloniusy and had been formerly 
my Dilciple at Copenhagen^ to fond me the 
Draught of that Animal, which he did accord- 
ingly ; and font me word at the fome time, ^ * 

that the Ifelanders call’d it Narbualy that is, 
a Whale that feeds upon dead Carcaftes ; 
for Huai fignifies a Whale, and Nara a 
dead Carcab. ’Twas really the Pidhire of 
a true Fifti, like a Whole : 1 jprocnifo to 
fticw it to you in your Recurm firom Chri^ 
ftianeple , with that of the SkuU, 1 had 
%)m my Lord ChanceUor Frifi. 

*Mr. H^ermius fiul'd not at our return to 
fulfill his promifo, and even beyond it; for 
not^bfied to (hew me die Dra^its of thole ^ 

Fiftib) he led me into hb CloKt, where I 
law upon a Table the SkuU it folf of chat 
Animal, which my Lord Chancellor had 
formerly delivered to hkn. He had got it, 

(at hb requeft) from a Danijh Gentictnan, 
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a Kksfixiaxi of M«afieur ¥r ifiy vha being one 
of has Co-bcits, had Mit for his (hare^and 
valu’d at 8000 Rberollers; he bad brought 
It xo Leagues to Copenhagen , to fhew it to 
my Lord Embaflador. I muft confel^ that 
I could not iufficicntly admire fo cxquilit a 
piece of curiofity. After he had carried 
It to my Lord Embaffador , he was deft- 
rous to look upon it in the fime Oofet. 
His Excellency viewed it with more than 
ordinary Satism£Vion, and intreatcdMr.lf'^r- 
tnim to lend it him, in order to have a 
^ught made of it, he intended to car- 
ry with him to Paris, This ^eat Man, who 
has a great veneration for all vertuolo s will 
be glad to Ihcw this Draught among his o- 
ther curiofities he brings along with him 
from the North. As he has a particular 
affciftion for you, and for all thole Gentle- 
men of the famous and ingenious Society 
of the Library of Monfieur Bourdelot ; So 
1 am certain, that bis Clofct (which he de- 
figns to ftirnifh and accomplifh, if God 
grants him life} will after his return into 
FrKfrc, be free for you, and for all thofe 
Gentlemen. 

There is no doubt, but that the name of 
Vnicorns* (inicom is Equivocal, and belongs to feve- 
ral Animals, as to the Onyx and Indian Als, 
mentioned by Arifictlci and to that wild 
Beaft, defcrM by Pliny to have the head 
of a Stagg, the B^y of a Horle , and the 
Feet Iblid all of a piece like the Elephant j 
and befidcs this of a wonderful fwiftnels and 
ftrength, being the fame Unicom, mention’d 
in Icvcral places of the Holy Scripture. As 
to its Swiftnels, tlic fame is rcprelmtcd as 
lb Marvellous that God will caufc Syrient 
(a Mountain of Libanus,) to skip as the Foal 
of an Unicorn, and its ftren^h fb exalted 
that the Power of God is compared to it. 
The ftrength of God, (tiilh Mc/es, tlic lead- 
er of I he Children of//frfp/,) is like that of the 
Unicorn. Whence it appears that our Uni- 
corns of the North, which we know to be 
Fifh, muft be of a different kind from the 
Unicorns believed to be in the South or Eaft- 
tm parts of the World, and are without 
doubt Tcrrcftrial Animals, when tlie Pro- 
phet Jfrtiah foretells the yCTV/ that God would 
drive them and their Kings, (whom he 
names Unicorns) ftomjerufalem. Thq Uni- 
corns, fiuth he, (hall defcend with tbcm : 
this cannot be underftood but of aTerrcftr^’ 
Creature ^ if the Prophet had foppofed thofe 
Unicorns to be Fifhes, ’tis likely he wo^ 
lave faid, they (hall fwim, inftead di iney 
hall defeend. I will therefore call them, 
i kind of Sca-Unicoms, as others have 
bne with Sea-Dogs, Sea-Calves, and Sea- 
Volves. This name is not new, feeing Bar^ 
holine a Banijh Author, hath infeneefa pe* 


culkr Cbq>eer of Sea-Uiuonnis, m Us Trea- 
tife of Uniconu. Notwithftanding ntdiidt, 
there remains (till another difiictnry, vjY 
whether thefe Sea- Unicorns (of wbk^ we 
are now leaking) be really Unicorns, and 
whether mat we call their Homs, he truly 
Homs, or rather their Teeth. The Refblu- 
tion of the firft doubt depends upon the 
fecond ; for them to beTeeth, thofe Fifhes 
cannot properly be calfd Untcoms, becaufe * 
they have no Homs, and if they be Homs, 
they arc doubtlefe Unkoms, l^aufe they 
have but one Horn. Mt^Wormim afl&rms, 
that they are Teeth and not Homs. Anc^ 

I find that Angrim Jena$ calls them Dentes 
in that place of his Specimen Jfclandictmty 
where he fpcaks of a Bifhop of Greetdand 
named being Shipwrack’d as he was 

failing to Nortoay : the Ship being fhattcr'd to 
pieces by a Storm in the Ifthmus to the W^eft 
of Ifeland. Tliis ShipWrack h^pen’d in the 
Year 1 1x6. He mentions the fcveral things 
taken up out of this Shipwrack : ^^eperti funt^ 
faith this old' Man, Dentes Baicnarum ^ &c. 
There were caft aftioar by the Tide pre- 
dous and rare Teeth of Whales, .. 

ters done upon them, with a red Gum, 
not to be blotted out, that every one of the letter. 
Seamen at the end of their Voyage might 
know their own. And ’tis certain, that this 
Angrim Jonas underftands by thefe precious 
Teeth of Whales, the fame which in Dm- 
mark^y they call, and oughi to be under- 
ftood of thofe Homs we attribute to Uni- 
corns, and of which we now treat j what 
makes me fuppofc them to be Teeth and 
not Homs, is, that Ariftotle lays it down 
as an undoubted Truth, That all Unicorns, 
carry their Homs in the middle of their 
Fore-heads, but thefe Fifti have that which 
we name Homs, at the end of their Snout> 
or under Jaw, or Gums, in the feme place 
wiicre Teeth are fixed. That the Homs are 
growing in the Fore-head per Symphyfinh 
i. e. bv an Adjun 61 ion , or natural Union 
with the Bore, but the Teeth are fiink in- 
to the Gums per Gompbojhn , /. r. as a 

Wedge or Nail that enters the fiibftancc. 

This was plainly to be feen in that Skull, 
Monfieur IVormius (hewed us, which was 
funk into the Jaw near a Foot deep, and 
ftretdi’d out in length like a Lancet laid 
flat in the feme manner as the Fifh named 
Prifles, carries its Sythe# and the Xiphiasy or 
Sword-fifh wears ic&^ord. 

> I have taken notice of a very good reafbn, 
or rather Obfervation^n Arifiotlc^ concern- 
ing tlic Mom of thefe Untcoms. He feys, 

Tmi all the jKnimals that have two Hows^, 
are Clovcn-Kiotcd ; but all Unicorns have 
but one fedid Claw. That Nature “had 
made the fe|ne Union, and fbc feme Con^* 

junilftlon 



jun<5Hort of Ckws in tbe Feet, as of the 
Horns in the Head of the Unicorns , as it 
has made the lame divifspn of Claws and 
Homs in the Feet and Heads of other A* 
ni^als. From whence it follows , that the 
only diftin£tion of th*e Unicorns from the 
^hcr Animals, confifts in the Unity and 
Solidity of their Claws and Horns, and by 
^e i^e reaibn that the Unicorns have theur 
Claws in their Fea as the other Animals, 
they bear their Homs in the lame place 
oif the Head, namely in the Fore-head : And 
as the other Beafts iliat have two Homs, 
carry them on both lides of their Front : 
they that have but one, have it in the 
middle of the Fore-head. But as the Fifti, 
w'c are Ipeaking of, that have neither 
Claws nor Feet, capnot have any Homs 
in their Head, we may from hence 
conclude , that what Ibme Itippolc their 
Homs , being fixed deep into their Jaws, 
and nor faftned to their front, cannot pro- 
perly be laid to be Horns , and therefore 
are to be reckon’d as Teeth. 

At firft 1 my lelf was not of this Opini- 
on, hut as I was dilputing about it with 
hlonficiir T'P'orrnius^ the great Marlhal of Dm- 
(of whole high Birth, eminent Vcrtucs, 
and Dignities he poflefles next to^e King, 
my Letters have iufoj*m’d you beforej This 
great Pcrlbn, who has honoured me with 
his particular Favour , and taken a fingii- 
lar laiisfa£^ion to larisfie my curiofity in eve- 
ry thing I could dcfire, told me in Relation 
to this matter, lomcdiing that confirm’d me 
in my firft Opinion, that they were Homs 
and not Teeih. He acquainted me, that 
the King of Dcmnmkj his Maftcr, defigning 
to make a Prcfoit of a piece of this fort 
of Horns, that ftiouldbc extraordinary beau- 
tiful and handfbmc , he ordered himtocaufe 
an entire Horn to be lawed near the Root, 
where 'tis biggeft and moft beautiful. As 
loon as he had (awed a Jltrle of the Horn, 
("which he fanfied to be Iblid) he found it 
hollow within, and what liirpriicd him moft, 
in the lame Concavity, another Ids Horn, 
cf the lame figure and fubftance as the 
ci*cat one. He oi*dcr’d the creat Horn to 
be lawed round without touching the little 
one^ and four.d it to be grown in the in- 
fide of the great one, about a Foot long 
within the Concavity, the remainder of the 
great one being Iblid This made me i- 
niagine tliat the Animals which beat thole 
Horns , caft them as dje theirs^ 

that their g»eat HonftfiiU Zjft and others 
come in thSr ftead ; and that it y&s doubt- 
Jcfi*for this Realbn, that fcpiin^ Horns 
fepara^icd fipom ihcir were carried 

by thrice Shcalt unto the Coaft tf, Gretii- 
i J^%jm iW coDvin-. 


ced to the contrary, when I law thc BkuH; 
before mentioDcd, and oblcrv’d that long 
Root that ,was IBxed in its jaw bone, ana 
that the very lame thing that the laid Mini- 
(fer cold me, he had cauied to be lawed, 
was a Tooth and no Horn : That allb *tis 
polTible that Teeth fall , . and others grow 
m their ftcads in rhclc FHhes , as well as 
they fidl and otow again in Children, and 
IbmePcrlbns of a more advanced Age. ’Tis 
very frequent that fizch Teeth as fiill are 
put out, and forced away by other new 
Teeth that b^in to appear before the old 
ones fall away. The like never happens to the 
Stags, whole Heads after haring caft ihcir 
Homs, remain as bare as if they never had 
any, until fuch time as their new Homs 
grow again. 

But for fiar fo long a Di^ourle of Homs ^ 
fliould Ibcm tedious, I will conclude it with 
laying Ibmething of the pretended Unicorn’s nys. ’ 
Horn of St. Dertjts. I have told you, that 
it is altogether, and every whn*e like that 
o£ Dcmnark.. I will add to this, that the 
Danes arc of Opinion, (as moft ccruinly it 
is) that all thote kind of Homs found in 
Mufeavy^ Germany^ Italy% and France^ came 
originaJly out cf Dcranark> where this fon 
of Merchandiie was very fi^uent, whiJft 
there was a Paflage beoa^een Norn^ and old 
Greenland, and that they conftantly crols’d the 
Seas from one Coaft to the other. The Danes, 
who brought them to Sale in Fordgn Coun- 
tries had no realbn to declare them to be Fifti- 
es Teeth, but Ibid them for Unicorn’s Homs, 
to Icll them at the higher rate j this they 
have not only pra£filcd formerly, but alio 
continue to do it to this day. ’Tis not long 
fihee, that the Company of new Greenland , Fijhes 
at Ccjfcnhagen, lent one of their Agents Teeth fold 
into Mufeovy with Icvcral great pieces of theft 
kind of Homs, and amongft the reft, one 
end of a confidcrablc Hgneli , to fell it to 
the Great Duke of Mvfcovy. ^ The Great 
Duke being cxtrcamly taken with the beau- 
ty thereof, he (hewed it his Phylician, who 
underftanding the matter, told the Great 
Duke, ’twas nothing but the Tooth of a 
Fifh; fbxhat thb Agent returned to Copen- 
hagen without ftlling his Commodity. Af- 
ter his Return; giving an Account of thip 
Succcls of his Journey, he cxclain^ againil 
the Phyfidan who hsul Ipoikd his N^nkct 
b]^ilgracing his Commodities: Thou art a 
huF-headed Fdlow, Replied onct>f the Di- 
re^kors the Company, (as he told me 
lindR Whydidft thou, not ofe two or diree 
hundred Ducats to the Phyikian, to perlwade 
him that they were the namh of Unicorns ? 

You need not doubt. Sir, but diat the Horn of 
St. Dtf9t}pr,did oome Ori^bally from the ftune 
place, vyi was £»ki m. the fame mahnerJ 
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I caft^t mdly tdlyou die dme (atct I 6^ 
itj but tf* ^ remembrance irf the Idea that 
rcniakis in cie, deedves inc not, * 
Tooth like thole they (how in Denmark ; »» 
it ha*- the toe Root as the reft , hollow 
and Worm-eaten at the end like a rotten 
Tooth j this being granted as it is really 
True, I will pofitwefy affirm h to a 
Tooth, fallen out of the Jaw bone of the 
fame FHh known in by the name 

of Narhuafy and that conftqucntly it is no 

But it is tune to return into Gremidna. 
The Chronicle of Jfeiand tdls us. 
That the Air of Greenland is nuldcx 
and more temperate than in : 

That there is not fb much , nor fiich fre- 
eluent lanow, neither the cold fb cxcdHve • 
Not but that it freezes very hard, and Ibme- 
nmes they have grievous Tempefts; but 
thole violent Frofts and j^at Storms h^ 
pen not often, nor do they continue for 
any confulenible time. The Dafii/h 
Chronicle mentions it as a very ftrange 
thing. That in the fear ijo8, they were 
^iaed with Inch dreadful Thtinders and 
Lightening in Greentandy that a Church 
named SkMty was burnt to the ground : 
Tbit this Thunder and Listening was fol- 
J violent lowed by Itich aprodigioufTcmpiS:, that it 
stortn^ overthrew the tops oficv'eral Rocks, which 
call out fuch abundanct of Afhes that they 
ftinfkd: it Rain d Afltes, This Tempeft Was 
luccccded by an excdHve cold Winter, the 
like had never been known in Greenland-; 
the Ice continuing a wbolfe year without 
melting. One time as I was relating this 
ftupcQaious Rain of Affies to my I/}rd 
Embaflador,. he inform’d me, that be- 
ing at I{pcbely a Sea Captain lately come 
from the Canariesy aflured him that lying 
A (Irgffge at Anchor about fix leagues from thole 
Jhower of Jflands, there hapncd tofalljuftfuchaftiower 
‘djbe^* of Athes, which lay as thick upon the Deck 
of his Ship, as if it had Snowed very 
hard- The caufr of this fiidden accident 
was atttibuted to a violent Earthquake^ 
which having (haken the Fiery Mountains 
in the Canaries, the AlHeS Were by the 
Wind carried fix t-gjucs into die Sea.

Night, a certain Light arifes either Whh the 
New Moon, or juft before it, which gives 
light to all the Country, in the lame degree 
and manner, as if it were full Moon ; and 
the darker the Nights are, the more confpicu- 
ous the light appe.rrs. It rakes its Courfe 
towards the Nonh, whente it is call'd 
the NortJyem Light. It appaus like a flj'- 
iftg fiery Meteor, ftreaming alone m the 
Air, as a high and long Palifii£. As it 
movtre fiom one place to another, k Idives 
behind it a Smoak in thofe pkees, throng 
which k had pafled ; its fwifmefr Ixmg 
that none but fuch as have (een it are ablo 
to mutgme it. It lafts aU ffic N^c and va- 
niffies With Sun riling. The enquiry into 
the true caufe of this Meteor, I will leave 
to thofe who are better verfed in Natural 
Philofbphy than my felf, whether certain Va- 
pours arifmg out of the Earth, enflamed by 
a continual Motion, are not the moft pro« 
bable caufe thereof, as we fee with the feme 
fwifrnefr thofe long^Fuzccs^ or fiery Tongues^ 
to kindle, which hllfiora, or pafe thro the 
Sky, or in the feme manner as the flaming 
Meteors fly about the Church-yards. I have 
been told for certain, that this Northern 
Light is plainly fecn as far as Ifeland and 
Norwa/y whcn the Air is clear, and the 
Night not clouded with aw Mills: It 
gives light, rtoi only to thb People of dus 
Noithcm Climate; but aHp difeovets it felf 
in our Pairs.

He pafled along the Coaft: higher 
up, and law a great number of ihofe Sal- 
vages upon the Rocks, which made him ap- 
prehenlivc of a furprile. The Salvages who 
condubled him along the Coaft and were a- 
Ihoar perceiving his Jcalouly (that they might 
nor, fright him by their numbers) caiiled 
tiiree Men only to appear from tehind an 
Intrenchment, much handlbmer and better 
habited than the reft. I'hdc defired the 
Englijlo by figns and demonftrations of love 
to come afhoar. Forhipser feeing no more

Oil, they defired Ibmcthiag of that; accord- 
ingly great Pots bang fill’d with h, thev 
did drink them off very greedily. Thelc Sal- 
vages brought Skins and Furrs, of Foxes, 
Bears, Sea-Calves, and a great many Homs, 
(which the Author calls Precious,) or at lead: 
fomc Pieces, Ends and Stumps of them, 
which they exchanged for Needles, Knives 
LookinglaffesBucklcs and other fuch like Tri- 
Bes which the Danes Ihcwed them.They mak- 
ing not the Icaft Account of the Gold and 
C oined Silver that was offer’d them, butex- 
prefs’d an carneft defire for all Steel-Works 
a thing moft in requeft among them, above 
all other Commodities. To purchale which, 
they were ready to part with what they 
eftcem’d moft precious 
Arrows Boats and Gars Jiud when they 
had nothing elfe to give, they ftrqjped them- 
Iclvcs of their Shirts. Gotskf Lindenaucomr 
nued tliree days in this Road, but the Chro- 
nicle does not lay that he Landed here. 
Doubtlefs he was afi^ to venture alhoar, 
and to hazard his fmall number of Men a- 
mongft fuch Multitudes of Salvages of 
this Country. He weighed Anchor and d^ 
parted the 4 th day, but before he fct &il, 
dewind on Board his Veffel two of tlwfc Sal- 
vages rhat were come to Traffick with him, 
who made fuch violent cffoits to get out of 
the bands of the Danes^ that they attempted 
to leap over Board into the Sea, C> that 
they were forced to bind them. Thole that 
remain a fcoor, ftcing their Companions 
cl^cd and carried away, made a moft 
dreadful nolle, and lent whole (howers of 
Arrows and Stones after the Danes ^ but 
thefc firing a great Gun at them, they 
loon difperled. The Commodore return d 
alone with his Ship into Denmark. m 

The EngU/h Captain, with his and ttc 
other Dani^ Ship, arriv^ in GreenUndim 
the Chronicle tells us) at the ftirthers&>ft 
end of the Land, to the Weft, whidi could 
be no other place but Cafe Farmel : For’tii 
Mia& certain that he enter’d Dovish Gttlpb, 


and £iilcd a-long the Eaftem Coaft of that 
Gulph. He diicovered a great manv good 
Haftxmrs a Beautfful Country and krge 
verdent Plains. The Salvages of this part 
of ihe Country barter’d with them, as the 
Salvages of tli other part of Greenland had 
done wkh Gotskf Lindenau. Thde indeed 
leem’d to be much more wary, timorous and 
milbuftful than others, for as loon as 
they had made any exchange of Goods with 
the Danes, they would run and leap into 
their Boats as if they had ftolen them, or as 
if they had been puiiiied by an Enemy. The 
Danes being very defirous to Land in one 
of thcle Harbours, went afboar well provid- 
ed with all Ibrts of Weapons. The Coun- 
try where they let foot alhoar, appear'd 10 
them Pleafint and Pretty go<xl but Sandy 
and Stony, like the Grounds in Noy-xc/ty. By 
the Exhalations and V apours that iffued out 
of the Earth, they concluded that there were 
divers Sulphurous Mines here, elpecially 
fince they found a great many Stones fop- 
poled to belong to the Silver Mines v^hichftenes. 
they carried over into Denmark.', where out 
of one hundred weight of thefe Stones, they 
extracted twenty fix Ounces of Silver. This 
Englijh Captain fioding 16 many fine Har- 
bours along this Coaft, gave them Dantjlo 
Names, and caus’d a Map to be drawn of 
them before his departure thence. He alfo 
Iciz’d four of thole Salvages, the moft come- 
ly they could meet with, one of which was 
16 enraged at his Captivity, that the 
Dorses finding th^ could notdra^him along 
with them, they beat out his Brains with the 
Butt end of their Mulquets, which 16 fright- 
ed the other three that they followed them 
without any further Oppofition. At the feme 
time a Body of Salvages got together, cither 
to revenge the Death of him that was kill'd, 
or to relieve thole that were leading away 
into Captivity. To effeft this, they got 
betwixt the Sea and the Danes, with an in- 
tention to engage them before they could 
reach the Harbour, and prevent their get- 
ting on Board. But the Danes having lent 
a volley of their final! (hot, Ircondcd by their 
Cannon, among them, the Salvages fr^ted 
both with the Noife and the Fire, ffod in 
great confulion, fuffering the Danes to Em- 
bark without any farther difturbance, who 
were no Iboner got on Board, "but they 
wekhed Anchor and returned into Denmoik. 
with the three Salvages, whom they prclcnt-

The Danes in ihdr return home, met 
wkh the firft ship that was ftparated from 
them in this Voj'agc, but did not keep to- 
gahtr above hvc days, when by a moll 
violent Storm they were a^ in ftparaced and 
flatter’d froril one another in lucn a manner, 
that they did not fnect again till a Month 
after the ftolrii ceas’d.* After much La- 
bour, Hazzard, and a thouflnd Difficulties 
tlicy return’d to Copenhagen the firft day oF 
OHiber following. 

The King or Denmark, having taken ^r^Tbe third 
(bknion undertook the third and laft oyage -Adven- 
into Greenland jhe lent two great Ships unfe 
the Omimand of a tertain ( 5 aptain,a Native 
of Heljichty named KjtrJieit HJchkardrfcn, who 
took into his Service Ibmc of trie bell Mar- 
riners of Nenr/ry and Ifclandy who being 
well t'trlcd In thofl Seas, were to fcrve 
him as Guides in the dangerems Entcrpril^. 

Thc Chronicle lays, this Captain let flU 
from th^ Sound, tlic i^h day ofM4/, with- 
out meiitionlng the Year, which I coulfl 
never Jcai'ii. The 8ih day of June follow** 
ii^,‘he diflovered the tops of the Mountains 
or Greenland, but he could not Come near 
the (boar, by realbn of the vafl Ibe; (hoalt 
that w^e flttled near to the (hoar, and at- 
tended a great way into the Sea, The Ice 
being heap’d upon one another, appear’d at 
a dlftancc like Mountains or high Rocks. 

Upon this occafion thcAiithov obferves, that 
(bme Years the Ice of Greenland never 
meks all the Summer. Thus the Captain 
of' Holftcrn, finding no means to ^proach 
the (hoar, and being befides this flpamred 
by llorm from the other Ship, before he 
came to theft vail Ice Mountains, -was oh- 
liged to return without being able to cnrjhodr by 
compafs his defign.

the Pailage between the Old Grtenland and 
JfeUndi has been ftopM up by the vaft Ice 
(noal^ forced thither during the e)ctreimty of 
the inter Seaibn 5 and by the (bx^ng Notth- 

Eaft Winds from the Freshen Sea, and ga- 

* theied into vafr Ice Mountains in thele 
StrrightB ; whereby the free Pa^ge for 

• bring quite interrupted , thole Mari- 
ners who were lait in queft after the Reco- 
very of Old GreenUndy were forced to freer 
their Courfe towards the Cajfe Farvocly and 
the Gulfh of DavySy lybg to the Eafr, being 
that paat of the Country now known bjrthe 
name of New Greenland ; it being certain by 
lb many reiterated tryals and experiments, 
that the Paffuge betwixt JfeUnd and the Old 
Crcenlandy has been quite loft, which muft 
be attributed to its being ftopped up by, the 
Ice Mountains. 

The Ifeland Chronicle in that Chapter 
which treats of the Old Paflagc, mentions 
fbmethine which leems much to confirm the 
Truth or tliis aflertion, vl:^. That half ways 
betwixt Ifeland and Old GreenUndy there 
were a confidcrable Number of Imall Rocky 
Ifles, frequented only by Bears; betwixt 
whicn, it is likely, thefe Ice Ihoals might be 
forced in betwixt thofe RoCks, with luch vi- 
olence, and in liich vaft heaps, that the Sun 
being not ftrong enough to melt them in 
the Summer Sealbn ; they became in procels 
of time to be petrefied, and conlequently 
ftop’d up the whole Paflage into the Old 
GrednUnd ; lb that ever fince there has not 
been the leaft News heard of the Pofterity 
of thole Norwegians that Iritled there. 

’Tis not unlikely, that the lame Plague 
which raged in 1 348, all over the North, 
being tranlplauted out of Norway into Green- 
Undy did Iwccp a^y moft of their Iriliabi- 
tants, as it happened in divers other Coun- 
tries of the North. I am apt to perlwade 
my lelf, that Gotskf Lindenauy who as I told 
you, fteer’d his CouHe to the North-Eaft, 
in his firft Voyage, did either a6I:ually come to 
the (hoar of the Old GreenUndy or at leaft 
very near it ; and that the two Salvages he 
rook in thole Parts, were a< 5 f ually of the Po- 
fterity af the Andent NorwegUnsy that Ibt- 
tled in 01^ Greenland. 

On the other hand, I have heard it af- 
firm’d by very ccmfiderable Pcrlbns, who 
law and convcrlcd with them at Cofenhagen'y 
that neither thefe, nor the other Salvages, 
brought from the GuI|S4j&0«z7r (cho’ much 
different both in tboFlManners and Lan- 
^ gwagc) had nothin griper fci tl^ir Lan- 
guage or Manners, fiai had the jleaft Re- 


lation either with Denmark, or Norway ; nay, 
that the Language of thofe S^vag^ was lb 
fiur from havii^ any Congriiity With that of 
the Danes rasa Norw^iansy mat even th^ 
could not as much as undi^ftand ohe word 
they feid. 

Tlie Danijis Chronicle t^es particular 
norice, that the three Salvag^ brought frofri 
the Gulph of Davrs by the Englijh Pilot, 
l^ke lb faft and thick, that one could not 
heaf them Ipriik diftindfly, except thefe 
words, Oxa indecha ; the fignifihAtion of 
which words, no body has been able to un- 
derftand hitherto. ’Tis beyond all dilpute,' 
that That part of GreenUndy known by the 
name of ^cOld Greesdandy is only a {lender 
mtt of that vaft Tri^ of Northern Land, 
lb often mentioned in this Treatilc, and, 
that the (hoar is oppofite and neareft to Jfc- 
Undy as allb that the Norwegiansy who fet- 
tled there, did not advance very fiir into the 
Country, no more than thole, who fincc 
that rime have dilcover’d the New GrecnUsid, 
did never advance farther than to the Ports, 
and upon the fhoar ; the moft of them (as 
wc told you before) not daring as much as 
to venture to fet foot afhoar. 

I had it from the Lord Great Marlhal of 
DenmarlCs own Mouth, that in tfec laft Voy- 
age made thither by the Danes in 1^36, 
they by certain figns enquired of the Green- 
Undersy Who came to Traffick with them, 
whether there lived another People like them- 
felves, beyond the Mountains, they law about 
1 o or 1 X Leiguesdiftant front the SCa fide ; 
whereupon the Salvages did give them to 
underftand by certain figns, that there a£hi- 
ally lived otner Men, having no hair upon 
their heads, on the other fide of thofe Moun- 
tains, That they wer^ of a Gyantick Su- 
ture, with vaft BoWs and Arrows, lolling 
all ftrangers that came into their ^untry. 
But no real certainty can be of thefe 

Peopl^ no more than of the Country they 
Inhabit ; both the Ancient and Modern Hi- 
ftories bring filent in this Point; the only 
thing we are certain of^ is. That Greenland 
is without Compariibn of a much I^ger ex- 
tent, than has been Utherto d^ravertd by 

the NorwegUnsy Danes waA Et^lips.

tom of the Sea ; it is ihoft probable that 
tbefe Whales don’t live upon rhefo Spiders, 
neither uponthefo Herbs, but upon the Sea, 
wbicb pmduces both; the Sea hercibouts 
being fo covered with thefo liifovSls, thatje 
appears quite black, an infallible fign to 
thofe who go about carcliing of Whales, 
that they are likely to make a good booty ; 
the Whales generally delight in that part 
of the Sea , which produces thefo In- 
fodls.^ 

Sometimes they take of thefo Whales in 
fo vaft numbei*s, and in fo prodigious a 
bignels, that the Ships are not flitficicnt 
to carry all the Lard, but arc forced to 
leave part of it behind them, in order to 
carry it away the next Year. 

It is obfervable that ne\x'r any thing cor- 
rupts or pumfies in this Country; even 
the dead Oarcafles buried 30 Years before, 
appear as entire and as well coloured, as 
they did at the lame Moment they gave up 
tlie GholL 

Here arc certain Hutts cre6bcd a long 
time ago, for the convcniency of boiling 
the Whalb Oil or Grccfo ; thelc appear the 
folf-fome; without the leaft alteration, now, 
as they did from the beginning, when they 
were built, the Wood being as firm and as 
frefh, as it was the day it was cut from the 
Tree. To (peak the truth of thefo North- 
ern Parts, the dead fare better here than 
the living ; for if the firft don’t Corrupt 
the Jiving don’t keep long in Health ; 
witnels pcx>r Lconin (baorc mentioned) who 
returned from this Voyage fo cramp’d with 
Cold, that he lived not long after. 

All the Birds you meet with her^ are 
Water-birds, there beir^ not one kind of 
them living upon Land- They have Ducks 
in great abundance, befides divers other 
forts of Water-fowl not known to Strangers. 
The Grand Marfhal of penmarl^ has fovei'al 
of them by him ftuffed out, it being im- 
poflible to bring them to Copenhagen alive. 

Feathers and Beaks, are not unlike 
thofo of the Paroquets, and their Feet arc 
like thofe of the Ducks. Thofo that have 
them, afllirc us, that they fing vefy 
^udy, elpecially when maiw pF them 
toucher, they make a moft harmoni- 
ous node.

TTic poor Salvages quite dilhaay'd at 
their lols^ did in the rooft fobmiillve Po- 
fture, and with all the engaging figns in 
the World beg the Danes to rcltoix: iliem 
their Weapons, giving them w underftand^ 
that as , they lived upon Hunting, and muft 
PeriQi for want of them, they would give 
them their Cloaths in exchange for them. 
The Danes moved with Conipallion, refto- 
red them tlielr Arms, which they joyfully 
received upon their bended Knees : The 
Danes to engage them the more, produced 
their Toys, ancf made Ibmc trifliitg Prefents 
to “the Salvages, who were infinitely delight- 
ed with them, and in lieu thereof, gave to 
the Danes divers Ibrts of Birds, and fbme 
fiit of Fifhes. One of thefe Salvages catt- 
ing his eyes upon a little Looking-glaft, in 
which he faw his face, was ib taken with 
it, that he put it in his Bofcni, and run a- 
way as faft as his leggs could carry him, 
the Danes having the diverfion of laughing 
at his fimplicity, as they had occafion to 
do loon after at the reft of the Salvages, 
who l^g one of their Ships Crew, with 
black hair and flat faced, not unlike them- 
ielves, miftook him for one of their Coun- 
try men, and Carrels’d him as if they had 
been very old Acquaintance. 

Captain JAuneck^ Icftdiis Ifle the next day,

Betwixt thefe two Ifles, where was a huge 
Ice Ihoal, about zz Fathoms high ^ which 
being loofened from the Shoar, and broken 
in two Pieccs,did fink to the bottom of the Sea 
with fb violent a Motion, that the Waves 
did arilc like Mountains, as if it had been iii 
a violent Tempeft, and put our Ship in great 
danger of being (wallowed up by them.

eft degree of Scurvy, a JJilfemper very com- 
mon and fufficiently known in the Nonhem 
parts of the W'orld. Such as died were 
forced to be kept above Ground, the reft 
wanting ftrength to bury them. 

By this time the want of Bread encrcafing, 
they were conftrained to digg under the 
Snow, where by good cliance they found a 
certain fort of Berries, which they did feed 
upon for foroc time; but thr worft was, 

^ they would not keep in die Icaft, where- 
fore th^ were obliged to boil and cat them 
immediately. The Journal mentions the 
lath of j^fril as a very remarkable day, be- 
^ulc it then rained the firft time, after 7 
Months, there having not fain a drop 
rain in all that tune.

whether any of his Crew were living 4>r 
not j an^ out of 64. that came aloi^ widi 
him, f^und only two alive. Thcte poor 
wretches ravifti a wid\ jw to fee their Cap- 
tain, revived as it were from the I^ad, run 
to hira with open Arms, and carried him 
ftreightways to a fire, wiierewith nibbing 
his joints, they brought him pretty well to 
himfelf. They then encouraged one ano- 
J^covers, ther, rcfolving to live if poflible they could, 
but how, was the difiFxultyi they were 
forced to look for food under the Snow, 
where now and then they found fome herbs 
and roots, which had that happy effect up- 
on them, that they began to recover more 
and more every day. It being then the loih 
of Jutie, the Ice began to melt, which gave 
them opportunity to catch feme Trouts, Sal- 
mons and other fifties ; Thus what they 
eatch’d by Fiftiing and Hunting, furnifti’d 
them with Efficient Food ^ by which means 
having now recovered their full ftrength j 
tliey relolved notwitWfanding all the diffi- 
culties and dangers they were to furmount, 
to endeavour to get back to Denmark^', what 
haltencd their refblution, was, that about 
that time the Summer Scafen and rainy 
weather brought alhoar fech vaft quantities 
of Gnats j. that they were not able to abide 
dici*e. 

According to tliis relblution, they left 
thtir greateft Ship behind them, and Em- 
bark'd aboard the fmall Frigat, the 16th 
of July ; and let laii from tlic lame Port, 
where 1 told you they liad laid up their 
Ships, and was by the Captain i/amed Jem 
Muueckfs Brty, i.e. JoJmMuncck} Bay or Port, 
name: Coming into the C/jn- 
vltbtZo Sen, they met with abundance of float- 
Sexmen ing Ice fhoals, where they loft their Sloop, 
•»(y* and with much ado got their Veflel clear, 

. for having loft iheir Rudder, they were 
forced to Sften their Ship to a vaft Ice Rock, 
till it could be refitted. The Ice beginning 
to melt, they found their Sloop again, about 
10 days after j but this iaifed not long, for 
the Sea freezing and thawing again by turns, 
they got, not without a great deal of trou- 
ble, thro’ the CbrifiUn Strei^htj and thence 
by Cape Fareveel into the" Ocean ; where 
they were fiirpriled the 3d of September^ by 
lb violent a Tempeft, that they were in 
great danger of being loft j the two Seamen 
being lb tired out by the long continuance 
Tempeft, that being forced to co^ 
mit themfelves to tlic Mercy of the Ww 
and Waves, their Maft was brought by ffat 
^ Ik.'ard, and with much ado, they got the 
Sails out of the Sea into the Ship,

tenAer^ into a part of where diey 

came to an Anchor with one Anchor, the 
only one they had Idt. , 

But when they thouj^ dicrafelves fieed 
from all danm, they were allaultcd by ano- 
ther TeBq>eft,whiGhput them in moreoanger 
than ever th^ had feen before; however 
they had the good fortune onee more to o> 
feape this danger ; having found xneans tor 
run their Ship among the Rodq, theyxn^« 
(hift to get aftioar, till the fury of the 
Tempeft being paft, they netted their Vel^ 
fel, and in lome days after, got fefo into 
Denmark.^ where Captam Muneck^ gs^ve att 
Account of the Succefs of his Voyage, to the 
King, who received him no othem^^ than if 
he had been return’d firom the Dead. 

One might rcalbnably liippofe, that this 
Voyage would put a Period to Captain Mw- 
necl^s Misfortunes ; but his ill Fate not tired 
yet of purfiiing lb brave a Man, the od- 
neis of ilic Accident that bcfel him hereafter 
ought not be pafs’d by in filence. 

After Ibme ftay in Denma^k^, (durmg 
which time he mufed uppn his laft Mifear- 
riage for want of knowledge 6f the Coun- 
try) he began to be perlwaded within him- 
lelf, that there was ftill a poflibility rtf find- 
ing t)ut a Paffage to the Eaft that way>C^^* 
and therefore lefbivcd to attempt the feme i 
(cconti time. But this being a thing ofluch i» 
a Nature as to require the aftlftance of other Green 
People, he cn^eed divers Gentlemen of'“^ 
Qi-iality, and rich Citizens of Dernnarkin 
the feme defign, who entring into a So-> 
dety, they equip’d two Veflcls, which they 
committed to the care kj£ Captain Muneek. 

Havbg taken cffcdhial care to provide 
his Ships with all neceftaries, and to remedy 
all the inconveniences he had been made 
fenfible of in his former Voyage ; when be- 
ing juft ready to depart, the King of Detf 
demanded the Captain fas he was tak- 
ing his leave of him) the day fijc’d for his 
departure and thus entring upon the DiF 
courfe of his late Voyage into Cretnltmelt 
the King began to upbrwd his ConduA, as 
if his Ships had been loft by the Captain’s 
ill management. His Reply happeningiboiQ- 
what rougfier dun the King cxptmd, he 
pufti’d him widi his Cane agSnft the hieal^ 27jr; 
which the Captain taking to heart, went^H^- 
home to bed, and what vnth giieC and want 
of food (which he refilled to take) died in 
I o days after. 

But it is time to return to the liitjciSt, 
that did lead digreftion ;

PREPARATIONS 

TO THE 

VOYAGE. 


H Aving been for tniny years lmfk>rtiined, by my Honourable 
and Wprfliipful Friends, to undertake the Difcovery of that 
part of the wbrld, which is commonly called, The North-^e^ 
into South TSea^ and fo to prcx? 6 ed to and to 

Rduttd the world to tfie WeIFKTard ; being preft forward withall, by 
iignifying to me the Ebrneft Defire the King’s Moft Excellent Majefty 
had, to be filtisfi^ therein : I acquainted my much honoured Friends, 
the Merchants of Bristol therewith ; who, as ever they have been Bene- 
faftors and Ad^an^rs iS thcth that purfoe the Ways of Honour ; toge- 
ther with the ^nlai^nient and Benrat of His Majefty’s Kingdoms ; did 
fieely offer to be at the Charge of furnilhing forth Shipping for this 
purpole. And now bcii^ thus Enabled, 1 Addrcft my (elf to the Ho- 
nourable ,Sir Thomtu Roe Kt. ( as to a Learned, and furtheft employed 
Traveller by ^ and Land, this Day in J^hurd') who Joyfully pre- 
fented theirs and mine own voluntary wiQingnefs, to do His Majefty’s 
Service in this kind ; who moft gracioufly accepted of tlie Offer ; 
and Encourag^ me by many Favours in my weak Undertakings. 
Wherefore with all fpeed, 1 contrived in my Mind, the beft Model 
I could, whereby I might effeft my Defign. The Adventurers Mo- 
. nies were inftantly ready, b’hd put into a Treafurer’s Hand, that there 
^ Want of pr^ac Pay, for any thing I thought neceffary foi 
the Voyage. 

I was ever of the Opinion, That this particular Aftion might be bet- 
ter effefted by one Ship, than by two Cta^nforted ; bccaufe in thofe Icy 
Seas, fo to t'bg^ they might be ^lily feparated ; I foibear 

to fpeak of Storms and other, Acciaents : as that a Rendezvous in Difeo- 
veri^, cannot ffiitly, lot ‘Withcfbt itiucn hindfante be appointed ; and 
that focedy Perfeverance is the life of foch a Bufinefs : Wherefore I re- 
folved to have but one Ship, the^hlp*Bdkt, and a Shallop.

The ohip retblved upoor and that in Icfs time tlian Eighteen Months 
ikx T liikt conlW^ fidfW our > Ship Irf 

Seventy Tuns in Bulk and W«mt"thigbt now‘bc proportioned, in Vi> 
fhials, namely, and other Nece£ries ; this was all done, as contraffedlv 
as we could : And the number of Men it wpulid ferve, at ordinary Al- 
lowance the forementioned tunc, was fwod to be Twenty Two, a 
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fmall number to perform Inch a Jiulinels, yet double fufficient to SaiJ 
the Ship with provident Carefulneft. ^ 

The Baker, Brewer, Butcher, and others, undertake their Offices 
upon their Credits ; knowing it to be a general Bufinefs, and their utter 
undoing if they failed in Performance, but truly they proved thcmfclves 
Mafters in their Arts, and have my praife for their honeft Care ; in them 
coofifting a great part of the Performance, of the Voyage. 

The Carpenters go in hand with the Ship, to make her as ftrong 
and fcrviccable, as poffiblc in their Underhand ings they could. 

• Every thing being duly proportioned, and my fmall number of Men 
known, I began to think of the Qi-iality and Ability they flaould be of. 

Voluntary Loyterers I at firft difclaimed, and publiflied I would have 
all Unmarried, Approved, Able, and Healthy Seamen ; in a few days 
an abundant number prefented themfelves, furniffied with general fuffi- 
ciency in Marine Occafions. I firft made Choice of a Boatfaain^ and 
fome to Work with him, for fitting the Rigging of the Ship ; and as 
things went forward, Ship’d the Subordinate Creiv : And all things being 
pcrfeftly ready, I Sliip’d the Majier'% Mates ; and laft of all, the Mafttr 
of my Ship, and my Lieutenant. _ The whole Company were Strangers 
to me, and to each other, ( as by way of Familiarity ) but yet private- 
ly reconlmended by worthv Merchants, for- their Ability and Faithful- 
nefs. I was fought to by divers, that had been in Places of the chiefelt 
Command in this Aftion formerly ; and others allb that had ufed the 
Northerly Icy-Seas ; but I utterly refufed them all, and would by no 
means have any with me that had been in the like Voyage, or Adven- 
tures, for fome private Reafbfts unnecefihry here to be related ; keep- 
ing thus the Power in my own Hands, I had all the Men to acknow- 
ledge immediate liepcndancc upon my folf alone; both for Direction 
and Difpofing of all, as well of the Navigation, as all other things 
whatfbever. 

In the mean time, the better to ftren^then liiy former Studies in this 
Bufinefs, I feek after Journals, Plots, Dijeourfes, or whatever elfe might 
help my Underftanding. 

I fet Skillful Workmen to make me ^adr ants. Staves, Semicircles, ^c. 
as much, nanaely, as concern the Fabrick of them ; not trufting to their 
Mechanick Hands, to divide them ; but had them divided by an Inge- 
nious Pratfitioner in the Mathematicks, I likewifo had Comfafs-NeeMes, 
made after th6 moft rcafonableft and trueft ways that could be thought 
on : And by the Firft of Jpril, every thing was ready to be put together 
into our hopeful Ship. 

In the mean fpace, I made Journey up to London, to know His Ma- 
jefty’s further Pleafure, and to make known to him my Rcadinefs ; who, 
calling for the beforementioned honourable Knight, I fpeedily after re- 
ceived His Majefty’s Royal Letters, with Direftions for proceeding in my 
Voyage, and my Difchargc; whereupon I had forth the Ship into the 
Road, expe^ing a fair Wind to begin the Voyage.

2d of May I took 

■ my leave of the Worfliipful 

I Merchant-Ad venturers in this 

» Action, in the City of Drift cl ; 
and being accompanied with a Reverend 
Divine, one Mr. Thomas Palmer^ and di- 
vers of the Merchants, with others of 
my Kindred and Native Countrymen, I 
repaired on Board. Here Mr. Falmer 
made a Sermon ^ exhorting us to conti- 
nue Brotherly Love amongft us, and to 
be bold to profefs the True Chriftian Re- 
ligion where ever we fhould happen, in 
this our Peregrination. After they had 
received fuch Entertainment as my Eftate 
c(Hi1d afford them, they departed for 
'BrifloL This Afternoon, I made a Re- 
view of all Things, as well of Clothes, 
and other Ncceflaries, as of Viftuals ; 
and where there was found any want, we 
were prcfently furniflied. 

The 3d of May^ ( after Prayer for a 
profperous Sueceft to our Eadcavours ) 
aboBi thr«e a Cfock in the Afternoon, 
we came to Sail, end .ftood down the 
Channel of Severne^ with little Wind, 
but flowly got forward to the Weftward 
of Uni die j and then the Wind oppoftd 
it fclf fo llrongly againft us, that we 
wepc driven to bear up and come to an 
Anchor in LMndie-Kozd the 5th in tl« 
Evening, where we remained until tfte 
8th in the Morning. Now hoping the 
Wind would favour us, we came to Sail, 
but we were forcM to put into MilJWd^ 
where we came to an Anchor about Mid-

night. Here we remained till the 1 7th 
in the Morning ; when with the firft fa-* 
vouring Wind, we proceeded and Dou- 
bled about Cape Cleere of Ireland, 

The 22d we were in the Latitude yt.' 
25 . and the BUskesdi^ bear of us North- 
£afl:,about 1 2 Leagues off; which BUsles 
is in Latitude 52. 4. Here 1 ordered 
the Courle that fhould be kept ; which 
was generally Well North-Wcll, as the 
Wind would give leave, which in this 
Courfe and Difrance is very variable and 
unconllant. 

The 4th of June^ we made the Land 
of Greenland^ ftanding in with it to have 
Knowledge of the Trending of it ; it 
proved very thick foul Weather. 

The 5 th, by two a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, we found our iclves encompafled a- 
bout with Ice \ and endeavouring to 
clear our felves of it, ( by reafon wc 
could not fee far about us ) we were the 
more engaged, and ftmek many fearful 
Blows agunil k : at leogth we aiade 
ftjft to a great piece, f it b&wing a very 
Storm J and wsch P^es wrought day and 
night to keep off the Ice ; in which la- 
bour we broke all our Poles. 

The 5 th, about two a Clock in the 
Morning, wc were befet with many ex- 
traordinary great pieces of Ice that came 
upon us, as it were with witllful vio- 
lence \ and doubtlols had crulhed us to 
pieces, if we had not let feu fomc Sail 
which the ShW prcftntly Mt, lnefca*p- »» 
ing that danger, wc ran agaiull another 
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great piece, that we doubted whether 
our Ship had not been ftav’d to pieces; 
but Pumpiog, we found fhe made no 
Water. The former pieces of Ice had 
crufhed our Shallop all to pieces ; where- 
fore I caufed our long Boat fpccdily to 
be had up from betwixt the Decks, and 
pat over- board j by help whereof we 
k again recoTered our broken Shallop, and 
had her up on the Decks, intending to 
new build her. All this day, we did 
'beat, and were beaten fearfully, amongft 
the ice, it blowing a very Storm. In 
theiEvcniflg, we were enclofcd atnongft 
great pieces, as high as our Poop 5 and 
fome of the fharp blue corners of them 
did reach quite under us. All thclc 
great pieces ( by rcafon it was the out- 
lide of the Ice ) did heave and fet, and 
fo beat us, that it was wonderful how 
the Ship could indure one blow of it ; 
but it was God’s only Prefervation of us, 
CO whom be all honour and glory. In 
this Extremity, 1 made the Men to let 
fall, and make what Sail they could, and 
the Ship forced her felf thorow it, tho’ 
fo tofled and beaten, as I thing never 
Ship was. When we were clear, we 
Sayed the Pumps, and found her ftanch j 
upon which we went inftantly to Prayer, 
and to praife God for his merciful deli- 
very of us. 

The 7th and 8th days, we endeavoured 
to Double about Capc/’WK«pr//, being ftill 
pcftcred with much Ice. 

The 9th, we were in Latitude 59- 00. 
and we made account the Cape Fartwell 
bare of us Due-Ealb, and fome 10 
Leagues off! The Blaskcs in IrtUnd^ is 
in Lat. 52. 4. and Cape Farewell in Lat. 
59. 00. The Courfe is Weft North- 
Well, and the Diflance about 410 
Leagues. I know very well thefe Lati- 
tudes, Courfes, and Diflancc, do not 
cxa<5ily agree with Mathematical Con- 
cluhons *, but thus we found it by Practice. 
The variation of the Compafs in Lat. $2. 
30. »nd 30 Leagues to the Weftward of 
Ireland^ is about 3. 00. to the Eallward ; 
iaLat. 57. 00. about 310 Leagues Weft 
North- Weft, from the Slashes^ the Com- 
pafs doth vary 9. 00. to the Weftward : 
in Lat. 59. 15. ibme 40 Leagues to the 
Eaftward of Cape Farewell, the Variati- 
on is about 14. 45. In this Courfe 1 
have been obfcrvant,whcther there were 
any Currant that did let to the N. It 
as fome have written there did, and that 

well in Cahn weather, as ocher wlft; 
but 1 couid not percetv>t any. The 
^ihds here are variaMc ; and the Sea 
of an unfearcbable depth. We have not 


feen from Ireland hitherto any Whales or 
other Fiih ; the Weather, for the moft 
part, was Fo^gy and Mifty, that wets as 
bad as Rain. 

The loth, all the Morning, was very 
foul Weather, and a high-grown Sea, 
although we had Ice not far off about us, 
and fome pieces as high as our Top- 
Maft-head. Our long Boat, which W’c 
were fain to Towc at Stern, (by reafon 
we were Building our Shallop on our 
Decks) broke away, and put us to Ibme 
trouble to recover her again. This we 
did, and made means to have her into 
the Ship , though very much bruifed ; 
and that I had two Men fore hurt, and 
like to be loft in the heaving of her in. 
By 8 of the Clock this Evening, we were 
fhot upas high as Cape Defolation:, for 
finding here the Land to trend away 
North and by Eaft, we certainly knew 
it to be the Cape. It ftands in Lat. do. 
00. and the Land from Cape Farewell to 
it, trends N. W. the diflancc about 40 
Leagues. The Diflancc from Cape 
folation, to the South end of the Ifland of 
Refolution, is about 140 Leagues j the 
ComTe Weft, half a Point North. The 
Lat. of the South end of the Ifland, be- 
ing d 1 . 20. fome 1 2 Leagues to the Weft- 
ward of Cape Defolatiort, the Variation 
is i5. 00. In this Courfe, we were much 
tormented, pcftcred and beaten wdth the 
Ice, many pieces being higher than our 
Top- Maft-head. In our way, wc faw 
many Grampufles amongft the Icc, and 
it feemeth the Sea is full of them : The 
Weather for the moft part, a (linking 
Fog, and the Sea very black *, w’hich 1 
conceive to be occalioaed by rcafon of 
the Fog. 

The 1 7th at night, we heard the Rut 
of the Shore, as wc thought j but it 
proved to be the Rut againft a Bank of 
Ice that Iry on the Shore. It made a 
hollow and hideous noife, like an over- 
fall of Water, which made us to rcafon 
amongft our felves concerning it for 
wc were not able to fee about us, it be- 
ing dark Night and Foggy. Wc ftood 
off from it, till break of day, then in d- 
gain; and about four a Clock in the 
Morning wc faw the Land above the 
Fog ; which wc knew to be the Ifland of 
Refelntitm, This laft Night was (b cold^ 
than an our Rigging and Sails were Brq-* 
Wc endeavoured to comrafs aboiic 
the^outbern Point of the Ifland ; for 
that we were fo much pcftcred with the 
Ice, and blinded with a very thiek Fog. 
Here runs a quick Tidt into the Straight, 
but the Ebb is as ftrong at the Flood ; 
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The Fog was of fuch a piercing nature, 
that it fpoiled all our Compallcs, and 
made them flag, and fo heavy withall, 
that they would not traverfe. Where- 
fore I would advife any, that fhall Sail 
this way hereafter, to provide Com- 
pafll-s of MnfidviA Glais, or fome other 
matter that will endure the moifture of 
the W eather. As the Fag cleared up, 
we couki fee the entrance of the Straight 
to be all full of Ice dole thronged toge- 
ther. F.ndcavnuring to go forwaid, we 
were fafl: enclofed amongll it \ and fo 
(hove to and again with it, finding no 
iM(»n:jd at 230 Fathom, four Leagues 
ti the Shore. 

I he 20th in the Morning, we had got 
the Sr>iuhern Point of the Ifland ; 
and ilie W ind came np at Weff, and 
dtove both us and the Ice upon thefliore. 
When we were driven within two 
Leagues or the Shore, we came amongft 
the moll: fliangeft Whirlings of the Sea 
that pulFibly c...n be conceived ; There 
were divfcrs great pieces of Ice aground 
in 40 Fathom Water, and the Ebb com- 
ing out of the broken Grounds of the 
Jlland, amongft chefe Hies of Ice, made 
Jhch a diflraftion, that we were carried 
round, fomeiimes clofe by the Rocks, 
fomc times clofe by thofe high pieces, 
that we were afraid they would fall up* 
on us. We were fo beaten likewife with 
the encountring of the Ice, that we were 
in a moft defperate Eftatc. We made 
fall two great pieces of Ice to our lidcs, 
with our Kedger and Grapnels, that 
drew nine or ten Fathom, that fo they 
might be a- ground before us, if fo be 
wt were driven on the Shore. But that 
delign failed us ^ and now from the top 
feeing in amongft the Rocks, 1 fent the 
Boat ( for now we had fioifhed her) to 
P e if fhc could find fome place of Secu- 
ticy; but fhc was no fooner parted, but 
Ihe was inclofed, and driven to hale up 
on the Icc, or elfe (he had been crufhed 
10 jficccs. They ran her over the Ice 
from piece to pieces and in the mean 
fpacc, with the whirling and incountring 
of the Ice, the two pieces brake away 
from our fides, and carried away our 
Kedger and Grapnels ; Then we made 
ligns to the Boat, to make aU the halle 
fhe could to us,whk:h Ihe perceiving,did ^ 
,the Men being with much difliculcy^in- 
fdreed to hale her over many pieces /bf 
Ice. In the mean Ipacc, wc made foriuc 
lail, and got to that piece of ice. That 
had our Grapnel on it, which wc again 
recovered. By this time, was our Boat 
tome *, and we put a frelh Crew into her. 


and fent her to fetch our Kedger, which 
ihe endeavoured with much danger of 
Boat and Men. By this time, the Ship 
was driven fo near the Shore, that wc 
could Tee the Rocks under us and about 
us ; and wc fliould be carried with the 
Whirlings of the Waters, clofe by the 
Points of Rocks, and then round about 
back again ; and all this, notwithHand- 
ing the fail we had abroad ; that we ex- 
pe:^ed continually when fhe Vvould be^ 
beaten to pieces. In this extremity, l' 
made them to open more Sail, and to 
force her in amonglt the Rocks mnd 
broken Grounds, and where there was 
many great pieces of Ice a-ground. We 
went over Rocks, that had but 1 2 or 1 3 
foot Water on them ; and fo let fall an 
Anchor. This Anchor had never been 
able to wind up the Ship, but that fby 
good fortune^ the Ship ran againft a 
great piece of Ice that was a-ground. 
This Rulh, brake the main Knee of her 
Beak-head, and a corner of it tore a- 
way four of our Main-Shrouds, and an 
Anchor that we had at the Bowc, faft- 
ened into it, and fo flropt har way, that 
Ihe did wind np to her Anchor. Wc 
faw the Iharp Rocks under us, and about 
ns^ and had but 15 foot Watery being 
alfo in the fides way, where all the Ice 
would drive upon us : Our Boat wc 
could not fee, which made us doubt ihe 
had been cruflicd to pieces. In her, was 
the third part of our Company ^ but by 
and by we iaw her come about a point 
amongft the Rocks. She had recovered 
our Kedger ^ which made us fomething 
joyful : With all fpeed we laid out Haw- 
fers to the Rocks, and every one did 
work to the belt of his ftrength, to 
Warp her out of this dangerous place, 
to the Rocks fide i where we had three 
fathom Water, and were under the Ihel- 
ler of a great piece of Ice th t was a- 
ground, which fhould keep off the Ice, 
that otherwife would have driven upon 
us. Here we lay very well all the Ebb> 
but when the Flood came, wc were af 
faulted with pieces of Icc, that every 
half hour put us into defpairablediRrefs. 
Wc did work continually, and extream- 
ly, to keep off the Ice. At full Sea, 
our great piece of Ice ( whioh was our 
Buckler) was a- float; and do what we 
could, got away from us, and left us in 
a moft eminent danger, by reafbn of the 
Ice that drove in upon us. But the Ebb 
being once made, this great piece of Ice 
came again a ground very favourable to 
ns, and Ihcltcrcd us all the reft of 
Ebb. ^ll Night wc wrought hard, to 
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fhift oiir Cables and Hawfcrs ^ and to 
mgkc them fall aloft on the Rocks, that 
the Ice might the better pafs under them. 
All Day and all Night it Snow’d bard^ 
and blew a very Storm at Weft, which 
drove in all the Ice out of the Sea upon 
us. In working againft the violence of 
the Ice, the Flooke of our Kedger was 
‘broken, two Arms of our Grapnels, and 
two Hawfcrs, our Shallop being again 
vclb much bruifed j whereupon to work 
Vve go on all hands to repair if. 

This Tide, the Harbour was choaked 
full of Ice, fo that it did feem firm and 
liijinovcahic ^ but when the Ebb was 
fnadc, it did move. Some great pieces 
came a ground , which did alter the 
CouiTc of the other Ice, and put us on 
the Kecks. Here, notwithftaiiding all 
our uttermoft Endeavours, flic fettled 
upon a (harp Rock, about a yard above 
the Main- Malt \ and as the Water Ebbed 
nway.> flic hung after the Head, and 
heel’d to the Oflingk Wc made Cables 
and Havvfers aloft to her Malts, and fo 
10 the Rocks, fl raining them tough with 
our T ackles^ butlheas the Water Eb- 
bed^way, funk ftill ^ that at length Ihe 
was fo turned over, that wc could not 
fland in her. Having now done all to 
the beftof our Underftandings, (but to 
little purpofe) we went all upon a piece 
of Icc, anti fell to Prayer, befeeching 
God to be merciful unto us. It wanted 
yet iin hour to low Water, and the 1 idc 
did want a toot and a half to Ebb, to 
what it had Ebbed the lafl: Tide. We 
were careful Obfervers of the low Wa- 
ters, and had marks by Stones and other 
'I'hir.gs which we had fet up., fo that we 
could not be deceived. The Sliip was 
fo turn’d over, that the Poitlcfs of the 
Foiccaftle was in the Water ; and we 
did look every minute when Ihe would 
over-fet. Indeed at one time, the Ca- 
bles gave way, and flie funk down half a 
foot at that flip ; but unexpcdedly it 
began to flow, and fenfibly we perceived 
the Water to rile apace, and the Ship 
withall. Then was our Sorrow turned 
to joy, an^ wc all fell on our Knees, 
praifing God for his Mercy, in fo mira- 
culous a Deliverance. 

As foon as ftie was freed from this 
Rock, we wrought hard to get her fur- 
ther off. All the Flood, we were pretty 
quiet fiom the Ice i but when the Ebb 
was made, the Ice came all Reiving again 
•upon us, Which put us to 4 great extre- 
mity. Wegot«s many pieces ftetwixt 
us and the Rq^:ks as^'we- couki,. to fence 
us from the Rock^* ThtTC cg-Offe a great 
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piece upon our quarter, which was a- 
bovc 300 of my Paces about, but it came 
a-ground. Thus did divers great pieces 
belides, which was the ocenfiou, that 
this Tide the Harbour was quite choakc 
upi fo that a Man might go any way 
over it, from fide to fide. When it was 
three quarters Ebb, thefe great pieces 
that came a ground,began to break w'ith 
a moft tcirible thundering noife ; which 
put us in a great fear, rhat thofe about 
us would bleak us all 10 j>icces. But God 
prefer ved us. 

The 22th in the Morning, the Water 
recr’d to a lower Ebb than the laft Tide 
had done by two foot, whereby we faw 
God’s mercies apparent in our late ex- 
tremity. That Flood we had feme re- 
fpite from our f^abours ^ but after full 
Sea, our hopes Ebb too. The great 
piece that was by us, fo ftopt the Chaa- 
licl, that the Icc came all driving upon 
us i fb that now undoubtedly wc thought 
wc fliould have loft our Ship. To work 
thereupon we go, with Axes, Bars of 
Iron, and any thing proper for fuch a 
jmrpofe ^ to break the coiners of the Icc, 
and to make way for it to drive away 
from us. It pleafed God to give good 
Succefs to our Labours j and we made 
way for I'omc, and fended off the reft $ 
and got fb much of the fofter fort of the 
kc betvvixt us and the Rocks, that we 
were in pretty feenrity. But at low 
Water, thofe pieces tb.it were a-ground^ 
breaking, kept a moft thundering noife 
about us. This day I went afliore, and 
built a great Beacon wiiii Stones upon 
the highdi place of the llland, and put 
a Crofs upon it,and named this Harbour, 

1 he IJarbour of Cod*s Providence, 111 the 
Evening, the Harbour was fuller of the 
Ice than ever it !had been fince wc came 
hither \ and the greater pieces ground- 
ed, and ftopt tlic reft, that none went 
out the Ebb, but the Ship lay as if Ihe 
had lain in a bed of Ice, 

The 23d in the Morning, with the 
Flood, the Ice drove up amongft the 
broken grounds ^ and with the Ebb, 
drove all out fit being then very Calm) 
except one extiaordinary great piece) 
which coming a-giouad not far from us,^ 
fettled it felf in fuch a manner, that wc 
much, fear’d him. But there came no- 
mofe great Ice after him ^ ocherwife wc 
muft have expeded as great danger, as 
at any time heretofore. 1 took the Boat, 
and went alhore upon the Eaftern-iide, 
to fee if i could find any place freer 
from danger than this unfortunate place, 
where araongfe the Rocks I diferkd a 
6 H likely 
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likely place. From the top of the Hill 
where 1 was, 1 could fee the Ship. It 
was now almoft low Water \ at which 
inftant the forementioned piece of Ice 
brake with a terrible noife into fpur pie- 
ces, which made me doubtful it'had not 
fpoiled the Ship, it being fuH talf 'Maft 
high. \ made what ha|Ee I could to the 
Boat, and fo to the tobe fatisfied ; 
where 1 found all well, God be thanked, 
for that the Ice had broken from the 
Ship-ward. J inltantly fent away the 
Boat, to Sound the way to a Cove that 1 
had found ^ which was a very dangerous 
paflage for the Boat. At her return, we 
Unmoor’d the Ship, and with whatfpeed 
pofiible warpt away from amongft this 
terrible Ice. We were not a Mile from 
them, but they brake all to pieces 5 and 
would furely have made us bear them 
company, but that God was more mer- 
ciful unto us. Wc got about the Rocks, 
and lb into this little Cove which 1 had 
fb newly difeovered. Here we made 
fall to the Rocks, and thought our lelvcs 
in indiflereiit fafety; which being done, 
i went afhore again, to wander up and 
down, to fee what I could difeover. 1 
found it all broken rocky Grounds, and 
not fo much as a Tree, Herb, or Grafs 
upon it : Some Ponds of Water there 
were in it, which were not yet thawed, 
and therefore not ready for the Fowl : 
We found not in the Snow any footing 
of Deer, or Bears, but Foxes we law 
one or two. 

Wc found where the Salvages had 
been, but it was long lincc. They had 
made five Hearths, and we found a few 
Firebrands about them ; and fome Heads 
and Bones of Foxes, with Ibmc Whalc- 
Bones : I could not conceive to what 
purpofe they (hould come thither ; for 
wc Could find none or very little Wood 
on the Ihoares Ikk, and no Ftfh at all ^ 
though we did dmly endeavour to take 
fonie. But it may be the Seafon was not 
yet come. 1 named this Cove by the 
Maftcr^s Name of my Ship, Priced Cove, 
Tbc Latitude of it is di. 24. the Varia- 
tion. The Firebrands and Chips which 
1 rpake of, had been cot with ibme Hat- 
chet or Idilrument of Iron. From the 
tpp of the Hills, we could fee the lllaqds 
that are on the South fhore.aad commorf- 
ly called Sir Thomms iljvr ton’s Illes : T^y 
did bear South and By-Ealt, half a Pmnt 
Eafterly ^ fomc 14 or 1 5 L^gues diftant 
upon the Change day, it flows hereieven 
a Clock and a half, and the tidehigheft 
at moft three Fathoms. 1 he Flood comes 
from the Eailwards, and thither it re- 


turns. 1 have been obfervant from the 
top of the Hills, whence 1 might d-efery 
the great pieces of Ice two Or three 
Leagues froth the Shore, drive to and 
again with the Flood and Ebb Indifile- 
rcntly. Hence 1 colleded, that alTured- 
ly there is no Currant ftts in here, but 
that it is h mecr Tide. Near the Shore, 
the Eddies whirl into twenty Manners, 
when the Ebb is made ; Which be- 
caule it comes out of the broken ground 
amonglf the Ice that is a-gfound laear 
the Shore : Befides widch realbn', there 
b.e dfvers Rocks lying under Water, on 
which you fhall have now 30, then 12, 
and anon but 8, and then 20 Fathom ^ 
and thefc uncertainties occafions fueb di- 
llra^ions. I would therefore advile 
none to come too near thole dangerous^ 
Shores, for fear he lofe his Ship, and fo 
by confifqucncc all : The lalt Night wc 
took better red than we had done in ten 
Nights before. 

And this Morning, being the 24tb, 
there fprung up a fair galc/of Wind at 
Eaft ^ and after Prayer we unfallened 
our Ship, and came to Sail, fleering be- 
twjxt great pieces of Jee, that were a- 
ground in 40 Fathom , and twice as 
high as our Top^ Mali- head. 

Wc went forth of this Cove, upon 
the Flood, and had none of thofc Whir- 
lings of the Waters, as we had at our 
going into it. We endeavoured to gain 
the North Shore, and kept oar felves 
within a League of the Shore of the 
Ifland of Refolntion^ where we had ibme 
clear Water to fail thorow. In the Of- 
fing, it was all thick throng’d together, 
as might be pofiible. By twelve a Clock 
we were fall inclofed, and notwithfland- 
ing it blew very hard at Eaft, yet wc 
could make no way through it i but the 
hard corners of the Ice did grate us with 
that violence, as I verily thought it 
would have grated the Planks from the 
Ships fides. Thus we continued in tor- 
ment till the 25th day, driving to and 
again in the Ice, not being able to fee an 
Acre of Sea from Top-Maft-head. 

The 25th, was Calm Sun-fhiae We»- 
ther, and wc took the Latitude and Va- 
riation. The Latitude is , the Va- 
riation we Sounded, and had ground at 
140 Fathom, fmall white Sand. 1 caufed 
the Men to lay out fome Fifhing Lines, 
but to no purpofe \ for 1 could not per- 
ceive that the Bait had been fo much as 
touched.

Next Morning, being the 17th, the 
Wind came fomething favourable, and 
wc W'cighed.The Shore being fomething 
rlearof icc, (though very thick all to 
the Oiling) we flood alongft it S. and S. 
by W. fomc 10 Leagues. In the After- 
noon, tlie Wind came contrary, and we 
came again to an Anchor, within a Mile 
of the Shore; for to Sea- board, was all 
thick Ice, and unpafiable. 1 went a- 
flioi c my felf,to be rcfolved of the 1 idc, 
and found wldlfl I was alhore, that it 
(.lid flow two Foot ; and at that time the 
rio.'d came from the S. W. by W. 1 
d ubred it was an half Tide, which af- 
i .'ivvaids 1 found to be true. 1 found 
wl.cio clc Savages had been upon the 
lll iiid ; bin could fee little or no drift- 
Wood on the Shore, no lieafts on the 
liUnd, nor FiO^es in the Sea. It Flows 
on the Change Day about ana Clock. 
Wc fdw fome Fowl on it *, of which wc 
killed one, and returned on Board. This 
I Hand is very low Land, little higher 
than a dry Sand-Bank. It hath Ponds 
upon it of frelh Water, but no Grafs ; 
and is utterly Barren of all Goodnefs. 

The i8th in the Morning, the Wind 
came fomething favourable , and we 
Weighed and came toSail; for thelcc was 
nil come about us. We endeavoured to 
proceed to the Weflward, intending to 
fall with the Weflern-Land about the 
Latitude 63. 00. By 1 2 a Clock (ha- 
ving been much pefltred) we were come 
TO a firm range of Icc; but it plcafed 
God that the Wind larged , and wc 
Stowed away S. S. W. at Noon in Lati- 
tude 62. OD. By four in the Evening 
(having cfcapcd dangerous Blows) wc 
were come ( as we thought ) into an 
•o\icn Sea, and joyfully fleered away W. 
and W. by N. although that Joy was 
fooii quailed. By 10 at Night wc 
heard the Rut of the Ice ; and it grew 
a thick Fog , and very dark with it : 
ncvcrthelefs we proceeded , and the 
nearer we came to it, the more hideous 
noife it made. 

The 1 9th, by three in the Morning, 
wc v\ ere come to it, and as it did clear 
a little, we could fee the Ice 5 which 
were as thick rands of Ice, as any we 
had yet feen. Thcfe being unpaffeblf, 
and moreover the Wind at N. W. wc 
Stowed alongft it, hopcing to Weather it 
^ to the Southward ; but at lafb, we be- 
came fo blinded with Fog, and fo in- 
compafled with Icc, that wc could go no 
further. 

The 20th in the Morning ( notwith- 
llanding the Fog ) wc endeavoured to 


get to the Weflward ; our Ship beat- 
ing and knocking all this while moft 
fearfully. 

In this Wilfuincfs wc continued till the 
lift, when being fall amongfl the Ice, I 
obferved we were in Latitude 60, 33. 
and then looking what Damage our Ship 
might have received, wc could perceive 
that below the Plate of Iron, which was , 
before her Cut-Water, Ihe was all brui- ^ 
fed and broken ; the two Knees Ihe had 
before, to flrengthen her, fporled <Ind 
torn *, and many other Defe<fls, which 
we could not by any means come to 
mend. Notwithflanding all this, and 
the extraordinary thick Fog, fthat wc 
could not lee a Piflol Ihot about us ) wc 
proceeded with the hazard of all. 

Till the 27th ; which was the firll 
time wc had clear Weather to look about 
us: The Wind withal came up at South, 
and the Ice did open Ibrncthiag 5 fo that 
we made fome way thorow it to the 
Weflward. In the Evening, we were 
faft again, and could go 410 further ; 
the Wind veering from the South to the 
Eafl, and blowing a frelh Gale. This 
occafioned our Griefs the morc,that with 
a good Wind we could not go forward ;

Bulged. We hoifted the Boat over* 
board, and double Mann’d her, to go 
ieek and found a way out of this perilous 
place. She was no fooncr gone, but 
there rofe a Fog ; fo that wc were fain to 
fpend fomc Powder that fhc might hear 
whereabouts we were. The Wind dull’d 
fomcthing , otherwife it had doubtful 
whether (he could ever have recovered 
to us again. After (he had been abfent 
about two hours, (be brought us word, 
that it was ail Rocks and Breaches round 
about us; and that withal, (he had found 
a way, where there was not lefs than 
two Fathom and a half, and that after- 
wards the Water did deepen. Wc did 
prefen tlyWeigh,and follow theBoat,aod 
paft over two L^ges of Rocks,on which 
there was fcarce 14 foot Water : then it 
did deepen to three, four, and ib to 14 
Fathom ; then it Ihoalded again to nine. 
It being now Night, wc came to an An- 
chor ; where we rid indifferent well all 
the Night. In the Morning, the Wind 
came contrary, fo that we could not go 
that way wc intended to clear our lel^es, 
and therefore wc went to Work, to fit 
our Holds, to Splice our Cablet ; \ind 
made ready two Shot, and fo placed them 
in the Hold, that they might upon all 
Occafiont run clear; the ends of them 
being Mined to the Main-Mad. We 
likewKelookt to our Anchors, and fitted 
our fpare ones. Wc got out our long 


Boat from betwixt the Decks ; which 
was very much broken and biuifed. .

The 3d Day in the Afternoon, wc 
had a tearing Storm at N. which conti- 
nued till midnight in extream violence. 

The 4th in the Morning ( the Storm 
being broke up) wc ftood in again S. W. 
The Weather was very thick, and wc 
Sounded continually ^ but by Noon it 
cleared, and we faw the Land. Here it 
did trend S. by E. and the 7 'idcs did fet 
alongfl: it, with a quick Motion. ^ In the 
Evening there came a great rowling Sea 
out of the N. N. E. and by eight a 
Clock it blew very hard at S. E. and by 
reafon of the incounter of the Wind and 
this great Sea , the Sea was all in a 
Breach *, and to make up a perfed Tem- 
peft, it did fo Lighten, Snow, Rain and 
Blow, all the Night long, that 1 was ne- 
ver in the like : Wc Ihipt many Seas, 
hut one moft dangerous, which rackt us 
fore and aft, that 1 verily thought it had 
funk the Ship, it ftrook her with fuch a 
violence. The Ship did labour moft 
terribly in this diftradtion of Wind 
and Waves •, and wc had much ado to 
keep all things faft in the Hold, and be- 
twixt Decks. 

The 5 th in the Morning, the Wind 
Ihiftcd S. W. but changed not his Con- 
dition; but continued in his old anger 
and fury. In the Afternoon, it fhifted 
again to the N. W. and there (bowed 
his uttermoft Malice ; and in that tear- 
ing violence, that nor I, nor any that 
were then with me, ever faw the Sea 
in fuch a Breach.

one wink in 30 hours before. If this 
Storm had coritinued Eafterly, as it was 
at firft, without God’s Goodnefs we had 
all perilhed. 

The 6th, the Wind was at S. W. fa 
that we could do no good to the Weft- 
ward. We fpent the time therefore in 
trimming of our Ship : We brought all 
our Coals (which for the moft part was 
great CoalJ aft; as wq alfo did fomc 
other Things, and all to lighten her a- 
fore. Othersdid pick our Bread, where- 
of there was much wet 1 for do what 
we could, we Ihipt abunaanceof Water 
betwixt Decks, which ran into the Hold, 
and into our Bread-Room -, for the Sea, 
indeed, lb continually over- rackt us, that 
we were like 7 in the Whales- Belly. 
We over- looked our Tacks and Shoots, 
with other Riggings of Strefs *, bccaufc 
that hcnceforwaicl we were to look for 
no other but Winter U'cathcr. This 
Evening our Boatfwain (a painful Man, 
and one that had laboured cxtrcamly 
thefe two or three days) was very Sick, 
Swouning away three or four times; in- 
fomuch that we thought verily he would 
prefently have died. 

The 7th in the Morning, the Wind 
came up at S. E. and we ftood away S. W. 
under all the Sail we could make. In 
this Courft, we faw an Ifland, and came 
clofe aboard it, and had 20 Fathom Wa- 
ter, which was fome comfort to us ; for 
hitherto we could not come within four 
or five Leagues of the Shore, at that 
depth. This Ifland ftands in Latitude 
54. 10. In the Afternoon we ftood a- 
way S. W. and In the Evening had the 
Shoalding of the Weftern Shore, in ten, 
eight, and feven Fathom, but it was fo 
thick, that wc could not fee the Land. 

It is about 14 Leagues betwixt this Ifland 
and the Main. 

The 8th was thick, foggy, and Calm ; 
which fo continued till the 9th about fix 
in the Morning ; The Wind then com- 
ing op at S. S. W. (though very foggy 
wc ftood to the Eaftward, keeping our 
Lead going continually. In the Evening 
the Water (hoalded to ten and nine Fa- 
thom, wherefore wc ftood off and on all 
Night. 

The I oth we made it ; finding it ait 
Ifland of about eight or nine Leagues * 
lorig. It ftands in Latitude 53. 5. and 
about 1 $ Leagues from the Weftern-

was no worie ; and €o fitted all things 
^ain, cukI got farther off and came to 
an Anchor. In the Evening, it began to 
blow very bard at W. S. W. whira if it 
bad done whilft we mtrt on the Rocks, 
we had loll; onr Ship withont any Re- 
demption. With tnneh ado, we Weigh’d 
wr Anchor, and let her drive to the 
Eidlward ainongft the broken Grounds 
and Rocks,the D^t going before,Sonad- 
ing. At length, we came amoogft 
Breaches, and the Boat ihade figns to us 
that there was no ^oing further. A- 
mongft the Rocks therefore we again 
came to an Anchor, where we did tide 
all Ni^ht, and where our Men which 
were tired out with extream Labour , 
were iudifierent well refrelhed. Here 1 
firft noted, that when the Wind was at 
S. it flowed very little or no Water at 
all, ib that we could not bring our Ship 
aground to look to her ^ tor we did 
Pump almoft continually. 

The i3Ch at Noon we Weighed, and 
Rood to the Weftward •, but in that 
Cofurfe, it was all broken Grounds, 
Sfaoalds and funken Rocks ^ fo that we 
wondered with our (elves, how we came 
in amon^ them in a thick Fog. Then 
we fhapM our Courfe to the Northward, 
and after (bme Confultation with my Af- 
ibciates,! relblved to get about this Land, 
and fo to go down into the bottom of 
Hudfanh Bay, and fee if 1 could difeover 
a way into the River of Ctmsda ^ and if 
1 fdled of that, then to Winter on the 
Main Land $ whinre there is more com- 
fort to be expeded, then among Rocks 
or Iflands. We flood alongft the Shore, 
in light of many Breaches. When it 
was Night, wc flood under our Forefail, 
the Lead dill going. At lad, the Wa- 
ter fhoalded upon us, to ten Fathom, and 
it began to blow hard. We Tackc a- 
bout, and it did deepen to \x aud 14 
Fathom, bat by and by, it Ihoslded a- 
gain to eight Fathom: Then we Tatkt 
about again, and fuddenly it fiioakled to 
fix and five Fathom, fb we druckour 
Sail amain, and chopt to an Anchor, re- 
folving to ride k out for Life and Death. 
Wc rid all Ni^ht a great drefs i fb that 
our bits did rife, aed we thought they 
Would have been tom to pieces.

In the Afternoon, the Wind came op at 
N. E. and wc dood alongd the Eadern 
more in fight of a multitude of Breaches. 
In the Evening it began to blow a Storm 
S*il*worthy, and the Sea went very 
btgn, and was aD in a Breach. Our 
Shallop , which wc did now Tow at 
Stern, being Moor’d with two Hawfers, 
was funk ; and did fpin by her Moor- 
mgs, with her Keel up, 20 times in an 
hour. This made our Ship to Hull very 
broad, lb that the Sea did continually 
over-rake us^ yet we endured it, and 
thought to recover her. Ail Night, the 
Storm continued with violence, and with 
fome Rain in the morning, it then being 
very thick Weather. The Water Ihoal- 
ded apace, with fuch an over-grown Sea 
witha],that a Sail was not to be endured*, 
and what was as ill, there was no truft- 
ing to an Anchor. Now therefore be- 
gan wc to prepare our felves, how to 
make a good end of a miferable tormeut- 
cd life. About Noon, as it cleared up, 
wc law two Iflands under ourLcc,wherc-> 
upon we bare up to them j and feeing 
an opening betwixt them, we endea- 
vour^ to get into it before Night *, for 
that there was no hope of us, if we con- 
tinued out at Sea that Night. There- 
fore come Life, come Death, we mull 
run this hazard. We found it to be a 
good Sound ^ where we rid all Night 
fafely, and recovered our Strengths a- 
gain, which were much impared vfith 
continual Labour. But before we could 
get into this good Place , our Shallop 
broke away, ( being Moor’d with two 
Hawfers) and we loll her to our great 
Grief. Thus now had we but the Ship- 
Boat, and (he was all torn and bruifed 
COD. This Ifland was the fame that 
we had formerly Coafled the Weft- 
era fide of, and had naqoied my Lord 
Frry?«;i’s Ifland. Here we remained till 
the rptb, in wbkh time it did nothing 
but Snb^ and blow cxtreamly , info- 
much that wc durft not put oor Boat 
over-board. 

The X9tb, the Wind fhifted N. N. E. 
ahd we Weir’d and ftood to the South- 
ward ; but by Noon the Wind came up 
at S.' and we came to an Anchor un-

All this lafted with us, until the 30th 
and four Fathom, wherefore we ftruck of this Month of September^ which we 
Sails amain, and chopt to an An- thought would have put an end to our 
cll^r*, hut it was very foul ground, and Mifcrics*, fot now wc were driven a* 
when the Ship was winded up, we had mongft Rocks, Shoalds, Over-falls, and 
but three Fathom at her Stern. As it Breaches round about us, that which 


cleared, wc could fee the Breaches all a- 
longft under our Lee, holding it fafe 
therefore to ftay long here, we fettled 
every thing in order, for the Ship to 
fall the right way. We had up our An- 
chor, got into deep Water, and flood 
over again for Sir Thomas Roe^^ Ifland ; 
which by Night wc brought in the Wind 
of us, fomc two Leagues off, which did 
well fhelter us. The Tides run very 
quick here amongfl thefe Shoalds; and 
their times of running Ebb, or Flood, 
be very uncertain : Their Currants arc 
likewife fo diflrafled, that in the Night 
there is no Sailing by the Compafs ; 
wherefore we were fain to feck every 
Night fome new place of Security to 
come to an Anchor. 

The 24th in the Morning, it did 
lower, and threaten a Storm , which 
made us with the Windward Tide , 
Weigh to get nearer under the Ifland . 
It was very thick foggy Weather ; and 
as wc flood to the North Eaflward, we 
came to very uncertain depths 5 at one 
call 20 Fathom, the next feven, then 10, 
five, eight, and three, and coming to 
the other Tack, wc were worfe than we 
were before, the Currants making a fool 
of our bell Judgments in the thick Fog 
when wc could fee no l.and-Marks. It 
pleafed God that we got clear of them, 
and endeavoured to get under the Lee of 
the Ifland. This being not able to do, 
wc were fain to come to an Anchor in 35 
Fathom,fome two Leagues off the Shore : 
All this Afternoon (and indeed all Night 
^00) it did Snow and Hail, and was very 
Cold. . 

The 25th wc Weighed, and thought 
to get to the Eaflward ; but as wcTackt 
to and again, the Wind fhifted foin our 
Teeths, that it put us Within a quarter 
of a Mile of the very Shore ; where wc 
chopt to an Anchor, and rid it out for 
, Life and Death. Such M^ftrics as thefe 
we endured amoD®fl th' •i 5 ?hoalds ahd 
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way to turn we knew not ; but there rid 
amongfl them in extremity of dill refs. 
All thefe Perils, made a mofl hideous and 
terrible noile in the Night Seafon ; and 
I hope it will not be accounted ridicu- 
lous, if I relate with what Meditations I 
was affeded, now and then, amongfl 
my ordinary Prayers ; which I here af- 
ford the Reader, as 1 there conceived 
them in thefe few ragged and torn 
Rhimei

We have with confideme relied upon

When the fierce Winds fitatter'd black nights afunder, 
Whofe pitchy Clouds, fpitting forth Fire andfbunder. 
Hath jhook the Earth, and made the Ocean roar-. 
And run to hide it, in the broken jhore : 

Now thou mufi Steer by faith ; a better guide, 

'Twill bring thee fafe to Heaven againfi the Tide 
of Satans CMalice. Now let qutet gales 
of faving Grace, injpire thy ^^alous Sails* 

Thcfirfl of OHober was indifferent fair 
Weather, and with a Windward Tide, 
out went our Boat, to Sound a Channel 
to help us out of this perilous Place. 
The Boat, within two hbufs returned 5 
and tbld us, how fhe had been a way 
where there was no lefs than 1 2 Fathom^. 
Wc prefently thereupon Weighed, but 
fojnd ft othOTwife, and came amongft 
many ftrange Races , and Over-faUs, 
upon which there went a very great 
and breaking Sea : As we preceded, 
the Water fhoalded to fix Fathom. 

WeH! 
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Well \ There was no remedy, we muft 
1,0 forward, happy be lucky , feeing 
iiiere neither was any riding, and as lit- 
tle hope to turn any way with a Sail, but 
that there appeared prefent death in it. 
It plcafed God fo to diredl us,that wegot 
thorow it, having no lefs than five feve- 
ral, and all very uncertain depths. The 
Water, fomctinies deepened to 20 Fa- 
thoms, then upon a fudden, it fhoaldcd 
to feven, lix, and five Fathoms ^ fo we 
Itnick all oisr Sails amain, and chopt to 
an Anelioi, where we rid till Midnight, 
for litc and death, it blowing a meici- 
Icfs gale of Wind, and the Sea going 
very lolty, and all in a breach : The 
Ground was foul Giound too, info- 
mucli that we doubted our Cable every 
Minute. 

The 2d in the Morning was little 
Wind wherefore taking the opportuni- 
ty of the Ticic, the Boat w'ent forth to 
Sounds which returning again in two 
hours, rold us how tlicy had Sounded a- 
bontihat flioald, and had found a place 
of fome fafety to ride in, and had been 
in no lefs Water than five Fathom. We 
Weighed, and found our Cable galled in 
tv*^o jdaces ^ which had foon failed us, if 
the toul Weather had continued. Wc 
flood the fame way that the Boat did di- 
rect us^ but it proved fo Calm, that we 
carac to an Anchor in 1 8 Fathom. I took 
the Boat, and went alhorc on an Bland 
that was to the Southward of us, which 
1 named. The Eat I of Danby’/ Jfland : 
From the highcfl place in it, 1 could fee 
it all broken Grounds and Shoalds to the 
Southward \ and rather worfe than any 
thing better than that which we had 
been in. 1 found that the Salvages had 
been upon it, and that it was full of 
Wood. 1 made hafte to the Boat to 
found the Bay for fear of Shoalds and 
funken Rocks, but found it indiflerent 
good. Toward the Evening it began to 
blow hard ^ wherefore we made towards 
the Ship. She put forth a Buoy and a 
Warp \ and we rowing for life to reco- 
ver her, were put to the Leeward of 
her*, but by getting hold of the Warp, 
we hal’d up to her. The Boat wc left 
half full of Water, our felvcs being as 
wetasdrownM Rats ^ and it made us 
the more rejoyce, that we had clipp’d 
this great danger. All this .Night, we 
bad a very hard rodc-flecde, it bloftiring 
a moft violent gale of Wind, with Snow 
and Hail. 

The 3d about Noon, the Wind dull’d, 
and we had np our Anchor, ftandin^ in 


further into the Bay into four Fathdtn 
and a half Water. Here Wc c^m'e again 
to an Anchor, with oUr fecond Anchor ; 
for many of our Men ^rc now ficfc, and 
the reft lb weakened, that we can hard- 
ly weigh our Shoote- Anchor : I tofbkthfe 
Boat, and went prcfcntly iflfiore to IVe 
what Corhfort I xrbuld find ; Thia Was 
the firft time that I pUt foot on this I- 
fland, which was the fiinie that we di^ 
after Winter upon. 1 found the TraoJJs 
of Deer, and faw fome Fowl \ but that 
that did rejoyce me moft, was, that I did 
fee an opening into the Land, as if it hhd 
been a River. To it wc make with all 
fpeed, but found it to be Barr’d, and 
not two Foot Water at full Sea on the 
Bar *, and yet within, a moft excellent 
fine Harbour, having four Fathom Wa- 
ter. In the Evening, I return’d aboard, 
bringing little Comfort for our Sick Men 
more than Hopes. 

The 4th, it did Snow and Blow very 
hard, yet 1 got afhorc, and appointed 
the Boat to go to another place, ( which 
made like a River) and to ftound it. In 
the mean time, I went with four more, 
fome four or five Miles up into the Coun- 
try, but could find no relief all that way 
for our Sick, but a few Berries only. 
After we had well wearied our fclves in 
the troublefome Woods, we return’d to 
the Place I had appointed the Boat to 
tarry for me *, where at my coming I ftill 
found her, Ihe having not been where I 
had ordered her, for it had blown fuch 
a fierce gale of Wind, that (he could 
not row to Windward. Thus we re- 
turn'd aboard with no good News. It 
continued foul Weather, with Snow and 
Hail, and extream Cold, till the 6th, 
when with a favouring Wind, we ftood 
in nearer to the Shore, and here Moor’d 
the Ship. 

The 7th, it Snow’d all day, fbthat wc 
were fain to clear it of the Decks with 
Shovels, and it blew a very Storm with- 
al. It continued Snowing and very cold 
Weather, and it did fo freeze, that all 
the Bows of the Ship, with her Beak- 
head, was all Ice ; about the Cable alfo* 
was Ice as big as a Man’s middle. The 
Bows of the Boat were likeWife frozen 
half a Foot thick, fo that wc’ were fain 
to hew and beat it off. The Sun did 
fhine very clear \ and we tore the Top- 
fails out of the Toijs, which were hard 
frozen in them, into a lump ^ fo that 
there they a Sunning all day, in a 
very lumpjj ic Sun not having powor 
to Thaw>or of them. After the 
' ‘Boat 
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Boat was fitted, wc Rowed towards the 
Shore, bnt could not come near fthc 
place where we were nled to Land, for 
tfiat it was all thickncd Water with the 
Snow, that had fallen upon the Sands, 
that are dry at low Water. This made 
it fo difficult to Row, that wc could not 
fet through it with four Oars, yet fomc- 
thing higher to the Weftward, we got 
afhore. Seeing now the Winter to come 
N^iis extreamly on upon us, and that we 
iXl very little Wood aboard, 1 made 
them fill the Boat, and went aboard and 
fent the Carpenter and others to cut 
Wood, others to carry it to the Watcr- 
fide, whilft the Boat brought it aboard, 
for I doubted that we were likely to be 
debar'd the Shore, and that we Hioiild 
not go to and again with the Boat, k 
was miferable and Cold already aboard 
the Ship i every thing did freeze in the 
Hold, and by the Fire fide : Seeing there- 
fore that we could no longer make nfe of 
our Sails, (which be the Wings of a Ship) 
it raifed many Doubts in our Minds that 
hereweniuft ftay and Winter. After 
we had brought lb much Wood aboard 
as we could conveniently Stow, and c- 
ncnigh as 1 thought would have lafied 
two or three Months, the fick Men de- 
fired that fome little Houfe or Hovel 
might be built a-(hore, whereby they 
might be the better flieltercd, and reco- 
ver their Healths. I took the Carpen- 
ter, (and others whom I thought fit for 
fuch a purpofe) and choofingouta Place, 
they went immediately to work upon it. 
In the mean fpace, I my felf, accompa- 
nied with fome others, wandered up and 
down in the Woods, to fee if we could 
difeover any figns of Salvages, that fo 
wc might the better provide for our 
Safeties againft them. We found no ap- 
pearance that there was any on this llland 
nor near unto it : The Snow by this time 
was half- Leg high *, and Stalking through 
it, wc returned comfortlefs to our Com- 
panions, who had all this time wrought 
well upon our Houfe. They aboard the 
Ship, took down our Top-fails in the 
mean while, and made a great Fire upon 
the Hearth in the Hatch-way ^ fo that 
having -well thaw’d them, they folded 
them up, and put them betwixt Decks, 
that if wc had any Weather, they might 
bring'thcm again to Yard : Thus in the 
Evening wc returned aboard. 

The 12th, wc took our Main-fail 
from the Yard, which iS hard frozen 
» to it, and carried it aP^ -e to cover oar 
Houfe with all, being ft fain to Thaw 


it by a great fire : By Night they had 
covered it, and had almolt hedged it a- 
bout; and the fix Builders did defircto 
lie in it afhore that Night, which I con- 
defeended unto, having firft fitted them 
with Muskets and other Furniture, and 
a charge to keep good watch all Night. 
Moreover, they had afhore two Grey- 
hounds, ( a Dog and a Bitch ) which 
I had brought out of ErjgUnd^ to kill 
us fome Deer, if happily we could find 
any. 

By the 13th at Nitzht, our FJoiTc was 
ready \ and our li.^ Builders defired they 
might Travel up into the Country to 
fee what they could difeover. 

The 14th, betimes in the IVforning, 
being fitted with Munition, and tlieir 
Order to keep together, (but tTpccially 
to feek out fome Creek or Cove for our 
Ship) they departed. Wc aboard, 
took down our two I'op M.ifts and ihcir 
Rigging, making account il wc did le- 
move, to make ufe of our Forclail and 
Mizen. 

The I 5th in the Evening, our Hun- 
ters returned very weary, and brought 
with them a final), lean Deer, in four 
quarters, which rcjoyced us all, hoping 
we fhould have had more of them to re- 
frefli our Sick Men withall. 1 hey re- 
ported, that they had wandered above 
20 miles, and had brought this Deer a- 
bovc 1 2 miles, and that they had feen 
nine or ten more. The lafi: Night, 
they had a very cold Lodging in the 
Woods \ and ib it appeared, for they 
lookt ail alrnoll ftarved, nor could they 
recover them felves in three or four days 
after. I hey faw no fign of Salvages, 
nor of any ravening wild Beafts, nor yet 
any hope of Harbour. 

The 17th, my Ideutenant, and five 
more, defired they might try their For- 
tunes in Travelling about the Bland. 
But they had far worfc luck than the 
others, although they endured out all 
Nighty and had wandered very far in 
the Snow', (wliich w'as now very deep) 
and returned comfortlefs and miferably 
difablcd with the Coldnefs. But what 
was worfe than all this, they had loft 
one of their Company , "John Barton , 
namely, our Gunner’s Mate; who being 
very weary, mcerly to fave the go’yig 
about, had attempted to go over a Pond 
|hat was a quarter of a Mile over ; where 
when he was in the very middeft, the • 
Ice brake and clofed upon him, and we^ 
never faw him more. Conlldering thefe' 
Difafiers, 1 refolved to Fifh no more 
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with a golden Hook for fear, 1 wcak- 
ned tny felfmore with one Hunting than 
twenty fuch dear Deers could do me 
good. Being now aflured, that there 
was no Salvages upon the Ifland, nor yet 
about us on the other Iflands ^ ik), nor 
on the Main neither, as far as we could 
difeover, ( which we further proved by 
making of Fires) and that the cold Sca- 
fon was now in that extremity, that they 
could not come to us, if there were any ^ 
we comforted and refrefhed our fclves, 
by fleeping the more fccurely. Wc 
changed our Ifland Garifbn every week, 
and for other refrefliing we were like to 
have none till the Spring. 

Fiom this loth, to the 29th, it did 
(hy interims') SnoW and blow (6 hard, 
that the Boat could hardly adventure a- 
Ihore, and but feldom Land, unlefs the 
Men did wade in the thick congealed 
Water, carrying one another. Wedid 
fcnfibly perceive withall, how we did 
daily fink into more Miferics. The Land 
was all deep covered with Snow, the 
(■k)ld did multiply, and the thick Snow- 
Water did increafe^ and what would 
become of us, our molt merciful God 
and Preferver knew only. 

The 29th, I obferved an Eclipfe of 
the Moon, with what care poffibly 1 
could, both in the trial of the Exadnefs 
of our Inftrumcnts, asalfo in thcObler- 
vation : I refer you to the Obfervation in 
the latter end of this Relation, where it is 
at large deferibed. This Month of Ocio- 
her ended with Snow and bitter cold 
Weather. 

I he fir ft of November I caft up my 
Accounts with the Steward concerning 
our Visual, the third part of our time 
, being this day out. 1 found him an ho- 
xieft Man ^ tor he gave me an Account 
every Week what wasfpcnt, and what 
was ftiil in the hold remaining under bis 
Hand : 1 would take no Excufc of Leak- 
age or other wafte, unlefs he did daily 
Ihow it me. Every Month, 1 made a 
new Survey ^ and every fix Months, put 
what we had fpared, by it felf^ which 
now was at leaft a Months Provilion of 
Bread, and a Fortnights of Pcalb and 
Fifli, e^r. 

The 3d, the Boat endeavoured to get 
aChove, but could not fet thorow Uic 
thick congealed Water. 

The 4th, they found a Place to get 
afhore, and fo once in two or three days, 
till the 9th, bringing Beer to our Men 
aftjore in a Barrel, which would freeze 
firmly in the Houfc in one Night Other 


Provilion they had ftore. The Ice Beer 
being Thaw’d in a Kettle, was not good ; 
and they did break the Ice of the'Poujis 
of Water, to come by Water todrii^k. 
This Pond- Water had a moll loathfomc 
fmell with it ; fo that doubting left k ‘ 
might be infedious, I canfed a Well to 
be funk near the Houfe, There we had 
very good Water, which did tafte (as 
we flattered our fclvcswith it) even like 
Milk. > 

The loth, ( having ftore of Bo^s 
for fuch a purpofc ) I put the Carpenter 
to work, to make us a litile Boat which 
wc might carry fif occafion were) over 
the Ice and make ofe of her, where there 
was Water. At Noon 1 took the Lati- 
tude of this Ifhnd by two Qiiadiants, 
which I found to be 52. 00. I urged 
the Men to make traps to catch Foxes, 
for wc did daily fee many. Some of 
them were pied , black and white ; 
whereby 1 gathered that there was fome 
black Foxes, whofe Skins, I told them, 
were of a great value ; and I promilcd, 
that whofoever could taken one of them, 
Ihould have the Skin for his Reward : 
Hereupon, they made divers Traps, and 
waded in the Snow ( which was very 
deep) to place them in the Woods. 

The 1 2th, our Houfe took fire, but 
we foon quenched ic. We were fain to 
keep an extraordinary fire Night and 
Day *, and this Accident made me order 
a watch to look to it continually y feeing, 
that if our Houfe and Clothing Ihoald 
be burnt, that all wc were but in a woe- 
ful Condition. I lay afhore till the 1 7th, 
all which time our Miferics did increafe. 
It did Snow and Freeze moft extremely. 
At which time, wc looking from the 
Shore cowards the Ship, Ihe did look like 
a piece of Ice in the faibion of a Ship, 
or a Ship refembliog a piece of Ice, The 
Snow was all frozen about her, and all 
her fore- part firm Ice, and fo was fhc on 
both fidcs alfo. Our Cables froze in the 
Hawfc, wonderful to behold. 1 got me 
aboard, where the long Nights I fpent, 
with tormenting Cogitations ^ and in the 
Day time, 1 could not fee any hope of 
Saving the Ship. This I was alfured of, 
that it was moft impoflible fo endure 
thefe Extremities long. Every Day the 
Men muft beat the Ice off the Cables i 
while fome within board, with the Car- 
penters long Calking Iron, did dig the 
Ice out of the Hawfts j in which work, 
the Water would freeze on their Clothes 
and Hands, a would fo Benumb them, ^ 
that they M hardly get into the 

Shipi 



Ship, without being heav’d’ in with a 
Rope. 

The 19th, our Gunner, ( who as you 
fljay remember, bad his Leg cutoff) did 
languifh irrecoverably, and now grew 
very weak^ defiring, that for the little 
time he had to live, he might drink Sack 
altogether, which I ordered he fhould 
do. 

The 22th in the Morning he died. An 
^loneft and a ftrong-hcarted Man. He 
itod a clofc-boarded Cabin in the Gun- 
room, which was very clofe indeed ; 
and as many Clothes on him as was con« 
vcnieiit, ( for we wanted no Clothes ) 
and a Pan with Coals, and a Fiie conti- 
nually in his Cabin : For all which 
warmth, his Plaiftcr would ficezc at his 
Wound, and his Dottle of Sack at his 
Head. We committed him at a good 
difFance from the Ship unto the Sea. 

The 23th, the icedid increalc extra- 
ordinarily, and the Snow lay on the 
Water in flakes, as it did tad ^ much Icc 
withal drove by us, yet nothing hard ail 
this while. In the Evening, after the 
watch was fet, a great piece came a- 
thwart our Hawfe, and four more fol- 
lowed after him, the Icaft of them a 
quarter of a Mile broad ; which in the 
dark did very much aflonifh us, thinking 
it would have carried us out of the Flar- 
bour, upon the fhoalds Eaflcr-point , 
which was full of Rocks. It was newly 
congealed, a matter of two Inches thick, 
and we broke thorow it, the Cable and 
Anchor indoring an incredible ftrefs, 
fometimes flopping the whole Icc. We 
fliot off three Muskets, fignifying to our 
Men afhore, that we were in Ui/lrcfs ^ 
who anfwered us again, but could not 
help us. By ten a Clock it was all paft^ 
iieverthclefs, we watched carefully, and 
the Weather was warmer than we had 
felt it any time this Month. In the 
Morning, at break of Day, I fent for 
our Men aboard , who made up the 
noufe, and arrived by ten, being driven 
by the way, to wade thorow the con- 
gealed Water, fo that they recovered to 
the Boat with difficulty. There drove 
by the Ship many pieces of Ice, though 
not fo large as the former, yet much 
thicker : One piece came foul of the 
Cable, and made the Ship drive. 

As Toon as we were clear of it, we 
ioyned our Strengths together, and had 
up our Eaftcrmolfc Anchor j and now 1 
refolved to bring the Ship a-ground, for 
no Cables nor Anchors c^’^uld hold her : 
ilut* I will here (how y 4 the Rcafons 
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why I brought her no fooner a-ground. 
Firll, It was all Stony-ground , fomc 
Stones lying dry, three or four foot above 
Watery fo that it was to be fufpciffed, 
that it was the like all about us. Se- 
condly, It did ordinarily flow but two 
Foot and a half here ^ and if (he fhould 
bed deep in the Sands, w^e could not 
ever come to dig her out again ^ for that 
(he would not be dry, by four or five 
Foot. Thirdly, It was a loofc Sjnd , 
which might rife with the Suif, or fo 
mount about her ^ that all our wcajc 
powers could not heave it away in the 
next Spring-time. Fourthly, Wc doubt- 
ed the Tides would not high fo mucU in 
the Summer as they did now. Fifthly, 
We could not bring her out of the I'idcs 
way, which doth run fomethiug quick 
here; and the Icc, bclidcs, might drive 
and mount up upon her, and f> ov. r fet 
her, or tear her, and carry awjy her 
Planks, Iron- works and all ; r> thiL we 
fliould have nothing left to finlib our 
Pinnace with. hixihJy, If it did blow 
a Storm at N. VV, or thereabouts, ihc 
Water w'ould flow ten Foot and upwards ; 
and that Wijid being off' the Shore, it 
would blow' away all the Icc, and tl ^ re 
would come in an extraoi dinai y pi cat 
Surf about the flioald Eaftern-Point, 
which was occalioncd by a deep Over- 
fall. Moreover , (he would Beat ex- 
treamly ; and if Ihe were put up by the 
Sea, or that Surf, it was very draibtful 
that wc fhould never have Iier offi again. 
For thefe Keafons wc endured all the 
extremity, ftill hoping upon fomc good 
and fortunate Accident. But now all 
our provident Deligns we faw to become 
Fooliflinefs ; and that a great deal of 
miicrable Labour had been Ipcnt in vain 
by us. With the Flood we Weighed 
our Wcflermoft Anchor, perceiving 
God’s Alfiflance manifcjffly, bccaufe it 
happened to be fine warmWcathcr,othcr- 
wc had not been able to woik. The 
Wind was now South, which blew in 
upon the Shore, and made the loweft 
I'idcs. We brought the Ship into 12 
Foot Water, and laid out one Anchor 
in the Offing, and another in (hoald 
Water, to draw her a land at command. 
Our Hope alfo was, that fomc Stones 
that were to the Weftward of us, would 
fend off fbrae of the Ice. We then 
being^ about a Mile from the Shore, a- 
boit ten a Clock in the dark Night, the 
Ice came driving upon us, aijd our An- 
chors came home. She drove fomc two 
Cables length ; and the Wiiid blowing

firft I ordered the Cooper to go down in 
Hold, and look to all our Cask thole 
that were full, to rtawle in the Bungs 
of them i thofe that were empty, to 
'^t up, or if they could not be gotten 
up, to Stave them. Then to quoil all 
our Cablet upon our lower Tire ; and 
to lay on our fpare Anchors, and any 
thing that was weighty, to keep it 
down from riling. By feven a Clock, 
^ blew a Storm at N. W. our bitter E- 
i^ny. The Ship was already Bedded 
fomc two Foot in the Sand, and whilft 
that was a flowing, Ihc mull Beat. This 
I before had in my Confideration 9 for 
I thought Ihe was fo far driven up, that 
we Ihould never get her ofT Yet we 
had been fo ferrited by her laft beat- 
ing, that I rcfolved to (ink her right 
down, rather than run that hazard. By 
nine a Clock, Ihc began to rowl in her 
Dock, with a molt extraordinary great 
Sea that was come •, which 1 found to be 
cKcafloned by the forementioned Over- 
fall. And this was the fatal Hour that 
put us to our Wits end. Wherefore 1 
went down in Hold with the Carpenter, 
and took his Auger and bored a hole in 
the Ship, and let in the Water. Thus 
witli all fpced, wc began to cut out o- 
ther places, to bore thorow, but every 
place was full of Nails. By ten, not* 
withftanding, the lower Tire was cove- 
cd with Watery for all which, (he began 
fo to beat in her Dock, more and more, 
that we could not work, nor ftand to do 
any thing in her : Nor would Ihe link 
fo falb as wc would have her, but con- 
tinued beating double blows ^ firft abaft, 
and then before, that it was wonderful, 
how Ihe could endure a quarter of an 
hour with it. By twelve a Clock, her 
lower Tire rofe ^ and that did fo coun- 
ter-beat on the iolide, that it beat the 
bulk-heads of the Bread-Room, Powder- 
Room, and Fore-piece, all to pieces ^ 
and when it came betwixt Decks, the 
Chefts fled wildly about, and the Water 
did Bafh and By wonderfully ^ fo that 
now we expeded every Minute when the 
Ship would open and break to pieces. 
At one a Clock foe beat off her Rudder, 
and that was gone wc knew not which 
way. I’hus foe continued beating till 
three a Clocks and then the Sea came up 
on the Upper-Deck, and foon after, foe 
began to fettle. In her, we were fain 
to Sink the tnoib part of our Bedding 
and Clothes ^ and the CMnirgeons Cheft 
Wjth the reft. Our F .*> ,foat were a- 
* foore, ftood looking t us, almoU 


drad with Cold, and Sorrows to lee our 
Milcry and their own. Wc look’d upon 
tlwm again ; and both upon each other 
with woefol Hearts. Dark Night drew 
on, and I bade the Boat to be baled up, 
and commanded my loving Companions 
to go all into hcr^ who, ( in fome re- 
fufing Compliments ) exprefled their 
faithful AfTeftions to me, as loth to part 
from me. I told them, that my mean- 
ing was to go alhore with them. And 
thus, laftly, 1 forfook the Ship. 

We were 17 poor Souls now in the 
Boat •, and wc now imagined. That ve 
were leMpt out of the Byirt^^Pun into the 
hire : The Ebb was made,^and the Wa- 
ter extraordinary thick congealed with 
Snow 5 fo that we thought alTurcdly, it 
would carry us away into the Sea. Wc 
thereupon doublc-Man’d four Oars, ap- 
pointing four more to fit ready with 
Oars ; and fo with the help of God wc 
got to the Shore, hailing up the Boat 
after us. One thing was moft ftrange 
in this thick Water : Namely , That 
there went a great fwelling Sea. Being 
arrived upon the Land, we greeted our 
Fellows the beft wc could ; at which 
time they could not know us, nor we 
them by our Habits nor Voices, fo fro- 
zen all over wc were, Faces, Hair, and 
Apparel. And here I mean to take 
breath a-while, after all this long and 
unplcafaut Relation of our miicrable 
Endeavours^ craving leave Brft of all 
to fpeak a word or two in general. 

The Winds, fince vTc came hither, 
have been very variable and unconftaot ; 
and till within this fortnight, the South* 
crly Wind was the coldcft. The reafon I 
conceive to be, for that it did blow 
from the Main-Land, which was all co- 
vered with Snow \ and for that the 
North Winds came out of the great 
Bay which hitherto was open. Add to 
that \ we were now under a South Bank 
which did foeker us, fo that we were 
not fo fenfible of it.

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A Ftcr w’e had haled up the Boat, 
we wentalongfl: the Breach-fidc 
in the dark, towards our Houfe, 
where we made a good Fire, and with it, 
and Bread and Water, wc Thawed and 
comforted our fclvcs, beginning after 
that to rcafon one with another, concern- 
ing cur Ship. 1 requir’d that every one 
Ihould fpeak his Alind freely. The Car- 
penter (eTpecially) was of the Opinion, 
that file vvas fondet’d, and would never 
be fcrviceable again. He aikdged, that 
Ihe had fp beaten, that it was not pofli- 
blc, but that all her Joints were loofe, 
and Seams open ^ and that by rcafon it 
flowed fo little Water, and no Creek 
nor Cove being near, wherein to bring 
her a ground, he could notDcvifebow 
he might come to mend it. Moreover, 
her Rudder was loft, and he had no Iron- 
work to hang on another. Some al- 
Icdgcd, that we had heaved her up fo 
high upon the Sands, that they thought 
W'c Ihould never have her off again, and 
that they were afliircd fhe was already 
Dockt three Foot. Others, that fhe lay 
in the Tides way, and that the Icc might 
tear her to pieces offThe Ground ^ "be- 
lidcs which, two of our Anchors wc 
could not now get from under the Ice ^ 
which when the Ice brake (which would 
be of a great thicknefs by the Spring ) 
would break our Anchors to pieces, and 
then wc fliould have no Anchors to bring 
us home withall, fuppofed we got off the 
Ship, and that fhe proved Sound alfb. 

1 comforted them the beft I could with 
inch-like Words, My Mailers and faith- 
iv^l Companions, be not difmaid for aoy 
of thefe Difafters, but let us put our 
whole trull in God ; It is he that giv^(.h 
and he that taketh away ^ lie throws 
down with one hand, and raifeth up 
with another : His will be done, if it 


be our Fortunes to end our days here, 
we arc as near Heaven as in England:^ 
and we are much bound to God Almigh- 
ty for giving us fo large a time of Re- 
pentance, who as it weic daily calls up- 
on us, to prepare our felves for a better 
life in Heaven. 1 make no doubt, but 
he will be merciful to us both here on 
Earth, and in his blefled Kingdom ^ he 
doth not in the mean time deny, but 
that we may nfe all honcfl means to favc 
and prolong our natuial Lives withall^ 
and in my Judgment, we are not yet fo 
far pafl hope ot returning into our Na- 
tive Countries, but that I fee a fair way 
by which we may effed it. Admit the 
Ship be foundered, ( which God forbid, 

I hope the bellj yet have thofe of our 
own Nation, and others, when they have 
been put to thefe Extremities, even out 
of the Wreck of their loll Ship, built 
then a Pinnace, and recovered to their 
Friends again. If it be objeded. That 
they have happened into better Climates, 
both for tempera tenefs of the Air, and 
for pacifick and open Seas ^ and provi- .. 
ded withall, of abundance of frelh 
duals yet there is nothing too hard for 
couragious Minds, which hitherto you 
have ihowD, and 1 doubt not will Rill do, 
to the uttermoR. 

They all protellcd to work to the ut* 
termoR of their Strength, and that they 
w'ouldVefufe nothing that I Ihould order 
them to do, to the uttermoR hazard of 
their lives. I thank’d them all j And to 
the Carpenter for his cheerful. underta- 
king, 1 promifed to give him lb much 
Plate prcfcntly, as Ihould be worth Ten 
Pound Sterling i and if fo be I went to 
England in the Pinnace, I would give 
her him freely, and Fifty Pounds in Mo- 
ney over and above j and would more- 
over, gratifie a. I them, that 1 Ihould fee , 
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painfol and indtiftrious. Thus wc then 
xTcfolvcd, to build us a new Pinnace with 
tlfc Timber wc fhould get upon the I- 
Hind ; that in the Spring,if Wc found not 
the Ship Serviceable, wc might tear her 
up, and Plank her with the Ships Planks. 
And fo for this Night wc fettled our 
pelves clofc about the Fire, and took 
reft till day-light. 

^he 30th betimes in the Morning, 
1 caufed the Chirurgeon to cut the 
Hair of my Head fliort, and to (have 
away all the Hair of my Face, for that 
it was become intolerable , and that 
it would be frozen fo great with Ice- 
fickles: The like did all the reft. 

The firft of November wc fitted our 
felves to work. The firft thing we 
were to do, was to get our Clothes and 
Provilions afhore, and therefore I di- 
vided the Company. The Maftcr and a 
convenient Company with him, were 
to go aboard, and to get things out of 
the Hold. The Cock-fwain with his 
Gang, were to go in the Boat, to bring 
and can y things afhore. My felf, with 
the ueft, to carry it half a Mile thorow 
the Snow, unto the place where wc in- 
tended to build a Store- Houfe : As for 
the heavier Things, we purpofed to lay 
them upon the Beach. In the After- 
noon the Wind was at South South Weft, 
and the Water veer’d to fo low an Ebb, 
that we thought we might get fome- 
thing out of our Hold : We Launched 
our Boat therefore, and with Oars, fet 
thorow the thick congealed Water : It 
did freeze extream hard, and 1 did ftand 
on the Shore with a troubled Mind, 

^ thinking verily that with the Ebb the 
Boat would be carried into the Sea, 
and that then wc were all loft Men. 
I^t by God’s Afiiftance, they got fafe- 
ly to the Ship, and made a Fire there, 
to fignific their arrival aboard. They 
fell prcfcntly to work, and got fbme- 
thing out of the Hold, upon the Decks *, 
but Night coming on, they durft not 
adventure to come afhore, but lay on 
the Bed in the great Cabbin, being al- 
moft ftarved. 

The firft of December was fo Cold, 
that 1 went the fame way over the Ice 
to the Ship, where the Boat had gone 
yefterday. This day wc carried upon 
our Backs in Bundles, 500 of our Fifh, 
and much of our Bedding and Cldthes, 

* which wc were fain to dig oucof the 
Ice, 

The 2d was mild "./aathcr^ and 
feme of the* Men going; ow the Ice^ 
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fell in, and vefy hardly recovered ; (b 
that this day wc could Land nothing, 
neither by Boat n6r Back : I put them 
therefore to make us a Store- Houfe a- 
/hore. In the Evening, the Wind came 
up at Weft ; and the Ice did break and 
drive out of the Bay : It Was very deep 
and large Ice, that we much doubted it 
would have fpoiled the Ship. 

The 3d day, there were divers great 
pieces of Ice that came athvrart the Ship * 
and fhe ftopt them, yet not fo, that we 
could go over them. We found a way 
for the Boat ^ but when fhe was loadeni 
(he drew four foot Water, and could 
not come within a flight-fhot of the 
Shore. The Men therefore muft wade 
thorow the thick congealed Water, and 
carry all things out of the Ship upon 
their Backs. Every time they waded in 
the Ice, it fo gathered about them, that 
they did feem like a walking piece of 
Ice, moft lamentable to behold. In this 
extream cold Evening, they cut away 
as much Ice from about the Boat as they 
could, and pickt it with Hand-fpikes 
out of her, and endeavouring to hoife 
her into the Ship : There being fmaU 
hope that fhe could go to and again 
any more. But ufe what means they 
could , fhe was fo heavy , that they 
could not hoife her in, but were fain 
there to leave her in the Tackles by the 
Ship’s fide. 

The 4th, being Sunday, wc retted ; 
and performed the Sabbath-Duties of a 
Chriftian. 

The 5th and 6th were extream Cold \ 
and we made Bags of our Store- fhirts, 
and in them carried our loole Bread over 
the Ice afhore upon our Backs. We aho 
digged our Clothes and new-Sails with 
Hand-fpikes of Iron, out of the Ice, and 
carried them alhorc, which wc dried by 
a great Fire. 

The 7th day was fo cxtreamly Cold, 
that our Nofes, Checks, and Hands, did 
freeze as white as Paper. 

The 8th and ptb it was extream Cold, 
and it did Snow much, yet we conti- 
nued our Labour, ift carrying and fowl- 
ing things alhorc. In the Evening the 
Water raifed the Ice very high, ilnd t$ * 
did break two Thoughts of our Boaf, 
and break in the fide of her y but for 
thlit time we could not help it. 

The loth, our Carpenter found Tim- 
ber to make a Keel, and a Stern, for 
our Pinnace y the reft wrought about our 
Provilions until the 1 3th day *, and that 
we (pent in digging our Boat out of 
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Ice, which wc were fa|n to do to the 
vei7 Keel \ and dig the Ice ool of her, 
and then we got her up on the Ice % in 
which doing, many had their NoIm, 
Cheeks, and Fingers, frozen as white as 
Paper* The Cold now encreafed moft 
extreamly. By the iptb, we could get 
no more things out of our Hold ; but 
were fain to leave five Barrels of Beef 
and Pork, all our Beer, and divers o- 
ther things, which were all firm frozen 
in her. 

The XI It was fo Cold, that we could 
not go out of the Houfe. 

The 23 th we went to have our Boat 
alhore, running her over our Oars, but 
by ten a Clock there came fuch a thick 
Fog, that it was as dark as Night. I 
made them give over, and make what 
haile we could to the Shore \ which we 
had much ado to find , for the time, 
loling one another. At the laft, wc 
met all at the Houfe, the mifcrablell 
frozen that can be conceived. Upon 
divers, the Cold had raifed Blifters as 
big as Wall-Nuts. This we imagined 
to come, by realbn that they came too 
haftily to the Fire. Our Well was now 
frozen up ; lb that dig as deep as we 
could, wc can come by no Water. 
Melted Snow-Water is very unwhole- 
fome, either to Drink or to Drefs our 
Viftuals. It made us Ib fhort- breathed, 
that wc were fcarcc able to fpeak. 
All our Sack, Vinegar, Oil, and every 
thing elfe that was liquid, was now 
frozen as hard as -a piece of Wood, and 
wc mult cut it with a Hatchet. Our 
Houfe was all frozen on the infide, and 
it froze hard within a yard of the fires 
lidc. When I landed firft upon this 
Ifland , I found a Spring under a Hills 
fide \ which I then obferving, bad cau- 
fed fomc Trees to be cot for Marks to 
know the Place again by. It was about 
three quarters of a Mile from our Houfe. 

1 ftnt three of our Men which had been 
formerly with me, thither upon the 24th. 
Thcle wadeing thorow the Snow, at lalb 
found the place, and flioveliog away the 
Snow, they made way to the very head 
of it. They found it fpr ing very XhOng- 
ly, and brought me a Cad or it, fbr 
which i was right joyful. This Spr&g 
^ntinued all the year« and did not 
freeze, but that we could break the Ifcc 
and come to it. Wc labour'd very 
haad tbele three or four days, to get 
Wood to the Houfe, which we found 
to be very troublefomc , through the 
Snow.

We then fettled our Bedding and 
Provifioos, providing to keep 
Day Holy, which wc Solemnized in«e 
joyfulleft manner we could ; So likewife 
did we St. Day ; upon which we 
named the Wood wc did Winter ii4 in 
Memory of that Honourable Knight, 
Sir John Winter., Winter* s Forefi. And^ 
now inftead of a Chrifimms Tail, 1 
here defcribe the Houfe that we did dive 
in, with thofe adjoyning. 

When I firft relblved to build a 
Houfe, 1 chofe the warmeft and con- 
venienteft Place, and the neareft the 
Ship withall. It was amongft a Tufi 
of thick Trees, under a South-Bank, aj 
bout a flight-fliot from the Sea^s lidd 
True it is. That at that time wc could 
not dig into the Ground, to make us a 
Hole or Cave in the Earth, ( which had 
been the beft way ) bccaufe wc found 
Water within two Foot digging y and 
therefore that projed failU It was a 
white light Sand ; fo that wc could by 
no means make up a Mud- Wall. As for 
Stones, there were none near us; which, 
moreover, were aU now covered with 
the Snow. Wc had no Boards for fuch 
a purpole, and therefore wc muft do 
the beft wc could, with fuch Materials 
as we had about us. 

The Houfe was fquarc, about 20 foot 
every way, as much namely, as our 
Main-Courfe could wcD cover : Firft wc 
drove ftrong ftakes into the Earth, 
round about, which we watteled with 
Boughs, as thick as might be, beating 
them down very clofe. This our firft 
work was fix Foot high on both (ides ; 
but at the ends, almoft up to the very 
top, there we left two holes for the 
light to come in at; and the lame way 
tbc Smoak did vent out aUb. More- 
over, I canfed at both ends, three rows 
of thick Buih-Trees, to Ik ftuck up, 
as cloiie together as might bepollible. 
Then at a diftance from the Houie, we 
cut down Trees , proportioning them 
into lengths of fix Foot, with which we 
made a Pile on both (ides, fix Foot thick, 
and fix Foot high ; but at both ends, 
ten Foot high, and fix Foot thick : We 
left a little low Door to creep into ; 
and a Portal before that, ma^ with 
Piles of Wood, that the Wind might 
not blow into it. We next of all f£ft- 
ned a rough Tree aloft over all ; upha « 
which we lal) our Rafters, and our 
Main-Conrfo d/er thole again; which 
lytdg thwi^^!i^ays over afi, did reach 
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down to the vfery ground on cither 
, .fide. And this was the Fabrick of the 
"^ut-fidc of it. On the infidc, we made 
fafb our Bonnet*{ails , ronnd about. 
Then we drove in Stakes and made us 
Bed-ftead frames, about three fides of 
the Houfe; which Bed-fteads were dou- 
ble one under another, the lowermofl 
S^ing a foot from the Ground : Thefe, 
we nrfl; fill’d with Boughs, then we laid 
fomefpare Sails on that, and then our 
Bedding and Cloths. We made a Hearth 
or Caufic in the middle of the Houft, 
and on it, made our fire ; fbme Boards 
we laid round about our Hearth to ftand 
upK)n, that the cold damp (hould not 
ftrike up into us. With our Waft-clothes 
we made us Canopies and Curtains, o- 
thers did the like with our fmall Sails. 

Our fccond Houfc was not paft 20 
foot diftant from this, and made for the 
wattcling much after the fame manner, 
but it was Icfs, and covered with our 
Fore-Courfe : It had no Piles on the 
South-fide, but in lieu of that, we piled 
up all our Chefts, on the infidc *, and in- 
deed the reflex of the Heat of the Fire 
againft them, did make it warmer then 
the Manfion-Houfe. In this Houfe, we 
dreftour ViAuals, and the fubordinate 
Crue did rcfrefli themfclvcs all day in it. 

A third Houfc, (which was our Store- 
Houfe) we likewife made, fomc 20 paces 
off from this, for fear of firing. This 
Houle was only a rough Trcefaltcncd 
aloft, with Rafters laid from it to the 
Ground, and covered with our new Suit 
of Sails. On the inlide, we had laid fmall 
Trees, and covered them over with 
Boughs, and fo Stor’d up our Bread and 
Filh in it, about two foot from the 
Ground, the better to preferve them. 
Other things lay more carelcfly. 

Long before Chrifimas^ our Manlion- 
Houle was covered thick over with Snow, 
almoft to the very Roof of it. And lb 
likewile was our fccond Houfe ; but our 
Store-Houfc all over, by reafonwemade 
no^ire in it. Thus we feemed to live 
in a heap, and Wildernefs of Snow ^ 
forth a-doors we could not go, but up- 
on the Snow ^ in which we made ns 
Paths middle-deep in fome Places, and 
in one fpecial place, the length of ten 
Steps. To do this , we muft Shovel 
away the Snow firft ; dnd then by cread- 
diQg,make it fbmething hard under foot : 
• The Snow in this Path, was a faU yard 
thick under us. And thils was our 
Gallery for the Sickmen,* tmd for cnine 
bwfi ordinary Walking^/ And both 


Houles and Walks, we did daily ac- 
commodate more and more, and make 
fitter for our llfcs. 

The 27th we got our Boat alhore ; 
and fctcht up fomc of our Provilions 
from the Beach-ftde ioto the Store- Houle ; 
and fo by degrees did we with the reft of 
our Provilions ^ with extremity of Cold 
and Labour, making way with Shovels 
thorow the deep Snow, even from the 
Sea-fide unto our Store-Houfe. And 
thus concluded we the old year 1631.

T Hc firft of Jartuaty (and for the 
moft part of all the Month ) was 
extream Cold- 

The 5th, I obferved the Latitude wiiH 
what exadnefs 1 could, (it being very 
clear Sun-lhinc Weather ) which 1 found 
to be 51. 52. This Difference is, by 
realbn that here is a great Refraction, 

The 2 1 ft, I obferved the Sun to rile 
like an Oval, alongft the Horizon : I 
call’d three or four to fee it, the better 
to confirm my Judgment ^ and we all 
agreed, that it was twice as long as it 
was broad. We plainly perceived with- 
all, that by degrees, as it gate up higher, 
it alfo recovered its round nefs. 

The 25th , 1 Obferved , when the 
Eaftern-edge of the Moon did touch the 
Planet Mars^ the Lion^s Heart was then 
in the Eaft-quartcr 21. 45. above the 
Horizon ^ but all this was not done with 
that Exaffnefs that 1 have done other 
Oblervations, 

The 30th and 31ft, there appeared 
in the beginning of the Night, more 
Stars in the Firmament than ever 1 had 
before feen by two thirds. 1 could fee 
the Cloud in Cancer full of fmall Stars, 
and all the f^ta Lattea nothing but fmall 
Stars ; and amongft the Pleiades^ a greaf 
many fmall Stars. About ten a Clock, 
the Moon did rife ^ and then a quarter 
of them was not to be feen. The Wind 
for the moft part of this Month, hath 
been Northerly, and very cold 3 the 
warmeft of which time we implpy^ opir 
IWvcs in fetching Wood, worldng upon 
our Pinnace, and other things that bap* 
pened. In the beginiuag of this month, 
the Sea was all nrmly frozen over, fo 
that vte could fee no Water any way. 
1 hope it will pot feem tedious to the 
Readers^ if I here deliver mine 
Opinioa , how this abundance of lem 
comes to be ingendcred. 


The 
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The Land that encircles this great 
Biy, (which lies in a broken irregular 
Form, making many little Sboald Bays, 
and Guts, being moreover, full of I- 
Hands and dry Sands) is for tbe moH: 
part low and Hat, and hath fiat Shoalds 
adjoynlng to it, half a Mile or a Mile, 
that are dry at low Water. Now you 
muftknow, that it flows half Tide (as 
I have often experienced) that is, from 
whence the Flood commetb, tfic Water 
thither returneth, two hours before it 
be high Water, or full Sea. It ieldom 
Rains after the middle of September^ but 
Snows ^ and that Snow will not melt on 
the Land nor Sands : Ac low Water, 
when it Snows, ( which it doth very of- 
ten ) the Sands are all covered over 
with it \ which the half Tide carries 
officioufly ( twice in 24 hours ) into 
the great Bay, which is the common 
Rendezvous of it. Every low Water 
are the Sands left clear, to gather more 
to the increafe of it. Thus doth it dai- 
ly gather to^L^ether in this manner, till 
the latter end of October ^ and by that 
time hath it brought the Sea to that 
Coldnefs, tlrat as it Snows, the Snow 
will lie upon the Water in Flakes with- 
out changing his colour ^ but with the 
Wind is wrought together ; and as the 
Winter goes forward, it begins to freeze 
on the Surface of it, two or three In- 
ches or more in one Night; which be- 
ing carried with the half Tyde, meets 
with fome obftacle, (as it foon doth) 
and then it crumples, and fo runs upon 
it fclf, that in a few hours it will be 
five or fix foot thick. The half Tide 
flowing, carries it fo fall away, 
that by December \i is grown to an infi- 
nite multiplication of lec. And thus by 
this ftoring of rt up, the Cold gets the 
Predomination in the Sea, ( which al- 
fo furniiheth the Springs and Water in 
the low flat Lands ) that it cools it like 
it felf. This may appear by our Expe- 
rience, though in all this, I freely fub- 
mit my felf unto the better Learned. 
Our Men found it more mortifying Cold 
to wade thorow the Water in the begin- 
ning of June^ when the Sea was all full 
office, than in December^ when it waa 
hjcrcafing. Our Well^ moreover, out 
<Jf which we had Water in December^ 

. we had none in July, 

The Ground at ten foot deep, was 
frozen. The quantity of the Ice, may 
[very cafily be made appear, by Mdthema^ 

; and yet I am not of 
IW Opinion, that the Bay doth freeze 


all over. For the 2x11, the Wind blow- 
ing a Storm at North, we could perceiv^ 
the Ice to rile fomething in the Bay. 

February y 1632 . 

The Cold was as extream this montft 
as at any time we had felt it this year vt 
and many of our Men complained ojj 
Infirmities. Some , of Sore-Mouth*^ 
all the Teeth in their Heads being lofe, 
their Gums fwoln, with black rotten’ 
Flefh, which mufli every day be cut a- 
way. The Pain was fo Sore on them, 
that they conld not Eat their ordinary 
Meat. Others complained of Pain in 
their Heads and their Breafts ; fbmc of 
Weaknefs in their Backs ; others of A- 
ches in their Thighs and Knees ; and 
others, of Swellings in their Legs. 
Thus were two thirds of the Company 
under the Chirurgeons Hand. And 
yet neverthelefs, they muft work daily, 
and go abroad to fetch Wood and Tim- 
ber ; nofwithflanding the moft of them 
had no Shooes to put on. Their Shooes, 
upon their coming to the Fire, out of 
the Snow, were burnt and fcorcht upon 
their Feet ; and our Store-Shooes were 
all funk in the Ship. In this Nccefiity 
they would make this Shift; to bind 
Clouts about their Feet,and endeavoured 
by that poor help,, the belt they could 
to perform their Duties. Our Carpen- 
ter likewife is by this time fain Sick to 
our great Dilcomforts. 1 prafrifed fomc 
Obfervations by the Rifing and Setting 
of the Sun, Calculating the Time of his 
Rifing and Setting, by very true run- 
ning GlalTcs. As for our Clock and 
Watch , notwithltanding we Itill kept 
them by the Fires fide, in a Chelt wrapt 
in Clothes, yet were they fo frozen, 
that they could not go. My Obferva- 
tions by thefe GlalTes, 1 compared with 
the Stars coming to the Meridian, By 
this means we found the Sun to rife 20 
Minutes before it Ihould ; and in the 
Evening to remain above the Horizon 
20 Minntes ( or thereabouts ) longer 
then it &ould do. And all •this by 
rcafon of the Refradion. 

Since now 1 have fpoken fo much of 
the Cold , I hope it will not be too 
coldly taken, if 1 in a few Words make 
it fome way to appear unto our Readers. 

We made three diffciences of the 
Cold, aU according to the Places, to ^ 
our Houfe ; in the Woods ; and in the 
open Air, utfon the Ice, iu our going 
to the Ship/^ / « 
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For the lafb, it would be fomctitnes 
fo extream, that it was not indurable \ 
. no Cloathes were proof againft it ; no 
vi^iotion could refifb it. It would, more- 
over, fo freeze the Hair on our Eye-lids, 
that we could not fee \ and 1 verily 
believe, that it would have ftifled a Man 
in a very few hours : We did daily 
find by Experience, that the Cold in the 
VAVoods would freeze our Faces, or any 
^rt of our Flelh that was bare *, but it 
was yet not fo mortifying as the other, 
pur Houfe on the out-fide was covered 
two third parts with Snow \ and on 
the inlid c frozen, and hang’d with Icc- 
lickles. The Cloathes on our Beds 
would be covered with Hoar-Froft , 
which in this little habitacle, was not 
far from the Fire. But let us come a 
little nearer to it- The Cook’s Tubs, 
wherein he did Water his Meat, ftand* 
iug about a yard from the Fire, and 
which he did all day ply with melted 
Snow-W'atcr \ yet in the Night-Seafon, 
whilA he llept but one watch, would 
they be firm frozen to the very bottom. 
And therefore was he fain to Water his 
Me^t in a Brafs-Kettle clofe adjoyning 
to the Fire ^ and 1 have many times both 
fecn and felt by putting my Hand into 
it, that fide which was next the Fire, 
was very warm, and the other fide an 
Inch frozen : I leave the reft to o.ur 
Cook, who will almoft ipeak Miracles 
of the Cold. The Surgeon, who had 
hung his Bottles of Syrups, and other 
Liquid things, as conveniently as he 
couM to preferyc them, had them all 
frozen : Our Vinegar, Oil, and Sack, 
which we had in final] Cask in the 
Houfe, was all f^rm frozen. It may* fur- 
ther in general be conceived, that in the 
beginning of June, the Sea was not 
broken up ^ and the ground was yet 
frozen, and thus much we found by Ex- 
perience, in the burying of our Men ; 
in fetting up the 4^ing’s Standard to- 
wards the latter end ^ot June j and by 
pur Well, at our coming aw^ in i the 
beginning of ^uly ^ at which tlma upon 
the Land, for Jbme ^her Reasons, it 
was ycry, hot Weather;

Tb^e firib of this Month being ^ Z>;»- 
Day, wp kept Holiday, and folem* 
pized it in the manner of the Aotient 
^ -firiWn/, praying for his Highnefs >Hap- 
pinefs Charles Prince ot Wales ^ ^ 

The 15th, one of oiir Men thought 
VoL IL ^ ^ 


he had Icen a I3ecr ; whereupon he with 
two or three more defired that they 
might go to fee if they could lake it ; 
I gave them leave; but in the Evening 
they returned fo difabled with Cold, 
which did rife up in Blifiers under the 
Soles of their Feet and upon their Legs^ 
to the bignefs of Walnuts, that they 
could not recover their former Eflate 
( which was not very well ) in a forN 
night after, 

The 26th, three more dcflred. that 
they alfb might go out to try their For- 
tunes ; but they returned worfe dif- 
ablcd, and even alraofl ftifled with the 
Cold. 

This Evening, the A'loon role in a very 
long Oval alongft the Horizon. 

By the laft of this Month, the Car- 
penter had fet up 17 Ground Timbers, 
and 34 Staddles, and ( poor Man J he 
proceedeth the beft he can, though he 
be fain to be led unto his Labour. 

In brief, all this Month hath been ve- 
ry Cold. 7'hc Wind about ihc N. W, 
The Snow as deep as it hath been all 
this Winter : But to Anfwcr an Obje- 
<7ion that may be made ; You were in 
a Wood ( may fomc Men fay unto us ) 
and therefore you might make Fire e- 
nough to keep you from the Cold. It 
IS true, wc were in a Wood, and under 
a SoutivBank too, or otherwife wc had 
all ftarved. But I muft tell you withal, 
how difficult it was to have Wood in 
a , Wood : And firft, 1 will make a 
Muftcr of the Tools wc had. The Car- 
penter in his Clicft had two Axes in- 
deed ; but one of them was fpoifd in 
cutting down Wood to pile about our 
Houle before Chrifimas : When we came 
firft ,a-Land, we had but two whole 
Hatchets, which in a few days broke 
two Inches below the Sockets. I called 
for three of the Coopers Hatchets : 
The Carpenters Axe and the Coopers 
belt Hatchet I caufed to be lockt up : 
The other two Hatchets to be new 
Helv’d, and the Bladp of tlietwobroTcen 
Ffatchets, to be put into a cleft piece of 
Wood, and then to be t^ound about witfi 
Rope-Yarn as faftas might be, which 
itjuft be repaired every day. And thefe 
where all the Cutting-Tools wc had 
Mpreoverj the 6th of February the Caf- 
pepter had out his beft Axe about fome- 
tfling, and one of the Company in his 
abftocc, by his undiftree^ handling of 
it, that too, two laches below the 
^ket wc muft henceforth order thefe 
pieces of Tools the beft wc could ^ 
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wherefore I gave order, that the Car- 
penter (hould nave one of the Cooper’s 
Hatchets ; They that lookt for Timber 
in the Woods, the other ; And they 
that cot down Wood to burn, were to 
have the two pieces. And this was be- 
fore Chrifimas, 

The three that were appointed to look 
crooked Timber, muft Stalk and Wade, 
C fometimes on all four ) thorow the 
Snow ; and where they faw a Tree like- 
ly to fit the Mould, they muft firft 
heave away the Snow, and then fee if 
it would fit the Mould ; If not, they 
muft feek further ; If it did fit the 
Mould, then they muft make a Fire to 
it, to Thaw it ; otherwife it could not 
be cut. Then cut it down, and fit it 
to the length of the Mould \ and then 
with other help, get it home, a Mile 
thorow the Snow. 

Now for Qur Firing. We could not 
burn green Wood, it would fo Smoke, 
that it wasnotindurable^ yea, the Men 
had rather Starve without in the Cold, 
than fit by it. As for the dry Wood, 
that alfo was baa enough in that kind ; 
for it was fall of Turpentine, and wonld 
fend forth luch a thick Smoke, that 
would make abundance of Sote ; which 
made us all look , as if we had been 
free of the Company of Chimney-Sweep- 
ers. Our Cloathes were quite burnt ia 
pieces about us ^ and for the moft part, 
we were all without Shooes : But to our 
Fuellers again. They muft firft (as the 
former) go up and down in the Snow, 
till they faw a ftanding dry Treej for 
that the Snow covered any that were 
fallen. Then they muft hack it down 
with their pieces of Hatchets, and then 
others muft carry it home thorow the 
Snow. The Boys with Cutlailes, muft 
cut Boughs for the Carpenter ; for every 
piece of Timber that he did work, muft 
firft be Thaw’d in the Fire ; and he muft 
have a Fire by him, or he coiiid not 
work. And this was our continuallabour 
throughout the fbremenciooed Cold ^ 
befides our tending of the Skk, and o- 
ther oecelTary Imployments.

The firft of this Monfh^ being 
pay, we folcmnizcd as religiooftv as Gq|d 
did give us grace. Both this day, and 
the two following Holy- day 1 were ex- 
treatnCold : And now fitting an abost 
the Fire, we reafbned and confidered 
Ntoirefher UDon our Eftate We haA 


Men ("whereof the Carpenter was one) 
not able to do any thing. Tbt Boat. 
Twain, and many more, were very in*;] 
firm ; and of aU the reft, we had but 
five that could Eat of their ordinary 
AUowance. The Time and Seafon of 
the year came forwards apace, and the 
Cold did very little mitigate. Our 
nace was in an indifierent forwardnefs \ 
but the Carpenter grew worfc and worl^^ 
The Ship ( as we then thought ) 
all full of folid Ice \ which was weight 
enough to open the Seams 6 f any new 
and found VcfTcl 5 cfpccially of one that 
had lain fo long upon the Ground as ihe 
had done. In brief, after ray DifputsK 
tions, and laying open of our miferable 
and hopelefs Eftates, I rcfolvcd upon 
this Courfc : That notwithftanding it 
was more Labour, and though we de- 
chned, weaker ftill and weaker ^ yet that 
with the firft warm Weather, we would 
begin to clear the Ship, that fo wc 
might have the time before us, to think 
of fomc other Courfe. T^is being or- 
dered, wc lookt to thofc Tools wc had, 
to dig the Ice out of her ; wc had but 
two Iron-Bars aOiore, the reft were funk 
in the Ship, and one of them was bro- 
ken too. Well \ we fell to fitting of 
thofe Bars, and of four broken Shovels 
that we had ; with i^ich we intended 
fas after wc didj to dig the Ice out of 
her ; and to lay that ice on a heap, upon 
the Larboard-Bow, and to fink down 
that Ice to the ground fo faft, that it 
(hould be a Barricado to us, when the 
Ice brake up, which we feared would 
tear us all to pieces. 

The tfth was the deepeft Snow wc had 
all this year ; which fill’d up all our 
Paths and ways , by which we were 
ufed to go unto the Wood : This Snow 
was Ibrncthing moifter and greater than 
any we had all this year ; for former- 
ly it was as dry as Duft, and as fmall at 
^d^ and would drive like Duft with 
the Wind. 

The Weather continued with this 
Extremity , until the 1 5th ; at which 
time our Spring was harder froxtn, ' then 
it had been aU the year beforo. 1 hsd 
often obferved the Difference betwixt 
clear Weather and mifty Refradious 
Weather, in this manner. From a little 
Hill #hich was near adjoyning to our 
Houle i in the cleareft Weather, when 
the ^n-fhone with all the purity of Air 
that! could conceive, wc could not fte « 
a little Ifland, which bare offusS. S. E. 
four f off* but if the Wea- 
• ' ther 
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er were mifty, ( as aforefaid ) then 
2 Hionld often fee it, from the loweft 
lace. This little Ifland I had feen the 
ft year, when I was on Danby Ifland. 
The 1 3th, I took the Hcighth of it 
iftrumentally, (landing near the Sea’s 
<fc \ which I found to be 34 Minutes, 
he Sun being 28 degrees high. This 
hows, how great a Refra^ion here is. 
fct may this be noted by the way 3 
That I have feen the Land elevated, 
by rcafon of the Refraftious Air *, and 
nevcrthclcfs, the Sun hath rifen pcrfcfl 
round. 

The idth was the moft comfortable 
Sun-fhine day that came this year ; and 
I put fome to clear of the Snow from 
the upper Decks of the Ship ; and to 
clear and dry the great Cabbin, by ma- 
king Fire in it. Others I put to dig 
down thorow the Ice, to come by our 
Anchor, that was in fhoald Water ; 
which the 1 7th in the Afternoon we got 
up and carried aboard. 

The 1 8th, I put them to dig down 
thorow the Icc, near the Place where 
we thought our Rudder might be. They 
digged down, and came to Water; but 
no hope of finding of it : Wc had ma- 
ny Doubts, that it might be Sanded, or 
that the Icc might have carried it a- 
way already the laft year ; or if we 
could not recover it by digging before 
the Ice brake up, and drove, there was 
little hope of it. 

The 19th, we continued our Mincing 
Work aboard the Ship, and returned 
in the Evening to Supper afhorc. This 
day, the Mafter, and two others, defi- 
red that they might lie aboard , which 
I condefeended to ; for indeed they had 
lain very difeommodioufly all the Win- 
ter, and with iick Bed-FelJows; as I my 
felf had done, every one in that kind 
taking their Fortunes. By lying aboard, 
they avoided the hearing of the mifer- 
able groanings ; and lamenting of the 
fiek Men all Nightlong, enduring (poor 
Souls) intolerable Torments. 

By the 2 1 we had laboured (b hard, 
that we came to fee a Cask, and could 
likewife* perceive that there was fome 
Water in the Hold. This wc knew 
could not be Thawed Witcr ; becaufe 
it did ftill freeze Night and Day very 
hard aboard the Ship, and on the Land 
aj lb. 

^ By the 23th in the Evening, wc came 
to pierce the forementtoned Cask, and 
found it was full of very good Beer^ 

^ hich did puch re)oycc .v«r ally cfpcci- 


ally the ftickmeo, ootwitbfta.ndlng the, 
it did tafte a little of Bulge- Water. By 
this wc at that time thought that the 
holes wc had cot to link the Ship, wer^ 
frozen, and that this Water had ftood 
in the Ship all the Winter. 

The 24tb, wc went betimes in the 
Morning to work ; but found that the 
Water was rilcn above the Icc where 
we had left work, about two Foot ; fo^ 
that the Wind had blown very hard at 
North the Night before. In the Mornr 
ing, the Wind came about South, and 
blew hard, and although wc had little 
reafon for it, we yet expciScd a lower 
veer of the Water. 1 thereupon put 
them to work on the oucltde of the Ship; 
that we might come to the lower hole; 
which wc bad cut in the Stern-Sbootes. 
With much labour by Night, wc digged 
down thorow the Ice to it, and found 
it unfrozen , (as it had been all the 
Winter ) and to our great Comforts, 
wc found that on the infidc, the Water 
was Ebb’d even with the hole ; and that 
on theout[ide,it was Ebb’d a Foot lower. 
Hereupon I made a /hot- board to be 
nail’d on it ; and to be made as tight 
as might be, to try if the Water came 
in any other way. As to the other two 
holes, we had digged on the inlide, we 
found them frozen. Now I did this 
betimes, that if we found the Ship foun- 
dered, we might rcfolvc of fome Courfe 
to lave, or prolong our Lives, by getting 
to the Main before the Icc were broken 
up; for, as for our Boat, it was too lit- 
tle, and bulged, bcfidcs that, our 
Carpenter was by this time paft hope ; 
and therefore little hope had we of oUr 
Pinnace. But which was worft of all, 
we had not four Men able to Travel 
through the Snow over the Ice, and in 
this miferaWe eftate were wc at this 
prfefcnt. 

The 25th, wc fatisfied our Longing ; 
for the Wind now coming about North- 
erly, the Water rofc by the Ships fide 
( where wc had digged down ) a foot 
and more above the Hold, and yet did 
not rife within board. This did fo In- 
courage us, that wc fell very luftily to 
digging, and to heave ont the Ice out o^ 
the Ship. I put the Cook, and fomqK>- 
thers, to Thaw the Pomps 3 who by con- 
tinual pouring of hot Water into them, 
by the 27th in tbc Morning they had 
cleared one of them ; which we allaying, 
found that it did deliver Water very / 
foffidently. Thus wc fell to Pumpiug; • 
and having cleared two foot Water, w 
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then left to have a fecond trial. Con- 
tinuing our Work thus, in digging the 
Ice, 1 ^ the 28th we had cleared our o- 
ther Pump, which we alfo found to de- 
liver Water very well : We found like- 
wife, that the Water did not rife any 
thing in Hold. 

The 29th, it R^aincd all day long, a 
Cure Hgn to us, that Winter was broken 
up. 

The 30th, we were betimes aboard at 
work •, which day,and the 3 1 ft, were very 
Cold, with Snow and HaiT, which did 
pinch our lick Men more than any time 
this year. This Evening being May 
Even, we returned late from our Work 
to our Houfe, and made a good Fire, and 
chofc Ladies, and ' did ceremonioufly 
wear their Names in our Caps, endea> 
voining to revive our felves by any 
means. And becaufe you hear us in this 
Jvkiry Humour, I will make known to 
you what good Cheer wc kept at Chrifl- 
//ias and Eajhr and how wc had Dieted 
our felves all the VVioter. 

At our coming forth of England^ we 
were ftored with all fort of Sea Provili- 
ons \ as Beef, Pork, Fifh, ore. but now 
that we had little hope of refrelhing, 
oar Cook did order it in this manner. 

The Beef which was to ferve on Snn^- 
day Night to Supper, he did Boil on 
Saturday Night, in a Kettle full of Wa- 
ter, with a Quart of Oat-Meal, about 
an Hour r Then taking the Beef out, he 
Boiled the reft till -it came to half the 
quantity ^ and this wc called Porridge ^ 
which with Bread we did Eat, as hot as 
we could ^ and after this We had our or- 
dinary of Filh. Sunday Dinner, we had 
Pork and Peafe ^ and at Night the former 
Boiled Beef made more Porridge. In 
this manner, our Tuefdaf^ Beef was 
Boiled on the Monday Nights ^ and the 
'Jhiiyfday'^S upon the Wedrtefday^ And 
thus all the Week ( except Friday night ) 
we had fomc warm thing in our Bellies 
every Supper. And this did 

us a great deal of good^ But foon after 
Chrijlmas^ many of us YcJI lick, and had 
fore Mouths, and couldjnettbcr cat Beef, 
Pork, Filh, nor Porridge. Their Diet 
was only this: They would Pound Bread, 

Oatmeal in a Mortar^ tb^Meal ; th^n 
fry it in a Frying-Pan,, with a little 
Oil, and fo Eat it. Some would Boil 
Peafe to a foft pafte, and feed as well as 
they could upon that. For the moft 
part of the Winter , Water was our 
Oriuk. In the whole Winter, we look 
not above a dozen Foxes j many of which 


would be dead in the Traps, two or 
three days, oftentimes ; and then when 
the Blood was fettled, they would be 
unwholcfome. But if wc took one 
Kve, that had not been long in the 
I’rap, him wc Boiled, and made Broth 
for the weakeft lick Men of him ^ the 
Flefli of it being foft Boiled they did Eat 
alfo. 

Some White Partridges wc kilPd 1 
but not worth the mentioning towaros 
any refrdhing. 

We had three forts of lick Men. 
Thofe that could not move nor turn 
themlelvcs in their Beds, who rauft be 
tended like an Infant. Others that were 
as it were Cripled with Scurvy Aches. 
And others laftly, that were fomething 
better : Moft of all had Sore Mouths. 
You may now ask me. How thefe infirm 
Men could work ? 1 will tell you. Our 
Surgeon (who was diligent, and a 
fweet'conditioncd Man as ever I faw) 
would be up betimes in the Mornings ; 
and whilft ho did pick their Teeth, and 
cut away the dead Flcln fr'>m their 
Gums , they would Bathe their own 
Thighs, Knees, and Legs. The man- 
ner whereof was this : There was no 
Trees, Buds, nor Herb, but we made 
trial of it 5 And this being firft boiled 
in a Kettle, and then put in a fmall 
Tub, and Bafon, they put it under them, 
and covered themfelves with Cloathei 
upon it : This would fo mollific the 
grieved Parts, that although, when they 
did rife out of their Beds, they would 
be lb Crippled, that they could fcarcc 
Hand i yet after this done half an hour, 
they would be able to go, (and muft 
go 3 to Wood, thorow the Snow, to the 
Ship, and about their other BuCncfs. 
By Night, they would be as bad again ; 
and then they muft be Bathed, Anointed, 
and their Mouthes again d reft, before 
they went to Bed. And with this Diet, 
and in this manner, did wc go thorow 
our Miferles. 

I ever doubted, that wc fliould be 
weakeft in the Spring ; and therefore 
had 1 rclcrvcd a Tun of Alegant Wine 
unto this time. Of this , by putting 
feven Parts of Water, to one of Wine, 
we made fome weak Beverage \ which 
fby realbn that the Wine by being fro- 
zen, had loft his Virtue^ was little bet- 
ter than Water. The Sicker Ibrt had a 
Pint of Alegant a day, by it felf ^ and

• The 1 2th at Night, we had cleared Eat; for as yet we can find no green 
put all the Ice out of the Hold, and found thing to Comfort us.

Cole Died, a Man generally bemoaned of 
us all ; as much for his innate Goodnclt, 
as for the prefent ncccffity we had of a 
Man of his Quality. He had endured a 
long Sicknefs, with much Patience, and 
made a godly end. In the Evening, we 
Buried him by Mr. Warden.^ accompanied 
with as many as conld go; for three 
more of our principal Men, lay then 
expeOtiag a good hour. And now were 
we in the molt miferablc Elbate that we 
were in all the Voyage. Before his ex- 
tream weaknefs, he had brought the Pin- 
nace to that pafs, that (he was ready to 
be Boulted and Trennel'd ; and to be 
Joyn d together to receive the Plank ; 
ib that we were not lb dilconragcd by 
his Death, but that we did hope of our 
ftlves to finifh her, if the Ship proved 
vnferviceable. 

This our Pinnace was 27 Foot by the 
Keel, 10 Foot by the Beam, and five 
Foot in Hold ; (he had 1 7 ground Tim- 
bers, 34 principal Staddlcs, and eight 
Ihort Staddies. He had contrived her 
with a round Stern, to fave Labour ; 
and indeed, (he was a well proportioned 
VelTel. Her Burthen was x2 or 14 
Tun. 

In the Evening, the Matter of our 
Ship, after Burial returning aboard Ship, 
and looking about her, dilcovered fome 
part of our Gunner, under the Gun- 
Koom Ports. This Man, we had com- 
mitted to the Sea at a good drftance from 
the Ship, and in deep Water, near fix 
Months before. 

The I pth in the Morning, 1 fent Men 
to dig him out ; he was fatt in the Ice, 
bis Head downward, and bis Heel up> 
ward, for he had but one Leg, and the 
Plaittcr was yet at his Wound : In the 
Afternoon, they had diggM him clear 
out ; after ail which time, he wasasfree 
from noifomcnefs as when we firtt com- 
mitted him to the Sea. This alteration 
bad the Ice and Water, and time only 
wrought on him, that his Fie(h would 
ilip up and down upon his Bones, like a 
Glove on a Man’s Hand. In the Eveniog 
we Buried him by the others. This day, 
one GeorgtVgganes (who could handle a 
vTool belt of us aU) had indifierent well 
Impaired our Boat, and fo we ended this 
mournful Week. The Snow was by this 
time prettily well wafted in the Woodf ; 
and we having a high Tree, on the high- 
eft place of the Ifland, which we called 
our Watch- Tree ; from the top of it we 
.might fee into the Sea, but found no ap- 
t(2|K)rauce of breaking up yet. 
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The 20th, being we 

fadly fotemnized, and had fome tafte of! 
the Wild-Fowl, but not worth the Wri- 
ting. 

The XI ft, was the warriicft Sun-(hinc 
day that came this year. 1 fent two a 
Fowling ; and my felf taking the Mafter, 
the Surgeon, and one more, with our 
Pieces and our Dogs, wc went into the 
Woods to fee what Comfort we could 
find. Wc wandred from the Houfe 
eight Miles, and fearcht with all dili- 
gence ; but returned Comfortlefs, not 
an Herb nor Leaf Eatable, that we could 
find. Our Fowlers had as bad Succefs. 
In the Woods, we found the Snow part- 
ly wafted away, fo that it was pafTable. 
The Ponds were alraoft Unthaw’d ; but 
the Sea from any place we could fee all 
firm frozen. 

The Snow doth not melt away here 
with the Sun or Rain, and fo make any 
I.andTloods, as in Efj^Und but it is 
Exhaled up by the Sun, and fuckt full of 
holes, like Honey' Combs ; #fo that the 
Sand whereon it lies, will not be at aU 
wetted. The like Obfervation we alfo 
had ; that let it Rain ever fo much, you^ 
(hall fee 00 Land- Floods after it. 

The 22th, wc went aboard the Ship, 
and found that (he had made fo much 
Water, that it was now rifen above the 
Ballaft, which made us doubt again of 
her Sound neft. We fell to Pumping, 
and pumpt her qjuitc dry. And now by 
day fometimes,we have fuch hot Glooms, 
that we cannot endure in the Sun, and 
yet in the Night it would freeze very 
hard. This unnaturalnefs of the Seafon, 
did torment our Men, that they now 
grew worfe and worfe daily. 

The 23tb, our Boatfwain ( a painful 
Man ) having been long Sick, which he 
had heartily refifted, was taken with fuch 
a painful Ach in one of his Thighs, that 
wc verily thought he would have pre- 
fently died. He kept his Bed all day in 
great extremity ; and it was a Maxim 
amongft us, that if any one kept bit Bed 
two days, he could rife no more. This 
made every Man to (hive to keep up for 
life. 

The 24th was very warm Sun-foiw; 
and the Ice did confume by the Shore^s 
fide, and crackt all over the Bay, with a 
fearful noife. About three in the After- 
noon, we could perceive the Ice with 
the Ebb to drive by the Ship : Where-

1 refolvcd to heave out all the Ballafl-, 
for that the bottom of her being fo 
foakt all the Winter, I hoped was fo 
heavy, that it would bear her. If we 
could not get her off that way, I then 
thought to cut her down to the lower 
Deck, and take out her Mafts *, and fo 
with our Cask to Buoy her off. 

The pth, betimes in the Morning, 
we fell to work ^ we hoift out our Beer 
and Cydar, and made a Raft of it, fall- 
ning it to our Shore-Anchor : The 
Beer and Cydar funk prefently to the 
Ground, which was nothing (trange to 
us ^ for that any Wood or Pipe- Staves 
that had lain under the Ice all the 
Winter, would alfo fink down, fofoon 
as ever it was heaved over-board; This 
day v;c heaved out ten Tun of Bal- 
laft. And here 1 am to remember 
God’s goodntTs towards us, in fend- 
ing tliofe forementioned green Vetches. 
Fcr now our feeble fick Men, that 
could not for their lives ftir chefc two 
or three Months, can indure the Air 
and VV^llk about the Houfe ; our other 
lick Men gather ftrength alfo, and it 
IS wonderful to fee bow foon they were 
recovered. We ufed them in this man- 
ner : Twice a day, we went to gather 
the Herb or Leaf of theie Vetches, as 
they firll appeared out of the Ground ^ 
then did we wafli and Boil them, and 
fo with Oil and Vinegar that had been 
frozen, we did Eat them : It was an 
excellent Suflcnancc and refrelhing ^ the 
mofl: part of us Eat nothing clfe : Wc 
would likewife bruife^hem, and take 
the Juice of them, and mix that with 
our Drink ; Wc would Eat them raw 
alfo with our Bread. 

Thciith was very warm Wcather» 
and wc did hang our Rudder. The 
Tides did now very much deceive us ; 
for a Northerly Wind would very little 
raife the Water. This made us doubt 
of getting off our Ship. 

The 1 3th, I refolved of the Latitude 
of this Place ; fo that having examined 
Inftriiments, and pradfifed about it 
tms fortnight, I now found it to be In 
52 Deg. and 3 Min. 

The 14th, we had heaved out all tlic 
Ballad, and carried all our Yards, and 
every thing clfe of weight afliore, lb 
that we now had the Ship as light as 
^□iTible ic could be. 
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The 15th, wc did little but cxcr- 
eife our fclvesii feeing that by this 
time, our Men that were mod feeble, • 
arc now grown ftrong, and can run 
about. The Flefih of their Gums be- 
came fettled again, and their Teeth faft- 
ned ; fo that they can Eat Beef with 
their Vetches. 

This day I went to our Watch^Tres ^ 
but the Sea ( for any thing 1 could per- 
ceive to the contrary ) was dill firm 
frozen ^ and the Bay we were in, all 
full of Ice, having no way to vent it. 

The itfth, was wondrous hot, with 
fome Thunder and Lightning, fo that 
our Men did go into the Ponds alhorc, 
to Swim and Cool themfelves \ yet was 
the Water very Cold dill. Here had 
lately appeared divers forts of Flies 3 
as Butter Flies, Butchers-FIies, Horfe- 
Flies *, and fuch an infinite abundance of 
bloud'thirfty Muskitoes, that we were 
more tormented with them then ever 
we were with the Cold Weather. 
Thcfe ( I think ) lie dead# in the old 
rotten Wood all the Winter, and in 
Summer they revive again. Here be 
likewife infinite company of Ants, and 
Frogs in the Ponds upon the Land v 
but we durfl: not Eat of them, they 
lookt lb fpeckled like Toads, By this 
time were there neither Bears, Foxes, 
nor Fowl to be lecn ; They are all 
gone. 

The 17th, the Wind came Norther- 
ly, and we expedting a high Tide, in 
the Morning betimes , put out our 
fmall Cable a-dern out at the Gun- 
Room-Port *, but the Morning Tide wc 
had not Water by a Foot. In the 
Evening 1 had laid Marks, by Stones, 
CTc. and me thoughts the Water did 
flow apace. Making Signs therefore 
for the Boat to come afliore , I took 
all that were able to do any thing 
with me aboard \ and at high Water, 
(although flic wanted fometbing to 
rife clear out of her Dock ) yet wc 
heav’d with fuch a good WiU, thatwc 
heaved her thorow the Sand into a foot 
and a half deeper Water. Further then 
fo, we durd not yet bring her,, for that 
the Ice was all thick about us. After 
we had Moor’d her, wc went ^ 
Prayers ^ and gave God thanks that had 
given us our Ship again. 

The iStih, we were up betimes ^ the 
Cooper , and fome with him , to nil 
frcfti Water : my fclf with romeochets, 
to gather Stones at low Water y which 
wc pileing up in a heap, at high vv^ 
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ter the Cock-fwain and his Gang, fctcht 
them aboard \ where the Mafter with 
the reft ftowed them. The Ship at 
low Water had a great Lull to the 
Offing j by which means we could the 
better come and ftop the two upper 
holes firmly •, after which, we fitted o- 
ther convenient Places, to make others 
to link her, if occalion were. 

The ipth, we were all up betimes 
to work , as afore fpecified : Thefe 
two days, our Ship did not Fleet, and 
it was a happy Hour, when we got 
her of]’ for that we never had fuch a 
high Tide all the time we were here. 
In the Evening, I went up to our 
]Vatcb-T 7 ee \ and this was the firft 
time I could fee any open Water, any 
way, except that little by the Shore- 
lide, where we were. This put ns in 
feme Comfort, that tlie Sea would Ihort- 
ly break up, which we knew muft be 
to the Northward, feeing that w'ay we 
were certain, there was above two hun- 
dred Leagues of Sea. 

The 2oth, we laboured as afore- 
laid. The Wind at North North 
Weft. The Tide rofe fo high, that 
our Ship fleeted, and we drew her fur- 
ther ofl^ into a foot and a half deep 
Water. Thus we did it by little and 
little \ for that the Ice was ftill wonder- 
ful thick about us. 

The 21th, tlicre drove much Ice a- 
bout us, and within us , and brought 
home our Stern Anchor. At high Wa- 
ter ( notwithftanding all the Ice ) we 
heav’d our Ship further off \ that fo (he 
might lie a float at low Water. 

The next low Water , we Sounded 
all about the Ship, and found it very 
toul ground \ wedifeovered Stones three 
Foot high above the ground, and two 
of them within a Ships breadth of the 
Ship ^ whereby did more manifcftly 
appear God’s Mercies to us ^ for if 
when we forced her alhorc, Ihe had 
ftriickcn one blow againft thofe Stones, 
it had Bulged her. Many fuch Dan- 
gers were there in this Bay, which 
we now firft perceived, by the Ice’s 
grounding and riling againft them. 
Ill the Evening, we Tow’d off the Ship, 
unto the place where Ihe rid the laft 
year, and there Moor’d her, Ihecring 
the Ship, Night and Day, Flood and 
Lbb, aiiiongft the difpcrft Ice that came 
athwart of us. 

The 23th, we laboured in fetching 
out^Proviiions aboard *, which to do, we 
wti e fain to wade to carry it to the Boat 
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a full flight Ihotj and all by realbd 
the Wind was Southerly. This Morn- 
ing , I took an Obfervation of the 
Moon\ coming to the South , by a 
Meridian-Line of one hundred and 
twenty yards long, which I had redl- 
fied many Weeks before-hand. 

The 24th, 1 took another Oblcrva- 
tion of the MoorP% coming to the Me- 
ridian ; for which I refer you to the 
Obfervations in the latter end of this 
Journal. 

Whereas 1 had formerly cUt down 
a very high Tree, and made a Crofs 
of it, to it I now faftened (uppermoft) 
the King’s and Queen’s Majefties Pi- 
aurcs, drawn to the Life, and doubly 
wrapt in Lead, and fo doft, that no 
Weather could hurt them. Betwixt 
both thcle I affixed his Majefties Royal 
Titles ; viz., Chailcs the 
England, Scotland , France , and Ire- 
land ; Mfo of New-found-land, and 
of thefe 'Territories : And to ttje Wefl-^ 
tvardy as far as Nova Albion \ And to 
the Northward^ to the Latitude of 80 De- 
grees^ &C. 

On the out-fide of the Lead, I fall- 
ened a Shilling and a Six-Pence of his 
Majefty’s Coin; under that, we faften- 
ed the King’s Arms fairly cut in Lead ; 
and under that, the Arms of the City 
of BriftoL And this being Midfarntner^ 
Day^ we raifed it on the top of the 
bare Hill, where we had Buried our 
dead Fellows ; formally by this Cere- 
mony taking pofleffion of thefe Territo- 
ries to his Majefties life. 

The Wind continuing Southerly and 
blowing hard, put all the Ice upon us ; 
fo that the Ship now rid amongft it, 
in fuch apparent Danger , that 1 
thought verily we Ihould have loft her. 
We laboured. Flood and Ebb, both 
with Poles and Oars, to heave away 
and part the Ice from her. But it was 
God that did protedl and preferve us ; 
for it was paft any Man’s Underftand- 
ing, how the Ship could indurc it, or 
we by our Labour fave her. In the 
Night, the Wind Ihifted to the Weft- 
ward, and blew the Ice from us, where- 
by we had fomc reft. 

The 25th in the Morning, the Boat- 
Twain , with a convenient Cruc with| 
him, began to rig the Ship, the reft 
f^et^hing our Provifions aboard. About 
10 a Clock, when it was fomething 
dark, 1 took a Launce in my hand, and 
one with me with a Musket and (bme 
Fire, and went to our IVatch-Tree, to 
6 Q make 






make a Fire on the eminentcft Place 
of the Illand , to fee if it would be 
anfwered : Such Fires I had formerly 
made, to have knowledge if there were 
any Salvages on the Main or the I- 
flands about us. Had there been any, 
my purpofe was to have gone to them, 
to get fome Intelligence of fome Chi^ 
ft tans y or fome Ocean Sea thereabouts. 
When I was come to the Tree, 1 laid 
down my Lance, and fo did my Con- 
fort his Musket *, and whilft my ftlf 
dimed up to the top of the Tree, I 
ordered him to put Fire unto fome 
low Tree thereabouts. He (unadvifed- 
ly) put Fire to fome Trees that were 
to Windward ^ fo that they ( and all 
the 1 efl too , by reafon it had been 
very hot Weather ) being feare and dry, 
took Fire like Flax or Hemp \ and the 
Wind blowing the Fire towards me, I 
made hafte down the Tree, But be- 
fore 1 was half way down, the Fire 
took in the bottom of it , and blazed 
fo fiercely iinv*?ards, that 1 was fain to 
leap off the I'rec, and down a (teep 
Hill, and in brief, with much ado, cf- 
cap’d Burning. The Mofs on the ground 
was as dry as Flax; and it would run 
moft ftrahgely, and like a Train along 
the Earth. The Musket and the Lance 
were both burnt. My Confort at laft 
came to me, and was joyful to fee me ; 
lor he thought verily 1 had been burn- 
ed. And thus wc went homeward to- 
gether, leaving the Fire increafing, and 
Itill burning moft furioufly. Wc could 
fee no anfwcr of it. I flept but little 
all Night after : and at break of day, 
I made all our Powder and Beef to be 
carried aboard. This day, 1 went to 
the Hills, to look to the Fire; where I 
law how it did ftill burn moft furioufly, 
both to the Weftward and Northward ; 
leaving one upon the Hills to watch it, 
1 came home immediately, and made 
them take down our new Suit of Sails, 
and carry them to the Sea-lkie, ready 
to be caft in, if occafion were, and to 
make hafte to take down our Houfes. 
About Noon, the Wind fliiftcd North- 
erly ; and our Centioel came running 
home, bringing us Word, that the Fire 
did follow him hard at his Heels, like 
"\iTrain of Powder. It was no need to 
bfti us take down and carry all away 
to the Sea- fide. The Fire came towards 
us. with a moft terrible rattling noiftf^ 
bearing a full Mile in breadth : And by 
that timp wc had uncovered our Houfes 
and Ijid hand on, to carry away our 


laft things , the Fire was come to our 
Town and feized on it, and (in a trice) 
burn it down to the Ground. We 
loft nothing of any value in it ; for we 
had brought it all away into a Place of 
Security. Our Dogs, in this Combu- 
ftion, would fit down on their Tails, 
and howl, and then run into the Sea, 
on the Shoalds, and there ftay. The 
Wind fhifted Eafterly ; and the Fire 
ranged to the Weftward, fePking what 
it might devour. This Night, we lay 
all together aboard the Ship, and gave 
God thanks, that he had Shipt us in her 
again. 

The 27th, 28th, and 29th, we 
wrought hard in fetching our Things 
aboard, as likewife our Water, which 
we muft Towe off with the Ebb, and 
bring it to the Ship with the Flood. 
Moreover, wc muft go about the Ea- 
fter-Point for Drift-Wood ; for our 
Tools were all fo fpent, that we could 
cut none : Wherefore, about fome three 
days agonc, I had caufed our Pinnace to 
he Sawed to pieces, and vyith that wc 
Stowed our Cask, intending to burn it 
at low V/jters, and fiich other times, 
as we could not work in carrying 
thiqgs aboard. I employed the Men in 
fetching Stones ; and wc did build three 
Tombs over our three Dead Fellows, 
filling them up with Sand in a decent 
and handfomc fafhion. The Jeaft Tomb 
had two Tuns of Stones about it. 

The 30th, we moft carncftly conti- 
nued our Labour, and brought our Sails 
to Yard •, and by 1 1 a Clock at Night 
had made a priddy Ship *, meaning to 
have fini/hed our Bufinefs with the 
Week and the Month, that fo wc might 
the better folemnize the Sabbath alhore 
to morrow, and fo take leave of our 
Wintering Ifland. 

The Wind hath been variable a great 
while ; and the Bays are now fo clear 
of Ice, that we cannot fee a piece of 
it, for it was all gone to the North- 
ward. Hoping therefore that it give 
content to fome Readers, 1 will relate 
the manner of the brea^ng of it up. 
It is firft to be noted, that it doth not 
freeze ( naC^ally ) above ftx Foot, the 
reft is by accident. Such is that Ice 
that you may fee here, fix Fathom thick. 
This we had manifeft proof of, by our 
digging the Ice out of the Ship , and 
by digging to our Anchors before the 
Ice br^e up.

when the Heatincreafeth^ it 
Thaws firfb on the Sboald by the Shore 
iide ; which when it hath done round 
about, then the Courfes of the Tides 
( as well by the Ebb and Flood, as by 
their rifing and falling ) do fo (hake 
the Main Ice, that it cracks and breaks 
it. Thus, when it hath gotten room 
for motion \ then runs one piece of it 
upon another ^ and fo bruifes and grinds 
it felf againft the Shoalds and Rocks, 
that it becomes abbreviated, infomuch 
that a Ship may have well paflage tho* 
row it. Befides this ^ much of it is 
thruft upon the Shoalds, where it is 
much confumed by the heat of the Sun. 
I hc Scafon here in this Climate, is moft: 
unnatural *, for in the day time, it will 
be extream Hot, yea, not indurable in 
the Sun, which is, by reafon that it is 
afandy Country. In the Night again, 
it will freeze an Inch thick in the 
Ponds, and in the Tub about and in 
our Houfe : And all this, towards the 
latter end of Jane, 

I'he Miukitoes^ upon our coining a« 
way, were molt intolerable. We tore 
an old Auncient in pieces, and made us 
Ba^s of it to put our Heads in ^ but 
it was no Fortification agaiolt them. 
They would find ways and means to 
Ring us, that our Faces were fwoln 
hard out in Pimples, which would fo 
Itch and Smart, that we mull needs rub 
and tear them. And thefe Flies, indeed, 
were more tormenting to us, than all 
he Cold we had heretofore indured. 

July^ 1532 . 

The firll of this Month being Sun- 
day , we were up betimes. And I 
caufed our Ship to be adorned the belt 
wc could \ our Auncient on the Poop, 
and- the King’^ Colours in the Main- 
Top. I had provided a fliort Brief of 
all the Paflage^of our Voyage to this 
day ; I likewife wrote in what ftatc 
we were at prefent, and how I did in- 
tend to profccutc the Difeovery, both 
to the Weftward, and to the South- 
ward , about this lHand. This Brief 
Difeourfe 1 had coaclud«l> with a Re- 
queft to any noble Minded Traveller, 
that fhould take it down, or come to 
the notice of it ^ that if we (hould pe- 
ri(h in the Adion, then to make our 
E^eay^rs^ l^nown to our Sovereign 
li>sA Uie Ring. And thus with our 
Arms, Drum and Colours, Cook and 
Kettle, vfc went alhorc, * and firit wc 


march t up to our eminent Crofs, ad- 
joyning to which we had Buried our 
Dead Fellows. There we read Morn^ 
ing Prayer, and then walked up and 
down till Dinner time., After Dinner 
we walkt to the highefl: Hills, to fee 
which way the Fire had wafted. Wc 
deferied that it had confumed to the 
Weftward, fixteen Miles at leaft, and 
the whole breadth of the Ifland : Near 
about our Crofs and Dead, it could 
not come, by reafon it was a bare 
fandy Hill. After Evening Prayer, 1 
happened to Walk alongft the Beach- 
fide ; where I found an Herb refemb- 
bling Scurvy- Grafs I made Ibme to 
be gathered, which we Boiled with our 
Meat to Supper : It was moft excellent 
good, and far better than our Vetches. 
After Supper we went all to feek and 
gather more of it ^ which we did, to 
thequantity of two Bufhels, which did 
afterwards much refrefh us : And now 
the Sun was fet, and the Boat come 
afhore for us j whereupon we aflem- 
bled our felves together, and went up 
to take the laft view of our Dead , 
and to look unto their Tombs, and o- 
thcr Things. Here leaning upon mine 
Arm, on one of their Tombs, I utte- 
red thefe Lines, which though per- 
chance they may procure Laughter ia 
the Wifer fort, ( which I fhall be glad 
of) they yet moved my young and 
tender-hearted Companions at that time 
with fome Corapaffion. And thefe they 
were. 

I Were unkind, unlefs that / did fljed. 
Before I parr, fome Tears upon our Dead : 
jind when my Eyes be dry, Jwillnot ceafe 
In heart to pray, their Bones may reft in peace ■ 
Their better parts, (good Souls ) I know 
were given. 

With an intent they Jfjoftld return to Heaven,

So fallning iny Brief to the Crofs, 
which was fecurely wrapt up ia Lead, 
wc prefcntly took Boat and departed, 
and never put foot more on that liland. 
This llland and all the refl, fas like- 
wife the Main^ is a light white Sand, 
covered over with a white Mofs, and 
full of Shrubs and low Bufhes \ except- 
ing fome bare Hills, and other Patches. 
I*n thefe bare Places , the Sand will 
drive with the Wind like Duft. It is 
very full of Trees, as Sprufe and Ju- 
niper \ but the biggeft Tree I faw, 
was but a foot and a half over. At 
our firil coming hither, we faw ibme 
Deer, and kill’d one y but never any 
fincc. Foxes, all the Winter we faw 
many, and kill’d fome Dozen of them \ 
but they went ail away in May, 
Bears, we faw but few, but kill’d none \ 
we faw fome other little Bealls. Fa 
Mayy there came fome Fowl, as Ducks 
and Gcele *, of which we kill’d very 
few. White Partridges we faw *, hue 
in fmall quantities y nor had we any 
Shot, to Ihoot at them. F^ we could 
never fee any in the Sea \ nor no Bones 
of Filh on the Shore-fide, excepting a 
few Cockle-lhels , and yet nothing in 
them neither. Other things remarkable 
I have before mentioned.

Coming Home. 


July^ i6%±. 

M Vndd^ being the id of July^ wc 
were up betimes, about Stow- 
ing and Fitting our Ship, and 
j of our Anchors, which when 
the laft was a-Trip, we went to Prayer, 
bef^eching God to continue his Mercies 
to us, and rendring him Thanks for ha- 
ving thus reftored us. Our Ship wc 
found no Defed In ^ we had abundance 
of fuch Provilions as we brought out of 
EniUmd's, and we were in indifferent 
Health, and did gather Strength daily. 
This being done, we Weighed, and 
came cheerfully to Sail. The Wind at 
North Weft, bad to getaway. Where- 
fore we flood over to Danhy Ifland, to 
take in more Wood *, and there to be 
ready to take the opportunity of a fair 
Wind. I went afhore my felf with the 
Boat \ for that fome of the Company 
had told me, that they had feen Stakes 
the lalb year droven into the Ground. 
When wc came alhore, whilft fome ga- 
ther’d Wood , 1 went to the Place ; 
where I found two Stakes droven into 
the Ground about a foot and a half, 
and Firebrands, where a Fire had 
been made by tham. 1 pull’d up the 
Stakes, which were about the bignefs of 
my Arm^ and they had been cot (harp 
at the ebdi, with a Hatchet, or fome 
other good Iron tool, and driven in as 
it were with the head of it. They were 
diftant about a Stones throw from the 
Water-fide. I could not conceive, to 
what purpofe they Ihould be there fet, 
uijlefs it were for fome Mark for Boats, 
c This did augment my Oefte to fpeak 
with the Salvages; for without doubt 
VoLH. ‘ 


they could have given notice of fome 
Chriflians, with whom they had fome 
Commerce. About four in the Evening^ 

1 returned aboard with a Boats lading of 
Wood ; and the Wind fomething favour- 
ing, we Weighed \ with our L^d feek- 
ing out a Channel amongll thefe pilous 
Shoalds. In the Evening, the Wind op- 
pofing it felf, we came to Anchor 
ewizt CharUton IQand, and that Ifland 
we named the lait year, fin Memory of 
that Honourable GMtleman, Mr. Th^mss 
Cdrie^ one of the Bed-Chamber to the 
lUng) CinVs Ifland ; wheft we rid all 
Night. 

The 3d, at break of day, we Weigh- 
ed with a bare Wind, and Sounding up 
and down for a Channel, we were many 
times In five and four Fathom Water- 
The Wind largeing upon us, we flood 
away Weft t By Noon, wc faw all Ice 
to the Northward of ns. Endeavouring 
therefore, to Compafs about the Wefter- 
point of ChsrUton Ifland, and (b tOfieek 
to the South ward,wc found it all Shoalds, 
Rocks, and Breaches. By four in the 
Afternoon, wc faw the Wcftcrn-land, 
but all full of Icc \ whereupon, as the 
Wind favoured us, wc flood alongft ir* 
in fight to the Northward. 

The 4th was Calm, but fo very thick 
Fog with all, that wc could not fee a 
Piftol-ftiot about us. Wherefore we 
came to an Anchor, and there rid all 
this day and the next night. v/ 

The 5th, at three in the Morning, 
Weigh’d ; but Ice being all about us, we 
kaew not which way to turn us : Now to 
avoid teUing the fame thing lo times, we 
were continually, till the 22th, fo pe- 
flered and tormented with Ice, that it 
would feem incredible to relate it \ 

6 Q, fonic- 
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fomccimes wc were fo blinded with Fog, 
that wc could not fee about us \ and be- 
ing now become willful in oiir Endea- 
vours, we fhould fo flrike aga4t|t the 
Ice, that the fore- part of the Ship would 
crack again •, and make our Cook and 
othetf to ruvup all Im^ed, apd thinly 
thej^hip hacThofn beajM all tdi^ pieces^ 
lacked, we did hourly Mrike fudh una- 
voidable blows, that we did leave the 
Hatches open, and 20 times in a dty, 
the Men would run down into the Hold, 
to fee if fhe were Bulged. 

Sometimes, when wc had made her 
faft in the Night, to a great piece of 
Ice, we fliould Jnavc fuch violent Storms, 
that our faftning would break *, and then 
the Storm would beat us from piece to 
piece moft fearfully *, otherwhile , wc 
fhould be taft inclofcd among great Ice, 
as high as our Poop. This was made 
(as I have formerly faid) by one piece 
running upon another; which made it 
draw eight or ten fathom Water. Be- 
lldes which, the lowcrmofb would rife 
from underneath, and ftrike us under 
the Bulge, with pieces of five, fix, yea, 
of eight Tun, that many times we have 
pump’d clear Water for an hour toge- 
ther before wc could make the Pump 
fuck. AroongH tbefe feveral and hour- 
ly Dangers, I over- heard the Men mur- 
mur, and fay, that they were happy that 
1 bad buried ; and that if they had a 
thoufand Pounds, they would give it, 
fo they lay fairly by them ; fo«r we ffay 
they J are deftined to Starve upon a piece 
of fee. 1 was fain to indurc all this 
with Patience; and to comfort them up 
again, when 1 bad them in a better Hu- 
mour. 

The 22 th, having been vext with a 
Storm all laif Night, and this Morning 
with a thick Fog, wc drove in 1 3 Fathom 
Wafer. About Noon, it clear’d, and 
wefiiw Land ; and at the infrant, had a 
good Obfeivation,' whereby wc knew it 
to be Cape HtnritttA Maria. 1 made 
the Mafber ftand in with it ; and ia the 
mean time, we fitted a Crofs, and fafttn- 
ed the King’s Arms, and the Arms of 
the City of Briftol to it ; we came to an 
Anchot' within a Mile of the Shore, in 
fix Fathom Water : fo we boifbed out the 
* ^at, and took our Arras and our Dogs, 
ahd went afhorc. Upon the moft emi- 
nent place, wc ereAed the Croft ; and 
then iceking about, wc foon law Ibrafc 
Decy, and by and by niorc and more. 
Wc Hole to them with the beft skill we 
had, and then put ow Dogs on them ; 
but the Detr ran clear away from them 


at their plcafure. Wc tired the Dogs, 
and wearied our fclvcs, but to no pur- 
pofe ; neither could we come to fhoote 
Utthe^^ 1 faw in all, about a dozen 
(old and young) very goodly Bcafts. 
Wc took half a dozen young Gcefc, on 
thePooTs, by wading i.T to them ; md 
fo tf turned tp our ^at vtxt, that ndvr 
wr had found a place where thek was 
refrcihing, and we could get none of it. 
Whereas, therefore, we had kept our 
Dogs with a great deal of Inconvenience 
aboard the Ship all the Winter ; and 
had pardoned them maqy Mifdemeanors, 
( for they would fleal our Meat out of 
the fteqjbg Tubs} in hope they might 
hereafter do us fomc Service ; and fee- 
ing they now did not ; and that there 
was no hope they could hereafter : I 
cauled them to be left aOiorc. They 
were a Dog and a Bitch : Buck Dogs, 
of a very good Race. The Dog had 
a Collar about his Neck, which it may 
be Itereafter, may come to ligfit I cild 
fee BO fign at all, of any Salvages ; nor 
could we find auy Herbs, od other Rc- 
frefhing here. 

lu the Evening, rbemg returned a- 
board) and the Wind blowing fair at 
South ; I caufed the M after to Weigh, 
and come to Sail, and to lole no time ; 
for we did hope for an open Sea to the 
N. W. This Cape hath a very Shoald- 
poinc, that lies off* it ; which we endea- 
voured to corapafs about 

Sailing therefore amongft fhattered 
Ice, wc came to very Shoald- Water, 
( four arid five Fatboni deep ) and could 
DOt avoid it. At length, ftanding R the 
Water deepened ; but wc came amongft 
great pieces of Ice ; which by rcafon 
of Ibmc ^en Water, there went a pret- 
ty Sea. T hefc hard pieces of Ice made 
a moft fearful noiie. ft proved a fair 
Moon-lhine Night ; otherwife it had 
gone ill with us. Wc turned amongft 
this fee, ftaying the Ship fooqedraes 
within her length, of great pieces, as 
bad as Rocks ; but by reafon we were 
often forced to bear n^ we did ftg up- 
on the Main-sand of%^, and that we 
thought would be worfefor us; we 
let rail an Anchor, and ftood aV on the 
Decks to watch the foe's fheeriog of the 
Ship , f to and again J to avoid it. 
Thus having Poles and Oars to fbnd it» 
wc conM not keep our fclves fo clear, 
but many pieces came fbui of os. Wc 
brake two of our great Poles with it ; 
which were made to be handled by four 
Men, beiides'fanie other Damages. At 
break of dary, we Weighed ; and 
* fought 
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fought alj ways to dear our fdves of 
lee, but it was ittipoffiblc. 1 conceive it 
impertinent to relate every particular 
days paflages, which was much alike to 
us. Our Endeavours were fometimes 
with our Sails ; giving and receiving 500 
fearful Blows in a day. Sometimes, we 
would Hop at an Anchor, when we 
could get a little open Water, and fo 
fufPer the Icc to drive to Leeward ; 
other whiles, wc (hould be endofed a- 
mongH it •, and then it would fo break, 
nnd rife, and leap up under us, that we 
cxpcfted to be beaten every hour to 
pieces. 

Mofcovcr,we fhould have fuch Storms 
in the dark Nights, that would break 
the Moorings wc had made fall to fome 
piece of Icc for fcctrity in the Night 
Seafon ^ and then we flionld beat mofl 
dangerouny from piece to piece till Day- 
light, that we could fee to make her faft 
again. I forbear to fpeak of thick Fogs 
which we had daily, which did freeze 
onr Rigging day and night : Befides all 
which, we (hould come into moft uncer- 
tain depths j fometimes 20 Fathom, next 
caft 10, next 15, then 9, Rocky foul 
Grotind. The great deep Ice withall, 
driving on thefe uncertain depths, did 
fo diftra<H the Tides, and deceive us fo 
much in our Accounts, that by the 30th, 
we were driven back fo far, to the Eaft- 
ward, and to the Southward of the Cape, 
that at five a Clock in the Evening it 
bare N. W. of us fome three Leagues off^ 
contrary to onr Expeftations. With all 
thefe Mifehiefs, our Ship is now become 
very leaky, that we muft Pump every 
half Watch. Here I called a Confulta- 
tion ; and after confidcration of all our 
Experience, wc were all of the fame 
Opinion, that it was impoffiblc to get to 
the Northward, or to the Ealtward, by 
rcafon of the Ice. Wherefore I rcfolvcd 
upon this Conrfe: When the Wind blew 
South, it would blow the Icc off the 
South-(hoTC, then we would feck to get 
to the Weft ward, betwixt it and the 
Ihorc. I muft confefs, that this was^a 
defperate Refblntion ^ for all the Coaft 
we knew to be Ihoald and foul Gronnd, 
all Rocks and Stones; fo that if the 
Wind fhould fhift to the Northward, 
there would be (without God’s mcrciesj 
little hope of us. But here we muft not 
ftay ; the Nights grew long, the Cold fo 
incrcafcd, that betwitt the pieces of Ice, 
the Sea would be frozen. I/caufcd the 
Ship to be fitted, and Places icon venient 
again prepared to fink her. the ftcond 
tifacj if lo be we iwe pnt fO Extremi* 


tics. Wc prcfently put our projed in 
Execution (the Wind being at South) 
and got about the ffioalds of the Cape, 
ftanding then Into the Ihoreward, to get 
betwixt it and the Ice ; we came into 
four Fathom Water ( very foul reeky 
ground ) thinking to come to an Anchor 
all Night, and let the Icc drive to Lee- 
ward. But ftill there was fb.much Ice 
betwixt us and the ihorc, that wc were 
fain to bear up amongft it into deeper 
Water, and to let the Ship drive atnongft 
it. The Wind increafing, we endured 
a moft dangerous dark Night of it. In 
the Morning, we fell to work, to get the 
Ship again out of the Icc into fome clear 
Water, which wc faw W. by S. of us. 
Some of our Company went out upon 
the Ice,to heave her with their Shoulders, 
whilft others ftood aboard with Poles. 
The reft ftood to fpill and fill the Sail. 
By nine in the Morning, we had gotten 
into Ibme clear Water, and ftood Weft 
and by South, and into four Fathom 
Water, foul Ground. But being not 
able to weather fome rands of fee which 
did drive, wc were fain to ftand off a- 
gain, and f when the Evening grew dark) 
to come to an Anchor. 

About Midnight, there came a great 
piece of Ice ( which we could not avoid ) 
athwart of our Cable, and made the Ship 
drive and drag her Anchor. This drove 
her into fhoald Water, it being very 
rocky and foul Ground. Wc brought 
the Cable to Capftang, and heav’d with 
fuch a Courage, that wc heav’d home 
our Anchor from under it. Thus we 
did endeavour ( the beft wc could ) to 
keep our fclvcs in eight and ten Fathoni 
Water. It then plcafed God, that the 
Wind blew alongft the fhorc, otherwife 
it had gone far worfe with trs. 

1532. 

The firft of this month it break of 
day, when wc could fee a little about us, 
wc fell to ftruggle and ftrivc again with 
the Ice, and to get in nearer to the fhorc. 
There, by rcafon the Wind was oppo- 
fitc to come to in Anchor, wc let the 
fee drive to LceWard, hoping thactherd 
was a clear Sea to the Weft ward. Th^ 
Ice drove very thick upon us^ and one 
piece came foul of us, which did touch 
our Sprit-Sail Yard, and made the Ship 
drive ; but we fbon cleared our felvcS 
of it- Then wc Weighed, and ftood iri 
nearer to the fhore ; but the Water 
fhoalded, ahd there were fo many great 
rands of let betwixt us and the ihofe^ 

that 



that there was no coming to an Anchor. 
So we turned betwixt toe Ice ^ man^r 
pieces of it being a«gronnd in (boald 
Water ; and few pieces diftant one from 
the oth^ a Cables length. This day we 
ihw two Sea Morfes on the Ice. 

The 2d in the Morning, we were glad 
of the break of day, having moft dan- 
geronfiy tnrnM amongft the Ice ah Night, 
and endured many a heavy blow. We 
ftood in again to the (hore.ward, to fee 
if we could get Tome clear Water ; for 
to the Nor^ward it was all impaflkble 
Ice. We ftood into Sve and four Fa*- 
thorn, but ftill aU incoro;»ft with Ice. 
So we ftood off again into deeper Water, 
and in the Evening we were inclofed a- 
mongft extraordinary great pieces : It 
was a very thick Fog withall ^ fo that we 
made fift the Ship to a great fiat piece, 
and went to Sleep and refrefh our felves 
after our extream Pains-taking. 

The 3d, 4th, and 5th, we were in- 
dofed amongft very great Ice ^ and it 
blew fuch a Storm of Wind, that wc 
(bmetimes endeavouring to get forward 
to the Weftward, did ftrike fuch heavy 
blows, that made all the forepart of the 
Ship crack again. Then wc would give 
over working and let her alone amongft 
it ; but then the Ice would break and rife 
under os, that would endanger us as bad 
as the former. Our Ship doth make a- 
bove a Tun of Water every Watch, 
which we muft Pump out, befide our 
our other Labour. God think on us, 
and be merciful to us amongft all thefe 
Dangers. 

The 5th at Noon, wc were in Lati* 
tude 55. 30. the Cape bearing off us 
S. E. by£. fome ti Leagues off^ and 
. this is all we have gotten, fince the x2th 
of July. All Night it blew a violent 
gale of Wind, at W. N. W. and about 
Midnight , our Hawfer ( which we 
had made fall to a piece of Ice) broke, 
and we loft 14 Fathom of it. We beat 
aU Night inoft fearfully, being toft from 
piece to piece, becanfe that in the dark 
we durft not venture onr Men to go forth 
on the Ice for fear of loling them. 

All the 6tb, the Storm indured, and 
drove us again with the Ice, almoft to 
the Cape. 

The 7th, was the moft comfortable 
day wc had fince wc came out of our 
Wintering place ; the Wind came ijp 
wir at Eaft, and wc got (althongh with 
our former Inconveniencies and Dangers) 
nearer to the (hpre, and into fome open 
Wster, making good way to the Weft- 
ward Moreover, our Leak now ftopt 


of its own accord » fo that now we 
Pnmpt bnt Iktle. We (ailed all Nighr, 
keeping good Watch on the Forecsulc, 
bearing up for one, and loofiing f 6 t an* 
other. 

Thus did we the 8th alfo, but then 
the Wind (hifting to the N. W. it drove 
the Ice on the (hore, and we came to an 
Anchor in eight Fathom Water. The 
Main-Ice, we had fome two Mile to 
Windward of us , but the fee of the 
Tide kept It off from us. At Noon, 
wc were in Latitude 5.5. 34. In the Even- 
ing, a rang of Ice drove upon us, whiidt 
made us Weigh, and ftand in nearer the 
(bore, into fix Fathom,, and there to 
come to an Anchor. The Wind in- 
creafing about Midnight, the Ship did' 
drive, and was quickly in five Fathom 
Water , wherefore we let fall our Shoot- 
Anchor, and both held her. but that 
that troubled us, was, that wc expefted 
every Minute, when the Main-Icc would 
come upon us, and then there would be 
no hope but to be put afhore. 

The 9th, in the Mornings wc Weigh- 
ed our fecond Anchor, the Ice being 
within left than a Mile of us. About 
eight In the Morning, a Point of it camo 
foul of us, which we prevented, by 
Weighlag, and came to an Anchor in 
three Fathom and a half Water. The 
Wind continued N. N. W. which was 
In on the Ihore. This Morning, I cau- 
fed all our empty Cask to be fill’d with 
Water, and the Ship to be left nupumpt ^ 
and the Places lookt to, that we had pre- 
pared to fink her : for wc were at pre- 
fent in as apparent danger, as any time 
this Voyage^ and Cto our great griefs) 
it was aU loui rocky ground. The Dan- 
ger of this was, if we made faft to 2 
piece of Ice that drew deep Water,tbeni 
as foon as it came to ground on thefe 
Rocks, it would break aU to pieces, and 
betray us co our Deftru£lion. About 
Noon, there came foul of us, the point 
of a range of Ice, which we refolved to 
endure the extremity of,witb an Anchor, 
taking to ride and break through it, 
m now perceiving fome open Water 
beyond it \ thrufting therefore, and fend- 
ing with onr Poles, at laft a gr.cat piece 
came thwart our Hawfer, and there went 
a pretty Sea amongft it. The Ship did 
now foU upon it fo violently, that 1 ex- 
peded every blow, (he would beat out 
ncr Bows. At length, fhc did drive 
with it, (b.that I thought the Cable had 
been brokef Wc brought it to Cap- 
ftang to heave it in i but found that our 
$hoote-An<jilor was broken in the middle 
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of the (haok. We prcfently fct put Sails 
thereupon, endeavouring that way to 
edge in amongft the Ice off of this peri- 
lous Ihorc. It plcalcd God to favour our 
Labour fo, that by eight in the Evening 
we got off into feven Fathom ^ and a 
dark Night coming on, we made fall to 
the biggeff piece we could had. It blew 
fairly all Nighty but about Midnight, 
the Wind came up at North, which was 
more on the Shore than before. 

By break of day, on the loth, we 
were driven into four Fathom, very foul 
ground ^ fb that the Lead did fall off the 
Rocks three or four Foot, we fet our 
Sails, and ufed our uttermoft Endeavours 
to edge off Some of us went upon the 
Ice to hale her ; others ftood with Poles 
to thruft:, by Night. At Night we had 
gotten off, into eight Fathom ; and made 
fall to the biggeft piece we could find. 
If any Man Ihould ask. Why we now 
kept fo near to the ftiorc, in this conti- 
nual danger ? I anfwer, Becaufe that in 
the Offing, the Ice was fo extraordinary 
thick, that we could make no way, any 
wey through it. Moreover, when we 
were in that great thick Icc, and that the 
Wind came iTp fair at S. or S. E. or E. 
we could not get out of it. Wherefore 
we cbofe to run this adventure, and fo 
prevent and overcome all Dangers with 
God's Afliftance and our extream La- 
bour, 

T he 1 1 th in the Morning was a thick 
Fog, yet there fprung up a gale of Wind 
at Eafl, and we made in for the (horc. 

From the nth till the 14th, the Wind 
continued fair ^ and we made all the Sail 
we could ( night and day ) as the Ice 
Would fuffer us. We had the fliorc in 
light by day, on one fide, and the Ice 
within two Miles, on the others and we 
laiPd amongft difperll pieces, luffing for 
bne, and bearing up for another. 

The 14th at Noon, we were in Lati- 
tude 57, 55. In the Evening we were 
hnbayed in Icc, and ftood S. W. to clear 
our ftlves of it, but could not. But 
ftcing frorti Top-maA Head, clear Wa- 
ter over it, We put into it; but there 
rofe a very thick Fog, and Night came 
on withall, that we were fain to faften 
to a piece of Ice, expeding Day and 
better Weather. 

The 1 5th in the Morning, (although 
the Fog was very thick) we eadcavoured 
to get out of the Icc, and Sood away 
Weft ; but within two houa, the Wa- 
ter fhoaldcd from 40 Fathpnti to 25, 
whereby we itnew that we h^B the fhoal- 
ding of the Wefttrn-fliorc.

Ihapt our Conrie to the Northward, tfhc 
FogcontiDiiing fo thick, that ire coM 
not fee a Piftm^^fliot about us. We hM 
not ftood this way two hour^ we 
heard the mt of die Icc a-he^ of ns, 
which made the moft hideous noilb of 
any we had heard this Voyage. Wh 
bal’d our Tacks aboard, and ftood to 
the Weftward in this day darkd^heair* 
ing of it fometimes, and ibmetimes feJ*- 
ing of it, which was very large, deep, 
and high Ice, above the Water. We 
weathered it all, except forrirfew pieces, 
and got into open Water. About Son- 
fet, there came a fudden guft at N. N. W. 
and before we could handle our Sails, it 
was with us, and put us to fome trouble. 
It dallied with us by Gufts till nine a 
Clock, and then it fell into a moft vio- 
lent Storm. We confidered where we 
might have the clcareft drift ; and fo 
took in all, and let her drive, her Head 
to the fhoreward. Before Midnight, the 
Water fhoalded on us to 15 Fathom. 
Then we turned her Head to the Eafc- 
ward, and fet our Main-Courfe low ftt, 
but as much as ihe could indure. The 
Water deepned but little, and we knew 
that we were on thofe rocky Shoalds 
which we ftruck on the laft year. 
God be merciful to us. Here was the 
firft great breaking Sea that we bad this 
year. 

The 1 5 th in the Morning, we were 
driven to a great rand of Ice ; to avoid 
which, we ftt our Forc-Courfc too, and 
ftood to the Ihorcward in 13 Fathoni 
Water, and then about again: We ftood 
in, a Mile into the Ice ; but there went 
fuch agreat fweUing Sea in it, that it was 
indurable, fo we ftood out again. About 
three a Clock in the Afternoon, the 
Storm broke up, and blew fair at N. W. 
which proved good for us, for we had 
not drift for four hours : befides, it was 
but two Leagues betwixt the Shoalds and 
the Ice. We ftt all our Sails, and cn* 
deavoured to weather the Ice; but in 
the Evening we were ftill pefeer’d with 
it. By Midnight, we knew not which 
way to turn, nor what to do ; €0 we 
took in all our Sails, and let her drive 
amongft it. i'he Icc beat us on every 
fide, Sr there went amongft it a very 
gve'at full Sea. 

The 1 7th In the Mdming, when we 
could fee about us^ we were in the midfc 
of the Ice ; but With the laft Storm it 
Was all broken into mammocks, osbigus 
a Boat of three, or four Tons, whicii 
did give us many a heavy blow in the 
dark night If tnls Storm bWi takenuk 
6 S amongft

amongftit, it had beaten us all to pieces^ 
without Gp(|i miraculous Prelervation. 
We made and endeavoured to clear 
our felves of it to the Northward ^ 
which by 8 in the Moraiug we had done. 

We then went to Prayer, and gave 
God thanks that had delivered us out of 
it. For we were hourly, for the fpacc 
of fix Weeks, as it were in the Jaws of 
Death; yea, never any (that 1 have 
heard of) have been ib long, in fuch 
long Nights, upon a foul (hoald (hore, 
tormented with Ice, as we have now 
been. At Noon we were in Latic. 58. 20. 

Now as touching the DilTolution or 
Ruining of the Ice, we found that this 
Storm had torn and ihattered this rand 
of Ice, which was on the outfide ; al- 
though it muft have a long time to work 
into the main body of it.. 1 have in 
and in the beginning, of Auguft., taken 
Ibme of the Ice into the* Ship, and cut it 
Iquare two foot, and put it into the Boat, 
where the Sun did fhine on it with a very 
flrong reflex about it. And notwith- 
Randing the warmth of the Ship, ( for 
we kept a good fire ) and all our Breath- 
ings and Motions, it would not melt in 
8 or 10 days. 

It was our Praftice, when we fhould 
be two days together fall to a piece of 
Ice, to let Marks on it, to fee how it 
did confuroe ; but it yielded us fmall 
hope of dillblving. We could not in 
that time perceive any Diminution by 
the finking of it or otherwife. Never- 
thelefs, I think that it is ruined with 
Storms, or confumed with Heat fomc 
years ; or elfe the Bay would be fill’d 
choke-full : but I confeft, that thefc Se« 
crets of Nature are pall my Apprehen- 
llon. 

Being out of it, ( but no otherways 
than that we yet faw it from off the 
Decks, all to the Eallward ) I ordered 
the Maftcr to fteer away North and by 
£all, keeping the Ihoalding of the We- 
llcrnlhore. 

The 1 8th at Noon, wc were in Lati- 
tude 59. 30. 

The 19th, we continued onr Courfe 
betwixt the N. N. E. and the N. by E. 
«nd at Noon were in Latitude di . 7. Ibme 
1 2 Leagues off the Shore. 1 ordered the 
Mailer to fhape his Courfe North Eaft, 
to look to that place betwixt CariPs 
Sw 4 M*s iVr)?, and He uitra. 

The 20th, we were in Latitude 51.4.5, 
This day we faw feme few Seols about 
the Ship. 

The 2Uh, the Water fhoalded, £b 
Chat we made account we did approach 


the Land ; but about Noon, the Wind 
came up at N. £. our diredl oppofite. 
We Looft as near it as we could, and as 
it Larg’d, we came to (land E. and E. 
and by N. 

The 22th, we fell with the Land to 
the Wellward of Csrir’s Swanks Neft .* 
where we had 40 Fathom, three Leagues 
ofi! We flood in, within a League of 
the Ihore, into 1 3 Fathom ; and feeing 
the Land to the Southward of us, we 
compall about it, it being Curie’s Swim\ 
Neft., which is in Latitude 5 2. 00. 

All the 23th, we failed N. E. and for 
the mod part in fight of Land. 

The 24.th at Noon, (by Judgment^ 
we were in Latitude 53,30. having failed 
a N. E. Courfe. All this day was a ve- 
ry thick, Fog, which about one a Clock 
clear’d a little, lb that I expeSed to fee 
the Land. Some of our Men being bet- 
ter fighced, fpied it out about fome two 
Leagues ofT from us. I knew it could 
be no other then Nottingham 111 and ; 
though it were fomething contrary to 
the expedation of our bed Mariners. 
We dood into it to make it. It was 
the North end of it ; and it bare off 
us Due-Ead ; 1 was foon alTured of it ; 
and 1 ordered the Mader to fhape his 
Courfe North Wed and by North. 
Both he and others were unwilling; 
but without much ado, fubmitted them- 
fclvcs, (how loth foever) for that it was 
fo very foul thick weather. The Rea- 
fons of my relblution were thefe : The 
time of the year was far fpent, and the 
Difeommodities of Winter came upon 
us ; and therefore would 1 make the 
fhorted way, betwixt the Lands already 
difeovered.. If 1 found an open Sea, I 
had my defire, and did then intend to 
proceed to the uttermod of our power ; 
if we met with the Land, 1 (hould thea 
finilh the Difeovery, it being not palling 
1 5 Leagues from Land to Land, and not 
palling 10 Leagues from NotUngham U 
Band to the Main of the North-lhore. 
We made what Sail we could, it blow- 
ing a very did* gale of Wind until eight 
in the Evening ; thea it began to blow 
fiercely, and we took in our Top-fails, 
and dood under our two Courfes and 
Bonnets. At nine,it blew a violent Storm 
at S. S. £. fo that we took in our Fprefail, 
and let her drive N. W. AH th6 Night 
it continued an extraordinary Storm ; lo^ 
that we heaved the Lead every half 
watch ; But the Ship did drive fo fad, 
that Ihe womd be pad the Lead before 
there was jp Fathom of Lifte onr, all the 
Night being exceeding Cold withali. 

The 
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The a5th9 the Storm continued in his 
uttermolb Malice, and did fo perplex us, 
that there were but few that did Sleep 
or Eat a bit thefe 24 hours. About fix 
a Clock in the Afternoon, the Storm be- 
gan to (lacken, yet blew there a fierce 
gale of Wind betwixt the S. and S. W. 
We ftood W. N. W. and made a N. W. 
^ay, when fuddenly the Sea became ve- 
ry fmooth. Wc reafoned thereupon a- 
mongfl our ielvet, what might be the 
Caufeof it. We all thought it to be the 
Leeward Tide \ nothing doubting what 
afterwards we encountered. The Ship 
had very quick way in this fmooth 
Water. 

Tbc25th,by two a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, we were fuddenly come in amongd 
the Ice \ and it pleafed God, that the 
Moon at the inilant gave us fo much 
light, that we could lee a little about us. 
We would have ftaid the Ship, but it 
was fo thick to Windward, and fo near 
us, that we durft not. VVe then bore 
up in this unexpefted accident •, and ( I 
verily believe ) did not fcape ftriking, 
thQ length of a foot, againft the Ice as 
hard as Rocks, two or three times ; the 
Ship now having way, after 12 Leagues 
a watch. Then we ftood clofe by a 
Wind to the Eaftward, expefting day, 
that we might fee about us. Wc could 
from Top-maftHead fee the Ice to the 
N. N. W. the N. W. and fo round about 
by the S. to the E. and fome there was 
to Leeward of us. It was all flat found 
Ice , in Main rands \ and the Sea as 
fmooth as a Well amongft it. This 
ftruck us all into a dump \ whereupon, 1 
called a Confultation of my Aflbeiates ; 
namely, Arthur Price Mafter, William 
Clemens Lieutenant, John Whittered Ma- 
tter’s Mate, Nathaniel Bilfon Chirurgeon, 
and John Palmer Boatfwain \ requiring 
them to Advife and Counfel me, how to 
profecute our Bulinefs to cfled. Thefe 
all went together, and reafoned amongft 
themfelves ; and then brought me their 
Opinions in Writing under their Hands; 
vit^ Our Advice is. That you repair 
homeward, from this prefent adtb, and 
that for thefe Reafons : 

Firft, For that the Nights are long, 
and fo extream Cold wtthall, that we can 
hardly handle our Sails and Riggings. 
Secondly, The times are now ful^cft to 
ftormyand gutty weather; pwitnelTeth 
the prefent Seafon ; it haviijg continued 
* a Storm ever fince the 24tjh and doth 
yet continue no Weather co\i{cover ini 
Thirdly, Wc doubt whetfafet Hndftft 
Straights be fo ckar of Ice^ that it nay 


be paflable in convenient time, (Winter 
coming now on apace) before we be 
frozen up, feeing the Ice lies here all o- 
ver the Sea in rands and ranges. Fourth- 
ly, Wc mult have a ftt of fair weather^ 
to pafs the Straight, which, we may ftay 
a long time for. If wc nejgled the firm 
opportunity. Fifthly, F6r that pur Ship 
is very Leaky, fb that in foul Weather 
wc are fain to Pump every Glaft, which 
is great Labour. Moreover, wc know 
her to be fo forely brnifed with Rocks, 
and Blows of the Icc, that flic is no more 
to be adventur’d amongft it, but in la- 
ving of our Lives homewards. Befides 
all this, our Men grow very weak and 
fickly^ with extream Labour. Sixthly, 
The Seafon of the year is fo far fpent; 
that we can cxpc<ft no other Weather 
than wc have had, both lately and at 
prefent ; that is to lay. Snow and Fog, 
freezing our Rigging, and making every 
thing fo flippery, that a Man can fcarce 
ftand ; and all this, with the Wind 
Southerly ; which if it fhould come to 
the Northward, then we are to expert 
far worfe. Seventhly and Laftly, That 
the Icc lies all in thick rands and ranges, 
in the very way we Ihould go, as you 
and all Men here may fee. And there- 
fore wc conclude, as aforefaid. That 
there is no poffibility of proceeding fur- 
ther : Wherefore wc here Counfel you 
to return homeward, hoping that God 
will give us a favourable Paflage, and 
return us home fafe into our Native 
Countries, if we take time, and not tempi 
him too far by our willfulnefs. 

Indeed moft of thefe Reafons were in 
view, and I could not tell what to fay to 
oppofe them; nor any reafon could I give, 
how wc might proceed further ^ where- 
fore ( with a fbrrowful heart , God 
knows ) 1 confented , that the Helm 
fliould be born up, and a Courfe fhapt 
for England \ well hoping, that his Ma- 
jefty would gracioufly Cenfure of my En- 
deavours, and Pardon my return. And 
although we have not diftovered popu- 
lous Kingdoms, and taken fpecial notice 
of their Magnificence, Power, and Po^ 
licies, brought Samples home Of the^ ' 
Riches and Commodities ; pried into 
the Myftcrics of their Trades ^fnd Trafr 
fick ) nor made any great fight agaiolt 
the Enemies of God and our Nation ;

Thirdly That we found the Ice in the 
Latitude of 65. 30. to be lying all over 
the Sea in rands y and I am moft certain, 
that the Shoalds and Shoald-Bays are 
the Mother of it. Had there now been 
any Ocean beyond it, it would have been 
broke all to pieces ^ for fo we found it 
coming thorow the Straight into the Sea 
to the Eaftward.

Obfervations taken ac CharUten Ifland^ 
(referring all to the Mcridhn of Lotrdajt) 
and then the Diftance betwixt the Meri- 
dians of Cape Charlesy and the Weftern^ 
part of Califurmsy will be found to be 
about 500 Leagues, in the Lat. of tf i5. 00. 
where yet the Meridians incline very 
much together. 

To this may be added. That near a- 
bout Cape CharleSy the Variation is 29 
Degrees to the Weft ; which is a proba- 
ble Argument, that there is much Land 
to the Weft ward ; and that this Straight 
muft be very long, and that you have no 
time to pafs it but in Aaguft and SeptemL 
when the Nights are fo long, and the 
Weather fo cold, that it will not be in- 
durablc. 

Add to this. That neither can any 
great Ships, which are fit for carrying 
of Merchandize, iiidure the Ice, and o- 
thcr Difcommodiiies, without extraor- 
dinary danger. 

Moreover, a thoufiind Leagues isfoon- 
cr failed to the Southward, and about 
the Cape de Bona Speranz^ay (where the 
Winds arc conftant) and that with fafe- 
ty, than a hundred in thefe Seas, where 
you muft daily run the hazard of lofing 
Ship and Lives. Put hereunto, that 
Comfort for the Sick, or refrefhing for 
your Men, here is none to be had in thefe 
Qjiartcrs. 

Towards the' latter end of Angitfly 
and in September y the Weather grows 
Tempeftuous, and the Winds incline to 
be Wefterly, that there will be but 
fmall hope of performing your Voyage 
this way. 

But let us (by way of Imagination 
only) inlarge this Streight, in [this Lati- 
tude, and free it of Ice -y yet, what Ad- 
vantage, in fpeedy performance, will 
be gotten by this PafDgc, if the Winds 
be withall confidered ? To Japan^ Chinuy 
and the Northern Parts of Ajfiay it may 
be the nearer cut y but in Navigation* 
the fartheft way about, is well known, 
in fewer days to be performed, yea with 
Icfter pains, and more fafety of Ship and 
Goods. 

Again : To the Eafl-Tndies^ and other 
Parts, where we have the greateft Com- 
merce and Employment of Shipping, the. 
other way is as near. What benefit of 
Trade might have been obtained in thofc 
Northern Parts of I will not pre- 
fufte to fpeak of; holding that there i$ 
a great difference betwixt thofc Parts 
and the Northern Parts of America^ 
whereas I am fore that there is none ^

in any place where I have been all this 
Voyage. 

The 22th of OBpher^ we arrived in 
the Road of Briftol^ having been hinde- 
red and croft with much contrary tem- 
peftnous Winds and Weather. The 
Ship being brought into Harbour, and 
hal’d dry a- ground to look to her, it 
was there found, that all her Cut>water 
and Stern were torn and beaten away, 
together with 14 Foot of her Keel ^ 
much of her Sheathing cut away, her 
Bows broken and bruifed, and many 
Timbers crackt within board; and un- 
der the Star-board Bulge, a fharp Rock 
had cut thorow the Sheathing , the 
Flank, and an Inch and a half into a 
7 ’imber that it met withall. Many 
other Oefefts there were befidcs, fo 
that it was miraculous how this Veflcl 
could bring us home again. Being all 
here arrived, we went all to Church, 
and gave God thanks for his Prefer- 
vation of us amidll fo many Dangers. 
I very well know that what i have 
here haftily written, will never diicou- 
rage any noble Spirit, that is minded 
to bring this fo long tried Aftion to 
abfolute effed: And it is likely withall, 
that there be fome, who have a better 


Underftanding, and a fin er way of pro- 
fecuting of it, than my felf have. To 
whofe Dehgns I wifh a happy Succefs. 
And if they do but make a review of what 
hath been done, and give more certain 
CeUfiiid ObfervationSy HydrogrsfhicMl De- 
feripfiom^ or Exafter Pradice in Ndvt. 

it will be a moft commendable 
Labour. For although I have fpent 
fome years of my ripeft Age, in procu- 
ring vain Intelligence from Foreign Na- 
tions, and have travelled unto divers Ho- 
nourable and Learned Perfonages of this 
Kingdom, for their Inftrudions ; have 
Bought up whatever I could in Print, 
or Manufeript, and what Plot or Paper 
foever conducing to this Bufinefs, that 
poffibly I could procure ; and have ferved 
voluntarily befides, and fpent fome time 
in rendring a relation, ( fince my com- 
ing home ) and Expended withall of my 
own Monies, in my aforefaid Endea- 
vours, and in furnilhing of extraordina- 
ry Neceffaries, above 200 /. in ready 
Money; yet I repent not my felf, but 
take a great deal of Coinfort and Joy, 
in that 1 am able to give an account fm 
fome reafonablc way ) of thofc Parts of 
the World, which heretofore I was not 
fo well fatisfied in. 
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B e it known to any that fhall haply 
arrive here , on this Ifland of 
Chd>lcter 7 ^ that whereas our So- 
veraign Lord, Charles I. King of 
Scotland^ France^ and Ireland^ Dt- fender of 
the Faithy oFc. having a Defire to be Cer- 
tified, whether there were any Pa/Tage, 
br not, by the North-Weft or North- 
weftward, thorow thefe Territories, in- 
to <he South Sea: Some of the better- 
minded Merchants, of the worfhipful 
Company of Merchant Adventurers pf 
the City of Brifloly to Satisfie His Ma- 
jefty therein, did voluntarily ofllrtofet 
forth a convenient Ship for that pur- 
pofe, well Maan’d, Viftuallcdi and fur- 
nifhed with all other Neceflarics. This 
free Offer of theirs was not only corti- 
mended, but gracioufiy accepted of by His 
Majefty. Whereupon, they fitted and 
furni filed forth a Ship, called the Hen- 
rietta Mariay of the Burthen of 70 Tuns, 
Victualled for 18 Months. A number 
thought convenient to manage fuch a 
Bufinefs, was 22 Men, whereof ip were 
choice able Men, two Younkers, and 
my unworthy ielf their Commander. 
All which, the Briftol Merchants did 
moft judicioufly and bountifully accom- 
modate, and had in a readinefs, the firft 
of Mayy 1(531. 

The 3d of Mayy we began our Voy- 
age out of the Road of RriflHy common- 
ly callecl KinYs parting about the 

Cape Clcere of Irtlandy upon many Cour- 
fes, but reduced to a Weft North- Weft, 
we failed along 5 and upon the 4th of 
Juncy we made the Land of Greenland to 
the Northward of Cape Farewelly where 
for thcfpaceof two days, veweredao- 
geroufly ingaged amongft tqc fee. Being 
cJlear of it, we doubled Caj Farewell to 
the Southward, and fo c ntiaued our 


Coitrfe to the Weftward, continually 
Sailing and thrufting the Ship thorow 
much Ice. 

The ipth of wc made the Ifland 
of Refolutiony and endeavouring to com- 
pafs about it to the Southward, we were 
taken with a ftrong Wefterly Wind^ 
which drove the Ice, and it us, upon 
the Shore. In that Diftrefs, (Teeing it 
was broken Grounds and Main-Inlets in- 
to it) I fent the Shallop to Seek and Sound 
a Place, for our Refuge ^ but when (he 
^as departed, (he was in as great Dan- 
ger as we, and could not return to us by 
reafon of the Ice. Wc being now driven 
very near the Rocks, were fain to fet our 
Sails, and force the Ship into an opening, 
adventuring her amongft unknown Dan- 
gers to avoid apparent, before wc could 
Moor her in a place (as we thought) fafe 
from Danger. 

The 22th of Juncy C this Inlet being 
full of Icc^ that Ice upon the Ebb, fo 
Jamb’d one piece into another, that it 
altered the ordinary Courfe of it, and ic 
came upon the Ship, and put her againft 
the Rocks, notwirhftanding our utmoft 
refiftance. As the Water Ebb’d away; 
the Ship hung by the Keel upon a Rock, 
and heel’d to the Offing. As foon as wc 
perceived this^ we made faft fomc Haw- 
Icrs to her Mafts, and to the Rocks, to 
hold her upright 5 but all in vain j Ihc 
funk ftiil, as the Water Ebb’d away ; fei 
that (he was fo turned 6vcr,that we could* 
not Jfiand in her. Hereupon, we got all 
upon a piece of Ice, looking upon her, 
Add* praying God to be mercitul to us. 
The Rock that Ihc hung upon, was a lit- 
tle abaft the Main-Maft, which made her 
hang after the head, and fhe funk over 
much; that the Portlafs of the Forecaftle 
was in the Water. At length, it pleafed 



God, the Flood came^hefore it had Ebb’d 
fo low as the Tide before and after, by a 
Foot ^ and the Ship rofe, and wps Safe 
and Sound : And thus were we alitacu- 
loufly delivered. With the firfl: Wind, 
we proceeded to the Weftward ; conti- 
nually being peftred with (q much Ice, 
that it^as about the middle of July be- 
fore we could attain to Sir Dudley t>ig£s 
Ifland. And here I was put to my Con- 
lideration *, for whereas by my Dirc£fi- 
ons, I was lofearch efpecially two places *, 
one from Diggs Ifland to thcNorthward, 
and failing there, to go to theC^^c^.* and 
Hubbarih Hope, and fo to fearch it to 
the Southward i 1 now finding the Sea

We were not able to 
attain thither, by reafon of the contrary 
Winds and Ice ^ but were Obfervant of 
the Currant of the Tides *, which after, 
by experience, we found to come from 
the Northward.

Fathom Water to the Southward and 
entred that Inlet, which heretofore was 
called HiibbarFs Hope ; which was the 
very place, whpre the PafTigc fhould be, 
as it was thought by the Underftanding- 
eft and Lcarnedeft Intelligencer of this 
'Bnfin^fs \n England, We failed to the 
very bottom of it, into three Fathom 
Water*, and found it to be a Bay of fbme 
18 or 19 Leagues deep. From thence 
‘ \vc proceeded to the Southward, in fight 
ot Land for the moft part \ and although 
1 was as careful to keep the Lead always 
going (it blowing a frefli gale of Wind 
and a pretty big Sea) our depth, eight,

The 27th of AugHfl,^ I c'iitrfcd upon It, 
and in the Name of the Merchants- Ad- 
venturers of Bripol,^ took PofTeflion of it 
to His Majefties Ufc, naming ir. The New 
SoHth'WeJl Principality of Wales. I brought 
from the Land, fomc fmall Trees and 
Herbs, and killed divers forts of Fowl, 
in fign of Seifure, which I brougiii a- 
board. Not long after, (being put oaclc 
to the Weftward with contraiy Winds) 
we fpake with Captain Epa:, in a Ship of 
his Majefties, fet forth for the fame pur- 
pofe that wc were : 1 invited him aboard, 
and entertained him with Ipch fare as wc 
had taken in this new Difeovered Land^ 
and made him a relation of all our En- 
deavours : Ti c like did he to us, and 
withall told us. That he had been in 
Port Ndfori ^ where he had put up a Shal- 
lop, and found there many things which 
Sir Thomas Button had left there. The 
next day, he departed from us, and flood 
to the Weftward, and wc never faw him 
fincc. His Ship, he, and all his Com- 
pany, were very well. Wc continued

alfo. About the beginning of Apnl^ 
we began to dig the Ice out of our Ship, 
which by the middle of May wc had cf- 
feded. . 

The 24th of May^ the Ice began to 
break up betwixt the Ship and the Shore ; 
and about the middle of we had 
ofl’ our Ship, and found her to be Stanch 
and Sound, contrary to all our Expeda- 
tions. Before this time, about the mid- 
dle of Aiay^ our Carpenter died \ and 
with him, the Hope of our Pinnace .

And now we arc in a readinefs to de- 
part this day, and I intend to profccute 
oar Difeovery to the Weftward, in this 
Latitude of 52. 03. and to the South- 
ward alfo, although with little hope. 
Failing there, I mean to hafte to 
Ifland, and endeavour to difeover to‘ the 
Northward. Thus having had fomc 
Experience of the Dangers of the Ice, 
Shoalds, and Rocks of unknown Places : 
I thought it neceflary to leave this teki- 
mony of us and our Endeavours, if God 
fhould take us into his heavenly King- 
dom, and frukrate our return into oiir 
Native Country. Wherefore I defireany 
noble-minded Traveller, that fhall take 
this down, or come to the Knowledge 
of it, that he will make relation of it 
to our Soveraign Lord the King’s Ma- 
jeky, and to certifle his Grace, that wc 
cannot as yet find any hope of a Paflage 
this way *, and that I do faithfully per- 
fevere in my Service ^ accounting it but 
my Duty to fpend my life to give his 
Majeky Contentment ; whom 1 befeech 
God to Blcfs with all Happinefs. And 
that they would likcwife Advertife our 
wor/hipful Adventurers of all our For- 
tunes ^ and that if as aforefaid, we pe- 
rifli, it was not by any want or defeat 
in Ship or Visual, or other Neceflaries \ 
all which wc have in abundance for four 
Months and above \ which if occalion 
be, we can prolong to Six Months. 
Thus being at prefent unable to exprefs 
a grateful Mind otherwife but in my 
Prayers to God, I heartily befeech him 
to pour out his bountiful Blefling upon 
all their honek Endeavours, and to con- 
tinue their noble Dirpoiltions in Adions 
of this kind. And 1 faithfully promife, 
that if 1 fhill come where the like Let- 
ters and Tokens fhall be left, to make a 
true relation of it, as it fhall be deli red.

L Aticude and Longitude afe two primary Affeftion^ of the Earth, by the help of 
thefc two, doth the Geographer ftrive to reprefent the Parts of the Earth that 
they may keep Symmetry and Harmony with tbb whole. Latitude then is an Arch 
of the Meridian, comprehended between the .£qnator and a Parallel j but LongU 
tude is an Arch of the Equator, intercepted by the Prime Meridian and the Meri- 
dian of aPlace, the Difference of Longitudes being the Difference of two Meridians. 
The Mcafure of the former is the Meridian, the <®quator of this latter. For the 
exad fettling of Latitudes we have many and abfolute help, (bthat the Error, if any 
happen, ought to be imputed to the imperfed handling ot the Artift. But the Lon- 
gitude of a Meridian is that which hath, and Hill wearietb, the greatefl: Mailers of 
Geography. Neverthelefs hath not the Wile Creator left Man unfutnilhed of fmny 
excellent helps to attain his Defirc : For befides BcHplcs, cfpecially of the Moon, 
(whofc Icafure we mull often wait, and. perhaps go without, if the Heavens be not 
propitious to us) we have the concourlc of quick pac’d inferiour Planets, with fu- 
periour flow ones, or their Appulfes with Ibme fixed Star of known place, or elfe 
ibme other Artifice derived from their Motions and Eofitions. As for the Magne- 
tical Needle to argue a Longitude from its Variation, is altogether without ground. 
And though wcll-furnifht Seamen are able by their Dead Reckonings fas they term 
them ) to determine the Difference of Meridians fomewhat near, yet by rcafon of the 
unknown quantity of a Degree in a given Mcafure, (which is the rule of the Ship’s 
way) Varieties of adverfe Winds, Different Sets of Tides, and other^involved In- 
ci!irbranccs,they come often wide of the Mark they aim at. The bell waV yet known 
to the World, is that which is deduced from the Coelellial Apparences, which 
being performed by Judicious Artifls, may in Ihort time redific our Geographical 
and Hydrographical Charts hitherto in moll Places foully dillorted. It is my ior 
tent here, to give an inftance from twofcveral Obfervations drawn from the CteM- 
ftial Bodies, by the Author of this Difeourfe, in his Difeovery for the N. W. at the 
bottom of the Bay, being his Wintering Place, and called by the Name of CW/f- 
ton^ which for Judgment, Cirtumfpeftion, and Exai^nefs, may compare with moil: 
The fir ft, from the Eclipfe of the Moon \ The fecond, from the Moon’s Mediation 
of Heaven, or her coming to the Plan of his Meridian of CharUterr. 

The Captain then mindful ot the Lunar Eclipfe, which was to happen, Ofteb.29. 
Anno 1631. was waiting on the Moon with his Inftruments, but by reafon of the 
Interpofition of the Clouds, could make no Obfervation on the beginning of her 
Obfeuration, but at her Emerfion or Total Recovery of Light, the Heavens being 
more Serene, betook the Altitude of the Superior Limb of the Moon 29 d. 1 1 m. 
the Latitude of CharUron being 52 d. 3 m. 

’ At that very time, my felf, with fomc Friends, found the exaft time of the Moon’s 
Emerfion at London in Crefham College, (by a Qiiadrant of fix Foot Radius, adually 
cut to each Minute of the Qjiadrant) to be O^ob, 29. 13 h. 7 m. 28 fee. or 30. 
day, at 1 of the clock, 7 min. and about a half in the morning. 

Now becaufe the Tables of the Ccleftial Motions, lately poblifhed by the moft 
Learned and Induftrious Limsber^y do much amufc the World, with that lofty ti- 
tle of Perpetuity, it fhall not be a mils to enquire after the time of the Captain’s 
Oblervation from them, that lb by comparing the one with the other, we may ob- 
tain the Difference of Meridians, which is the matter now fought after.

This may likewife be confirmed by afecond different Obfervation made at the 
inffant of the Moon's Culmination or Mediation of Heaven, at which time the Alt^ 
tude of the brighteft Star in the Aftcrifm of the Northern Crown, (being of the 
fecond Magnitude^ was found to be 33 deg. 27 m. Eafterly, 1632. Jane 23 . 

It may be Problematically delivered after this manner. 

Having the Latitude of a Place, with the Altitude of a known fixed Star at the 
moment of the Moon’s Culmination, to find the Longitude. 

This fixed Star is of known Longitude and Latitude, therefore was his Declina- 
tion 27. 59. and Right Afcenfion 229. 4O. Now by the Refolution of a Sphaerical 
Ti iangic of three known fides we have the Diflance of this Star from the Meridian, 
and by cnnfcqucnce the Right Afcenfion of the Moon, whence we conclude her Cul- 
mination to be with the 28 d. 10 m. of jiqnaries •, but the Moon^s true Place was much 
lefj. HcieNotc, That the Scrupulofity of Time is unknown, and therefore we 
cannot argue the Moon’s trucPlaccfrom thence, (though 1 grant it nvight be evinced) 
for that were to beg the Qiieffion, and to know that firff, which we look after. 

In the next Place we are to enquire with what point of the Ecliptick the Moon 
did Culminate with us here at London^ that fo from the difference of her Places, of 
the like Affe<ffion, wc may deduce the Difference of Meridians. 

Ohfervation on the Moon’s Culmination here at London we made none, therefore 
mufi: we have recourfe to the aforofaid Tables of Lansherg^ and from thence Cal- 
culate the fame. Now becaufe the Moon was not far removed from the Sun’s op- 
politc Point, it will not be amifs to enquire firll the hlooifs Place at Midnight.

Now becaufe the Moon’s Southern Latitude was 4 deg. %6 min. 38 fee. the Arch 
therefore of the Ecliptick comprehended between the Moon’s true Place and the 
Culminating Point of the Ecliptick, will Trigonometrically be found to be 54 m. 
38 fee. which added to the Moon’s true Place before found, gives us the Culmina- 
ting Point of the Ecliptick, 25 d. i m. 45 fee. which is Icfs than that found at 
CharUton^ the Difference being 3 d. 8 m. 24 fee. therefore is the Place of Obferva- 
tion Wefterly of London. Having therefore the Moon’s Diurnal Motion,and the Dif- 
ference of the Culmiuatiiig Points, we conclude the Meridian of Charleton to be di- 
ffant from this of London 5 h.

Y O U nobly-wittcd, and ingenu- 
oufly-ftudied-<4c4^/mMw; whole 
Excellency in all Kinds of Learn- 
ing, all Foreign Vniverfities do admire, 
and none attain unto; I here prefent 
you a Voyage to Choices^ though not the 
GoLien Fleece with it; t\\t Search^ 1 mean, 
but not the FM^vg , of that fo much 
Talkt of, fo often Sought for. North- 
Wefl- Faffage^ and nearer way into the 
South Sea. That, wherein fo much 
Time and Treafure have been Expended, 
fo many brave Spirits Employed, and 
yet none Difeovered. Perchance, there 
IS no fuch Fajfage to be found ; and that 
the Spaniards^ by the Gullery of their 
falfo5e4-CWr/, and the Fable of an old 
Greek Pilot, have but diverted our Eng^ 
lijh and Dutch Seamen, from their golden 
Indies. This Plot of theirs hath taken, 
for thefe many years ; and it appears to 
be but a Plot, for that themfelves never 
make ufe of this Pajfage. For mine own 
part, I fuppofe that the Philofophcr’s Stone 
is in thciVmfe-ITf/? Paffage. My Argu- 
ment for it, is. For that there’s fo much 
Philofophy in the way to it. 

So much, and fuch variety ; fuch va- 
riety, and that fo various, (I think) from 
what is received in the Schools ; that it 
were well worth the Difquifition of an 
Vniverfity^ (and 1 wifli you the firft ho- 
nour of it ) either to find out, how thefe 
Obfervations may be reduced to Ariftotle's 
Philofophy., or whether they need any 
other Enquiry, and ought to be Exami- 
ned by fome other Rules., than Arifiotle 
hath yet light upon. This is my pur- 
pofe of inlcribing it unto you. Of this 
one thing am I confident : that you are 
all fo Rattonaly and Ingenious., as to pre- 
fer Truth., before Authority : Amicus 
Plato, amicus An'Jioteles, but magis arnica 
Veritas. Your Sciences, then, being Li- 
beral • your Studies, I know, have fo far 
paifed into your i^rf»«crj,that your Minds 
are fo tooy and that fuch as have already 
IVofitcd beyond the Credulity required 
in a young Learner, and are tbemfeives 
promoted to be Mafers of the Arts\ 
though thejt ftill reverence their old 
VoL IK 


Greek Tutor, yet they will not fuffer that 
of Pythagorases School, fo to domineer in 
Ariflotleh, as to let an//>/tf dixit, go away 
with it : much lefs allow it the Autho- 
rity of a MayoY^s Hammer, with one 
Knock to filence all Arguments. 

Upon this Confidence, I with all due 
Refpefts, here prefer two Propofitions 
Unto your Difculfmg. 

The Firft this. Whether thofe Rules of 
Arifiotle^s Philofophy be to be allowed 
fo Vniverfal, that they hold all the 
World over. 

The Second this, Whether they ought to 
be fo Magiflerial, as to preferthe 4- 
gainf all other Examinations. 

The Firft of thefe, I lhall but Proble- 
matically propound unto you : but in the 
Second, I hope a Man of my Cloathing, 
may be allowed the freedom of being 
fomething more carneft. 

But that I may not come with preju- 
dice to the making of thefe Motions, or 
be thought, upon fome ignorance or Am- 
bition, to fpeak agaiuft the incomparable 
Ariftotle ; 1 lhall delire all my fellow Aca- 
demians to allow me fo much difcrction, 
as to know. That he that lhall in your 
Hearings, oppofe your Ariflotle, does 
like the Ship here fpokenof, runagainft 
a Rock, endanger his own Bulge, and 
the Staving of his Vcllel. No, 1 (b far 
Honour the old Ariflotle, that I well al- 
low him to be Mafler and Moderator of 
the Schools : and that there is the fame 
refpeO: doe to him in the Schools, which, 
by Reafon and long Cuftom, is due to one 
of the Kin£s Ships in the Narrow Seas ; 
That in acknowledgement of a Soveraigaty, 
every other Name ought to firtke fail to him, 
Arijhtie (it muft be confefs’d) hath made 
all Learning beholding to him : no Man 
hath learned to Confute him, but by 
him ; and unlefs he hath Plowed wiii^ 
his Heifer. He had the moft incompara- 
ble Wit, and was the moft Logical and 
demooUhrative Oclivercr of himfel^of all 
Y the 
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the Sons of Nature : One, who belb of 
all defervcd to be called, Hir Princifal 
Seer tt scry \ ODC, who fiK>t onlv 44br;i/ « 
Lihrdryj but it : Qm heih 
teltnt^ h^et Bihliothecam^ Is truer of him, 
tbs^pf *t|te CrcMt Hils h my 

d^mion of hlin ; and I wilhlitai ix<^e 
ftudIW. 

*Tis not, therefore, the Name, or the 
Authority of the great j^riftotie^ that my 
Propofitions meddle withal : but whe- 
ther his Obfervations gathered out of 
this part of the World alone, could, 
like a Royal Pafs or Commiffion^ carry a 
Man all the World over ? 

It moft beconfeft. That in relpeft of 
the EcjuinoElrial^ and the Latithde that ArU 
ftotle lived in, he was but a Northern- 
Alan : and ’twas his own Rule, that Ni- 
hil agit extra Spharam aEHvitatis faa. So 
then, it would be put to Voices to con- 
fider. Whether he that knew but thefc 
Northern Parts, and the Mediterranean 
Sea, could poflibly make fueb Colle^ions, 
by what was here to be Learned, as 
fhould be unfailable in the Sonthern He- 
tnifphere and the two Indies f Plainly, 
thofe chat are converfant in the Naviga- 
tions and Books of Voyages into thole Parts; 
have found lb many Contrarieties to ob- 
Icrve, That it were rather tedious^ than 
difficult, to fill up a Note-Book with them. 

The Ancients, we know ( as if they 
had meafured the World by the Ycard- 
Wand ) reltrained the limits of Tempe- 
rattere^ and Hahitation^ by the five Zones: 
without Conlideration of any Interlope- 
ing or concurring Caufes, which Expe« 
rience hath now found out, to have 
quite altered their Obfervation. I add, 
that a good Leifure and Diligence might 
obferve, how in the contrary part of 
the World, there be found clean con- 
trary Canfes and Effells^ unto thofc in this 
part of the World. The South Wind 
there, brings Cold and Winter : and the 
Nor^h,, is the Rainy Wind. How will 
the Thunder and the Wind, be made a- 
gree with Ariftotle\ Definition of a Me- 
teor ? In Ibme Places of the Mountains 
Andes Peru, it Thunders cver. The 
Eaft- Indies have their Monfons, and their 
itcady Winds, conftant for fix Months 
together: And who (bail alllgn their 
Cauf^ ? Then the Dolhine of the Tides, 
lidthing fo uncertain ; which Ekh atfd 
‘Kfw in Ibme Places, diffident ; and in 
^b^ cohlrarv, to the Moon and her 
fMdtioHt. Tnis (as I remember) is 
Definition of a Meteor, ^at 
it is, ^ Im^feft mixt bOsfy, generated 
on^if a^ infirm midimmftsrnt Ctnmmiimef 


the Elements ; vthich therefore cannot be du- 
rstble. Now the Monfin, is both con- 
fbmt in bis continuance this year, and in 
his retfbn next year ; moR constantly 
keepmg his Seaibns half year one way, 
^Mwalf^yearNmother way^ 
nothfi^ ihore cohRantly or dnrably; 
and tn^^fiire w6l!Ml(g * like *Akifi‘otU*i 
Meteor, And fo for the Thunder upon 
the Andes : It is Firlt, Perpetual ; Se- 
condly, Not caufed by a dry Exhalation, 

C as Arifiotle wills ) but hanging over fuch 
Hills as are covered with Snow, and a 
perpetual Winter. Witnefs the Thunder 
on t}^tAlps alfo ; yea, and that in the 
middle of the Sea, 500 Leagues from 
the Shore, or any thing that is dry. 
Yea, it fiequentiy both Snovos and Thun- 
ders upon the Andes, at one inftant ; and 
in dry Places that are hard by, fcarce 
ever Thundering, 

But not'to pals the Unk for it ; You 
foe in this little Book, how Chdrleton 
Ifland, which is no more Northeriytban 
your Cambridge, is yet fd unfufierably 
Cold, that it is not Habitable : and that 
there encounter fo many different (at 
leaff: fo foeming) Occurrences of Na- 
ture, as were well worth the Difquifition 
of a Philofopher, I could (in my fmall 
Reading) inllance in many other Parti* 
culars, which I had rather fliould be 
found out by fome induffrious Searchers 
after Nature, in the Modern Relations of 
our Difeoverers, than in this my fliort 
Propofrtion. ’Tis not to be doubt^, but 
that the careful Reading of our Books of 
k'oyages, would more Elucidate the EE- 
ftory of Nature, and more condnee to the 
Improvement of Philofophy, than any 
thing that hath been lately thought upon. 
Thefe Navigations have in part fulfilled 
that of the Prophet, Many (hall pafs to ^ 
and fro, and knowledge fhail be encreafed. 
This, I fuppofe, might be obferved from 
this Study, That the great and infinite 
Creator bath fo difpofod and varied every 
thing, that it is impoffible for Man’s 
Reafon and Obforvation to conclude 
him : and therefore, though vulgar and 
received Philofophy, may give a Man a 
general hint, all the World over 5 
Vniverfal and unfailing certainty. 

This brings me to my Second Ptopofi- 
tion. That foeing God will not have his 
Works, (no more than his Kingdom) 
to come by Obforvation : Whether, ^ 
then, ot^ht stny humane Dilates to be *fo 
Magifierial, as to prefirtbo againft all other ’ 
Examination f

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No hfloiane Study more cofi4iiccft to 
the letting forth of God’s Glory, than 
the OontemplEittoa of his greet Works, 
in Phihfpphy : For thoogh a finitteriiig 
hnowlfidge in Scemtd warps the 

Mhnd towards jitkiifmi, yet a higher 
Specnladon of them, brings, it about a- 
gain to Rehgkm. ^ Man, 1 believe, 
wUh think it fit for ns to have a Pope in 
Philofiphy ; one, that no body (hall pre- 
fume to cenfure of : but all bonnd to 
advance his Decretals^ above the Hoiy 
Scriptures. This is the Scandal that my 
felf, and divers good Men take, at the 
undue Authority in fome Heats pinn’d 
Ujpon the Stagerite. 

i am lorry that the Ifraelites Dotage 
ijij, E? upon Solomon^i PhUofophy , Ihould have 
hkni. canfed the zealous Hejceki^uh to call in 
and to fupprefs thofe unvaluable Phy^ 
ficks : for fear, 1 fuppofe, left their Cre- 
dit fbouldhave as much, derogated from 
the 'Authority of the Holy Scriptssres ^ as 
the Braz^tnSetfent f which he deftroyed 
about the fame time; had done from Re^ 
ligiam NoBC will believe, that Solomon"^ 
Philofophy was contrary to the Scriptures ; 
feeing the Scripture commends Solomon 
for them. ’Twas not Hez.ekiah's fear, 
therefore, (or not only) left there might 
have been a Competition between them, 
but a neglect of one of them : he was 
jealous left the Scripture might have any 
Writing fet up by it, though not againft 
it. 

Can Divines^ then, be blamed for 
Speaking , when they hear Arifiotle^s 
Philofophy to be folely magnified, and the 
Study of the Scripture Philofophy^ difrc- 
fpeded? Or that when *tis confefs’d,That 
fuch a thing is true in Divinity^ aild yet 
the Moderating of the Point, determine 
for Philofophy? Nay, to hear it call’d 
abfurd and ridiculous, to have Scripture 
urg’d at all, in point of Philofophy ? No 
doubt there is. But whatfoever is falfe in 
Divinity, is alfo falfe in Nature, how much 
ihow of Truth foever it palTes with in 
Philofophy. Philofophy hath taken its turn 
in the Sthools : and the Holy Texts by the 
Schoolmen, have even been fubmitted un- 
to ArifioHe's : yea, to the great Corrup- 
tion o{* Theology, as the Complaint is, 
hath this Man been fo far advanced , 
That Contra eft Philofophus^ ^ Qpntra ift 
Apoftolus, have familiarly palled "nip and 
down for equal Oppofttions : fo that it 
hath been a meufuring CnJ? oftentimes, 
betwixt the Prophet ai^ the P)erip^etick :

Thus had St. Paul need 
give bk Caveat unto TheoUgy, as well as 
unto Tbeokgues^ Bmure U ft any Mm [foil 
you tbrourh Philofophy. 

All this were to no purpole, uoleft 
the Text of Cod were excellent iu this 
kind and embellilhed, here and there, 
with moft admirable Philofophy. What 
incomparably rare foot^fteps of it, have 
we in the Books of Genefis, Job, and the 
Pfalms ? How noble a Study then were 
it, and how worthy the leifure of fome 
excellently learned, to bellow fome time 
upon it ? Falefius the Phyftcian , hath 
in his Sacra Philofophia done fomething in 
thiskind : who yet might have done beN 
ter, here and there, for the honour of 
the Scriptures. 1 am not Co fottilh to 
believe. That every particular is to be 
drawn out of Scripture : ’tis none of my 
dotage, that. Or, That God in Scrips 
ture did intend, every where, the accu- 
ratenefs of Philofophy ^ or ftand to. be 
fb curious in Definitions and Decifions, 
Nor fo foolilh would 1 be thought, as to 
have all Philofophy taken in pieces, and 
new moulded by the Scriptures. Nor, 
that nothing Ihould be determined on, 
till a Text confirmed it. But this, per- 
chance, might profitably be thought up- 
on : That where the Scriptures have any 
thing in this kind, it Ihould more reve- 
rently be efteemed j Colleftions out of 
fcattered Places ( as is done out of 
Ariftotle) made: thefe compared, and 
their Refultances obferved. This,furcly, 
would amount to more , than is yes 
thought of : and , z-Codh name , let 
Schollars be fo bold with Ariftotle, as t» 
examine him upon good Aflarance, by 
what is Truth* s Touch^ftone : Receive 
Philofophy is a moft ncccllary Hand-maid 
to the Scriptures but let her not be fet 
above her Lady, nor no Competion be 
maintained betwixt them. 

Something clfc remains to be thought 
of : That feeing the fame Cod, who gave 
Ariftotle thefe good Parts j hath, in like

So great was his AverGon to Swearing and 
Curling, that 1 Proteft I never heard hhn 
fwear any other Oath, but by 5 . Ferdinand ; 
and when in the greateft PaGion with any 
body, he would vent his Spleen by laying, 
God tidifi you for doing or frying Jo, When 
he was to ^ke, his Way of trying his Pen 


was by writing thefe words, jefus cum Ma- 
ria fit nobis in vioy and that in liich a Cha- 
racter, as might very well ferve to get his 
Bread. But palling by odie/ Particulars of 
his Actions and Manners, which may be 
mention’d at their proper time m the Courfe 
of this Hiltory ; let us proceed to give an 
Account to what Science he molt addi^cd 
himlelf. In his tender years be apply ’d him' 
felf lb much to ftudy at Pavioj as was fuf- 
heient to underltand Colinography ; to 
which Ibrt of reading he was much addiCted, 
for which rcalbn he alfo apply ’d himlelf to 
Allrology and Geometry, becaufe thefe Sci- 
ences are fo link’d together, that the one 
cannot fubfill without the other, and be- 
caufe Ptolemy in the beginning of his Cof- 
mography, lays. That no Man can be a 
good Cofeiographer unlels he be a Painter 
too ; therefore he leam’d to draw, in order 
to cfeferibc L.aAds, and fet down Colmogra- 
phkal Bodies, Plains or Roui^.

The Admit aPs coining into Spain, and how he rndde himfelf known in Portugal, 
which was the eauje of his difeovering the Wcft-Indics. 

A S concerning the caufe of the Admi- 
ral's coming into 5^42>/,- and his being 
addicted to Sea Affairs, the occafion of it was 
a fimous Man, of his Name and Family, 
call’d Co/«w/^w,renown’d upon the Sea,on Ac- 
count of the Fleet he commanded againft In- 
fidels, and even in his own Cxiuntry, mid- 
much that they made ule of his Name to 
trighten the Children in the Cradle j whole 
Ferldn and Fleet, it is likely were very conll- 
dcTixble, bccaulc he at once took four Vene- 
tian Gulleys, whole bignels and ftrength 
1 (hould not have believ’d, had I not Iccn 
them fitted out. This Man was call’d Co- 
iumhui the Tcuny., to diffinguiffi him from 
another, who was a great Seaman before 
him. Of which Columbus thcTounger^ Mntc 
Antojjy Snbellkus^ the Livy of our Age, %s 
in the eighth Book of his tenth Decade, 

^Fhat he lived near the time when Maximi- 
Jidn, Son .to the Emperor Fredericks the gd. 
was cholai King of the R^mAns : Jermne Do- 
fmto was lent Embaflador from Venice into 
Fo, tu'TAli to return thanks in the name of the 
Republic k to King John the ad, bccaule 
he had cloathed and relieved all the Crew 
belonging to the aforelaid great Gal- 
ley .s, w hich w ere coming from Flanders^ re- 
lieving them in liich a manner, as they were 
enabled to return to Venice, they having been 
overcome by the Famous Corluir Columbus 
the Jt'un^cr, near Lisbon, who had ftrip’d 
and turn’d them alhoar. Which Authori- 
. ty of Id Grave an Author as Snbellicus,. may 
make us lenfible of the aforemention’d JuJli- 
wAt/i's Malice, fince in his Hiftory he made 
no mention of this Particular, to the end it 
might not appear, tliat the Family of Co- 
lumhus was lefs Obfeure than he would 
nuke it. And if he did it thro’ ignorance, 
he is neverihelels to blame j for undertak- 
ing to write the Hiftory of his Country, and 
omitting Id remarkable a Vidlory, of which 
its Enemies themlelves make mention. For 
the Hiftorian, our Adverlary, makes Id 
great Account o^ his Viarory, that he lays, 

Ambaftudors were lent on that Account to 
the King of PortugAi. Which lame Author 
in the oforenitntioncd eighth Book, Idme^ 
what further, us one lels obliged to inquire 
into the Admiral’s Dilcovery, makes menti- 
oTf*0r it, without adding thofe twelve lyes 
which JuftinUni inlertccl But to return to 
il»c matter in hand, 1 lay. That whilft the 
Admiral lail’d with tlic aforclitid Columhw 
sir Toungcr, which was a long time i it fell 


out that underftanding the beforemendoned 
four great Venetian Galleys were coming 
from FlAndcrs, they went out to leek, and 
found them beyond Lisbon, about Cape St. 
Vincent, whkh k in Portugal^ where railing]?^ 
to blows, they fought fiinbuflyy and gfap-fe“ 
pled, bating one another from VeflS to ” 
V^'clTcl wkh the utmoft rage^ making ule, 
not only of their Weapons, but Artificial 
Fire-works ; Id that alter they had fought 
from Morning till Evening, and abundance 
were kill'd on both fidcs ; the Admiral’s Ship 
took fire; as did a great Venetian Galley, 
which being faft grappled together with 
Iron Hooks and Chains, ufed to this pur^ 
pole by Sea faring Men, could neither of 
them be relieved, bccaule of the confufion 
there was among them, and ^the fright of 
the fire, which in a Ihort time was Id in- 
crcal^, that there was no other remedy, 
but for all that could, to leap into the Wea- 
rer, Id to die fooner, rather tlian bear the 
torture of the fii-e. But the Admiral being 
an excellent Iwimmer, and leeing himlclt 
two Leagues or a little further from Land, 
laying hold of an Oar, which good Fortune 
offered him, and Idmetimes rclting upon it, 
Idmetimes fwimming, it plcafed God, who 
had prefcrvcd him for greater ends, to give 
him ftrength to get to (hoar ; but Id m*ed 
and fpent wkh the Water, that he had 
much ado to recover himfelf. And bccaule 
it was not far from Lisbon, where he knew 
there were many Genoefes his Countrymen, 
he went away thkher as fall as hcLisbc 
could, where being known by them 
was Id courteoufly received and entertain’d 
that he let up Houle and Marry’d a Wife 
in that City. And for as much as he be- 
hav’d himfelf honourably, and was a Man 
of a Comely Prdence, and did nothing but 
what was juft:; it happened that a Lady 
whofe- nan^ was Donna Felifa of a 

good Family and Penfioner m the Mona- 
ftery of all Saints, whither the •Adm^ 
iifed to go to Mafe, was Id taken with him, 
that fhe became his Wile. His Father-in- 
Law Peter Mom\ PereftreUo, being dead, 
they went to live with the Mother-in-Law, 
where being together, and Die feeing him 
Id much aodiiSted to Coldiography, told 
hkn that her Husband Perefirello had bceh 
a great Sea faring Man, and that he with 
two other Captains, having obtained the 
King of PertugaCs leave, wen^ to make dil- 

coveries 
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covcries, upon Condition, that dividing 
'olumhtts. what they found into three parts, they were 
to cad Ix>ts who Giouid cl^ie hrft. Be< 
ing thus agreed, th6y fail’d away to the 
South Weft, and arri/d at the Ifland of 
Madera and Porto Santo^ Places never before 
dif^vered. And becaufe the Ifland of Madera 
was higgeft \ th^ divided it into two Parts, 
the Ifland of Porto Santo, being the 3d which 
foil to the Lot of the laid PereftreBo, Colum* 
hus\ Father-in-Law, who had the Govern- 
ment of it till he died. 

The Admiral being much delighted to 
hear (uch Voyages and Relations, his 
Mother-in-Law gave him the Journals and 
Sea Charts left her by her Husband, which 
Hill more inflam’d the Admiral; and he en- 
quired into the other Voyages the Portugue- 
jts then made to St. George He la Mira, and 
along the Coaft of Guiftca, being much 
pleai^ to difoourfe with thole that nad foil- 
ed thithei*. To foy the Truth, I can not 
certainly tell whether whilft this Wife lived, 
the Admiral went to Mira or Guinea, as 1 
fold above, the realbn foems to require it 
However it was, as one thing leads to ano- 
therj, and one ^qnfideration to another, fb 
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whilft he was in Portugal, he bc^n to rc^ 
fle£l:, that as the Portuguefes Travel I'o far 
Southward, it were no lels proper to foil a- 
way Weftward, and Land mieht in reafbn be 
found that way. That he mi^t be the more 
certain and confident in thii Particular, he 
be^n to look over all the Colmographcrs 
a^in, V’‘hom he had read before, and to 
obferve what Aftrological Rcafons would 
corroborate this Projea; and therefore he 
took notice of whiit any Per/bns whatfb- 
cverfpoke to that purpolc, and*of Sailers 
particularly, which might any way be a 
help to him. Of all which things he made 
fiich good ufo, that he concluded for cer- 
tain, that there were n'lany Lands W'cfl of 
the C/in/r>7 Iflands, and Cnlo V:uic'^ and 
tliat it was mli^bJe to foil to, end 
ver them. But that it may ap|:c.»r fruiii 
what mean Arguments he came to deduce, or 
make our fb vaft an undertaking, ar.d to ta- 
tisfy many who are delirous to know parti- 
cularly, what Motives induc’d him toLUco- 
ver thefe Countries, and e?tp)fe himlelf in lb 
dangerous an undertaking, I will here let 
down what 1 have found in his Papers re- 
lating to this Affair.

Breadthj and adorn d with abundance of PiBars. 
Tfjis Country deferves as well as ar^ othery to 
he difcoverd \ and there may not only be great 
Profit made thercy and many thirgs f Value 
foundy but alfo Gold, Silvery all forts of 
Precious Stonesyand Spices in ahundanccy which 
are not brought into our Parts. And it is 
certain that many wife Meny Philofophersy A- 
fi'rologersy and other Pcrfons sk}^ d in all Arts 
and very Ingeniousy Govern that mighty PrO" 
vinccy and Command their Armies.

There- 
fore I will not forbear relating them, to la- 
tisfy thole that take delight in Ibch Curio- 
fities. It is therefore requifite to be under- 
ftood. That a Pilot of the King of Portu- 
galy whole Name was Martin Vicentey told 
him, that he being once 4yo Leagues 
Weftward of Cape S. Vincenty found a*id 
took up in die Sea, a piece of Wood inge- 
nioully wrought, but not with Ivonj by 
wliich, and the Winds having been Welt 
for many days, he gueiled that piece of 
Wood came from Ibme Ifland that way.

In the Iccond place I lay, that tho Mfto- 
tie had writ lb, as Theophilus delivers it, yd 
Ariftotie himlelf quotes no Autho^ but l^ak- 
ing; aK of a thmg, for wliich there is lio good 
Authority, lays, Fermr^ which Urajics that 
wliat he delivers concerning ibis lilaod, he 
as doubtfull and ill grounded. Be- 
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taking Tutiis or Carthage^ with the Money 
brought from the Indies, which I am latis- 
fledt he would have laid, to gain more Fa- 
vour by telling luch News, than he did, but 
that his Book was ?ubli(h'd before. So that 
any judicious Pcrlbn may conceive it is a 
folly to lay, that Ifland was never more 
heard of, ^caulc the Carthaginians quitted 
the Dominion of it, for fear any other Na- 
tion (hould take it from them, and come af- 
terwards to deftroy their Liberty ; for they 
ought to have fear’d this much more from 
Sicily or Sardinia, that lay but two days lail 
from their City, than from Hifpaniola, be- 
tween which and them, there lay one third 
of the World. And if it Ihould be obje£Ved 
that they apprehended the Wealth of that

conveniently fail up them. Befides that, as

Authority may be, the word might poflibly 
be corrupted, and it might be writ Navigan- 
dum, inilead of Potandum<t which better a- 
grecd with what lie treated commending 
It for Plenty of drinking Water, as well as 
fruitfulneft in producing things to cat.

But to return to 
Tokens, The next day they faw a WhaleJ 
and on $ atm day following, being the 
of September^ fonie ftnall Birds, and the Wind 
thole days blew at South-Weft, Ibmetimcs 
more and (bmetimes Icfs \^^cft, which tho* 
contrary to their Voyage, the Admiral laid 
he look’d upon as very good, and a help to 
them, becaule the Men continually mutter- 
ing, among other things that increaled their 
fear, liiid this was one. That fince the Wind 
was always right a Stem, they ftiould never in 
th<jfr Seas haVe a Gale to carry them back, 
and tho’ fometimes they found the contrary j 
they allcdg’d that it was no fettled Wind, 
and that not being ftrong enough to fwcll 
the Sea, it would never carry them back fb 
far a^ they had to fail. Whatever the Admiral 
could fay, telling them that the reafon was. 


the Lands being now near, which did not fuf- 
fer the WaVes to rife, and ufiffg the heft Ar* 
gument he could, yet he affirms he ftootj^ 
need of God’s particulat aftlftantei as Mofes did 
wheti he led the Ifraclites out of for- 

bore laying violent hands upon him, bccaule 
of the Prodigies God wrought by his means. 
So £kl the Admiral, it hap^^ttied to him in 
that Voyage ; for upon Sunday following, 
the Wind ftarted up at W. N. W. with a 
rowlinc Sea, as the Mfen wifh’d, and three 
hours before NddU, they faw a Turtle fly 
over the Ship, and about Evening an Alca*- 
a River Fowl, and other wiirt Birds, 
and fbmc Crabs among the Weeds; and 
the next day they fjjy’d another AkAtra:^, and 
Icvcral fmall Birds that came from the Weft, 
and fmall fifties, whereof the Men of the o- 
ther Veftels ftuck Ibmc wth Harping Irons, 
bccaufe they would not bite at the Hook. 


CHAP. XX. 

How the Men mutwy*d to turn hack^ and feeing other Signs and Tokens of Land^ 
went on well enough Jatisfied. 


T he more the aforefaid Tokens were 
found vain, the more they took oc- 
cafion to apprehend and mutter ; caballing 
together, and faying, the Admiral out of a 
foolifh fancy of his own, had defigned to 
mukchimfclfa great Lord at the E^cpdice of 
their Lives and Danger ; and fince tliey had 
done their in trying their ‘Fortune, 

and had gone farther from Land and any 
Succour than any others had djnc, they 
ought not to deftroy thcnifelvcs, nor pro- 
ceed in that Voyage, fince if they did, ilicy 
ftiould have caufe to repent ; for Provifions 
would fall fhort, and the Ships fail, which 
the}' knew were already fo faulty,thaLif would 
' be hard to get back fb far as they were gone, 
and that none would condemn them for fo 
doing,but they would rather be look’d upon as 
very brave Men, for going upon fiich a 
defign, and venturing fb far; and that the 
Admiral being a Foreigner, and having no 
favour at Court, and fb many Wife and 
Learned Men having condemn’d his Opini- 
on, there would be no body now to frvour 
and defend him, and they ftiould (boner 
find Credit if they accufed him of Ignorance 
and Mlfmanagement, than he wnatfoever 
he could Hiy for himfelf. Nor did there 
want Ibme who fiiid, thaf to ehd all difputc, 
in cafe he would not acquibfs to them, they 
might make ftiort, and throw him oVer-bdar<f, 
and give out, that as he was making his 
Obfervations he droped into the Sea, and no 
^ Jan would go about to enquire into th^'TVuth 
of it* which was the readieft w^ for them 
jg return homeland fecure themfelves. HiUi 


they went on from day to day, Muttering, 
Complaining and Confulting together .* nor 
was the Admiral without Apprelicnfions of 
their Inconftancy, and ill intentions towards 
him. Tlicrefurc fometimes with good words, 
and fometimes with a full refblurion to ex- 
pofe his Life ; putting them in mind of the 
Punlfhmcnt due to thdm if they obftru6fed 
the Voyage : He in fbme Meafiirc quell'd 
their Apprehenfions, and fiipprcfs’d their ill 
defigns.

Jp Fcrnandina^ on Friday the 19 th of 
October, they laifd away to another, calfd 
SaotNotto, to which he gave the Name of 
IfnbcHa, to proceed regularly in his Names j 
for the f irif which the Indians call’d Guana- 
banl, he call’d St. Salvador, or St. Saviour, 
in Honour of God, who had Ihow’d it and 
delivered lum from many Dangers. The 
faond for his particular Devotion, to the 
Conception of the \'irgln Maryj and be- 
caulc me is the great Patroncls of Chrifti- 
ans, he < ail'd St. Ma?y of tie Conceftioriy 
the third lu‘ rail’d FcrnnntUna, in Honour of 
the C^atholick King, and the fourth IfabeUa, 
in Memory of the C.atholIck Queen; and 
the next after it which was Cuba, he ftiled 
Joanna, in rciy)e61; to Prince John, Heir of 
Caftitc, having in thcle Names regard both 
to Spirituals and Temj 5 orals. True ii is, 
ttTiat a.s to Goodnefs, Extent, and Beauty, 
\c (aid this Fcrnandina far exceeded the others, 
for befidts that, it abounded in delicious 
Waters, Plcalant Meadows and Trees, a- 
roong which were many of Aloes ; There 
were in it (bme Hills, which the otliers 
wanted, being very Plain; The Admiral 
enamour'd with its Beauty, and to perform 
the Ceremony of taking Pofleilion, Land* 
cd upon (ome Meadows as Plealant and 
Delightful as they are in Spain in April ;

tingals and other Birds, lb Iweet, that he 
could Icarce depart. Nor were they only 
about the Trees, but flew thro’ the Air in 
liich (warms, that they darkened the Sun, 
and moft [of them difler'd much from our 
Birds. Tliere being abundance of Waters 
and L.akes; near to one of them they (aw 
a Ibrt of Alligator (even foot long, and a- 
bove a foot wide in the Belly, which being 
difturb'd by our Men, threw its Icif into the 
Lake, but it not being deep, they kill’d 
it with their Spears, not wkliout dread 
and admiration, bccaule of its fierce and 
frightful look. Time afterwards made them 
look upon this as a dainty, it being the belt 
food the Indians had ; for as much as when 
that horrid Skin, and the Scales that cover 
it are taken of, the Flefh is very white and 
very delicious, the Indians call them Tvanas. yvjj 
Being very dcfirous to know 4nore of that 
Country, and it being then late, they left 
that Creature for the next day, when they 
kill’d another, as they had done tlie ftrft ;

CHAP. XXVII. 

How the Admiral difeovered the IJland of Cuba, and what he found there. 


T 1 le Admiral having learn'd the lecrcts of 
the Bland JjabeUa, its Produdf, and the 
Manners of the Petylc, would lolc no more 
time among thole Ifiands, bccaule they were 
many and like one another, as the Indians 
(a'd. He therefore fet fail with a fair Wind 
for a vciy large Cxiuntry, much applauded 
by tbem all, call'd Cuba, which lay towards 
the South, and on Sunday the i 8 th of Oc- 
tober, lie came up with the Coaft of it, on 
the North flde. This Ifland at firfl: light 
appe.ircd to be better and Richer than thole 
before nam’d, as well by realbn of the Beau- 
ty of its Hills and Mountains, as for the va- 
riety of Trees, the large Plains, and the 
grcatnels and extent of its Coafts and Ri- 
vers. Th^cforc to get Ibme Knowledge of 
its People, he came to an Anchor in a krge 
River, where the Trees were very thick 


and tall, adorn’d with Fruit and Blofloms 
diftering fi-om ours, and where thc*rc were 
abundance of Birds, the place moll delici- 
ous, for the Grals was high, and nothing 
like ours ; and tho’ there were fevc- 
ral lores of Herbs known to us, yet the 
great variety made our Men not know them. 
Going to two Houles that were not fiur 
oft, they found the People were fled for 
fear, and had left their Nets, aufl all odiei 
Fiftiing tackle; and a Dog that did oot 
bark. As the Admiral had ordered, no- 
thing was touchy, for it was enoi^ for 
him at prefent to 1^ what their Food and 
Neceflaries were. Returning to their Ship* 
they held on their Courfe WeftwarcL and 
came to another River, which the Adniiial 
call’d de Mares, or of tos. Tliis much ex-

CHAP. XXVIII. 

Hm the two Chrijlidns return* and the Re fort they made 
of what they had feen. 


T H E Ship being Repaired and ready to 
Sail, the Chriftians returned with two 
Indiat^ on the yth of Nmcmbcr^ faying, 
they had Travelled twelve Leagues up 
the Land , and came to a Town of 
yo Pretty large Houfes, all of Timber 
covered with Straw, and made after the 
manner of Pavillions, like the others; 
that they contain’d about looo People, be- 
cdufe all that Were of one Family liv’d in 
a Houfe, tliat tlie Principal Men of the 
Place came out to meet them, and led them 
by the Arms to their Town, giving tliem one 
of thofc great Houfes to Lodge in, where 
they made them fit down upon Scats made 
of one Piece, in ftrange (hapes, and almoft 
like feme Creature that had fhort Legs, and 
the Tail lifted up to lean againft, which is 
as broad as the Seat for the convenicncy of 
Leaning, with a Head before, and the Eyes 
and Ears of Gold. Tliefe Seats they call 
Dkc/j/, where the Chriftians being feated, all 
the Indians fate about them on the Ground, 
and then came one by one to kifs their 
Hands and Feet, believing they came from 
Heaven ; and they gave them ibme boil'd 
Roots to cat, not unlike Chefnuts in taftc ; 
earneftly intreating them to ftay there a- 
mong them, or at leaft to reft 'thcmfH ves 
y or 6 days, bccaufe the two Indians they 
took with them, gave tliofe People an ex- 
cellent Chara6l:er of the Chriftians. Soon 
after, many Women coming In to them ; 
the Men went out, and thefe with no Icfs 
rc^e£i:,*kifi’d their Feet and Hands, offer- 
ing them what they brou^t. When their 
time came to return to the Ships, many 
Indians would go along With them, but they 
would admit only of the King, his Son and 
one Servant, whom the Adynii*al did much 
Honour to ; and clicfe Chriftians told him, 
that in their way our, and return^ they had 
found fcveral Towns, where' they were cn- 
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tertain’d with the fame Courtcly, but that 
there were not in them above hvc Houfes 
together : Befidcs, That by ilie way, they 
met many People, who always carried a 
lighted Firebrand, to light fire, and Per- 
fume themfeJves with certain Herbs they 
carried along with them, and to Roalt fbmc 
of thofe Roots they gave them ; for as mucl^ 
as that was their Principal Food. They al * 
fo faw very many forts of Trees and Plants, 
which were not to be feen about the Sca- 
Coaft ; and great variety of Birds, far dif- 
fering from ours, but that among them 
there were Partridges and Nightingals. As 
for Four-footed Creatures, they had feen 
none but dumb Dogs. That there was a 
great deal of Till’d Land, Ibme fow’d with 
ihofe Roots, a fort of Beans, and a fort of 
Grain they call Ma!:(^ which was well raft- 
ed, Bak'd, or Dry’d and made into Flour, 
they law vaft quantities of Cotton well fpun, 
in Bottoms, inlbmuch that in one Houfe 
only, they law above iijroo Pounds of it. 
The Plants it comes from arc not let, but 
grow Naturally about the Fields, like Roles, 
and open of themfclves, when they arc Ripe, 
but not all at the fame rirpe ; for upon one 
and the fame Plant, they had feen a little 
young Bud, another open, and a third com- 
ing Ripe. Of thefc Plants the Indians after- 
wards carried great Qiiantities aboard thj 
Ships, and gave a Basket full for a Thong 
of Lather; yet none of them make Ufe 5 
it to Cloath themfelves, but only to make 
Nets for their Beds, which they call 
and in weaving Aprons for Women to co- 
ver their Nakednefi. Being ask’d whether 
gthey had Gold or Pearls, or Spice, they 
made Signs that there was great Plenty to- 
wards the Eaft, in a Country they call’d Bo- 
hio^ which is the Ifland Hijfaniola, but it is 
not yet certainly known what Place they 
meant.

T he Admiral having this Account, and 
rcfblving to ftay no longer in that Bi- 
vcr, orderM (bme Natives of that Ifland to be 
taken, defigniiig to carry (bme from all Parts 
Co}})ii^il into Spnhii to give an Account of his Coun- 
tff'echon in try ; and accordingly i x were Iciz’d, Men, 
an Indian. Women, and Cliildren, and this (b peaceably 
and without any difturbance, that when they 
were ready to foil with them, the Husband 
of one of the Women, and Father of two 
Children that had been carry’d aboard, 
came to tlic Ships in a Canoo defiring he 
might be taken along with them, and not 
parted from his Wife and Children, which 
cxtreamly pleas’d the Admiral, who order’d 
he fhould be receiv’d, and they all well us’d 
and made much of. That (amc day, being 
the 1 3 th of Kevemher, he came about to the 
Eaftward, defigning for the Ifland they call’d 
BoHo. THie Wind blowing hard at North, he 
was forced to come to an Anchor again in the 
lame Ifland o(Cuha^ among fbme high Iflands, 
lying near a largcPort,whidi hecall’d del Pr/V 
ripe, or the Princes Port, and the Sea, Our La- 
dies. 'I’hefc Iflands lay fo thick and dole, that 
there was not above a quarter of a League 
dillance between them at fuitheft, and but a 
Mulquet fhot for the moft part. The Cha- 
nels were lb deep, and lb well adorn’d with 
'Frees and Greens, that it was very dclieht- 
ful going among them j and among the Mul- 
titude of other Trees, there were abundance 
of MalVick, Aloes and Palm, the Trunck 
green and Imooth, and other Plants of lun- 
dry Ibrts. And tho’ thefe Iflands were not 


InhaUced, yet there appeared the Tokens of 
manv fires made by Fiihermen, for as it after- 
wards appear’d, the People of Cuba went to- 
gether in great Number, in their Canoos o- 
ver to thefe Iflands, and abundance more that 
lie hereabouts Uninhabited, and live upon 
the Fifh they catch, upon Birds, Crabs, 
and other things they find on the Earth, for 
as much as generally the hidUns eat abun- foe 
dance of filthy things, fuch as great Spiders, Ind 
Worms that breed in rotten Wood and other 
Corrupt Places, and abundance of Filh almoft 
raw j tor as Ibon as taken, before they road it, 
they digg out the Eyes to eat, and many other 
fuch things they feed on, which befidcs that, 
they are naulrous would kill any of us ibould 
we eat them. They follow this Filhing and 
Birding according to the Seafbn, fbmetimes 
in one Ifland, fbmetimes in apother, as one 
that changes his Diet, being weary of the 
lafl^ But to return to the Iflands of our 
Ladies Sea, in one of them the Chriflians, 
with their Swords, kill’d a Beafl like a Badg- 
er, and m the Sea found much Mother of 
Pearl j and cafting their Nets, among many 
other fbrts of Fim they caught, one was 
like a Swine, all cover’d with a very hard 
skin, no part whereof was foftbut the Tail 
They alio obferv’d that in this Sea, and the 
Iflands, the Tide (well’d and fell much low- 
er than in other Places, where they had 
been till then, and their Tides were quite 
contrary to ours; for it was low Water 
when me Moon was S. W. and by S. 


CHAP. XXX. 

Hotv the Admiral fet fdil dgain E^nfdrd far Hifpaniola, dfid one of 
the Ships farfook him. 


O N hlundaj the 19th of November, the 
Admiral departed from the Princes 
Port in Cuba, and the Sea of our Lady, 
Sieei ing Eaftward for the Ifland of BohU and 
Nifpnmoln, but the Wind being contrary, 
he \^’ub forced to ply two or three days be- 
tween the Ifland JfabcBao which the Indians 
Call, Semoto, and the laid Princes Port, 
which lie almoft North and South, about?’ 
if Leagues diftant, in which Sea he ftill 
found Jong Traces of thofe Weeds he had 
ften ill. the Ocean, and he perceived they 
fwam along’ the Current, and never lay a- 
ihwuit it. During this time hUrtin Alon^ 


:{on being inform’d by certain Indians he had Ms 
conceal’d aboard his Caraval, that in 
Ifland Behio, which we laid was Hijpaniola, 
there was great plenty of Gold; Cove- 
toufly blincung him, on fVednefdaji ^hc 
of November, he Went away from the Admi- 
ral without any ftrels of Weather, or any 
ocher occafion, for be could have come up 
to him before the Wind, but would not, 
and lb making as much way as pofTibly he 
could, his Veflel being an excellent lailer > 
he made forwards all Thurfdap, whereas they 
had &il*d in f^ht of one another all tlic day 
b^ore, and Night coming on^ he quite va- 

nifh’d. 






iKh’d. Thus the Admiral was left only 
;^rith two Shipi, and the Weather not bdng 
it for his VetTels to fail over towards Uifpa- 
ffoAif'he was forced to return to Cuha^ to 
mother Port not far from the Princes, which 
le call’d St. C/uharinesj there to take in Wood 
md Water. In this Port hc accidentally 
faw figns of Gold on Ibme Stones In the 
River where they were Watering, and up 
the Country there were Mountains full of 
liich tall Pine Trees, as would make Mafts 
for the biggeft Ships. Nor was there any 
want of VC^d for Planks, to build as many 
Ships as they would, and among them Oaks 
iind others like thofe in Cdftilc, But per- 
ceiving that all the InHUns directed him to 
Hifpanioln, he run along the Coaft lo or 
I ^ Lxragues farther towards the South-Eaft, 
meeting all the way excellent Harbouts, and 
many large Rivers. The Admiral lays lb 
much of the Dclighrftilnefs and Beauty of 
that Country, that 1 have thought fit here 
to let down his own words, Ipeaking of the 
Mouth of a River, which makes an Harbour 
by him call’d Puerto Suntoy or Holy Har- 
bour. l"hus he lays, When I went With 
the Boats before me to the Mouth of the 
Harbour towards the South, I found a River, 
up whole Mouth a Gaily could cafily row, 
and the way up it was liich, that it was hot 
to be dilcovcr’d but dole by : The Beauty 
of it invited me to go up a Boats length, 
where I found from y to § Fathom Water; 
and proceeding, I went a confiderable wav 
up the River in the Boats ; bccaule, as well 
the Beauty and Delightfulneft of the River, 
and the clearnels of the Water, thro’ which 
1 could lee the Sand at the bottom ; as the 
abundance of Palm Trees of levcral forts, 
the fineft and higheft 1 had yet met with ; 
the other, infinite Number of large green 


Trees, the Birds and the verdure of the 
Plain, tempted me to fix there for ever. 
This Countiy, Moft Serene Princes, is lb 
wonderfully fine, and as far exceeds all other 
Beauty and Delightfulnefs, as the Day in 
brightnefs exceeds the Night. Thcrt^ I 
often told my Companions, thattho’ 1 (hould 
never lb much endeavour to give your High- 
nefles a Pcrfe£fc Account ot it my Tongue 
and Pen would always fall Ihort of the 
Truth. And to % the Trutl^ I was a- 
ftonilhed to Ice lb mucii Beauty, and know 
not how to exprefs it ; for I have writ of 
the other Countries, of their Trees and 
Fruits, of the Plants and Ports, and of all 
that belong’d to them, as largely as I was 
able, ytx not as 1 ought, fince all Men af- 
firm’d it was impofliblc any other Country 
could be more delicious. Now I am filent, 
wilhing this may be Iccn by others, who 
will write of it, that they may prove how 
little Credit is to be got more than f have 
done in Writing or Speaking of that Place 
confidering what it defervCs. The Adml- 
ral going on with his Boats, law a Canoo 
among the Trees in the Port, drawn [upoil 
Land under a Bower, which Canoo' was 
made of the Body of one Tree, and as big 
as a twelve Oar Barge, and in Ibme Houles 
hard by, they found a Boll of Wax, and a 
Man's Skull in two Baskets hanging at a 
Poft. The lame they afterwards found in 
another Houle, which made our Men judge, 
they were the Sculls of the Founders of 
thole Houles.^ No People appeared to re- 
ceive any Information oT, for as loon as e- 
ver they law the Chriftians, they fled from 
their Houfes m other Parts. Afterwards 
they found another Canoo about 70 Foot 
long, that would carry yo Pcrlbns, made 
like the other we Ipoke ot before.

T he Admiral having ftil'd 1 06 Leagues

Rumbus- There is no doubt but your Highnefles had 
Viny much pleas’d to have feen his 
Gravit^, and the Rdpc6t his People pay’d 
him, tho’ all Naked. When he came a- 
boad, and underftood I was under Deck, 
being "then at Dinner, he furpris’d me, fit- 
ting down by me, without giving me time 
to go out to receive him, or rife fix)m Ta- 
ble. When he came down he made figns 
to all his Followers to ftay above, which 
they did with great RefpeA, fitting down 
upon the Deck, except two Ancient Men 
that Icemcd to be his Councellours, that 
lat down at his Feet. Hiey faid this Man 
was a Cacique. 1 order’d liich Meat as I 
was eating, to be brought him ; they juft 
tafted of every thing, and fcnt the reft to 
their Men, who all eat of it. The fame 
they did as to drinking, for they only kifs’d 
the Cup and gave it a&ut. They were all 
wondeiiul Grave , and fpoke butf few 
words, and thofc they utter'd, by what I 
could gather, were very deliberate and ftaid. 
The two old Men obfwv’d the King's 
Mouth, and fpoke for and to him. After 
casing, one of his Gentlemen with great 
Refpeft brought him a Girdle, not unlike 
thofe uled in Caftilc, tho differently wrought, 
which he took in his hand, and gave me 
with two pieces of wrought Gold very 
thin. Of which Gold I believe there is lit- 
tle here, and I guefi’d that place was near 
to where they took it, which produced very 
much. 1 believing he would like a Carpet 
or Counterpain that lay on my Bed, gave it 
him, together with Ibme fine AmberBeads I had 
about my Neck, with a pair of fed Shooes, 
and a Bottle of Orange-flower Water, with 
which he was wonderfully pleas’d, and both 


he and his Counccllors exprcls’d much con- 
cern becaufe they did not underftand me, 
nor 1 them, tho’ I made out, that if I wanted 
any thing, all the Kland was at my Command. 
1 prefently brought out a Letter-Cafe, in which 
I carry’d a Gold Medal weighing 4 Ducats, on 
which your Highiieflcs Effigies are cut, and 
fhoWed it him, faying over again, that your 
Highneffes were Mighty Princes, and Pof- 
fHl the beft part of the World, and (hewed 
him the Royal Standard, and the other of 
the Crofs, which he made great Account of 
Therefore turning 10 his Counccllors, he 
faid. Your Highnefies were certainly Migh- 
ty Princes, fince you had lent me far as 
from Heaven thither, without any fear. 
Much more pafs’d between us, which 1 did 
not undei-ftand, but perceiv'd they admired 
at every thing they law j but it being then 
late, and he defiring to ^ gone, 1 lent him 
afhoar very Honourably in my Boat, and 
caufed fevcral Guns to be fired, and he be- 
ing afhoar got into his Palanquine, attend- 
ed by above loo Men, and a Son of his was 
carried on a Man of Note’s Shoulders. He 
ordered all the SfnnUrds that were afhoar, 
to have Meat given them, and ;o be very 
Courteoufly ufed. Afterwards a Sailer that 
met him on the way, told me, that every 
one of the things 1 had given him, were 
carry 'd before him by a Man of great worth, 
and that his Son went not along with him on 
the Road, but at fbmc diftance behind h^ 
with as many more Attendance as he had, 
and a Brother of his a Foot, with near as 
many more, two gi'cat Men leading him 
under the Arms, to whom I had given fbmc 
fmall Matters when he came aboard after 
his Brother. 


CHAP. XXXIII. 

How the Admird loft his Ship upon the Flats thro the carelejfnefs of the Sailers^ 
and the afpftance he received from the KJrfg of that JJland, 


T he Admiral continuing thc Relation as 
above, fays. That on Monday the 
^4th of Decctnlfcr, the Weather was very 
calm, without any Wind hardly, but fb much 
^ carried him from St.T/^w4j’s Sea, to Punta 
Stt/ii:}/!, or the Holy Cape, off which he 
by about a League, and about 1 1 of 
the Clock at Night he went to take his Reft, 
for he had not flcpt in two Days and a 
3 the Weather being Cal^ the 
teaman that was at the Helm, left it to a 
^i^immet, which (fiiys the Admiral>) I had 
•forbid during the whole Voyage, bidding 
them, whether ifte Wind blew or not, ne- 
'er to kave the Helm to a Grummet* And

to fay the Truth, 1 thought my felf fafe 
from Flats and Rocks, for that Sunday I lent 
my Boats to the King, they Went at leaft 
three Leagues and a half beyond the &kl 
Punta Santa^ and the Seamen had view’d 
all the Coaft, and the Shoals that lie three 
Leagues E. S E. of that Cape, andoblerv’d 
wijidi way to fail, which I had not done 
during the Voyage; and it pleafed our 
Lord, that at Midnight, feeing me gone to 
Bed, and we being in a dead calm and the Sea 
as ftill as the Waterin a Difh, all the Men ' 
went to reft, Ica^g the Helm to a Grum- 
met. Thus it c^e to pals, that the Cur- 
rent eafily carried away the Ship upon one 
7 M of 
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rvA^ of thofe Shwls, which tho’ it was Nlpit, 
Columbus- made fiich a roaring Noif^ that they ^ght 
be heard and difcover’d a L^gue off. Then 
ihc Fellow who felt the Rudder ftrikc and 
l« 2 ^rd the Noife, began to cry out, and 1 
hearing it, got up immediately, for none 
had yet perceived that we were a Ground. 
Prefently the Matter, whofc Watch it 
came our, and I order’d him and other Sail- 
ers to take the Boat, and carry out an An- 
clior a Stern i whereupon he and others 
Icap'd into the Boar, and I believing they 
would have done as 1 ordered, thev row’d 
way, Hying with the Boat to the other Ca- 
ra val, which was half a League off. I 
then perceiving they ran away with the 
Boat, that the ^^^atcr Ebb’d, and the Sliip 
was in Danger, caufed the Matts to be cut 
down, and lightned her as much as I could 
to fee to get ‘her offi but the Water ttill 
Ebbing, the C^raval could not budge, but 
turning athwart the [Streams the fcames o- 
pened, and all below Deck was full of Water. 
Mean while the Boat returned from the Cara- 
yi to relieve me, for the Men aboard perceiv- 
i^ the Boat fled, would not receive it, which 
oWig’d it to return to the Ship.* No hopes 
of laving the Ship appearing, I went away 
to the Caraval to five the Men, and be- 
cauie the \^^md blew from the L^and, and 
great part of the Night was (pent, and yet 
we knew not which way to get from a- 
raong thofe Flats; I lay by with the Cara- 
v^aJ till day appeared, and then I drew to- 
wards Land within the Shoals, having firft 
lent James de Arana the Provott, and Peter 
Gutierres your Highneflcs Secretary, to ac- 
ouaint the King with what had Happened, 
telling him. That as I was going to vifit 
him in his own Port, as he had dcfired the 
latt Saturday, I had loft my Ship oppofile 
to his Town, and a League and a haJF from 


It uppn a Flat. The King underftanding Greoi 
it, with Tears in his Ey^ exOTcffed much 
Grief for our Lofs, ^ knmeoiately fcnfSi I 
board sdl the People in the Place, with J"* ^ 
many krge Capoos. So tfaty and we 
gan iq unload, and in a (hort time carried 
off ah that was upon Deck. The Afott- 
ance thjs King gave was great ; and 
wards he himlen, with ms Brothers and 
Kindred, t;ook all pottible Care both a. 
board and alhoar, that all things might be 
done orderly ; and from time to time he 
lent fome of his Kindred W'eeping, to beg 
of me not to be dcjei^cd, for he would give 
me all he hud. I do affure your Highncff- 
es, better Order could not have been taken 
in any part of Caftile, to focure our things, 
for we ioft not the value of a Pin, for he 
caufed all our Cloaths to be lay’d together near 
his Palace, where he kept them dll the Houfes 
were voided, which he had appointed for us. 

He placed Armed Men to keep them, who 
ttood there all l>ay and all Night, and all 
the People Lamented, as if>our LoG had 
concern’d them much ; ib loving, tradlrable 
and free from Covctou&efr they are, that I 
fwear to your Highneffes, there are no bet- 
ter People, nor a better Country in the 
World. They love their Neighbour as 
themielves, and their Converfotion is the 
fweeteft in the Univerie, being Plealmit and 
always Smiling. True it is, both Men 
and Women go as Naked as they were 
bom, yet your Highneffes may believe me, 
they have very commendable Cuftoms, and 
the King is ferv’d with great State, and he 
is ib (hud, that it is a great (atisfafdon to fee 
him, as it is to think what good Memories 
thefe People have, and how defirous they 
are to know every thing, which moves ’em 
to ask many Queftions, and to enquire in- 
to the Caule and Effefts of every thing.

The 
Admiral therefore finding lb much kindnefs 
among thofe People, and fech figns of 
Gold, almofe fergot the grief conceiv’d for 
the luls of bis Ship ^ thinking God had per* 
mitted it that he might fiK a Colony there, 
and leave Chriftians to Trade, and get further 
Knowledge of the People and Country, 
learning the Language, and converfing 
with the Natives, tliat when he returned 
from Spain with Succours, he might have 
Ibme body to dire<Si him in his Afiairs, for 
Peopling and Subduing that Country. To 
this he was the mme inclin’d, becaule many 
voluntavily offered thcmfclves to fiay and in- 
habit efiefe. For dils realbn he reiblved to 
bpild a Tower with the Timber of the Ship 
that was wreck’d, whereof he lull: no parr, 
but made ufe of it all. To forward his de- 
fign, the next day being Thurfdny, the ^7t\\ 
or December^ News was brought, that the 
Caraval Pinta^ was in a River towards the 
pQiqt of the Ifland. To beaflured of 
it, the Cacique, whole Name was Guacaua^ 
gnri^ lent a Cunoo with Ibme Indians^ who 
carried a Chriftian thither : He having gone 
ao Leagues along the Coaft, returned with- 
out any News of it, which was the Realbn 
that no Credit was given to another hidhin, 
who laid he had feen her Ibrae days before. 
Neverthelefi the Admiral did not alter his Re- 
Ibluiion ofleaving fomeChriftians in that Place 
who were all ftiU more fenfible of the Goocl- 


nefe and Ufealth of the Country, the Indi- 
ant bringing Masks and other things of 
Gold to give them, and telling them o( fe^ 
vcr^l Provinces in the Kland where it was 
found. The Admiral being now ready to 
depart, and dilcourfing with the King con- 
cerning the Caribbes^ or Canlbals^ of whom 
they complain’d and were in great dread, 
therefore to pleale him with leaving fome 
Chriftians tl .ci c, and at the fdme time make 
him afraid of our Aims, lie caulcd a Gun 
to be fired againft the lide of the Ship^ 
which (hot quite thro’’ it, and the Bullet fell 
into the Water, which not a little terrified 
the Cuclquc Bel ides, he fliow'd him ail our 
other Weapons, and how they ctfended with 
them, and defended thcmielves, telling him, 
that fince fuch W eapons were left to defend 
him, he needed not to fear the Carilbcs, for 
the Chriftians would deftroy them all, and 
he would leave them for his Guard, and re- 
turn himlelf to Cafille for Jew'cls and other 
things to give him. Then he particularly 
recommended to him James dc Aranay Son 
to l{pderick, de Arana Coydovay of whom 
mention has been made above. To him, 
and Peter Gutierres and 1{pdcricl{_ dc Eskpvedof 
he left the Government of the Fort, and 
Command of 5^^ Men, with abundance of 
Commodities, Provifion, Arm.s and Can- 
non, and the Boat that belong’ d to the Ship, 
with Carpenters, Caulkers, and all other Ne- 
ceftkries for fettling there, allb n Surgeon, 
Gunner, and fuch like Peribns. This done 
he repaired with all Pofiible Ipecd to return 
dire^fly to Cajlllc, without making any 
more Dilcoveries, fearing, fince he had but 
one Ship left, Icaft Ibme othei* Misfortune 
might befell him, which miglit hinder their 
Catholick Majefties coming to the Know- 
ledge of thole Kingdoms he had newly ac- 
quired for them.

The Indians aftonifti’d at the refo- 
luiioii of our Men, and the Wounds our 
Weapons made, fled, moft of them leaving 
their Bows and Arrows ; and many of ’em 
liad been kill’d, had not the Pilot of the 
Caraval, who Commanded the Boat, pro- 
te6ted them. The Admiral was not at all 
difplcaled at this Skirmifti, imagining theft 
were the Caribbes all the other Indians io 
much dreaded, or that at leaft they Border- 
ed on them, they being a Bold and Rel^ 
lute People, as appeared by their Afoea, 
Arms and Adflons, and he hop’d that the I- 
llunders hearing how (twen Chriftians had be- 
hav’d themftlves againft 55 Fierce Indians 


of that Country, they would the more Rc- 
and Honour our Men that were left 
behind at the Nativity^ and would not dare 
to offend them. Afterwards, about Even- 
ing, they made a fmoak at Land to fhow 
their Courage, wherefore the Boat went a- 
gain to fee Vhat they would have, but they 
could never be brought to venture them- 
felves, and fb the Boat rctuhied. The 
Bows were of Yew, alrooft as big as tboft 
in France and England^ the Arrows of finall 
Twigs growing out of the ends of the Canc% 
which are Mallivc and very ftreighc, about 
the length of a Man’s Arm and a half; the 
head is made of a finall Stick hardened ab 
the Fire, about a quarter of i. Yard and 
half long; at the end whereof they fix a 
Fifties Tooth, or Bone, and Pedfim it. Fot 
this rcafon the Admiral gave that QulpH 
the Name of Golpho de Flethas^ that is, 
Gulph (f Arrowsy whereas the Indians call’d 
it Samana. There appear’d a great deal of 
fine Cotton, and Axiy which is the Pepper 
they lift, and is very hot, fbme of it long 
and fbme round. Near Land, where there 
was little Water, greW aburidailce of thofe 
Weeds our Men uiw in long firings upori 
the Ocean, whence they concluded it all 
grew near Land, and when ripe, broke 
loofe, and was carried out to Sea by the 
Current.

ther for hinllclf, or his Men, without asking 
any Pay. At the lame time he writ to the 
Admiral, Congratulating ffiis Happy Arri- 
val, and defiring, fince he was in his Do- 
minions, he Would come to lee him. The 
Admiral was doubtful what to do in this 
Calc, but he confidered the King was in A- 
mity with their Catholick Majefties. and had 
treated him Courtcoufly; and befides, to 
take off all folpicion that hd came fram his 
Conquefts, he contented to go to Valparaijo, 

9 Lragues from Lisbon, where the King 
was, whither he came on Saturday Night, 
being the 9th of March. The King order- 
ed all the Nobility of his Court to ^ out 
to meet him, and being come into his Pre- 
tence, did him great Honour, commanding 
him to put on his and fit down, and 
having with a chcarful Countenance heard Sbbp rc 
the Particulars of his Prol^rous Voyage^ 
oftered him all he ftood in need of, for the 
Service of their Catholick Majefties, though 
he thought, that for as much as he fad 
been a Captain in Portugal, tnat Conqueft 
belong’d to him. To wliich the Admii-al 
AnlWred, Tlat he knew of no foch A- 
greemenr, and that he had ftri6Hy obferv’d 
his Orders, which were nor to go to the 
Mines of Portugal,\ nor to Guitua. The King 
feid, all was well, and he doubted not but Ju- 
ftice would be done. Having fyent a long time 
in this fort of Difoourle , the King Com- 
manded the Prior of Crato, the greateftMan 
then about him, to Entertain the Admiral, 

^aftd Ihow him all GviJity and R<^£f, 
which was done accordingly. Having (Ly’d 
there all Sunday and all Monday, ull after 
Ma(% tlie Adniar^ took leave of the King, 
who exprefs’d great Kindnef^ and made

CHAP. XLII.

IbeAdmi^ the 13 th of Mdrch^ two 

rsi returns hours after day, the Admiral fct fail 

w Palos, on Friday following at Noon, 

arrived at Snltcs^ and came to an Anchor in 
the Port of Palos^ whence he liad let out on 
the 3d of Augufi the foregoing Year ;49x^ 
7 Months and 1 1 days before his Return. 
He was there reccival by all the People in 
Proceflion, giving thanks to God for his 
Profperous Succefe, which it was hop’d, 
would redound fo much to the Propagation of 
Chrlftianity, and increafe of their Otholick 
Majelties Dominions ; all the Inhabitants of 
that Place looking upon it as a great matter 
that the Admiral fet out from thence, and 
that moft of die Men he had with him, be- 
longed to it, tho’ many of them, thro’ Pin- 
i(ens fault, had been Mutinous and Dif 
olxxiicnt. It happened that when the Admi- 
ral cimc to Palos-, Pins^on was arriv’d in Gmli- 
:^ia, and defign’d to go by himi^ to Barce- 
lona to carry the News to their Catholick 
Majefties, who lent him Orders not to go 
thither without the Admiral, with whom he 
had been foil toDifeover, at which he was lb 
concern’d and offended, that he return’d in- 
dil^’d, to his Native Countiy, where widi- 
■ in a few days he dyed forGrkf : But before 
he got TO Palos, the Admiral let outforJfv//, 
deligning thence for Barcelona, where their 
Catholick Majefties were ; and he was forced 


to ftay a little by the way, tho’ but nevei 
lb little, to the fb great Admiration of the 
People wherelbever he went, that they ran 
from all the neighbouring Towns, down to 
the Roads to fte him, the Indians, and other 
things he brought. Thus holding on his 
way he got to Bm cclona about the middle of 
April, having before lent their Highneffes 
an Account of the Happy Succeft of his 
Voyage, which was extraordinary Pleafing 
to thwi, and they ordered hiip a moft So- 
lemn Reception, as to a Man that had done now 
them liich fingular Service. All the Court and 
City went out to meet him j and their Ca- 
tholick Majefties fate in Publick with great 
Stare, on rich Chairs under a Canopy of 
Cloath of Gold ; and when he went to kift 
their Hands, they ftood up to him as to a 
great L>rd, made a difficulty to give him 
their Hands, and caul^ him to lit down. 
Having given a brief Account of his Voy- 
age, they gave him leave to retire to his 
Appartment, whither he was attended by 
all the Court ; and he was lb highly Ho- 
noured and Favoured bv their Highneffes, 
that when the King rode about Barcelona, 
the Admiral was on one fide of him, and 
the Infante Forttma on the other; whereas 
before, none went by hfa Majefty but the 
laid Infante, who was his near Kinlinan.*

O N Monday the 7th of OHober^ the Ad- 
nairal continued his Voyage towartb 
tl)c Indies, having firft delivered a Comn^ 
fion fhut up and Scal’d, to every Ship, 
commanding them not to open it, unlcls 
they were feparated fixim him by ftrcls of 
Weather, for he in thofe Letters givk^ an 
Account of the Courfe they were to ftecr, 
to come to the Town of the Plativity in Hi- 
fpaniola, would not have that Courfe known 
to any without great need. Thus failing 
with a fair Gale till Thurfday the X4th of 
OHoher, when being, L^gues Weft of 
Gomera, he yet met with none of the Weeds 
he had Iccn the firft Voyage, when he was 
out but xyo Leagues, to the great aftonifh- 
ment of them all j that day and the next, a 
Swallow flew about the Fleet. On Satur- 
day at Night, the Body of St. Elmo was 
feen, with fcven lighted Candles on the 
Round-Top, and there followed mighty 
Rains, and frightful Thunder. I mean, the 
Lights were fecn, which the Seamen aflirm 
to be the Body of St. Elmo, and ^ey fing 
Litanies and Prayers to him j looking u^n 
it as moft certain, that in thofe Storms where 
he app ears, there c»n be no dangCT. What- 
fo^er this is, I leave to them, for if we 
will believe Pliny, when fiich Lights ap- 
peared in thofe tirtics to the Hpman Soilcfs 
in a Storm, th^ (kid they Were Ct^or and 
PoUuXt whCTcot Seneca msdees mention alfo, 
at the ^ginning of hb firft Book of Nature. 


But to return to our Hiftory ; on Saturday, 
the ad of November, at Night, the Admiral 
perceiving a great Alteration in the Sky and 
Winds, and taking Notice of the Mighty 
Rains, he concludra for certain that he was 
near fome Land, and for this Reafbn caufed 
moft of the Soib to be furl’d, and order- 
ed all to be upon the Watch ; nor with- 
out caufe, for that fame Night, as Day 
began to break, they fpy’d Land 7 Leagues 
to the Weftward, which was a high Moun- 
tainous Ifland, and he call’d it Dominica, be- 
caufe difcovei’cd upon Sunaey Morning. A 
while after he faw another Jlland Nortn-Eaft 
of Dominica, and then another, and another 
after that, more Northward For which 
Mercy God had been picafed to beftow on 
them, all foe Men aftembling in the Poop, 
fung the Salve Hfgina, and other Prayers 
and Hymns very Devoutly, giving thanks 
to God, for that in ao days after departing 
from Gomera, they had made that Lon^ 
judging the foftance between them to be be* 
tween 750 and 800 Leases. And finding 
no convenient Place to come to an Anchoi 
on the Eaft fide the Ifland Demmiea, foe) 
ftood over to another Ifland which the Ad<- 
miral pall’d Marigalante, that Ifeing hi 
Ship’s Name.

Friars of the Houle of that Name, to whom 
he had made a Promife to call lomc Ifland 
by, the Name of their Monaftery. Before 
lie jcaine to it, at two L^eagecs dilfcance, they 
difcpvered a very high Rock, ending in a 
Poinr* whence gulh a out a ftream or Wa- 
ter, as thick as a large Barrel, which falling 
mode liich a Nolle, mat it was heard aboard 
liic Ships, tlio’ many affirm’d it was only a 
White vein in the Rock, the Water was lb 
white and frotly by rcaibn of its fall. 
Going aftioar in the Boat to view a ,vlorc of 
Town they law from the flioar, they found 
no body there, the People being fled to the 
Wood;, except Ibmc Childicn, to whole 
Arms they ty’d ibmc Baubles to allure 
their farhers when they returned. In the 
Houles tlicy found Geek: like ours, and a- 
tjundance of Parrots with red, green, blue 
and white Featliers, as big as common 
Cocks ; they allb found Pompions, and a 
jbrt of Fruit, winch look’d like our green 
Pine Apples, but much bigger, and within, 
full of a Iblid Me^r, like a Welon, and much 
fwceier both in tallc and liucll, which grow 
on long ftalks like Liljes or Alpes, wild 
about tlic Fields, and arc better liian thole 
that are brouglit up by Art, as afterwards 
appeared. They allb law otlicr Ibrts of 
I'Vuits and Herbs diBering from ours. Beds 
of Cotton Nets, that is Hamraacks, Bows, 
and Arrows, and other Inch things, ofw'hich 
our Men took none, that the huiians might 
be the Icfs afraid of the Chrtftlanl But tvhat 
they moB admired was, that they found an 
Iron Pan, iho’ 1 believe that the Rocks and 
Fire^ope; in CpuoXry bejng of tire Co- 
lour of bright Iron, a Peribn of bpt indif- 
tcrettt judgment that found ir, without look- 
ing furffier, took it for Iron, tho’ in Truth 
it was not lb j for as much as from that 
day to thi^ there was never any tiling of 
Iron among thole People, nor did 1 

hear the Admiral ipeak of this. And there- 
fore 1 am of Opinion tl)^t he ufing daily to 
Write down wmitS^wcr happened, nnd was 
tpld hiip, that he might among o^hcT thJflgs 
let down, what was mid lijm conceding this 
particuUrj, by thole thw ivei-e affioar. And 
<ho’ h were <4 Iron h wf^^noc to be admimd, 
becaule the Indim of thd Ijjond of GtfatU’ 


curfiom to roh, as far as HifpanhUi per' 
haps they had that Pan of the Chrillians* 
or of the other Indians of Hifpaniola ^ and.it* 
is poffible they might cany the Body of the 
Sliip the Admiral loft, to make ufe of the 
Iron, and iho’ it were not the Hulk of 
that Siiip, it muft be the remainder of Ibme 
other Wreck, carried thiclicr by the Wind 
and Current from our Parts.

Tlie next day, which was Tue/day 
the 5th of November, the Admiral again lent 
two Boats alhoar, to endeavour to take Ibme- 
bedy tliat might give him an Account of the 
Country, and inform him how far off, and 
which way Hifpaniola lay. Each of the Boats 
brought back a Voutli,wtio agreed in laying 
they were not of that JilanJ, but of another 
call’d Borriquen (now St. John) and that the 
Inhabitants of tliat Ifland of Guadalupe were 
Cariblfcei or Canibals, and iiad taken them 
Prifoners from their own Ifland. Soon after 
tlie Boats returning to flioar, to uke up 
Ibme Chriftians they had left there, found 
flx Women, with them, who had fled xq 
them from the Caribbecs, and came of tlieir 
own accord aboard the Ships. The Admi- 
ral to allure the Iflandcrs, would not keep 
them aboard, but gave them lome GlaJs 
Bqads and Bells, and made them be let a- 
flioar againft ihcir Wills. 'Phis was not 
done unadvilcdly, for as loon as they Land- 
ed, the Caribbecs in the fight of the Chrifti- 
ans, took away all the Admiral had given 
them. Therefore cither thro® ilic hatred 
they bore the Caribbecs, or for the fear they

How the Admiral Arrived at Hifpaniola, where he underftood the 
Spaniards rvere dead. 


O N Vriday the I^th of 'November 9 the 
Admiral canie up with the North lidc 
»f HifpamoUy and prelently lent alhoar at 
nmnnat one of the Indians born in that 1 art, . 
vliom he brought out of Spaifh being then 
:onverted to our Holy Faicb, who offered 
o reduce all the Indians 10 lubmit to the 
^hriftians. Tnc Admiral continuing his 
/oyage towards the ^ own of Nafalf or the 
>^ativity, when he came to Cape Angel-, 
bme Indians went aboard, to Barter their 
Commodities with the Chrillians. Coming 
Lo an Anchor in the Port of Monte Chriflo,

Spanips, to fhow they knew how thcw 
things were called, which ^elivcred the^ Ad- 
miral from the Jealoufie hl\ liad conceived. 


on Account of the Dead Men, judging that 
if thole people had wrong’d the Chriftians 
left there, they had not come lb boldly aboard 
the Ships. But the next day, when he came 
to an Anchor near the Town of Navidad, 
or iheNativity, after Midnight, a Canoo came 
to the Fleet, and ask’d for the Admiral, and 
being bki to come aboard, for he was there, 
they would not do it, laying, they were rc- 
Iblvcd not to go aboard till they law and 
knew him. The Admiral therefore was 
forced to come to the Ship’s lidc to heat 
them, and then prelently two went up 
with two Masks, which they gave to tlie 
Admiral, from the Cacique Guacanagari, iky-- 
ing, he lent many Commendations. 'Fhey 
being ask’d by the Admiral concerning tlie 
Chriftians lerc there, Aniwered, that Ibrae 
of them died of Diftompers, Ibme parted 
from their Company, and lb were gone in- 
to other Countries, but that all of them had 
four or Eve Wives, tho’ it appeared theft 
way of liking, that all or moft of them 
were Dead, yet the Admiral not thlnldng 
fit to take any Notice at that dme, feat ba^k 
the Indians, with a Prelent of ibmc thikM 
n»de of Latten, and other Baubles, Pot 
Guacanagari, and themfelver, and fo th^ 
went away that lame Night, with the Gifttf 
for the Cadque.

Thurfduy the 1 8th of about 

Evening* the Adn^l with all his

there ; Next day in the Morning, the Ad- 
miral Landed very much concern’d to lee 
the Houles and Fort burnt, and nothing left 
belonging to the Chriftians, but only ragged 
Cloathsand liich like things, as is uliial ma 
Place Plunder’d and dellroy’d, and Iwing no 
body to enquire of, the Admiral went with 
loniC Boats up a River that was hard by.Whilft 
he was going up it, he ordered the Well he 
had made in the Fort, to be cleanled, think- 
ing to find Gold in it, becaule at his going 
away, fearing what might happen, he com- 
manded thole he left behind, to throw all 
the Gold they could get into that Well, but 
nothing was found in it; and the Admiral 
that way he went up with his Boats, could 
lay hold of no Indian^ becaule they aU fled 
from their Houles, to the Woods. Having 
therefore found nothing but lomc of the 
Chriftians Clo&chs, he returned to ^tevided^ 
where he few 8 of the Chriftians, and three 
others, in the Fields near the Town, whom 
they knew to be Chriftians by their Cloaths, 
and they leem’d to have been dead about a 
Month. I’he Chriftians going about to leek 
fome other Tokens, or writings of the £)ead, 
a Brother of the Cacique GuacoMgariy came 
with Ibme Indians to talk with the Admiral. 
Thele could Ijxak Ibme Words of Sfanijhy 
• and knew the Names of all the Chriftians, 
that had been left there, and laid chat thole Spa- 
niards loon began to fall at variance among 
themfelves, and to take every one what Gold 
and as many Women as they could ; whereup 
on Peter Gutierres zudEjcovedo kill'd onx^ames-i 
and then they and 9 others went away with 
their Women to a Cacique, whole name 
How the was Caunabo^ who was Lord of the Mines, 
Spaniards and kill’d them all ; then many days after 
came with a great many Men to Navidad, 
where there was only James de Aramh with 
firoyed, 10 Men, who had remained with him to 
guard the Fort, ail the reft being dHperled 
about the lila^. The Cacique Caunabo 
coming UD by Night, fired the Houles wfaert 
the Chriftians liv^, with their Women, for 
fear whereof they fled to the Sea, where 
nght of them were drowned, and three died 
amoar, whom they fhow’d. That Guaca- 
.4SHU4r> himiyf, fighting with Caunabo in de- 


fence of the Chriftians, was wounded and fled. 
This Account agreed with that given by other 
Chriftians, lent by the Admiral to learn more 
of the Country, who went to a Town where 
Guacanagari lay ill of a Wound, which 
he laid had hindred him from waiting on the 
Admiral, and giving him an Account of 
what was become of the Chriftians, among 
whom he laid, loon after the Admiral re- 
turned for Spain, there began to be Diflen- 
tion, and every one would Barter Gold for 
himlelf, and take what Women be thought 
fit, and not larisfied with what Guacanagari 
^ve and allow’d to be given them, they 
divided into Icveral Parcels, and di^lol 
Ibme one way and Ibme another, and that 
Ibme joyning together, went where 

they were all kill’d ; and this y^as the Trutli 
of what had happened, which they might 
tell the Admiral, defiring liim by thole lame 
Chriftians, that he would go lee him, 
becaule he was in luch a Condition that he 
could not leave his Houle. The Admiral 
did fo, going the next day to vifit him, and 
he with great figns of Sorrow, told him all 
that had happened, as has been related a- 
bove, and that he and his Men had been all 
wounded in defence of the Chriftians, as ap 
peared by their Wounds, which were not 
given by Chriftian Arms, but with Araga- 
or Wooden Swords, and Arrows pointed 
with Fifh Bones.This Dilcourle being over, he 
prefented the Admiral with 8 ftrings of Imall 
Beads, made of white, green, and red Stones, 
a firing of Gold Beads, a Regal Crown of 
Gold, and three little Calabalhes full of 
Gold Sand, all which might be about 4 
Mark Weight in Gold, each Mark being 
half a^ Pound. The Admiral in return, 
gave him abundance of our Baubles, which 
might be worth three Royals, (or eighteen 
Pence) and were valued by him above a 
Thouland. Tho’ he was very ill, he would 
needs go with the Admiral to fee the Fleer, 
where he was courtcoufly Enrerrain’d, and 
much pleal^ to foe the Holies, of which 
the Chriftians had before given him an Ac- 
count. And becaule Ibme of thole that 
were dead, had mifinform’d him concerning 
our Holy Faith, the Admiral was forced to 
inftrudl him in it, and afterwards would have 
him wear an Image of the Virgin Mmy a- 
bout his Neck, \j(«ich at firft he had refoftd 
to receive

T he Admiral refleftingon the Dififter 
of thofe Chriftians, and his own MiC 
fortune at Sea, having loft the Men and Fort 
aftioar, and his Ship upon the Water, and 
that not far off there were better and more 
Commodious Places to Plant a Colony i on 
Saturday the 7th of December, he fail’d with 
the whole Fleet Eaftv^, and about Even- 
ing caft Anchor not far from the Iflands of 
Monte chrijh^ and the next day at Monte 
Chrifto^ among thole leven low little Iflands, 
whereof mention has been made already, 
which tho’ they are without Trees, arc ne^ 
vcrthclcls Plealant ; for in that Winter Sea- 
fbn, they there f *und Flowers, and Nefts 
with Eggs, others with Young Birds, and 
all other things that arc Iccn in Summer. 
Thence he went to Anchor before a Town ot 
IndUm, where relblved to plant a Colony, 
he Landed with all the Men, Provifions 
and Utenfils he brought aboard the Fleet, 
in a Plain near a Rock, on which a Fort 
r. „ might conveniently be built, where he built 
L. a Town and call’d it Jjabclia, iii Honour of 

This place was 
Weft judged very convenient, for as much as the 
ndies. po^ ^as very large, tho’ expos’d to the 
North-Weft, and had a moft delicate River 
a Bow Ihot from it, from which Canals of 
Water might be drawn to run thro’ the 
middle of the Town, and ^yond was a 
mighty open Plain, from which the Indians 
laid the Mines of Cibao were not very re- 
mote. For thefe Reafons the Admiral was 
lb eager upon fettling the laid Colony, mat 
what with the fatigue endured at Sea, and 
what lie here went thro’, he not only want- 
ed time to write day by day what happen d, 
according to his Cuftom, but it happened 
he fell flek, which intcrupted his writing 
from the i ith of December, till the ii-ih of 
March, in the Year 1494. During which 
time, having ordered the Anain of the 
Town the befthe could, for Affairs abroad 
he lent one Alom^o de Hojeda, with 15^ Men 
to Peek put the Mines of Cibao. Afterwards 
on the ad of February, i 'l Ships of the Fleet 
returned to Caflile,\indct the Command of one 
Captain Anther^ ^ Torres, Brother to Prince 
Johns Nurfe, a Man of Judgment and 

Honour, and in whom their Catholick Ma- 
jefties and the Admiral much Confided. He 
had all in writing at large that had happen- 
ed, as alfo the Nature oFihe Country, and 
what it required. Not lonijjaftcr Hojeda re- 
lumed, and giving an Acco^ of hisJotu> 


ncy, laid, That the id day, after he let out 
for Ifabella, he lay at the Pals* of a Moun- 
tain, which was very difficult of Acceft, 
that afterwards, at every League’s dilfance 
he found Caciques, who had been very 
kind to him ; and continuing his Journey 
the 6th day after he let out, he came to the 
Mines of Cibao, where the Indians immedi- 
ately before him, took up Gold in a Imall 
River, as they had done m many others of 
the lame Province, where he affirm’d there 
was great Plenty of Gold. This News 
much rcjoyced the Admiral, who was then 
recovered of his Sicknefi, and he relblved to 
go alhoar, to oblerve the diljxjfuion of the 
Country, that he might the better know 
what was to be done. Accordingly on 
nefday the lath of Maich, 1494, he let out 
from JfabcIIn for Cibao, 10 Ice the Mines, with 
all the People that were in Health, both a 
Foot and a Horleback, leaving a good 
guard in the two Ships and three Cara\'als 
that remained of the Fleet, and caufing all 
the Ammunition and Tackle belonging to 
the other Ships, to be put aboard his own, 
that none might Rebel with them as they 
had attempted to do whilft he was lick. Be- 
caulc many having gone that Voyage, up- 
on the Belief, that as Toon as they Landed 
they might Ixiad thcmfelves with Gold, and 
fo return rich home, (which Gold, wherc- 
Ibevcr it is found, reauires time, trouble, 
and labour to gatha- it) the thing not fall- 
ing out as they expefted ; being therefore 
diuatisfied and offended, as allb bccaulc of 
the building of the New Town, and wear^ 
of the Dilcales, the Climate and change of 
diet caulcd among them, they liad private- 
ly Conlpircd to revolt from the Admiral, 
and taking the Ships that remain’d, by force againftti 
to return in them to Spain. One Bernard Admiral

of the ill management of the Captains of 
the Ships, as alld becuule in that Country 
nothing keens fo well as in Spain. And 
tho’ they haa Plenty of the Country Provi- 
fions, yet not being ufed to that Food, it 
did not agree with them. Therefore the 
Admiral had rcfdlved to leave but :{oo Men 
in the Iflahd, and lend the reft into Spahh 
v^hich Number, confidcring the Nature of 
the Jfland, and of the Indies^ he knew was 
futficient to keep that Country in Subjedfion 
to their C^tholick Majefties. In the mean 
while, bccaufe the Bisket grew towards an 
end, and they bad no Flour, but Wheat , 
he refolved to make Idme Mills, tho’ there 
was no fall of Water fit for that purpofe 
within a I^eaguc of the Town, at which 
Work, and all others, he was forced to 
Hand over the Workmen, they all endea- 
vouring to fave themfclves from any Labour. 

■ After that, he refolved to fend out all the 
People that were in Health, except Handi- 
craft Men, and Artificas, to the Royal 
Plain, that T’ravelJing about the Country, 
they might Pacify it, ftrike a Terror into 
the Indians^ and by degrees be us’d to their 
Food, fmee they daily felt more want of 
that of Spain. Hojeda was ioit to Command 
thefe Men, till they came to St. Thomas,

Hojeda himfelf to Command in the Fort, he 
having taken the Paihs, the Winter before, 
to dilcover that Province of Cibao^ which in 
the Indian Language fignifics Stony. Hojeda 
fet out from Ifabella on JVednefday the 19th 4oo Oukn 
of Aprils towards St. Thomas, with all the a- 
fordaid Men, being above 400, and ha^^- ^ ^ 
ing pais’d the River del Oro, apprehended 
the Cacique that liv'd there, and a Brother 
a Nephew of his, fending them in Irons 
to the Admiral, and cutr on the Ears of one 
of his SubjciSts, in the great place of his 
Town, becaufe three Chrillians coming 
from St. Thomas to Ifabella, this C'acique 
gave them five Indians to carry their Cluaths 
over the River at the Ford, and they being 
come to the middle of the River, returned to 
their Town with them, and the Cacique in- 
ftead of Punifhing them, took the Cloaths 
for himfelf, rcfufing to rellore them. Ano- 
ther Cacique who dwelt beyond the River 
relying on the Service he had done the Chri- 
llrians, refolved to go with th^ Priloncrs to 
Ifabella, and intercede with the Admiral for 
them, who entertain’d him courteoufly, and 
ordered that the other Indians, with their 
hands bound, would bcPublickly Sentenced 
to die in the Market-Place, which the Ho- 
neft Cacique feeing, he with many Tears 
obtained their Lives, promifing they fhould 
never be guilty of any other Offence. The 
Admiral having difoharged them all, a Man 
a Horfeback came from St. Thomases, and 
gave an Account, that he had found in that 
fame Cacique, who had been Prildncr in his 
Town, five Chrillians taken by his Sub- 
je£ls as they were coming for Ifabella, and 
that he frightning the Indians with his Horfe 
had relealra them, above 400 Men tuning 
away from him, of whom he wounded two 
in the purfoit j and that when he had pals'd 
the River, he law they turn’d upon the laid 
Chrillians, whereupon he made as if he would 
go back againft them, but they for fear of 
his Horfe, all ran away, leall the Horle 
fhould tly over the River.

The Admiral from Jamaica returns to the Coaft of Cuba, ftiU thinking it

T he Admiral leaving Jamaica, on PTcd- 
ncfiUy the 1 5’th of May, Came to that 
Point of Cuhn, which he call’d Caho dc Santa 
or Oape Holy Crofs, and [running a- 
long the Coall, there happened a great 
llurni of ‘riiundcr and Lightening, which 
together with the Flats and Currents, put 
him into no finall danger and very to much 
trouble, being obliged at the lame time to 
ftruggle againft tlicle tw’o Evils, which requi- 
red contrary Remedies, for it is a proper Re- 
medy aguinft Thunder, to ftrike the Sails, 
and it was requifite to Ipread them to avoid 
the Flats, and had this Calamity lafted for 
8 or 10 Leagues, it had been inlupporta- 
blc. But the worft of it was, that all over 
Sea, both North and North-Eaft, the 
bifivite ftjrilicr they \veiit, the more low little Iflands 
fmaU tliey met with, and tho’ there were Trees 
ljUnis. in of them, yet others were Sandy, and 
Ic.irce appeared above the Surface of the 
VV'uter, lome a League, Ibme more and 
Ibmc left in Compaft. I’rue it is, that the 
nearer they fail’d to Cuba, the higher and 
l^leafanter ihe little Blands appeared, and 
being a matter of dilhculty, and to no piir- 
pofe^ TO give every (me of them a Name, 
the Admiral called them all in general y^r- 
d-n dc In I{-rna^ the Qtieen’s Garden. But 
.IS many Blands as he law that day, he law 
many more and bigger die next day, than 
l;e liad before, and not only to the North- 
Eall, but NortivWcft and South Weft, in- 
Ibniudt that they counted 160 Iflands that 
day, all part^ by deep Cliancls, which the 
Ship lail’d thro’. In Ibmc of thefe Iflands 
they law abundance of Cranes, io lhape and 
bigncls like thofc of S/fain, but that they were 
as red as Scarlet. In others they found a- 
bundance of Tortoiles, and of their Eggs, 
not unlike a Hens, but that the (hells arc 
very hard. The Tortoiles lay thefe Eggs 
Birds and a hole they make in the Sand, and cover- 
Tortoifes them, leave them till the heat of the Sun 
tn them, j^^tches and brings fonh the Tortoiles, which 
{i\ grow as big as a Buckler, or great 
; In thele Blands they alio (aw 
Cranes like thofe of and 


Sca-Crows, and inftnite Numbers of little 
Birds that fung (weetly, and the very Air 
was as Iweet, as if they had been among 
Roles and the ftneft Perfumes in the 
World, yet the danger Was very gtfeat, there 
being liich abundance of Chanels, that 
muen time was l^x:nt in finding the way 
out. In one of tl^fe Chanels, they Ipy’d a 
Canoo of Indian Filhernjen, w^ho very quiet- 
ly, without the leaft concern expected the 
Boat which was making toward^ them, and 
being come near, made a fign to them in 
it, till they had done filhing. Their man- 
ner of fifhing was lb Ib'ange and new to 
our Men, that they were willing to Com- 
ply with them ; it was thus : They had ty'd 
lome Imall fifhes they call 1{eves, by the 
tail, which run thcmfclves agai^ other 
fifh, and with a certrin roughnefe they have 
from the head to the middle of the back, 
they ftick lb laft to next filhthey mea,that 
when the Indians perceive it, drawing their 
Line, they draw them both together j and it Aprett 
was a Tortoile our Men law lb taken by 
thofe Filhermen, that filh clinging about the 
Neck of it, where ihey generally faften, be- 
ing by that means late from the other fifti 
biting them, and have feen them faften upon 
vaft Sharks. When the Indians in the Ca- 
noo had taken their Tortoife, and two other 
fifties they had bcfore,thcy prefently Came ve- 
ry friendly to the Boat, to know what our 
Men would have, and by their Dired^ions 
went along aboard the Sh^s, where the Ad- 
miral treated them very Courteoiifly, and 
underftood by them that there Was an in- 
finite Multitude of Iflands in that Sea, and 
they freely gave all they had,^ tho* the 
Admiral would /iiffcr nothing to be taken 
of them but the Fi(h, the reft bang their 
Nets, Hooks, and Calabafhes full of Wa- 
ter to drink. Having given them (bme 
(mail Trifles, they went away very well 
Pleafed, and he held on His Courfe with a 
defign not to long, becaufe he be^n 
to want Provifjtos already, whereas, had he ^ 
been well (tw^, he thoiiht not to have re- 
turned int^^4f ff , but l&ft about, tho^ he 
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was very much ^ent, not only bpCaule he 
nl'u<. fed ill, nut aUb bccaufc he had not ft ip 
or lain in a bed evef fince he (ail’d from 
Spnh/y till the 19th of M/rv, when he writ 
this, except 8 Nights, when he was much 
indif{X)fed. And if he had much care upon 
him at other thnes it was doubled this Voy- 
by rcafbn of the innumerable quantity 
of 1 Hands, among which he was failing, 
which were fb many, that on the loth of 
he difeovered yi, befidcs many more 
he law \V. S. W. at Sun-fetting. Which 
J Hands or Sands are not only frightful by 
thcirjMultitudc, appearing on all ndcs, but 
v/hat is yet more terrible, is, T['hat every 


Night there riles off them a great Fogg Eaft- 
ward, fo difhial to behold, that it Sms as 
if fome great (bower of Hail would fall j the 
Thunder and Lightning are fb violent, but 
when the Moon rifes, it all vanifhes, part 
of it turning to Rain and Wind, which is 
fb iifual ana natural in that Country, that it 
did not’only happen all thofe Nights the Ad- 
miral was there, but 1 faw the lame in thofe 
Iflands in die Year ifoj, in my Return 
from the difeovery of Veragua^ and gene- 
rally here at Night the Wind is North, 
coming off the liland Cubn j and afterwards 
when the Sun is up, it comes about Eaft 
and follows the Sun till it comes to the Weft. 


CHAP. LVII. 

Of the greAt fatigue the Admiral uudermut failing among abundance of IJlands. 


T he Admiral ftill holding on his Courfc 
Weftward, among iutinirc Numbers 
of Iflands, upon Thuijdny the “lad of Mny 
came to an liland fbmewhat bigger than die 
reft, which he callM St. M/try^ and Landing 
at a Town, there was in k not one hu-iinn 
jian''. would ftay to talk to the Cliilflians, nor did 
they find any thing in the Houfes but flfh, 
which is all the Food tliofe People live on, 
and fcveral Dogs like Maftiffs, who eat fifli 
too. Thus witliout talking to any body, 
or feeing any thing remarkable, he fail'd a- 
way North-Euft, among abundance of 1 - 
flands, in which there V'cre many Cranes as 
red as Scirlct, Parrots, and other forts of 
Birds, Dogs like thofe before mentioned, and 
abundance" of thofe Weeds iic faw on the 
Ocean, when he firft difeovered the hidics. 
Thus failing among fb many Sands and 1 - 
flands, fatigued him very much, for fbme- 
times he W'.is forced to ftand Weft, fbme- 
times Noith, and fometimes South, accord- 
ing as the Chanels would permit y for not- 
withftandingliis care In Sounding, and keep- 
ing Men upon the Round'top to look out, 
}'ct the Ship often toucli'd, and there was 
no avoiding it, there being no end of the 
Flatts on all hands. Sailing on in this man- 
ner, he came again toCuba, to take in Water, 
whereot they had much need. And tho’ 
thcie was no Town where they put in, be- 
caiife the Place was Wooded, yet qne of the 
Seamen that went aflioar, going up among 
llic Trees with a Crofs-bow to kill fbme 
Bird or Beaft, found 30 People Arm'd With 
fveh Weapons a\hcy ufe, that is, Spears, and 
•Staves, which they weSvinftead of Swords,

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CHAP. LIX. 

The great Hunger a^d other CaUmities the Admiral^ and his Men endured, 
and how he return* d to Jamaica. 


T H E Admiral failing thence on 
Wednefday the i6th of at- 

tended by terrible Rains and Winds, 
drew near to Cape Cruz, in Cuha^ where 
he was on a fudden affaulted by fuch a 
violent Rain and Storm, as bore his Ship’s 
fide under Water, but it pleas’d God 
they immediately (truck all their Sails, 
and drop’d theit beft Anchors, but 
they took in fo much Water at the Deck, 
that the Men were not able to pump it 
D/-out, efpccially in the Condition they 
were, being much fpent for want of Pro- 
vifions : For they eat* nothing but a Pound 
of rotten Bisket a day,aad about half aPint 
of Wine, unlcfs they hapned to catch 
fome Fifh, which yet they could not 
keep from one Day to the next, Provi- 
fions in thofe Parts bcir^g of a very flight 
Nature, and becaufc riSe Weather was 
always more inclinable'to Heat than in 
our Countries, and this Want being 
common to all, the Admiral in his Jour- 
nal fpeaks thus concerning it. 1 my felf 
am at the fame Allowance, God grant 
it may be to his Honour, and for your 
Highnefles Service, for 1 fhall never again 
for my own Benefit expofc my felf to fuch 
Sufferings and Dangers, never a Day 
pafling, but i fee wc are all upon the 
Brink of Death. In this Danger and 
Diftrefs he arriv’d at Cape Cruz, the i^th 
of July,, where he was friendly enter- 
tain’d by the Indians, They brought 
him abundance of Cazalsi fo they call 
their Bread made of Roots grated, a 
great deal of Fifh, Store of Fruit and 
fuch other things as they cat. The 
Wind being contrary to fail for Hiffani* 
ola,, he flood over loj amaic a x>Xi Wednef- 
day the 11th of July,, and fail’d along 
Weftward clofc under the Shoar, the 
Country all along moH delightful and 
fruitful, with excellent Harbours at eve- 
ry League didance, and all the Coad 


full of Towns, the People whereof fol- 
low’d the Ships in their Canoos, bring- 
ing fuch Provifions as they eat and much 
better lik’d by the Chriflians,, than what 
they found in the otlJer Iflands. The - 
Climate, Air and Weather was the fame 
as the red, for in this Wedern Part of 
Jamaica there gather’d every Evening a 
Storm of Rain, which laded about an 
Hour more or lefs, which the Admiral 
faid, he attributed to the great Woods 
there in thofe Countries, for that he 
knew this was ufual at fird in the Canary 
Iflands, Madera and the uizores,, where- 
as now the Woods are cut down that 
(haded them, there arc not fo great and 
frequent Storms and Rains, as there 
were formerly. Thus the Admiral 
fail’d on tho’ with contrary Winds, 
which oblig’d him every Night to cake 
the Shelter of the Land, which appear’d 
green, plcafant, fruitful, abounding in 
Proviiions , and fo populous , that he 
thought none cxcell’d it, efpecially near 
a Bay which he call’d de las ^4r4/,becaufe 
there are p Iflands clofe to the Land 
which he faid was as high, as any he had 
fecn, and believ’d reach’d above the 
Region where the Storms bred, yet it is 
all peopled, very fruitful and plcai^t. 

This Ifland he judg’d to be 8oo Miles in 
Compafs, and when fully difeover’d, 
computed it to be 50 Leagues in Length 
and 20 in Breadth. Being much taken 
with its Beauty, he had a great mind to 
(lay there to be folly inform’d of the Na- 
ture of it, but the great Want of Provi- 
fions we mention’d, and the Leakinefs of 
the Vcflels would not permit. There- 
fore as foon as the Weather was a little 
fair, he fail’d away Eaftward, fo that on 
Tuefdaythti 9^h ofy^wg-.he loftSightof that 
lfland,fl:anding over diredly for Hifpani-

diftover’d none of their Companions. 
As they were going aboard they kill’d 
Eight iea Wolves, that lay afieep on the 
Sand, and took abundance of Pidgeons, 
and other Birds, for that Ifland not being 
inhabited, nor thofe Creatures us’d to 
fee Men, they ftood ftiU to be kill’d with 
Staves. The fame they did the two fol- 
lowing Days , waiting for the Ships, 
which had been aftray ever fince the fr»- 
day before, till at the End of Six Days 
they came, and all three together went 
away to the ifland Bent a twelve Leagues 
diftant from j4lto V'elo, Hence they pafs- 
cd on coafting fJifpamoUty in fight of a de- 
lightful Country, which was a Plain run* 
ning up a Mile from the Sea, fo popu- 
lous, that it Teem’d to be one continu’d 
Town for a League in Length. In which 
Plain there appear’d a Lake 5 Leagues 
long from Eaft to Weft. The People 
therefore of the Country having fome 
Knowledge of the Chriftians, came a- 
board in their Canoos bringing News, 
that fome Spaniards from IfahtUa had hap- 
pen’d to come among them, and that 
they were all well, which much pleas’d 
the Admiral, and to the End they too 
might hear of his Health and his Com- 
pany’s and of his Return, being Tome- 
what more towards the Eaft, he Tent 
Nine Men to crofs the Ifland, pafiing by 
the Forts of St. Thomas and the Magda^ 

• Un to IfabeUa,^ and he with his three Ships 
ftill keeping along the Coaft Eaftward, 
lent the Boats for Water to a Place, 
where a great Town appear’d. The /«- 
dians came out againft them with Bows 
and poifon’d Arrows, and with Ropes 
in their Hands, making Signs that they 
would bind the Chriftians they Ifaould 
take with them. But as Toon as the Boats 
came to the Shoar, the Indians laid down 
their Arms, and of^’d to brinp Bread and 
Water, and all they had, asking in tbeir 
Language for the Admiral. Going 
hence, they faw in the Sea, a Filh as bjg 
^ Whale, which on its Neck had, a 


great Shell, like a Tortoilc, and boreits 
Head, which was at big as a Hogfhead a- 
bovc Water, had a Tail like a Tunny 
Fifli, very long, and two large Finns on 
the Sides. The Admiral by this FiHi 
and other Signs perceiving there wonld 
be fome change of Weather, he fought 
for fome Harbour to fccure himfclf. And 
on the i^thof September it plea fed God 
to fhow him an Ifland, being near the 
Eaft part of Hifpamola,^ call’d by the In- 
dians jldamanai^ and the Weather being 
very ftormy drop’d Anchor in the 
Channel between it and Hifpaniola^ clofc 
to a imall Ifland that lies between both, 
where that Night he faw the Eclipfeof 
the Moon, which he faid vary’d 5 Hours 
23 Minutes from Cadiz.,, to the Place 
where he was. Thh I fnppofe made the 
bad Weather laft fo long, for he was 
forced to lie clofe in that very Place till 
the 10th of the Month, not without Fear 
for the other Ships, which could not get 
in, but it plcafcdrtGod to fafe them. Be- 
ing afterwards together again, on the 
24f^of Septemb^ they fail’d to the moll 
Eafterly Point of Hifpaniola, and thence 
pafs’d over to a little Ifland lying be- 
mfpaniola and S. yohn de Sotriquen, 
call d by the Indians Aiona. From this 
Ifland the Admiral does not continue the 
Journal of his Voyage, nor does he fay how 
he return’d to Ifabetta, but only that going 
from Mona to S. John,, the great Toil 
he had gone through, his own Weaknefs, 
and Want of Provifions, call him into a 
dangerous Difoafc between a Peftilcniial 
Fever and a Lethargy, which prefcntly 
depriv’d him of all his Senfesand Memo- 
ry. Whereupon all the Men aboard the 
Ships rcfolv’d to dcfift from the Defigu 
he had in Hand of difoovering all the 1- 
flands of the Caribbees^ and to return to 
IfabeUa where they arriv’d in 5 Days, 
and on the 19th of Septentber, and thcic 
it plcafcd God to reftore his Health, tho* 
bis Sicknefs lafted above 5 Months, which 
was attributed to the great Sufferings be 
had gone through during that Voyage, 
and to his extraordinary Weaknefs, lor 
Ibmetimes he had not flcpt 3 Hours in 8 
Days, which leems almoft impolTiblc, 
were not he himfelf and his Men Wit- 
neffes of the Truth of it.

l^cn fent to Treat with the King of 
^y:^ngland about the Difeovery of the Indies, 1 
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He returning to Spain with the Grant of 
his Demands, underftood at Paris^ by 
Charles King of France^ that the Admiral 
his Brother had difeover’d the Indies^ and 
he fupplied him with loo Crowns to 
proceed on his Journey. Upon this 
News, he made all the hafte he could to 
overtake the Admiral in Spain^ yet when 
became to Sevil,^ his Brother was fetout 
for the Indies with 17 fail. Therefore, 
to fulfil the Orders he had left him at the 
beginning of the year 1 49^ he went a- 
way to their Catholick Majefties, carry- 
ing me and my Brother £>, James Colum- 
bnsj to ferve Prince John as his Pages, 
as had been appointed by the Queen, who 
was then at i^allndoUd. As foon as we 
came thither, their Majefties fent for D. 
Bartholomew Columbus^ and fent him to 
HifpanioU with three Ships, where he 
ferv’d fome years, as appears by a Manu- 
feript I found among his Papers, in which 
are thefe Words. ‘ I fervM as Captain 
‘ from the T4th of ^pril 1494. till the 
‘ 12th of Adarch 1495. when the Admi- 
‘ ral fet out for Spain^ and then I began to 
‘ Aft as Governor tillYhe 24th of 
^lifl 1498. when the Admiral return’d 

* from the Difeovery of Paria^ when I 
‘ again ferv’d as Captain till the 1 1 th of 

* Decern, 1 500. when 1 return’d to Spain. 
But to return to the Admiral, he return- 
ing from Cuba^ made him Governor of 
the Indies., tho’ afterwards there arofe a 
Controverfie on this Account, bccaufe 
their CatholickMajefties faid they had not 
granted the Admiral Power to appoint 
any fuch. But to decide this difference, 
their HighnelTes granted it a- new, and 
fo for the future he was called AdeUntado., 
that is. Lieutenant of the Indies. 

The Admiral having the Afflllancc 
and Advice of his Brother, took fome 
reft, and liv’d in quiet, tho’ on the other 
fide he met with I roublc enough,as well 
from his Sicknefs, as bccaufe he found al- 
moft ail the Indians had revoltcd,through 
tlje Fault of D. Peter Aiargarit e.,of whom 
wc fpoke above. He tho’ obliged to 
Refpeft and Honour him that at his de- 
parture for Cuba., had left him the Com- 
mand of 360 Foot and 14 Horfe, to Tra- 
vel ovet the Ifland, and reduce it under 
the Obedience of their Catholick Maje- 
Ilies and the Chriftians, and particularly 
the Province of Cibaoy whence the chief 
Profit was expefted \ yet did all things 
fo much to thtfl^ontrary, that as foon as 
the Admiral he went with all 

bis Men to thei^at *Plain called F'ega 
jReaty ten Lcagles from ifabella^ without 
ftirring to o^^run and reduce the lOstnd. 
Hence there enfued, Oifeord and Faftions 
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at Ifabella he endeavouring that thofe o/wo 
of the Council inftituted by the Admiral, Columbus, 
fhould Obey his Orders, fending them 
very infblent Letters, till perceiving he 
could not fuccecd in his deiign of getting 
the whole Command into his Hands, ra- 
ther than flay the coming of the Admi- 
ral, who would call him in queftion for 
his Behaviour, he went aboard the firit 
Ships that came from Spain., and return’d 
in them, without giving any Account of 
himlelf, or any ways difpofing of the 
Men left under his Command. Upon 
this, every one went away among the 
Indians., where he thought fit, taking a- 
way their Goods and their Women, and 
committing fuch Outrages, that the In^ 
dians relblv’d to be reveng’d on thofe 
they found alone, or ftragling ; . fo that 
the Cacique of the Magdalen., whole Name 
was Guat iguana had kill’d ten, and pri- 
vately ordered a Houfe to be fir’d, in 
which there were 1 1 Tick. But he was 
fevercly punifh d, when the Admiral re- 
turn’d i for tho’ he himfelf could not be 
taken,yet fome of his Subjefts were made 
Prifoners, and fent into Spain in 4 Ships, 

Antony de Torres brought on the 24th of 
February I Six or feven more, who 
in other parts of the Bland had done 
harm to the Chriftians, fufiered for it. 

The Caciques had certainly kill’d many, 
and would have deftroy’d more, but that 
the Admiral came in time to Curb them 
all, who found the Bland in fuch Oif* 
order, that moft of the Chriftians com- 
mitted a thoufand Infolcncics, for which 
they were mortally hated by the Indians.^ 
who refus’d to fubmit to them. It was 
no difficult matter for them all to agree 
to caft off the Spaoiffi Yoke**, becaufe, as 
has been faid, there were 4 principal 
Kings or Caciques , to whom all the 
others were fubjeft.

T He People of the Ifland being 
brought underhand convcrfing more 
i of freely with our Men, many other parti- 
i- culars, and the Secrets of their Religion 
were found out, but particularly that 
there were Mines of Copper, Azure, 
and Amber •, as allb Ebony, Cedar, 
Frankincenfe, and other rich Gums and 
Spice of feveral forts, but wild, which, 
being cultivated, might be brought to 
Ferfedion^ as for inftance, Ciunamon 
of good colour, but bitter. Ginger, long 
Pepper, abundance of Mulberry Trees, 
for making of Silk, which bear Leaves 
all the year, and many other ufeful Trees 
and Plants not known in our Parts. Be- 
fides, the Spaniards were inform’d of ma- 
ny other things relating to their Cuftoms, 
which to me feem to deferve a place in 
our Hiftory. To begin with their Reli- 
gion, I will here fee the Admirals 
own words, writ by hioifelf, which arc 
thefc. f 

I could difeover neither Idolatry nor 
any other Sed among them, tho’ every 
one of their Kings, who arc very many, 
as well in Hifpaniola^ as in all the other 
lllands and Continent, has a Houfe apart 
from the Town, in which there is no- 
thing at all but fonie Wooden Images 
Carv’d, by them call’d CemPs\ nor is 
there any thing done in thofe Honfes but 
what is for the Service of thofe Cefni\ 
they repairing to perform certain Cere- 
monies, and Pray there, as we do to our 
Churches, In thefe Houfes they have a 
/' handfome round Table, made like a Dilh, 
1, on which is fome Powder, which they 
lay on the Head of the C<rw»’s, with a 
certain Ceremony •, then through a Cane 
that has two Branches, clapped to their 
Nofe, they Snuff up this Powder : The 
Words they fay none of our People un- 
derstand. This Powder puts them be- 
lides themfelves, as if they were Drunk. 
They alfo give the Image a Name, and 1 
believe h is their Fathers, or Grand- 
fathers, or both, for they have more 
than one, and fome above ten, all in Me- 
mory of their Forefathers, as 1 faid be- 
fore. I have heard them commend one 
above another, ^nd have obferv’d them 
to have more pJ kpt i op, and (bow more 
itfpe^ to one thS^SStber, as we do in 
^roceflions, in jfme of need, and the 
People and Cact^es boaft among them- 
fclves of having the belt Cemi\ When 
they go to thefe their Cemi^s^ they fliun 


the Christians, and will not let them gd 
in to thofe Houfes, and if they fufpeft they 
will come, they take away their Cr^rs, 
and hide them in the Woods, for fear 
they fhould be taken from them,and what 
is moft ridiculous, they ufe to Steal one 
anothers CpotPs. It happen’d once, that 
the Chriflians on a Hidden rufh’d into the 
Houfe with them, and prcfently the Cemi 
cried out, fpeaking in their Language, 
by which it appear’d to be artificIaUy 
made, for it being hollow, they had ap- 
plied a Trunk to it, which anfwer’d to 
a dark corner of the Houfe cover’d with 
Boughs and Leanes, where a Man was 
concealed, who fpoke what the Cacique 
order’d him. The Spaniards therefore 
refledfiug on what it might be, kick’d 
down the Crw/, and found as has been 
faid i and the Cacic/te Cccing they had dif- 
covered his Pra<ftice, earneftly begg’d of 
them not to fpeak of it to his Subje(^l:s, 
or the other /w^/4w/,becaufc he kept them 
in Obedience by that Policy. This wc 
may fay has fome refemblance of Idola- 
try, at leaft among thofe, who are igno- 
rant of their Caciques Fraud, fince they 
believe it is the Cemi that ipeaks, and all 
of them in general are impos’d upon, and 
only the Cacique and he that combines 
with him, abufe their Credulity, by 
which means he draws what Tribute he 
pleafes from his People. Moft; of the 
Caciques have 3 Stones alfo, to which they 
and their People fhow a great Devotion. 
The one they fay helps the Corn, and til 
forts of Grain \ the iecond, makes Wo- 
men be deliver’d without Pain ^ and the 
third, procures Rain or fair Weather, 
according as they ftand in need of cither. 

1 fent your Highnefs 3 of thefe Stones by 
Antony de Torres^ and have 3 more to 
carry along with me. When thefe Jn- 
dtans Die, they have feveral ways of per- 
forming their Obfequies, but the manner 
of Burying their Caciques is thus. They 
open and dry him at the Fire, that he 
may keep whole. Of others they take 
only the Head. Others they Bury in a 
Grot, or Den, and lay a Calabafh of 
Water and Bread on his Head. Others 
they Burn in the Houfe where they Die, 
and when they are at the laft Gafp,. they 
fufier them not to Die,but Strangle them, 
and this is done to Caciques, Others are 
turn’d out of the Houfe, and others put 
them ipji%a Haroack, which is their Bed,

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fsA^ never returning to fee them any more. 
Some that are dangerouQy ill» are car- 
ried to the Cacique^ who tells them whe- 
ther they are to be Strangled or not, and 
what he fays, is done. I have taken pains 
to find out what it is they believe, and 
whether they know what becomes of 
them after they are Dead *, efpecially I 
enquir’d of Caunabo^ who was the chiefeft 
King in HifpanioU ^ a Man in years, 
knowing, and of a molt piercing Wit. 
He and the reft anfwer’d. That they go 
to a certain Vale, which every great C*- 


cique fuppofes to be in his Country, where 
they affirm they find their Parents, and 
all their Predccefibrs, and that they Eat, 
have Women, and, give themfclves up to 
PIcafures and Paftimes, as appears more 
at large in the following Account, in 
which I order’d, one F, Romart^ who un- 
derftood their Language, to fet down all 
their Ceremonies and Antiquities, tho^ 
there are fo many Fables that nothing 
can be made of it, but that they have all 
fome regard to a future State, and hold 
the Immortality of the Soul.

T Hcre is a fort of Men among them, 
called 7iohi{ti\ who have many 
jugling Tricks, as we (hall lay hereafter, 
to make them believe, they Talk with 
the Dead, that they know all their Acti- 
ons and Secrets Jmd w'hen they are Sick, 
Cure them. Thus they impofe upon 
them, which I have feen with my own 
Eyes, tho’ as to other particulars I relate 
only what I have heard from many of 
them, cfpecially the principal Men, with 
whom I convers’d more than with others, 
for thefe believe fuch Fables more firmly 
than the others, for they have all their 
Su perditions reduced into old Songs, 
and arc di reded by them, as the Moors 
arc by the Alcoran. W^hen they Sing 


thefe Songs, they play upon an Indru- 
ment, called Maiohavart^ made of Wood, 
hollow, ftrong, yet very thin, and as 
long as a Man’s Arm^ that part where 
they play on it is made like a Smith’s 
Tongs, and the other end like a Club, 
fothat it looks like a Calabafh with a 
long Neck. This Inftrumcnt they play 
on, and is fo loud, that it is ^eard a 
League and half flT ; and to that Mufick 
they fing thofe ^ngs they have got by 
heart. The chief Men play on it, who 
learn it from their Infancy, and fo fing 
to it according to their Cuflom. Let 
uj> now proceed to fpcak of many other 
Ceremonies and Culfoms of thefe Gen» 
tiles.

A LI or mod of the People of the 
liland of Hijvaniola have abun- 
dance of Cemi^Sy of fevcral foi ts : Some 
have their Father, Mother, Kindred and 
Predecefibrs : Some Figures cut in Stone 
and Wood, and many of both forts, 
fome that Spcak,othcrsthatcaurc Things 
to grow, Ibme that Ear, and others that 
caufc Rain, and others that make the 
Wind blow^ which Things thofe igno- 
rant People believe the Idols perform, 
or rather thofe Devils. They having no 
Knowledge of our Holy Faith. When 
any one isEck, they bring- him the 


huitthuy that is, as was faid above, the 
Phyfician. The Doftor is obliged to 
be Dieted as the fick Man is, and to 
look like him, which is done thus. He 
is to Purge himfelf as the fick Man 
does, which is done by Snuffing a cer- 
tain Powder, called Cohoba^ np bis 
Nofe, which makes him fo Dronk, that 
be knows not what he does, and fo fays 
many extravagant Things, which they 
affirm is Talking with the CVjwi’s, and 
that they tell them how tfae*^ Sicknefs 
came.

W Hcntheygo to vifit any fick Bo- 
dy, before they fet out from their 
Houfe, they take the Soot off a Pot, or 
Pounded Charcoal, and black all their 
Face, to make the lick Man believe what 
they plcafe concerning his Dillemper. 
Then they take fome fmall Bones, and a 
little Flcfh, and wrapping them all up 
in fomething that they may not drop, 
put them in their Mouth, the fick Man 
being before Puig’d with the Powder 
aforcfiid. When the Phyfician is come 
into the lick Man’s Houfc, he fits down, 
and all Perfons are lilcnt^ and if there 
are any Children they pnr them out, that 
they may not hinder the Bulmitihu in per- 
forming his Office \ nor docs there ic- 
main in the Houfc any but one or two of 
the chief Perfons : Being thus by them- 
felves, they take fome of the Herb 6 *- 

ota broad, an^ another Herb, 

wrapp’d up in the wei!^ of an Onion halt 
a quarter long ; one ot*' the Giom’s, and 
thCfOthcr they hold, and drawing it in 
their Hands they bruife it into a Paflc, 
and then put it in their Mouths to Vomit 
what they have Eaten, that it may not 
hurt them, then prcfently begin their 
Song, and lighting a Torch, take the 
Juice. This done, having fraid a little, 
the Buhuitihu rifes up, and goes towards 
the fick Man, who fits all alone in the 
middle of the Houfe, as has been faid, 
and turns him twke about, as he thinks 
fit ^ then ftands before him, takes him 
by the Legs, and feels his Thigs, de- 
fending by degrees to his Feet, then 
draws hard, as if he would pull fomc- 
thiag off 5 then he goes to the Door, 
(huts it, and fays , Be gone to the Moun- 
tain, or to the Sea, or whither thou 


wilt 5 and giving a Blaft, as if he Mow’d 
fomething away, turns about, claps his 
Hands together, flluts his Mouth, his 
Hands quake as if he were a Cold, he 
blows on his Hands, and then draws in 
his Blafl: as if Sucking the Marrow of a 
Bone, fucks the fick Man’s Neck, Sto- 
mach, Shoulders, Jaws, Breaff, Belly, 
and fcvcral other Parts of his Bod>^ 
This done, they begiu to Cough, aiul 
make haccs, as if they had Eaten f>me 
Bitter thing, and the Doefor pulls ouc 
that wc faid he put into his Moiitfi :t 
home, or by the w^y, whether Stotie, 
FIcfb,or Bone, as above. If it is any tiling 
Eatable, he fays to the lick Man, Take 
notice you have Eaten fjmetlung that has 
caus’d this Diflempcr ; fee how I have 
taken it out of your Body, foi your Ce- 
mi had put it into you becaufc you did 
not Pray to him, or Build him fome 
Temple, or give him fome of your 
Goods. If it be a Stone, he fays. Keep 
it fafe. Sometimes they take it for cer- 
tain, that thofe Stones are good, and 
help Women in Labour ; wherefore 
they keep them very carefully, wrapp’d 
up in Cotton, putting them into little 
Baskets, giving them fuch as they have 
thcmfelvcs to Eat, and the fame they do 
to the Cemi^% they have in their Honfes. 
Upon any Solemn Day, when they pro- 
vide much to Eat, whither Fifh, Flefh, 
or any other thing, they put it all into 
the Houfe of the that the Idol 

may Feed on it. The next Day they 
carry all home, after the Cemi has Eaten. 
And fo God help them, as the Cetm Eats 
of that, or any other Thing, they being 
inanimate Stocks or Stones.

Fault, or whether he did not obferve 
what was prefrrib’d ; they take an Herb, 
called G«f/o, whofc Leaves arc like 
thick and broad, being called by another 
name, Zaehon : They take the Juice of 
this Leaf, pair the E)cad Man’s Nails, 
and cut oft the Hair on his Forehead, 
which they powder between two Stones, 
axtd mix with the aforefaid Juice of the 

Hcrb^ 
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o Herb, and pour it down the Dead Man’s 
luc Throat, or Noftrils, and fo doing, ask 
him. Whether the Phyfician was the 
occafion of his Death ? and whether he 
obfervcd Order ? This they ask {eve|:iQ 
times, till he fpeaks as plain, as ir he 
were alive \ fo that he anfwers to all 
they ask of him, faying. The Buhuitibu 
did not obferve Order, or was the Cauie 
of his Death ^ and they fay, the Phyfi- 
cian asks him, Whether he is alive, and 
how he comes to talk fo plain *, and he 
anlwers he is dead. When they have 
known what they delire of him, they 
return him to his Grave, whence they 


took him to make this Enquiry. They 
nfe another Method to know what they 
defire : They take the Dead Body and 
make a great Fire, like that us’d for ma- 
king of Charcoal ^ and when the Wood 
is turn’d into a live Coal, they throw 
the Body into that violent Fire, and co- 
ver it with Earth, as the Collier’s do the 
Coals, where they let it lie as long as 
they think fit, and there ask Queltions, 
as was faid before who anfwers. He 
knows nothing. This they ask ten times, 
and then he fpeaks no more. They ask. 
Whether he is Dead ? But he fpeaks 
only thofe ten times. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

How the IQndred of the P^rtj departed Re*veftge thenifel*ves^ when they have

T Hc Dead Man’s Kindred get toge- 
ther upon a Day appointed, wait 
foi theaforeiaid BubMttthi*, and Baftina- 
do him, till they break his Legs, Arms 
and Head, fb that he is all batter’d, and 
fo they leave him for Dead. At Night, 
they fay, there come abundance of Snakes 
of fcveral forts, white, black, green, 
and of fevcral other Colours, which lick 
the faid Phyfician’s Face, and all his Bo- 
dy, (b left, as has been faid, and remains 
in that manner two or three days. 
Whilft he is thus, they fay the Bones of 
his Legs and Arms knit together again, 
he gets up, and walks fair and foftly to- 
wards his Houfe, and they that faw him, 
ask the queftion of him. Were not you 
Dead ? He anfwers. The Crwi’s came to 
his afliflancc in the fhape of Snakes. The 
Dead' Man’s Kindred, in a Rage, becaufe 
they thought they had Reveng’d their 
Relations Death, feeing him alive, grow 
defperate, and endeavour to lay hold of 
him to put him to Death j and if they 


can catch him again, they put out his 
Eyes, and bruife his Tefticles ; for they 
fay none of thefe Phyficians can Di^, tho’ 
never fo much Byiinadoed, if they do 
not cut out his Tcftkles. 

Hrn> they know what they Defire of him they 
Bnrn^ and haw they take their Revenge. 

When they uncover the Fire, the 
Smoke that comes from it, rifes till they 
lofe light of it, and makes a noife, as it 
breaks out. Then it turns down again, 
and goes into the Houfe of the Bahmuha 
or Piiyfician \ and that very moment, he 
that did not obferve Order, falls Sick, is 
cover’d with Sores, and all the Skin of 
bis Body fleas off ; and this they take for 
a fign, that he did not do his Duty, 
and therefore the Patient died ^ for 
which reafon they endeavour to kill him, 
as was faid in the other Cafe. Thefe 
are the Sorceries they ufe.

T O rctnrfl to the main Subjeft of our 
Hiftor^ ; I liy^ The Aditriral !«- 
ring brought the llfaad iuto a peaceable 
Condittou, and built the Town of 
helUy bdfdcs three Forts about the Coun- 
try, he rcfolv’d to return into Sf£n.^ to 
acquaint their CathoMek Majefties with 
fcveral Matters he thought convcnieirt 
for their Service ; but particularly, be- 
caufe of many malicious Slanderers, who 
through Envy, Ceas’d not to give the 
King a filfe Krformatioft of the Afliirs 
of the hdtes., to the great Prejudice and 
DHhonour of the Admiral and his Bro* 
thfcrs. For theft Reafons he went on 
Board on ThUrfday the i dth of Mdfch.^ 
tlgd. with 22^ SfranUrdsmd ftidijmSy 
filled from /faheila about break of day^ 
and turn’d it alortg the Coaft with two 
Caravals, one calfw Santa Crux.^ the o- 
ther tile fame he went in to dif- 
coter the fflaiid of Cuha, On Tuefday 
the 21th of March., he loft fight of the 
Eaft- point of Hlffmota^ holding on bis 
Conrfc EaAward as the Wind woidd 
permit. Hut the Wind for the moft 
part continuing; at Raft, on the dth of 
jiprit, finding his Frorifions fell fbort, 
and his Men Were weary and dffconra- 
ged, he fell off towards the South to 
vhe Cattbte Wands , and came up 
with them in three dafs^ Anchoring at 
MarfgdUntt on Saturday the pth of 
The next day, tho’ it was not his Cn- 
,ftom to weigh Anchor on a Sunday, 
when in any Port, he ftt Sail, becatsft 
hh Men mutter’d, ftying. When they 
were to feck their Bread, they needed 
not fo ftridly obferve days. So he An- 
chor’d at the Wand GKodalMfe^ and ftnd- 
ing the Boats weit-magn’d aftore, be- 
fore they came to Land, abundance of 
Women came out of a Wood, with Bows 
and Arrows, and Feathers, as if they 
would defend their Wand. For this rea- 
foD, and becauft the Sea ran fomewbat 
high, thoft in the Boats kept aloof, and 
feat two Indian Women, they brought 
from HifpanhU^ alhore^, fwiming, of 
whom thofe other Women particularly 
enquir’d concerning the ChriAians ^ and 
nndcrAanding they only defired Provifi- 
ons in Exchange for fuch things as they 
had, bid them go with their Ships to the 
Nirth-lide, wcrc their Husbaods were, 
who would furoifii them with what they 


WfDted. The Ships ftifing doftr under 
the Shore, ftw abundance of People 
comedown to the Ihore with Sows and /j^Am 
Arrows, who let fly upon our Men with ^ns. 
great Cries, tho’ In vain, for their Ar- 
rows ftn fliort. Bat perCeit^Ing the Boats 
fbfl of Men were ^oing afliore, the In- 
Mans went back into an Attrbufh, and 
when our Men drew near, came out to 
hinder thefr Landing, till being frighted 
with the Cannon firM at them from the 
Ships, they fled to thre Wood, leaving 
their Houfts and Goods, where the 
Chfiftiaas took and deftroy’d all they 
fOnUd. ^ Being acquainted with the Way 
of making Bread, they fell to work, and 
made enough to frrpplyfheir want. A- 
rtong other things ^hey found in the 
Houfts, there wer^great Parrots, Ho- 
ney, Wax, and I on, whereof they had 
Hatchets to cot, and Looms like thoft fof 
Tapiftry*wOrk, in which they Weave 
thetf Tents. ITicif Houfes Were l^are, 
and not round, as Is ufual In the other 
Iflands. In one of them was found the 
Arm of a Man roafting upon a Spit. 
Wbilft the Bread Was making, the Ad* 
miral ftnt 40 Men up the Cofxntry, to 
learn fometbhtg of it ; who the next 
day returned with to Women, and three 
Boys ; the reft of the People being fled. 
Among theft Women, was the Wife of 
a Cacique., whom a Canary Man, that was 
very nimblc,had much difficulty to over- 
take -j and fhe had got from him, but 
that feeing him alone, fhe thought to 
take him ; and cloring,(hegot him down, 
and had ftifled him,bnt that others came 
in w his afliftance. theft Womens 
Legs are Swathed with Cotton from the 
Ancle to the Knee, that they may look 
thick ^ which Ornament they call Coire^ 
and look upon it as very genteel j and 
they gird fo hard, that if it happens to 
flip off the Leg, that part appears very 
thin. The fame, both Men and Women 
nfe in Jamaica^ who fwath their Arms 
up to the Arm-Pits, that is , about 
the fmalleft Parts, like the old fafhion 
Sleeves us’d among us. Theft Women 
are alfo cxceffive Fat, and there were 
fome thicker than a Man could grafp; 
as foon as Children can (land upon their 
Legs and Walk, they give them a Bow, 
that they may learn to fhooc ; and they ^ 
all wear their Hair long^ and loole upon

for in other Places they only reckon

CHAP. LXIV. 

The Admit aI SmUs from the IJldnd Guadalupe for Spain. 


W Hen they had made Provifion of 
Bread for 2o Days, befidcS what 
they had abwd, the Admiral refolv’d 
to continue bifsyoyage towards Spain ; 
bnt perceiving tmtf Ifland was an Inlet 
to the others, he tl\iight fit firlt toft- 
tisfie thole Women with Ibme Gifts, Id 
fatisfadion for the lofstbry bad fuftain’d, 
^ ihtrefore feot them all afhore, tx* 
ceptthe chief Lady, who chofe to go 
Into Sfatn with her Daughter, among 
the ocner Indians of the Ifland Hifp^ieU^ 
one erf whom was Cstonahe^ who it hat 
been faid^ was the chief Man in all the 
Ifland, and that becanfe he was not a 
Native of it, hot of the Caribhes ; and 
there fore that Lady was content to go 
into Spam with the Admiral. He ha-' 
ving furnifli’d himfelf with Bread,Wood, 
and Water, fet Sail on Wednefday the 
loth of April, from Guadalnpe^ With the 
Wind Very fcant, kefcping near the La- 
titude of 21 Degrees ; for at that time 
they bad not found out the method of 
running away North to meet the Sonth- 
Wclt Winds. 

Having made but little way, and the 
Ships being full of People, on the loth 
of May^ they all begun to be much affli- 
' 6 ted for want of Provilions, which was 
fb great, that they had but lit Ounces 
of Bread a day for each, and lefs than a 
Pint of^Watcr, without any thing elfe. 
And though there were 8 or p Pilots in 
thofe two Ships, yet none of them knew 
Where they were, but the Admiral was 
confident they were but a little Weft of 
the Ai^rtf^ whereof he gives an Ac^unt 
m bis Journal thus. 

»This Morning the Dutch Compafll^ 
varied as they us’d to do, a Point ^ and 
^ thole of t^#«/f,«^tliat us'd to agree with 


them, varied hot a very little ; but af- 
terwards failing Eaft, vary more^ which 
is a flgn We are i oo Leagues, or Ibmc- 
what more. Weft of the Atjsres *, for 
when we were juft too. there were but 
a few fcatter’d Weeds in the Sea \ and 
the Dutch Needles varied a Point, thofli 
of Genoka Cutting the North-Point j and 
when we are Ibmewhat further E, N. £✓ 
they will alter again ^ which was verified 
on Snnday following being the 22th of 
May: by which, and the exadnefs of 
his Account, he found he was 100 
Leagues from the Iflands Az^ores^ which 
he was Ibrpriz’d at, and aflign'd this 
difTcrcncc to the feveral forts of Load- 
Stones the Needles are made by ^ for till 
they come juft to that Longitude, they 
all varied a Point, and there fome held 
k % and thofe of Geneua exaf^ly cut the 
North-Star. The fame was yet further 
demonfttated the next day being the 
24Ch of May. Thus continuing their 
Voyage, though all the Pilots went like 
Blind Men, on Wednefday the 8 th of 
Jnne^ they Came in fight of Odemiroj 
between Lisbon and Cape Sc. Vincent^ all 
the f^ilots for feveral days having ftill 
made forthe Land, except the Admiral^ 
who the Night before flack’d his Sails for 
fear of Land, faying. He did fo becanfo 
they were near Cape St. f^tneem^ which 
all laugh’d at ; fome of them affirming 
they were in the BngUfh Channel, and 
thofe that Err’d Icaft, laid. They were 
gu the Coaft of Csdicia ; and therefore 
ought not to take In any Sail, it being 
better to Die afllote than Starve milera- 
bly at Sea, the Ibarcity being fo great, 
that there were many, who nkc the Caa- 
nibals^ were for Eating the Indians they 
had aboard ^ and others, to lave the lit-

T Hc Admiral being landed in 

began to prepare for his Journey 
to Bmgas^ where he was favourably re- 
ceived by their Catholick Ma jellies, who 
were there Celebrating the Nuptials of 
Prince John their Son, who Married 
Margaret of Aufirta.^ Daughter to Maxi- 
miUan the Emperor, who was conduced 
into Sp4m, and receiv’d by moft of the 
Nobility, and the greateft appearance of 
Perfons of Qjiality that had ever been 
fecn together in Sfain : But tho’ I was 
prefent as Page to Prince I fliall 
not mention the Particulars of this So- 
lemnity, as well becaufe it does not be- 
long to our Hillory, as becaufe their 
Highnefles Hiftoriographers have doubt- 
Icfs taken care to do it. Therefore to 
return to what concerns the Admiral, I 
fay. That being come to hepre- 
jftg and fented their Majefties with feveral things 
uecr. he brought, as Samples, from the indies ^ 
as well Birds, and Bealls, as Trees, 
Plants, Inllruments, and other Things 
the Indians ufc for their Service and Di- 
verfion •, alfo feveral Girdles and Masks, 
with Eyes and Ears of Plates of Gold ^ 
beiides much Gold Sand, grofs and fmall, 
as Nature produced it ; Some Grains as 
big as Vetches, fome as Beans, and fome 
as Pigeons Eggs. This was not after- 
wards fo much valued, becaufe in pro- 
grefs of time, there were pieces of Gold 
found that weigh’d above 30 Pounds. 
Yet at this time what he brought was 
much valued, in ho^s of what was 
hop’d for, and accordingly their Majc- 
llics receiv’d it in good part. When 
the Admiral had given them an Account 
of all that related to the Improving and 
Peopling the Indies ; he was delirous to 
return with fpeed, for fear fome Oifaller 
Ihould happen in his abfence, efpecialljP 
becaufe he had left the People there in 
great want of all Necellaries. Tho’ he 
prefi’d hard on this Account, yet the 


Affairs of that Court being fubjeft to 
Delays, he could not be fo foon dif- 
tch’d,but that i o or 1 2 MonthsElaps’d 
fore he obtain’d two Ships, which 
were fent before with Succours under the 
Command of Peter Fatnandez Coronet, 
Thefefetout in February 1498. and the 
Admiral Hay’d to Negotiate the obtain- 
ing fuch a Fleet as was re^iHtc for him 
to return to the indies, ^ut he was for- 
ced to flay above a yep.r at Burgos and at 
Medina del Campo ;/whcrc in thc^ycar 
1499. their Catholick Ma jellies granted 
him many Favours, and gave the necef- 
lary Orders for his Affairs, and for the 
Government, and fettling of the Indies, 
Whereof 1 here make mention, that it 
may appear how ready their Catholick 
Majefties were as yet to Reward his Me- 
rits and Service, and how much they af- 
ter wards alter’d through the falfe Infor-”^-'^* 
mations of Malicious and Envious Per- 
foos, iofomuch as to fuller the Wrongs 
to be done him, which we lhall give an 
account of hereafter. But to return to 
his departure from Court to Srv//, there 
the fitting out of the Fleet was retarded 
much longer than wasconvcnient,througli 
the Negligence and 111 - Management of 
the King’s Officers, and particularly of 
D, John de Fonfeca, Arch- Deacon of 
Whence it proceeded, that the faid i>. 
John., who was afterwards Bifhop of 
Burgos, ever was an utter Enemy to the 
Admiral and his Affairs, and was chief 
of thofc that brought him into Difgracc 
with their Catholick Majefties.

T He Admiral forwarding his £xpe> 
ditioA with all pofTible Care, on 
the 30th of 1498. fet Sail from the 
Bay of St. Lmcmt de Barrameday with fir 
Ships loaded with Provifions, and other 
Neccflaries, for the Relief of the Plan- 
ters in and Peopling of that 

Idand. 

On the 7th of J«wf, he arrived at the 
Ifland of Vuerto where he heai d 

Mafs, and Raid to take in Wood and 
Water, and what eUe he flood in need 
of \ yet that fame Night failed away to- 
wards Aindera^ whither he came on Sun- 
day the 9tK of and there at the 

Town of F\ihal^ was courtcoully re- 
ceiv’d and tr«ed by the Governor of 
that IQand, wick whom he flaid to pro- 
vide himfclf furthv till Saturday in the 
Afternoon , when \e Sail’d , and on 
Wednefday the 19th of 'i/we^ arrived at 
Comer where there was a French Ship 
that had taken thret Spamards who, 
feeing the Admiral’s Squadron, weigh’d, 
and Rood to Sea with them. The Ad- 
miral fuppofing they had been Merchant 
Ships, and fled, believing him to be a 
French Man, took no care to purfue, till 
when they were at a great diftance, he 
was inform’d what they were, and fent 
<• Admi- them three of his Ships ; for fear 
1 rccQ- of which, the French left one of the Ships 
\ they had taken, and fled with the other 
two, fo that the Admiral could not fetch 
them up. They might have carried the 
other off too, had they not forfaken it \ 
for when the Admiral appeared in the 
Port, in the Confternation they were in, 
they had not time to man it \ fo that 
there being but four Fremh Men aboard, 
and fir Spaniards of thofe that had been 
taken in it; thefe feeing the AlD/lancc 
coming to them, clapt the French under 
Hatches and return’d to the Port, where 
the Ship was reflor’d to its Mailer ; And 
the French had fuffered, but that V. jIF 
varo de Lugo the Governor, and all the 
Ifland intcrccedcd for them, who begg’d 
them to Exchange for lix ot their Men 
the French had carried away, which the 
Admiral granted. Still hailing on his 
way, he failed for the Ifland Ferro on 
Tliurfday the 21th of June, There he 
refalv’d to fend away three of his fix 
Ships to HfpantoUy and to Sail away 
Wo , » with the reft tov^ardsthe Iflands of Cabo 
^ • t^erde \ thcuccHo Sail direftly over, and 


dilcover the Continent. He therefore 
appointed a Captain over each Ship, of 
thole he lent to Filfpamola ; one of which 
was Veter de ArtCha^ Coufin to Arana 
who died in HifpanioU'^ the id, Alonfo 
Sanrher de CarvagrJ \ and the third, one 
John Ahtony Columbuf his own 'Kiilfman, 
to whom he gave pairicular Ii:llru(^i- 
on, that each ot them fhoiild Command 
a Wbek in his turn. This done, he 
fet out for the Iflands of Cabo P^cide^ and 
thofe Captains for Hifpanioli. Put that 
Climate he was then cntnng upon being 
unhealthy at that time, he had a terri- 
ble Fit of the Gout in one Leg, and four 
days after he fell into a violent Fever ; 
yet notwithllanding his Sicknefs, he was 
Hill him felf, and diligently obferv’d the 
way the Ship made, the Alterations of 
the Weather that happetied, aS he had 
done fince his fir/l Voyage. 

On Wednefday the 25th of Jitncy he 
difeovered the Ifland de Saf^ one of thofe « . ^ a 
of CaboTerde^ palling by it, he came to 
another, called Boa a Name re- leptrs 

mote from the Truth, for it, figin^QS^are Cur' 
a good Sight, and the Place is dull and 
wretched. Here he call Anchor in a 
Channel near a fmall Ifland on the Weft- 
lidc of it, near to where therfe are 5 or 7 
Houfes of the Inhabitants for Perfons 
troubled with the Leprofie, who carac 
thither to be Cui’d. And as Sailors re- 
joy cc when they difeover Land, fo do 
thefe Wretches much more, when they 
fee any Ships. Therefore they prefent- 
ly ran down to the Ihore, to fpcak to 
thofe the Admiral fent alhore in the 
Boats to take in Water and Salt, there 
being alfo abundance of Goats there. 
Undcrllanding they were Spaniards^ the 
Portuguefe^ who had Charge of the lllaad 
for the Owner, went aboaid to fpcak 
to the AdmnaJ, and olfer him all he 
demanded ; lor which the Admiral 
thank’d him, order’d him to be well 
treated, and fome Provilion given him, 
bccaufc by reafon of the Barrennefs of 
the Ifland, tlie-y always live mifcrahly. 

I'he Admiral being dcliroiis to know 
what Method they us’d to Cure tlic 
Lepers ; that Man told him. That the 
Temperature of the Air was one main 
Caufc of it 5 and the next was their Di- 
et, becaufe there came thither a vaft 
number of Tortoifes, on which the lick 
Feed, and anoint themfelves with their 
• 7 Z Blood, 
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Blood, and continuing it a fliort time 
• they recover ^ but that thofe who arc 
Born infc(fted with this Diftemper are 
longer a Curing. That the reafon of 
haying fo many Tonoifes^ was the Shores 
being all Sandy, whither the Tortoifes, 
in the Months of Jnne^ and 
came over from the Shore of Ajnckj 
molt of them as big as an ordinary Tar- 
get, and that every Night they came up 
to Sleep and lay their Eggs on the Sand i 
^ That the People went along the Shore in 
the Night, with Lanthorns, or other 
Light, feeking the track the Tortoife 
leaves on the Sand, which they follow 
till they find the Fifh *, which being tir’d 
with coming fo far, fleeps fo found, that 
it hears not its Enemy. He having found 
and turn’d his Belly up, without doing 
it any more harm, goes on to feek more \ 
for when turn’d, they cannot ftir from 
the Place, or recover their Feet. Ha- 
ving got as many as they think fit, they 
come again in the morning tochofe thofe 
they like bell ^ and letting go the leaf!:, 
carry away the others to Eat. So 
wretchedly do the Sick live, without any 
other Employment or Suftenance, the 
Ifland being very dry and barren, with- 
out Trees or Springs 9 fo that they Drink 
of certain Wells whofc Water is thick 
and brackilh. Thofe who had Charge 
of the Ifland, which were only that Mao 
and four more, had no other Employ- 
ment but only to kill Goats and Salt them 
to fend into Porntgal. He faid, There 


were fuch multitudes of thefe Goats on 
the Mountains, that fome years they 
kill’d to the value of 3 or 4000 Ducats, 
and that they all caipe froro eight Goats, 
carried thither by the Proprietor of the 
Ifland, whole Name was R^dtrich Alfonfo^ 
the King of f.ortn^MPs Secretary .of the 
Cuftoms. That very oft^ the Hunters 
are four or -five Months without Bread, 
or any other thing to Eat, except Goats 
Flcfli and Fifh ^ for which reafon he 
made great Account of the Provifion he 
had given him. That Man and his Com- 
panions, with fome of the Admiral’s 
Men, went out a Goat Hunting ^ but 
perceiving it requir’d much time to kill 
all he had need of, he would flay no 
longer being in great hafte. 

On Saturday the 30th of ynne^he failed 
for the Ifland of the cliicf 

CahoFerde^ where he arrived the ' 

day in the Evening, and ^inchor’d near 
a Church, fending afho^ to Buy fome 
Cows and Bulls to c^'ry alive to Hif- 
pantoia: Yet obiervj/ig it was a difficult 
matter to lurnifh himfelf fo foon as he 
dcfir’d,and how prejudicial Delays were 
to him, he rcfolved to ftay no longer j 
and the more for tear his Men (hould 
ficken, that Country being unhealthy. 

He fays, That all the while he w’as at 
that Ifland, he never faw the Sky nor 
any Star, but there was always a thick 
hot Fog, infomuch that three parts of 
the Inhabitants were lick, and they all 
of them had a bafe colour. 


CHAP. LXVIL 

Horv (he Admiral Sailed from the I/la/zds of Cabo Verde, to difeover the 
Continent ; Of the violent Heat he Endur'*dy and great Brtghtnefs of the 
North-Star. 


O N Thurfday the 5 th of the 
Admiral left the Ifland of Santiago^ 
failing South Weft, with a Refolution 
to hold that Courfe till he was under the 
Equinodial,aud then to Steer Due- Weft, 
that he might find fome other Land, or 
crofsoverio HifpamoU. But the Cur- 
rents among thofe Iflands fetting violent- 
ly towards the North and North Weft, 
he could not Sail as he defign’d \ fo that 
he lays. On Saturday the 7th of 
he was Hill in fight of the Ifland of ftra, 
which is one of thofe of Csht f^erde ; 
which be fays, is very high Land on the 
South-fidc) and at a diitauce, looks like 
a great Church, with a Steeple at the 
£all end, which is a vaft high Rock ^ 


whence before the Eaft Winds blow, 
there ufually breaks out much Fire j as 
is feen at Teneriff^ P^efuvius and Mount 
From this lall Country of Chri-

till he faw how the Weather fettled, be- 
caufe he had loft many Cask with the 
great Heat, the Hoops flew, and the 
Corn and all Provifions were fcorch’d up. 
About the middle July^ he fays, He 
very carefully took the Latitude, and 
found a wonderful Difference between 
that and the Parallel of the y^z,oycj.

fir hours fpacc he found the North- Star 
1 1 Degrees high ^ and then in the morn- 
ing, when the Charles's Wain was quite 
deprefs’d, though it could not be fecn 
becaufe of the Inclination of the Pole, 
the North-Star was fix Degrees high, (p 
that the Difference was ten Degrees, and 
it made a Circle, whofe Diameter was 
10 Degrees, whereas in the other place 
it made but five, lowering the Pofition, 
for there it is lowcft when the other is 
Weft, and here when in its Elevation. 
The reafon of it he thought very diffi- 
cult to comprehend, and not being com- 
pleatly Maftcr of it, vvithout fiirther 
RefleAion on it, he fays, he is of Opini- 
on, that in what relates to the Circumfe- 
rence of the Stars Orb, it may be faid, 
that at theEquinoftial the full appears, 
and the nearer a Man goes to the Pole it 
feems the Icfs, becaufe the Heaven is 
more Oblique. As for the Variation, I 
believe the Star has the quality of ail the 
four Qjiartcrs, as has the Needle, which 
if touch’d to the Eaft-fidc points to the 
Eaft, and fo of the .Weft, North, and 
South i and therefore he that makes the 
Compafs, covers the Load-Stone with A 
Cloth, all but the North part of it, viz,. 
That which has the Virtue to make the 
Steel point North.

Ibiv the Admtrsl dtfeovered the IJland of the Trinity, And f/iw the Continent. 


O N Tuefday the laft day of Jnly^ 
14.98. the Admiral having failed 
many days Weft, infomuch, that in his 
ludgmcnt,thc Cartbbe iflands were North 
of him, he rcfolv’d not to hold that 
Courfe any longer, but to make for Hif- 
famoU^ not only becaufe he was in great 
want of Water, but alfo becaufe all his 
Provifions perifhed, and he was afraid 
leaft during his abfence fome Mutiny or 
Diforder had happened afnong the Peo- 
ple he left there, as in efiedt there had, 
as we ftiall fhow hereafter. Therefore 
altering his Courfe from the Weft, he 
flood North, thinking to light on fome 
of the Car.hbe Iflands, there to tefrefh 
hi-^' Men, and take in Wood and Water, 
whercot* he had great want. 

As he was thus Sailing, one Day about 
Noon, Alonz.0 I'erez. Ntrandoy a Sailor of

Boca del Drago, ar^ The DragonV Mouth ; and how Paria was dtfcover'dj 
being the frfi Dijtovery on the Continents 


A S foon as the Ships had Ankor'd at 
PHTJta del Arenal^ the Admiral 
fent the Boats afhore for Water, and to 
get fomc Information of the indtan^^ but 
they could do neither, that Country be- 
ing very low, and unpeopled. He there- 
fore ordered them the next day to dig 
Trenches on the Ifland, and bv good 
luck they found them ready made and 
'i‘>' full of excellent Water, and it was 
• thought the Fifhermcn ‘had made them. 
Having taken what they wanted, the 
Admiral refolved to proceed on to ano- 
ther Mouth oV Channel which appear’d 
towards the N^th Weft, which he after- 
wards call’d Bocn^l Drago^ or, the 
gorP% Mouthy to drfcmguilb it from that 
where he was, to wich he had given 
the Name of Boca de\ S erpe^ or, the 
SerpenPs Afouth. Thcfc two Mouths or 
Channels, like the Dardanels^ were made 
by \he two Weftermoft Points of the 
Trinity Ifland, and two others of the 
Continent, and lay almoft North and 
South of one another. In the midft of 
that, where the Admiral Anchor’d, was 
another Rock, which he called El Galh^ 
that is, the Cock. I'hrough this Mouth, 
he called Boca dc S/erpe., the Water con- 
tinually ran fo furioufly Northward, as 
it it had been the Mouth of fomc great 
River, which was the tcafon of giving 
it that Name, becaufc of the fright it 


put them into. For as they lay very fc* 
curcly at Anchor, there came a ftronger 
ftream of Watei than ufual, with a hi- 
deous noife, running through that Mouth 
Northward. And another Current lun- 
ning out of theGulph now called Pa'ia, 
oppofitc to that hefore-mentioned, they j-cooiuxo 
met with hideous Roaring, and caus’d fui anv' 
the Sea to Swell up like a high Moun- 
tain, or ridge of Hills along that Ctian- 
nel, which Mountain foon came towaids 
the Ships to the great Ten our of all Men 
fearing they fhoiild overTct. But it 
pleafed God it pafs’d under, or rather 
lifted them up without doing any harm, 
though It diew the Anchor ot one of 
them, carrying the Velfel away, but by 
the help of their Sails they cfcap’d the 
Danger, not without mortal fear of be- 
ing loft. That furious Current being 
pafs’d, the Admiral confidcring the Dan- 
ger he wasm there, ftood for the Dra- 
gons Month , which was between the 
North-Point of the Tnwty 111 Mid, and 
the Eaft-Poinf of Pana ; yet went not 
through it at that time, but failed along 
the South -Coaft of Par^a Weft ward, be- 
lieving it to be an Ifland, and hoping to 
find a way out Northwards towards hhf 
pamoU. And though there were many 
Pores along that Coaft of Pana.^ he 
would put into none, all the Sea being a 
Harbour lock’d in with the Continent. 


C H A P. LXXI. 

How there tvai fonre Gold and Pearls found in Paria, and a People of good 

Cornier fat ion. 


T He Admiral being at an Anchor on 
the 5th of Aitguft., and it being his 
particular Devotion never to weigh oa 
a Sunday, he fent the Boats afhorc, where 
they found abundance of Fruit of the 
lame f(»rt they had feen in the other 
itlands ^ great numbers of Trees, and 
figns of People that had fled for fear or 
the Chriftians. But being unwilling to 
lofe time, he failed dowu the Coaft 15 
Leagues further, without going into any 
Harbour, for tear he Ihould tnifs of 
^ind to bring him out. Being at an 
Anchor on the Coaft, at the end ot thefe 
15 Leagues, chore came out a Canoo to 


the Caraval, called El Borreo^ with three 
Men in it ; and the Pilot knowing hovy 
much the Admiral coveted to receive 
fome Information from thofe People, he 
pretended to talk to them, and let him- 
felf fall into the Canoo, and the Spaniards 
in the Boat took thofe three Men, and 
carried them to the Admiral, who made 
rcry much of them, and feat them afhore 
with many Gifts, where there appear’d 
abundance of Indians, Thefe hearing the Indian 
good Account the three gave them, came 
all in their Canoo’s to Barter, for fuch 
Things as they had, which were much 
the fame, as had been feen in the Illands 
^ A before 


r 
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before difcovcrcd, only that here they 
• had no Targets, nor Poifon’d Arrows^ 
which thefe People do not ufe, but only 
the CdmbMs, Their Drink was a fort of 
Liquor as white as MUk, aod another 
fomewhat blackifli , tafting like green 
Wine made of Grapes not quite ripe, 
but they could not learn wbat Fruit it 
was made of. They wore Cotton Cloths 
well Wove, of fevcral Colours, about 
the bignefsof a Handkerchief, i^ebig* 
ger and fome lefs \ and what they mofl: 
•valued of our Things, was Brafs, and 
efpecially Bells. The People feem to be 
more Civiliz’d and Tradable than thole 
of H.ffaniila, They cover their Naked- 
nefs with one of thofe Cloths above-men- 
tioned, and have another wrapp’d about 
their Head. The Women cover nothing, 
not even their Privities *, the fame they 
do in the Trinity Ifland. They faw no- 
thing of value here, except fome little 
Places of Gold they hung about their 
Necks ; for which rcafoo, and becaufe 
the Admiral could not flay to Dive into 
the Secrets of the Country, he ordered 
lix of thofe Indians to be taken, and con- 
tinued his Voyage Weftward, believing 
that Land of which he called the 

Holy ijldftdy was no Continent. Soon af- 
ter another Ifland appear’d towards the 
South, and another no lefs than that to- 
wards the Weft, all high Land, Sowed 
and well Peofded ; and the InMdtts had 
more Plates of Gold about their Necks 
than the others, and abundance of Gna-

Upon this, the 
Admiral ftaid there to know more of 
that good Dilcovery, and fent the Boats 
alhore, where all the People of the Coun- 
try that had flock’d together, appeared 
fo Tradable and Friendly, that they im- 
portun’d the Chriftians to go along with 
them to a Houfe not far oC where they 
gave them to Eat, and a^reat deal q( people. 
that Wine of theirs, jnen from chat 
Houfe, vfhich it’s likeh was the King’s 
Palace, they carried Ahem to another. 


which was his Sq^ and (hew’d theos 
the fame kindnels. They wefe all in 
general whiter than any they had feen in 
the Indies^ and of better Afpeds and 
Shapes, with their Hair cut fliort by 
their Ears, after the Spdnijh Falhion. 
From them they uoderftood that Land 
was called Pdrid^ and that they would be 
glad to be in Amity with the Chriftians* 
Thus they departed from them, and re- 
turn’d to the Ships. 


CHAP. LXXII. 

PJow the Admiral fafs^d through Boca del Drago, and The Danger he was 

in there. 


T He Admiral holding on his Voyage 
Weftward, they ftill found lefs 
lefs Water, infomuch that being come 
through four or five Fathom, they found 
but two and a half at Ebb, for the Tide 
differed from that at the Trinity Ifland ; 
for at the Trinity^ the Water fwcH’d 
three Fathom, and here being 45 Leagues 
to the Weftward, it role but one ; and 
there always, whether Ebb or Flood, 
the Currant ran Weft ; and' here upon 
the Ebb, they ran Eaft, and upon the 
Flood Weft ^ there the Water was bqt 
brackilh, here it was like River Water. 
ITic Admiral perceiving this difference, 
and iiow little Water he found, durft 
proceed no further in his Ship, which 
icquircd three Fathom Water, being of 
1 00 I un, and therefore came to an An- 


chor on that Coaft, which was very 
being a Port like a Horfe-Shooc, lock’d cuif 
with that Land on all ffdes. However,o/Paru 
he fent the little Caraval, called El Bor- 
rtOy or the Poft, to difeover whether 
there was any Pafs Weftward among 
thofe Iflands. She having gone but a 
little way, return’d the next day, bebg 
the X I th of Angufi^ faying. That at the 
Weftermoft Poiot of that ^a, there was 
a Mouth, or Opening, two Leaguw o- 
ver from North to South, and within it 
a round Bay, with four other little Bays, 
one towards each quarter of Heaven, 
that from each of them flow’d a River, 
whofe Water made that Sea fo fweet, 
which was yet much fweeter further in, 
adding, that all that Land which feem’d , 
to be Iflands, was one af.d the fame Con- 

tinent, 
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tincnt 5 that they had every where four 
'umhus‘ or five Fathom Water, and fuch abun- 
dance of thofc Weeds they faw in the 
Ocean, that they hindred their Sailing. 
The Admiral therefore being certain 
could not get out Wellward, that fame 
day flood back to the Eaflward, deign- 
ing to pafs the Streighc, which he faw 
between the Land the \ndimt call 
and the Trmity. In this Straight there 
are four little Iflands Eafl next the Point 
of the Tnmty^ which he called Cape 
^ ^^1 B 9 cay becaufe it was blunt, Weft upon 
the Point of the Continent, which he 
called Cape Lufa^ and in the middle. 
The reafon why he called this the Dra- 
gon^s Months was, becaufe it is very dan- 
gerous, by reafon of the abundance of 
frelh Water that ftruggles to get out 
there into the Sea, and made three boi- 
fterous Chci^els, extending from Eaft to 
Weft the wic^h of the Streight. And be- 
caufe as he vfas Sailing through, the 
Wind fail'd him, r^nd he was in danger 
of being drove on fi^me Sand or Rock; 
therefore he with reafon gave it a Name 


anfwerable to that of the ocher Mouth, 
where he was in no le(s danger as wa^ 
faid above. But it plcafed God, that 
what they moft dreaded ihould be their 
greateft Safety, the ftretigth of the Cur- 
rent carrying them off Therefore on 
Monday the 1 7th of he began to 

Sail W'eftward along the Coaft of F^trat^ 
in order to Hand over afterwards for 
HtffumoUy giving Thanks to God, who 
delivered him from fo many Troubles 
and Dangers , ftill fhowing him new 
Countries full of peaceable People and 
great Wealth, cfpecially that, which he 
certainly concluded to be the Continent, 
becaufe of the great Extent of that 
Gulph of Pearls, of the Rivers that ran 
from it, of the Sea, which wasallfweet 
Water *, and by the Authority of EfdrM^ 
in the 8th Chapter of the 4th book; 
where he fays. That dividing the Globe 
into Seven Parts only, one of them is 
covered with Water; for all the InMans 
of the Csrihbee Iflands had told him, there 
was a vaft Land Southward. 


CHAP. LXXIII. 

How the Admit mI flood over from the Continent to Hifpaniola, 


T Hc Admiral failing along Weftward 
on the Coaft of P-tm, ftill fell far- 
ther off from it towards the North Weft, 
the Currents in being Calm driving him 
that way; fo that on Wednefday the 
15th of he left the Cape, he 

^peCoii- called, de UsConch^s^ or of Shells, South 
^ ^ of him, and thi Ifland Weft, 

which Name he gave this Ifland, per- 
haps by Divine Infpiration, becaufe clofe 
by it lies that of Ckbagua^ where an in- 
finite quantity of Pearls has been found ; 
and in H/fp^moU And jMmsiCA at his re- 
turn he called fomc Mountains of Gold, 
where afterwards was found the greateft 
quantity and largeft pieces that ever were 
carried from thence into Sp^m, But to 
return to his Voyage, he held on his 
Courfc by fix Iflands, which he called. 
Us Guardas^ or the Guards, and three 
others more to the North, los Tefttg^s^ 
or the WitncfTcs. And though they ftill 
difeover’d much Land of Fm^U Weft- 
ward, yet the Admiral fays, he could 
Hot from this time give fuch an account 
of it as he would wilh, becaufe through 
overmuch watching, his Eyes where in- 
ftsm’d, and therefore was forced to take 
,, moft of his Obfervations fiom the Sai- 
lors and Pilotiu Jflfofeys, Tbatthii 


fame Night, being Thurfday the itfth of 
jifigisjl^ the Compafles which till novy 
had not varied, did at this time, atleaft 
a Point and a half, and fome of them 
two Points, wherein there could be no 
miftake, becaufe feveral Perfons had al- 
ways watch’d to obferve it. Admiring 
at this, and griev’d that be had not the 
opportunity of following the Coaft of 
Continent, beheld on North-Weft, till

He was furpriz’d to find him- 
fclf fo far Weftward, for though he 
knew the force of the Currents fail’d, yet 
he did not think it had been fb much. 
Therefore to the end his Provifions 
might not fail him in time of need, he 
ftood to the Eaft ward for S. Domingo 
into which Harbour he fail’d on the 30th 
jf Angnfty for here the Lieutenant his ^ 
Brother had appointed the City to be 
built on the Eaft-lide ot the River, where 
ftands at prefent, and was called Sdnto 
Domingo to Memory of his Father, whofe 
Name wai Domimek

The firjt Difcobery of 
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CHAP. LXXIV. 

The RehelUon andTroubles the Admiral met mth in Hiipaniola, >«w a ^ me 
Wtckednefs of one Francis Roldan, whom he had left as Alcalde Mayor ^ or 
Chief fufitce. 


T He Admiral being come toS.Domingo^ 
almofl- Blind with over-watching, 
he hoped there to reft himfelf after 
his Voyage, and find Peace among his 
People, but found all quite contrary, for 
all the People in the Ifland were in Dif- 
order and Rebellion *, for abundance of 
thofe he had left were Dead, and of 
thofe that remain’d, above 160 were 
lick of the French Pox, and befides that 
many were in Rebellion with Roldan^ he 
found not the three Ships, we faid he 
fent before him from the Canary Iflands. 
Of thefe Things it is requifite we fpeak 
orderly, beginning from the time the 
Admit al fet out for Spain, which as we 
faid, was in Alarch 1496. 30 Monthsbe- 
fore his return : The firft part of which 
time the People continued pretty quiet 
in hopes of his return, and of being 
fpeedily relieved : But the firft year be- 
ing pafs d, the Spanifh Provifions failing, 
and Sicknefs and Sufferings increafing, 
they began to be diffatisfied with what 
was, and to Defpair of any better ; fo 
that the Complaints of many difeontent- 
cd Perfons were heard, who never want 
fomc Body to ftir them up, defiring to 
be Head of a Party, as was now done by 
one Francis Roldan^ born at Torre de D, 
Ximeno^ whom the Admiral had left in 
fuch Power among both Chrtftians and 
Indians^ by making him Chief Juftice, 
that he was as much Obey’d as himfelf. 
For this rcafon it is to befuppos’d there 
was not that good Underftanding be- 
tween him and the Admiral’s Lieutenant, 
as ought to have been for the publick 
Good, as Time and Experience made it 
appear. For the Admiral, neither re- 
turning himfelf, nor fending any Sup- 
plies, this Roldan began to think of pof- 
fefling himfelf of the Ifland, defigning 
for this purpofc to Murthcr the Admi- 
rals Brothers, as thofe that could beft 
oppofe his Rebellion, and waited an op- 
portunity to put this in Execution. It 
happened that the Lieutenant of the Ifland 
one of the Admiial’s Brothers, went t6 
a Province in the Weft, called Xaragna^ 
80 Leagues from ifahelU^ where the laid 
Roldan remained in his Employ, but Sub- 
ordinate to D, James^ fccond Brother to 
the Admiral. T his RoldanyV/as fo oficnded 
at, that whilft the Lieutenant was taking 


order how the Kings of the Ifland fliould 
pay Tribute to their Catholifk Majeftics, 
as the Admiral had rated all the indtans^ 
Orlando began underhand to draw fomc 
of them over to his Party. But that it 
might not prove fatal to Rife on a fiid- 
den, and without fome pretence t that 
which Roldan laid hold of wa«:, That 
there was a Caraval afhorc at IfahelUy 
built by the Lieutenant of the llland, to 
fend to Spain in cafe of Necefijty, and 
there being no Launching of it for want 
of Tackle and othei Neceffjtic®, Roldan 
feign’d and gave out there ^as fome o* 
ther Reafon for it, and that it behov’d 
the publick, that Czravy fhould be fit- 
ted out, that fomc might go to 

Spam in it, to give ^ Account of their 
Sufferings. T bus upon pretence' of the 
publick Good, he prefs’d that it might 
be Launch’d, and Z), James Columbus not 
confenting to it for want of Tackle, as 
has been laid, Roldan began more boldly 
to treat with fome about Launching tlie 
Caraval in Defpight of him ; telling 
thofe, he thought to agree with him, 
that if the Lieutenant, and D, James were 
difpleas’d at it, the reafon was bccaufe 
they would fecure to themfclves the Do- 
minion of the Country, and keep them 
in Subjection, without any Ship that 
might carry the News of their Revolt to 
their Catholick Majefties. And fince 
they were fatisfied and convinced of the 
Cruelty and ID- Nature of theL.icutcnant, 
and what a reftlefs life he led them, 
building Towns and Forts, and that they 
had no hopes of the Admiral’s coming 
with Supplies, it was fit they Ihould 
take that Caraval and procure their Li- 
berty, and not fuffer themfelves under 
pretence of Pay, which they never re- 
ceiv’d, to be kept under by a Foreigner, 
whereas it was in their Power to live at 
Eafc and in Plenty j for that whatfoever 
could be had in the Ifland would be c- 
qually divided among them, and they 
would be ferv’d by tfie Indians to their 
own Content, without being fo much in 
Subjeftion, that they could not take to 
Wife any Indian Woman they pleafed. 
That the Lieutenant made them keep the 
Three Vows of Religions Men *, and be- 
Tides that, they wanted not for Fafts and 
Difciplioes, as alfo Infptifonment, and 

other 





other Punilhnients, which they cndnred 
uml’us* fbr the Icaft fault. Therefore, fince he 
had the Rod of Jullice and Regal Au- 
thority, which fecured them againll any 
thing that might befal them on this Ac- 
count, he advifed them to do what he 
^ direded, wherein they could not do 
amifs. With thefe and the like Words, 
proceeding from the Hatred he bore the 
Lieutenant, he drew fo many over to his 
Party, that one day when the Lieute- 
nant was come back from Xa} a^uA to ifa- 


beiU^ fomc of them rcfolv’d to Stab him, 
looking upon it as fo eafie a matter, 
that they had provided a Halter to hang 
him up after nc was Dead. \Vhat at 
preient the more incens’d them, was the 
Impriibning of one Barshona^ a Friena 
to the Confpirators, againft whonrt, if 
God had not put it into the tJeart of the 
Lieutenant not to proceed to Execution 
6f Jufticc at that time, they had then 
certainly Murdered him.

And for as much as 
he underlloed, that moft of thofe that 
were whh him, lik’d the life RoUUn and 
his Men led lb well, that many of them 
gave Ear to his Meilages ; therefore Moi- 
eUn having conceiv’d hopes that they 
would all go over to him, bad the bold- 
nefs to undertake that Enterprize, which 
did not fucceed as he expefted. For the 
Lieutenant, having provided as has been 
laid, being himfelf a Man of great Refo- 
lution, and having the bell Men on his 
fide, was refolv’d to do that by force of 
Arms, which he could not compafs by 
fair Means and Argumcn^.

X^Rancis perceiving he wasfo 

r difappointe^ and that not one of 
^e Lieutenants Men came over to him, 
as he had exposed, relblved to retire in 
time, and go away to Xetrngm as he de- 
fign’d at fir^ not daring to meet him, 
yet prefum'd to talk contemptibly of 
him, and to llir up the Indians^ where- 
ever he went, to Rebel a^aiaft him, tell- 
ing them, the caulc of his forfaking him 
was his Ixing a Man naturally Revenge- 
ful and Moroie , as well towards the 
Chriftinm^ as JndtMnj \ and abominaNy 
Covetous, impoling great Burdens and 
Tributes on them ^ which if they bore 
with, he would iacreafe every year, tho’ 
againll their Catholick Maj^ies will; 
who requir’d noth^ of their Subjeds 
but Obedience, maintaining them in Ju> 
nice. Liberty and Peace •, which, if they 
iiear’d they fhould not be able to main- 
tain, he with his Friends and Followers, 
would aflill them to aflert, and would 
declare himfelf their Protei^r and De- 
liverer. After which, they refolvM to 
forbid paying the Tribute, we faid had* 
been impos’d on them, by which means 
it pould not be gathered of thole that 
dwelt fir (tbm the Lieutenant, nor dnrft 
he exaft it of thofe near about him for 
f^r of provoking them to joyn with the 
Hvbels. Yet this CondelceatiOQ towards 
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them, bad not fo good an efteft, but 
that as foon as the Lieutenant was gone 
from the Conception^ Cuannoex^ who was 
the principal Csct^ue of that Province, 
with the affiilance of RoltUny rcfolv’d to 
Befiege the For^ and Deftroy the Chri- 
flinns that kept it. The better to effed covfpir4 
it. He drew together all the Caciques of oj the in 
his Party, and agreed with them pri- ^ 
vatcly, that every one fliould kill thofe 
that were within his Precind, bccaufc jrds.^ 
the Territories in HifpmtiolM being too 
fmall, for any of them to maintain a 
great number of People, the Chriftimt 
had been obliged to divide themfelves 
into fmall Parcels of 8 or p in each Li- 
berty. This gave the Indians hopes, 
that furprizing them all at the fame time, 
they might have it in their Power to fuf- 
fcr none to cfcapc. But they having no 
other way of fixing a time, or ordering 
any thing clfc that requires counting, 
but only by their Fingers, they rcfolv’d, 
that every one Ihould be ready to deftroy 
the Chrifitans at the next Full Moon 
Gaariwfjf havii^ thus difpos’d his Can- 
tptes to put this in Execution, the chiefeft 
of them being defirous to gain Honour, 
aod looking upon the matter as very ea- 
fic, and being no good Aftronomers, to 
know when the Full Moon was, tell on 
before the time appointed, and were 

forced 
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fotxed to fly after many Blows. He 
mihus. tfamking to find Affiltisce in CH/trine^x 
^ fooiidliTs own Rain; for he put him to 
Death, as be had deferred, for haring 
caiiftdCheConrpiracy*to be dilborcred, 
and the ChrtftUns to be upon their guard. 
The Rebels were not a little concern’d 
at this Mifcarriage ^ for as was reported, 
it had been contriv’d with their Confent, 
and therefore they waited to fee, whe- 
ther GuMrinotx brooght Affairs to fuch 
Terms, that joyning with him they might 
deftroy the Lieutenant : But perceiving 
this did not fucceed, they thought not 
themfeives fccure in the Province where 
they were, but went away to Xara^ud^ 
ftill proclaiming themfeives Proteftors of 
the Indians^ whereas they were Thieves 
in their Actions and liichnaiions, having 
no regard to God or the World, but 
following tWdr inordinate Appetites, for 


every one Stole what he could, and Rol^ 
iUn thtir Leader more than all of them, 
peribading and commanding every Cf- 
to entertain him that could and 
would defend the Indiana and Rebels 
from paying the Tribute the Lieutenant 
demand^ of them^tho’ at the fame time 
he under this pretence took much more 
from them *, for from only one 
whole Naixle was Mamcaotex , he re- 
ceived every three Months, a Calabafh, 
containing three Marks of pure Gold, 
that is, a Pound and a half, and to be 
the more furc of him, kept bis Son and 
Nephew as Hoftages. Ke that read^ 
this, muft not wonder that v\^ reduce 
the Marks of Gold to the Mcafure of a 
Calabafh, which wc do to fiiow, il.at the 
Indians in thefe Cafes dealt by Mcafure, 
becaufe they never had any Weights. 


CHAP. LXXVII. 


How the Shift came from Spain with Frovtfions ahd Suf plies. 


Chriflians being thus divided, as 
A* has been faid, and no Ships yet 
coming from Spain with Supplies, nei- 
ther the Lieutenant, nor his Brother D, 
Jamesy could keep the People quiet, that 
had remain’d with them ; for moll of 
them being mean Perfons, and delirous 
to lead that eafie life Roldan promis’d 
them, they durft not punilh the guilty, 
for fear of being fbrfaken ^ which made 
them (b infolent, that it was impoffiblc 
to keep them in order, and therefore 
they were forced to bear with the Af- 
fronts of the Rebels. But it being God’s 
Will to afford them fome Comfort, it 
pleafed him to order chat the two Ships 
ihould arrive, which, as was faid be- 
fore, had been fent a year after the Ad- 
miral’s departure from the Jndics^ not 
without great Application us’d by him 
at Court for fitting them out ; for he, 
confidcring the Nature of the Country, 
the Difpofitions of the People he left 
behind, and the greafc danger that might 
accrue from his long abfence, prefs’d 
for and'obtain’d of their Catholick Ma- 
jefties, that thofe two Ships might be 
lent before, of 1 8 he had been ordered 
to fit out. The Arrival of thefe, the 
Supplies they brought of Men and Pro- 
vifioris, and the Afllirancc that the Ad- 
miral Waifafe arrived in Spain^ encou- 
raged tbofc chat were with the Lieute- 
nant to (erve him more faithfally, and 
made tbofc tbir* followed Roldan^ appre- 


henfive of being punilh’d Thefe being 
defirous to hear News, and furnifti them- 
felvcs with what they wanted, refolvcd 
to repair to 5. where the Ships 

had put in, hoping to draw fome of the 
Men over to their Party. But the Lieu- 
tenant having Intelligence of their march, 
and being nearer that Harbour, he mov’d 
towards them to hinder their paflage; 
and having left Guards on the PalTes, 
went to the Port to fee the Ships, and 
order the Affairs of that Place. And 
being defirous the Admiral Ihould find 
the Ifland in a peaceable Condition, and 
all Troubles ended, he again made new 
Overtures to Roldan^ who was 6 Leagues 
off with his Men, fending to him for this 
purpofc the Commander of the two 
Ships lately arriv’d, whofe Name was 
Peter Fernandez, Coronet ; as well becaufe 
he was a Man of Worth and in Authori- 
ty, as bccaufc he hop^d his Words would 
prove more effedlual, fince he as an Eye- 
witnefs, could certifie him of the Admi- 
rals arrival in Spam^ the good Reception 
he had found, and the willingncfi their 
Majcllics exprefs’d to make him ftill 
greater. But the chief Men among them, 
fearing the ImpreUion this MelTcnger 
might make upon their Followers, would 
not fuffer him to fpcak in publick •, fo 
that they tcccived him with their Bows 
and Arrows on the Road, and he could 
only fpcak fome few Words to thofe 
that were appointed to hear him. j

the Rebels were. 


H Aving fpokeof the arrival of the 
two Ships the Admiral fent from 
Spam to Hifpaniola^ it is fit we give an 
Account of the three that parted from 
him at the Canary Iflands, which pro- 
ceeded on their Voyage with fair Winds 
til! they came to the Canbbee Iflands, 
which are the fiifl: that Sailors meet 
with in their way to the Port of S. Do- 
ti'j'ijunci vnrgo. Thc Pilots then not being fb 
^L!'rus\x acquainted with that Voyage, as 
they have been lincc, it happened they 
th if’cH knew not how to hit that Port, and were 
of Hii’pa* carried away by the Currents fo far to 
nioia. Weflward, that they arrived in the Pro- 
vince of A>r4^«4,whcrc thc Rebels were, 
who as foon as they undcrlbood that tbofe 
Ships were out of their way, and knew 
nothing of their Revolt, fome of them 
went peaceably aboard, pretending they 
were there by the Lieutenant’s Orders, 
the better to be fupplied with Provifioos, 
and keep that Country under. But it 
being very cafie for a Secret, that is a- 
mong many, to be difeovered, j 4 lonfo 
Santhez, de CarvajM^ who was the skill- 
fullefl of thc Captains of thofe Ships, 
being aware of the Rebellion and Oil' 
cord, began immediately to maktOver- 
turcs of Peace to fronds Roldan^ think- 
ing to bring him to fubmit to thc Lieute- 
nant. But the familiar Converfation the 
Rebels had before entertain’d aboard the 
Ships, was the Caufc that his Perfuafions 
had not thc defired effedl’, for Roldan had 
privately obtain’d Promifes from many 
of thofe that came frefli out of Spain^ 
that they would flay with him, and by 
tiiat Accefllon he hoped to become flill 
greater. Carvajal therefore finding 
Things were not in fuch a pollurc, that 
be might hope for a fpeedy Conclufion 
of what he had in hand, thought it coo-c 
venient, with the Advice of the other 
two Captains, that thc People they 
brough-t under Pay to Work in thc 
Mines, and other Employments, fhould 
go by Land to 5. Domin^o^ bccaufc the 
Winds and Currents being fee thwc a- 


gainft that Voyage, it was poflible they 
might not perform it in two or three 
Months \ fo that they would not only 
confume thc Provifions, but the Men 
might fall (Ick, and the time be lofl, 
which ought to have been employed in 
thc Service they came for. Having a- 
grecd upon this, it fell to iohn jintlmty ^ 
Columbus his Lot to marchywith the Men, 
which were 40, to Aram to Sail about ^ 
with the Ships, and tp/CarovAjal to Ray 
and endeavour to bring the Rebels to an 
Accommodation. * John Cduw 

bus fetting forward thc 2d day after they 
landed, thofe Labourers and Vagabonds 
fent over to Work, went away to the 
Rebels, leaving their Captain with only 
fix or (even Men that ftuck to him. He 
feeing their bafe Infidelity, without ap- 
prehending any Danger, vttntlo Roldan^ 
and told him, That fince he pretended 
to promote the Service of their Catbo- 
lick Majeflte-, it was not reafonable he 
fhould fuffer thofe Men, that were come 
to People and Cultivate the Country, 
and to follow their Callings with Wages 
in hand, to Ray there a^ loofe their 
time, without doing any thing of that 
they were obliged to^ and that if be had 
turn’d them away, it had been a token 
that bis Words and his Adions agreed \ 
that his flaying there caufed the Oivi- 
fioD and Difordcr with the Lieutenant, 
and not any Inclination in him to ob- 
llrud the King’s Service. But that which 
had happened turning to the Account of 
Roldan and his Followers, as well for the 
carrying on their Defign, as becaufe the 
Crime committed by many is generally 
foonefl Conniv’d at ^ he excus’d himfelf 
as to that Point, faying, He could not 
ufe Violence towards them, and that his 
was a Religious Order, which refufed no 
Man. yohn Anthony knowing it was pot 
the part of a difcrcet Man to expofe him' 
fclf to thc danger of preffing further 
without hopes of Succefs, rcfolvcd to go 
aboard again with thofe few that follow’d 
him i and therefore that clypy might nof.

R oldan having received the Admiral’s 
Letter, anfwered the third day,recm- 
ing to incline to do all he order’d him, 
but his Men not allowing him to go to 
Treat without a Safe-Conduft, hedefir’d 
him to fend one, drawn up according to 
thofe Heads he fent under his Hand, and 
lign’d by the Chief Men about him. 
This Safe-Condnft was immediately fent 
him by the Admiral on the 2<5th of Or/o- 
her^ and Roldan having received it. Toon 
came, but rather with aDclign to draw 
Ibme Body over to him, than to conclude 
any thing, as appeared by his impudent 
Propofals. Thus he return’d without 
concluding any thing, faying. He would 
give his Company an Account of Mat- 
ters, and write word what they rcfolv’d 
on. And that there might be fome Body 
from the Admiral to Treat and Sign 
what was agreed on, the Admiral’s Ste- 
ward went with him, his Name was Sa- 
Umanca, After much talk, Roldan fent 
Articles of Agreement for the Admiral 
toSubfcribe, telling him. That was all 
he could obtain of his People, and if his 
Lordfhip thought fit to grant it, he 
Ihould fend his Aflent to the Conception \ 
tor at Bonao they had no longer Provifi- 
oiis to fubfift on, and they would cx- 
his Anfwer till the next Monday. 
The Admiral having read their Anfwer 
•and Propofals, and confidering what diC- 
iionou ruble Thiligs they demanded. 


would not grant them, leafl he Ihoiild 
bring himfelf, his Brothers, and Jufticc 
it felf into Contempt. But that they 
might have no Caufe to complain, or fay 
he was too fliff in this Affair, he ordered 
a general Pardon to be Proclaim’d, and 
to be 30 Days upon the Gates of the 
Fort, the purport whereof was as fol- 
lows :

This Pardon, fubferib’d by himfdf, 
he fent to ^Idan by Caravajal^ 
him in Writing, the .

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neither could nor ought to grant the 
o/ ,r. Articles fciit by him, and putting him in 
mind what they ought to do, if they 
aim’d at their Majeftics Service. Cota-^ 
vajal went to the Rebels at the Conception, 
where they were very haughty and proud, 
laughing at the Admirals Pardon, and 
faying. He fhould foon have occafion to 
a^k one of them. All this hapned in the 
fpace of three Weeks , during which 


time, under colour of apprehending a 
Man RiUon would Execute, they kept 
the Commander BMlUfter befieged in the 
Port, and cut off his Water, believing 
the want of it would oblige him to Sur-

the 29th of "June *, And on the 3d of An- 
gufl, fix or feveo of the Chief Men a- 
bout the Admiral, fent Roldan another 
Safe-Condud, that he might come to 
Treat with his Lor^lhip. But the di- 
ftance being great, and the Admiral ha- 
ving occalion to vifit the Councfy, he rc- 
folved to go w ith two Caravals to the 
Port of Az.ua in the fame llland Hfpa- 
mola. Weft of S. Domingo, to be the 
nearer the Province where the Rebels 
were, many of whom came to the faid 
Port and the Admiral arriving there 
about the end of Auguft with his Ships, 
conferr’d with the Chief of them, ex- 
horting them to defift from their ill 
Courfe, and promiling them all polli- 
blc Favour and Kindnefs, which they 
promifed to do, provided the Admiral 
granted them Four Things : viz.. 

L ‘ That he Ihould fend fifteen of

III. ‘ That Proclamation Ihould be 
‘ made, that all what had happened was

IV. ‘ That the Admiral lhall a- new 
^ appoint Roldan perpetual Judge.

This being concluded among them, 
Roldan return’d alhore from the Admi- 
ral’s Caraval, and fent liis Companions 
the Articles, which were fo much to their 
Mind, and fo unreafonablc, that they 
concluded, faying. In cafe the Admiral 
fail’d in any part, it ihould be Law- 
ful for them by force , or any other , 
means, to oblige him • to Performance.

The Admiral being eager to conclude 
l,,,?ii'us‘ this difficult matter, which had laftcd 
above two years ^ and confidering his

Ncverthelcfs, I cannot 
but blame their Catholick Majefties, 
who chofe for that Imployment a bafe 
and ignorant Man •, for had he been a 
Man, who knew the Duty of his Office, 
the Admiral himfelf would have been 
glad of his coming *, fince he by Letter 
had defired that one might be fent, to 
take true Information of the Perverfenefs 
of thofe People, and of the Crinies they 
committed, that they might be punifh’d 
by another hand, he being unwilling to 
ufe that Severity which an impartial Per- 
fon would have done, becaufe the origL 
nal of thofe Tumults had been agaiaft 
his Brother. And tho’ it may be urg’d. 

That tho’ their Majefties had fuch 
Accounts of the Admiral, yet they ought 
not to fend BovadilU with fo many Let- 
ters, and fuch Power, without limitting 
the CommifTion they gave him. It may 
be anfwer’d in their behalf. That it was 
no wonder they did fo, becaufe the Com- 
plaints againft the Admiral were very 
many, as has been faid above. 


CHAP. LXXXVII. 

How the Admiral jve/it to Court to give thetr Catholick Majefties aft Account of 

himfelf 


\ S foon as their Majcftics heard of 
the Admiral’s coming, and being 
in Ironss they fent Orders on the i ath 
of December for him to be fet at liberty, 
and writ to him to repair to Granada^ 
where he was received by their Hiph- 
nefils with a favourable AfpeA, and kind 
V\'ords, telling him. His Impn'fonracnt 
had not been by their Dcfire or Com- 
mand, and therefore they were much' 
offended at it, aud they would take Care 
thofe that were |ia fault fhould be pu- 


nifb’d, and full Satisfadioo given him. 
Having fpoke thefe and fuch Ukc gracious 
Words, they ordered his gulinefs (booid 
be immediately gone upon, the Rcfult 
whereof was, ^at a Oov6rno»ur C^old 
he fent to HifpanioUy who was to right The Ad 
the Admiral and bis Brothers, and Sova^ 
dllU fhould be oblig’d to reftore all he 
had taken from them i and that the Ad- ‘ 
miral fhould be allow’d all that belong’d 
to him, according to the Articles their 
Highnefies had granted him; and that 
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the Rebels fhould be proceeded ^ainfl: 
and punifh’d according to their Oficnccs. 
ITicholas de Ohando , Commandary of 
Laws, <vas fent with this Power; he was 
a wife and judicious Man, but as after- 
wards, appearM Partial, craftily con- 
cealing his Paflions, giving Credit to his 
own Surraifes, and malicious Perfons ; 
and therefore aSing cruelly and revenge- 
fully, as appears by the Death of the 8o 
Kings we have fpoke of before. But to 
return to the Admiral ; as their Majc- 
ftics were pleas’d to fend Ohando to Hif- 
faniola^ fo they thought it proper to fend 
the Admiral upon fomc Voyage that 
might turn to his Advantage, and keep 
him employ’d till the faid Ohando could 
pacific and reduce the llland HfpamoU^ 
bccjiife they did not like to keep him fo 
long out of his right, without any juft 
occafion, the Information fent by Bova- 
dilUy plainly appearing to be full of Ma- 
lice, and not containing any thing 
whereby he might forfeit his Right. 
But thcic being fome delay in the Execu- 
tion of this Dcfign, It being now the 
month of OEloher 1 500. and 111 Men en- 
deavoured to prevail that a new Infor- 
mation might be expeded, the Admiral 
refolvcd to fpeak to their Majefties, and 
beg of them that they would defend him 
againft all Dangers, which he afterwards 
repeated by Letter. This they pro- 
mis’d him by Letter, when the Admiral 
was ready to fet out upon his Voyage; 
the Words of it are to this cffedl : 

A Nd be alTurcd that your Impri- 
fonment was very difpleafing to 
us, which you were fcnfible of, and all 
Men plainly faw, bccaufe as foon as we 
heard of it, we applied the proper 
Remedies. And you know with how 
^uch Honour and Refpeft we have al- 
ways ordered you to be treated, which 
we now diredf Ihould be done, and that 
you receive all worthy and nobleUfagc, 
promifing that the Privileges and Pre- 
rogatives by us granted you fhall be 
preferv’d in ample manner, accord- 
ing to the Tenor of our Letters Pat- 
tents, which you and your Children 
(hall Enjoy without any Contradidion, 
as is doe in reafon : And if it be re- 
quidte to Ratifie them a-new, we viiil 
do it, and will Order that your Son 
be put into PoirelTioq of all, for we de- 
llrc to Honour and Favour you in 
greater Matters than tbcfc. And be 


fatisfied we will take the due Care of 
your Sons and Brothers, which (hall 
be done when you arc departed ; for 
the Employment'fhajl^^h'' given to your 
Son, as has been fdfd. We therefore 
pray you not to delay your departure. 
Given at Valcntia dc la Torre, on tht 
of March 1 502. 

This their Majefties writ, becaufe the 
Admiral bad rcfolv’d not to trouble him- 
fclf any more with the Affairs of the 
Indies^ but to Eafe himfelf upon my Bro- 
ther, wherein he was in the Right ; for 
he faid, that, if the Services be had al 
ready done, were not fufficient to dc 
ferve to have thofe villainous People pu 
niOi’d, all he could do for the futur 
would never obtain it, fince he had al 
ready perform’d the main thing he un 
dertook before he diftover’d the Indies 
which was to (how that there was a Con 
tinent and Iflands Weffward, that th 
way was eafic and na\^igable, the advan 
tage villblc, and the People gentle am 
unarm’d. All which, fince he had ve 
rified himfelf in Perfon, there now rc 
mained nothing but for their Highneflest 
purfue what was begun,fending People t 
diftover the Secrets of thofe Countrie! 
for now the Gate was open’d, any on 
might follow the Coaft, as fomc did al 
ready, who improperly call themfelvc 
Difeoverers ; not confidering they hav 
not Difeovered any new Country, hi: 
that for the future they purfue the fiii 
Difeovery, the Admiral having Ihow 
them the Klands and Province of Barit 
which was the firft Land of the Conti 
nent difeover’d. Yet the Admiral hi 
ving always had a great Inclination t 
ferve their Catholick Majefties, and pai 
cicularly the Queen, he was content t 
return to his Ships, and undertake the 
Voyage we (hall fpeak of; for he was 
convinced there would daily be found 
out great Wealth, as he writ to their 
Highnelfes the year 1499. fpeakiog of 
the Difeovery in this manner. It is not 
to be difeontinued, for to fay the truth, 
bccaufe one time or other fomethiog ma- 
terial will be found. As has Itpce ap- 
peared by New Spain and Bo m, though 
at that time, as generally happens to 
moft Men, no Body gave Credit to what 
he faid, and yet he faid nothing but what 
proved true, as their Catholick Majc- 
ftics teftifie in a Letter of theirs writ at 
Barcelona on the sth of September \ 498% 
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CHAP. LXXXVIIL 

How the- " [mir 4 l ^tvent from Granada to Seville, to ft out a fleet for 
Another Dtfeoverf 


T Hc Admiral having been well dif- 
patch’d by their Catholick Maje- 
"TScs, fet out from CrunAdA for Seville in 
the year 1501. and being there fo ear- 
neftly folicited the fitting out his Squa- 
dron, that in a fmall time he had Rigg’d 
and provided four Ships, the biggefb of 
70. the leafl: of 50 Tun Burthen, and 
140 Men and Boys, of which number 1 
was one. 

Wc fet Sail from on the 9th of 
s 'fourth 1502. and failed to S. CArhAnne\ 
whence we parted on Wednefday the 
1 1 th of the fame month, and went to 
Arulla to relieve the Portuguefes^ Who 
were reported to be in great Diftrefs, 
but when we cam^e thither, the Moores 
had raifed the Siege. The Admiral 
therefore fent his Brother, D. Rartholo- 
ftitTo CoUimhHs^ and me, with the Cap- 
tains of the Ships afliore, to vifit the Go- 
vernor of jirz.iUa^ who had been wound- 
ed by the Moores in an Aflaiilt. He re- 
turn’d the Admiral Thanks for the Vifit 
and his Offers, and to tliis purpofc fent 
fome Gentlemen to him, among whom 
fome were Relations to Domia Philippa 
the Admiral’s Wife inPoittf^al, 
The fame day we fet Sail, and arriving 
at Gran Canana^ on the 2oth of Alay^ 
cafl: Anchor among the little Hlands^ 
and on the 24th, went over to Mafpalo- 
mas in the fame Kland, there to take in 
Wood and Water for our Voyage. The 
next Night we fet out for the xndies^ and 
it pleas’d God the Wind was fS^fair, that 
without handing the Sails, on Wednef- 
day the i5lh of we anived at the 
Ifland Mattmno with a rough Sea and 
Wind. There, according to the Cuftom 
of thofe that Sail from Spam to rhe iw- 
dies^ the Admiral took in frcih Wood 
and Water, and made the Men wafti 
their Linen , Raying till Saturday \ 
when we Rood to the Weftward and 
can;e to Dominica^ tcni Leagues from the 
other. So running along among the 
bee Iflands, we came to SantaCrnz.-^ and on 
the 24th of the fame month, ran along 
the South-lide of the Ifland of 5 . John. 
Thence we took the way for S. Dominio^ 
the Admiral having a mind to Exchange 
dneof his Ships tor another, bccaufc it 
was a l;ad Sailor ^ and belides, could 
cai t y no Sail, ^t the fide would lie al- 
mofl under ^ter, which was a hin- 
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drance to his Voyage, becaufe his deflgn 
was to have gone dircftly upon the 
Coaft of Paria^ and keep along that 
(hore, till he came upon the Straight, 
which he certainly concluded was about 
Vera^ua and Nomhre de Dios. But feeing 
the Fault of the Ship, he was forced 
to repair to 5 . Dommgo to change it for 
a better. 

And to the end, tlie Commendary 
Lores fent by their Ma jellies to call Bo- 
vadilU to an Account tor his Malc-Ad- 
miniRration, might not be furpriz’cl at 
our unexpeded arrival, upon Wednefday 
the 29th of being near the Port, 
the Admiral fent Peter dc Tirrrrror, Cap- 
rain of one of the Ships to him, to fig~ /cesa^rt. 
nific what occafion he bad to change storm ^ 
that Ship i for which reafon, as alfo be- refus'dA 
caufe he apprehended a great Storm was 
coming, he defircd to fecure himfclf in 
that Port, advifing him not to let the 
Fleet Sail out of the Port for eight days 
to come*, for if he did it would be in 
great danger. But the aforefaid Gover- 
nor would not permit the Admiral to 
come into the Harbour, nor did he hin- 
der the going out of the Fleet that was 
bound for Spam^ which confiftcd of 18 
Sail, and was to carry Bovadrlla^ who 
had Imprifon’d the Admiral and his Bro- 
thers, Francis Roldan., and all the reft, 
who had been in Rebellion againft them, 
and done them fo much harm, all whom 
it pleafed God to infatuate, that they 
might not admit of the Admiral’s good 
Advice. And I am fatisficd it was the 
hand of God \ for had they arriv’d in 
Spam, they had never been punilh’d as 
their Crimes deferv’d \ but rather been 
favoured and preferred, as being the 
Bifhop’s Friends. This was prevented 
by their fetting out of that Port for S p^dn-^ 
for no fooncr were they come to the l 3 ll^ 

Point of the Ifland Hifpan.ola, but there 
arofe fo terrible a Storm, that the Ad- 
miral of the Fleet funk, in which was 
BovadilU^ with moR of the Rebels, and 
•made fuch havock among the rcR, that 
of 18 Ships, only three or four were 
faved. This hapned upon Thurfday the 
laft of June, When the Admiral having 
forefeen the Storm, and being refufed 
admittance into the Port, for his Security 
drew up as clofc to the Land as he could, 
thus Ihcltcring himHflfjnot withouc much 
8 F Nifa- 
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c<J^ difljtisfadion among his Men, who for 
.o!i(wh:{S being with him were denied that Rccep- 
tion, which had been allow’d to Stran- 
gers, much more to chem that were of 
the fame Nation, for they fear’d they 
might be fo ferv’d, if any Misfortune 
fhould befal them for the future. And 
tho’ the Admiral was concern’d on the 
fame Account, yet it more vex’d him to 
behold the Bafenefs and Ingratitude us’d 
towards him in that Country he had 
given to the Honour and Benefit of Spain^ 
being refufed to fheltcr his life in it. 
Yet his Prudence and Judgment fecured 
his Ships, till the next day the Tempeft 
increaling, and the Night coming on ve- 
ry dark, three Ships broke from him c- 
very one its own way : The Men aboard 
each of them, tho’ all of them in great 
danger, concluded the others were loft ; 
but they that fuffered moft were thofe 
aboard the Ship, called Smmo^ who to 
fave their Boat, which had been afhore 
with the Captain Terreros^ dragg’d it 
a-ftern, where it over-fet, and were at 
laft forced to let it go to fave themfelves. 
But the Caraval Bermuda was in much 
more danger, which running out to Sea, 
was almoft covered with it, by which it 
appeared the Admiral had rcafon to en- 
deavour to change it, and all Men con- 
cluded, that under God, the Admiral’s 


Brother was the faving of her. by his 
Wifdom and Rcfolacion \ for as ':as been 
faid above, there was not at that time a 
more expert Sailor than he. . So that af- 
ter they had all fuft<T..d very much, ex- 
cept the Admiral, it pleafed God they 
met again upon Sunday following in the 
Port SlAzmo, on the South-Cde of Hifpa- 
niola^ where every one giving an Aj^ 
count of his Mistortunes, it appeared 
that Bartholomew Columbus had weather’d 
fo great a Storm, by flying from Land 
like an able Sailor ; and that the Admi- 
ral was out of Danger by lying clofe to 
the Shore like a cunning Aftrologer, 
who knew whence the Danger muft come. 
Well might his Enemies blame him there- 
fore, faying. He had rais’d that Storm 
by Art Magick, to be Reveng’d on Bo- 
vadilUy and the reft of his Enemies that 
were with him, feeing that none of his 
four Ships perilh’d ^ and that of i8 i 
which fet out with Bovadilla^ only onej^ 
called lit A^iijaj or Tibi Needle^ the worft 
of them all, held on its Courfe botSpain^ 
where it arrived fafe, having on Board 
4000 Pefo’s in Gold, worth eight Shil- 
lings a Pefo, belonging to the Admiral^ : 
the other three that efcap’d, returning 
to S. Domingo (batter’d, and in a diftref- ! 
fed Condition. 


CHAP. LXXXIX. 

Horv the Admiral defatted from Hifpaniola, and dtfeovered the JJlands of 

Guanaia. 


T He Admiral in the Port of Azata^ 
gave his Men a Breathing time af- 
ter the Storm *, and it being one of the 
Diverfions ufed at Sea, to Fi(h, when 
there is nothing elfe to do, I will men- 
tion two forts of Fi(h among the reft, 
which 1 remember were taken there \ 
the one of them was plealant, the other 
wonderful. The firft was a Fifli called 
Saavinuj as big as half an ordinary Bell, 
.Htk'Lchr lying a-fleep above Water, was 
f ftruck with a Harping'lron B:om the 
2 Boat of the Ship Btfceina, and held fo 
faft that it could not break loofe-, but 
being tied with a long Rope to the Boat, 
drew it after it, asfwift as an Arrow 
fo that thofe aboard the Ship, feeing the 
Boat feud about, and not knowing the 
occaiion, were aftoniflied it (hould do io 
without the help of the Oars, till at laft 
the Fifh funk, and being drawn to the 
Ships fide, was there hail’d up with the 
Tackle,. The other FUh was taken after 


another manner, the i»d*ans call it Ma- 
nati^ and there are none of the fort in 
Europe. It is as big as a Calf, nothing 
diflering from it in the colour and tafte 
of the Flclb, but that perhaps it is bet<^ 
ter and fatter ^ wherefore thofe that 
affirm there are all forts of Creatures in 
the Sea, will have it, that thefc Fifhey 
are real Calves, (ince within they have 
nothing like a Fifh, and feed only onthe 
Grafs they find along the Banlu. To 
return to onr Hiftory j the Admiral ha- 
ving a little refreihed bis Men, and re- 
paired his Ships, left Port Azjts^ and 
went to that of BrafiL, which the Indians 
call Ciaechemoy to (hun another Storm 
that was coming. Hence he failed again 
on the 14th of July y and was (b Becalm’d, 
that inftcad of holding on his Courfe, 
the Current carried him away to certain 
Iflands near Jamatcay which arc very 
fmall and fluidy, and called them, 
Lqs For^Sy or The Wellsy bec 5 aufe not find- 
ing 
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iag U iter in them, they dug many Pics 
in the \*ind, and took up that Water 
for the A Te- Then (ailing Southward 
for the ’ncD% we came to certain 
Iflands, whc. ' ^ wfcnt afhore upon the 

biggeft only , called CHunata^ whence 
thofe that make Sea-Charts, took occa- 
fion to call all ihoie Idands of GuandU^ 
^hich arealmoft 12 Leagues from the 
Cbntincnt, near the Province now call’d 
Hondurds^ tho’ then the Admiral called 
it Cape Cdfinas, But thefe Men making 
fuch Charts without having feen the 
World, they commit vaft Miftakes \ 
which fince it now comes in my way, I 
will here fet down, tho’ it interrupts the 
Courfe of our Hiftory. Thefe fame Iflands 
and Continent are by them twice fet 
down in their Charts, as if they were 
different Countries and whereas Cape 
Orauas a Dtos^ and that they call Cape 

are but one and the fame, they 

make two of it. The occafion of this 
miftakc, was, Tlfat after the Admiral 
had difeovered thefe .Countries, one John 
X>A4Z. dc SoUs^ from whom the River de la 
Plata^ that is, of Silver or Plate, was 
called Rio di Solis^ becaufe he was there 
killed by the IndiatiSy and one Ftncent 
Tanez^ who commanded a Ship the firft: 
Voyage, when the Admiral difeover’d 
the Indies^ fet out together to difeover 
in the year 1 508. deligning to follow a- 
long that Coaft the Admird had difeo- 
vered in his Voyage fiom yeragna Wcfl- 
ward i and he following almoft the fame 
Track, they put into the Coaft of Car la'^ 
and paired by Cape Crai^as a Dios, as 
far as Cape Cafiias, which they caPed 
Honduras, and the aforefaid Iflands they 
called Cuafitijas giving the Name of the 
biggeft to them all. Thence tlrcy pro- 
ceeded on further, without owning the 
Admiral had been in any of thofe Parts, 
that the Difeovery might be attributed 
to them, and to luve it believ’d they 
had found large Countries ; notwiih- 
ftanding that, Veter dc Ledefmd, one of 
their Pilots, who had been before with 
the Admiral in his Voyage to Feragna, 
told them. He knew that Country, and 
that h^ had been there with the Admiral 
Difeovering it, from whom 1 afterwards 
had this. But the Nature ot the Charts 
plainly demonftrates it, tor the fame 
thing ib twice fet down, and the liland 
is in the fame Shape, and at the fame 
Diftance , they having at their return 
brought a true Draught of that Coun- 
try, only faying , it lay beyond that 
which the Admiral had difeover’d. So 
that the fame Country is c^wicc deferib’d 


in one Chart \ which, if it pleafe God, 
time will make appear, when that Coaft is 
better known ^ for they w'ill find but 
one Country of that fort, as has been 
faid. But to return to our Difeovery, 
being come to the liland of Guanaia, the 
Admiral ordered his Brother 
Columbus to go alhore with two Boats, 
where they found People like thofe of 
the other Iflands, but not of fuch high 
Foreheads. They alfo faw abundance of 
Pine-Trees, and pieces of Lapis Calami- 
nans, us’d to mix with Copper, which 
fome Seaman taking for Gold, kept hid 
a long time. 

The Admiral’s Bt other being afhore 
in that Ifland, very tielirous to know 
fomething of it, fortune fo order’d ir, 
that a Canoo, as long as a Galley, and ^ ‘-o'ji’r, 
eight foot wide, ah of one Tree, and 
like the others in lhape, put in there, 
being loaded with Commodities brought 
from the Weftward, and Bound towards 
Ncjp Spain. In the inidft of it was a co- 
vet ing like an Awning made of Palm- 
Tree Leaves, not unlike thofe of the 
f^cnet fan Gondola's, which kept all under 
it fo clofc, that neither Rain nor Sea- 
Watcr could wet the Goods. Under 
this Awning were the Children , the 
Women, and all the Goods, and tho’ 
there were 25 Men aboard this Canoo, 
they had not the Courage to defend them- 
felvcs againft the Boats that purfued 
them. The Canoo being thus taken 
without any Oppolition, was carried a- 
board, where the Admiral Blefied God, 
for that it had plcafcd him at once to 
give him Samples of the Commodities of 
that Country, without expofing his Men 
to any danger. He therefore oidered 
fuch things to be taken, as he judg’d 
moft fightlv and valuable ^ fuch as fomc 
Quilts, and Shirts of Cotton, without 
Sleeves, curioufly wrought and dy’d of 
fcvcral Colours, and fome fmall Clouts 
to cover their Privities, of the fame 
fort*, and large Sheets in which the In- Goods 
dtan Women aboard the Canoo wrapp’d bod, 
themfelves, as the Moorilh Wontrciiia*' 

Gianada ufe to do^ and long Wooden ~ 
Swords with a Channel on each fide, 
where the edge fhould be, in which there 
were (harp edges of Flint fix’d with 
1 bread, and a bituminous fort of mat- 
'tcr, which cut naked Men, as if they 
were of Steel, and Hatchets to cut Wood 
like thofe of Stone the other Indians ufe, 
but that thefe were made of good 
per i alfo Bells of the fame Metal, Plates, 
and Crucibles to Melt the Metal. For 
their Provifion, they had fuch Rt^is and 

^^rain 
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Grain as they in HtfptmioU Eat, and a 
('nf"7nhf fort of Liquor made of like the 

Englifh Beer •, and abundance of Cacao 
Nuts, which in New Spam pafs for Mo- 
ney i which they feemed to value very 
much *, for when they were brought a- 
board among their other Goods, I ob- 
ferved that when any of thefe Nuts fell, 
they all Hoop’d to take it up, as if it 
had been a thing of great confcqucnce: 
Yet at that time they feem’d to be in a 
manner befides thcmfelves, being brought 
Prifoners out of their Canoo aboard the 
Siup, among fuch ftrangeand fierce Peo- 
ple, as we are to them *, but fo preva- 
lent is Avarice in Man, that we ought 
not to wonder, that it fhould prevail 
upoji the hidians above the apprehenfion 
or the danger they were in. 1 muft add, 
LMoJeji)'of xhat wc ought to admire their Modefty, 
tie h:if out, that in getting them 

* aboard, fome were taken by the Clouts 
they had before their Privities, they 
would immediately clap their Hands to 


cover then), and the Women would hide 
their Faces, and wrap themfcl^cs upas 
we faid the Moorifh Women /«io at Gra* 
ttada. This mov’d Aatniral to ulc 
them well, to refl ' their Cauoo, and 
give them fome Things io Exchange for 
thofe that had been taken from them. ^ 
Nor did he keep any one of them but an 
old Man, whofe Name wasC?i«/w^^, 
feemed to be the wifeft and chief of 
them, to learn fometbing of him con- 
cerning the Country, and that he might 
draw others to Converfe with the C&i- 
Itians, which he did very readily aUd 
faithfully all the while we fail’d where hii 
Language was underftood. Therefore, 
as a Reward for this his Service, when 
wc came where he was not underfto^ 
the Admiral gave him fome Things, and 
feat him home very well plcafcd, which 
was before he came to Cape Gracias a 
Dtos^ on the Coaib of Orecchia^ whereof 
mention has been made already. 


CHAP. XC 

Horv the Admird would not 90 to New Spain, but Sail to the Eajlrvard to fnd 
out the Streight in the Continent, 


N Otwithflanding the Admiral had 
heard fo much from thofe in the 
Canoo, concerning the great Wealth, 
Politenefs, and Ingenuity of the People 
Weft ward towards New Spain ; yet think- 
ing that thofe Countries lying to the Lee- 
ward, he could Sail thither when he 
thought fit from Cuba, he would not go 
that way at this time, but held on his 
Defign of difeovering the Streight in 
the Continent, to clear a way into the 
South Sea, which was what he aim’d at in 
order to come at the Countries that pro- 
duce Spice, and therefore refolv’d to fail 
EaHward towards Veragua and Nomhre 
de Dios, where he imaginM the faid 
Streight to be, as in ifled it was ^ yet 
was he deceiv’d in the matter \ for he 
conceit it to be an Jfihmus, or 
narrow neck of Land, but a fmaU Golph 
running from Sea to Sea. Which miftake 
might proceed from the likenefs of the 
Names, for when they faid the Streight 
was at tragua and Nombre de Dios, it < 
might be undciftood either of Land or 
Water •, and he took it io the moft ufual 
Sciifc, and for that he moftcarnclUy de- 
li r’d.

the Country for their Catholick Majefties^ 
above i OQ Men tan down to the fliorc, 
loaded withProvilions *, who as foon as 
the Boats came aihore came before the 
Lieutenant, and on a fudden retir’d back 
without fpcaking a word. He ordered 
they Ihould give them Horre-Bclls,Beads, 
and other Tmngs 5 and by means of tie 
aforelaid Interpreter,’ inquir’d concern- 
ing the Country, tho’ he having been 
but^a fhort time with us, did not under- 
ftand the Chriftians, by rcafon of the 
diftance of his Country from Hifpamota^ 
where fevcral Perfons aboard the Ships 
had learnt the Indian Language. Nor 
did he underftand thofc Indians \ but 
they being pleas’d with what had been 
given them, came the next day to the 
lame Place, above 200 of them loaded 
with fevcral forts of Provilions, as Hens 
of that Country, which arc better than 


ours, Gcelc, roafted Filh, red and whitfc 
Beans, Ijkc KidUey Beans , and other 
Things like thofc they have in HfpamoU. 
The (>)Untry was green and bcadtifuli 
^o’ low, producing abundance of Pines, 
Oaks, Palm-Treks of feven forts, and 
Mirobalans of thofc in HifpanioU they call 
Uobiy and almoft all forts of Provilions 
that IQand affords were here to be found. 
Abundance of Leopards, Deer, and o- 
thers, as allb all forts of Fifh there are 
in the lllands and in Spain. The People 
of thlsCountry are much like thofc of thk 
lllands, but that their Foreheads are not 
fohigh, nor do they feem to have any 
Religion. There arc fcveral Languages 
among them, and for the moft part they 
go Naked, but cover their Privities. 
Some wear Ihort Jumps down to their 
Navel without Sleeves. Their Arms 
and Bodies have Figures wrought on 
them with Fire, which make them look 
oddly; and fome have Lions, others 
Deer, and others Caftlcs with Towers, 
or other Things painted on their Bodies. 
Inftcad of Caps, the better fort of them 
wear red and white Cloths of Cotton ; 
and fome have Locks of Hair hanging 
on their Foreheads. But when they are 
to be fine againft a Feftival Day, they 
colour their Faces, fome black, and fome 
red ; others draw (breaks of fevcral Co- 
lours ; others Paint their Nofe, and o- 
thers black their Eyes ; and thus they 
adorn thcmfelves to appear beautiful, 
whereas in truth they look like Devils.

T Hc Admiral failed along the faid 
Coaft de las Orejas Eaftward to Cape 
Gracias a D/w, which was fo call’d, bc- 
caufc there being but 60 Leagues to it 
from Cape Ca/masy we laboured 70 days 
by reafon of the Currents and contrary 
Winds upon the Tack to gain it, (band- 
ing ouf to Sea, and then making the 
Ihore, fometimes gaining and fometimes 
loling ground , as the Wind was fcant 
or large when we came about. And 
had not the Coaft afforded fuch good

CHAP. XCII. 


Horv the Admiral mnt from Cariari,

U Pon Wednefday the 5th of OBober^ 
the Admiral fail’d, apd came to 
the Bay of Caravaro, w^hich is 6 Leagues 
in length, and above 3 in breadth, where 
there are many fmall Iflands and 2 or 3 
Channels to get in or out at any time. 
Within thefe Iflands the Ships fail as it 
were in Streets between Iflands, the 
Leaves of the Trees ftriking againft the 
Shrouds. As fodn as wc Anchor’d in this 
Bay, the Boats went to one of the Iflands, 
where there were 20 Canoes upon the 
shore, and the People by, as Naked as 
they were Born, and had only a Gold 
Plate about their Neck, and fome an 
Eiglc of Goltf.^ Thefe, without ftiow- 
ing any tokens of ftar, the two Indimis 


> Caravaro and Veragua, till he came 
a very fruitful Coaft, 

of Cariari interpreting, gave a tJold 
Plate for three Horfc-Bclls ^ it weigh’d 
ten Ducats, and they faid there was^reat 
plenty of that McWl up the Gontine&t 
not far from them. ' 

The next day being the 7th of OSlober^ 
the Boats went afhore upon the Conti- 
nent, where meeting ten Canoes full of 
People, and they refufing to Chaffer a- 
way their Gold Plates, two of the chief 
of them were taken, that the Admiral 
might learn fomechlng of them with the 
affSance of two Interpreters. The 
Gold Plate one of them wore weigh’d 
14 Ducats, and the others Eagle 22. 

Thefc faid, that a day or two’s Journey 
up the Country, there was abundance of 
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Gold found in fome Placet which they 
named. In the Bay a valt deal of Fiih 
was taken^ and alhore there were abun- 
dance of thofeCrearures above- mention’d 
at CdrUri •, alfo great plenty of their 
Food, fuch as Roots, Grain, and Fruit. 
The Men, who arc Painted aU over Face 
and Body of feveral Colours, as red, 
black and white, go naked, only cover- 
ing their Privities with a narrow Cotton 
Cloth. 

From this Bay of Car^tvaro^ we went 
to another clofe by it, called .^burensty 
which in fome meafure is like the 
other. 

On the 1 7th we put out to Sea to con- 
tinue our Voyage ^ and being come to 
Gna.-ia^ a River 1 2 Leagues from jibn^ 
te/u, the Admiral commanded the Boats 
to go alhore, which as they were doing, 
they faw above loo Indisns on the Strand, 
who aflanlted them furioofly, running 
up to the middle into the Water, bran- 
dilhing their Spears, blowing Horns, 
and beating a Drum in Warlike manner, 
to defend their Country, throwing the 
Salt Water towards the Cbriftians, 
chewing Herbs and fpurting it towards 
them. Our Men not Rirring endea* 
voured to appeafe them, as they did, for 
at laR they drew near to Exchange the 
Gold Plates they had about their Necks, 
fome for 2, and fome for 3 Horfe Bells, 
by which means we got Id Gold Plates, 
with 1 50 Ducats. The next day being 
Friday the 19th of OHrober^ the Boats 
went to Land again to Barter *, yet be- 
fore any Chriltian went afliore, they 
called to fome lndtans.^ who were under 
fome Bowers they had made that Night 
to* defend their Country , fearing the 
Chriflians would Land to do them fome 
wrong. Tho’ they called never fo much, 
yet none of them would come, nor would 
the ChriRians Land without knowing 
firft what mind they were in ; for, as 
afterwards appear’d they waited in order 
to fall on them as Toon as they landed. 
^Btt^ f/erceiving they came not out of the 
Boats, they blew their Horns, beat the 
Drum, and making a great noife, ran 
into the Water as they bad done the day 
before,cil] they came almoft to the Boats, 
making figns as if they would call their, 
Javelins if they did not return to the 
Ships. The Chriflians offended at this 
their proceeding, that they might not 
befo bold, and defpife them, wounded 
one with an Arrow in the Arm, a^ 
f r’d a Cannon, at which they were fo 
trighted, that all ran away to Land. 
Then four CbrilHans landed, and caUiog 


them back, they came very peaceably,] 
leaving their Arms behind ^.hem, a^j 
exchang’d three Gold Plf.tei , laying 
They bad no more,' oecaufe they came , ^ 
not provided for to Trade, but to Fight. 

All the Admiral look’d for in this i . 
journey, was to get Samples of what 
thofe Parts afforded ; and therefore w^^ 
out farther delay, he proceeded to Ckti- 
bdy and call Anchor in the Mouth of a 
great River. The People of the Coun- 
try were feen to gather, calling one ano- 
ther with Horns and Drums ; and after- 
wards lent a Canoe with two Men in it 
to the Ships, who having talk’d with 
the indUns that were taken at Caridri., 
prefently came aboard the Admiral 
without any ApprehenHoa of Fear ; and 
by the Advice of thofe Jndtdns gave the 
Admiral two Plates of Gdld they had ^ 
about their Necks, and he in return gave ' 
them fome Baubles of ours. When thefc 
were gone alhore, there came another 
Canoe with three, Men wearing Pktes 
hanging at their Necks, who did as the 
firA bad done. Amity thus fettled, our 
Men went alhore, where they found a- 
bundance of People with their King, ^ 
who differ’d in nothing from the rcR, 
bat that he was cover’d with one Leaf 
of a Tree, becaufe at that time it rain’d 
bard \ and to give his Subjeds a good 
Example, he exchang’d a Plate, and bid 
them Barter for theirs, which in aU were 
19 of pure Gold. This was the firfl 
Place in the Jrtdtes where they faw any 
fign of a Strudure, which was a great 
Nlafs of Wall, or Imagery, that to them 
leem’d to be of Lime and Stone; the 
Admiral ordered a piece of it to be 
brought away as a Memorial of that An- 
tiquity. 

He went away Eallward, and came to 
Cfbravoy the People of which Place lie 
near the Rivers of that Coafl, and be- 
canfe none came down to the Strand, 
and the Wind blew freih, he held on his 
Courfe, and went on to five Towns of 
great Trade, among which was rerd^nd, 
where the Jrtdidns faid the Gold was ga- 
thered and the Plates made.' , 

The next day he came to a Towi^ 
called Cubigd^ where the indidns of C«r/- 
dri faid, the Trading Country ended, 
which braan at Cdrdbord^ and ran as far 
as Cdbtid^oT 50 Leagues along the Coaft. 

The Admiral, without making any # 
ftay, went on till he put into Pdrro BedOf 
giving it that Name, becaufc it is large, 
beautiful, well- peopled, and encompals’d * 
by a well cu^vated CAsatry. He en- 
tred this Place on .the 2d of Ndvemhtr^ 
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pafllog between two finall lllands, within 
which the Ships may lie clofe to the 
Shore, and torn it out if they have occa- 
fion. The Country about that Harbour

CHAP. XCIV. 

How the Admird being drove by firefs of Wedther^ jiood dgdn to Wefiwdrd^ 
to get Intelligence concerning the Mines ^ And enquire concerning Veragua. 


O N Monday the 5th of December^ 
the Admiral perceiving the vio- 
lent Eafl and North- Eaft Winds did 
not ceafe, and that there was no Trade- 
ing with thofe People, he refblved to go 
back, to be fatisfied concerning what 
the Indians faid of the Mines of P^eragM^ 
nnd therefore that day he return’d to 
Porte Bello^ ten Leagues Weflward ; and 
continuing his Courfe the next day, was 
aflauited by a Weft Wind, which was 
oppofitc to his new Defign, but favou- 
rable to that he had for 3 Months paft. 
But he believing this Wind would not 
laft long, did not alter his Courfe, but 
bore up againft the Wind for fome days, 
becaufe the Weather was unfetled *, and 
when the Weather feem’d a little favou- 
rable to go to y'eraguAy another Wind 
would ftart up and drive him towards 
Porto Bello ; and when we were moft in 
hopes to get into Port, we were ^itc 
beat off again, and fomctimes with luch 
Thunder and Lightning, that the Men 
durft not open their Eyes, the Ships 
Teem’d to be juft Sinking, and the Sky 
l^ibie to come down. Sometimes the Thunder 
Tempefts fy continued, that it was concluded. 
Tome Ship fired its Cannon to defire Af- 
fiftanCc. Another time there would faU 
fbcb Storms of Rain, that it would laft 
violently for two or three days, info- 
much that it look’d like another Univer- 
fal Deluge. This oerplex’d aD the Men, 
and made them afmoft Defpair, feeing 
could not get half an hours reft, 
being continuaUy wet, turning fometimes 
one way and ibmttimes another, ftmg- 
gliog againft aD the Elements, and 
dreeing them aD ; for in fuch dreadful 
Storms, they dread the Fire in fialhes 
of Lightning, the Air for its fury, thb 
Water for the cerriblt Waves, and the 
Earth for the bidden Rocks and Sands, 
fvhich Ibmetimes a Man meets wi^ ndtr 
the Port, where he hopM for Safety, and 
ftot knowing them, choofes rather to 
contend wiUi the other Elctaeots in 
whom he has lefs (bare. 


Befidcs aU thefe Terrours, there oc- 
cur’d another no lefs dangerous and 
wonderful, which was a Spout [rifing 
from the Sea, on Tuefday the 13th of 
December, which if they had not Dif- 
foiv’d by faying the Gofpel of Sc. John, 
it had certainly funk whatfoever it fell 
upon ; for as has been faid, it draws the 
Water up to the Clouds like a Pillar, 
and thicker than a Butt, twilling it a- 
bout like a Whirlwind. That lame 
Night we loft fight of the Ship called 
Cdino, and had the good fortune to fee 
it again after three dreadful dark days, 
tho’ it had loft its Boat, and been in 
great danger, being fo near Land as to 
call Anchor, which it loft at long run, 
being forced to cut the Cable. Now it 
appeared that the Currants on that Coaft 
follow the Wind, running Weftward 
with the Eaft-Wind, and the contrary, 
the Water ftill going after the prevailing 
Wind. The Ships being now almoft 
lhattered to pieces with the Tempeft, 
and the Men quite fpent with Labour, a 
day or two’s Calm gave them fome re- 
fpite, and brought fuch multitudes of ^ 
SharJu about the Ships, that they were of$tm 
dreadful to behold, erj^cially for fuch 
as are Superftitious; becaufe, as it is 
reported. That Ravens at a great di- 
ftance fmell out Dead Bodies ; fo fome 
think thefe Sharks do, which if they lay 
hold of a Man’s Arm or Leg, cut it offi ' 
like a Razor, for they have two rows of 
Teeth in the nature of a Saw. Such a 
multitude of thefe was killed with the 
Hook and Chain, that being able to dc* 
ftroy no more, they lay Swimming upon 
the Water, and they are fo greedy, 
that they do not only Bite at Carrion, 
but may be taken with a red Rag upon 
the Hook. 1 have feen a Tortoife taken 
out of the Belly of one of thefe Sharks, 
and it afterwards liv’d aboard the Ship; 
but out of another was taken the whole

O N Monday the pth of JnnuMy^ the 
Admirals Ship, and that called Bif 
Trade mtbcaina^ went Up the River, and the Indians 
rMndians prefently to truck for fuch Things 
as they had, particularly Fifli, which at 
certain times of the year comes outof the 
Sea up thefe Rivers in fuch quantities as 
fecnis incredible to fuch as do not fee it ^ 
and they exchang’d fome little Gold for 
Pins, and thofe things they mofl valued 
they gave for Beads or Hawks-Bells. 
Next day the other two Ships came in, 
which they had not done at firlt, becaufe 
there being but little Water at the Mouth 
of the River, they were forced to ftay 
for the Flood *, tho’ there the Sea never 
rifes or falls above half a Fathom. 

rers^na bci.^g fam’d for Mines and ex- 
traordinary Wealth, the third day after 
our arrival, the Admirals Brother went 
up the River with the Boats to the Town 
of Qutbio^ fo the JnMrms Call thcir King, 
who hearing of the Lieutenants coming, 
came down the River in his Canooes to 
to meet him. They met in very friendly 
manner, giving one another interchange- 
ably fuch things as they valu’d moR, and 
having difeours’d a long time together, 
every one went away peaceably. Next 
day the Paid Quib.o came aboard to vilit 
the Admiral, and having difeour’d toge- 
ther about an Hour, the Admiral gave him 
fome things, and his Men truck’d BeUsfor 
foinc Gold, and fo he return’d without 
any Ceremony the fame way he came. 

We being thus very cafie and fecure, 
rousTtuln^^. WedneSay the 24th of January^ the 
Hood, River of Belem fuddenly fwcU’d fo high, 
that before we could provide againil it, 
or carry a Cable alhorc, the fury of the 
Watei came fo impetuoufly againil the 
Admirals Ship, that it broke one of its 
two Anchors, and drove her with fuch 
force againil the Ship Galle^a^ which lay 
a-toii of it, that it brought the ForemaR 
Board, and were both carried a- 
way foul of one another in utmoR dan- 
ger of perilhing. Some judg’d the mighty 
Rams to have been the Caufe of this 
mighty Flood, they having never ccafed 
all the Winter in that Country ; but had 
that been it,the River would have fwell’d 
by degrees, end not all on a fudden, 
which made it be believed ibme great 
Shower had fallen on the M^taini of 
whicli the Admiral called St. 
qhrjUphtij^ becaufe thehighcR of them 
wardboj^e^thc Region of the Air, where 


Meteors are bre'S^for no Clond was ever 
ieen above, but all below it. To look 
to it is like an Hermkage, and lies at 
leaR 20 Leagues up the Country, in the 
midR of woody Mountains, whencerwe 
believed that Flood came which was fo 
dangerous, that tho’ it brought Water 
enough to carry the Ships out to Sea, the 
Wind was then fo bolRcrous, that they 
muR have been (batter’d to pieces at the 
Mouth of the River, dlRant half a Mile 
from whence they broke loofc.This Tcm- 
peR laRed (b long, that we had time e- 
nough to refit and Caulk the Ships. 
The Waves broke fo furioufly upon the 
Mouth of the River, that the Boats could 
not go out to Dilcover along the CoaR, 
to learn where the Mines lay,and chc^fc 
a Place to build a Town ^ the Admiral 
having relblved to leave his Brc^her there 
with moR of the Men, that they might 
fettle and fubdue that Country, whilR 
he went to Spain to fend Supplies of Men 
and Proviltons. Upon this Profped, the 
Weather growing Calmer, on Monday 
thedthof Febrnaryy he fent bis Brother 
with 68 Men by Sea to the Mouth of 
Veragna River, a League diRant from 
Belem WeRward, and he went a League 
and half up the River, to the Caciques 
Town, where he Raid a day enquiring 
out the way to the Mines. 

On Wednefdav they traveU’d four 
Leagues and a half, and came to lie near 
a River, which they pafs’d 44 times, and 
the next day advanced a League and half 
towards the Mines, (bow’d them by Jk- 
dians (ent by Quibie to guide them. In 
two hours time after they came thither, 
every Man gather’d fome Gold about the 
Roots of the Trees, which were there 
very thick, and of a prodigious heighth. 
This Sample was much valued, be^ufe 
none of thofe that went had any Tools 
to dig, or had ever gather’d any. There- 
fore the Defign of their Journey being 
only to get Information of the Mines, 
they return'd very well pleas’d that (ame 
day to reragua^ and the next to the Ships. 
Trne it is, that, as was afterwards known, 
thefe Mines, were not thofe of 
which lav much nearer, but of f^rira,

CHAP. XCVI. 

H^w the Admirdis Brother mi$t to fee fame Towns of thdt Province ; with an 
Account of the Country, and Cufioms of thofe Peofle, 


O N Thurfday the 1 4th of febr, 1 503. 
the Admirals Brother went into 
'nod’ the Covmtry with 40 Men, a Boat fol- 
f/off. [(X'ving with 14. The next day they 
cattle to the River of VrirM, 7 Leagues 
from Belem Weftward. The Cacique came 
out a League from his Town to meet 
him, with 20 Men, and prefented him 
with fiich Things as they feed on, and 
fome Gold Plates were Exchang’d here. 
Whilft they were here, the Cacique, and 
Chief Men, never ceafed putting a dry 
Herb into their Mouths and Chewing it, 
and fometimes they took a fort of Pow- 
der they carried with that Herb, which 
looks very odd. Having refted here a 
while, the Chriftians and I»Mans went 
together to the Town, where abundance 
of People came out to them, and aflign’d 
them a great Houfe to lie in, giving 
them much to Eat. Soon after came the 
Caitoue of Duuuri, which is a Neigh- 
* bouringTown, with a great many Indi’ 

. aus, who brought fome Gold Plates to 
tt uck *, all theie InMans faid, there were 
Caciques up the Country, who had plenty 
of Gold, and abundance of Men arm’d 
like ours. Next day, the Lieutenant 
ordered the reft: of his Men to return 
by Land to the Ships, and he with 30, 
he kept with him, held on his Journey 
obraba. towards Zobraha, where the Fields for 
above 6 Leagues were all full of Matz., 
like Corn-Fields. Thence he went to 
uda. another Town *, at both Places he 

was well entertained, abundance of Pro- 
vilions given him, and fome Gold Plates 
truck’d, which, as has been faid, arc like 
the Paten of a Chalice, fome bigger and 
fome Icfs, weighing 1 2 Ducats more or 
Icfs *, they wear them about their Necks, 
hanging by a String, as we do Relicks. 
The Lieutenant being now very far from 
the Ships, without finding any Port along 
that Coaft, or any River bigger than 
that of Belem to fettle his Colony, he 
came back the fame way on the 24th of 

fehruary, bringing above Ducats 

in Gold he had Exchanged for. As foon 
as he return’d, prefcntly order was taken i 
for his ftay, and 80 Men being appoint- 
ed to remain with him, they agreed by 
ten and ten, or more or Icfs in a Gang, 
and began to build Houfes upon the Bank 
Qf aforefaid River of Belem, about 
a Cannon (hot from the Mouth of it, 
Vol \l 


within a Trench that lies on the right 
band, coming up the Rivec,at the Mouth 
of which there is a little Hill. Bcfidci 
thefe Houfes, which were all of Timber, 
and covered with Palm-Tree Leaves, 
which grew along the Shore, another 
large Boufe was built, to ferve as a Store- 
Houfe and Magazine, into which feveral 
pieces of Cannon, Powder, and Provi- 
fions were put, and other NecdTarics for 
the Support of the Planters. But for 
Wine, Bisket, Oil, Vinegar, Cheefc, 
and much Grain, which was all they had 
to Eat j thefe things were left in the fafclb 
place, aboard the Ship call’d Gallega, that 
was to be left with the Lieutenant, that 
be might make ufe of it either at Sea, or 
afhorc, h.tving all its Cordage, Nets, 

Hooks, and other FiihiDg Tackle \ for as 
we have fud, there is vaft plenty of Filh 
in that Country in every River, feveral 
forts at certain times running nlong the 
CoaR in Shoals, on which the People of 
the Country feed more than upon Flclh i 
for tho’ there be fome forts of Bcafts they 
are not enough to maintain them. The 
Cuftoms of thefe Indians arc for the molt 
part much like thofe of Hfpaniela, and 
the Neighbouring Iflands ^ but thefe Peo- 
ple of Kerala, and the Country about it, 
when they salk to one another, and Eat, 
turn their Backs, and are always Chew- 
ing an Herb, which we look upon to be 
the occafion that their Teeth are decay’d 
and rotten. Their Food is Fi(b, which Indians 
they take with Nets, and Hooks made of 
Tortoifc-fliel] , which they cut with a 
I'hread, as if they were Sawing the 
fame they afe in the lllands. They have 
another way of catching fome very finall 
Fifties, which in Hiffoniola they callTif*. 

Thefe at certain times being drove to 
the Shore by the Rains, ate fo pcrfccuted 
by the bigger Filh, that they are forced 
up CO the Surface of the VViter,'*iWicrc . 
the Indians take as many as they will of 
them in little Mats, or fmall Nets, and 
wrap them up in Leaves of Trees, as 
Apothecaries do their Diugs ^ and ha- 
ving dried them in an Oven, they keep 
a long time. They alfo catch Pilchards 
almoft in the fame manner *, for at cer- 
tain times thefe Fifties fly from the great 
ones fo violently, and in fuch tear, that 
they leap out two or three Paces upon 
the dry Land, fo that there is no more 
8 I to

rw\-o to do, but to take them as they do the 
Co,uin!w Others. Thefe Pilchards are taken after 
another manner li for in the middle of 
tl^eir Canooes, from Stem to Stern, they 
raife a partition of Palm-Tree Leaves 
two yards high, and plying about the Ri- 
ver they make a noifc,and beat the Shore 
with their Oars, and then the Pilchards, 
to fly from the other Fifh, leap into the 
Canoo, and hitting againft thofc Leaves 
fall in, by which means they take as many 
as they pleafe. Several forts of Filh pafs 
along the Coalf in Shoals, whereof won- 
derful quantities arc taken, which they 
keep roafted a long time. They have al- 
liidian fo abundance of which is a fort of 

lOnes, Grain growing in an Ear, or hard Head 
like Millet^ whereof they make white and 
red Wine, as Beer is made in England, 
and mix of their Spice with it, as pleafes 
their Pallat^ it has a pleafant taflc like a 
(harp brisk Wine : They alfo make ano- 
ther fort of Wine of certain Trees like 
Palms i and I believe they are of that 
kind, but that they arc fmooth, and have 
fuch Prickles on the Trunk as the Thorn. 
From the Pith of this Palm, which is like 


Palmkoes (feez’d, they draw a Juice, 
whereof they make Wine, Boiling with 
it Water and Spice ; and this they make 
great account of. , They make another 
Wine of the Fruk^ve faid is found in the 
Ifland CHadalnpe, which is like a great 
Pine- Apple : It is planted in great Fields, 
and the Plant is a Sprout growing out at 
the top of the Fruit it felf, like t^at 
which grows out of a Cabbage or Lattice. 
One Plant lafts 3 or 4 years^ and bears. 
They make Wine of other forts of Fruit, 
particularly of one that gtows upon very 
high Trees, and is as big as a large Li- 
mon, and every one has two, three, and 
fome nine Stones like Muts, to they are 
not round, but long, or like a Chefnut. 
The Rind of this Fruit is like a Pom- 
granate, and when firfl taken from the 
Tree it referabks it cxadly, fave only 
that it wants the prickly Circle at the 
top. The Tafte of it is like a Peach ; of 
thefe fome arc betterj fomc worfe, as is 
ufual among other Fruit. Theic arc of 
them in the lllandsi, and the mdlans call 
them Mameu 


CHAP. XCVII. 


How for the greater Security of the Chrijlim Colony, Quibio, and fever aI of 
the frinctfdl Men were made PrtfonerSy and how through the Carelejfnefs of 
his KjeferSy he made his Efcafe. 


A LI things were now fettled for the 
Chriflian Colony, and 10 or 12 
oj th Hi- Houfes Built and Thatch’d, and the Ad- 
^ercho/Cd miral ready to Sail for SpOin, when he fell 
up with into greater Danger for want of Water, 
than he had been before by the Inundati- 
6d. For the great Rains of yanuary be- 
ing over, the Mouth of the River was fo 
choakM up with Sand, that whereas 
when they came in, there was about tea 
Foot Water, which was fcant enough, 
when we would have gone out there were 
not two foot, fo that wc were Ihut up 
without any help, it being impolTible to 
g^he Ships over the Sand, and though 
%ere had been fuch an Eogme, the Sea 
was fo boifterous, that the leaft Wave 
which beats upon the Shore was enough 
to beat the Ships in pieces, efpecially 
ours, which were at this time like a 
Honey- Comb ,» being all Worm-eaten 
through and through. We had nothing 
left but to have rccourfc to God,and beg 
Rain of him, as before wc pray’d for fair 
Weather ; for the Rain wc knew would 
fwell the River, and clear the Sand from 
the Mouth of it, as is ufual in thofe 
' Kiver^ It being in the mean while 


difeovered by means of the Interpreter, 
that QmhiOy the Cauque of Feragna in- 
tended to fet Fire to the Houfes and De- 
ilroy the Chriflians, beeaufe aU the In-* 
(bans were againft their Planting upon 
that River. It was therefore thought 
fit, as a Puniflimeot to him, and a Ter- 
ror and Example to others, to make him 
aPrifoner with all his chief Men, and 
fend them into Spain, and that his Town 
fhould remain at the diipofkl of the 
Chriltians. 

To this purpofe, the Lieutenant,on the 
30tb of March, went with 75 Men to the 
Town or Village of Keragua v and be- 
caufo I call it a Town or Village, it is to 
be obferv’d that in thofc Parts their 
Houfes are not clofe together, but they 
live as in Bifcay at fome dillance from 
one another. When Quthio underltood 
that the Lieutenant was come near, he 
fcot him word not to come up to hi''> 
Houfe, which flood upon a Hill above 
the River of yeragua •, and the Lieute- 
nant, that he might not fly for fear* of 
him, refolv’d to go with only 5 Men, or- 
dering thofe be left bcluad to come after

Accordingly became and fat at 
the Door, bidding only the Lieutenant 
come near him, who did fo, ordering 
the reft to fall on, as foon as he laid hold 
of his Arm. He ask’d the Cdcique fomc 
Qpeftions concerning his Indifpolition, 
and the Afiairs of the Country by the 
i Afitfiance of an Indtan he had, whom 
we had taken not far ofT above Three 
Months fince, and he willingly went a- 
long with us. This Man was then much 
afraid, for knowing that Qmhio defign’d 
to deftroy all the Cbrifiians, and not 
knowing our Strength, he thought that 
might eafily be done by the great multi- 
tude of People there, was in that Pro- 
vince. But the Lieutenant minded not 
his fear, and pretending to look where 
Cduque was woundcd, he took him 
by the Arm, and tho’ they were both 
‘ very ftrong, yet the Lieutenant took fuch 
good hold, that he loft it not till the 
other four came up, which done, one of 
them fir’d a Mufqnet, and on a fudden 
all the Chriftians running out of their 
Ambufli, befet the Houfc, in which there 
were 30 People great and fmall, moft of 
which were taken and never a one woun- 
ded, for they feeing their King taken, 
would make no Refiftance. Among thefe 
there were fomc Wives and Children of 
Quibio , and other Men of Note, who 
^cred great Wealth, faying. There 
was a great Trealure in the adjoyning 
Wood, and they would give it all for 
their Ranfom. But the Lieutenant not 
regarding their Promifes, ordered 
bto, with his Wives and Children, and 
the principal Men, to be carried aboard, 
before the Country took the alarm, ftay- 
ing himfclf there with moft of the Men, 
to go after his Kindred and Subjefts who 
were fled. Then having confulted with 
the Captains and Chief Men, whom they 


fhould intruft to Conduft the Prifoncri 
to the Mouth of the River; he at laft 
deliv'ered them to John Sanchez, de Cadiz.^ 
a Pilot, and a Man in good keputation, 
he oficring to carry them, the Cadqne 
being bound Hands and Feet ; and thi< 

Pilot being charg’d to take fpecial Care 
that tht Cacique fhould not efcape, he an- 
fwered. He would give them leave to 
pull of his Beard if he got from him. 

So he took him Into his Cuftody, and 
went down the PJver of t^eragua. Being 
come within half a League of the Mouth 
ofit,andi^j^>iocomplaining that his handi 
were too hard bound, John Sanchez, out of 
Companion, loofed him from the Scat of 
the Boat, to which he was tied, and held 
the Rope in his Hand. A little after, 

Qutbto obferving he did not mind him, Ls 
threw himfclf into the Water ; and John 
Sanchez, not being able to hold faft the 
Rope, let go that he might not draw him 
after into the Water. Night coming on, 
and thofe in the Boat being all in a Con- 
fufion, they could not fee or hear where 
he got afhore, fo that they heard no more 
of him than if d Stone had fallen into the 
Water : That the like might not happen 
with the reft of the Prifoners, they held 
on their way to the Ships with much 
fhamfc for their Carelcfsncfs and Over- 
fight. The next day, the Lieutenant, 
perceiving the Country was very moun- 
tainous and woody, and that there were 
DO regular Towns, but one Houfc here 
and another at a great diftance, and that 
it would be very difficult to purfuc the 
Indians from place to place, he rcfolved 
to return to the Ships with his Men, not 
one of them being either killed or woun- 
ded. He prefented the Admiral with 
the Plunder of Qutbto\ Houfc, worth a- 
boot 300 Ducats, in Gold Plates, little 
E3gles,and fmall Chills which they ftring 
and wear about their Arms and Leggs, 
and in gold Twifts which they put about 
theii Head in the Nature of a Coronet. 

All which Things, deducing only the 
5th part for their Catholick Majeftics, he 
divided among thofe that went upofivibe 
Expedition : And to the Lieutenant, in 
token of Vidory, was given one of thofe 
Crowns or Coronets above-mentioned.

CHAP. C. 

Hovo the jidmiral brought off the Men he had left At Belem, And firutk ever ro^amaica. 


T He Admiral underftandiogthcRout, 
the Confufion, and Defpair thole a- 
Ihorc were in, he rcfolv’d to ftay and 
bi ing them off, tho’ not without great 
danger, becaufe his Ships lay in an open 
Road, out of all lheltcr,and without hopes 
of cfcaping had the Weather grown more 
boifterous. But it pleafed God in 8 days 
he continued there, the Weather mended 
fo much,that thofe afbore with theirBoat, 
and large Canooes faft bound together, 
that they might not over-fet, began to 
gather their Goods, and every one ftri- 
jle Ai'w laft,they uled fuch 

( oirniy ^ diligence, that in two days nothing was 
eb tnJond. left afliorc but the Hulk of the Ship, 
wfiich by reafon of the Worms was unfit 
for Service. Thus rcjoycing we were 
all together again,we failed up thatCoaft 
£aft ward ; for tho’ all the Pilots were of 
Opinion that we might return to St. X)#- 
tnwgo ftanding away to the North, yet 
only the Admiral and his Brother, knew 
it was^cquifite to run a confidcrtble way 
up that Coaft, before they ftruck acroft 
tbatGulph that is between the Condnent 
and Ht/h And oLtyVf hich onr Men were much 
difpleafed at, tbiokiog the Admiral de- 
fign’d dircdly for Spmn^ whereas be oef- 
ther had Provifiont. nor were his Sbipw 
fit for that Voyage. But be knowing beft 
what was fit to be done, we held on our 
Courfe till wc came to Pwrte BelU^ where 
wc were forced to leave the Ship BifcAins 
it was lb Leaky, being aH Worm-eaten 
through and through. And bolding along 
up the we pals’d by the Port we 


call’d Retretc^ and a Country near which 
there were abundance of fmall Iflands, 
which the Admiral called Barbas^ but 
the indiAns and Pilots, call that the Ter- 
ritory of the Cacique Pecorofa : Hence we 
held on i o Leagues to the laft Land we 
law of the Continent,called MArmorA^^iXid 
on Monday the firft of Maj 1 503. we 
ftood to the Northward, the Wind and 
Corrents Eaft, which made us lie as near 
the Wind as we could. And tho’ all the 
Pilots faid, we ftiould be Eaft of the Co- 
ribbee Iflands *, yet the Admiral fear’d he 
fliould not make Ht/pamoU^ which prov’d 
fo V for upon Wcdnclday the loth of the 
fame Month of MAy^ we were in light of 
two very fmall and low Iflands, full of 
Tortoifes, as was all the Sea about ^ info^ 
much that they look’d dike little Rocks, 
for which reafon thofe Iflands were call’d 
TertMgAS^ or, Tortoifes, Sailing on North- 
wards, on Friday following about Even- ^ 
ing, 30 Leagues from thofe Iflands, we 
came to thole called jArdin de U RemA^or 
the Q^en^t Gnrdtn,^ which is a great 
number of Iflands on the Soutblide otCnhA, 

Being here at an Anchor, lol^gues 
from Ca^^with Men and T rouble enough, 
becanfe they had nothing to Eat but Bis- 
ket, with fomc little Oil and Vinegar, la- 
bouring day and night at the Pump, be- 
caofe the Ships were fo Worm-eaten they 
were ready to fink, a great Storm arofc 
in the night, and the Ship BermndA not 
being able to ride it out, ran foul of us, 
and broke our Stem, and its own Scern, ' 
and tho’ witfarmueb diffihrlty, becaufe of 
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n theroogbacfi of the Sea and high Wind, 
>!...>///> it pleas’d God they got loofe trom one 
anothcp,and tho’ we caft all onr Anchors 
none would hold, buj; the Sheet* Anchor, 
whofe Cable when day appeared, wc 
found held but by a Thread, which if the 
night had laftedan hour longer,mun: have 
given way,and all that place being full of 
Rocks, we could uot mifs fplitting upon 
foTne of thole that a-ftern us. But it 
pleas’d God to deliver us here, as he had 
done from many other Dangers. And fo 
Sailing hence with much Toil, we came 
to an Indian Town on the CoalT of Cnlfa^ 
called 4/4, where having got Tome Re- 
frelhment, we fail’d for Jamaica^ for the 
Eaft Winds and great Currents fetting 
Weftward, would not permit us to ftand 
for HtfpanioU^ cfpccially the Ships being 
lb Worm-eaten, that, as has been raid,we 
never ceas'd day and night working at 3 
Pumps in each of them, and if any one 
broke, whilft it was mended, we were 
forced to fupply tlic want of it with Ket- 
tles. For all this, the Night before Mid- 


/iiwwrr-EvCjthe Water was fo high in our 
Ship, that there was no draining of it,for 
it came almoR up to the Deck *, and with 
much Labour wc held out in that manner 
till day appearing we put into a Harbour 
\n Jamaica CdWtd. Puertd Btteno^ or. Good 
Harbour'^ which tho* good to take iheltcf 
againft a Storm, had no frelh Water, not 
any Town near it. Having made the bell 
fhift we could, on the day after the Fcall: 

fet out for another Harbour 
Eaft ward, called SanraOloria^or FJolyCloyy^ 
which is enclos’d with Rocks. Being got 
in and no longer able to keep the Ships a- 
bove Watcr,we run thtm alhore as far in ful turn 
as wccould,ftranding themclofe tOL’cthcr ships 
board and board, and Ihoai ing them np oa 
both fidcs, fixt them fo that the^ could 
not budge, and in this polttire the Water 
camenpalmofi: to the Deck, upon which, 
and the Poop and forccaftle, were Slicds 
made for the Men to lie in, to feciire our 
fdves, that the might not hurt us, 

beennfe the Jfland was not then inhabited 
or Subdued hyClmfiiam.

B Eing thus fortified incur Ships about 
a Bow* (hot from Land, the Indiam^ 
who were a peaceable good natur’d Peo- 
ple, came in their Canoo’s to ScD Provifi- 
ons, and fuch things as they had, for our 
Commodities. Thereforc,that there might 
not be fomc difordcr committed among 
th^ChrtftianSy and that they might not 
take more in Exchange than was fitting, 
and the others might have their Due,the 
Admiral appointed two Ferfons to over- 
fee the Buying of fuch Things as they 
brought, and to divide daily among the 
Mcq what was Exchanged, becaufc there 
was nothing left aboard to fublift on, as 
well becaufc moft of the Provifions were 
Blent, as for that the reft was fpoil’d and 
lome loft when the Men came away from 
Belcm^whert the Hafteand Confufioahtn-* 
dfed things being brought off as they 
fhonldv That we might tefupplied with 
Softenance, it pleafed God to dtred us to 
that lllaud, which abounds in Provifions, 
aud is luhabited by Indians who are will- 
ing enough to Trade, and therefore they 
reforted from all Parts to Barter fuch 
Commodities as they had. For this reafoo, 
and that the Chnftians might not difperfe 
about the IQand, the Admiral chofe to 
fortifto himfelf upon the Sea, and not fet- 
tle a dwelling ’‘afthore, becaufc we being 


naturally Difobedient, no Command or 
Punilbment would have kept the Men 
from running about the Country and into 
the Hoiifcs of the Indians^ to take from 
them what they found, and thus they 
would have anger’d their Wives and 
Childrcn,which would have caus’d Quar- 
rels and made them our Enemies, and the 
taking their Provifions by force, onld 
have reduc’d us to great want and diftrefs 
I'his could not happen now, bccaufe the 
Men wcreaboaid, and thcie was no go- 
ing alhore without leave, which pleas’d 
the Indians^ who fold 2 liuties^ which arc 
little Creatures like Rabbets, for a Bit of 
Tin, and Cakes of Bread, they call 
for 2 or 3 red or yellow GlaE- Beads, and 
when they brought a quantity »f^ny 
thing, they bad a Hawks- Bell, andfoiUc- 
times wc gave a Cacique^ or Great Man, a 
little Looking-glafs,or red Cap,or a pair 
of Sizxcrs to i^eafc them. This good 
Order kept the Men plentifully fupplicd 
Svith Provifions,and the Indians were well 
pleafed with our Company. But it being 
requilite to find fomc means to return to 
Spain^ the Admiral fometimes confultcd 
with the Captains and principal Men a- 
boi^tthe means of getting out of that 
Confinement, and at Icaft ccturning to 
Hifpamcta', for to ftay there 'm hopes 
^ fomc 
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fome Ship might arrive wasa merefoUy, 
•aocl CO think to build a Vellel was impof- 
fible,having neither Tools nor Workmen 
fit to do any thing to the purpofe, but 
what would take up a long time, and not 
produte fuch a Veflel as was fit to (ail a- 
gainft the Winds and Currents that pre- 
vail among thofe lflands,and therefore it 
had been only time lofl^aod would rather 
have prov’d our Ruin than Relief. 
Therefore after many Con ful tat ions, the 
Admiral refolv’d to fend to Htfpamola to 
give an Account that he was caft aihore 
on that Illand, and dcfired a Ship might 
be fciit him with Provilions and Ammu- 
nition. To this purpofc he made choice 
of two Perfons chat might perform it 
fditlihilly and couragioufly : I fay conra- 
gioull), bccaufe it Teem'd impofilble to 
go over fiom one Ifiand to the other in 
Canoocs, and there was no other way for 
it. Thcfc being Boats, as has been faid 
above, made of one lingle Tree hollow’d^ 
and To contrivd that when they arc load- 
ed, they are not a Span above Water. 
Bciides they muft be indifferent large for 
thatpafiage, becaufc little ones would be 
more dangerous, and the biggeft by rea- 
fon of their own weight were not fit for 
a long Voyage, or to perform what was 
deligtfd. I’wo Canoo's fit for the pur- 
pofe being chofejthcAdmiral 503. 

order’d James Mendtj. de Segnra^ his chief 
Secretary to go in one of them with fix 
Chufi i an s ;ind 10 Indians to row, and in 
the other he Tent Bartholomew Fiefco, a Cr- 
noefe Gentleman, with the like number 
of Men chat as foon as James Alendez. 
got over to HJ'oamola^ he might continue 
his Journey to St. Do>ningo^ which was 
250 Leagues from the Place where wc 


were, and Fiefto might return to bring 
the News that the other was fafe arriv’d, 
and we might not be left in fear leaft 
ibme Difaflcr had^ befallen him, which 
there was much caufc to fear ; confider- 
ing, as has been (aid, how unfit a Canoo 
is to live upon a rough Sea, cfpecially 
when there were Chrtftians in it j for if 
there were none but Indians the danger 
had not been (b great, becaufc they ftc 
fo dextrous, that tho’ a Canoo overfets 
when they arc half way over, they turn 
it up again, Swimming and get into it. 
But Honour and Necefllty putting Men 
upon bolder Attempts than this, thePer- 
fons above-mentioned took their way a- 
long the Coafi: of Jamaica to the Eaftcr- 
moft Point of it, which the Indians call 
jioamacfHiciue from a Cacique of that Pro- 
vince fo called, 33 Leagues from Matma^ 
where wc were. 1 here being 30 Leagues 
dillance between the two Klands, and no- 
thing in the way but one little Ifland or 
Rock 8 Leagues from* Il/pamoU^ it was 
rcquifite to exped a Calm in order to 
crofs over lb great a Sea in fuch poor 
Vefiels, which it pleas'dGod theyfoon had. 
Every Indian having put aboard his Cala- 
balh of Water and Carrabi^ov fuch Provi- 
Cons as they ufe, and the Chriftians with 
Swords and Targets, and the nccelTary 
Suftenance, they put out to Sea *, and tbe 
Admirals Brother, who went to that 
Point of Jamaica to fee that the Indians 
of the liland ihonld no way hinder them, 
(laid there till night coming on, he 
loll fight of them, and then return’d 
eafily towards the Ships, in his way per- 
ceiving the People of tbe Country. to 
Converfe and be Friendly with us. 


CHAP. CII. 

I low the Bi others^ f Porras, with many of the Men^ Mutinied againft the Admiral^ 
Jayingj They would go to Spain. 


W Hen the Canoo’s were gone for 
Ihjpamola^ the Men left aboard 
thc^h*ips began to fall lick, as well by 
reafon of the Hardfhips endur’d during 
the Voyage, as the change of Diet ; for 
at prefent they had noSpanilhProvifions, 
nor Wine, nor Flefh, except fome of 
thok Unties wc have fpoke of, they hap-* 
ucd to get in Exchange. So that thofe 
who were Sound, thinking it very bard 
to be fo long confin’d, did not forbear 
to Mutter among ihemfclves in private j 
faying, the Admiral would return into 
Spain no more, becaufc their CathoUck 
M.ijeilics^iad turn’d him off^ nor much 


lefs to Hifpaniola^ where he had been re- 
fus'd admittance at his coming UomSpain^ 
and that he had fent thofe in tbe Canoo’s 
into Spain to follicite his own A&irs, and 
not to bring Ships or other Succoyrs,iDd 
that he dclign’d, whilll they were folli- 
citing their Catbolick Majeflies to (lay 
there to fulfill his Baniftiment, for other- 
wife Bartholomew Fiejeo had been come 
back by this time, as was given out he 
was to do. Befides, they knew not, whe- 
ther be and James Mendez, were drown’d 
by the way \ which, if it had hapned, 
they ihould never be reliev’d, if they did 
not take carc^or it theoAllves, fince the 

Admiral 
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^ Admiral did not fecm to look to it for 
hmd'us the Rcafons aforefiid, and becaufc of the 
Gout, which had fo feiz’d all his Limbs, 
that he could fcarce ftir in his Bed, much 
lefs undergo the Fatigue and Dinger of 
going over to Hifpm/tolam Canoo's. For 
which Reafons, they ought with a good 
Heart to fix their Refolution, lluce they 
v^rc well, before they tell fick, with the 
reft,that it would not be in the Admirals 
Power to hinder them and being once 
in Hifpamola^ they would be fo much the 
better receiv’d, by how much the danger 
they left him in was gi eater, becaufc of 
the Hatred and Enmity born him by the 
Commendary Lares^ then Governor of 
that Ifland ^ and that when they went in- 
to Spa.rj they might go to the Bifliop 1 >. 
John de terifecM^ who would favour them, 
as would the Treafurer Afor<i/r/,whokcpt 
for hisMiltrcfs the Sifter of t\iokPorraj\ 
the Ringleaders of the Mutineers, and 
chief Fomenters (If the Sedition, who did 
not doubt but they fl^ould be well receiv’d 
by their Catholick Majefties,beforc whom 
all the Fault would be laid upon the Ad- 
miral, as had been in the Afiairs of ////• 
pamoU with RoleUn \ and tlieir Majeftics 
• would the rather Seize him and take all 
he had, than be oblig’d to perform all 
that was agreed upon between them and 
him. Thcie and the like Arguments they 
us’d among themfclvcs, and the Perfuali- 
ons and Suggeflions of the aforcfiid Rro- 
theis, one of whom was Captain of the 
Ship and the other Controller 
to the Squadron, prevailed with Men 
to join in this Confpiracy, taking Porra^ 
for their Captain *, and every one provi- 
ded what he could againfl the day and 
hour appointed *,and being all ready with 
their Arms, on the id of 'Jamtary in the 
morning, the afoicfaid Captain t'lamude 
came upon the Qjiarter-Deck of 
the Admirals Ship, and faid to him, My 
Lord, What is the meaning that you will 
not go into Spmn^and will keep us all here 
perifhing ? The Admiral hearing thefc 
unufual infolent Words, and fufpcaing 
whas the matter might be, very calmly 
anfwer’d, He did not fee which way they 
could^ go, till thofe that were gone in the 
Canoo’s fent a Ship. That no Man was 
more defirous to be gone than he, as well , 
for his own private Intcrelft, as for the 
good of them all, for whom he was ac- 
countable; but that if lie had any thing 
delfc to propofe, he would again call to- 
gether the Captains and princijMl Men to 
Confult, as had been done feveral times 
before. Portup replied. It was no time to 
ta*k, biif that he Ihould Emluik quickly, 
01 ftay there by hinTfelf, and fa turning 


his Back, added in a loud Voice, I am go- 
ing to Spain with thofe that will follow 
me, at which time all his Followers, who 
were prefent, began to cry out, We will 
go with you, Wc will go with you, and 
running about, pofTcfl themfclvcs of chi 
Forecaflle, Poop, and Round Tops, all 
in Confufion ; and Crying, Let them Die; 
others, ForSpain^ forSpa/n-^ and others, 

What fhall we do Captain ? Though the 
Admiral was then in Bed fo Lame of the 
Gout that he could not Hand ; yet he 
could not forbear riling and Humbling 
out at this Noife. But 2 or 3 worthy 
Perfons, his Servants, laid hold of, and 
with labour laid him in his Bed, that the 
Mutineers might not Murder him. Then 
they ran to his Brother, who was coura- 
gioufly come out with a Half- Pike in his 
Hand ; and wrefling it out of his Hands, 
put him in to his Brother, deliring Cap- 
tain Porrai to go about his Bufincfs and 
not do fomc Mikhiet they might all fuf- 
fer for,tbat he might be fai lified they did 
n'-.t oppofe his going ; but it he lliould 
kill the Admiral,he could not exped but 
to be feverely punilb’d, without hopes of 
any Benefit. The Tumult being fome- 
what appeas’d, the Confpirntors took ten 
Canoo’s, that were by the Ships fide, and 
which the Admiral had bought all about 
the IQand, and went aboard them as joy- 
fully as if they had been in fome Port of 
Spa/n. Upon this, many moie, who hnd 
no hand in the Plot, in Defpair to fee 
thcmlelvcs as they thought forfikcn, ta- 
king wl'.ut they CO. lid along with them^ 
went aboard the Ginao\ with them, to 
the great Sorrow and Afllidion of thofe 
few faithful Servants, who lemain’d with 
the Admiral, and of all the Sick, who 
thougt themfclves lok forei^cr,and with- 
out hopes of ever getting oft'. And ic is 
certain, that had the People been well, 
not 20 Meu had remain’d with the Ad- 
nnral, who went out to Comfort his Men 
with the bell Words the pollurc of his 
Affairs would fuggefl ; and the Muti- 
neers, with their Captain, Franck da Por- 
ras^ in their Canoo’s, went away for the hUilnc 
Eaft-point of the Ifland, whence James 
Mendez, and Ftefco went over for Hifpam- 
oU ; and wherefoever they came, they 
infultcd the Indians^ taking away their 
Provifions, and what elfc they pleas’d by 
force; and telling them, they might go 
to the Admiral and he would Pay them, 
but in cafe he did not, they might kill him, 
which was the belt thing they could do ; 
bccdufe he was not only Hated by the 
ebrifiiansy but had been thaw^aufe of all 
the Mifchief had befallen foa Indians of 
the other Ifland, and ^^mc 
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by them, if they did not prevent it by his 
Death, for that was his Defign in flaying 
there.Thus travelling to the Eaflcrnmoft 
Point famatra^ the firfl Calm they fet 
out for HiTpanioU, carrying fomc Indians 
in every Canoo to row. But the Weather 
not being well fctled, and their Canoo's 
over loaded, they rcfolv’d to retam to 
biioTt they were 4 Leagues at 
Sea, the Wind turning againfl them, and 
they bcint! u]}Ie ro make but little way. 
Befides, they not being skillful at manag- 
ing the C^aiioo’s, it hapned a little Water 
fl jfh’d in over the tides- to remedy which, 
they lightlied, throwing all they carried 
over- boa; d ^ lb that nothing remain’d 
but their Ai ms, and as much Proviiion 
3S v*. onld ferve them back. The Wind 
tlill fl cniing,3nd they thinkingthcmfelves 
III fomc danger, iewas refolv’d toMurder 
the fuhaK^^iind throw them into the Sea; 
this they accordingly executed upon fome 
of them ; and others, who for tear of 
Death, ti nfling in their skill in Swiming, 
Jeaj)M over into the Watcr,and being ve- 
ry weary would hang by the Canoo’s to 
Breath a little, had their Hands cut 
and were wounded in othet Parts; fb that 
they Butcher’d 18, leaving only a fewa- 
live to Steer the Canoo’s, becaufe they 
knew not how to do it. And had not the 
need they had of them prevented it, they 
had compleated the grcatell Ad of Cru- 


elty imaginable, leaving not one of them 
alive, after they had by Intreatics, and 
Deceitfully drawn them to their afDftancc 
in that dangerous..Voyage. Being come 
to Shore, they differ’d in Opinions ; for 
fome Paid it was better to go to C«f»4,and 
that from that Place where they were, 
they might take the Eafl-Winds and Cur- 
rents upon their Q]iarter,and fo run o\^r 
without any trouble in a fliort time, and 
fo crofs over from thence to Hijpaniola^ 
not knowing they were 17 Leagues afun- 
der : Others Paid it was better to return 
to the Ships, and make their Peace with 
the Admiral, or take from him by force 
what Commodities and Arms he had left ; 
others were for flaying till anotherCalm, 
to attempt the fame Pallagc again. This 
being thought the bell Advice, they flaid 
in that T own of Aoamaqitiqnc above a 
Month, waiting for fair Weather, and dc- 
flroving the Country. When the fair 
Wcathci came,thcv imbark’d again twice, 
bur made nothing of.it the Wind being 
contrary. Being thus difappointed of that 
Paflagc, they let out towards the Weft 
from one Town to another, with an Ill- 
Will, without Canoo’s or any Comfort, 
fometimes Eating what they found, and 
taking it where they could by force, ac- 
cording to their Strength, and that of 
the Caciques^ through whofe Territories 
they pafs’d. 


CHAP. CIII. 

tVhat the AJ/niral dld^ ajrrr the Afutittcers were gone from him^ and the Advantage he 

made of an Eclipfe. 


T O return to what the Admiral did, 
after the Rebels were gone, he took 
ereat Cjie that the Sick fhould be fnrni- 
Ihcd wdth fuch things as were proper for 
their Recovcry,and that the fhould 
he fo civilly treated that they might not 
forbear bringing Provilions to Exchange 
for onr Commodities ; which things were 
fo well manag’d, and with fuch Applica- 
tion iTy ^im, that the Chriftians foon reco- 
ver’d, and the Indians continued fomc days 
providing all things plentifully. But they 
being a People that take little Pains in 
Sowing • and we Eating more in one day 
than they did in 20 ; befides having no 
longer any Inclination to our Commodi- 
ties, and making little account of them, 
they began in fome meafure to take the 
Advice of the Mutineers, fince they faw 
fo great a part of our Men againfl us,and 
ibfrcfore brought not fuch Plenty of Pro- 
,¥i&ons as •v/c flood in need of. This 
tr^ught ujLfip great Diflrcfs ; for if wc 
,^uld hav^dken it by force, the greateft 


part of us mufl have gone afhore in war- 
like manner, and have left the Admiral 
aboard in great danger, he being very ill 
of the Gout ; and if wc expeded they 
fhould bring it of their own accord, we 
mufl live in Mirery,and give ten times as 
much for it as we did at firfl, they know- 
ing how to make their Bargains, as being 
fenfible of the Advantage they had over 
us. But God, who never forfakes thofc 
that have recourfe to him, as the Admiral 
had, pot him in the way how he (Jiould 
be furniih’d with all he wanted, which 
was thus. He bethought himfelf, that 
t within 3 days there would be an Eclipfe 
of the Moon in the firfl part of the 
night ; and then fends an Indian of Hifpa- 
mola^ who was with us, to call the prin- 
cipal Indians of that Province, faying,* 
He would talk with them about a matter 
of Concern. Being come that day before 
the Eclipfe was, he ordelftl the Inter- 
preter to tell them, .I'hat we were ChK^ 
and Believ’d Zn God, who dwelt 




^ in Heaven, and took Care of the Good, 
'innl'm. and Punilh’d the Wicked : That he fee* 
ing the Rebellion qf the Spaniards had 
not permitted them t# go over to HtCpa^ 
niola^ as James Mendez, and Ftefco had 
done, but had made them run through all 
thofe Sufferings and Dangers all the llland 
bad heard of : That as for the Indians^ 
l^ing how negligent they were in bring- 
ing Provilions for our C.ommoditics, he 
was angry with them, and had Decreed 
to punifh them with Plague and Famine; 
which bccaiife peihaps they would not 
believe ; God had appointed to give them 
a manifeft token of it in the Heaven that 
they might plainly know the Punifhment 
was to come from Iiini. The!efoie,he bid 
them th i: 1112 lit, obft^rve when the Moon 
appeal’d, and they ihould fee her Rife 
Angry and of a bloody Hnc,to denote the 
mifchiefGod intended (hould tall on them. 
Having faid this to chciii,the Indians went 
away, fome afraid, and others looking 
upon it as an idle Story : But the Eclipfc 
beginning as the Moon was Rifing, and 
increafing, the higher (he was, the Indians 
took notice of it, and were fo flighted, 
that they came lunning from all Parts 
loaded with Provifions, crying and la- 
menting, and pray’d the Admiral by all 
means to intercede with God for them, 
that lie might not make them feel the Ef- 


feds of his Wrath, and promifing for the 
futnrccarcfullyto bring him all he wanted. 
The Admiral faid he would fpeak with 
God, and (hut himfelfup whiill theEclipfe 
lafted, they Rill crying out to him toafliH 
them ; and when the Admiral faw, the 
Eclipfe began to go off, and the Moon 
would foonfhine, he came out of his Ca- 
bin, faying. He had prayM to his God 
for them, and promis’d him in their names 
they would be good for the future, and 
ule the Cbriftians wcll,bringing them Pro- 
vifions and other Necellaries ; and that 
therefore God forgave them, and as a 
token of it they (hould fee the Angrynefs 
and Bloody colour of the Moon would go 
ofi^ This proving fo, jiiflias he fpakc it, 
they gave the Admiral many thanks, and 
prais’d his God, continuing fo till thcE- 
clipfe was quite pafs’d. From that time 
forwards they always took Care to pro- 
vide all that was nccelTdry, ever praifing 
the God of ihcChrifiians^^QV they believ’d 
the Eclipfes they had fecn at other times, 
had denoted Mifchiefs to befal them ; 
and being ignorant of thecanfc of them, 
and that they hapned at certain times, not 
believing it poflible to know on Earth, 
what was to happen in the Heavens, they 
certainly concluded the God of the Chit- 
fttans had reveal’d it to the Admiral. 


CHAP. CIV. 

Of another Mitiny amonj thofc that tcmarnd with the Admiraf rrhnh was r^t.clCdby the 
iornitw of a f'ejfl jf'tirn Hlfpaniola. 


E ight Months being pafs’d nftcr James 
AIcndez and Bartholomew Ftc ft o went 
away, and there being no News of them, 
the Admirals Men were very much cail 
down, fufpefting the word ; foiiic fay- 
ing they were loft at Sea ; otiiers, that 
they vveic kill’d by the Jndiant'm H.fpa- 
tno/a\ and others, that they had Died 
with Sickuefs and Hardfhips; for from 
the Point of that Bland, which lay next 
Jamaica^ there was above 100 Leagues to 
Domingo^ whither they were to go for 
Relicf,^ the way by Land being over un- 
couth Mountains, and by Sea againft the 
prevailing Winds and Currents. To con- 
Erm their Sufpicion, fome Indians 
them they had feen a Canoo over-fet and 
carried on the C>oall of Jamaica by the 
Currcnt,which its likely had been fpread 
abroad by the Mutineers to make thofe 
tliat were with the Admiral Dcfpair of 
getting off therefore concluding 

lor certain thatJio Relief would come to 
rh^ ; one Bernard^ an Apothecary of 
Falcncta. with two Com nan ions, whofe 


Names were Zamoia and f''ilLirorn.^ and 
mod of thofe that had remaiird fick, fe- 
cretly confpir’d together to do the fame 
the others had done before. But Al- 
mighty God, who knew how dangerous 
this fecond Sedition mud be to the Ad- 
miral, was pleas’d to put a dop to it by 
the coming of a VelTel lent by the Gover- 
nor of IhlpanioU. It came to an Anchor 
one Evening near the Ships that Wese a- 
ground ; and the Captain of it, whofe 
Name was James de Efcobar^ came in his 
Boat to vifit the Admiral, faying, The 
Coniraendary and Governor of Hifpaniold 
fent him his Commendations ; and not 
’'being able fo foon to fend a Ship fit to 
carry off all thofe Men, had fent him in 
his Name to Vifit him, and prefentiug him 
a Cask of Wine and two Flitches of Ba- 
con, retarn’d to his Caraval, and with- 
out taking any Letter, fail’d away chat 
very Evening. The Men, fomejviiat com- 
forted with his coming, took no notice of 
what they had confpir’d to clio’ at 
the fame tiffle they much woTH^cd that 
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the Caraval had ftole away fo privately, 
and in fneh hade *, and they fufpeded, 
that perhaps the Governor of HtfidnioU 
, would not have the Admiral go thither. 
He being aware of it, told them he had 
fo ordered it, becaufc he would not go 
away without carrying them all off^which 
that Caraval was not big enough to per- 
form \ he being willing to prevent any 
Diforders his day might occafion, from 
the Mutineers. But the Governor of 
Hiffaniola was afraid that if the Admiral 
1 cturn’d to Sfain^ their Catholick Maje- 


dies would redore him to his Govern- 
ment, and fo he (hould be forced to quit 
it ^ for which reafon be would not pro- 
vide as he might kave done for the Ad- 
miral’s Voyage to Htfpaniold *, and there- 
fore had Tent that little Caraval to fpy 
and obferve the Condition the Admiral 
was in ^ and to know whether he could 
contrive with fafety to have him dedro?- 
ed, which he knew, by what had hapned 
to James Mendez^ who fent an Account 
of his Voyage in Writing, by the Cara- 
val, which was as follows. 


CHAP. CV. 

An Account §f what hapned to James Mendez, and Fiefco in their Foyage, 


J Ames Afendez,^ and Fufeoy fetting out 
from Jat^aitay that day they found 
the Weather fctled Calm, and fo held on 
till night,encouragiiig and perfuading the 
Indians to row with thofe Paddles they 
ufe indead of Oars; and the Weather 
being violently hot, they would fome- 
times leap into the Water and Swim,and 
then come frefh again to Row. Thus 
holding on their way, at Sun-fet they lod 
fight of Land, and half the Chnfttans and 
Indians taking their Watch together at 
night to Row, and take care the Indians 
fiiould not prove treacherous, they ad- 
vanced all that night without daying, fo 
that when day appear’d they were all 
weary enough. But the Commanders 
encouraging their Men, and fometimes 
Rowing to give a good Example ; after 
Eating to recover their Strength, and the 
Fatigue of the Night, they foil to their 
Labqur again, feeing nothing but Sky and 
Water. And tliu’ this was enough to 
aftliA them fufficiently, yet we may fay of 
c.rcdt Vi- Tantalus his Con- 

/or dition ; who having the Water within a 
ihrjl. Span ot his Mouth, could not quench his 
Third ; fo they were in Didrefs ; for 
through the I II- Management of the IndU 
miSy ^nd the great Heat of the foregoing 
day* and night, all the Water was drank 
uj), without any regard to the future: 
And all Heat and Labour being intolera- 
ble without Drink, the higher the Sun 
afeended the fecond day after they fetout, 
the more the Heat and Third iocreas’di 
fo that by noon they had no Strength left. 
, 4 iid as upon fuch qccafions, the Head is 
bopiid to fuprfy thi Defcd of the Hands 
aim fqet ; giifod fortune, the Cap- 
lari);^ of Water, where-

called Nabaz^z^Uy which lay in their way 8 
Leagues didant from Htfpamola. This 
with their extraordinary Third, and the 
Labour of Rowing two days and a night, 
quite cad them down, believing they had 
lod their way ; for according to their 
reckoning they had run 20 Leagues, and 
ought now to be in light of the Ifland. 

But it waswearinefs that deceiv’d them, 
as well becaufe a Canoo chat Rows well 
cannot in a day and night Row above 10 
Leagues, as by reafon the Currents are 
againd them that go from Jamaica to 
HtfptmioUy which they always judge to be 
more that fuffer mod by it. Night being 
come, having thrown one into the Sea 
who died with Third, and others lying 
ftretch’d out on the bottom of theCanoo, 
they were fo afflided in Mind, and fo weak 
and fpent that they hardly made any way. 

Yet, taking fometimes Sea Water to rc- 
frelh their Mouths, which wc may fay 
was the Comfort given our Saviour, when 
he faidyJthirfi ; they gently held on their 
way till the fecond night came on with- 
out light of Land : But they being of 
thofe God intended to fave, it pleafed 
him, that in that time of need, when 
the Moon began to rife, James Mendez. 
perceiv’d Ibe got up over- Land, for a lit- 
tle liland cover’d her in the Nature of an 
Eclipfe. Nor could they have feen it o- 
cberwife, becaufe it was ihiall,an 4 at that 
time of night. Comforting them cbear- 
fully, and Ihowing them the Land, he fo 
encouraged them lupplying them in their 
great Third with a little Water out of 
the Barrels, that the next morning they 
found themfelves near the fmall lllaniU 
we faid was 8 Leagues from Hifpaniohay 
and called Nabax^ui, They found it to Naba 
be all round a hard Rock, and about half 
a League in circumferenff. Landing there 
the bed they could, they all gave^od 
Thanks for that Mercy ; and there being ^

T He Mutineers continning obftinate

ramids, nor Labynnib, nor Temples , nor

Narration of the /everal rc/petiioe Di- 
menfions and Proportions 0/ ihefe Py- 
ramids : In which / Jhall tread in oi 
even a Path as lean, between Truth 
and the Traditions of fuch of the An- 
cients as are fill extant : Firf, put- 
ting down thofe Pelattons which by them 
have been tranfmitted to us ^ and next., 
fhewing in what manner , upon Exa- 
mination, I found the Pyramids in the 
Pears One thou/and fix hundred thirty 
eight, and One thoufand fix hundred 
thirty nine, or in the Thoufand forty 
and eighth Tear of the Hegira.

purpofe, ( a Pyramid being the leaft 
capacious of any regular Mathematical 
Body) the ftraightnefs and fewnefs of 
the Rooms within , ( the reft of^the 
Building being one folid and intire Fa- 
brick ot Stone ) do utterly overthrow 
this conjefture. Wherefore the Rela- 
tions ot Herodotus, Diodorus Siculus, 
and of fome others, but efpecially of thefe 
two, both of them having travellol in- 
to J^gypt, and converled with the 
Prielfs, ( befides that , the latter made 
ule of their Commentaries,) will give 
us the beft and clearelt Light in Mat- 
ters of fo great Antiquity. 

For Herodotus writes thus concern- 
ing the firft of Bhefe Py- 
ramids , that until Herod. lib. 2. Miye 
King Rhampfinitus j 
tme the ^gyptians r<r- 
port the Laws to have 
flourtfhed in .ftlgypt .* After whom, 
Cheops Jucceeding in the Kingdom, fell 
into all manner of Vice^ for. Shutting up 
the Temples, he forbad the iEgyptians 
to facnjice 5 bejides, be commanded that 
they Should be imployed in his Works, 

( he means this Pyramid of which he 
difcourfeth,) that feme of them Jhould 
receive the Stones dug out cf the par- 
ries of the Arabian Mountain, and that 
from thence they fhould carry them to 
the Nilus ^ thefe being wafted over the 
River, others were to receive them, and 
to draw them to the Mountain which Is 
called Libycus. There were imployed 
in the Work ten Mvriads of Men, every 
three Months a Myriad : The People 
Spent ten Tears in the way in which they 
drew the Stones, which feems to me no 
lefs a Work than the building of the 
Pyramid H felf. ^ Diodorus Siculus dif- * Diod. 
courfing of the lame Argument, gives Sic. I* *• 
the Er^or of this another name, dif- 
feient from that of Herodotus, ftiling 
him Chentmis ; but in the Tim^ and 
Perfon, they both agree, each ofthetn 
affirming him to have fucceeded 
fnitm, and to have been the Father of 
Mycerinus, and to have reigned over the 
JEgyptians fifty Years. This difference 
of Names bccwcea T>uh 
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in the Greek a praftice not unufual 
with him , and with other approved 
Authors. Thus the ^Patriarch in

For ^ Diodorus , though he ^ Dicd.Sii 
rightly acknowledges this Pyramid tohb. i. 
be much lels than either of the former 
two, yet in refpeft of the exquifite 
Workmanfhip, and richnefs of the Ma- 
terials, he judges it not inferiour to ei- 
ther of them. A Strudure certainly too 
great and fumptuous to have been the i>iod.Si( 
defign and undertaking of a Curtizan, Tf 
which could hardly have been perfor- 
med by a rich and potent Monarch. 'po/«Vj- 
And yet Diodorus hath almoft the fame 
Relation, only a little altered in the ^ 
Circumltances : " Some fay., that this

W riters *. ' For they fay^ 
kimsL'o^made the great- 
eft of thefe-^ thejeconf 
Amafis-, the thirds Ina- 
ron. And ‘ Piiny in- 
forming us, that thefe 
three were made in fe- 
venty eight Tears and 
four Months , leaves the Founders of 
them very uncertain ; For reciting the 
Names of many Authors that had de- 
fcribed them, he concludes, * Inter om- 
nes cos non conftat d qmbusfabhefint^ ju- 
ft iffimo cafu obliteratH tantdt vanitatk 
author lb us. 

The Arabians^ whofe Excellencies I 
judge to have b^n in the f^ulative 
Sciences, and not in the Hiltories and 
Occurrences of ancient Times , aflign 
other Founders of thefe three, different 
from thofe mentioned by the Greeks. 
The Author of the^Book intitled. Mo- 
rat Alzeman.^ writes. They differ con- 
cerning him that built tve Pyramids : 
Some /ay JoPeph^ fame fay 'Hlmiod^fome 
Dalukah the ^een^ and fame that the 
Aigyptians built them before the Flood: 
For they forefaw that it would be., and 
they carried thither their Treafures^ 
but u profited them nothing. In ano- 
ther ^lace he tells us, That the Cop- 
tites (or fflgypcians ) report, that thefe 
two greater Pyramids^ and the lefter^ 
which k coloured., are Sepulchres. In 
the taji Pyramid ps King saurid, in the 
Weft Pyramid hk Brother Hougib, and 
in the coloui ed Pj^amidPxLpmiioyxxi the 
Son of Hougib : Tlje Sabseans relate, that 
one of them ts the Sepulchre of Shiit, 
( that is Seth J and the fecond the Se- 
pulchre of Hermes, and the coloured one 
the Sepulchre of Sab , the Son rf Her* 
mes, jf^rom xchom they are called 
ans. Tltey go in Pilgrimage thither, and 
facrifice at them a Cock , and a olack 
Calf, and offer up Incenfe. Ibn Abd Al- 
hoKm : another Arabian^, difcourling of 
of this Argument, confelTes, That he 
could not find amongft the Learned 
Men in J^iypt^ any certian Relation 


concerning them, ( wherefore) whatk 
more reqfonable ( faith he, ) than that 
the Pyramids were built before t he Flood ? 

For if they had, *been built after.^ there 
would have been fame Memory of them 
amongft Men. At laft he concludes , 

TJje great eft Part of Chronologe/s affirm., 
that he which built the Pyramids , was 
Saurid ibn Salhouk the King oflPgy^pt, 
who was before the Flood 300 Tears. 

And this Opinion he confirms out of 
the Books of the .^^ptians : To which 
he adds, The Coptites mention in their 
Books., that upon them there k an In- 
feription ingraven 3 the Expofition of 
it in Arabick is this, i Saurid the King., 
built the Pyramids in fuch and fuch a 
time., and Jinifhedthem in fix Tears-, he 
that comes after me, and Jays he k caual 
to me, let him defiroy them in fix hun- 
dred Tears and yet it ts known, that 

it is eafier to pluck down than to build-, 
and when I had finfhed them, 1 covered 
them with Satin , and let h$m cover 
them with Mats. The fame Relation 
I find in feveral others of them , that 
this Saurid was the Founder of thefe 
three Pyramids, which the admiration 
of After-times inrolled amongft the 
Miracles of the World. And thefe are 
thofe three, which are ftill fiiir and in- 
tire, and ftanding near to one another, 
formerly not far diflant from the great 
and ancient City Memphk , built by 
‘ Vchoreus, ( of which there is now not ' ojyo- 
fo much as the Ruins left,) and left di- 
ftant from the River Flilus , as Diodo- 
rtts, Strabo, and Pliny, rightly deferibe. cm^an 

Befides thefe three, we find mention* wlo/ ? 
ed in Herodotus and Diodorus , the 
Names and Authors of fome others , ^or. 
not much inferiour to thefe in magni- lib, i. 
tude, long fince ruined, and defaced by 
rime. On the contrary, there arc ma- 
ny now ftanding in the Lybtan Defert, 
whofe Names and Authors, neither He- 
rodotus nor Diodorus, nor yet any of 
the Ancients, have expreffed. 

After Mycerinus, according to ■ He - » Herod. 
rodotus, (iox Diodorus is here filcnr,) iih.2.

Hac 
per dejertum arenaceum , itur ad Pyra- 
niidcs^ nempe ad prijcorum JEgypti Re- 
gum Sepulchra , quo in loco Memphin 
ohm cxniijjc afferunt, h may be it 
was the Royal frerogative, and that it 
was prohibited to private Men , how 
wealthy and potent foever to be thus 
intombed ^ but vyithout fome farther 
Light from the Ancients, it would be 
too great a prefumption to determine 
any thing. 

‘ Luciin^ I know not upon what 
grdund, makes as if the Ptolemies had 
imitated the JEgyptian Kings in this 
particular :

Surely if they did, thefe are none of 
thole : For they would have built 
them at Alexandria^ which was then 
the Ivegal Seat, and not at Memphis^ 
the which as Diodorus aflures us, be- 
gan to decay after the Building of A- 


lexandria , like as the ancient Thebes 
( as the " Grecians ftUed it 5 or the Oreaves* 
City of the Sun, as the Egyptians, ac- 
cording to " Diodorus, caUw it ^ orjjji,, ' 
Diofpolis, as Diodorus and Strabo al-^^Diodor. 
I'oname it,) did after the building ofhb. i. 
Memphis. Thofe which imagin the!.^*^’ 
Monument or Sepulchre, mentioned by 
** Plutarch at Alexandria, into which <5 Plutarch. 
Cleopatra fled for fear of Auguftus, to in Antonio, 
have been a Pyramid , are much decei- 
ved. For in the Life of Mark Anto- 
ny, where he informs us , that there 
were Sepulchres near the Temple of 
Ifis, oj exquifite Workman fhip, and ve- 
ry high into which Ihe conveyed the 
richelf of her Treafures, he deferites one 
of them, wherein (he hid her felf, to 
have had a Window above the Entrance, 
by which fhe drew up with Cords the 
Body of Antony , and by which after- 
wards Procitletus entred, and furprized 
her. This Window is not in any of 
thole Pyramids I have feen 5 neither 
can I apprehend, if thefe were of as lb- 
lid and maflie Stones, and of the feme 
lhape as thofe at Memphis , and the 
Chambers within as remote from the 
outward Superficies, of what ule it 
could be, either in refpefl of Light or 
Ornament 5 and therefore I conjefture 
thefe Monuments of the Ptolemies to 
have been of a different Strufturc from 
thofe of the Pyramids. 

In all other Claflical Authors, I find 
no mention of the Founders of the reft 
in the Libyan Defert ^ and after fuch 
a diltance of time, we mutt be content 
to be lilent with them. 


Of the Time in which the PYRAMIDS were built. 


T O define the precife Time in 
which thefe Pyramids were 
cre£fed^ as it is an Inquiry of 
much Difficulty, fo of much Impor- 
tance, in regulating the various and un- 
certain Traditions of the Ancients con- 
cerning, the Mgyptian Chronology. For 
if we lhall perufe thofe Fragments of 
Manetbos, an JEgyptian Prieft, prefer- 
ved by • Jofephus ^ or 
Jofcph. lib. I. coDcia thofeRelationsof‘/fe-

Tears ^ or laftly, thofe DynMes men- 
tioned bj Africanus and Eujebius, but 
prctermitted by Herodotus and Diodth

Greaves, titia.^ and the time tempus prolepttcum^ 
preceding the Creation by ClD CCC 
XXXVl Years, we fhall find our felves 
intangled in a Labyrinth, and Maze of 
Times, out of’ which we cannot, with- 
out much perplexity, unwind our lelves. 
And if wefartherconfider, thatamonglf 
thofe many Names delivered by Mane- 
thos., and preferved by Jo/ephus^ Ajn- 
tanus , Eujehius , and Syncellus , how 
few there are that concur with thofe of 
Herodotus., and Diodorus^ or with thole 
in Plato., Strabo., Pitny-i Plutarch., Cen- 
forinus, and fome others : And that 
which is of greater confequence , how 
difficult it is to reconcile thefe Names 
and Times to the JEgypuan Kings re- 
corded in the Scriptures, we fhall find 
our felves befet, and as it were inviron- 
ned on every fide with great and inex- 
tricable Doubts. What therefore in In- 
quiries of this nature, is approved as the 
moft folid and rational Foundation, that 
is, to find out fome common and retci 
Epocha^ in which either all or moft 
agree, that fhall be our Guide in Mat- 
ters of fo great Antiquity. Now, of 
all the antient Epoeba^s which may con- 
duce to our purpofe, there is none that 
we may fafelia rely upon than that of 
the migragatioH of the Ifraelites ut of 
Aigypt^ which had the lame hand faith- 
fully to pen it, that was the molt 
a^five and miraculous inftrument of 
their departure. And though propbane 
Hiftorians differ much in the manner 
of this Aff ion, eithei as they were taint- 
ed with Malice againlt the Hebrews , 
.or milled with the Calumnies and Falfe 
Reports M their Enemies , the JT^p- 
^ (foiVo. 1 tians i of whom, ’’ Jofephus may feem 
to have given a true cenfure. That all 
^Egyptians //7 general are ill affeU- 
ed to the Jews ^ yet all agree in this, 
that Mojes was the chief Author, and 
Tef x5/i'H conduftor of this Expedition. Ifthere- 
we fhall difeover the time in which 
7/oJ. Joi. Mofes flourifhcd, and in which this 
lib. I. con- great Enterprize was performed by him, 
tra Apio- \i vyiii follow by way of confequence, 
that knowing what Pharaoh., or King 
in -Egypt., was coetaneous and concm*- 
rent with him, we may by Synchronijm, 
comparing facred and prophane Au- 
thors, and following the Line of their 
Suceeflions, as it is delivered by good 
Authority, at length fall upon the Age 
in wkich Cheops, and thofe other Kii^ 
reigned In .Egypt, whom we affigned 
otft ci Heroitnus tnd Dtadorms, to have 
t>Mn (she Foundezs of thdfe^ramids. 


And here, for our Inquiry, what E- 
gypttan King was concurrent with Mo~ 

Jes, we muff l^ive recourfe to the Rela- 
tions, not only of the Scriptures, bht 
alfb of other approved Authors amongft 
the Jews and Gentiles ^ in which iatt, 
though we often find more than an E- 
gyptian Djrknefs , yet fometimes tho- 
rough this we may difeover fome^im- 
menngs of Light. By the Scriptures 
alone, it is impofiible to infer , what 
King of Egypt was coetaneous with 
Mnjes feeing the Name , which is 
there given him, of Pharaoh, is a com- 
mon denomination applyable to all of 
them i much like Cafar or Augujius 
with the Roman Emperours, or Ibme- 
time Co/roe with the Perfians, and no 
diftinflive Appellation. Yet in Hero- 
dotus we find one King, the Succeflbr 
oi'Se/oJlris, to have tocd called ‘ Phe ~ . 
ron j which I fuppofe is Pharaoh, and ; 
his proper and p^liar Name. But'^^*^'?" 
who this Phariwh (hould be', whofe 
Heart God hardned , and upon whom 
Mofes wrought fo many Wonders, is 
worth our dilquilition. Jofephus in his 
firft Book contra Apionem, out of Ma- 
netbos contends, that Tethmojis ( who rSot. 1. 
is termed alfb Amofis by Afrtcanus and 
Eufebius,) reigned then in The 

wliole force of his Argument lyes in 
this, that Manethos mentions the Ex- 
pulfion of the Nation of Shepherds to 
have been by Tethmofis : But the He- 
brews were a Nation of Shepherds : 
Therefore the Hebrews were expelled 
out of Egypt , or in the Scripture- 
phrafe, departed out cA Egypt under 
Tethmofis and confequently, thatAI£^ 
fes, who was their Conduftor, was 
coetaneous wifh him. That the He- 
brews were a Nation of Shepherds, and 
fo accounted of tbemfelves, and were 
efteemed by others, is very perfpicuous. 

^ And Jofeph faid unto his Brethren, k g 
and unto hts Eather*s Houfe, I will go 
up and Jbew Pharaoh , and fay unto 
him, Mv Brethren and «fy rather' s 
Houfe wDich were in the l^and ef Ca- 
naan, are come unto me : And the Men 
are Shepherds , for their Trade hath 
been to feed Cattel, and they have brought 
their Flocks, and their Herds, and all 
that they have.

[In other 
Colics I have found, that by the deno- 
V': f minatwn Hyc, Kings aie not fgnified, 
but on the contrary, captive Shepherds. 

Hyc in //;^ iEgypuan Language, 
when It is pronounced with a broad 
Sound, plainly ftgnijics Captives ^ and 
this jeems more probable to me, and bet- 
ter agreeing to the ancient HiJIoryd] 
Thufe Kings therefore which we before 
me III i ned, and thofe which were called 
Pallores, and thofe which defeended of 
them, ruled ^vpt five hundred and 
eleven Tears. After this, he mentions 
that by the Kings ofThches, and of the 
rejl of -ffigypt i there weu an Invafion 
made agatnft thefe Shepherds, and a ve- 
ry great and lafting War. The which, 
oe fays , were cotwuered by a King , 
whoje name roAr^VAJjsfragtnuthofis , 
whereby theflojk all ffigW, being Jhut

thoufand Acres. This fpace Manethos 
fays, the Shepherds incompaffed with a ^t^eaves. 
great and ftrong Wall, that they might 
fecurc all their Subfiance and their 
Spoils in a defenfible place. But The- 
mofis the Son of AlisfragmuiUofis in- 
deavnuring to take them, with tour bun- 
dled thou/ and armed Men , he leagued d 
life \KdUs, loho dc [pairing to take them 
by Siege, made conditions with them that 
they piruld leave /Egypt , and go with- 
out any damage whither they would : 

They upon this agreement, no Icfs than 
Two hundred end forty thoufand, with 
all their Subftancr, went nut of /clgypt 
by the Dcfert into Syria , and fearing 
the Power of the Aflyrians ( zvho then 
ruled Mu, ) in that Country, which is 
now called judia, they built a City ca- 
pable to receive fo many Alynads of 
Aim , naming it Hierulalem. 

By way ot anlwer to Jofephus, we 
fay , that though the Ifrachtcs might 
properly be called Shepherds, yet it can- 
not hence be inferred out oi' Alanethos, 
that thelc Shepherds were Ifrachtcs. 

Nay, if we compare this Keiatior of 
Alanethos with that in hxodus , which 
'' Jofephus being a Jew, cannot but ap-*' Evod. i. 
prove of, we fhall find the contrary. 

For there they live under a heavy Slave- 
ry and Perfecution , whereas here they 
are the Perfecutors and Allliftors ^ there 
they groan under their Task-malters the 
..Egyptians, here they make all oTgypt 
to groan uuder them ; Laft/y, where- 
as there they are imployed m the low- 
eft Offices, in Alerter and in Br/V/t, Exod.i. 
and in all manner cf Seivice in the^^‘ 

Field : Here, after the deftru^fion of 
many Cities, and Men, and infinite 
Outrages committed upon the Egypti- 
ans, they make one ot themlelves a 
King, and for fix Defeenrs keep them- 
felves in Poireffion of the Royal Throne, 
ot which, after a long and bloody War, 
they are deprived. Their building like- 
wile of a City in Jud<fa, and naming 
it Jcrufalcm, according to ADnelhos, 
is a ftrong Argument againft JoJcphi^, 
that thefe Shepherds could not have 
been the Ifraehtcs. For before the En- 
trance of' the Ifrachtcs into Canaan, we 
Snd that Jcrufalcm was a Fort of the 
Jebulites upon Alcunt Sion, unconquered 
^ Jofhua. 'As for the Jebufires 15, 

Inhabitants of the Ooildrcn^i- 

of Ifrael could not drive them out. But 
thev were long after fubdued by Da- 
vid. And ‘ David and all Ifrael went • 2 Chron. 
to Jerulalem, which is Jebus, where the u.4, 5. 
Jebufites were the Inhabitants of the 
8 O 2 Land.

hand. And the Inhabitants of Jebus 
Greaves, faid to David, Thou [halt not come hi- 
ther ^ ncverihelcfs , David took the 
Cajfle o/Zlon, which is the City of Da- 
vid. Befides all this, the Hiftory and 
Chronology of thofe ancient Times, it 
we compare facred and prophane Au- 
thors, will in no fort admit that thefe 
Shepherds mull have been the Ifraelites. 
For if thefe that departed out of 
gypt in the Reign of Tethmofis^ King 
ot Thebais,, or of the upper part ot Al- 
gypt^ were the Children of If roe/,, then 
mu ft Mo/es their Condu£lor have been 
as ancient as Tethmofis,^ or Amofis,^ that 
is, as ancient as Inachus^ the firft King 
of the Argives, For Apion , in his 
Fourth Book of the Hiftories of JEgypt,, 
ihews out of Ftolemaus MendefuSy an 
JTgyptian Prieft, that this Amofis lived 
in the time of Inachus,, as it is record- 
ed by * Tatianus,^ " Ju- 
^ in Oranonc contra Gri- PAartyr^ * Clemens 

'^MnparaneticoadGracos. Akxandrinus, and O- 
* Lib. 1. Scrom. thers. Eujebms,^ tho 

he doth not approve 
of it, for he places Mo- 
fes in the time of ^ Ce- 
crops^ yet he affures us, 
that it was a received 
Opinion among many 
Learned Men, ‘ Moy- 
fen Inachi fuijfe tempo- 
ribks eruditijfimi viri 
tradiderunt ex nofirts 
Clemens,, ilf Africanus ^ ex Judais,, Jo- 
fephus,, ^ Jufius,, vctcris hiforiee mo- 
mmenta replicantes. Now Inachus^ ac- 
cording to • Caflor an ancient Chrono- 
grapher, with whom Eufebius alfo con- 
curs, began to reign a Thoufand and 
eighty Years before the firft Olympiad,, 
that is, Clf) CCLXVIII before the de- 
ftruflion of the Temple under Zede- 
krah^ and before Chrift s Nativity, af- 
ter the Dionyfan or common Account, 
CID ID CCC LVI. That of the Olym- 
piads is fo affured an Epocha,, and 
lb Ih-ongly and clearly proved by Eclip- 
fes of the Sun and Moon , which are 
the beft demonftrations in Chronology, 
ihefe being expreffed by fome of the 
Ancients to have hapned in fuch a Year 
ot fuch an Olympiad^ as by Ftolemy \ 
others in fuch a Year of the Epocha of 
Nabonajjar,, that we cannot err in our 
Olculations an hour, much lets an in- 
tire day. By this therefore wc (hall 
fix the time ot Zedekiab^ and the dc- 
ItruSlion of the Temple ; And conie- 
quently, if, by our continuation of the 
Years mentioned in the Saoed &ory.

it fliall appear, that from the time of 
Mofes,, either to the firft Olympiad,, or ro 
Zedekiah and the deftruffion of the 
Temple, there’ cannot be fo great adi- 
ftance as thefe fuppofe, we may &fe • 
ly then conclude, that Mofes lived not 
in the time of this Tethmojis,, and is *' 
not fo ancient as Jofephus makes him, . 
and that thefe Shepherds were not <the 
Ifraelites, but very probably Arabians, 
as Manct hos here alfo reports ^ Some fay 
that thefe were Arabians j who to this 
day, for the greateft part, like the No- 
modes, wander up and down, feeding 
their Cartel, and often make incurfions 
upon the Mgyptians and Syrians, Which 
occafioned Sefoftris the great ( as wc 
find it in " Diodorus,) to make a WalE Diod.s 
on the Eafi fide of .ffigypt a Thoufandf^^ *■ 
and fifty Furlongs in length, from Pclu- 
fium by the De/ert to Heliopolis , a- 
gainji the inroaes of the Syrians and 
Arabians. As at thitf day the Chinefe 
have done againft the irruptions of the 
Tartars on the^Nonh and Weft Parts of 
China,Ioi many hundred Miles*,the which 
^pears by a large Map of mine of that 
Country, made and printed mChina. On 
the contrary, if the fuccefTion of Times 
From Mofes, recorded in the Holy Writ, 
better agrees with the Age of Ameno- 
Ms , the Father of Ramefes, whole 
otory Jofephus hath preferved out ot ^ Jofcph 
Manethos, and whofc Time and Rank 
in the Dynafiies, Africanus and Elufe-^^^^^ 
bius deliver out of the fame Manethos^ 
wc may with more probability aflSrm, 
that the migration of the l/raehtes and 
time of Mofes, was when Amenophis 
was Fharaoh, or King of JEgypt, than 
that it was when Tethmofis reigned, as 
Jofephus and others contend, out of 3 
delire to make Mofes ancienter than in 
truth he is. 

And though this Argument from the 
Series and Succeffions of Time is fo de- 
monftrativeand conclufive, that nothing 
can be oppofed againft it, and therefore 
might be fufficient to evince our pur- 
poic ; Yet if we conliderately examin 
another Relation of Manethos, ( yrhich 
is flighted and deprefled by Jofephus, 
becaufe it made not for his purpofe, ) 
it muft neceflarily be that by thole 
Shepherds he meant not the ifraelites, 
but rather by the Ifraelites the torous 
PcodIcl whfeh ire 
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The fum of whole Dilcourfe is this. 
That Amenophh , who was a great 
worlhipp^ of the Gods, as Or us one 
ot the former King^ Jiad been, be- 
ing defirous to i'ee the Gods, one of the 
• Fnejis of the fame Name with him., told 

^ him he might , if he cleanfed the Coun- 
try oj leprous and polluted People. This 
leprous People chofe tor their Captain 
one ot the Priells of Heliopolis., named 
Ofarfiphus., who changing his Name, 
was called -, he caufing Ameno- 
phis tor fear to fly into JEthiopia., was 
afterward by him, and by his Son Se- 
thon., who was alfo called Rameffes., by 
the name of his Father, overthrown in 
Battel, and the leprous People were 
purfued by them unto the Confines of 
Syria. Thus far out of Manethos. Here, 
which is very remarkable, we have ex- 
prefly the name of Mofes ^ whereas in 
the former Relation ot Manethos there 
is no mention of him, but of fix other 
Kings, with they: peculiar Names. 
Whereas it is not probable he would 
have omitted the Name of Mo/es if he 
had lived in that Age, being a Name lb 
femous, and fo well known to them j 
‘d and ^ ^ fofephus acknowledged , that 
^ f})g itgyptians accounted him to be an 
and divine Man. The pur- 
filing of them unto the Confines of Sy- 
r/j,doth very well intimate the foUow- 
Jofq)h. ing of the Ijraclites by Pharaoh and his 
iw ApS-”' terming them a leprous 

ncm.^ and polluted People, we mutt confidet 
him to have been an Egyptian , and 
therefore not unlikely to throw as many 
Afperfions as he could upon the Ifrac- 
lites *, whom they deadly hared, it may 
be out of memory of their former 
Plagues.

Laying therefore afide thefe vain and 
uncertain Traditions, we have no more 
afTiired way exa£lly to fix the time of 
ATfrs. ai.d by Aiejes the time in which 
the Pyiar^iids were built, than to have 
rccourf; CO the facred Scriptures, and 
lomecimes to compare fuch Authors of 
the Gentiles with thele, againft whom 
we luve no juft Exceptions. For by 
thofe, and thele conjointly, we may 
continue his time to the fir ft Olympiad, 
and thence to the deltrudion of the 
Temple, by Kebuebadnezeas King of 
Babylon : That of the Olympiads be- 
ing a moft certain and known Epocha 
with the Grecos, as that of the deftru- 
ffion of the Temple with the Jews. 
from iMo/cs then, or the migration of 
the Iffaehtes out of JEgypt., to the 
building of Solomon\ Temple , are 
( CCCLXXX Years current, or Four 
hundred feventy nine complete 5 and 
lb alfo ® Eujebius computes them.

fire. All which we fee was performed 
by Nebuchadnezzar in the eleventh 
Year of Zedekiah ^ and a Judgment 
alfo denounced againft the King of 
• Jcr. 44. Mgypt. • Thus faith the Lord, Behold, 
30* / will give Pharaoh Hophra King cf 7 E- 

gypt, into the hands of his Enemies, 
and into the hand of them that feek 
his Life as I gave Zedekiah King of 
Judah, into the hand of Nebuchadrez- 
zar King of Babylon, his Enet^, and

all the former Kings for twenty five 
Tears of hts reign -, which might oc- 
cafion Zedekiah to fly to him for Suc- 
cour : But the Mgyptians rebelling 
againft him , be was overthrown in 
Battel, taken Prifoner, and afterward 
ftrangled by his own Servant Amnfis, 
whom they had made their King. The 
whole Story and Manner is at largd in 
^ Herodotus, neither did divine Venge* Hero 
ance long forbear to purfiie the Traitor. hU 2. 
For Cambyfes the King of the Perfians 
and of Babylon, coming with an Army 
againft him , poflels’d himfelf of jE- 
gypt , as the Prophets had foretold. 

Nor could the JEgyptians ever to this 
day recover the Monarchy. For after 
the Perfians fucceeded the Macedonians, 
after them the Romans, then the Ara- 
bians, next the Mamalukes or Circa/- 
fans, and laft of all the Turks or Scy- 
thians. So that we may conclude from 
the Occurrences then "happening, ( the 
Relations of Herodotm exdffly agee- 
ing with the Threatnings of the Pro- 
phets, ) as alfo from the computation 
of Times, and from the affinity and 
anal^ of Names, that Hophra, and 
Apries, or Vaphres, muft have been tbe 
very fame Mgypuan King coeiancous 
and concurrent with Zedehah. 

To reaflume then what hath been de- 
monftrated by us : From the migrati- 
on of the Ifraelites out of Jfgypt, un- 
der the conduft of Mofes to the build- 
ing cJLSolomoiJ% Temple, are Four hun- 
dred feventy nine Years complete ^ and 
ftom the building of the Temple to 
the deftiu€fion of it, are Four hundred 
and thirty Years and fix Months. But 
becaufe it is not probable, that amongft 
lb many Kings , all of them fhould 
have reigned completely fo many Years 
as are exprefled in rhe Text ^ it being 
the ufual ftile of Kings to reckon the 
Years current of their Reign as com-

&dy. When they have done this., they 
reft ore the Body 'to the Kindred doing 
nothing more. The third manner ^ 
preparing the Dead, is of them whia) 
are of meaner Fortune : With Lotions 
they waft the Belly , and dry it witjb 
Salt Jeveniy Days, then they deliver it 
to be earned away. 

Diodorus Siculus, as his manner is, 
more diftin£Hy and clearly with fomelib.i. 
remarkable Circuraftances , exprefleth 
the fame thing. If any one die amongft 
the Egyptians , all his Kindred and 
Friends cafting durt upon their Heads, 
go lamenting about the City, till fud 
time oi the Body is buried. In the 
mean time, they abftain from Baths and 
Wine, and all delicate Meat ^ neither 
do they wear coftly Apparel, The man" 
ner oj their Burial is threefold. Tfte 
one IS very coftly, the fecond lefs, the 
third very mean. In the ftrft, they fay 
there is /pent a Talent of Silver, in 
the fecond twenty minat , in the lajl 
there is very little Expence. Thofe 
who take care to drefs the Body are 
Artizans receiving this Skill from 
their Anceftors, The/e fhewing a Bill 
to the Kindred of the Dead, of the Ex- 
pences upon each Kind of Burial, ask 
them in what manner they will have the 
Body to be prepared. When they have 
agreed upon it, they deliver the Body 
to fuch as are ufually appointed to this 
Office. Firfl , he which is called the 
Scribe, laying it upon the ground, ie- 
fcribes about the Bowels on the left 
fide, how much is to be cut away. Then 
he which is called the Cutter, taking an 
JEthiopick Stone, and cutting away as 
much of the I left as the Law commands, 
prefently flies away as faft as he can 
they which are prefent , running after 
him, and cafting Stones at him, and cui^ 
fing him, ( hereby ) turning all the Exe- 
cration upon him.

As foon as they meet 
about the drejfing of the diJfeQed Body, 
one thrift tim bis hand by the Wound of 
the dead Body into his Entails , takes 
out all the Bowels within , befides tde 
Heart and Kidneys j another cleanfes all 
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the Entrails^ wajhirtg them with TV/tre 
made of Ealms^ and with Odours. Laji- 
ly.^ the whole Body heing^carejuUy anoint- 
ed with the Juice of Cedar ^ and other 
things for above thirty days^ and after- 
wards with Mirrhe and Ctnamon , and 
fuch other things , which have power 
not only to keep it for a long time^ but 
aljb to give afwcet Smell they deliver 
It to the Kindred.

chre, which he had made for himfelj in 

* chroii. Q^y ^nd laid him in the 

Bed^ tohch was filled with fweet Odors^ 
and divers kinds of Spices prepared by 
the Apothecaries Art ^ and they made a 
very great burning for him. This very 
burning is fo contrary to the pra- 
Sice of the .Egyptians ^ to whom it 
was an abomination, as ap^rs by the 
Authorities before cited of Herodotus 
and Mela^ befides the little affinity of 
filling the Bed with fweet Odors, and 
the ^Egyptians filling the Body and the 
place of ±e Entrails with fweet Odors, 
according both to Herodotm and Diodo- 
rus^ that we fhall not need to in^arge 
our felves in any other Confutation. 
But as for that of Jacob and Jo/eph^ 
the Father and the Son both living and 
dying in Mgypt^ the Text is clear, they 
were imbalm^ after the fafhion of the 
‘ Gen. 50. ^Egyptians, * And Jofeph commanded 
3 * his Servants the Fhyjicians to imbalm 
hk Father^ and the Fhyficians Maimed 
Jjfraef and forty days were fulfilled 
for him (for Jo are fulfilled the days cf 
tWe which are imbalmed •, ) and the 
Egyptians mourned for him three/core 
arid ten days. In the fame Chapter we 

* Gen. 50. read, * So Jofeph died being an hundred 
26. and ten Tears old^ and they imbalmed 

him^ and he was put in a Coffin in JE- 
gypt. Both which places are very con- 
lonant to the Traditions of Herodotus 
and Diodorus^ and may ferve to fhew 
what necejjity there ts of having oft 
times recourfe to the Learning of the 
Heathen^ for the illuftration of the 
Scriptures. Forty diys were fulfilled

when the Regal Throne was removed 
from Thebes to Memphis, the fame Re- Greaves. 
ligion and Opinion continuing amongft 
the iEgyptians, that fo long as the Bo- 
dy injured, fo long the Soul continued 
with it, not as quickning and animating 
it, but as an Attendant or Guardian, and 
as it were unwilling to leave her for- 
mer Habitation : It is not to be doubt- 
ed, this incited the Kings ther^ toge* 
gether with their private Ambition, ^ 
thirft after Glory, to beat fo vaftExpen- 
ces in the Building of thefe Pyramids j 
and the .Egyptians of lower Quality, 
to fpare for no coft , in cutting thofe 
Uy^gaa, thofe Caves or Dormitories 
in the Libyan Dcferts, which by the 
Chriltians now a-days are called the 
Mummies.

"X^HE firft and faiieft of the three 
1 greater Pyramids, is fituated on 
the top of a rocky Hill, in the fandy 
Defer t oV Lifya, about a quarter of a 
Mile diftant to the Weft, from the 
Plains oi' ^gypt : Above which, the 
Rock rileth an hundred Feet or better, 
with a gentle and eafie Afcent. Upon 
this advantageous Rife, and upon this 
folid Foundation the Pyramid is ereU- 
ed •, the heighth of the Situation ad- 
ding to the Beauty of the Work, and 
the Solidity of the Rock giving the Su- 
perftru£lure a permanent and ftable Sup- 
port.

Such as pleafe, may give Credit to 
thofe fabulous Traditi- 
ons of f fome, That a 
Turkifh Archer ftand- 
ing at the top, cannot 
fhoot beyond the bot- 
tom, bur that the Ar- 
Pow w'ill neceffirily fall 
upon^ thele Steps. If 
the Turkifh Bow(which 
by thofe Figures that I

del for this Building, they cut out vaft 
Columns, and wonderful Stones. They 
Jet lb mafjy Sones from the ^rhiopians, 
and made with the/e the foundations of 
the three Pyramids, fafining them toge- 
ther with head and Iron. They built the 
Gates of them forty Cubits under Ground, 
and they made the height of the Pyra- 
mids one hundred Royal Cubits, which 
are fifty of ours tn ihefe times ^ he aljo 
made each fide of them an hundred Royal 
Cubits. Ihe beginning of this Building 
was in a fortunate Horojcopc. After 
that he had fintjhed it, he covered it with 
coloured Sat ten, from the top to the bot- 
tom -, and he appointed q Solemn heftival, 
at which were prefent all the Inhabitants 
of his Kingdom. Then he built in the 
Wifhrn Pyramid thirty Trcajuncs, fil- 
led with ft ore of Riches, and XJtcnJils, 
and with Signatures made of precious 
Stones, and with Inftruments of Iran, and 
VeJJels of Earth, and with Arms which 
ruji not, and with Glafs which might be 
bended, and yet not broken, and with 
P range Spells, and with fever al kinds of 
Alakakirs, fingle and double, and with 
deadly Poifons, and with other things bc- 
fidcs. He made alfo in the Eaft Pyra- 
mid, divers Ccpleftial Spheres and Stars, 
and what they feveralty operate, tn their 
AfpeSs, ana the Perfumes which are to 
be ufed to them, and the Books which 
treat of thefe Matters, He put alfo in 
the Coloured Pyramid, the Commentaries 
of the Pr lefts, tn Chefts of Black Marble, 
and with every Priejt a Book, in which 
were the Wonders of his PrHeJJion, and 
of his Atlions, and of his Nature, and 
what was done in his lime, and what 
and what jhall be, from the beginning cf 
Time, to rfjc end of it, He^aced tn 
every Pyramid a Treafurer : The Trea- 
furer H the Wcfterly Pyramid was a Sta- 
tue of Marble ftone , ft ending upright 
With a Tance, and upon bis Head a Ser- 
pent wreathed. He that came near it, 
and flood ft ill, the Serpent bit him of one 
fide, and wreathing round about bis 
Throat, and killing mm, returned to bis 


place. He made the Treafurei of the 
Eaft Pyramid, an Idol of black Agate, 
bps Eyes open and Jhining, fitting upon 
a 'Throne with' a Lance •, when any looked 
upon him, he heard tf one fide of him a 
Voice, which took away ha Senfe, fa that 
he fell proftrate upon his Face, and cea- 
fed not till he died. He made the Trea- * 
furer of the Coloured Pyramid a Statue 
of Stone, ( called) Albut, fitting : He 
which looked towards it was drawn by the 
Statue, till he Ruck to it, and coMld not 
be feparated from it, till fuch time as he 
died. The write in their Books, 

that there is an Infcription engraven up- 
on them, the Expnjitton of which in Ara- 
bick IS this : 1 King Saurid, built the 
l^ramids in fuch and fuch a time, and 
finifhed them in fix Tears : He that 
comes after me, and fays that he ts equal 
to me, let him deftroy them tn fix hun- 
dred Tears and yet it is known, that it 
is € after ho pluck down, than to build up.

It could not poj- 
fibly be done : He replied, I will have it 
certainly done. And that Hole was 
opened for him, which flands ^en to this 
Day, with Fire and Vinegar. Two Smiths 
prepared and fharpned the Iron, and En- 
gines, which they forced tn, and there 
was a great Expence in the opening of 
it : The Tbicknefs of the Wall was found 
to be twenty Cubits and when they came 
to the end of the Wall, behind the place 
they had digged, there was an Ewer (or 
Por) cf green Emrauld 5 in it were a 
thoufand Dinars very weighty, every Di- 
nar was an Ounce of our Ounces : Thty 
wondred at it, but knew not the meem- 
i tig of it. Then AXtsidimou/aid, Caftup 
the Accompt, how much hath been jpent 
in making the Entrance : They eaft it 
up, and lo it was the fame Sum which 
they found, it neither exceeded, nor was 
defehive.

Having palfed with 
Tapors in our Hands ihis narrow 
Straight, tho’ with fome difiiculty, (for 
at the farther end of it we mult creep 
upon our Bellies) we land in a place 
fomewhat larger, and of a pretty height, 
but lying incompofed •, having been dug 
away, either by the Curiofity, or Ava- 
rice of fome, in hope to dilcover anhid- 
* den Treafure ^ or rather by the Com- 
mand of Almamon^ the ddervcdly Ke- 
nowned Calif of Babylon. By whom- 
foever it were, ir is not worth the en- 
quiry, nor doth the place merit deferi- 
bing, bur rhit I was unwilling to pre- 
termit any thing : Being only an Habi- 
tation for Bats, and thof^ ugly, and 
I of lb large a lizc, (cxceeling a Foot in 
1 len^) that 1 Have not ^llewherc feen 
‘ the like. The length of this obfeure and 
! • ^ broken Space , containeth eiehtv nine 


Feet, the breadth ani height is various, 
and not worth confideratioii. On the left 
hand of this, adjoining to that narrow 
Entrance thorough which we palled, we 
climb up a fteep and mally Stone, eight 
or nine Feet in height, where we imme- 
diately enter upon the lower-end of the 
firlt Gallery. The Pavement of this riles 
with a gentle acclivity, confifting ot 
fmooth and polilhed Marble, and where 
not fmeared with hlth, appearing of 1 
lA/hireand Alabitter Colour : The Sides 
and Roof, as i it ns L'rows Burretinus^ 
a Venetian^zn ingenious young Man, who 
accompanied me thiihcr, oblerved, was 
ot impolilhed Stone, not fo hard and 
compad as tiiat on the Pavement, but 
moie loft and tender : The bicadth al- 
molt five Feet, aWLbout the lame quan- 
tity the height, if be have not miltaken. 
He likew'ileclifcovered Ibme irregularity 
in the breadth, u opening a little wider 
in fome places than in others ^ but this 
inequality could not bedilcerned by the 
Eye, but only by meafuring it with a 
careful Hand : By my Obfervation with 
a Line, this Gallery contained in length 
an hundred and ten Feet. At the end 
of this begins the Second Gallery ^ a 
very llatcly Piece of Work, and not in- 
feriour, either in refped of the Curio- 
fity ol Art, or Richnefs of Materials, 
to the moft lumptuous and magnificent 
Buildings. It is divided from the for- 
mer by a Wall, through which Itoop- 
ing, we paifed in a Iquare Hole, much 
about the fame bignds, as that by which 
we entred into the Py- 
ramid, but ot no conli- 
derable length Thii>nur- 
row paflage lieth level, 
not riling with an accli 
vity, as doth the Pave- 
ment below, and Roof 
above, of both tliele 
Galleries. At the end 
of it, on the right hand, 
is the Well mentioned 
by Fliny ^ the which is 
circular, and not fquare, 
as the Arabian miters 
tlLfcribe : The Diameter 
oi it exceeds three Feet, 
the Sides are lined with 
white Marble, and the 
Defcent into it is by 
faftning the Hands and 
Feet in little open 1 paces 
cut in the Tides within, 
oppofire, and anfwera- 
bfe to one another in a peip^ndicular. 
Tn rhp fjimp manner are a. molt all the 
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Wells and Paflages into the Cifterns at 
Greaves, Alexandria contrived, without Stairs or 
Windings, but only with Inlets, and 
fquare Holes on each fide within j by 
which, ufing the Feet and Hands, one 
may with eale defeend. Many of thefe 
Cilterns are with open and double Ar- 
ches, the lowermoft Arch bein^upport- 
ed by a Row of Speckled and Thebaick 
Marble Pillars, upon the top of which 
ftands a lecond Row, bearing the upper 
and higher Arch : The Walls within 
are covered with a forr of Plailter, for 
the Colour white 5 but of fo durable a 
fubftance, that neither by Time, nor by 
the Water, is it yet corrupted and im- 
paired. But I return from the Cifterns and 
Wells there, to this in

By ray Meafure, founding it with a 
Line, it contains twenty Feet in depth. 
The Rcafon of the difference between 
Vltnfs Obfervation and mine, I fuppofe 
to be this, that fince his time it hatn al- 
mort been dammed up, and choaked with 
Rubbifh, which I plainly difeovered at 
the bottom, by throwing down fome 
combuftible Matter fet on fire. Leaving 
the Well, and going on ftraight upon a 
Level, the dittance of fifteen Feet, we 
enrred another fquare paflage, opening 
againft the former, and of the fame big- 
ncls. The Stones are very mafly, and 
exquifitely jointed, I know not whether 
of that glittering and fpeckled Marble, 
I mentioned in the Columns of the Ci- 
fterns at Alexandria. This leadeth (run- 
ning in length upon a Level an hun- 
dred and ten Feet) into an arched Vault, 
or little Chamber ^ which by reafon it 
was of a Grave-like Smell, and half 
full of Rubbifh, occafioned my letter 
ftay. This Chamber ftands Baft and 
Weft ^ the length of it is left than 
twenty Feet, the breadth about feven* 
teen, and the height lefs than fifteen- 
The Walls are entire, and plaftered 
over with Lime, the Roof is covered 
with large fmooth Stones, not lying fiat 
but (helving, and meeting above in a 
kind of Arch, or rather an Angle. On 
/ the Eaft fide of this Room, in the mid- 
' die of it, there feems to have been a 
pattage leading to ibme other place. 
WKirh^r this wav the Priefts went into

Jpbinx, as Herodotus calls fuch kinds ’ .

Pyramid, South Eaft of it, or into any 
other private Retirement, I cannot de- 
termine i and it may be too this ferved 
for no fuch purpofe , but rather as a 
Theca or Nichio^ as the Italians (peak, 
wherein (bme Idol might be placed *, or 
elfe for a Piece of Ornament (for it is 
made of polifhed Stone) in the Archi- 
teflure of thofe Times, which ours may 
no more underftand , than they do the 
Reafon of the reft of thofe ftrange Pro- 
portions , that appear in the PaflTages 
and Inner rooms of this Pyramid- Re- 
turning back the fame way we came, as 
foon as we are out of this narrow and 
fquare Paflage, we climb ovef it, and 
going ftraight on, in the trace of the (e- 
cond Gallerj^, upon a fhelving Pavement 
(like that of the firft) rifing with an An- 
gle of twenty fix De^ees, we at length 
came to another Partition. The length 
of the Gallery, from the Well below to 
this Partition above, is an hundred fifty 
and four Feet ^ but if we meafure the 
Pavement of the Floor, it is fomewhat 
lefs, by reafon of a little vacuity (fome 
fifteen Feet in length) as we deferibed 
before, between the IVell and thelquarc 
Hole we climbed over. And here to re- 
aflume fome part of that which hath 
been fpoken, if we confider the narrow 
entrance at the Mouth of the Pyramid 
by which we defeend •, and the length 
of the firft and fecond Galleries by which 
we afeend, all of them lying as it were 
in the fame continued Line, and leading 
to the middle of the l^ramid, we may 
eafily apprehend a Realon of that ftrange 
Ecchoe within, of four or five Voices, 
mentioned by Flutarch ^

by degrees ivannhcs, as the Motion ot 
it ccafes. This Gallery, ot Cornderey 
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(or wbacfoever elft 1 may call it) is 
built ot white and polifhed Marble, the 
which IS very evenly cut in fpacious 
Squares, or Tables. Of fpch Materials 
as is the Pavement, fuch is the Roof, 
and fuch are the Sidewalls, that tiank 
it : The coagmentation, or knitting of 
Joints, is fo clofe, that they are fcarcc 
difccrnable to the Eye ^ and that which 
adds a Grace to the whole Structure, 
tho" it makes the pjffage the more llip- 
pery and difficult, is the acclivity and 
rifirig of the Afcent. The height of 
this Gallery is 26 Feet, the breadth is 
6 Feet, and 870 parts of the Foot 
divided into a 1000, of which three 
Feet, and 436 of icco parts of a 
Foot, are to be allowed for the way 
in the midft •, which is fet and bounded 
on both lides with two Banks (I ke 
Benches) ol' fleck and polifhed Stone ^ 
each of chefe hath one Foot 7 17 of 1000 
parts of a Foot in breadth, and as much 
in depth. Upon the^top of thele Ben- 
ches near the Angle, where they dole, 
and joy n with the Wall, are little Spaces 
cut Ml right angled parallel Figures, fet 
on each fide oppofite to one another ; 
intended, no queftion, for fome other 
end than Ornament. In the catting and 
ranging of the Marbles in l>oth theSide- 
walls, there is one Piece of Archite- 
£ture, in my Judgment, very graceful ^ 
and that is, that all the Courfes, or 
Ranges, which are but feven (fo great 
are thofe Stones) do fet and flag over 
one another about three Inches ^ the 
bottom of the upper mott Couife over- 
letting the higher part of the fecond, 
and the lower part of this overflagging 
the top of’ the third, and fo in order 
the reft, as they defeend. Which will 
better li conceived by the reprefentation 
of it to the in this Figure, than by 
any other Deiaiption. 


Having patted this Gallery, we enter 
another Tquare Hole, of the fame Di- Greaves. 
menfions with the former, which brings 
us into two Antic amerette^ as the Ita- 
lians would call them , or AntFclqfets 
(give me leave in founufual aStrudure 
to frame fome ^ unufual 

Terms) lined with a rich suns tmm rebus wvh, 
and f'peckled kind of nova ponenda tiomina, Ciccro 
Thebaick Marble. The lib. i. dc Naturt Dconun.

Dimenfions almott equal to the fecond: 

The fecond is thus proportioned, the 
Area is level, the Figure of it is oblong, 
the one fide containing feven Feet, the 
other three and an half the height is 
ten Feet. On the Eaft and Weft fides, 
within two Feet and an half of the 
top, which is fomewhat larger than the 
bottom, are three Cavities, or little 
Seats, in this manner : 

This inner Anti clojet is leparated 
from the former, by a Stone of red 
fpeckled Marble, which hangs in two 
Mortices (like the Leaf of a Sluce) be- 
tween two Walls, more than three Feet 
above the Pavement, and wanting two 
of the Roof Out of this Clolet we 
enter another Iquare Hole, over which 
are five Lines cut parallel, and perpen- 
dicular in this manner : 




Befides thefe, I have not obfeved 
any other Sculptures, ol Engravings, 
in the whole Pyramid : And therefore 
it may juttly be wondred, whence the 
Arabians borrowed thofe Traditions I 
before relat^ that all Sciences are in^ 
feribed within in HierogfyMcks : And 
as juttly it may be quraion^, upon 
what Authority Dio^ or his Epimmizer

Pqiwre Paflage is of the fame widenefs 
Tet' and dimenfions as the reft, and is in 
oVflt I'Ti- length near nine Feet, (being all of The- 
To/wic<, u baick Marble, molt exquifitely cut ) 
which lands us at the North-end, of a 
very fumptuous and well-proportioned 
Room. The diftance from the end of 
the fecond Gallery to this Entry, run- 
ning upon the fame Level, is twenty 
four Feet. This rich and fpacious Cham- 
ber, in which Arc may feem to have 
contended with Nature , the curious 
Work being not inferiour to the rich 
Materials, Hands as it were in the Heart 
and Centre of the Pyramid, equi-diftant 
from all the Sides, and almoft in the 
rrtidft between the Bafis and the top. 
The Floor, the Sides, the Roof of it, 
are all made of vaft and exquifi re Tables 
of Thebaitk Marble, which it they Were 
not veiled and oblcured by the Steam of 
Tapors, would appear glittering and 
ftiining. From the top ot it defeending 
to the bottom, there are but fix Ranges 
of Stone, all which being refpedively 
fized to an equal height, very gracefully 
in one and the fame Altitude, run round 
the room. The Stones Which cover this 
place, ^e of a ftrange and ftupendious 
length, like fo many huge Beams lying 
tiar, and traverfing the Room,and withal 
111 pporting that infinite Mafs and Weight 
oi the Pyramid above. Of thel'e there 
are nine, which cover the Roof ^ two 
ol them are lefs by half in breadth than 
the reft ^ the one at the Ealt-end, the 
other at the Weft.

meafurine thefe Places by me afTigoed, may hereby not only 
find our the juft Dimenfions of the En£lijh root, but allorly 
Feet of fcvcral Nations in thefe Times ; which in my Travels 
abroad 1 have taken from the Origioals, and have comrared 
them at home with the E^i^} Standard. Had fome of the 
ancient Mathematicians th^eht of this way, thefe Times 
would not have been lb much perplexed, ih difeoverihg the 
Meafares of the Hihrttirs^ Bnhyhmans^ AS^jptlanf, Oriels, end 
other Nations.

An expenceful 
Prodigality, out of Superllition ufed 
by the Ancients, and with the fame 
blind Devotion taken un, and continuei 
to this Diiy in the Halt Indies. And yet 
it feems by Jofephi/s^s Relation, that by 
the wifeft King, in a time as clear and 
unclouded as any, it was put in pra-

ment very great Riches^ 
the multitude of which we may eafily 
colleU by that which fhall be fpoken. Fbr, 
thirteen hundred Tears after^ Hyreansjs 
the Higb’FrieJi being befieged by Antio- 
chus^ furnamed the Son oj Peme- 
trius^ and being willing to give Money to 
raife the Siege, and to lead away his Ar- 
my, not knowing where to procure it, he 
opened one of the Vaults of the Sepulchre 
of David, and took thence three thou/and 
Talents part whereof being given to 
Antiuebus, he freed himfelj from the 
danger oj the Siege, as we have elfe- 
where declared. And again, after many 
Tears, King Herod opening anot her Vault, 
took out a great quantity oj Money ', yet 
neither oj them came to the Coffins of the 
Kings ’, for they were with much Art hid 
under Ground, that they might not be 
found by fuch as entred into t he Sepulchre. 

The ingenious Reader will excuff 
my Curiofity, if before I conclude my 
Defaiption of this Pyramid, I preter- 
mit not any thing within, of how light 
a confequcnce loever. This made me 
take Notice of two Inlets, or Spaces, 
in the South, and North-lides of this 
I Chamber, juft oppofite to one another 5 
that on the North was in breadth 700 
of 1000 parts oithQEngli/h Foot, in depth 
40Q of 1000 parts j evenly cut, and run- 


ning in a flraightLine fix Fect.nnd farther, 
into the thicLnefs of the Wall. That 
on the South is larger, aiid fimcwhit 
round, not fo long as the former ; by 
the blacknefs vvithm, it feems to have 
been a Receptacle tor the burning ot 
Lamps. T. I nuus Barren n//s, W(;uld ^ 
gladly have believed, that it had been 
an Hearth tor one of thole Frefiul 
Lamps, fuch as have been found tnl;//- 
lwla''s Tomb in It dy and, if C b Wry? Camden 
be not mifinformeJ, in England, in the 
Crypt rporticus of 17 . Con flan- 

I1//S, Father to Conliant/nc the Grear^ ^ 
dedicated to the Urns and Afhes of the 
Dead ^ but I imagine the Invention not 
to be fo ancient as this Pyramid. How- 
ever, certainly a Noble Invention ^ and 
therefore pity it is it Ihould have been 
fmothered by the negligence ot Writers, 
as with a Damp. How much better 
might Pliny, if he knew the C'ompofi- 
tion of it, have defcril)ed it, than he 
hath done the IJnuni AsheJijniim, a 
fort of Linen fpun out of the Veins, as 
fome fuppofe, of the Caryjiian, or Cy- 
prian Stone > (Which in my Travels 1 * 

have often feen :) Thd" Salmafius, 
more probability, contends thctrueajy-ercie PJ^ 
befiinum to be the hinum Vivum, or i.,/- nian. 
num Indicutn in the Folds and Wreaths 
of which, they incloled the dead Body 
of the Prince ^ ( for faith Pliny, Regim pi,n y, 1 
inde funebres turner : And no wonder, cap. 1. 
feeing not long alter he adds, JF.quat 
pretid cxccUenttum margantarum) com- 
mitting it to the Fire and Flames till it 
were confumed to Afhes : Wbile in the 
fame Flames this Shrowd of Linen, as 
if it had only been bathed and wafhed 
(to allude to his Expreffion) by the Fire, 
became more white and refined. Surely 
a rare and commendable Pit'ce of Skill, 
which PanctrollusyMXy reckons amongft Pam troi 
Deperdit a -, but infinitely interiour ' 
either in refpeQ of Arr, or life, unto 
the former.

That is, 
lib. 17’ to comment on their words, of Grecian 
Feet fix hundred, of Roman fix hundred 
twenty five : So that by the Computa- 
tion of Diodorus.^ each fide fliould want 
an hundred Grecian Feet of the former 
Pyramid. P//>> makes 
Win. 1 . 3tf. ap. 12. Alte^ the difference to be 
gfeater , for afligning 
rpcdtsl « 4 r«W.w. e'ght hundred eighty 
three Feet to the for- 
mer., he allows to the fide of the Bafis 
of this, but feven hundred thirty feven. 
By my Obfervation, the Stones are of 
colour white, nothing fo great and vaft 
as thofe of the firft and faireft I^ramid j 
the Sides rife not with degrees like that, 
but are all of them plain and fmooth *, 
the whole Fabrldt (except where it is 
oppofed to the South) ieeming very 
entire, free from any deformed Ruptures 
or Breaches. The height of it, taken 
by as deliberate a Conjc£lurc as I could 
make (which it was eafie to do by rea- 
ibn of the neamefs of this, and the for- 
mer, being both upon the fame Plain) 
is not infeiour to it ^ and therefore 
Strabo hath rightly judged them to be 
equal. The Sides alfo of the BaJis of 
both are alike as, befides the Autho- 
Strabo, I.7. rity of Strabo^ the Venetian Doftor af- 
fured‘'me, who meafured it with a Line. 
There is no Entry leading into it, and 
therefore what may be within, whether 
fuch Spaces and Compartiments, as 1 
obferved in the former, or whether dif- 
ferent, or none, 1 muft leave to the Corf- 
3 e£lure of Travellers, and to the Dif- 
covery of After times. 

This Pyramid is bounded on the 
North and Weft fides, with two very 
{lately and elaborate Pieces ^ which I 
do not fo much admire, as that by all 
Writers they have been pretermitted. 
About thirty Feet in depth, and more 
than a thoufind and four hundred in 
length, out of the haid Rock, thefe 


Buildings have been cut in a papendi- 
cular, and fquared by the Chiffel, as I 
fuppofe, for Lodging of the Priefls. 

They run along at a convenient diflance, 
parallel to the two Sides we mentioned 
of this Pyramid, meeting in a right An-"’ 
and making a very fair and grace- 
ful Profpe£l. The Entrance into them 
is by fquare Openings, hewn out of the 
Rock, much of the lame bigncls with 
thole I deferibed in the firft Pyramid. 
Whether thelc were fymbolical (as the 
Theology of the AE^tians confifted 
much in myfterious Figures) and the 
depreffure and lownels of thefe, were 
to teach tfie Priefts Humili^ i amd the 
iquarenels and evennefs of them , an 
uniform and regular D^rtment in 
their Afilions, 1 leave to fuch as have 
written of their Hieroriyphicks to de- 
termine. The hollow l^ce within, of 
them all, is Ibmelvhat like to a fijuare 
and well proporrioeed Chamber, cover- 
ed, and arched above with thtf^Natural

‘ H E Third Pyramid fiands di- 
Ihnt from the Second about a 
Furloi^ upon an advantageous 
bright, and rifing of the Rock, where- 
in a-&r off it feems ^ual to the for- 
mer s tho’ the whole Pile is much lefs, 
and lower. The time was fo much 
fpent with my other Obfervations, that 
1 could not take fo exa^ a View as I 
defired, and die Work deferved 4 yet I 
took fb much of both, as to be awe to 
confute the Errors of others. But be- 
ibre^l perform this, 1 (hall relate what 
the*Andents, and fome one or two of 
our beft Writers, which have travelled * 
thither, have delivered 
HetQdot.Kb. a. concerning this.

Pyramids are built. This Work, althf 
it fs exceeded by the reft in Magnitude, 
yet for the StruHure, Art, and Magni- 
ficence of the Marble, it very far excels 
them. In the fide towards the North, 
M)rcerinus, the Name of the Founder h 
engraven. To Diodorus I (hall adjoyn 
the Teftimony of Strabo : P^t't hereon smho, 
a higher rife cf the Hill, is the Third Qco^, 
(Pyramid) much lefs than the two for- 
mer, bus built with a greater Expence .* 

For almoft from the foundation of it to 
the middle, it confifts of black Stone, 
with which they make Mortars, brought 
from the remoteft Mountains of .Ethio- 
pia, which being hard, and not eajie to 
oe wrought, hath made the Work the 
morecoftly. Pliryalfo, 
not as a Speftator, and PUn. 1.35. c. ta. T< 
Eye-wicnels, as the for- 
iner, but as an Hi^ ceaxm feSlm 
nan wntes thus : The ter ani^s. 
third ^Pyramid) is lefs 
than the former we mentioned, but much 
more beautiful : It is ereUed with Ethio- 
pkk Marble, and is three hundred fixty 
three Feet between the Angles. And 
• this is all that hath been preferved of 
the Ancients concerning this Pyramid.

It may perhaps 
be ailed ged in their Defence, that they 
mean, the Buildings within are ereSed 
with Black and JEthiopick Tu'arblc : /ind 
vet if this be granted, lince there is no 
Entrance leading into this, no more than 
is into the Second Pyramid , what may 
be witbiai, depends igjon the Incertainty 
of Tradition or ConjeSure, both which 
are very fallible. Tli<? it cannot be de- 
nied, but clofe by, on the Halt fide of 
it, there are the Ruins -eF a Pile of 
Building with a fad and dusky Colour, 
much like that we defcribed in paffing 
to the Second Pyramid, which mfght 
be the ground and occalion of this Er- 
ror. 1 cannot excufe the Ancients, but 
hellomusy or GilliuSy (for it is no mat-^ 
ter which of them owns the Relation, 
when both of them have erred) are far 
more inexculable ; Becaufe it might 
have been expefled from them, what 
Uvy fuppofes, Kovi femper Jcriptores.^x^Asy^.i, 
aut in.rebm cettius aliquid allot uros Je^ 
aut fcribendi arte rudem vetuftaten^u- 
peraturos credunt. Whereas thele on 
« the contrary, have depraved what hath 
beei? hi this particular, with truth deli- 
verer by the Ancients. For whereas 
Herodotus, and Diodorus^ equal the fide 
of the Bajis to three hundrro Feet, and 
Plii^ extends it to three hundred fixty , 
three, they only make it a third pare 
greater than th^ Pyramid at Rome, of 
C. Qeftius, nea/tSe Mons T^ftaceus : 
that either thj^ have much enlarged that 
at Rome, or innmk and contra6m this.

Have done with thefe Three Pyra- 
mids, each of them being very re- 
markable, and the two firft rec- 
koned amongff the Miracles of the 
World, The reft in the Libyan Defart 
lying feattered here and there, are (ex- 
cepting one of them) but lelTcr Copies, 
and as it were Models of thefe ; And 
thereffore I (hall neither much trouble 
my felf, nor the Reader, with the De- 
feription of them. Tho’ to fpeak the 
truth, did not the three firft ftanding fo 
near together, obfeure the luftre of the 
reft,which lie far feattered, fome of them 
were very confiderable. And therefore 
I cannot but tax the omiflion of the An- 
cients, and the inadvertency of all Mo- 
dern Writers tmd Trav&ife^ who with 
tocT tnuch fupinenefs have fele£led the 
Defaiption of one of them* 5 which in 


my Judgment is as worthy of Memory, 
and as near a Miracle, as any or thole 
three which 1 have mentioned. And 
this ftands iiom rhele South and by 
Weft, at twenty Miles diftancet more 
within the Sandy Defart, upon a Rocky 
Level like thele, and not hr from the 
Village whence we enter the Mummies. 
This, as the Venetian Doctor aflured 
<nc, and as I could judge by Conje^Jure 
at a diftance, hath the fame Dimen- 
lions that the firft and faireft of thefe , 
hath Graduations, or Afeents without, 
and of the fame Colour like that, 
(but more decayed, efpecully at the

W E had ended our Difeourfe of 
the Pyramids, but that I find 
one Scruple touch’d upon by 
Herodotus,^ Diodorus,^ and P//V^, which 
is worth the Difeuflion, as a Point of 
fome Concernment in Architcflure ; 
And that is, in what manner thele Py- 
ramids were built, and with what Art 
and Contrivance the Stones ^ efpecially 
thofe vaft ones in the firft, were con- 
* veyed up. ^ Herodotus who firft railed 

Doubt, gives this Solution : They 
Bwf puiyJ carried up the reji of the Stones with 
little Engines made of Wbod,^ raijtng 
them from the Ground upon the firft 
AdKfl7*&c. Stone voae lodged u^n 

^aother En- 

gine,, ftanding upon the firft Step^ from 
thence it was conveyed to the Second 
Row by another. Eor fo many Rows., 
and Orders of Steps as there were, fo 
many Engines were there : Or elfe 
they removed the Engine which was 
one, and eafie to be carried to every 
particular Row as often as they nuh 
ved a Stone. H^e will relate that which 
is fpoken of either part. Therefore 
th^e in the Pyramid were firft made, 
which, were the higheft, then by de~ 
grees the reft j laft of all thofe which 
are neareft to the Ground, and are the 
loweji. The firft part of this Solution 
of Herodotus is full of diflaculry. How 
in erefifing and placing of lo manyc 
Machine, charged with fuch mally 
Stones, and thofe continually paflfing 
over the lower degrees, could it be 
avoided, but that they mult either un- 
fettle them, or endanger the breaking 
of fome Portions of them 5 which

1 know fuch Petrefaflions to be no im» 
polbbiliiy in Nature : For I have feen, 
at Vcn:ci\ the Bones and Flelh of a 
Man, and the whole Head, except the 
Teeth, entirely tranfmuted into Stone; 
And at Rome., clear Conduit- Water, by 
long Handing in Aquacdu£ls, hath been 
turned into perfeft Alabalter) are like 
thole Loaves of Bread, which are re- 
ported to be found by the Red Sea, con- 
verted into Stone, and by the Inhabi- 
tants fuppoied to be fome of the Bread 
the Ifraclites left behind them, when 
they pafled over for fear of Pharaoh.

Portius Viccntinm, Philander, Georgius 
Agruola, Ghetaldus, Donatus, and fc- 
veral others, contend the Foot on Coffu- 
tius Monument in Rome, to be the true 
jioman toot : Marlianus deferibes it out 
of a Porphyry Column, with this In-

the Rjidera in Rome : Tillalpandus dC' 
rives it from the Meafure of .the Con- 
gius, placed by Vefpatian in the C^i- 
tol (the Original Standard being ftill 
extant) . Willebrordus Snellius equals it 
to the Pes Rhinlandicus ^ and feveral 
others have had feveral Fancies and 
Conjeftures. In fuch a variety and in- 
certainty ot Opinions, we have no more 
folid Foundation of our Enquiy, than 
either to have recourfe to the Writings 
of the Ancients •, or elfe to fuch other 
Monuments of Antiquity, as having * 

efcaped the Injury and Calamity ot 
Time, have continued entire to this pre- 
fent Age.

in The time of Almamon (the learned Ca- 
lif of Babylon) by the Elevation of the 
Foie of tne JEquat or they meafured the 
^antity of a Degree upon the Globe of 
the Earth.^ and found it to he fifty fix 
Miles.^ and two thirds of a Mile : Every 
Mile containing four thou fund Cubits.^ 
and eaeh Cubit twenty jour Digits., and 
every Digit fix Barly-corns. The fame 
Proportions are alTigned in the Geogia- 
phta Nubienfis., printed in Arabic/: at 
Rome : The Cubit is twenty four Digits^ 
and every Digit is fix Bar fy- cor ns. But

» ttuftiB as uncertain as the former, and is 
built upon a fuppoficion, that all fuch 


fup^fition, that all fuch 
are of the fame Dimenfion : Whereas 
thofe of one Country differ much from 
thofe of another j and thofe of the lime 
Country (as I have made trial in jEgypt.^ 
more out of Curiofity, than as hoping 
this way to give my lelf Satisfaction) 
are not all of the fame bignefs . And 
not only fo, but in the felt-fame Ear, 
there is a fenfible difference, as Experi- 
ence doth (hew. And yet Sne/hus., a 
Man much to be commended for his 
Abilities in the Mathematicks, and to 
be blamed for his fupine Negligence, 
both in his Meafure of the Magnitude 
of the Earth, and in his Dimenlions of 
the Roman foot, upon thefe flight and 
weak Principles , deduces the Arabian

gnifying gldffes plainly demonlfrate, it 
will be very difficult fo to fize them to- 
gether, that they ffiall always take up 
the fame breadth : And if they do nor, 
little Frrois committed in fuch fmall 
Bodies, tho’atthefirff infenfiblc, will in- 
finitely incrcafc and multiply, in the 
meafuring of great diftances, to which 
thefe arc luppolcd the Foundation.

For admit there were 
a Standard of ren thouland Grams, and 
another of one Grain, it will be eaiic, 
by a continued fubdivilion of the for- 
mer, with a good Balance, to produce 
a Weight equal to the Standard of une 
Grain : Yea, tho" at the beginning fome 
little Error had been committed, which 
after many divifions will vanifli, and 
become imperceptible. Whereas on the 
contrary, the molt curious Man ali\e, 
with the exa^teft Scale that the Indu- 
Itry of themoft skilful Arcizan can in- 
vent, (liall never be able out of the 
Standard of one Grain, to produce a 
Weight equal to the Weight of ten 
thoufand Grains, but that th^fe lhall 
be a fenfible and apparent difference ^ 
yea, tho’ he had that excellent Scale 
mentioned by "Cape/lus^t Sedan^ which ^ Capdli 
would fenfibly be turned w^ith the four 
^hundredth part of a Grain. The 
difterence as wc rind in Weights, we 
may conceive by analogy to be in Mea- 
furcs, when they (hall be made our of 
fuch little parts as Hairs, Barly corns. 

Digits, and the like. And therefoie 1 
cannot but difapprovc the ordinary 
Courfe of molt Geographers, whether 
Grecks.^Latincs., or uirabians^ that from 
fuch nice beginnings meafure out a De- 
cree noon Earth, and confequently the 
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Magnitude of* this Globe. On the con* 
Greaves. xx 2 ixy^ the Enterprize of* * Sneliius^ in 
his HratoJIhe/jes Batavus , and of our 
EracWl^” Country man * M. Wright.^ hath been 
Ear. iib. a. more commendable : Who by the fpace 
• Wrtibtofof a Degree on Earth, (or which were 
better of many Degrees) have endea- 
gaeion!* voured to fix Meafures with more Ex- 
a£f nefs and Certainty for Pofferity. But 
of this Argument 1 (hall have occafion 
to fpeak hereafter. And therefore to 
return to the Bufinefs in hand. 

Since the Roma/i Foot cannot be reco- 
vered by Hairs, Grains, Digits, Palms, 
and fuch-like Phyfical Bodies, which 
being of a various and indeterminate 
Magnitude, cannot give, unlefs by ac- 
cident, the Commenfuration of that 
which ought to be precifely limited and 
determined 5 Ibmerelinquifliing the for- 
mer way as erroneous, have endeavour- 
ed, with much I ngenioufnefs, by Weights, 
to find out the Roman Foot : For there 
is the fame analogy between Meafures 
and Weights, as between continued and 
diferere Quantities : And as Mathema- 
ticians by Numbers demonftrate, or ra- 
ther illuftrate the Aifteftions of Lines, 
Superficies, and Geomcrrical Bodies : 
So by Weights, mcafuring fome Phyfi- 
cal Bodies, efpecially fuch as are liquid, 
in Cubical Veffels, ( which are eafieft 
commenfurable) we may render the ex- 
aft Quantity of the Roman Foot, and 
by confequence of all their other Mea- 
/Luc.Pxtus^'^^- And therefore ^ Lucoi Vdetus., 
1.3.dcracn-and‘ VUlalpandus.^ have attempted with 
fur. S: probable Reafons to difeover the Roman 
f^\^'Foot, the one by the Sextarius., the 
dus de^ Roman Congtus.

peius and of an ancient Anonymi^JJP^

doth appear : If therefore a Veffel 
made of a Cubical Figure, which may <ii:Vcrb 
receive VIII Qongn.^ or XLVIII Sextar'it^ ^5^. 
or LXXXIV Pounds of Water or'ei^' 
Wine, out of the fides of this Cube, 
by •« R})emnius Yannius his Defeription, k Riiem 
or rather by Sextus Pompeius , who is Fann. i i 
ancienter, will the Roman Foot be de- 
duced. For both thefe write (neither is 
it as yet contradiffed by any Man) that 
the Longitude of one of the fides of the 
Amphora (being a Cube) is anfwerablc 
to the Roman Foot. And here our En- 
quiry would be at an end (fuppofing the 
Authorities of Yeftus and Yannius to be 
unqueftionable) were there not farther 
fome Objeff ions, which cannot eafily be 
removed. And thofe are firif, a lt|.p:.- 
fition that we have the true Roptan Li- 
bra (for by this we are to find the Con- 
gius^ admitting there were none extant, 
as by the Congius^ the Amphora.^ or 
Quadrant a/) a thing of as great difficul- 
ty as the Foot it I'elf. And befides, if 
this were obtained, yet we cannot have 
an abfolutc certainty, that Water, or 
Wine, (hall in all places alike ponde- 
rate 5 by reafon of the different Gra- 
vity which is obferved in natural Bodies, 
tho* th^ be homogeneous, and of a 
like fubfiance. Wherefore laying afidc 
all fuch Speculations, as being far from 
that Accuratenefs which is required, 
there is no other poffible means left for 
this difeovery, but to have recourfe to 
fuch Monuments of Antiquity, as have 
efcaped the Injury and Calamity of 
Time •, which is our next, and lecond 
Enquiry. 

And here it will not be amifs to fee 
what Learned Men, who not long pre- 
ceded our Age, have oblerved out of 
ancient Monuments, concerning the Ro- * 
man Foot : And then to relate what 
Courfe I took to give my felf private 
Satisfaftion -, which, I hope, witt be 
alfo farisfiiftory to others. Philander 
in his Commentaries upon Vitruvius^ 
being one of the firfl that had ieeo, and 
diligently perufed many ancient Mea- 
fares in Rome (whereas Portius^ Agri- 
cola.^ Glareanus.^ and fome others, re- , 
ceived them upon truft) gives us lb 
much the more certain Information. 

His words ara thefe ; ' Vemntamen^o - ' PWamlj

Beptifta SiAicellus Epifeth

Notwith- 
Itanding thefe Obfervatlons, Vtllalpan- 
dus, knowing how neceflary it was to 
have the true Demenfions of xhtRaman 
Foot, to find out the Proportions of the 
Hebrew Cubi t, made new Experiments : 

And after examination of the Meafures 
and Weights at Rome, he thus concludes; 

Sed m omnibus tarn variis, aliijque^ 
mult IS fententns pratermijjis, in hoc una appara 
conquiefetmus, ut arbitremur unum Far- 
ncjianum Congtum pojje omnes antiquas par. lH'l 
Romanorum, at que aliarum gentium men- c.

Yet 
Snellius in his Eratofthencs Batavus 
could not reft fa lisfied with this Foot 
of Yillalpandiis , how exquifite foever 
he imagines it : For he had a mind to 
difeover it nearer home ^ making the 
Rhinland Foot ^ual to the Roman. The 
Proof of his After tion is taken from an 
ancient Roman Armamentarium, or Fort, 
near the Sea, not far from Leiden, 
which by the Natives is callfid, Het 
buys te Brit e a : And is fuppof^ by 
Ortelius to have been built Claudius 
Cafar, in his intended Voyage for Br/- 
tain, of which ^ Suetonius, and P>/^,jfSiictooi 
,rmke mention : She in commodiorem le- \n CM

After theft Experiments of fo many 
able and learned Men, and thoft too ta^ 
ken from ancient Monuments, it may 
feem ftrange, that wc fhould not be 
able as yet to define the true duantitv 
of the Roman Foot. For this 1 can al- 
fign no other Reafons than theft ; Firft, 
That thofe which have deferibed it, 
have either not exa£lly, and with fuch 
diligence as wasrequifite, performed it ^ 
or elfc, if they have been circumfpeff 
in this kind, thwhave omitted to com- 
pare it with the Standards for Meafures 
of other Nations. On the contrary, 
thoft v^hich have compared it with the 
preftnt Standards, never took it from 
the ancient Monuments, and Originals, 
which are at Rome., but only from forae 
Draughts, or Schemes, delineated in 
Books. Now how uncertain a way this 
• ViUalpan. is, doth appear by * Villalpandus., who 
de appm- thus writes ; Ego dum hue feriberem.^

in the beating apd binding. So that tho’ 
it were granted , that ft many learned 
Men had found out what we enquire 
after, RomanY oot yet it is impof' 

fible out of thoft Schemes and Drai^ts 
ddivered in their Books , for the Kpa- ^ 
ftns before fpecified, 
to attain an abftlute * Pars fexageftma typoi 
certainty. But ‘ Snel- &formintmlmirtkdmiexci 
Imt thews us a Reme- 
dy of this Diffiailty, 
which, in my Opinion, in Eracoft. Battvo. L 2. c. 1 
is as vain as his Roman 
Foot, (feeing by his fuppofition all Pa- 
per muft fhrink alike, be it thick or thin) 
and that is,to allow one part in fixty ftr 
the fhrinking of the Paper. For fo much 
(faith he) do Typographers objerve, that 
Letters contract themjehes.^ when they 
are taken off wet from the Types. 

Wherefore having^rcceived fmSftt^Si- 
tisfadion from the Writings of the An- 
cients, and not much better from the 
imperfefl Deiignations of the Roman 
Foot, by modern Authors, I propofcd 
to my lelf in my Travels abroad, thefe 
ways, which no reafonable Man but 
muft approve of And thole were, Firft, 

To examine as many ancient Meafures 
and Monuments, in Italy.^ and other 
pans, as it was poflible. And, Se- 
condly, To compare theft with as many 
StancUrds , and Originals , as I could 
procure the fight of And laft of all, 
to tranfmit both thefe, and them, to 
Pofteriw, 1 exa^ly meafured fome of 
the moft laftin^ Monuments of the An- 
cients, To this purpoft, in the Year 
1639, I ^ent into Italy., to view, as the 
other Antiquities of the Romans^ fo 
efpecially thofe of Weights and Mea- 
fures ^ and to take them with as much 
exadmfr as it was poffible, I earned 
Inftruments with me made by the beft: 
Artisans. 

Where my firft enquiry was after

We might elevate their Authorities by 
laying, thefe are only the Teftimonics 
of two Grammarians, better verfed in 
Difputes of Words, than Critical in 
Meafures, which more propwly are the 
Speculation of Mathematicians ; And 
therefore if Vitruvius had affirmed it, 
much more Credit might have been gi- 
ven. But we (hall rather fay, they 
wrote what was vulgarly, and common- 
ly, upon Tradition, believed, that the 
iengtn of one of the lides of the Am- 
phora was equal to the Roman Foot : 
Not that it was precifcly and exa^Uy 
equal, but that of any known Meafure 
whatfoever then extant, this came the 
neardf to it, as indeed it doth ^ yea, lb 
near, that if at this Day the Amphora^ 
and Riojuan Foot, were in ufe amongft 
us, many a Writer that had never b^n 
fo curious as diligently to compare 
them, would not be icrupulous to af- 
firm as much. Which may appear by 
thePraflice of Ant, Auguflinus^ Paea-* 
tkSy Maffausy StatiuSy VrfinuSy and of 
feveral other Learned Men, riot long 
before our Times : Who tho’ thw pur- 
pofdy made it their enquiry to di&over 


the true Roman Weights and Meafures, 
and therefore made fpecial ufe of this 
Congius dt Vefpafiany yet have no lels 
erred, as we Ihewed before, in the Di- 
menlion of the Amphora., than br.ih Fr- 
fius and hannius have done. Neither 
will this Anfwer feem improbable con- 
cerning Meafures, it we Hull examine 
a place or two concerning Coins, in 
which the Ancients, and thofe too ot 
the better fort of Authors, have in the 
very lame manner erred. For > Livy ' Livii 
writing that Marccllus gave to L. Ban- 
tiufy {or Bandi us) \3Bigati., that is iV- 
narii fo called, betaufe tlie Biga was 
ordinarily (tamped upon the Keverfe of 
the Denarius ) . * Plutarch delcribing ' I'liaa 
the fame Gift, renders it hy fo many 
Drachma., the Grecian manner of CJom- ^ 
putation •, not that the Drachma., in the 
exad: and intrinfiral Valuation , was 
equal then to the Denanus., ftg j d ie JV- 
nanus to the Drachma ( as w?TTWTl 
Ihew in the enfuing Difeourft) bur that 
in the vulgar and popular eftimation, 
the one palled for the other, f)ciffg both 
not much different in their weight, as 
well as valuation.

ceffary Confequence may be inferred. 
For as the Unity is in refpeU of Num- 
bers, or the Sefcrtuis in Difeourfes 'ie 
rc ninnmdiui fo is the Denar jus lor 
Weights, a fit rife, or beginning, from 
wher.cc the reft may be deduced. Not 
but that It were better (as I gave the 
Caution before) if w'e abfolutely conli- 
der the exaUeft ways of di (coveting 
Weights, to begin with the greater, 
and by them to find our the Icfs, than 
by the Ids to p.oduce the gieaier ^ but 
if we look upon the C'onditionot Times, 
and conliJer the means that are left af- 
ter lb many Revolutions and Changes 
of the Roman Empire, it will be faler 
to alter our Method.

ther did the Denanus long pals at ilie 
valuation oi X AJks, nor the Afjrs which 
before, and then were J ah ales, conti- 
nue at one ftay ^ hut with the Exigen- 
cies of the Roman State, the rate of the 
Denanus rofe, and the weight ot the 
A[fes fell i that is in efFeft, both the 
Silver and the Brafs Monies came to be 
augmented in their effimation. Fi>r by 
a Publick FJi£l of Enhius Ahixiwas the 
Di£laior , the Common wealth being 
hardly prelTed upon tiy Hannibal^ the 
Denanus came to be priced at XVI 
the Ajjes which were then 
Vextantani , or the lixth part of the 
Rpman Pound, (for in the tirlt Punic 1 : 
War, by realbn of‘ the cxcclTive Lx- 
, penck ot the State, thc7 tirlt fell from 

b^ing Librales, to hcSexianiani) came

Dialogues) and by Vtllalpandus. befides 
one with the Infcription of C Titinius^ 
with the lame Charaffer, mentioned by 
Fu/vius I "'rfinus^ and * Dalechampius puts 
it out of Controverfie. And this valu- 
ation of the Denarius,^ as it is more than 
probable, continued from the firft Infti- 
tution of it in the lecond Funick War, 
without any interruption, lo JuJitnian^s 
time, and it is likely longer ^ fince there 
is no proof out of any ancient Author, 
nor any Charaffer on any ancient Dena- 
rius found to the contrary. As for thofe 
Authorities which are alledged, and 
refled by Buda’us,^ and Alctatus,, of 
Apuleius^ Arruntius^ and ?om- 
perns ^ a&rming, that after the fecond 
Punick War, the Denarius contained 
\’AjUcs,, thQ ^uinarius^ oxViQonatus 
V, the Seflertius II and an half : We 
may give a true and ealie Solution, that 
thefe Writers expreffed the valuation of 
them, as they were in their firft origi- 
nal and beginning , with refle6fion to 
their primitive denomination : In which 
refpe£t tfic Trevin Monetales,^ or Offi- 
cers of the Mint, ufually imprinted on 
the Denarius the Charafler A, rather 
than XVI *, the former being the Imprefs 
of itshrtt Inftitution, and the latter of 
its after Valuation. And fo in likeman- 
der may thofe Citations be anfwered of 
Plutarch,, Dionyfius^ and others, pro- 
duced by fome Learned Men to ftreng- 
then their Aflertion, that the Denarius 
after the fecond Punick War returned 
to its firft eftimation. Which thing 
could not have been effeffed, without 
extream lofs and prejudice to particular 
Men, in their private fortunes and E- 
ftates \ which the Juftice and Wifdom 


of the Roman Senate, under the Con- 
fuls, was nor likely to have introduced, 
or the People t^ have admitted. 

To conclude, the Denarius,, as it is 
evident by many irrefragable Authori- 
ties before alledged, in the highett va- 
luation paffed for XVI Affes'^ and ac- 
cording to that proportion, the ^uif/a- 
rius,, or Vi^oriatus for VIII , the Se* 
fiertius for IV : But in the loweft va- 
luation, or firft inftitution, it pafled for 
X Ajfes : And then the proportion of 
the ^inarius was V, of the Seflertius 
II Ajjes and an half, and therefore was 
thus marked IIS, or thus HS, as the 
^uinanus had this Charaffer, V, and 
allb this X, as it is to be feen in a Vi- 
thriatus ot mine own (befides feveral 
others) with the Face and Infcription 
of M„Cdto. By which Coin that place 
may not unfitly be explained . which 
troubled * Budaus,, why the » 

Jatus,, and Ordo quincunctalts,, fignifie in 
the ranking of Trees the fame thing, 
altho’ the ^uinanus, or Quincunx,, give 
the denomination to the one , and the 
Denarius^ or Dccujfis,, to the other. 

The Reafon is, becaufe the $uinanus 
had the Charadler X imprinted on it, as 
well as the Denarius^ or DecuJJts, Be- ^ « 

fides in Temporarius^ we find the^uin-^^ 
cunx to be thus reprefented, asrarii. 
the I'ncia thus — lb That five of thefe 
Unci a making the Siumeunx,, and thele 
five being ranged like the Figure X (the 
C'haraffer of the DecufHs) it is no won- 
der if the Ordo Decujfatus, and Slititt- 
cuncialts,, were taken for the fame. 

That the Denanus fhould have paf- 
fed at any other rate between XVI and 
X Ajfes, as there is no Coin extant to 
prove it, fo there is no exprefs Autho- 
rity to conclude it. Tho*^ fome infer 
out of ^ Polybius, that it was valued al- t Polyb.1. 
fo at XII Affes : Becaufe he defines the 
or Semijjis, to be riraflov 
fxf^so^oKS, the fourth part of the At- 
tic k Obolus ; and VI Oboli being in the 
to which Drachma they fup- 
pole the Denarius equal, therefore there 
muft be XXIV Semtjfes, or XII Ajfes 
in the Denanus, But with much bet- 
ter reafon we may hence infer, that the 
Drachma was fomewhat bigger than the 
Denarius, as we (hall prove in this en- 
fuing Difeourfe •, and therefore Polybius 
allows XII Ajfes to it : Whereas, if it 
had been precifely equal to the Dena- 
rius, he would have valued it at X, or 
elfe XVI of the Icfler fort oT Ajfes. 8o 
that Sir U, Spviie, a Man of exquifite 
Judgnient and Learning, in his Difeourfe 
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at the end of Tacitus^ jaftly blames 
Hot toman for altering the Text of Poly- 
bius^ and is himfelf to^be cenfured, as 
* lypfiw alio * Lypjius^ in inferf ing thence that 
the Denarius contained XU AJfes,

S 'l and thrfc Authorities may Ipcrchancc admit of otherCon- 
fttfoons, I lhali leave this Opinion as only probable, and 
follow what is more certain and deroonftrative, of the later 
Coofuh. 

Firft, That the Denarius Confularis 
of the later Confuls , was thc feventh 
part of the Roman Ounce : This fhall 
be our principal enquiry, becaufe it is 
more evident of the two, and will give 
us the beft light to difeover the true 
weight of the Denarius^ in the notion 
and acception of the Ancients, both 
Greeks and Latins. It is moft appa- 
teni, both by*'ieveral fair Coins which 
I have peruiH of the latex; Confuls, as 
alfo by Cornelius Cel/us^ who lived in 


the Roman Libra (as by all it is confeff) 
by Icven the Number of ihe Dr narii^^ of 
which the Ounce then confified , the 
Sum will be LXXXIV Denarii ^ and 
fo many, liy Si nbonii/s and Pliny., ought 
julfly to be in the Roman Pound. And 
thefe aie thc only deal and politive Au* 
iliurities that aie to be found in ClalTi* 
cal yluthors , moll ot ihe Writings of 
the Ancients, dc pondenbus ip' menfu- 
ris^ having long iince been lott ^ or clfc 
ihofe lew Fragments that are lefr^ of 
Uciipatra., Diojcondes^ and of others^ 
arc lo corrupted, that little Truth with 
any certainty can be colledcd. From 
whence it will by way of Corollary 
follow, that if either the Denarius Con- 
fulans be given, the Roman Ounce, and 
Libra., in the fame proportion will ne- 
cefiarily be thence deduced ^ or it the 
Roman Ounce, and l.ibra be given, the 
Denarius will as neceflarily be con- 
cluded. • 

But before we farther treat of this 
Argument, we fhall endeavour alfo 
to demonttratc the Denarius^ by the 
Drachma A 1 1 tea. For Scrihontus leems, 

* and fo do other Ancients, to make them 
equal. And therefore Pliny writes : 

^ Drachma Attica denarn argent ei hahei ^Phnius, 
pondus : Whereas xh^Drachma .^gincdl2i.c.^^ 
was much larger, this containing X 
fuch Oboh as the Attick contained V^I, 
and therefore the Athenians in hatred of 
the JEginnans^ called it ^a)^av 

as • Pollux teftifies. And here as « jui. 
weconiidered the Denarius^ as NummuSi !• 9* ^ 

and as Pondus j fo likewife muft we 
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the Drachma Attica^ as Nummus^ 
Greaves, and as Fo/td//s .* In the profecution of 
both which, relatively to the Denarim^ 
I fhall infitt lo much the longer, becaufe 
it is an Argument that hath fcarce at 
all, or very pertunftorily been handled. 
The Drachma, as was a Sil- 

ver Coin in ule amonglt the Athenians^ 
(for 1 intend only to fpeak of the 
Drachma Attica , lor the fame reafon 
»» Plinius, that *■ Fhny doth, here enim Atticd 
1 . 21 . olfJ'crvatwTic utuntur mcdici) and fo it 
was the Meafuie of things vendible, as 
all Coins are : And as Fondus^ fo was 
it the Mcafure of their Gravity and 
Weight. Now the Drachma, as Num- 
mus, paffed in the eftimation of the 
belt Authors, both Greek and hat 'me, 
at the fame Rate and Valuation as the 
Denarius did. And therefore, as often 
as the Latines are to exprel's thcGV^^yt 
Drachma, they render it by the Denari 
us j and on the contrary, the Greeks 
the Denarius by the Drachma. Thus 
•Ciccr. i6. what ' Ta//y renders by the Denarius, 
I. $. Ep. ad 2iis 4 ^th Book exprefleth by the 

Drachma. 1 heir words, both fpeaking 
of Ajtguflus, are thefe, Veteranos qutque 
Cafilini, Gf Calatix Junt (as TuUy re- 
lates) perdiixtt ad Juam fententiam, ncc 
mirum, quingenos denarios dat.

Thefe two thus paflSng the one for 
theother, being alfo at the firft inftitu- 
tion much of the fame finenefs in refpe£l 
of Silver, it tnuft necefiarily be admit- 
ted, either that they were eica£Uy the 
iame for weight, which is our next li- 
quify, or die that^ they were not much 
different. For in cornering of Foreign 


Coins, the xo>v.XuCirai, or Nummularii, 
in ancient Times, mutt have taken the 
fame Courfe, which our moft knowing ^ 
Bankers do praclife now. Firft, to re* 
fpeft the purenels and finenefe of the j 
Coins, whether they be alike for the 
intrinjick ^ and next, whether th^have 
the lame weight *, and if they differ in * 
either, or both of thefe, according to 
thofe differences to proportion their 
exchanges. Thofe other accidental 
Caufes of the rifing and falling of Ex- 
changes of Moneys, lince they are meer- 
ly contingent, depending upon the Ne- 
ceffities either of Times, or Places, or 
Perfons, 1 purpofely pretermit, as not 
fo proper and effential to our Enquiry. 

As for the extrtnfick of Coins, by which 
I mean the outward Form, orCharafter, 
and Infcription of the Prince, or State, 
tho' this may raife the Valuation of 
them in thofe Countries, whi(%are fub- 
je£t to the Prince, .or State, ana IdRft 
them in thofe which are ouf of their 
Dominions ^ yet this can produce no 
remarkable difference, more than what 
is ufually afligned by the Matters of the 
Mint, for the Watte in Coining, and for 
the Labour of the Work. 

With thefe Cautions, if we (hall ex- 
amine tht An tek Drachma, and by fuch 
Writings of the Ancients, or by fuch 
Coins as are extant, enquire their true 
Weight, we fhall come to fuch a pre- 
cifenefs as may be hoped for in a Work 
of this nature. •• Sutdas tells us in the f Suid

When he arrived^ faith Flu- 
tarch,^ at Sparta, he hid the Silver that 
he had Jioln , under the Tiles of his 
Houfe,, and delivered into the Hands of 
the Faihori the Bags,, Jhewing them the 
Seals [entire] ; Which being opened,, and 
the money told,, they found the Sums to 
dif agree from the Labels : Wherewith 
being troubled,, a Servant of Gylippus, 
in obfeure Terms, intimated to them, 
Tfat under the Tiles of his Maftef's 
houfe, there were hid many Noauar, 
or Owls ^ 'yeS' (cuf wixt) tS 
^ tots VO/x/o-fJKxf]^, TVS A&l}- 

yXow'xef. For the great eji part ( at 
it feems ) of the Money then had the 
Stamp of the No£fua, by Reafon of the 
Athenians : Who not long before, as 
Thucydides, and the heft Hiftorians of 
ihofe Times Ihew, were the richeft and 


yet fo little, that they cannot have loft 
above two or three Grains of their pri- 
mitive weight.^ And as this fingle At-

Wherefore I may conclude (allowing 
only half a Grain for fo much wanting 
by time, or by the Mint) from theil«- 
reus being double to the Attick Draehme^ 
that it hath been rightly afllgnedby me 
to be LXVIl Grains ; And from this 
with thofe Limitations above mention’d, 

I may conclude the Denarius Confularls., 
(which is our principal Enquiry) feeing 
Galen., I Q. c. dc Compojfiuone Medi- 
cam. According to the ^anqgr pg 

of divifion, fpeakij^ of an Antidote compcfi 
preferibed by Afclepiades., whereof the medican 
Dofis was to be one Drachme., or Dena-

call It *, neither will the nature of the 
thing jufer us to underfland any other. 

And It is manifeji, that in fuch things 

we all now name the Drachme, the 
Romans name the Denarius. 

The Denanus alfo, as we proved be- 
fore out of Philo^ Jofephus, St. Uierom^ 
and Plejychius^ may be inferred by the 
Hebrew or Samaritan Shekel : The 
Shekel, by the joint Teftimony of all 
of them, being equal in Valuation to 
tlie Attick Stater Argenteus., or Tetra- 
drachme, and the Attick Tetradrachme, 
as we have Ihewed , to four Denarii 
Cofifulaies : If therefore an Hebrew or 
Samaritan Shekel in Silver, fair, jind 
^iiot impaired, were found, we might by 
this as well difeover the Denarius, as 
by the Tetradrachme, or the Aureus. 

And here 1 mult confefs I have not feen 
fo many perfefl and entire, with the 
Samaritan Chara£tcrs, which certainly 
are the belt and trueft, (for thofe with 
the later Characters, in^nted, as fome 
fuppole, by Efdras, are njoltofthem 
counterfeit) as to give my lelf fatift 

faction. 
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faftion. For tho’ I have perufed that 
of Aricu Montanus^ now in the Uni- 
verfity of Oirford^ which he defcribcs in 
his Traft De Siclo^ aiid from whence 
he deduces the proportion of the He- 
brew Shekel j yet to fpeak the truth, 
there is no trim to be given to it : Nor 
but that the Coin is very ancient, and 
the Infcription upon it in Samaritan 
Charaflers well made ^ but the fitfesof 
it have been fo filed away, that it hath 
very much loft of the true weight: For 
1 find it to be fcarce the weight of 
Twenty-pence of our Englijh Standard. 
Whereas Montanui^ if he made his Ob- 
fervation exaftly, equals it to almoft 
four Spanijh ^als^ or to four Raman 
Julies i both which exceed two of our 
Englijh Shillings. So that till fuch 
time as I may procure out of the Eaft, 
(whither I have often fent) fome per* 
fe£l Shekels, I muft be content to take 
the Relations of others And here I 
fhall begin with Mofes Kehemani Ge- 
rundenJiSy a Jew, a Learned Fxpofitor 
of the Pentateuch ^ who, as Ariajr Mon- 
tpnxts tells us, flourilh^ in Catalonia 
above 400 Years fince. His words, as 
Mont anus hath delivered them in his 
• Arias 'YidEi'De Siclo^ arethefe : • In Comment*

But this, 1 fup- 
pole, by a probable ConjeCfure, may 
be fupplied. in faying, that he living in 
Catalonia., Weighed it with the Catalo- 
lonian^ or Spamfh half* 

Ounce i which *’ Villal- 
pandus, and * Ciaconius., 
lx)th of them Spaniards., 
make equal to the half 
Ounce now ufed ziRome-, 
that is, to Two Shil- 
lings Three Pence far- 
thing, q. of our Money. This Conje- 
•fture of mine will exceeding well con- 
firm thofe many Obfervations of Villal- 
pandus., a Man in this kind very curi- 
ous, which he made of feveral ancient 
Shekels in Silver, who thus writes ;

^ Schindle- tatis ut in urbe Tyri : As “> Schlinder 
rus in Pen- interprets it) fed Rabbinorum argentum 
uglocto. intclligitur argentum commune provin- 
ciale, ^Taking therefore the Silver Mo- 
ney of Judea, as the Talmud doth, to 
be equal to the Tyrian , and that of 
Qarthage to be equal to that of Tyre : 
As it is very probable, that the Cartha- 
i^iniansy being a Plantation of the Tyrit 
nnsy might obferve their Proportions in 
Coins, as well as their Cuftoms in Re- 
ligion , we may by thefe dilcover the 
Shekel to be much about the , lame 
Weight that hath been affigned : For 
Auguftinus y delciibing in his 
■ 'Dialogues the Weight of two lair Car- 
1’ thagintan Coins in Silver, writes, that 
thry 'are each of them fomevdbat more 


than four Drachms : That is. as he 
elfewhere explains hirafelf, a little more 
than half the Ounce. If there- 
fote we (hall adhere to the Obferva- 
tion of QerundenJiSy made four hun- 
dred Years Once , or to thele later of 
Villalpandusy and others j or to this 
Coiqefturc of mine, the Hebrew She- 
kelf and half the preient Roman Ounce, 
are either both the lame, or elie veiy 
near in proportion. 

And this may ealily be granted j but 
if it be, how will four Denarii Qonfu- 
laresy four Attick Drachmesy and the 
Hebrew Sbekely be reciptoc^y equal 
one to another, as they Ihould be bv 
thofe leveral Teftimonies belore al- 
ledgcd > Whereas, by^ many hundred 
Denarii Confula?eSy tried by an exa^ 
Balance, I find the beft of thefe to con> 
tain LXII Grains Englifhy and the At- 
tick Drachme LXVII. And the fourth 
part of the Shekel to be but ClV 
Grains if we admit cT^GtrundenJisy 
and VillalpandushOhistwzxions, Which 
notwithftanding, according to FhtlOy Jo- 
fephusy St. Hieromy Eptphaniusy and 
Hejychiusy fhould be equal to the At- 
tick Drachme ^ and the Attick DrachmCy 
by the Teftimonies of the Ancients, 
mould be likewife equal to the Dena- 
rius, For the Solution of this Obje- 
£rion I anfwer : Firft, That the Dena- 
rius y and Attick Drachme y being di- 
ftinft Coins of different States, and not 
much unequal in the true Weight, it is 
no wonder, efp^ially in Italyy and in 
the Roman Dominions, that they fhould 
pafs one for another : No more than 
that i\i^SpaniJh Rialsy in our Sea-Towns 
in Englandy fhould mis for Teftars, or 
the Qiiarters of theDolar be exchanged 
for our Shillings : Whereas the Rid in 
the intrinfical Valuation, is better than 
our Teftar by four Grains, and fome- 
what more 5 and the Quarter of the 
Dolar is better than our Shilling by 
more than eight Grains , or a Penny j 
but becaufe they want the Valuation, 
Charafler, and Impreffion of our Princes, 
which I call the extrinjick of Voinsy 
therefore doth the Spanijh Money fall 
from its true Value with us, and fo 
would ours do in Spain, By the fame 
analogy muft we conceive the Attick 
Draefmesy tho’ in the intrinfick they 
were fomewhat better worth than the 
Denarius , yet for want of the extrin-

nary Commerce, and in vulgar Eftima- 
tion, they pafled one for another, in the 
Roman State 5 or elle if any were fo cu- 
rious to obferve their difference, as 
furely the KoXXuCiyai were, yet by rea- 
fon of their nearnefs, and to avoid ffa- 
^ions, and having no other Names of 
Coins that were precifely equal, where- 
by to render them, therefore all Greek 
and Latine Authors, mutually ufed one 
for the other. And, Secondly, Becaufe 
fome Writers, (as Diofeorides and Geo- 
fair a) affirm, that the Roman Ounce con- 
tained eight Drachmes, therefore nio- 
dern Authors infer, that the Denarius - 
being equal to the Drachme, and eight 
Drachmes being in the Roman Ounce (as 
lb many were in the Attick) that there- 
fore there are eight Denarii in the Ro- 
man, and confequently that the Roman 
and Attick Ounces are equal. Whereas 
Gl/us, Scribonius Largus, and Pliny, 
as we flitwfd before, exprefly write, 
t&t the Roman Ounce contained in 
their time, which was ^iwDiofeprides, 
n. 


feven Denarii. And being natural Ro- 
mans, and purpofely mentioning 
proportion ot the Denarius to the Ounce, 
thereby the better to regulate their 
in Phyfick, it is not probable but they 
muft better have known it than the Gre- 
cians. Belides, who with any certainty 
can colle£l our of thefo imperfeO: Frag- 
ments of Diojeorides and Cleopatra (for 
thofo Tra£ls of theirs, de ponder ibus, 
are no better) whether at the firft they 
wrote in that manner, as they are now 
printed > Or if they did, why might 
not they endeavour to introduce into 
the Roman Ounce, in imitation of the 
Attick, that manner of divifion, which 
is now generally received in our Times, 
of making the Ounce, of what kind fo 
ever it be, to contain eight Drachmes. 

And furely this of eight being a com- 
pound Number, as Arithmeticians ufe 
to fpeak, was much fitter than feven, 
ufed Iw the Romans, which being a 
prime Number , is therefore incapable 
of any other divifion. And then for to 
conclude, that becaufe the Attic A Ounce 
had eight Drachmes, and the Roman as 
many, that therefore their Ounces are 
equal ^ is all one as to conclude, that 
the Paris and Englijh Ounces are equal, . 
becaufe the Prench as well as we (and 
fo do all Phyfidans of all Countries that 
1 know) divide their Ounce by eight 
Drachmes. And thus, I fuppofe, I have 
fufficiently anfwered the firftpart of the 
Objeftion, concerning the Denarius, and 
the Attick Drachme : That if we refpetb 
the vulgar and popular Eftimation, in 
which lenfe Claffical Authors under- 
ftood them, ( for they could not well

Cafar\ This Denarius Cafareus.^ if we 
refpeft fome definitive quantity and 
weight, was as various and uncertain as 
the l^narius Confulark of the later 
Confuls was conftant and fizt \ being 
under the firft Emperors, fometimes 
more, fometimes left, as the Reafons 
and Exigencies of the State did require, 
or the Profufenefs and Prodigality of 
tbofe Times. Yet this uncertainty (as 
far as I have obferved) was limited 
within fome certain and determinate 
bounds : The Denarius Cafareus never 
exceeding thefeventh prt of the Roman 
Ounce, and never being lels than the 
eighth part, but often in a middle pn>- 
porrion between both , and that with 
much inequality. And this made * F//-*VilIalp 
lalpandusy after many Experiments at 
Rome^ to conclude, that out of 
narii nothing concerning the Roman 
Weights could be determined. Tho* 
Portjus, Agricola^ Ctaconius.^ Snellius^ 
and feveral other£ before and after him, ^ 
are of a contrary Opinion. And it may 
be, if Villalpandus had diftinguilhed be- 
tween the difierence of Tim^ and in 
them of the different Coins, and con- 
fidered thofe of the Confuls, diftin6Uy 
ftom thofe of the and thofe of 

the former Cafars from thofe of the 
later, he would have reformed his Judg- 
ment : For it plainly appears, upon 
examination, that the diminution of 
their Weight was an Invention intro- 
duced after Antonius the Jriumvir^s 
time, whereas before the Denarius was 
fix’d. Mifeuit^ laith * Pliny,, Denario ' Win. I.3 
Triumvir Antonius ferrum^ alii e pon-^^' 
iere fuhtrahunt (his meaning is under 
the Emperors, to Vefpajian\ or his own 
time) cum ftt juftum oSoginta^uatuor i 
libris fignari. Where he lays very well 
in fpcaking fo generally, alii I pondere 
fubtrahunr,, without precifely limiting 
,thc proportion. For this, as we obler- 
ved, was very various and undetermi- 
nate : So that whereas the juft number 
of the Denarii, according to the Pra- 
flice of the later Confuls, (hould be 
eighty four in the Roman Pound, wc 
find by the Weight of the beft of them 
under the former Cafars, that they ' ^ 
coined fometimes eighty fix, eighty 
eight, ^c, till at lalt there came to be 
ninety fix Denarii in the Pound, 
that IS, eight in the Ounce. And this. 
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by a very neceflary confequcnce, may be 
Greaves, inferred out of another place 

if we take for granted wndtfome learn- 
ed Moderns confef^ and the Gold and 
Silver Coins found to this Day, of the 
later Coiifuls, and firft Emperor^ ftrong* 
ly prove, that as the ilrr/VAr made their 
Xeucr»V, or Aureus,, double in weight to 
the ; So did the Ro~ 

mans make their Aurem double in 
weight to the Denarius, Which pro- 
portion they might borrow from the 
Athenians^ and other Grecians^ who, 
^AriasMon- as ^ Arias Montanus imagine^ firft re- 
tams in ectved it from the Praftice of the He- 
brem : Or rather, as I fuppofe, from 
dcm)^uris. Phenmans,, and thefe from ^e He- 
' brews. From whencefoever it came, it 
is not much material in our Enquiry :

concluding Reafon, or good Authority 
of ancient Authors to the contrary : For 
I do not fee why the Romans at the firft 
might not coin forty Aurei out of the 
Libra, as well as forty Silver Teruncii 
out of the Denarius : Which * Varro > varr 
aflures us they did. And who knows dt U 
whether at the firft making of their 
Gold Coins, which was fixty two Years, 
according to after the firft Coin- 
ing of Silver, they endeavoured to keep 
them in duphi ratioae, in refpeff of 
weight : Which graceful manner they 
might afterwards introduce by Com- 
merce with the Grecians. 

And here, e’er I proceed any ferther 
in my Enquiry after the Denarius Cnfa- 
reus, I cannot but complain, either of 
the Negligence of former Times, or 
Unhappinefs of ours in that not one

Thefe Aurei were fele£Ied by me out 
of feveral others, as the faireft and en- 
diett \ and amongft thefe to fuch as I 
have prefixed an Atterisk, they are fuch 
as feemed lb perfefi, that I could make 
no Juft ObjeQions againtt them. By 
thefe it appea^ that ' Fliny inking of 
the Gold Coins, rightly informs us :c. 3. 
Faulatimque Frincipes tmminuerepon^ 
dusy immtnuijfe vero ad XLVfll. Tfeor 
^ degrees the Emperors lejfenei the 
Weight [of the Aurei] to the forty eighth 
part of the Roman Found 5 that is, to 
the fourth part of the Ounce. For this 
is the loweft Weight, that I fin^ till 
UeliogabaluFs time, who coined new 
fons of Aureiy different horn what had 
been the conflant PraQice of the Roman 
State : Some of which were the ttf^eth 
part of the Libra Romanoy and others 
again fo maffy. that they were Centem^ 
or Biitbres $ which not long after were 
altered and abolifhed by Alexander Seve^ 
rus. The manner is exprefled hg* 
Lampridiusyin the Life of AlexSeverus :

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And thub much of the At^ra under 
G/trutrs, the formi-r and later Emperors, as they 
ft-rve to illultrate and prove the Weight 
of the Dcriiini Cf/i/m, which is our 
next and principal Enquiry. 

The J V/7.;/ // under the Citfars were 
almoit as various and unconltant as the 
Aurei^ Ibmetimes more, Ibmetimes lels^ 
and it they had not been fo, they could 
not have kept that proportion to the 
Autci of the former Emperors, which 
we aihgned. From Auguftm's time to 
Vtjpdjian^ as I find by examining many 
ot them, they continually almoft de- 
creafed, till from being the feventh 
part of the Elj)man Ounce, they came 
now to be the eighth part : And there- 
fore ninety fix were coined out ot the 
Koman Libra^ whereas betore under the 
Confuls eighty lour. From Vcjfafian 
to Alex, Sn^efus^ as iar as 1 have ob- 
lervcd, the Silver continued at a kind 
oi Itay in refpebt of weight, excepting 
only I'uch Coins , as upon fome extra- 
ordinary occafion, both then, and in the 
fiift Emperor’s time, were ttamped, ci- 
ther in Honour of the Prince, or of the 
Emprefs, and Augujla EamiUa^ or elle 
in Memory of lome eminent Aft ion. 
Thtle Lilf, moft ufually, were equal to 
the Denmii Confulares,^ and many of 
them had chefe Charafters, E. X, S, C. 
or elle S. P. R, Under Sever m and 
Qordianjit^ the Denar 'u began to recover 
their primitive Weight, and came to be 
equal to the Denarii Confulares^ the 
halt of which alfo were exaftly the 
fimnatii ^ and fo continued during the 
llicceeding Emperors, till Juflmian^ 
with little diminution, bur molt com- 
monly with a notable abafement and 
mixture ot allay. After Jufliman there 
happened fuch a Deluge of barbarous 
Nations, which overflowed the grcacelt 
part of Europe^ that not only the Coins, 
but even the Liberal Arts and Sciences, 
began witli the Majclty of the Empire 
10 decline from their firft Luftre and 
Ferftftion.

But fureiy the qua- 
lity of the thing is different from the 
name : The Silver Drachme of the Ara- 
bians ^ as it is generally now ufed in the 
Mahometan Dom miens in the Eajf^ con- 
filting of XL Vli 1 1 GrainsL’;?^ (as I have 
found by weighing many of them) which 
is much lefs than eiiher the Drachma 
Attica,, or the Denarius Conjularis^ 
and fome what lefs than the Denarius 
C\ff arcus. And yet it is nor improbable 
but that this may have continued with 
them without any diminution, for fix 
or leven hundred Years to our Times, as 
well as the Roman Pound and Ounce 
have continued entire (ixreen hundred 
Years and better. But to omit any far- 
ther profecution of the Dinar and Der- 
ham of the Arabians,, which may here- 
after more fully be difculTed, when wc 
(lull handle their Meafures and Weights, 
and 10 go on with our Difeourfe of the 
Roman Denarius. After the breaking 
in of fomany barbarous Nations, as of 
a Torrent, into the Roman Empire, the 
Denanus began generally to be difufed 5 
|very one almoft of thefe, as an Argument 
of tb.eir Sovereignty and Conquelts, ma- 
king new Coins of their own : Or el(e 
fuch as continued the former, either 
bv Allays fo abafed the Finenws, and 
Valuation of the Coins, or by feveral 
Dlminuticns fo impaired the Weight, 
that the Denarius totally fell, and at 
lalt almoft vaniftied into nothing. Nei- 
ther will this feem ftrange, if we (hall* 
confider, that the like alteration, in re-

cients, to have inferred thofe of the 
Hebrews.^ Babylonians., JEgyptians^ Gre- 
cians and of other ]\!ations. A Work, 

I confefs, intricate and full of Difficul- 
ties j wherein I could expeft neither to 
give my felf, nor others Satisfaftion, 
without firft laying fome fure and folid 
Principles for the Ba/rs and Foundation. 
Therefore that occalioned me to infitt 
the more largely in the ptofecution of 
thePrj Rom. ^xid Denar ii/s^ and to exa- 
mine all the ways I could poffibly 
imzeine , for the evident Proof and 
Confirmation of them. What in this* 
kind 1 have done, and with how much 
truth and diligence, I leave to the im- 
partial Teft of Aftar-times, the reft at 
more leifure rmy be p^effed.

Meafures, notwithftanding the Revo- 
lutions and Viciflitudes of Empires, may 
be perpetuated to Pofterity. Amongft 
feveral ways, which I have thought of, 
I know none more cenain and unque- 
ftionable, than to compare them with 
fome remarkable and lafting Monu- 
ments, in remote Countries, that have 
Itood unimpaired for many hundred 
Years, and are like to continue as many 
more. In which kind I made choice of 
the Eirft and moft Eajicrly of the Three 
great Pyramids in iE^ypt ^ of the Bajis 
of that admirable Corinthian Pillar ^ 
ere^ed (as I fuppofe) by one of the 
Ptolemys., a quarter rf a Ahle dijiant 
to the ^outbfrom Alexandria, oeing one 
vaft and entire Marble-ftone : Of the 
Rock at Tarracina., or Anxur^ where it 
adjoyns to the Via Appia.^ and almoft 
touches the Tyrrhene sea : Of the Gate 
or Entrance into the Pantheon.^ or Tem- 
ple of Agrippa^ dedicated by him to all 
the Gods, and by the Chriftians to all 
Saints : Of the Porta SanQa.^ in that 
nevi^and exquifite StruEhire of St. Pe- 
ter^ s Church in Rome. If the R'" 
had been attempted by Ibme of t] 
ancient Mathematicians, our Times 
would have been freed ftofii touch 
uncertainty, in difeovering the Weights 
9 B and 
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and Mcafures of the Greeks and ha- 
Greaves, tines. 

The Firft and moft Eafterly of the 
three great Pyramids in .^gypt^ hath on 
the North-fide a fquare Deicent, when 
you are entred a little pad the Mouth 
of it, there is a Joint, or Line, made 
by the meeting of two fmooth and po- 
lifhed Stones over your Head, which are 
parallel to thofe under your Feet, the 
breadth at that Joint, or Line, is three 
Feet and -r i of the Enghjh Foot. 

Within the Pyramid, and about the 
midft of it, there is a fair Room, or 
Chamber, the top of which is flat, and 
covered with nine mafly Stones ^ in it 
there ftands a hollow Tomb of one en-

Some DIRECTIONS to be ohjer*ved in comparing the 
Valuations of COINS. 


I N comparing the Valuations, either 
of ancient Coins with modern, or of 
modern one with another, we are to 
confider ; Firft, the intnnjick of them, 
and then xho extnnjick. : The intrinfick 
is either the finenejs of the Coin, in re- 
Ipsft of Metal, or the gravity in re- 
of Weight. * The extrinfick I term 
mft, the CharaUer imprinted on the 
Coin. And, Secondly, the Valuation 
enjoyned by the Prince, or Stare : By 
which Character and Valuation, what 
originally and materially was but com- 
mon Metal, Or Plate, comes now le- 
gally and formally to be current Money. 
With thefe Limitations, if we fhall 
compare ancient Coins with modern, 
and modern one with another, it will 
be no difficult matter to proportion out 
their feveral refpeftive Valuations ^ and 
withal to reconcile the leeming Repug- 
nancies, either of ancient Coins now 
found,diflfering from theTraditions of an- 
cient Authors,or the Traditions of ancient 
Authors differing amongtt themfelves- 
I fhall fiift give an inftance of mo- 
dern Coins compared with modern, in 
our Englijh Money compared with that 
of Spain^ as being molt familiar to us ^ 
the application of which will by ana- 
logy lervc for all other diltinft States 
and Times, ufing diftinfl Coins. 

In com];»ring therefore Engh/b Money 
toith Spanijh Money in England^ or Spa- 
nijhjnoney withE^lifh in 5 pa//f,we are 
thus to proceed : Hrft, We are to exa- 
mine whether thw be of a like fine- 
nefs for the intrinfick •, if they be, then 
an Ounce of Englijh Money, and an 
Ourxoe of Spanijh (fiippofing the Weight 
of’ the Ounce to be alike) will be of 
like value in any other Country out of 
England and Spam ^ where neither are 
current, but only confidered as fo much 
Metal, or Plfte.

of either Stare ^ and here that which 
before was ttjual^ comes now to l)e un- 
equal : For an Ounce of KnghG) Mon»y 
in England comes to be nnore worth than 
an Ounce of SpaniJh Money in England-^ 
becaufe this wants the Charafler, Stamp, 
and Valuation of our Princes, whereby 
it is current : And for the fame Reafon 
will an Ounce of Englijh Monty be lefe 
in Valuation than an Ounce of Spanijh 
Money in Sfain^ fuppofing (as I laid) 
the Ounce in both Countries to be ex* 
a£Hy one and the fame. 

The lame analogy will be, if wecom^ 
pare ancient Coins, as thole of the He- 
hrews^ Greeks^ and Romans^ with our 
modern Coins, We are firft to confider 
the intrinfick of them, whether they be 
of a like weight and finenefs for the Me- 
tal, with ours ; And this is the Natural 
or Thy f cal Confider at ion. From whence 
we may conclude, that if, for Example, 
lb many Attic k TetradraJvnes do e^ual 
in purenels and weight, fo many of our 
Englijh Shillings, newly brought from 
the Mint, or fo many of our Troy or Sti- 
ver Ounces.^ taken from the Standard, 
then are they to be balanced jivith thefe 
in the accg)tion of them as Plate ^ and 
a Silverfmith, abftrafling from the ex- 
trinfick,, that were to melt them both, 
would give a like Value for them both. 
But if we. Secondly, look upon them 
with the Image and Charafler of the 
State, and in the Notion of Money, 
which is the politick Confideration^ then 
that which before in the Trutind, and 
Seal#, was equal, in the hbro., and in 
Commerce, comes to be unequal : Andy- 
an Ounce of Englijh Money fhall pals 
for more than an Ounce in Astick Te- 
tradrachmes^ with reference to the Ex- 
9 B 2 pences 
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pcnces of the Mint, and to the Civil 
Greaves. Valuation, depending upon a Mandate, 
or Law, «nafted by the riince. 

In like manner will it be, if we com- 
pare ancient Coins with ancient, made 
in different Scares, as it is in comparing 
ancient with modern. 

Upon thefe Grounds ofReafonk will 
follow, that whereas the Roman Au- 
thors make the Denam/s Qonfularis to 
be equal to the Drachma Anka^ and the 
Gieeks equal the Drachma Attica to the 
Denari M Confuians^ that both lay true ^ 
and yet both ot them, if wefpeak ftrift- 
ly and exaQly, may be deceived. For 
the Denanns Confularis examined by the 
Balance^ which is the bejl Judge of the 
Intrinfick^ (I fpeak of the Intrinjick jn 
rejpeti of weighty and not of the Intrin- 
Jick in re/pebi of finenefs^ that being 
bell difeovered by the Scale^ and this 
by the Tefl ; Which laft, for the more 
clearnefs of my Difeourfe, I fuppofe in 
all thefe Coins to be alike). I lay, the 
Denarii^ Confularis is found by me, con- 
trary to the Opinion of all modern 
Writers, to be lighter than the Drachma 
fj^fka : And therefore to Ipeak ftriU- 
and precilcly, cannot be equal to 
h in the intriitftck. But again, if we 
look upon the extrinjickc£ ^^Drachma 
Attica^ and Denarius Confularis^ that 
having the Srampof and this of 

Rome, here Heafon muft be our Balance, 
and not the Trutina. For the Athenian 
Coin being a Foreigner, and not current 
in in the way of Exchange and 
Commerce, will lofe of its primitive 
Valuation it had at Athens,, and for 
want of the extrinjtck of the Roman 
Stamp, necelfirily rebate in the intrin- 
'Jick. And therefore both Greeks and 
Romans writing in Italy^^ might truly 
fay, that the Denarius Qonjularis,, and 
Drachma Attica., were equal, that is, 
fpeaking in Civil Commerce .,zxARopular 
tjiimation : Altho’ they were unequal 
in the Intrinjick and Natural Valuation. 

But if we (hall change the Scene, and 
carry the Denarius Confu laris to Athens.^ 
the Cafe will quite be altered. For the 
Denarius being a Stranger, and the 
Drachma Attica a Denizon, that cannot 


have the fame Privileges with this : 
And therefore the extrinfick of the Dc* 
nanifs being there of no ufe, and the 
intnnfick in ridpeft of weight falling 
Ihort of the Drachma.^ it mull necella- 
rily be much lefs in Valuation at 
than the Drachma : And I think no ad- 
VI led Athenian^ writing in Attica^ would 
make them eaual, I am certain no Nuni- 
tnulariiH would. 

The fame may be faid of the Hebrew 
Shekel., and Attick Tetradrachme., and 
of all other Coins of diftin£lStates,men- 
tioned in Claflical Authors. Thus Fhi/o 
and JoJephm.^ in Judata., both truly equal 
the Shekel to the Attick Tetradrachme.^ 
that is in way of Commerce ^ tho’ the 
Shekel be unequal, and lefs than the 
Tetradrachme., (as I have found by exa- 
mining many of them) in a juft Notion 
of Weight. The Reafon is evident by 
what hath been exprefled before : For 
in Judaa the extrinfick makes amends 
for what Uss^Shekel wants in the intrJh- 
fitek *, and on the contrary, what the Te- 
tradrachme exceeds in the intHnfick., is 
diminilhed for want of the extnnjick^ 
till at length in a popular Eltimacion 
they come to be equal. But the q^uite 
contrary would happen, in the tranfpor- 
tation of Shekels from Jerufalem to 
Athens. Here the Shekel would necef- 
farily fall from its primitive Valuation, 
and the Tetradrachme., being conlidered 
now no longer as a Foreigner, would re- 
cover what it loft in Judea., and conle- 
quently rife above the Hebrew Shekel 5 
as having a double advantage in the ex- 
trinfick from the State., and in the 
trinfiick from its Weight 

But what need we to go fo far for 
Examples, when as we inftanced before, 
we have them nearer home > The Spa- 
nifh Quarters of the Dolar., or Double 
Rials., pafs ordinarily in our Sea Towns 
but for Shillings., (whereas they are 
worth in the intrinfick Thirteen Pence 
Farthing) and our Shillings pafs \n Spain 
fcarce for a Rial and an halt. For theirs 
wanting in England our extrinfick., and 
ours in Spain wanting their extrinfick.^ 
,muft refpeflively rife and frll in ^eir 
Valuation.

As to its Extent, 1 (hall here fpeak fiaom 
only of Cochin China, which is part of 
the Great Kindom of Tunchim, ufurp’d 
by a King who was Grandfather to him 
now rcigniM in Cochin-China, who re- 
bell’d againft the Great King of Tun- 
chim : For as yet the Portuguefes have 
traded only in this Province ; and here 
only the Fathers of the Society have 
been converfant, in order to introduce 
Chriftianity : Yet at the end of this 
Account, 1 (hall dilcourfe concerning 
fome Particulars of Tunchim, where 
our Fathers got footing lince my return 
into Europe, 

Cochm-Oyina extends above a hundred 
Leagues along the Sea, reckoning from 
the Kingdom of Chiampd, in the afore- 
faid 1 1 Degrees of North Latitude, to 
the Gulf of Ainam, in th^ Latitude of 
17 Degrees, or thereabouts, whese the 
King of Tunchim's Dominions begin.

CHAP. II. 

Of the Climate^ and Nature of the Country of Cochin-China. 


T H O’ this Kingdom, as has been 
fiid, lies between ii and 17 De- 
Great Heat North Latitude •, hence it fol- 

of/zw'M^ lows of Courfe, that the Country is ra- 
ther hot than cold, and yet it is not fo 
hot as India^ tho’ it be in the lame La- 
titude, and within the Tonid Zone. 
The Caufe of the difference is, becaule 
in India there is ‘no diltinflion of the 
four Seafons of the Year, fo that the 
Summer lafts there nine Months with- 
out intermiflion, without feeing fomuch 
♦as a Cloud either Day or Night, and 
therefore the Air is continually, as it 
were, inflamed with the great refleQion 
of the Sun beams, The other three 
Months are call’d Winter, not becaufe 
there is any want of Hear, but liecaule 
at that time it generally rains Day and 
Night *, and tho’ to appearance, fuch 
continual Rains Ihould naturally cool 
the Air, yet they falling in the three 
Months of May^ Junc^ and July^ when 
the Sun is in its greateft Elevation, and 
in the Zemih of Indta^ and no Winds 
blowing but what are hot, the Air con- 
tinues fo inflam’d, that fometimes the 
Heat is more intenfe than in Summer, 
when for the moll part there are plea- 
iapt Winds blowing from the Sea, which 
cool the Ground, wherewith, if Al- 
mighty God did not relieve thofe Coun*- 
tries, they would be uninhabitable. 

But Cochin-China enjoying the Diftin- 
ftion of the four Seafons, tho’ not info 
perfeft a manner as Europe^ is much 
more temperate : For tho’ its Summer, 
which comprehends the three Months 
of May^ and be violent hot ^ 

becauie it lies within the Torrid Zone, 
and becaufe the Sun is then in its Ze- 
nith, yet in September^ OSober^ and J^o- 
vember^ the Autumn Seafon, the Heat 
ocafes, and the Air becomes very tem- 
perate by reafe^ of the continual Rains, 
which at this time uiually fall upon the 
Mountains of the Kemois^ whence the 


Waters running down in abundance do 
fo flood the Kingdom, that meeting 
with the Sea, they feem to be all of a 
piece. Thefe Inundations during thefe 
three Months, for the moll part happen 
once a Fortnight, and lall three Days at 
a time. They ferve not only to cool the 
Air, but to fertilize the Earth, making 
it fruitful and abounding in all things, 
but particularly in Rice, which is the 
molt common and univerlal Food of all 
the Kingdom. During the other three 
Winter Months, which are December^ 
Januaty^ and February, there are cold 
Northerly Winds, bringing cool Rains, 
and fo lufliciently diltinguilhing the 
Winter from other Sealons. To con- 
clude, in March, April, and Alay, the 
Effects of Spring appear, all things be- 
ing green and blolToming. 

Now lince we have fpoke of thefe In- 
undations , 1 will not conclude this inunda- 
Chapier without firlt obferving fometioiu. 
Curiolities that occur on occalion of 
them.

which grows up againft the next Year. 
That which in Italy they call an Indian 
Fig, is nothing like the Plant, or Fruit 
ot this Banana^ we now Ibeak of ^ nor 
is this which we have in Italy call’d an 
Indian Fig, in thofe parts. This Fruit 
is common throughout all India, There 
is another fort in Cochm-Qnna^ that is 
not found in China^ nor India .* It is as 
big as the largclt Citrons we have in 
Italy i fo that one of them is enough 
to farisfie a Man. Thefe are nourilh* 
ing, very white within, and full of 
black round Seeds, which chew’d toge- 
ther with the white Subltance, are of 
a delicious Talte, and a good Medicine 
againft the Flux. 

There is another Fruit in Cochin-China^ 
hich I have not feen in any other 
ountry of India ^ and this they call 
Can : The outward form and nature of 
the Rind is like our Pomegranate*, but 
within it contains a Subftance almoft li- 
^ quid, which is taken out, and eaten with 
a Spoon i the Tafte is Aromatick, and 
the Colour like that of a ripe Medlar. 

They have another peculiar to the 
Country, that grows, and is like our 
Cherries, but taftes like Raifins, and is 
call’d Gnoo. 

There are alfb Melons, but not fb 
good as ours in Europe 5 nor are they 
eaten without Sugar or Honey. The 
Water-Melons are large and delicate. 

There is a Fruit they call Giacca^ 
which is common to the other parts of 
India^ but much larger in Cochin-China : 
It grows on a Tree as high as the Wal- 
nut, ot Chefiiut, and has much longer 
Prickles than the Juhcb, It is as big as 
a very large Pompion in Italy^ fo that 
one of them is a Man’s Load. The out- 
rind is like that of a Pine-Apple, but 
foft and tender within. This Fruit is 
full of certain yellow round Kernels, 
like a fmall piece of Coin, that is round 
and flat ^ am in the middle of every 
one of them, is a Stone that is throwij 
away. There are two forts of this 
Fruit i one in Tortugueze is call’d Giac- 
ca Barca : The Bone of this is thrown 
away, and the Pulp is ftiff ^ they do 
not me out the Stone of the omei ^ 
nor is the Pulp hard, but foft as Glue : 
Both thele in tafte femewhat refemble 
that ddidous Fruit called the Durion^ 
whereof w^Ihall fpeak next.

cious Fruits in the World, and only 
found in A/lalaca^ Borneo^ and the ad- 
jacent lllands. The Tree differs little 
from the Gtacca laft mention’d, and the 
Fruit it felfis like it without, and that 
refembles the Pine-Apple, even in the 
hardnels of the Rind. The Meat with- 
in is very white about the Bone, to which 
it fticks like Glue, and taftes very like 
our Mangiarc Bianca (a Dainty among 
the Italians.) This Meat and Liquor 
is divid^ into ten or twelve little Apart- 
ments, in each of which the Flefh and 
Moifture is about its Scone, which is as 
big as a large Chefnut. And it is to be 
obferv’d, that when they break and open 
the Shell of this Fruit, there comes from 
it an ill Icent, like that of a rotten 
Onion, all the Subftance within remain- 
ing of a moft fweet and unexpreflible 
flavour, whereupon I will relate what 
hapned in my prelence : A Prelate ar- 
rived at Malacca^ and one there open’d 
a Dunon before him ro give him a 
tafte 5 the Prelate was fo offended at 
that naufeous Smell that came from it 
when broke, that he would not tafte it 
by any means, fijing afterwards fet 
down to Dinner, they gave the reft of 
the Company Mnngiarc Bianco ; but on ' 
this Prelates Plate they laid the white 
Subftance of this Fruit, which is lb like 
the Mangiare Bianco^ that he could not 
diftinguilh the difference by the fight. 

The Prelate tafted it, and thought it lb 
much more delicious than ufual, that 
he ask’d. What Cook drefs’d it lb rarely > 

Then he that had invited him tOjPin- 
ner, fmiling, told him. It was no other 
Cook but God himfelf, who had pro- 
duc’d that Fruit, which was the very 
Durian he would not tafte. The Pre- 
late was fo aftonifh'd, that he thought 
he could never eat enough ^ and they 
fo dear, that even at Malacca^ where 
they grow, they fometimescoft a Crown 
apiece. 

Cochin China abounds in another fort 
of Fruit, by the Fortuguefes call’d A- 
nanas 5 which tho’ it be common to all 
India., and Brazile., yet becaufe I have 
not found it well delcrib’d by thole 
that have writ of it, I would not pafs 
it by. This Fruit does not grow on a 
Tre^ nor from a Seed, but on a Stalk, 
like our Artichoke^ and the Stem and 
Leaves are much like thole of the Thi- 
ftle or Artichoke. The Fruit is like a 
Cilinder^ a fpanlong, and fo thick that 
it requires both Haw to grafp it.

Wonderful In this Country there is found a fmall 
Bird like a Swallow, which fattens its 
Nett to the Rock^ the Sea- waves break 
againftiThis little Creature with its Beak, 
takes up fome of the Foam of the Sea,and 
mixing it with a certain moifture it 
draws from its own Stomach, makes a 
fort of Slime, or Bituminous Subftance, 
which ferves to build its Nett, which 
when dry and hardned, remains tranfpa- 
rent, and of a Colour between green and 
yellow. Tho Country People gather 
thefe Nefts, and being foften’d in Water, 
they ferve to feafon Meat, whether Fifh, 
Flem, Herbs, or any fort whatfoever ; 
amd give everything fo different arelifh, 
and fb proper to ir, as if they had been 
feafon’d with Pepper, Cinamon, Cloves, 
and the richeft Spice ^ this Nett alone 
-being enough to feafon all forts of Pro- 
viffons, withont Salt, Oil, Bacon, or 
any o^er addition ^ and therefore I 
laid I thought it like Manna , which 
had in it the tafte of all the mott deli- 
cious Meats ^ faving that this is the 
WoBt of a fmall Bird, and that was 
made by God’s Angels. And fuch great 
ft ore of them is found, that 1 my felf 
law ten fmall Boats loadcn with Netts, 
taken among the Rocks, in not above a 
Mile’s dittance. But they being fo pre- 
cious a Commodity, only the King 
deals in them, they being all kept for 
him i and his greatett Vent is to the 
King of China^ who values them at a 
great rate.

E leas’d to fee Men and Women at their 
abour, carrying Stone, Earth, Lime, 
or the like, without the leaft fear .jf 
tearing or fpoiling the rich Cloaihs they 
had on. Nor will they wonder ir, who 
fhall know, that the Mulberry-Trees, 
whofe Leaves feed the Si Ik- worms , 
grow in vaft Plains, as Hemp dots 
among us, and run up as faft ^ £b that 
in a few Months the laid Worms ap- 
pear upon them , and feed in the 
open Alt, fpinning their Thread at 
the proper time, and winding their 
Bottoms in fuch plenty, that the Cb- 
chin-Cbinefes have not only encugh 
for their own ules, but they furnifh 
and fend it into the Kingdom 
oiLtfiir, whence it atterwaids fpreads 
as fer as Tibet 5 this Silk being not fo 
fine and foft, but ftronget and more fub- 
i^ntial than that of China. 

The Struflures the Cochin-Chtnefcs 
ule of Wood, are nothing inteiujur to 
thofe of any other part of the World ^ 
for without falfifying, this Country has 
the belt Timber in the Univerfe, in the 
Opinion of all that have been there to 
this time. Among the variety and mul- 
titude of their Trees, there are two 
that mott ufually ferve for Building, 
and are fo incorruptible, that they do 
not decay in the leaft , ^either under 
Ground, or under Water ^ and they 
lb folid and heavy, that they do not 
fwim upon the Water, and a Log of 
them fences inftead of an Anchor to a 
Ship, One of them is black, but not 
fo as Ebony \ the other is red, and both 
of them, when the Bark is taken off 
are fo fmooth and flick, that they fcarcc 
need any plaining. Thefe Trees are 
call’d Tia 5 and they would not deviate 
much from the Truth, who ttioutd fay, 
they were that incorruptible Wo(^, 
which Solomon made ufe of fo/ building 
theTwple : For we know the Scripture 
9 C 2 • gives 
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gives them a Name much like this, 
hORRL calling them i j£f 2 a 'Vhyina. The Moun- 
t lins of Cochin CJjina are all full oftliefe 
Trees, all Itrait, of fuch a prodigious 
height, that they feem to touch the 
C.louds, and fo thick that two Men can- 
not fathom them. Of this Idmber the 
Cochtn'ChincJcs build their Houfes, eve- 
ry Man being free to cut down as many 
as he pi cafes. 

rhcHcttiliK. v^’hole Fabrick of their Houfes 
relfs upon high, folid, and well (cried 
Pillars, between which they they place 
Boards to remove atpleafure ^ either to 
exchange them for Cane- Lattices, which 
they weave neatly, to let in the Air in 
hot Weather ^ or toleavea free paflage 
for the Water and Boats, at the time of 
the Inundation, as we obfervM above. 
They have alfo a thoufand curious In- 
ventions, and ingenious Contrivances to 
fet off their Houfes, with Carving, and 
other Works on Wood, which are a 
very great Ornament. 

we have begun to talk of the 
Sonferous Trees, ^fore we proceed upon any other 
Wood. maU'.T, 1 vvill here mention (bmething 
of t fort of Wood, accounted the rich- 
f eft Cammodity that can be carried out 
of Ci^in-Onna to other Parts •, which 
molt famous Wood Acjutla^ 
or Rigles-Wood, and Calamba ^ which 
arc the ftme thing as to the Tree, but 
* differ in their Value and Virtue. Of 
thefe Trees, which are thick and high 
enough, the Mountains are very 
full ', if the Wood be cut of a young 
Tree, it proves Aquila^ or Eagle-Wood, 
and this there is molt plenty ofi every 
one cutting as much as he can : But 
when the Wood is of an old Tree, that 
proves Calamba ^ which were very hard 
to be found, had not Nature it felf pro- 
vided for it, caufing thefe lame Trees to 
grow on the tops of inacceflible Moun- 
tains, where growing old without be- 
ing expos djto deftruaion, fome Boughs 
of them now and then drop down, 
breaking off either for want of Moifture, 
or through Age, and are therefore found 
rotten and worm-eaten, infinitely ex- 
ceeding the common Aquila^ or Eagle- 
Wood, in Virtue and fweet &ent ^ and 
this is the fo highly valu’d and famous 
Calamba. The Aquila is fold by any 
Body, but the Calamba belongs only to 
the King, becaufe of the high Value of 
its Perfume and Virtue. And to (ay the 
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truth, it IS fo fweet where they gather 
it, that fome Pic-ces being preiented me, 
for a Trial, 1 huried them above a Yard 
and half undef Ground, and yet they 
di (covered themlclves by their Fra- 
grancy. The Calamba, where taken, is 
worth five Ducats a Pound ^ burin the 
Port of Cochin China, where the Trade 
is, it bears a much greater Price, and fs . ; 
not fold under fix teen Ducats a Pound. ; 
In Jajhin it is worth two hundred Du- 
cats a Pound ^ but if there be a Piece | 
big enough for a Man to lay his Head 
on like a Pillow, the japonefes will 
give after the rate of three or four hun- 
dred Ducats a Pound : The Reafon of 
it is, hecaule they inltead of a foft 
Down-Pillow, when they lleep, lay 
their Head on fome hard thing, and ge- 
nerally it is a piece of Wood, which 
every one according to his Ability en- 
deavours to have of as great Value as 
he can ^ and a piece o( Calamba islookVi 
upon as a Pillow fit for none but a 
King, or fome Great Lord. >Vet the 
Aquila, tho’ of lefs Price and Efteem 
than the Calamba, is fo confiderable, 
that one Ship's Load of it, enriches 
any Merchant for ever ; And the belt 
Advantage the King can allow the Go- 
vernour of Malacca, is to grant him one 
Voyage of Aqmla bccaufe the hrach- 
mans.^ and banians, of India, uling to 
burn their Dead with this fweet Wood, 
the Conliimption of it is continually 
very great. 

To conclude, Cochin Qjina abounds Great 
in rich Mines of the molt precious 
tals, elpecially of Gold ^ and to reduce 
to a few words, what might be faid 
more at large of the Plenty of this 
Country, I will conclude with that 
which the European Merchants trading 
thither commonly lay of it ; which is. 

That in fome meafure the Wealth of 
Cochin China, is greater than that of 
China it felt ^ and we all know how 
rich that Country is in all refpefts. 

1 ought in this place to fay fomething 
of the Beafts, whereof we before ob- 
ferv’d there wa^reat Variety and Num- 
bers in Cochin China : But that 1 may 
nor dilate too much, I will only treat 
of the Elephants, and Abadas, or Rhi- 
noceroes, chieffy found here ^ of which 
many curious Things may be laid, which 
perhaps very many have not heard of 
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Of the ElephantSy and 

T Here are a])iindance of Klephants in 
the Woods oi Cochin China^ which 
they make no ufe of, becaufe they 
know not how to rake, or tame them : 
Therefore they bring them tame and 
well taught from Cuwbogia^ a neigh- 
bouring Kingdom. Thefe are twice as 
big as thofe of India^ the round Print 
of their Feet they leave behind them, is 
not lefs than half a Yard Diameter ^ the 
two Teeth ffriking out of the Mouth, 
whereof Ivory is made, are very often 
lour Yards and a half long that is, 
thole of the Males, for thole of the Fc- 
males are much fliorrer ^ by which it is 
unite to compute, how much thofe Ele- 
phants of Coch/r-China are bigger than 
thofe fliewn about in Europe^ whole 
their Agr.’ arc not above three Quarters of 

’ a Yard long. The Elephants live many 
f Years ^ and I asking, how old one might 
be > The Driver of it told me. It was 
fixey Years old before it came from 
Cdwbogio^ and had liv’d forty in Cochin- 
China : And having my felf feveral times 
travelfd upon Elephants in that King- 
dom, I can relate many things that will 
Item (trange, but yet are very true. 

T' c\ c.irry An Elephant generally carries thirteen 
I or fourteen Perlons, who ate thus di- 
1 pos'd of : As we lay a Saddle on a 
ilurfe, ib they clap a certain Machine 
upon the Elephant, which is like a 
( o ich, wherein there are four Seats ^ it 
is fallned with Chains under the Ele- 
phant’s Btlly, as a Horfe's Saddle is 
girt. The C oach has two Doors on the 
tides, wheie fix Perfons fit, three on a 
fide ^ and anothei behind, where there 
are two more •, and laitly, the J<ayre^ 
who fupplies the place of a Coach- 
man, firs over the Elephant’s Head, and 
guides him. Nor ha^e I traveird in 
this manner by Land only, but very of- 
ten by Sea too, crolTing Arms of i? 
above a Mile over : And it was wonder- 
ful to any Body that knew irnot before, 
to lee ibch a valt great Lump of Flefli 
fwimmine under fuch a Weight, lb chat 
it look’d like a Boat rowing. True it 
is, the Bealt groan’d under the Toil, 
occafion’d by the unrealbnable Bulk of 
its own B^y, and the difficulty of 
Breathing and therefore to eafe it felf 
in that Pain, it fuck’d ij? Water with 
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P. IV. ^ 

AbadaSy or Kbinoceroes, 

the Trunk, and fpouted it out fo high, 
that it look’d like fome great Whale 
gliding along the Ocean. 

For the fame Keafon of its mighty 
Corpulency it finds much difficulty in 
Itooping down ^ and this being abfo- 
lutely necelfary for the Conveniency of They 
Paflengers to get up to, or down from “P 
the Coach, he does it not but when 
commanded by the Nayre and if when 
he is kneeling, any one ftops but never 
fo little, upon Ceremony, or any other 
Account, he rifes up, not having Pati- 
ence to continue in that Polture, it is fo 
painful. 

Nor is it lefs wonderful to behold, 
how at the A^^rf’’sCommand,he makes, 
as it were, a Ladder of his Limbs, for 
the greater Conveniency of thole that 
are to get up into the C oach : The firlt 
Step is his Foot, which ishigh enough ^ 
for the fecond, he turns out the firft 
Joint above the fame Foot, diltant 
enough Irom the other ^ for the third, 
he bends his Knee ♦, for the fourth, his 
Hip bone, Iticking out to that purpofe 5 
and from whence, he that gets up, lays 
hold of a Chain faftned to the Coach it 
felf, where he feats himfelL 

By this it plainly appears, how much 
they arc miltaken, who fay and write, 
that the Elephant can neither kneel nor 
bow down ^ and that the only way tOHowd 
take him, is to cut the Tree he leans Sleep, 
againft to lleep : For that falling toge- 
ther with the falfe Suppon, and not 
being able to rife, he becomes a certain 
Prey to him that lies in wait : Which 
is all a Fable, tho’ it be true that he 
lies not down to lleep, that bein^ an 
uneafie polture to him, as has been laid, 
but fleeps always Handing, with a con- 
tinual agitation of his Head. 

Upon occafion of War or Battel, they -j-heir v 
takeoff the Roof of the Coach, whence, Strengt 
as it were from a Tower, the Soldiers 
fight with Muskets, Arrows, and fome- 
times a fmall Piece of Cannon, the^e- 
phant being llrong enough to carry it, 
his.Scrength being anfwerable to all the 
reft : And I havefeen one my felf, that 
would carry vaft Weights upon’ his 
Trunk ^ and another that lifted up a 
great Piece of Cannon with it ^ and 
another, who by himfclf launch’d ten 

Galliots 
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G:iUiots one after another, raking \'»ld 

BORiU. oi them very dexteroully with hisTeeth, 
and fliuviiig them into the Sea. I have 
lecn others pull up large Trees with as 
much eafe as we do a Cabbage, or a 
Lettice : With the fame eale they throw 
down Houfes, levelling whole Streets 
when they are commanded, cither to do 
harm to an Enemy in War, or to ftop 
the Fury of the Flames upon occafionof 
any Fire. 

ThfTrunk. TheT runk’s length is proportionable to 
the height of the reft of his Body,fo that 
he can take up any thing ofF the Ground 
with it without ftoopin^. It is made 
of abundance of fmall Sinews knit to- 
gether, which makes it fo pliable, that 
he can take up the leatt thing, and 
yet fo ftrong and firm as we have 
(hewn. 

All the Body is cover’d with a rough 
Afh'Colour Skin. An Elephant’s ufual 
Day’s Journey is twelve Leagues, and 
his Motion has the lame etfeO: upon 
thofe that are not us’d to it, as that of 
a Ship has at Sea. 

Great I mail fay nothing more wonderful 
concerning the Elephant’s Docility, or 

pfuuu aptness to learn, than what is generally 

* reported ^ by which it will anpear, 

there wasReafonto fay. No Beajt tnai 
more fenfible than the Elephant : For it 
docs fuch things as feem to be the A0:s 
of Prudence and Underftanding. In the 
firft place, tho’ the Nayre makes ufe of 
a certain Inftrument of Iron a Yard long, 
which has a Hook at one end, where- 
with he ftrikes and punches him , that 
he may be watchful and mind what he 
bids him do, yet for the molt part, he 
go^^ems him only by Words : By which 
it appears he underftands the Language 
very well and fome of them under- 
ftand three or four that are very difie- 
renr, according to the feveral Countries 
thev have liv’d in. Thus he that I tra- 
veil’d on, f^em’d to underftand the Lan- 
guage of Cantbojgia^ whence he came, 
and that of Cochin-China^ where he was. 
And who would not admire to hear the 
Nayre dilcourfe with his Elephant > 
Tell him the Way and Road he is to 
take, what Place be is to pafs by, what 
Inn they arc to lie at, what they ftiall 
there find to cat •, and in fhort, give 
him an exa£l Account of all that is to 
be done during the Journey > And'to 
fee the Elephant perform what he ex- 
pels from him. as regularly as any 
of good Mnce could do : Info- 
much, that when the Elephant l^ms 
to have undcrftoo^wllar Place he was 


to go to, he takes the (horteft Cur to it, 
without minding the beaten Road, Ri- 
vers, Woods, dr Mountains, but goes 
on, not doubting to overcome all Diffi- 
culties, as in eflfeft he docs : For if any 
Rivers be in the way, he either fords or 
fwims them ^ if Woods, he breaks the 
Boughs of the Trees, pulls them up 
whole, or cuts them with a fharp Iron * 
like a Scithe, which to this purpofe is 
faftned to the fore-part of the top of the 
Coach, wherewith upon occahon ha- 
ving firft laid hold of the Boughs, he 
cuts them with his Trunk, and makes 
himlelf way, cutting through the thic- 
keft Foreft, where it is ealily known to 
have been an Elephant that made the 
w^ : And all this he does with great 
eale and expedition, in Obedience to the - 
Nayre. 

One only thing difturbs this Creature, The Elc 
and purs it to great pain •, which is, 
when a Thorn, or fuch like thing, ruife 
into the bottom of his Foot, which is laid, 
extraordinary fof c and tender, arfd there- 
fore he treads very cautioufly, when he 
goes through Places where there may 
be danger of fuch an Accident. I went 
a Journey once with (even or eight Ele- 
phants in a Company, and heard the 
Navres.^ every one warn his own Beaft, 
to look out carefully where he fet his 
Feet : For they were to pafs over a fan- 
dy place about a Mile in length, where 
Thorns grew up among the Sand upon 
this intimation all the Elephants held 
down their Heads, and looking out, as 
it were, for fome fmall thing that is 
loffi they walk’d that Mile very cauti- 
oufly, ftep by ftep j till being told there 
was no more to fear, they lifted up theii 
Heads, going on as they had done at 
firft. Being come at Night to the Inn, 
the Ncyres fent the Elephants to the 
Wood to feed, without taking the Coach 
off their Backs j and I asking. Why 
they did not take it down > They an- 
fwer’d, That the Elephants fed on the 
Boughs of Trees, and therefore they 
left the Coach on their Backs, that they 
;;night cut them with that Iron we WL 
was before it. The next Day being 
come where there was no Wood, every 
N(^re carry ’d a large Bundle of Green 
Boughs for his Elephant. I took par- 
ticular Satisfeftion lo obferve one, whQ 
more nimbly than the reft, laying hold 
of thofe Boughs with his Trunk, bark’d 
them with hisTeeth, and then eat them 
up as quick, and with as g«od a Gufl; 
as we would a Fig, or any other fort of 
Fruit. Difcourfing the next Day with 
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ly Fellow-Travellers, who were about 
'wenty, I told them, how much 1 was 
pleas’d to fee that Elephant eat the 
Boughs fo cleverly. Then the Kayrc^ 
by Order of the Elephant’s Matter, call’d 
him by his Name, which w^s Qmn^ he 
l)eing at fome diltance, but prelently 
lifted up his Head to give Ear to what 
was faid to him. Remember^ faid the 
that Father^ the Pafj'enger that 
looked upon you yej^erday^ when you w/u 
eating ^ take Juch a bough a* one of 
them woi^ and come before htm^ at you 
did yejierday. No fooner had the Nayre 
fpoke the words, but the Elephant came 
before me with a Bough in his Trunk, 
iingling me out among all the Compa- 
ny, fliew’d it me, hark’d, and eat it 5 
then inclining him (elf very low, he went 
*away, as it were, laughing, making 
Signs of Joy and SatisfafHon •, leaving 
me full of aftonifhment, to fee that a 
Boaft (hould be 16 apt to underftand, 
and do what it was commanded. Yet 
the Elephant is obedient to none but the 
Ntmre, or his Matter *, and he will only 
endfure to fee them get upon him : For 
if, he fhould fee any other Perfon mount, 
there were danger that he would throw 
down the Coach with his Trunk, and 
kill him : And therefore when any Bo- 
dy is to up, the Nayre generally co- 
vers his Eyes with his Ears, which are 
very large and ill fhap’d. 

If at any time the Elephant does not 
obey fo readily as he (hould, Nayre 
beats him cruelly on the middle of his 
Forehead, Handing hlmfelf all the while 
upright on his Head. One time when I 
was upon him, with feveral others, the 
Nayre beat him, as has been faid, and 
every Stroke he gave him, it look’d as 
if we (hould have been all thrown down 
headlong. Generally they give him fix 
or feven Strokes on the middle of the 
Fordhead *, but with fuch force, that 
the Elephant quakes, and yet bears all 
patiently. There is only one time when 
he obeys neither the Nayre^ nor any 
other Elody ^ which is, when on a fud- 
den he is inflam’d with Lull ; For then, 
being quire belides hirafelf, be bears» 
with no Body, but lays hold of the 
Coach with all that are in it, killing, 
defboying, and beating every thing to 
pieces. But the Nayre by certain Signs 
dlfcovers it a little lirtore it comes, and 
getting down fpeedily with all the Paf- 
iengers, unload him, taking down the 
Goach^ and leaves him alone in fome 
By-plaoe, tfil that Fury be over : After 
yfnAki beiQgftafiUe^j^is Enor, and 


as i^ •’ere afham’d of himfl-lf, he goes 
wi: Head low to receive the Blows BORRL 

that are to be given him, thinking he has 
deferv’d them. 

Formerly the Elephants were of great Now ufc. 
u(e in War, and rhofe Armies were for ^‘-'EmWar. 
midable that carried great Tioops of 
them into the Field •, but fince the Por- 
tuguefes found out the way of ufing 
artificial Fireworks to them, rhe-y arc 
rather hurtful than other wife : For nut 
being able to endure thofe Sparks of 
Eire which get into their Eyes, they 
betake themfelves to flight, breaking 
their own Armies, killing and confound- 
ing all that (lands in their way- 

The tame Elephant fights with onlyxjjeRhi- 
two Creatures, which are the wild Ele- noccroi. 
phant, and the Abada, or Rhinoceros ^ 
the latter it overcomes, by the firft is 
generally conquer’d. The Rhinoceros 
is a Bead of fliape between a Horfeand 
an Ox, but as big as one of the fmalleft 
Elephants, cover’d all over with Scales, 
as it were fo many Plates of Armour. 

He has but one Horn in the middle of 
the Forehead, which is Unit and pyra- 
midal, and his Feet and Hoofs are like 
thole of an Ox. When I was at Nunc- 
mon^ a City in the Province of Pulu- 
cambi^ the Governour went out to hunt 
a Rhinoceros, that was in a Wood near 
our Dwelling place He had with him 
above a hundred Men, fome a Foot, and 
fome a Horfeback, and eight or ten Ele- 
phants. The Rhinoceros came our of 
the Wood, and feeing fo many Enemies, 
was fo Ivir from giving any Tokens of 
Fear, that it turioully encountred ihem 
all who open'd and making a Lane, 
let the Rhinoceros run through : It 
came to the Rear, where the Governour 
was a top of his Elephant, waiting to 
kill it : The Elephant endeavours to 
lay hold with his Trunk, but could not 
by reafon of the Rhinoceros’s fwiftnefs 
and leaping, that driving to w^ound the 
Elephant with its Horn. 'Fhe Gover- 
nour knowing it could receive no hurt, 
by reafon of the Scales, unlefs they 
(mack it on the (ide, waited till leap- 
ing it laid open the naked place, and 
calling a Dart, dcxteroully ftruck it 
through from fide to fide, with great 
Applaufe and Satisfaflion of all the mul- 
titude of Spe^tors •, who without any 
more to do, laid it upon a great Pile 
of Wood, and fetting Eire to it, leap’d 
and danced about, whiltt the Scales 
were ktming, and Flefh roafting, cut- 
ting pieces as it roatted, and eating 
them.

CHAP. V. 

Of the Qualities j Cujioms, and Manners^ of the Cochin'Chinefes : 
Of thetr Way of Lit/ing, their Habit and Cures. 


StlLTon are in Colour 

ot £.dy of J- like the Chinejes ^ that is, incli- 
thr Cochin- u\n^ to an Olive colour : 1 mean thofe 
chinrjcK that are neareft the Sea ^ for thofe up 
the Inland, as far as Tonchin.^ are as 
white as the Europeans. The Shape of 
their Faces is exaclly like the Chine/esy 
with flat Noles, little Eyes, but of an 
indifferent Stature, not io Imall as the 
Jiiponefcs., nor fo tall as the Chinees. 

\ et they are ftronger and more active 
than either of them, and braver than the 
Chinefes^ but are out-done by the Japo- 
^ nefes in one thin^ which is the Con- 
tempt of Life in Dangers and Battels 5 
the Japonefes feeming to make no Ac- 
count of Life, nor to apprehend the 
leaft Fear of Death. 

I'hcir Ci- The Cochin' Chinefes are naturally 
rilicy. the molt courteous and affable of all 
the Eaftern Nations j and tho’ on the 
one fide they value themfelves much 
upon their Valour, yet on the other they 
look upon it as a great (hame, to fuffer 
themfelves to be tranfported with Paf- 
fion. And whereas all the other Eaftern 
Nations, looking upon the Europeans 
as a profane People, do naturally abhor 
them, and therefore fly from us when 
firft we come among them : In Cochin- 
China it falls out juft contrary ^ for they 
ftrive whorfhall be neareft us, ask a 
thouland Queftions, invite us to eat 
with them, and in (hort ufe all manner 
of Courtelie with much Familiarity and 
Kefpc£t. So it hapned to me and my 
Companions when we firft came there, 
being, as it were, among Friends of an 
old ftanding. This is a very good Di- 
fpofition to fecilitate the Preaching of 
tne GofpeL 

This loving and eafie Difpofidoii is 
tibenl'ty. ^ Caufe dr much Concord among 
t%P,. treating one another as 

f^liarly as if they were Brothers, or 
' «#thc feme Family, tho* they have 


never known or feen one another before ^ 
and it would be look’d upon as a moft 
vile A^ion, if one Man eating any thing, 
tho’ never fo little, ftiould not (hare** 
with all about him, giving every one a 
bit. They are alfo naturdly kind and 
Bee-hearted to the Poor, to whom ids 
cuftomary among them never to deny 
an Alms, when ask’d ^ and it rvould ife 
reputed a great Fault to deny it, as if 
it were due to them. Thus it hapned, 
that fome Strangers efcaping from a 
Shipwreck in a Port in Cochin-China^ 
and not knowing the Language to make 
known their want, but learning only 
this word Doii^ which fignifies, lam 
hungry : When the Natives law Stran- 
gers at their Doors, ciring out DwV, 
as if the greateft Misfortune in the 
World had befallen them, every one 
ftrove to be before another in giving 
them to eat ^ fo that in a fhort time 
they gather’d fo much Provifion, that a 
Ship being afterwards given them by the 
King to return to their Country, they 
took fuch an Affeffion to that Country, 
where they found all things for their 
Suftenance at fuch an eafie rate, that 
not a Man of them would go away ^ fo 
that the Captain of the Ship was forc’d 
to drive them aboard with many Blows 
and Curs, which he efte£luaUy did, 
loading the Ship with the Rice they had 
gather’d only by going about, crying, I 
am hungry. ^ 

c But as ready as the Cochin-Chinefes 
are to give, fo are they as apt, if not 
more, to ask any thing they f^ lb that 
as foon as ever they caft their Eye on 
any thing that is new to them, and cu- 
rious, ti^y lay, Sebin Mocaii ^ that 
Give me one oj the/e Things : And it is 
fuch a Rudenels to lefufe them, tho^ 
the thi^ be rare and predous, that who- 
foever mould do it, would 6e ever after 
looked upon as a vUe Ferfooi fo that a 
% Man 
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Man muft either hide , or be ready to 
give what he (hews. A Portugueze 
Merchant difliking thisu uncommon Cu- 
ftom, as not ufed to it, refolv’d, lince 
every one ask’d of him whatfoever he 
&w, to do the fame with them : Ac- 
cordingly he came to a poor Fifher- 
man’s^at, and laying hold of a Pan- 
nier full of Fifh, in the Country Lan- 
guage ^ faid to him, Schin Mocait^ the 
honelt Man made no Anfwer, but gave 
him all the Pannier as it was , for him 
to carry home, as he did, admiring the 
Liberality of the Cachi/t-Chirtefcs ^ but 
taking Companion on the poor Fi(her* 
man, he afterwards paid him the full 
Value of it. 

Their The manner of Breeding and Civility 

Ereedinf^j the Cochin-Chinefcs ufe, is more or lefs 
the fame with that of the Chine fes^ al- 
ways pun£tually obfervingall Niceties; 
we know thefe latter oblerve between 
Superiours and Inferiours, Equals, and 
theRefpeO: due to ancient Perfons, ever 
preferring the Eldeft, of what Degree 
Ibever, and giving them preference be- 
fore the Younger. Wherefore fome of 
♦ thofe Gentlemen coming often a Vifit- 
ing to our Houfe, tho’ the Interpreter 
told them, that a Father wre had there 
fomewhat elder than the relf, was not 
our Super iour : Yet they could never 
l)e brought to pay their Refpe€f to the 
Young Superiour, before the Old Man. 
In every Houfe, tho’ never fo poor, the 
Cuchin O^inefes have three forts of Seats : 
The firlt and meanelt, is a Mat upon 
the bare Floor , on which Perfons of 
equal Quality fit, as thofe that are of 
the lame Family. The next is, a low 
Stool, cover’d with a very fine Mat ; 
which is for Perfons of better Account. 
The third, is a Couch about three quar- 
ters of a Yard high, on which only the 
Lords and Governours of Places fit, or 
Perfons dedicated to the Divine Service, 
and on this they always make our Fa- 
ther’s fit. 

This Good Nature and Civiliy of the 
Cochin Chinefes^ makes them fo cour- 
teous to Strangers , whom they allow 
to live according to their own Laws* 
and to wear what Cloaths they pleafe; 
and fo they praife their Cuftoms, and 
admire their DoCtrine, frankly prefer- 
ring them before their own ; quite con- 
trary to the Chinefes , who defbife all 
but their own Cultoms and Doorine.

the ''loaths. To begin with the Wo- 
men ; I think the modefteft Garb of all 
India ; for even in the hotteft Weather, 
they fufFer no part of the Bo^ to be 
uncover’d : They wear five or fix Petti- 
coats one over another , all of feveral 
Colours ; the firft reaches to the Ground, 
which they train along the Ground with 
fuch Gravity and State, that the tips of 
their Toes are not leen : The fecond is 
half a Span (hotter than the firft : The 
third (hotter than that ; and lb one 
over another ; fo that all the feveral 
Colours appear : And this is the Wo- 
mens Habit from the Wafte downwards, 
for on their Bodies th^ wear Doublets 
checkered, of feveral Colours; overall 
they have a Veil ; but fo thin, that tho* 
it covers them, yet it is tranfparent, 
and (hews all their Gaiety with Mode- 
fty, and makes a beauteous majeftick 
Appearance. Their Hair is loole, fpiead- 
ing over their Shoulders, fo long that 
it reaches to the Ground, and the longet 
the greater Beauty they are reckoned. 

On their Head they wear fuch a broad 
Cap, that it covers all their Faces, fo 
that they cannot fee above four or five 
paces before them and thefe Caps are 
interwoven with Silk and Gold, accord- 
ing to the Quality of the Perfon. The 
Women when met,^ are not oblig’d to 
any other Return of Civility, but to lift 
up the Brims of their Caps, fo muc^ 
as their Face may be feen. The Men, 
inftead of Breeches, fwath themfelves 
with a whole Piece of Stuff, putting 
on over them five or fix long and large 
Gowns, all of fine Silk, and of feveral 
Colours, with wide Sleeves, like thofe 
of the Monks of the Order of Sr. Bene- 
dtS ; and thefe Gowns, from the Wafte 
downwards, are all flafh’d curioufly, fb 
that as a Man moves, he makes a Uiew 
of all thofe feveral Colours together, 
and if any Wind blows to lift them up, 
they look like Peacocks wijj their fine 
Feathers fpread abroad. 

They let their Hair grow as the Wo- Hair atk 
men do, down to their Heels, and wear 
the fame fort of Hats, or broad Caj». 

Thofe who have any Beard, and they 
are but few, never cut it -, being in this 
like the Chinefes^ as they are in fuffer- 
ing -the Nails of their Hands to grow, 
which the People of Note never pare ;

and he cures him.

the Patient’s Bed- fide, they ftay a little 
to fettle themfelves after the motion of 
coming ^ then they teel the Pull’e tor a 
long while together, very attentively, 
and with mudi confideraiion ^ after 
which they ufually (ay. You have I'uch 
a Diltemper ^ and if incurable, they ho- 
ncltly fay, I have no Cure for this Dif- 
eafe : Which is a fign the Patient 
will die. If they find the Difealc cu- 
* raWe, they fay, I have a Medicine that 

will cure him ^ and 1 will do it in fo 
many Days. Then they agree what 
they ate to have if they cure the Sick 
Man, bargaining the ben they can, and 
fometimes they draw up Writings to 
bind the Contrafl. After this the Phy- 
fician himfelf prepares the Medicine, 
without the help of an Apothecary ^ 
for which reafon there ate none in the 
Country : And this they do, that they 
may not difeover the Swer of the Art 
they work ; and becaufe they will not 
trull another to put toother the Ingre- 
dients they prefcribc. If the Patient re- 
covers within the time appointed, as ge- 
nerally happ^ he pays the Price agreed 
on i if he mifcarrles, the Phy fician lofes 
. his Labour and Medicines. 

Medicines. The MediSinesr^cy give are not like 
ours, which caufe loathing and are 
laxative ^ but theirs are palatable as 
their Broaths, and noutlfhing without 
any other SuBenanc^ which makes them 
give the Patient fev^l Dofes in a Day, 
as we^ive Btoath anb many Hours In- 
terval ^ and thefe do not alter the 
Courfis of Nature, but only help the 
ufual Operations of Nature, difperftqg 
* the pec^t Humours, without wracking 
the Patient. 

A notable 1 wructtibcr a piflEige Worth the leh- 
tiqg in this place : A Pdrf4tg4i€Z€ fel- 
ling fick, 'Jert for the Earppem Phyfi- 
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cians *, who having us’d their Endea- 
vours, gave hirn over. When they were 
gone, a Phyficiian of the Country was 
call’d ; who undenook to cure him in 
fo many Days, ItrifUy ei^oining him, 
whilft he was under his Hands, to have 
a care of having to do with Women, 
upon pain of certain Death, from which, 
the Virtue of his Medicine could not 
deliver him. They agreed upon the 
Price, and the Phyfidan undertook to 
cure him in th’trty Days. The Patient 
took the Medicines preferibed him, and 
in a few Days found himfelf lb well re- 
covered, that he was not afraid to tranf 
grels the Phyfician’s Injunfttooi who 
coming to vifit him, by the alteration 
of his Pulfe difeover’d the fick Man’s 
Incontincncy, and bid him prepare to 
die, becaufe there was no Cure for him j 
but that he fhould pay him his Money, 
fince it was none of his fault that he 
muft die. The Cafe was try’d ^ thS 
fick Man was adjudg’d to pay : And fo 
he dy’d. * 

Bleeding is alfo ufed, but not fo much Bleeding; 
as in Europe^ nor is it done with a 
SieeL Lancer •, but they have abundance 
of Goofe-Quills, in which thw fix fome 
bits of fine Porcelane, made fhaip, and 
fhap’d like the Teeth of a Saw, fome 
bigger, fome Ids, of Icvcral fizes. When 
they are to let jBlood, they apply one 
of thefe Quills to the Vein , proportio- 
nable to the bigneis of it, and mving it 
a fillip with the Finger, open the V5n, 
only fo much of the Porcelane entring 
as is requifite : And what is mod won- 
derful, when they have drawn the 
Blood, they ufe no Fillet or Binding to 
flop it ; but wetting their Thumb with 
Spittle they prefs the Orifice, fo that 
the Fldh returning to the place whence 
it was parted, the Blood is ftopt, and 
runs out no more : Which I fuppofe to 
proceed from the manner of opening 
the Vein, as it were fewing it with that 
Porcelancc full of Teeth, and thcre^ 
it dofes again the eafier. 

There are alfo Surgeons, who have Smgcoos. 
f<^ wonderful Secrets, whereof I wiH 
gfve but two Inlhnces, one praQis’d 
upon my felf, the other upon one dF 
our Brothers, my Comfnnion : 1 ^p- 
ned to fell from a very Mgh plac^ with 
mv Breall a^inft the coiner of a ^one^ 
whereupon 1 pefently began to 1^ 

Blood, and had a Wound in my Brc^ 
outwardly. We applied Ibme Medi- 
cines afta our European mapner, but 
tonopurpofe. A Surgeon ofihc Coun- 
try came and .took a quantity of a 
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Ora# CCftakt Herb like that we call Mercury, 
and uaaKiog it into a Pl^er, laid it on 
my Bread, then he cauall fome of that 
Herb to be bod’d for me to drink, and 
made me eat the £ime Herb raw : And 
thus in a few Days pcrfeftly cur’d me. 
I to make another Experiment, caus’d 
jhe Leg of a Hen to be broke in fevcral 
places, and making a Plaifter as he had 
done of the fame Herb, bound it upon 
the broken Leg, and in a few Days it 
was whole and (bund. 

A Scorpion bit a Brother of ours, my 
Companion, in the Neck ^ and tn that 
Kingdom the Bite of a Scorpion is mor- 
tal. All his Throat fwellM immedi- 
ately, and we were about giving hhn 
Extreme UnHion. A Surgeon was lent 
for, who immediately fet a Pot of Rke 
a filing in nothing but fair Water, 
then clapping the Pot to the Brother’s 


be :over’d him and it dole with 
Clotns, that the Steam might not go 
out, and as (bon as the faid Steam and 
hot Smoke of the Rice came up to the 
place where the Bite was, the Brother 
felt the Pain alTwage, the Swelling in 
his Throat fell, and he remain’d as found 
as if nothing had ail’d him. 

Many other Inftances might be ad- 
ded, but I fhall only lay, that the Me- 
dicines in thofe Pans have a greater Vir- 
tue than when they come to us 5 and 
particularly I can affirm, that I brought 
with me a fmall Cask of Rhubarb^ 
which was extraordinary good there, 
and when 1 came into Europe^ having 
fpent two Years by the way, I found 
it fo chang’d, that I fcarce knew it my 
fclf, lb that thofe Medicines lofe much 
of their Virtue in bringing from thofe 
Countries to our Parts. 


CHAR VL 

Of the Civil and Folitical Government of the Cochin-Chineles. 


I Will give a brief Account of as much 
as may fuiffee for the Reader’s In- 
formation ^ for it would he too tedious, 
and from the purpofe of this my Ihort 
Relation, to difeourfe of every thing in 
particular. The Government ofCocom- 
Chtna^ in general, is a Medium betwixt 
thole of China and Japan : For whereas 
the Japonefes make left account of 
Learning than Military Knowledge : 
And on the contrary, the Chtnejrs attri- 
bute all ro Learning, taking little No- 
tice of Warlike Affairs. The Cochin- 
Chinejes following the Example of nei- 
ther, equally encourage Learning, and 
SciU in War, according as occanon of- 
fos, fomecimes preferring die Soldier, 
and fometimes the Scholar, and fo re- 
puliing them as appears molt conve- 
nient. 

, • In Cochin China there are (evera! Un^- 
verfities, in which there are Profeflbrs, 
Scholars, and Degreesconferfd by way 
of' Fxanrinatiom in die lame manoer as 
Is practis’d in 0)ina^ the fame Sdences 
betfig taught, and the lame Books and 
Anthocs read ^ that is, or Con- 

fneiMfj as the Fortngue/ei am them ^ 
lakioh aie Audmts if fach profoand 
i Ijcarniag, fod Im foeh Efteon and Re- 
^ pMfataoo among them, as Arifictle is 
among tfi, beaS^ aiuoh|andeii«fC than 


he. Thefe Books of theirs are full of 
Erudition, of Stories, of grave Sen- 
tences, of Proverbs, and fuch like things 
for the directing a Civil Life, as are 5<r- 
neca^ Cb/o, and Qccro^ among us *, and 
they fpend many Years in learning the 
true fenfe of the Phrafes, Words, Cha- 
racters, and Hieroglyphicks,ihey are writ 
in •, but that they moft value is Mora! 
Philofophy, or Ethicks, Oeconomy, and 
Policy. It is comical to lee and hear 
them, when thw are Studying, read 
and repeat their Leffons in liich a Tone 
as if they were lingii^, which they do 
to ufc themfelves to it, and give every 
Word its proper Accents, which arc 
many, every one exprqfljgg a feveral 
thing : And therefor^ne wofuld think, 
that tocojiverle witj/them, a Man muft 
underftand the Grounds of Mulick. 

The Languagelthey generally fpeak, 
is different fronii that they read and 
teach in at the S^^ls, and wiiich their 
Books ate writ itr: As among ts the 
Volgar Language differs from the Karin 
gen^W u/d in thASchools. I^Uiirein 
they diTO from the Chinefis^ who, if they 
are Learned, oj: NoWe, always ufe the 
lame Language, which they call of Man- 
darines \ thi is, of Dotfors, Judges, 
andGovemouis, and the Charj^rs they 
uft in writing and printing riieir Books, 
^ are 
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are above 8000, all diflFering fro<^ Dnc 
ORRI. another* And for this Realon the Fa- 
theis of the Society fpend eight, and 
even ten Years, in Itudying the Chine fe 
Books,before they can be Matters, and go 
abroad to converfe with them. But the 
Cochin Chinejes have reduced the Chara- 
£lers to 5000, which they generally 
make ule of : And thefe are enough to 
expreis themfelves in their Harangues, 
Letters, Petitions, Memorials, and fuch 
things which do not belong to printed 
Books i for thofe of ncceflity mutt be 
in Onncfe CharaQers. The Jdponefes 
have been more ingenious, who tho^ in 
ail that belongs to Books, whether writ- 
ten or printed, they agree with the Chi- 
nefes ^ yet for all common ufes have 
found out 48 Letters, wherewith they 
expreis whatfoever they pleaie, as well 
as we do with our Alphabet : And yet 
the Chincfc Charaflers are in fuch etteem 
even among the Japonefes^ that thefe 
48 Letters, notwithttanding the ufe they 
are of above the others, are contemn’d 
in ccmparifon of them \ infomuch , 
that in fcorn they call them Womens 
Letters. 

The ingenious Invention of Printing 
was found out in China^ and Cochin- 
China^ long before it was in Europe : 
but not in fuch perfeflion : For they 
do not Compofe joining Letters and 
Charaflers, but with a Graver, Pen- 
knife , or fuch Inttrumenc, cut and 
carve the Chara^ers upon a Stone as 
they will have them in their Books : 
On this Board fo carv’d they lay their 
Paper, and print it oflF, as we in Europe 
do Copper-plates, or the like. 

.Befides thefe Books of Morals, they 
have orhers, which contain things they 
account facred •, as for inttance : The 
Creation and B^inning of the World ; 
Of the rational Souls of Demons ; Of 
Idols, and of their feveral Sefls. Thefe 
Books are call’d Saj^c Kim^ to dittin- 
guilh them "Iroin^the profene, which 
they call Sayc Chiu^ Of the Doftrine 
of their Sacred Bools, we (hall treat in 
the Second Part of this Account, where 
the Su^e^ will be more fuitable. 
he Un- Tho. the Language of the Cochin-

both immediately loft their Lives, had 
not his Majefty’s Natural aemency 
and Brotherly Affeflion prevail’d, and 
taken place of his Anger, lb far as to 
Ipare their Lives, yet fo as to keep 
them Prifoners. 

The third place where he has conti- 
nual War, is on the Weft fide, and ut- 
moft Bound of his Kingdom call’d Ren- 
ran ^ againft the King of Cbiam^' 
whole Efforts being weaker, are funici* 
ently repuls’d by the Troops of that 
lame Province, and rhe Governour. 

He is alfo in continual Motion, and 
making Warlike Preparations to afl'ift 
the King of Cambogia^ who has marry ’d 
his Baftard Daughter, fending him Suc- 
cours of Gallies, and Men, againft the 
King of Siam ^ and therefore rhe Arms 
of Coch/n-China, and their Valour, is 
famous and renowned, as well by Sea 
as by Land. 

At Sea they fight in Gallic^ as has 
been faid, each of which carries Can- 
non, and is mann’d with Musketiers : 
Nor will it feem ftrange, that the King 
of Ccchin 0)ina has an hundred, or more, 
Gallics in a readineft, when the Method 
af fumiftiing them is known. It is 
rherefore to be obfcrv’d, that Cochin- 
Tbinefes do not ufe ^ have a Crew of 
l^fiuninals, or other Slaves, to row in 
Gallies jjjpen they are to go 


OL ^ fighr, or for any other purpofe, rhe 
way to man ihem immediately is this: A 
great number ol Officers, and C'ommil- 
iaries, go out privately, and fcouring 
on a fudden all together throughout the 
whole Kingdom, with the King’s Au- 
thority, prels all they find fir tor the 
Oar, condu£l:ing them all T:ogether to 
the Gallies, unlefs they be exempted by 
Birth , or any other Privilege. Nor is 
this Method fo troublefome as it appears 
at firft fight : For in rhe firft place they 
are well us’d and paid aboard the Gal- 
lies *, and befides, their Wives and Chil- 
dren are fed and provided with all things 
neceffary, according to rheir Condition, 
all the while they are from their HoufeS. 
Nor do they only fer\^e at the Oar, but 
upon occalion lay hold of their Wea- 
pons, and behave themfelves bravely , 
tor which purpofe every one has his 
Musket, Darts, and Scimitar allotted 
him , and the Cochin-Chincfcs being of 
an undaunted Spirit, and brave, they 
give good Tokens of their Valour, ei- 
ther rowing to join their Enemies, or 
with their Arms when join’d. Their 
Galleys are fome what lels, hut particu- 
larly narrower than ours, bur fo neat, 
and fo well adorn’d with Gold and Sil- 
ver, that they afford a glorious fight. 
Chiefly the Stem, which they account 
the moft honourable Poll, is aU over 
Gold, there the Captain and Perfons of 
chief Note have their Station ^ and the 
Keafon they give for it is, that it be> 
ing the Captain’s Duty to be the firft 
upon any danger, it is fir he Ihould be 
in the propereft part of the Gaily for 
that purpofe. 

Among other forts of Defenfive Arms 
they ule in War, they have certain oval, 
hollow Targets, fo long that they cover 
a Man quite, and fo light, that they 
can manage them without any trouble. 
The Cities of this Kingdom have a great 
advantage in the manner oj^igir Houfes, 
which being all of Walaupon Pillars 
of Timber, as has j/fcn faid before, 
when the Enemy coj*s fb ftrong, that 
they perceive they pnnot oppofe him,

CHAP. I. 

Of thefrU Entring of the Fathers of the Society of f ESV S 
into that Kingdom : And of the two Churches bmlt at Tiiroii» 
and Cacchian. ^ 


B Efbrc the Fathers of the Society 
of Jefus went into Cochin China^ 
it was the Cuftom of the For- 
tuguefes trading thither, to 
carry thither with them trom Malacca^ 
and Macao^ and the Spaniards from 
Manila^ fome Chaplains, to fay Mafs 
and adminifter the Sacraments to them, 
during their ftay there, which generally 
was three or four Months in a Year. 
Thefc Chaplains having no other Obli- 
gation but only to ferve the Fortuguefes^ 
nether thought of promoting the Spiri- 
tual Wel&e of the Natives of that 
Country, not applying themfelves to 
learn their Language, nor ufing any 
other means to comirfunicate the Light 
of the Gofpcl to them. And yet there 
was one of thefe who had the Face to 
publHh in Spain^ in a Book call’d. The 
Voyage of the World % that he had Cate- 
chiz^ and B^tiz’d the Infanta or Prin- 
cels of CochmCSrM^ and a great many 
of her Ladies ; liwercas never Infanta, 
nor any other Perlolih of all that Royal 
Family, till this timV has (hewn any 
Inclination to beconji Chriftian, not- 
withft^ing we Famers go every Year 
to vi|t the King, l&nd dilcourle with 
all tire Great Men 1 f the Court -, and 
yet j^Ip&gcashas y t given any Token 
srfa^^ig a Chriftfen, or fo much^as 
'knowing what a^hriftian is. And it 
may ‘ well bc^^jcern’d, how ^Uly he 
talks in ihis-?oint, by the other Fables 
he adds \n f^ic fanac Book, concerning 
that InfanTEv; ts that Ihe would have 


marry’d the laid Chaplain, and the like. 
We know of none but fome Fathers of 
the Order of St. Francis , that went 
from Manila^ and one of' St. Auguftine 
from Macao to Cochin-China^ merely for 
the Converfion of thofe Souls. But 
they meeting with noSuccels, by reafbn 
of the many feveral Difficulties that 
occur, they return’d to their Countries i 
Providence fo ordering it, which h;^ 
defign’d that Land to be cultivated b| 
the Sons of the holy Patriarch JgnatinSL 
which was done as follows :

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Jdpan^ as he did. This was he, who 
being put inro a Pool of cold Water in 
the dead of Winter, ana expos’d to the 
Wind and Snow, gave up his Life ior 
the fake of his Redeemer, freezing lei- 
furely to Death. F. Caravalho being 
gcffie, F. Buzomc was left alone in Co- 
chin-China^ with only a Lay-Brother to 
Tittend him : Being zealoully inflam’d 
with the defircot laving Souls, he us’d 
all poflible means for their Converfion, 
and to thispurpofe began his Miffionat 
Turon. But as yet he knew not the 
Language, nor could he find any Inter- 
preter that knew any more Vortugttezc 
than what was requifite for buying and 
felling, and Ibme Words or Phrafes, 
which the Interpreters of the Chapbins 
of Ships, who were there before the 
Fathers of the Society, made ufe of to 
ask the Coebin Chine/es^ Whether they 
would be Chriftians > After this man- 
ner they had made fome, bur fuch as 
might rather be accounted fo hy Name 
than by Profeflion ^ for they did not fb 
much as underlfand what the Name of 
a Chriltian meant ; And this hy reafon 
of the Phrafe the Interpreters us’d to ask 
them. Whether they would be Chxifti- 
ans : For the Words they made ufe of, 
fignify’d nothing more, than that they 
would become Portuguefes ^ which F. 
\ranch Buzome found out by this fol- 
lowing Accident ; A Play was a£led in 
the publick Market-place, at which the 
Father faw one in the Habit of a Portu- 
gueze^ brought in by way of ridicule, 
with a great Belly fo artificially made, 
ti’U a Boy was hid in it ; the Player, 
ore rhe Audience, turn’d him out of 
Belly, and ask’d him, Whether he 
would go into the Belly of the Portu- 
gueze ? tiling thefe words. Con gnoo 
muon bcu tlom loom lioalaom chiam ?

^eat Diligence and Charity was fo 
fuccefsful, that within a few Days he 
began to reap the Fruit of his Labours, 
as well by the Reformation of thole 
who before were Chriftians only in 
Name, as the Converfion of many more. 

Nor was the Fame of his Charity and 
Zeal for the gaining of Souls confin’d to 
Turon^ his ufual Place of Refidcnce, 
but Ipread abroad into other places ; he 
labouring in all places to inltirud, con- 
vert, and difpofe the People to receive 
B^tifm with fuch Fervour, and fo great 
a Concourfe about him, that in a Ihort Chim 
time thofe new Chriftians built a very 
large Church at Turon^ in which the 
molt Holy Sacrifice of the Mafs was 
puhlickly celebrated, and the Chriltian 
Doctrine preach’d and taught, hy means 
of the Interpreters, then well inftrufted ; 
all Perfons being very much taken with 
F. Francis Buzome : Who befides his 
beingaPerfon of great Knowledge and 
Vertue, entirely gain’d the Afleftions of 
thofe Heathens, by his great Meeknels 
and Affability, infomuch that they all 
flock’d after him. This particularly 
hapned at Cacchiam^ the City where the 
King refides, fix or feven Leagues from 
Turon ^ up the River. 

Here F. Buzome made lb great an Im- 
preflion, that a place was prefently al- 
lotted him for a Church, which was 
built in a very Ihort tim^ every Body 
contributing to the fc^pence, and to the 
Work, according tc/rheir Power.

CHAP. n.

T H E Perfecution againff the Fathers 
took its beginning from an Accident 
at firft light ridiculous, and of no mo- 
ment, which afterwards gave them much 
caufeto lament. That Year there hapned 
an univerfal Barren nefs throughout the 
whole Kingdom, for want of the ufual 
Inundation in Autumn ^ which, as was 
laid in the firlf part, is fo neceffary for 
bring-ttg up the Rice , the chief Sup- 
port of Life in that Country. Here- 
upon their Priefts, whom iney call Om- 
fdj:s^ held a Great Council, to find out 
the Caufe why their Idols were fo an- 
gry with all their K'uigdom, that fee- 
ing the People ftarve to Death about the 
Fields, yet they were not the lealt 
mov’d to Compaflion for fo ^eat a Ca- 
lamity. It was there unanimoufly a- 
greed, that there was nothing new in 
the Kingdom, lb oppofice to the Wor- 
fliip of the Idols, as the admitting of 
Strangers ft<jglv . to preach up a Law

' ftion to them in the of their Suf- 

ferings, to fee the Coqftancy of fome 
of thofe new Chriftians, who never 
forfook their Malfers, following, ac- 
companying, and relieving them the 
belt they could, becoming voluntary 
Companions in their Sufferings. F.B/r- 
some had here a new Trial of his Ver- 
tuc ^ for the uiieafinefs of this uncom- 
fortable Life, in a few Days, caus’d an 
Impolthume to break out in his Brealt, 
^ from which abundance of Corruption 
J ran, and was a mighty weakning to 
V him.* 

An H p>V The infernal Fiend, not fatisfy’d to have 
rrirc I’ridl brought the Preachers of the Gofpel to 
o' Idols miferable Condition, made yet far- 
ther efforts to difcredit their Doctrine, and 
Catholick Religion, making ufeto this 
purpofe of one of thole who 

living a lolitary Life, was therefore in 
gTjiat Keputatton of San^ity. This Man 
coming one Day. from his Hermitage, 
publicklv boalted. That by his Prayers 
he would caufe the Idols immediately 
to lend Rain ; And without more to 
do, went away follow’d by an innume- 
' table multitude to the top of a Moun- 
tain, where he began to call upon his 
Devils, and ttriking the F^th three 
times with his Foot, the Sky was pre- 
fcncly clouded, and there fell a Shower 
ot Rain ^ which tho’ not fufficient to 
fupply the want, yet was enough to 
give a Reputation to that Minilfer of 
Hell, and to difcredit our Holy Faith, 
every one laying. They had not yet leen 
the Foreign Prielts obtain fo much by 
their Prayers of the Great GOD, whole 
Servants they protcls’d themfelves. 
This Accident troubled the Fathers 
more than the Mifery they liv’d in^ but 
Providence com lor ted them by the 
means of the Lady Joanna above- men- 
tion’d. She, as it were, with a Prophe- 
tick Spirit, bid them not be concern’d 
at any thing that had hapned ^ for in a 
little time God would make the Hypo- 
crifie of that Ornfaii , and the Vanity of 
his Idols, known to all Men, by de- 
ftfo^ng the Reputation he had gain’d 
nil tSen ^ all which was verified to a 
tktle foon aftcar. For the Fame of his 
Sanffity being fpread abroad upon ac- 
count of the^in, and coming to the 
King’s Ear, he prefcntlv lent for him, 
and gave htm an Angrtment in the Pa- 
lace. There he fell jin Love with one 
^theKing’s Concunne^ and found no 
jfBcult^ Up tomb's his De^ ^ but 
omtecwagl^ tho^inCk^- 


this be accounted a molf heinous ^ 
Crin.^, and it be Death to have to do ^ 
with a Woman the King has once 
touch’d i yet they could not proceed to 
Execution againlt him, as being a Per- 
fon Sacred among them, but according 
to the Form appointed by their Laws. 

The King therefore gave the Sentence, 

That the Ornfaii Ihould vanifh ^ but 
that he fliould neither go Eaft, Weft, 
North, nor South, nor tlirough any part 
whatfoever of his Kingdom. This De- 
cree being publilh’d, was immediately 
executed in fuch manner, that the 
fan vanilh’dwith great lhame, and was 
never more feen in the Kingdom, nor 
out of it. 

But the Devil being enrag’d, vented The 
his Fury againft God’s Servants, ftirring Church 
up the People to fire the Church in T//- 
ron^ to the great Grief of the Fathers, 
who beheld all from the Shore without 
hopes of redrefs. 

in the mean while the News of the 
Fathers Misfortune was fpread all about 
the neighbouring Countries , and even 
as far as Macao^ which was a great trou- 
ble to the Fathers of thar College, who 
pitying their Brethren, refolv’d ro fend TheAu 
them fome Relief by a Vortugueft Vef thorin 
fel that was ready to fail to Cochin-China'^ 
and the Fathers judg’d the Bufinefs 
might fucceed the fetter, if two Fathers 
going in it, one had the Name of Chap- 
lain of the Ship, to return in it ^ and 
thar the Cochm-Cbinefcs might have no 
caufe ro complain, or be incens’d, he 
that remain’d was to go dilguis’d : F. 

Tetcr Marques^ a Portugueje^ was ap- 
pointed Chaplain ^ and I had the good 
Fortune to be his Companion, Obedi- 
ence fo ordering it : For tho’ I had been 
deltin’d for China by our Father General, 

1 freely and affeftionately embraced the 
opportunity of dedicating my felf to 
God in the Million of Cochin China^ and 
for the Comfort of thofe affiifted Fa- 
thers, feeing my felf qujif^fhut out of 
China ^ by Keafon of^e Ferfecution 
rais’d there. 1 fet ojm from Macao in 
the Habit of a Slave^nd foon arriv’d in 
%Cochin China upon rw Birth-Day ^vwhich 
was very near openfe the way for me 
to a blelfed Life ^ bit it pleased Provi- 
dence to order Matterlotherwife, either 
bccaufe my Sins madl me, unworthy of 
Ibch a Mercy, or for Vthei Caules ^n^ 
known to God : As tie Vcflcl was en^ ^ 
tring the Harbour, upSk^hich there 
were abundance of the Cou&t^ People, 
there hapned, I know not how,ia Quar- 
rel between two Portugitefes^^ one 
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of them falling down for deaef the 
VRRL other Icap’d into the Sea to efcape the 
wounded Man's Friends and Compani- 
ons, who would have kill’d him. He 
fwam a*while, but being tir’d, drew 
towards the Ship again, to fave himfelf 
firom finking, and endeavouring to catch 
hold could nor, becaufe they were ready 
above with Half- pikes, Javelins, and 
Swords, to wound him. 1 feeing him 
in that diftrefs, endeavour’d xo relieve 
him *, and iho' I was in a fervile Habit, 
ran among them, and calling out to one, 
and pulling another, took fuch Pains 
that I appeas’d them. The Coc/u^ Chi- 
nejes who were aboard the Ship, feeing 
the Vortuguefes pacified at the fight ot 
a Slave, began prefently to IbfpeH the 
matter *, and knowing by Experience, 
that the ^ortuguejes^ when in aPafhon, 
are not lo eafily quell’d, unlefs Religi- 
ous Men interpofe, faid to one another. 
This Man is ceitainly no Slave, as his 
Habit feems to fuggell: ^ and being no 
Merchant, as the relt are, he is cetainly 
one ot their Religious Men, that endea- 
vours, contrary to the King’s Command, 
to be conceal’d in our Country , but we 
will difeover him to the King himfelti 
that he may be punifli’d as he deferves. 
Immediately they flock’d about me, and 
tho’ I did not underftand their Lan- 
guage, yet I plainly perceiv’d they had 
all a Jcaloulie of me ^ and noiwith- 
ftanding all my Endeavours not to dif- 
eover my felL I could not prevent their 
fending Advice to Court. When I had 
fatisty'd my felt as to this point, belie- 
ving I was certainly a dead Man, I re- 
folv'd to die as what 1 was : Accord- 
ingly I put on my Habit ot the Society, 
fi Surplice over it, and a Stole about my 
Neck i and in that Habit 1 began pub- 
lickly to preach the Faith ot C.’hrift by 
means of the Interpreter j then ereHing 
an Altar on the Shore, I faid Mafs, and 
gave the Communion to iV^Vortugucjes 
that were-i^Si^nr, Handing ready tor 
whatfoever irKwuld pleafe God to ap- 
point : But it ^as’d him not that 1 
Ihould then fhea my Blood for him. 
Whilft my Oufe was in hand, it rain’dc 
fo abundantly Damnd Night, without 
ever ceafing, th^ every Man apply’d 
hiinlclt 10 tillina<^t the Ground , and 
lowing of Rice, jind perhaps retlefting 
^t theyTiad obfcin'd that at my Arri- 
which thej^ad fb long wifh’d for, 
looking upon^ as a good Omen ^ and 
concluding^was not the Fault of the 
Fathers fnat they had wanted Rain, they 
repenc^'^ them of all they had done

againft us, and never gave us any fartheif^^jf^ 
trouble, but IpflFer’d us to live freely^ 
throughout the Kingdom. 

Matters being thus pacified, I rcfolv’d Ssirity 
to go look out F. Buzome^ and his Com- 
panion, fince 1 was gone thither to that 
end i and whilft I was endeavouring to 
hear fome News of him, the Reponof 
my Arrival being Ipread about the Ci- 
ty, that Lady Joanna above-mention’d * 
found me out. By her 1 underftood, 
that F. \rancU de Bina^ with the Japo- 
ne/e Brother, had been privately con- ^ 
vey’d by Jafwnefe Chriftians to the City 
pj//(7, ail People certainly concluding 
that the Fathers were then got out . 
the Kingdom. Upon this Information, 

F. l^etcr Marques^ who knew the Lan- 
guage of Japan very well, would have 
us go to bia/yd, where we found F. Yiran- 
cpi df Bina^ who was there hid, but 
very well ufed by thole good Japonefe 
Chriftians, to whom he privately adjmi- 
niftred the Sacraments. We receiv’d 
incredible Joy in meeting : For befides 
the general Charity of Religion, we 
had been Companions, and great Friends, 
in the College of Macao ^ and the Kind- 
nels of the japonefes was extraordinary, 
for they treated us during a Fortnijght 
very fplendidly, with great Demonlfra- 
lions ot Aft’eUion and Joy. 

Here 1 alfo underftood how, through 
God’s fpecial Providence, F. Buzomc 
was alfo fate in the Kingdom, as it God 
had particularly defended him for the 
good of that Million, where whilft he 
was upon the Strand amidlt fo many 
AtiiiUions, and with that Impofthume 
in his Brcaft, the Governour of Bulu- 
camhi came to i uron \ who feeing that 
Man fo ill us’d, that he look’d like a 
walking Ghoft, being mov’d to Com- 
panion ask'd who he was, and what 
Misfortune had brought him to that mi- 
ferable Condition. He was told all . 
that had banned •, and that the want of 
Rain being laid to his and his Compa- 
nion’s Charge, he had been banifh’d by 
the King’s Order. . The Governour was 
not 3 little amaz’d, and laugh’d to think 
that this fhould be atttibuted to a poor 
Religious Man, which could no way 
depend of him •, therefoic lie order’d him 
to be taken from that open Shore, and 
carry ’d into one of hte(wtes, in which 
he carry ’d him P^vince, enter- 

tain’d him in hi$id|i!iAi|*il<]jlife, had him 
looked after i«oft’|kilful Phyfi- 

cians in. that Ctfii&iMl ttlade his owp 
Children attencf a wbol'; 

Year •, for fo logg^flj^fs lafted i 
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M Men admiring that a Heathen (hould 
behave himfelf fo charitj|ib[y towards a 
"Stranger Utterly nnkoowh to him only 
out ot mere natural Companion. 

Thus we were four Priefb of the So- 
ciety in Cochin China .• F. Buzonui^ at 
Fulucambi^ 1 50 Miles from the Port of 
Tuf 'on 5 F. Peter Marques remain’d at 
iaifd^ as Superiour, and to ierve the 
Japonefcs keeping F. Franck de Pina 
fsn bis Companion : And 1 return’d to 
\ Turon^ there to fcrve the Portttguefes^ 
[ to fay Mafs, preach to then^ and hear 
\tbeir Confeflions, and learning at the 
^me time the Language of Cocmn-China^ 
endeivouFd, with the aihftance of the 
Interpreters ^ to perfuade fome of thofe 
Heathens to be baptiz’d •, and above all, 
CO encourage and confirm thofe that 
were already baptiz’d. Soon after my 
firfi coming, there hapnid to mean 
Accident worthy to be known ; I 
was call’d to make a dyiiK Infant a 
Chrifiian ^ I did fo, and (oon after it 
gave up the Ghoft I was concern’d, 
not knowing where to bury i^ which 
made me think of fixing a Burying place 
for all the C^hriltians that momd die 
for the future. To this purpofe 1 or- 
der’d a Mdft of a Ship that was caftby, 
to be r ^ken, and a Itarely Crofs to bs 
made oi it ; Which done, 1 invited all 
the Vortuguefes^ and Sailors, to help to 
carry it to the appointed place , 1 at- 
tending with my Suiplice and Stole. 
Whillt Che Hole was digging to mSt the 


Holy 4ols , a Company of Armed 
Men came out from the Neighbour- BORRi 
hood, who with their Muskets threat- 
ned to kill me \ which 1 perceiving, 
caus’d the Interpreter to endeavour r6 
know of them, what it was they Would 
be at > And was told, they would not 
have that Crols crefted there, becaufe 
they fear’d the Devils would infeft their 
Houfes. 1 anfwer’d. It would he quite 
contrary 5 becaufe the Crofs had fuch d 
Vi^e, that it put the Devil to flight: 

With this they were fo well pleas’d, 
that laying down the'u: Ann& they all 
ran to help : And thus the Crofs was 
fer up to the general Satisiaflion of all 
Parties, and the Burial-place fix’d. Soon 
after the Goveroour of Pulucambi came 
thither, and brought F. Buzome with 
him \ and we met all four Fathers of 
the ^iety, to our nnfpcikable Joy at 
Ei//d, together with two Lay-Brothers, 
one a Fortugmefe^ and the o^er a Japo- 
nefe. After a ch^table Reception, we 
confulted together about the molt pro- 
per means of promoting that Million. 

It was unanimoufly amed, that F. Pc- 
ter Marques fhould nay at FaiJ 6 with 
the Japonefe Brother , becaufe be wai 
a Preacher ^ and the other three, 
with the Portugueje Brother, fhould 
follow the Govemour of Pulucambi^ 
who eameftly defir’d it \ which wa^ 
accordingly done, as fhall be here re- 
lated.

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account he made of our lmei».el|fkjn, 
BORRL when any Criminal was to be punifh’d : 
For .we no fooncr open’d our Mouths, 
but we obtain’d all wedcfir’d ^ by which 
means we not only gain’d the.Kepura- 
tion ol being great with the Goyemour, 
but of having CompalTion andXindnels 
tor thofe People, who therefore lov’d 
oikl refpe£led us. Beiides, durii^ the 
whole Voyage, he treated us as if we 
had been fome great Lords, contriving 
Sports and Paftimes in all parts, caufing 
the Gallies fometimes to reprefent a 
Sea-fight , fometimes to row lor Re- 
wards. Nor did there a Day pafs but 
he came aboard our Gaily to vifit us, 
feeming much pleas’d with our Conver- 
lation, efpecially when we difcours’d 
of Religion and our Holy Faith. In 
this manner we came to the Province of 
Fuiucawbi^ through which we had ftill 
fome Days Journey ro make, before we 
arriv’d at the Govemour’s Palace, who 
for our greater Diverfion would have us 
travel by Land. To this purpolc he or- 
der’d fcven Elephants to be provided ^ 
and the more to honour us, would have 
one for each, caufing an hundred Men, 
fome on HoHeback, and fome a Foot, 
no attend us : And the Journey being 
ior Rectcation, we fpent eight Days in 
being Royally entertain’d whcrclb- 
e.vex we came ^ but ^ticularly in the 
Houfe of a Sifter of bis, we had a moft 
fplendid Entertainment, not only for the 
Variety and Number of Diflies, but 
much more for the Rarity of the Dref- 
fii^, all things being drefs’d after the 
European manner, tho’ neither the Go- 
vernour, nor any ol' the Family were to 
•tafte or them. 

His Gran- Being at length come to the Gover- 
dcur, and noui’s Pal^ce, all the Eot^tainrpencs 
Affeftion and Dainties of Ac Journey conduded 
to tiic Fa- jj, g Reception as tie u^d to sudee 
for Kings and Great Princes, treating us 
for eight Pav^ OKCther in molt Iplendid 
manner, maKiftff us fit in his Royal 
Throne, and eatM with us himfelr in 
puWick, with hisVVifi? and Children ^ 
to the great aftonlflraent of all vhatCi- 
ty^ white u was ulanitnoufly 
fiich a Receptfon Ifad never been Iceii, 
ikil^fs k were foribnoe l^al Perfon : 
And this yvas the pf the Report

versed loith the/e Men^ and plainly per^f 
ceive by the DoHrinc they teach, tbaf] 
there is no true Lato but theirs, nor nd 
R ay but that they Jhew, tohich leads /o 
fuiernal Salvation. But take heed tobat 
you do for unlefs you learn that true 
Doffrine, which 1, your Chief, bring to 
you by means of theje Fathers, your 
Aegleff and Infidelity will be funifh'd 
eiernalh in idell. Thus Ipoke that 
Lord, becoming a Preacher of* the^Go- 
fpel, tho’ himlelf a Heathen ^ all Men 
being the more amaz’d and a^onilh’d at 
it, bkauie of the great Conceit they had 
of his Wifdom. 

Al'^er the firft eight Days, we gave The Fa 
him to underftand, that we would ra- 
ther go live in the City, the better to 
promote the preaching of the Gofpel, 
which we could not To well attend in 
the Palace, becaufe it was three Miles 
fro^ the City, in an open Field, ac- 
cording to the Cuftom ot* the Country. 
TheGovernour would not havepan^ 
with us, becaufe of the great Aifeftion 
he had for us, but preferring the Pub- 
lick Good before his own SatisfaCHon, 
he immediately order’d there Ihould be 
a very convenient Houfe provided in the 
City Nuoecman : And moreover told us, 
we might fee above a hundred Houfes 
that were about his Palag^ and take cm 
choice of Ae convenienteft of them, to 
make a ChuKdi of it ; and ^uaincing 
him with it, he would provide all that 
was neceftary. We return’d him Thanks 
for fo many Favours bellow’d on us du- 
ri^ our Journey, and thofe we ftiR re- 
ceiv’d. ffaving taken our Leaves for the 
< Fvefentwempunted the Elephants a^in, 
and wiA a great Attendance went away 
10 ihc JVuoecmm, which extends 
it felf fiw Miles in length, and half a 
Mile in breadth, where we were by the 
Govemour’s Qrder receiv’d wlA Fjtm- 
ordinary Honour. Ife pot being able, to 
endure to be fo » from caipe the 
next to vifit iwk to know 'WhQtfan 

nlent i pnd totd usrhe knw that we’ 
heteg Strangers^ eoti|d not have Money 
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1 Other Neceffaries, but that he took 
him to provide every thing ^ and 
--immediately order’d a gcod Sum to be 
paid us Monthly, and every Day Flefh, 
riOi, and Rice, to be fent in for us, 
our interpreters, and all the Servants of 
the Houle ; And not fo fatisHed, he 
frequently fent us fo many Prefents, 
tl/at they alone wtre fufficient to tur- 
nilh us plentifully with all things 
The more to honour and credit us 
among all Men, he one Day gave Pub- 
lick Audience in the Court of our 
I Houfe, in the manner as we faid above 
was practis’d in Cochi/2 China. Here le- 
'Hcral Criminals were try’J, every one 
receiving Sentence according to his 
Crime ^ among the reft, two were con- 
demn’d to be (hot to Death with Ar- 
rows, and whilft they were bound we 
underto^ to beg their Pardon ^ which 
was immediately granted, and he or- 
der’d thenrvp be difeharg’d, publickly 
protefting, he would not have done it 
at the Requeft of any other, but to thele 
Holy Men , who teach the True Way 
for the Salvation of Souls, (laid he) I 
can deny nothing ^ and I am my IcH' 
impatient to be rid of thofe Impedi- 
ments that obftruft my being Bapti2,’d, 
and receivine their Holy Faith 5 which is 
what you all ought to do, if you delire 
to oblige me. 

„ Then turning to us, he again delired 

a of wc would appoint the Place for the 
Ijga Church, that he might give Orders for 
its fpeedy fitting up. We Ihew’d him 
a place that feem'd convenient enough, 
and he approving of it, went away to 
his Palace. Before three Days were 
over, News was brought us, that the 
Church was coming : We went out 
with great Joy, and no lefs Curiolity, 
to fee how a Church could come, 
which tho’ we knew was to be made of 
Timber, as had been agreed, yet it 
could not choole but be a great Pile, 
according 10 the fpace it muft fill, 
Ifanding upon great Pillars. On a fud- 
den, in the Field, we fpied abort a 
tl\puland Men, all loaded with Mate- 
riSs lor this Faltfick. Every Pillar waJ 
carry 'd by thirty lufty Men ^ others 
carry 'd the Beams, others the Planks, 
others the Capitals, others the Bales, 
fome one thing, fomti another, and fo 
all of them wertt Jn order to our Houfe, 
filling all the very

J us, that .tV^ifflSw^Provifions enough 
in the HouleSc|%tVf ^ a Multi-

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tude fmall Entertainment j for tho’ 
they were paid by the Governour, yet BORR 
it look’d like ill Breeding to fend them 
away without fome Refrefhment : But 
we were loon eas’d of this Trouble ; 
feeing every one fit down upon the 
Piece he brought, being oblig’d to keep 
and deliver it, and take out of his Wal- 
ler, his Pot with Flelh, Filh, and Rice, 
and lighting a Fire, tall to Cooking 
very quietly, without asking any thing. 

When they had eaten, the ArchiteS 
came, and taking out a Line, view’d 
the Ground, mark’d out the Diftances, 
and calling thole that carry’d the Pil- 
lars, fix’d them in their places ^ this 
done, he call’d for the other Pans, one 
after another, that every Man might 
give an Account of what he brought, 
and go his way ; And thus all things 
proceeding very regularly, and every 
Man labouring his belt, all that great 
Pile was fet up in one Day ; yet cither 
through over-much hafte, or the negli* 
gence of the Archite£f, it prov’d fome- 
what awry, and leaning to one fide 5 
which being made known to the Go- 
vernour, he prefently commanded the 
Architect, upon pain of cutting off his 
Legs, to call all the Workmen he had 
need of, and mend it. The Architeft 
olbcy’d, and taking the Church to pieces 
with a like numfe of Workmen, re- 
built it in a very ftiort time very com- 
pleatly. And we blefs’d God, for that 
at a time when Chriftians were fo luke- 
warm, it had pleas’d him to ftir up 
a Heathen fo zcaloully to build a 
Church, in Honour of his Divine Ma- 

And to Ihew how affeftionarely the 
Governour look’d to our Affairs, 1 will 
give one particular Inftance, and fo 
end this Chapter. In the Months of 
Junc^ July., and Augufl^ the South- 
Weft Winds generally reign in Cochin- 
China., which caufes fuch an extraor- 
dinary Heat, that the^JiMsfes are per- 
fectly parch’d and diy a up j and being 
all of Wood, the Spark of 
that through negUgence or other acci-

To deliver us Ifom this Danger, 
our Houfe being in the middle of the 
City, and to make it farther appear

iLS he put out an Edifl, command- if any of them took fire, it might S* . 
ing, That the tops of all the Houfes the eafier to prevent its palling forward^ 
that lay South-Weft of us, fhould be to ours: And this was readily ptiform’d 
taken oft •, and there were fo many of by them all, by reafon of the great Re- 
them, that they extended at leaft two fpeft they bore us. 


CHAP. IV. 

Of the Governour of PulucambiV Death. 


O U R Affairs advanced very profpe- 
roufly in thi-iCity, and it was now 
ihe time, when the Divine Providence 
was, according to its ufual Method, to 
give us a Tafte ot Sufferings, where- 
with God frequently tries his Ssn^ants; 
and fo we ever Ice he gives luch a mix- 
ture of Profreriry and Adverfity, that 
they neither be deprefs*d by the one, 
nor puff’d up by the other : And as the 
Primitive Church was founded by the 
holy Apoftles upon thefetwo Pillars of 
Proiperity and Tribulation, even fo it 
pleas’d the Almightjr, that the new 
Church of Cochi China fhould be efta- 
Wtfh’d by his Apoftolical Minifters. 
The fir ft Beginnings of this Milfion 
were very fuccefsful , as has been feen 
in the Firft Chapter of this Second 
Part *, but very foon after enlli’d that 
terrible Perfecuiion for want of Rain, 
which had like to have ruin’d all. Af- 
terwards, with the Favour of the Go- 
\'ernour of Fulucambi^ the Storms feem’d 
lit be blown off, and the budding Vine 
fe^ed to promife abundance of Fruit : 
But it pleas’d him that difpofes of all 
things, ihat the Governour of Pulucam- 
/-/s Death, like a violent North-wind, 
TlicG)- a! molt defiToy’d all in the Bud. This 
vemoar’s Mistortune hapned as follows : The 
• Governour went out one Day a Hunt- 
ing on his El(?phanr, very well pleas’d, 
and the Sport drawing him on, he made 
no rehcflion that htirode all Day over 
alcorching Plain, whote the Heat pierc’d 
his Head in fuch manliCT, that at Night 
he fell into a burning^ever ^ upon No- 
rite whereof we hafted to the Palace 
to Vifif, or rnrher m Baptize him, if 
we found him in imminent Danger. 
He kept us with him two Days, we 
ftill ptcffing hiiti to be Baptiz’d, as he 
h id often laid he would -, to which he 
always anfwer’d, he was ordering his 
Affiiirs for that purpofe, but came to 
no conclufipn. The third Day he loft 


hisSenfes, God fo permitting, for Cauft 
only known to himfelf j and perhac 
that vain Honour he ever paflionatel 
coveted, was the Reward of the Goo 
Turns he did us : In fine, he began t 
rave, and fo continu’d three Days, til 
overcome by the Violence of the D 
ftemper, he died without Baptifm. * 

Any Man may guels how much w 
were concern’d at this Accident^ feein 
our felves forfaken in a ftrange Cour 
try, and deftitute of all human help 5 
but it chiefly griev’d us, that a Perlon 
fo well dilpos’d, and through wholfe 
means we had conceiv’d hopes, that 
the Faith might fpread throughout the Heathen 
whole Kingdom , fhould die fo in our Ccrcmo- 
Hands without Baptifm. Abundance of 
their Rites and fupttftitious Ceremonies nSTr"' 
were perform’d at this Govemour’s Death. 
Death, at which we were prefent till 
the laft. It would be endlefs to re- 
late them all , and therefore I will let 
down two or three, by which the others 
us’d by thofe Gentiles upon fuch Occa- 
fions may be guefs’d at. Firft, Whilft 
be lay in his Agony, there was a multi- 
tude of arm’d Men, who did nor ceafe 
to cut and make thrufts in the Air with 
their Scimitars, call Darts and fire Muf- 
kets in the Rooms of the Palace ^ but 
particularly two, that ftood on each fide 
of the dying Man, were continually 
Itriking the Air about his Mouth with 
their Scimitars, and both thefe and the 
others being ask’d, why they did ft>, 
told us, They frighted the Devils, that 
they might not hurt the Governour’s 
Soul, as it was depan ing his Body. 

Thefe fupcrftitious Ceremonies made us 
pity their Ignorance, but not fear any 
Harm to our lelves, as follow’d when 
the Governour was drad : For we had 
much caufe to fear ifeng cxpell’d that 
Province of PulucamoL and -perhaps all \ 
rhe Kingdom, with lofe of all we 
had acquir’d towards fctling Chril^- 
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Dity, and perhaps worfe. It is theCu- 
ftom when any Great Ptrfon dies, tor 
all the Omfans^ or Pr’^elits of the C.'oun- 
try, to meet together, in order to find 
out not the natural, hut the luperttiti- 
ous Caufe ol his Death ^ and being 
agreed upon what it may he, immedi- 
ately that thing to which it is attribu- 
ted, is order’d to Ik; burnt, whether it 
be a Houll*, Garmenr, Man, or Bealh 
Accordingly all the Oynjutis being if- 
fetnbled in a great Hall, they began to 
argue this Point : We who were pre- 
fenr, rernembring the Perfecution tor 
V want of Rain, there being at that t‘me 
'^nothing extraordinary in the Province, 
but the Governour’s kind Reception to 
us, and hisalfigning a Houle, and build- 
ing a Church in the Cuy, with Inch 
extraordiniry Tokens ot ylfll^fion for 
our Holy Lavv ^ did nor at all queliion. 
but that thele things being reprelented 
io them,"'ih?« would lay the Death of 
that Lord tu our charge, and confe- 
quendy would order us all to be burnt 
alive, together with our Houfe and 
Church, and all our Gouds. Therefore 
’ we Rood in a Corner of the Hall, re- 
commending our felvcs to God, and 
prej^ring our felves for whatfoever his 
Divine Majelty fhould fuffer to be de- 
creed againfi us 5 when one of the Ow- 
/a/>, who was the eldelt of them, and 
as it were their Dean, Handing up, faid 
with a loud Voice, That, in his Opinion, 
the only Caufe of the Governour’s 
Death, was the falling of a Beam fome 
Days lince in the new Palace ^ and he 
was the more apt to believe it, becaufe 
all the Diftemper was in his Head, as 
appear’d by his Ravings an evident 
Sign, as he faid, of the Stroke he had 
receiv’d in his Head by the afbrelaid 
Besim ; All which he meant metapho- 
rically, and in a fuperlfitiousSence, and 
« therefore it pleas’d the other 

who all unanimoully agreed in the fame 
Sentiment: And forifing without more 
to do, they went and fee fire to that Pa- 
lace, which was all reduc’d to Afhes, 
whillt we gave Thanks to God for ha- 
ving efcap’d fo manifeft a Danger. 

This done, fome other Omjam^ who 
^heSfittcof Neaomancy, came to the Go- 
thesoni vemoui’s Palace, to perform another 
‘^Wed. fupcrftitious Ceremony, according to 
the ( uftom of the Country. The Kin- 
dred of the Party dkeafed looking upon 
it as a great Blelfinfe, that any Bodv \n- 
i'lj)lr’d by a^ evil Spirit, (hould fpeak 
cortcernlng the State of the Soul de- 
parted I add to this purpoie thole WilS* 


Zu * far IS were call’d, of whom they 
all earnaftly beg that Devilifh Favour, 
he that obtains it being much envv’d by 
the reft. Thefe Conjurers made their 
Cuicles, and us’d leveral Charms both 
in Words and Actions, that the De\il 
might enter into fome one of the Gover- 
noiir\ Kindred , who were there in a 
fupplijpc poRuie, but all in v.iin. At 
lalf a Sifter of the Governour’s, for 
whom he had an extraordinary Kind- 
nels, came in, and begging the lame 
Favour, immediately gave manifelt Signs 
that file was polfelt : For being decre- 
pid, by reaion ot her great Age, and 
nor able to go alone, Hie began, to the 
alfonilhment ot‘ the Speftators, to skip 
as nimbly as if Ihe had been a young 
Gill, and the Stick Ihe threw from her 
hung in the Air, all the while the De- 
vil was in her Body, during which t’me 
talking in a raving manner, and doing 
many diforderly AtFions, fhe utter’d fe- 
verai Extravagancies about the Stare 
and Place her Brother’s Soul was in ^ 
and concluding her mad DTjourfe, the 
Devi! leaving her, Ihe fell down as if 
Ihe had been dead, remaining ib Ipent 
for the fpace of eight Days , that Hie 
could not (fir for meer weaknels, all 
the Kindred and Friends flocking to vi- 
fit her, and congratulate her Happinels, 
in that Oie had been cholen among all 
the Relations for an A£lion (as they 
thought it) fo glorious and honourabld 
for the dead Man. 

At length they began to order the Fu- HmcHc 
neral of this Lord \ and as in the Ca- 
tholick Church it is the Cuftom to ho- 
nour the Memory of Men renown’d for 
Sanclity of Life, by a folemn Canoni- 
zation •, fo in Cochin-China^ the Devil 
always mimicking Holy Things, the 
more to delude the People, it is cufto- 
mary to honour the Death of thofe who 
have been univerfallv reputed juft Men, 
and upright in their Aftions, and adorn’d 
with Moral Vertues, with great Solem- 
nity and Magnificence,Canonizing rhem^ 
if we may fo calUc , after their man- 
ner, by eternizing their Memory, and 
giving them immortal Veneration. For 
this Reafon, the Governour of Fulu- 
cambL who by all Men, not only in his 
own Province, but throughout all the 
Kingdom was, for his extiaordinaiy 
Natural Parts, reputed a Man of great 
Wifdom, and incomparable Prudence, 
his Government being adorn’d with An-

them in Dignity. The Embaflador 
mov’d by his Lady’s Words , and the 
Beauty of thePifture, with Tears in his 
Eyes fell down and ador’d, then ftand- 
ing up, he turn’d to his Wife and Wo- 
men, faying. How is it poffiblc you fhould 
be Chriftians ? Have you a mind to leave 
me ^ Do not you know that the Law the 
lathers preach forbids Yolygamy ? llpere- 
fore you muji cithci find another DweT 
hng-place^ or 1 leave this to you., and 
feck out another Houfe. His Lady an- 
fwered, Keither need you depan., nor 
we leave you., for there will be a Remedy 
for all things : Wilely concealing for 
the prefent, the Prohibition of Plurality 
of Wives, CO avoid that difficulty which 
would have bred a difturbance. The 
Embaflador took Heart at thefe Words, 
and conceiving, as yet, that he need 
not be oblig’d to leave his Women •, thus 
pioufly impos’d on, he fa id, he would 
be a Chriltian too, and follow the good 
Example fet him by his Wife, and her 
Women. 

The next Morning betimes the Em- 
baflador came to our Houfe, to tell us, 
that fince we had made his Wife a Chri- 
ftian, he had a mind to embrace the 
fame Religion, if we thought it pra- 
aicable. Very ptaaicablc, fiid wc,thcEn 
full of Joy and Satisfaaion at fo grate- bafladoi 
ful a Queftion ; For in cafe he w^fbufted 
refolv’d, we would in a (hort time in- 
ftrua him fufficiently to be baptiz’d.

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He was pleas’d, and becaufethe'''ttairs 

BORRL of his Lmbafly took up the Day, fo 
that he had not leifure to be inftrufled : 
Upon his Rcqueft we agreed to go to 
his Houfe at Night, where we began to 
Catechize him, continuing it lor twenty 
Nights, tour or five Hours at a time, in- 
forming him in the Mylteries of our 
Holy faith, from the Creation of the 
World, till the Redemption of Man, 
the Glory ot Heaven, and Pains of Hell. 
It was no fmall matter tor fo great a 
Perfon, and fo full of Bufinefs, to lofe 
his Sleep to hear the Word of God \ 
and he gave himfelf to them with 
great application, asking many very in- 
genious Queftions, which (hew’d his 
great Wit. In all our Difcourfes, our 
whole aim was to imprint the Truth of 
our Holy Law in the Heart of this 
Noble-man, and make it agreeable to 
Reafon, that being made fenlible ot the 
great Importance ot Salvation, and the 
Terror ot the Pains of Hell, and being 
well inclin’d to, and convinc’d ot the 
C ertainty ot our Religion , he might 
afterwards make lefs difficulty in the 
main Point concerning Polygamy, which 
w'as the only thing he iTuck at, and 
which we till then had defignedly for- 
bore to fpeak of. Having gone fo far 
towards the Embaflador’s Converfion, 
we began to expound upon the Com- 
mandments, where we inform'd him, 
that among Chriftians it was unlawful 
to have many Wives. 

Convinced This Propofition was fo unexpeQed, 

about Poly- that like Fire that has Water thrown on 
it, the EmbafTador prefently cool’d, and 
taking leave of us, faid. This was a 
matter of great confequence, and there- 
fore requir’d time to come to a Refolu- 
tion.This Anfwcr was fo difpleafing and 
grievous to us, that returning home we 
fpent that Night in Prayer and Mor- 
tification, praying to God with all the 
Fervour we could, that he would be 
pleas’d to put a happy Conclufion to 
the Work he had fo well begun. Next 
Morning one of the molt learned Om- 
Ja/fs in the City came to us from the 
EmbafTador, ro examine the Reafoos 
for the Prohibition of Polygamy. A- 
mong other Obje^^ions, this Man made 
one, in his Opinion, of the greateft 
force ^ which was.

Upon. We wanted not Anfwers 
cording to-our Divinity, but perceiVnig 
they were not laiisfeGory to them, bc- 
caufe they were not us’d to our Theolo- 
gical Notions, we at laft added a Rea- 
Ibn out of Scripture, whereof the Em- 
baflador had before fome knowledge 
from us, and it pleas’d God, this made 
an Impreflion on his Heart, and abso- 
lutely convinced him. This was put- 
ting of him in mind, that God being fo 
juft, and the Law he had preferib’d lb 
agreeable to Natural Rcafon, as he , 
himielf had own’d, he ought without 
doubt to obey in this point, fince Gc4 
himfelf commanded it ^ and this w 
much the more, in regard that God 
creating Man, intimated the fame to 
him, when there was moll occafion for 
propagating Human Race, and yet he 
gave Adam but one Wife, whereas he 
could as eafily have given him many 
more, that Man might ^c^altiply ^he 
fatter. This Rea Ion,' i lay, fully fa- 
tisfy’d the EmbafTador, yer^findingit 
difficult to obfervt the Precept, as being 
a thing he was much addiGed to. h 
there no Remedy^ fa»d he, or Oijprnfa^ 
twn from the Pope^ or any other means^ 
tho' never fo difficulty to hrve this Point 
remitted ^ We lold ii.m, it was in 
vain to feek any Redrefs whatfoever in 
this Cafe ^ and therefore, if he delir’d 
to be fay’d, he mutt difmlfs the other 
Women, and Hick to his Wife. Then 
the Embaflador lifting up his Eyes and 
Hands to Heaven, as it were ftruggling 
with himfelf, and prefs’d on by Truth, 
with a generous Refolution laid, If then 
multiplicity of Wives be inconfiflent with 
my Salvation^ let them all go in the 
l^ame of God ; for it is pity to lofe an 
Eternity of Glory ^ for a tr unfit ory De- 
light, Then turning to his Concubines; 
who were prefent with his Wife , he 
dilcharg'd them all : But perceiving 
they laugh’d at his Difcharge , as a 
thing that would never Hand go^ ^ to 
(hew he was in earnett, he order’d his 
Wife to pay them all oflF immediately, 
and let not one of them ttay in his Ba- 
18ce that Night.

He at laft rely’d upon 
my Words, and took no care to give 
Notice in his Liberty of the Eclipfe, 
the whole Court and King’s Altrologers 
admiring at it 3 and they enquiring into 
the Caufe of the Prince's negleCf, were 
anfwer’d, that he had better Mathema- 
ti«ians ii^ysCourt than the King his 
Father : B^ttch they underftood that 
fome of our Fathers being there, he for- 
fook the Opinion cf the Natives for 
theirs. However the Publication they 
^ fhad made being irrevokable, the ufual 
Preparations were made againlt the Day 
of the Eclipfe, till the Hour being come 
they experimentally perceiv’d their Er- 
ror. The Day was clear and not a 
Cloud to be feen, and tho’ it was the 
Month of when the Sun is there 
in the Zenith, and the Time of the 
Day about Three in the Afternoon when 
the Heat is violent, yet the King did 
not omit to go out with his Courtiers, 
enduring all the burning Sun for a long 
time 3 but finding himfelf impos’d up- 
on, and being much incens’d, as well 


by rea'' of the great Heat he endur’d, 
as at Ignorance of his Marhemati- BOh 
cians, who had put him to that trouble 
without any reafon, he reprimanded 
them feverely. They alledg’d for their 
excufe, that there w^ould be an Eclipfe 
infallibly, but that they had made a 
Day’s Miftake as to the Conjunction of 
the Moon, and therefore it would be 
feen the next Day at that fame Hour. 

The King fubmirted to his Altrologers, 
and coming out the next Day at the 
fame Hour, fuffer’d the fame inconve- 
niency of Heat, to the great fhame of 
his Altrologers, who efcap’d not unpu* 
nifh’d 3 for he not only took away their 
Revenues, but order’d they fhou Id kneel 
a whole Day in the Court of the Pa- 
lace, bare-headed expos’d to rhe Heat 
of the Sun, and to the Scorn of all the 
Courtiers- To return to the Prince 
who had got the better in this point, ' 
he writ to his Father in a jelfing r un- 
ner, Thar tho’ he was his Son, he h id 
out-done him as to the Ecliple, and had 
more Learned Men at his Court. 

It is not to be imagin’d how much 
Reputation this Accident gain’d us a- 
mong the Learned, infomuch that -e\ en 
the King’s and Prince’s Mathematici- 
ans came to us, earneltly begging we 
would receive them for our feholars 3 
and upon this account the Fame of the 
Fathers was every-wherc fo great, that 
not only our Knowledge in Altrononiy, 
but our Religion was extoU’d above 
their own, they arguing from the hea- 
venly Bodies to things above the Hea- 
vens, as I faid bet ore. 


CHAP. VIL 

Hciw Cod opend another Way to Chrif Unity , by means of the 
Omfaiis, or Heathen Friefis. 


G O D in his infinite Wifdom fore- 
knowing of how great Confe- 
SenSSft qucnce it would be for the Converfion 
” of thofe Heathens, that fomc of their 
Prlefts or Omfaiis Ihould be converted, 
b^ufe of the great Authority they 
hive among all the People, it pleas’d 
his Divine Maiefty to open even this 
way to hts Holy Faith. An Omfaii 
whofe Name was Ly, liv’d near to out 
Hoafo and had the Charge of an Idol 


Temple, and being a Neighbour had fre- 
quent Opportunities of converfing with 
us, and of coming to fome knowledge 
of our Rules, Aaions, and Cbutfe of 
Life. This pleas’d him fo well, that 
pfoceeding (till farther, he would needs 
bK inform’d as to the Law of God, 
whfxeof we gave him a full Account 3 
andt^mg to difeourfe of the Refurre- 
£lion A our Lord, Ihewing him how he 
rofe agjitn, that he and all Men might

rile again the laft Day, he was fo pleas'd 
ORRl at it, That being infpir’d by (lod, he 
ai>k\l to be baptiz'd, which was ac- 
cordingly granted to him and all his Fa* 
mily upon Chriltmafs Night, which he 
fpent on his Knees in Prayer with Floods 
ut Tears, uttering thele words, Tmt 
<'Lim Bict ; that is, I knew not, as if he 
would lu\e laid, Forgive me my God, 
lor nil now 1 knew you non Thencon- 
nnuMig lome time very Itill, as it were 
coiuetrpljting, he repeated the lame 
words, making a I'weec Harmony to the 
new-born Inlant. After Baptifmhetook 
luch an AlleQion for us, that he refolv’d 
ro come to us with all his Family, that 
hemij^hi live under our Rule^ but be- 
ing inturm’d that could not be, becaufe 
he was marry d, he concluded to live 
nearer to our Houfe, that he might re- 
gulate his Actions by the Sound of our 
Bell, even to laying the long Litany in 
his Oratory, at the rime we ufe to lay 
it every Day, according ro the Cultom 
of the" Society. And it is remarkable, 
that ohferving me at a certain Hour 
us’d ro fay our Beads walking, he would 
walk at the fame time, to the amaze- 
ment of his County-men, who look 
upon walking as a Itrange and ridicu- 
lous Aftion, becaufe they never going 
a ftep but what is about Bufinels, or to 
fome Diverlioij, look’d upon our Aftion 
of walking as idle, becaufe we went to 
a place to no other end but to return ^ 
(b that the People flock’d to fee us 
walk, and admiring the Itrangenefs of 
it faid, 0//ijiiu (Ji Lay •, that is, the Fa- 
iGtaijIe thcr goes and comes, goes and comes. 
‘‘'Z \et then Gazing did not make Om/au 
J ,y leave his C.uftom, which tended to 
nothing but to be like us in all Points. 

] Ic had bur one Wife, and had liv’d 
.ibout thirty Years, which was his Age, 
lb ftriclly up to the Law of Nature, 
that he had never, as he faid, to that 
time, knowingly deviated in any matter 
of confequence from what was juft and 
upright ^ and his adoring of Idols was 
becaufe he thought it contrary to Realbn 
not to adore them. This (hews how 
true that Doftrinc of Divines is, to wit, 
that God never &il$ to have Baptifm 
adminiftred , either by the Hands of 
Men, as this was, or the Miniftiy of 
Angels, to a Heathen who lives a good 
Moral Lif^ according to the Di^tate^ 
of Reafon, and Law of Nature. Tljts 
Om/aii ^Lv wholly devoted himfelfito 
the Service of God, and after provi- 
ding for the Maintenance of his Family, 
all he and they could earn wasbewowy 


upon our Church, taking fpecial 
ot its Neatnefs and Decency , and of 
adorning the Altars. 

Nor Was this all God requir’d of this (Mia Con 
his belov’d Servant ^ for he fo inflam’d mi. 
his Heart, that he apply’d himfelf to 
preach the Faith of Chrift publickly, 
making the Myftery of the Refune- 
ttion the ufual Subjea of his Difeourfe, 
whereby he attracted and converted 
abundance, not only of the common 
fort, but leveral Ornfaiis ^ for tho’ he 
was none of the molt learned, yet his 
fervour fo well fupply’d that defea, 
that among thofe who came to defire 
Baptifm, there was one of the molt 
learned and famous Men in the King- 
dom, whole Authority, he himlelf pro- 
ving the falfity of the Heathen $e^ 
immediately inaeas’d the Harvettof the 
Church. This Man therefore took up- 
on him to oppole the OthcLfikKiki 
eafily confuting them WeU 

acejuainted with the Grounds they yvent 
upon i herein very much eafing our Fa- 
thers, who hot being fo well acquaint- 
ed with their Se£ts, could not lo wdl 
oppofe them. 

And in truth there was need of fuch 
a help i for there is fuch variety offomoE 
Om fails in that Country, that it looks Onfam^ 
as if the Dwil had. endeavour’d among 
thofe Gentiles, to reprefent the B^uty 
and Variety of Religious Orders inftitu- 
ted by Holy Men in the OthoHck 
Church, their leveral Habits anfwering 
their feveral Profeflions ^ for forae arc 
clad in white, others in black, others 
in blue, and other Colours 5 fome living 
in Community, Ibme like Curates, Chap- 
lains, Canons, and Prebends ^ others 
protefs Poverty , living upon Alms ; 
others exercife the Works of Mercy, 
miniftring to the Sick, either Natural 
Phylick, or Magick Charms, without 
receiving any Reward t others underta- 
king fome pious Work, as building of 
Bridges, or ocher fuch things for the 
Pubhek Good, or erefhng ofTcmples, 
and going about the Kingdom, b^- 
giag Alms to this puipofe, even as S 
as the Kimedom of lonchiitt others 
teach the Doftrine of their Religion, 
who being very rich, have Publidc 
Schools, as Univerlal Mailers. There 
are alfo fome Ornfaiis who profels the 
Paniers Trade, andcompailioiiately cure 
Elephants, Oxen, and Horl^ without 
asking any Reward, being lacisfy’d with 
any thing that is freely gi?en them. 

Laftly, Others look to Monafteries of 
W omen, who live in Community, and 
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admtt of no Man among them but the 
Omfaii who looks to them, and they 
are all his Wives 

2T>»- There are vail Temples with l^eauti- 

*• fill Towers and Steeples, nor is there 
any Town, rho’ never lb little without 
a Temple to worfhip its Idols, which 
are generally very large Statues, with 
abundance of Gold and Silver (hut up 
in their Brcalh or Bellies, where no 
Body dares to touch it, till extream 
ncceffity obliges fonje Thiel to gut the 
Idol, without regard to fo great a Sa- 
crilege as that is accounted among 
them ^ and what is very remarkable, 
they have Chaplets and Strings of Beads 
about their Necks, and make fo many

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Proceihons that they out-do the Cijri 
ftians in praying to their falfe Gods. 
There are allb among them fome Per- 
fons relembling Abbots, BUhops, and 
Atch-Bifhops, and they ufc gilf Staves, 
not unlike our Crofiers, infomuch that if 
any Man come newly into that Coun- 
try, he might eafily be perfuaded there 
had been Chiiltians there in former 
times ; lb near has the Devil endea- 
vour’d TO imiratc us. This will give 
us an Opportunity of adding here a 
Chapter of the Setts in Cochin 
to give fome Light how we may draw 
that People out of fuch Darltnefs, and 
bring them into the Light of theGofpel.

SeSls tn Cochin-China. 


T H E End of all Sei.ts is either the 
God they adore, or the Glory and 
Happinels they expeif, fome believing 
the Immortality of the Soul, others 
concluding that all ends when the Body 
dies. Upon thefe two Principles the 
Eaffern Nations build ail their Se£fs *, 
all which took their Origin from a great 
Mctaphyfician of the Kingdom of S/anr^ 
he Eiilo- 'vhofe Name was X^ica^ much andentcr 
KtJ^aca. than Anflot/e^ and nothing inleriour to 
him in Capacity, and the Knowlege of 
Natural Things. The lharpnefs of this 
Man’s Wit railing him to conlider the 
Nature and Fabrick of the World, re- 
flefting on the beginning and end of all 
things,and particularly of human Nature, 
the chief Lady of this worldly Palace j 
he once went up to the top of a Moun- 
tain, and there attentively obferving the 
Moon, which rifing in the Darknefs of 
the Night, gently rais’d it fdf above 
th» Horizon to be hid again the next 
Day in the ianoe Darknefs, and the Sutf 
getting up in the Morning to fet again 
at Night, he concluded that as well. 
Moral as Phyiical and Natural Things 
^ were nothing, came of nothing, and 
ended in nothing. Therefore returning 
home, he writ levcral Books and large 
Volumes upon this Subjeff, calling 
them. Of nothing •, wherein he taught 
that the Things of this World, by rea- 
fbn of thedoiatkmand meafureof Time 
- are nothing : For tfao* they had a being. 


faid he, yet they would be nothing, no 
thing at prdcnr, and nothing in the 
time to come, lor the prdcnr being bur 
a moment, was the lame as nothing. 

His fecond Argument he grounded on HtsOpmi- 
the Compolition ol things : Let us in on. thatal 
Ifance, faid he, in a Rope, the which 
not being naturally diltinguilh’d from 
its Parts, inalmiich as they give its Be- 
ing and Compolition, fo it appears that 
the Rope as a Rope is nothing ; for as 
a Rope it is no dilfintt thing from the 
Threads it is compos’d of, and the 
Threads themfdvesare nodiltinct thing 
from the Hemp they are made of, and 
the Hemp has no other Being but the 
Elements, whereof its Subftance con- 
fifts : So that refolving all things after 
this manner into the Elements, and 
thole to a fort of Materia Pnma^ and 
meet Potent ia^ which is therefore a£fu- 
ally nothing, he at latt prov’d, that as 
well the heavenly things, as rhofe under 
Heaven, were truly nothing. 

In the fame manner did he argue as So of aii 
to Moral Things : That the Natural Hap- 
pinels of Man did not conlilt in a pon- ^ 
tive Concurrence of all that is good, 
which he look’d upon as impolTible, but 
ratjaer in being free from all that is evil, 
anoxherefora laid, it was no other thing 
but m have no Dlfeafe, Pain, Trouble, 
or thrljke \ and for a Man to have fuch 
pow^r ^ver his FaHions, as not to he 
feifiblc of Afieftion or Averfion, to Ho- 
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nour or Difgrace, Want or Plenty, Ri- 
BORRL ches or Poverty, Life or Death, and that 
herein confifted true Beatitude. Whence 
he infeti’d, that all thefe things being 
nothing, they took their o^ine as it 
were from a Caufe not emcient but 
materi^, from a Principle which in 
ttyth was nothing but an eternal, infi- 
sLte, immenle, immutable, almighty, 
and to conclude, a God that was no* 
thing, and the origin of this nothing. 
ThcWwM, y\s a Prelude or. Introdu£lion to his 
how made, Philofopher gave fome Ac- 

count of the making of the World under 
.two Metaphors. The one was, that the 
World came out of an Egg, which 
ftretch’d out fo vaftly, that the Hea- 
vens were made of the Shell ^ the Air, 
Fire, and Water, of the White •, and of 
the Yolk, the Earth and all earthly 
Things. The other MeMhor he took 
from the Body of a vaft great Man, 
whom they callBa/ico^ whom we would 
call Mtcrocofm^ faying that theMafs of 
the World came from him, his Scull 
extending to form the Heavens, his two 
%es making the Sun and Moon, his 
Flefh the Earth, his Bones the Moun- 
tains, his Hair Plants and Trees, and 
his Belly the Sea, and thus applying 
all the Limbs and Parts of Man’s Body, 
to the Fabrick and Ornament of the 
World i he added, that the other Men 
fpread about all the World, were made 
of this great Man’s Lice. 

Having eftablifh’d this Do£lrine of 
Nothing, he gather’d fome Scholars, 
PMlofo- by whofc means he fpread it through- 

pher. out all the Eaft. But the Chinefes who 

knew that a Sefl which reduced all 
thing$ to nothing, was hurtful to the 
Government, would not hearken to it, 
nor allow there was no Punifliment for 
wicked Men, or that the Happinefs of 
the good (hould be reduced only to the 
being free from Sufferings in this World, 
and the Authority of the Chinefes being 
fo great, others following their Exam- 
ple, rej^ed his Do^frine. Xaca diila- 
tisfy’d that he was dilappointed of Fol- 
lowers, chang’d his Mind, and retiring 
writ feveral other great Books, teach- 
ing that there was a real Origine of all 
Things, a Lord of Heaven, Heaven, 
Hell, Immortality, and Tranfmigration 
of Souls from one Body to another, 
better or worle, according totheMwits 
or Demerits of the Perfonj tho’th^ do 
not forget to affign a fort of l^ven 
and Hell for the Souls dcpartfid, ex- 
preffing the whole metapho^ally un- 
der the Names of Things Corporeal, 


and of the Joys and Sufferings otfeis 
World. 

This 2 d Do£hine being made publlck. The Sc^ 
the Chinrjes receiv’d it, and above others be- 
the Bonzis , who are generally 
meanelt and moft inconfiderablc Pedple**® . 
in Japan^ who being zealous lor ^heir 
Spiritual Advantage admitted this Do- * 
ftrine, and prelerv’d it in twelve feveri 
forts of Seels, all differing from one 
another, tho’ that which is moft fol- 
low’d and efteem’d, is the Opinion and 
Seft that believes all to l)e nothing, 
which they call Genfitt, Thefe fome- 
times go abroad into a Field to hesr a 
Sermon, that is a Dilcourfe of Blifs 
made by a Bonzo^ who treats of no 
other Suhjefl, but to perfuade his Con- 
gregation, that human Blifs is nothing, 
and that he is h^py who values not 
whether he has Children or no Chil- 
dren, whether he 

or well, and the likS^ and the noHZo 
preaches thisDodriae with fuchftrength 
of Argument, and vehemency, that the 
Audience being fully bent upon the Con- 
tempt of all things, which in themfelves * 
they look upon as nothing, luftering 
themfelves to be in a manner tranfport- 
ed , they exprefs their Satisfa£lion and 
Happinefs in this manner, that is often 
crying out with a loud Voice, Xin^Xm^ 

Xin\ that is. Nothing, Nothing, No- 
thing, accompanying their Voices with 
certain Bits of Boards they clap between 
the Fingers of one hand ftriking them 
together with the other (as Boys play 
on their Snappers) and with this Nolle 
they are quite bcfidcs themfelves as if 
they were drunk, and then they fay they 
have done an A£l of Blifs. The Japo- 
nefes and others making fo great ac- 
count of this Opinion of Nothing, was 
the caufe chat when Xaca the Author 
of it was come to his laft, calling toge- 
ther his Difciples, be protefted to them 
upon the Word of a dying Man, that 
in the many Years he had hved and ftu- 
dy’d, he had found nothing fo true, nor 
any Opinion fo well grounded, as was 
%he Seel of Nothing ^ and tho’ his fe- 
cond Doflrine feem^ to differ from it, 
yet they muft look upon it as no Con- 
tradiflion or Recantation, but rather a 
Proof and Confirmation of the firft, rho’ 
not in plain Terms, yet by way of Me- 
taphors and Parables, which might all 
be apply’d to the Opinion of Nothing, 
as would plainly appear by his Books. 

But it is time to return t8 oui Coehi/t-* 
Gjinefes^ who not receiving this moft 
fool if h and vain Do£lrine, which de- 
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xirso^ nniig the fubftantial Form, reduces all 
things to nothing , they generally 
* throughout all the Kingdom hold the 
Immorrality of the Soul, and confe- 

? uently the eternal Rewards for the 
ull, and Punifhments ior the Wicked, 
j^t mixing a thoufand Errors with thefe 
Truths. The firlt of which is, thar 
they do not diftinguifli between the im- 
mortal Soul and the Demons, calling 
both by one and the lame Name Maa^ 
and attributing to them both, the fame 
Prafficc of doing Mifchief to the li- 
ving. The iecond is, that they alTign 
one of the Rewards of the Soul 
to be Tranfmigration from one Bo- 
dy to another, more worthy, nobler, 
and in greater Dignity ; as from one of 
the common fort to a King, or Great 
Lord. The third, that the Souls of the 
Dead (land in need of Sutfenance and 
and therefore at certain 
times in thenfeir according to their 
Cuftoi^ the Children make plentiful 
Entertawments for their dead Parents, 
Men for their Wives, and Frieniis for 
. Iheir Acquaintance departed, expeffing 
a long rime for the dead Guell to come 
and fit down at Table to ear. We 
one Day confuted thefe Errors with 
Arguments which the Philofophers call 
i priori^ and therefore told them that 
the Soul wasa Spirit, and had no Mouth 
or other material part to eat, and there- 
fore they were deceiv’d to think they 
could feed And then ^ pojlenori^ for 
in cafe they did eat, then the Difhes 
would not be as full after they had 
done as they were before. They laugh’d 
at thefe Arguments, faying, Thefe Fa- 
thers know nothing ^ and to folve both 
Difficulties, anfwer d. That Meat con- 
fitted of two Parts, one the Subltancc, 
the other the Accidents of Quantity, 
Quality, Smell, Tatte, and the like. 
The immaterial Souls of the Dead, faid 
they, taking only the Subftance of the 
Meat, which l^ing immaterial, was 
roper Suftcnance for the incorporeal 
pirit, left only the Accidents in the 
Difhes, as they appear to our Corpodl 
Eyes, to which purpofe the Deacf had 
no need of Corporeal Parts as we laid. 


Any -fe Man may by this falfe An- 
fwer difeover the Acutenefs of the Gf- BORRJ 
ch/ /r Ch//frfe FhWoibph^rs^ tho’theyab* 
folutely err as to the reality of the Ar- 
gument. 

They alfo err in rcfpefl to the Souls 
themfelves, adoring thofe of Men who 
were look’d upon as holy in this World, 
adding them to the number of their 
Idols, whereof their Temples are full, 
placing them orderly according to their 
leveral Degees, in Rows along the 
fid es of the Temples, the leaftfirtt, and 
fo bigger and bigger, till the laft are ex- 
traordinary large. But the high Altar 
being the molt honourable Place in the 
Temple, is purpofely kept empty, be- 
hind which is a vacant dark fpace, to 
exprels that he whom they adore as 
G^, and on whom the Pa gods, who 
like us were vifible and corporeal Men, 
is invifible,wherein they think the great- 
eft Honour confilfs. Such a multitude of 
Idols, by them accounted Gods,giving us 
occafion to endeavour to demonftrate to 
them, that there can be but one only 
God : They anfwer’d, they agreed to 
it, fuppofing thofe that were placed 
along the fidcs of the Temples, were not 
they that had created Heaven and Earth, 
but holy Men whom they honour’d, as 
we do the holy Apoftles, Martyrs, and 
Confeflbrs, with thefamedittinffionof 
greater and letter Sanffiry, as we affign 
among our Saints. And therefore to 
corroborate their Attertion they added. 

That the vacant dark place about the 
high Altar, was the proper place of the 
Creator of Heaven and Earth, who be- 
ing invifiblc, and quite remote from 
our Senfes, could not be reprefented by 
vifible Images of Idols, but that under 
that Vacuity and Daxknels the due Ado- 
ration was to be given him as to a thing 
incomprehenfible, ufing the Interceflion 
of the Idols, that they may obtain Fa- 
vours and Bleffings of him. And al- 
tho’ according to what has been hither- 
to faid, thw feem to have an efficient 
and intelle&ual Cauie for God, yet 
upon mature Examination of the Mat- 
ter and their Books , we find that they 
certainly adore a predominant Element* 
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Hotp God opend another Way to the Con*z/erfwn of the meaner 
fort by miracnloua Means. 


trcqucnt TT remains that we (hew how God 
ApFariti- J_ ading conformably to the mean vul- 
gar People of Cochin-China^ who were 
us’d to fee Phantoms, Vifions, and Ap- 
paritions , the Devil often appearing 
to them, was pleas’d to (hew fome 
Miracles , to the end that declining 
in their Opinion of Diabolical Prodi- 
gies, they mieht own the only Lord 
and lingular Worker of true Wonders. 
The Devils appear fo frequently among 
thofe Heathens, that not to fpeak of 
the Oracles they deliver by the Mouth 
of Idols, which are in great elteem 
among the wretched Gentiles, they 
walk about the Cities fo familiarly in 
human Shapes, that they are not at all 
fear’d but admitted into Company, and 
this is carry’d fo far, that there are 
incubi and abundance of Incubt and Succubi. And 
SiiccHbt. among great People thofe Husbands ac- 
count themfelves happy, who know 
their Wives have fuch Familiars 5 for 
generally they have to do with none but 
marry ’d Women, publickly boaftingthat 
they arc worthy to mix with a Nature 
fo much above their own as is the De- 
vils. It hapned in my time, that a Wo- 
man of great Quality, Mother to two 
Sons who were Chriftians, envy’d by 
her Neighbours not lb much for her 
Beauty, as for her di(honeft Familiarity 
with the Devil, pofitively refufing to 
Ixjcomc a Chriltian, came to die \m La- 
bour, and by the alTiftance of the De- 
vil brought forth two Eggs ; Now it 
being held as moft certain among them, 
that the Devil her Incubus was God of 
the Rivers, they did not bury the Body 
in a Cave, building a Chapel over it as 
is the ufual Cuftom, but carrying it in 
folemn Procefiion to a River call it into 
the Deep, together with the two Eggs, 
faying, Let her go to the Lord of the 
River, finceflie was worthy to have to 
do with him when living. Among the 
common lore this Filthinels is not 
elteem’d an Honour, but they rathgr 
account it a grievous Diliemper wm 
their W^en are thus molefted by ie 
Devil, 45 we (liould their being poflfft. 
Thfcfc W^omen therefore und^and- 
ing that the Religion of the Fathers 


was altogether oppofite to the Devil, 
they imagin’d they might have fome 
Medicine againft this l3iltemper, cal- 
ling Holy Things as the Water of Bap- 
tifm, A^nus Deis, and the like. Medi- 
cines, and therefore came to our Houfe 
to beg fuch Medicines j and by the 
Grace ofGod all thole that carried away 
with them any bit of Agnus Dei, were 
never more molelled by the Devil, yet 
with this diffttence, that thofe who 
were not Chriftians faw the Incubus 
come to the Bed’s-fide^ bm ^Aad- «Dt 
ower to lay hold oii^f^|t!^ouch their 
erfons, whereas theChriftiany^ceiv’d 
he could not come near the Chamber- 
door, which occafion’d feveral to be 
baptiz’d. 

Tho’ thefe Incubi^s Devils appearing other 
in human Shapes, do no harm to the nwnfhoui 
Body, yet fometimes there are others 
that appear in horrid and ftightf'ul 
Shapes, and the Cochin-Chinejes, who 
have often feen, deferibe them after the 
lame manner as we paint them, for ex- 
ample, with a Ctxdt’s Face, a long 
Tail, a Bat's Wings, a hideous Look, 
bloody flaming Eyes ^ and when they 
appear in fuch Shapes , they are much 
fear'd, being then generally hurtful to 
Men, fometimes canying them up to 
the tops of Houles to call them down 
headlong. We once heard a wonderful 
Noife of People in our Street, crying 
out very loud, Maqui Maco, that is, the 
Devil in a monftrous Shape^ whereupon 
fome Gentiles came running to deihe 
us, that lince we had Weapons againft 
thofe evil Spirits we would go relieve 
thole diftreis’d People who were Ini^ 
ited by them. Having recommended 
oifr felves to God, and arm’d our felves 
with Qollcs, Agnus Deis and Rdicks^ 
we went two of us to the place where 
the Devil was,and came lb near,that we ^ 
only wanted turning of a Corner to be 
upon him, when he fuddenly vanifh’d, 
leaving three Prints of Feet upon the 
Pavement, which 1 law, and were above 
two Spans long, with the Marks of a 
Cock’sTalons a^ Spurs.SomdVctribated 
the DeviPs flying to theVirtue of die holy 
Crofs and Rclicks we carry^dwithuSi — — 
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Good Thefe frightful A^ritions God has 
Vifiom. made ufe of to attract many to his holy 
Faith, yet not denying them good Vill- 
ons, as will appear by the following 
Accidents, which hapned before me in 
that Kingdom. The firft was, that as 
^we were one Day in our own Houle, 
''we law a Procedion of a valf multitude 
of People in a Field making towards us, 
whither when they came, being ask'd 
what they would have, they ani'wer’d. 
That a molt beautiful Lady came from 
their Land through the Air, on a Throne 
of bright Qouds, who bid them go to 
• that City, where they Ihould find the 
Fathers, who would Ihew them the fure 
Way to Blifs, and the Knowlege of the 
true God of Heaven. This made us give 
Thanks to the blefled Virgin, whofe this 
great Benefit was own’d to be, and ha- 
ving catechis’d and baptiz’d the People 
lfeTfrflrtH;4;Qrne well pleas’d. 

The leconavvas at another time, F. 


irti.tcis Biizome and I returning home- 
ward together, fuch a multitude of Peo- 
ple came to another place, who having 
paid us very much refpe£f, told F. tmn- 
cH huzome^ they were come to him to 
teach them what he had promis’d them 
the Night before when he was in their 
Town. The Father was altoniih’d at 
their Demand, having never been in the 
place they fpoke of ^ but examining 
into the matter, I found that God of his 
infinite Mercy had caus’d fome Angel in 
the Father’s lhape, or in a Dream had 
given thofe People fome knowledge of 
our holy Faith. The Fame of thele 
Miracles being fpread abroad, fuch num- 
bers of People were converted, that the 
Church given us by the Governour was 
too little, and we were forced to build 
one larger, his Wife, Children, and Kin- 
dred, with many other Chriftians con- 
tributing towards it. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the Churches andChrifiians o/'Faifo, Turon, Cacchiam. 


Wh« the f? Francis deTina being gone to 
Fathers did f • a City of the Japon^s^zs was laid 
« before, he there joyn’d ¥* Peter Marques^ 

and they did great Service in that fcity. 
The lali of them , who was Matter of 
the JaponeJe Tongue, in a Ihort time 
reform’d fome of thole Chrittians who 
were become Libertines, and kept Wo- 
men, and converted many Pagans. The 
other who underttood the Language of 
Cochin-China made many Chriffians,and 
having convinced fome Bonzos and Om- 
/tf/zj, oy that means drew over many 
more to the Holy Faith ^ fo that between 
Japonefes and Cochin - Chinefes , that 
Church for Number and Religious Ob- 
fervance might comppe with many in 
Europe^ fuch was their Piety, Zeal,ite- 
quenting of the Sacraments, and other 
htTum. godly Works. The Church of Turon, 
which we laid in the fccond Chapter of 
this Book, the Heathens burnt down 
during the firft Perfecution, was by God’s 
permiflion rebuilt by means of the Fa- 
thers of the Socie^, who gain’d many 
Chriftians in that City. 

AbundajEcc of People were likewife 
converted to our Faith at Cacchiam s 
which good Work was much forwarded 


by the Omgne^ who on account of the 
Father’s foretelling the Eclipfe fo cer- 
tainly, as was before obferv’d, publickly 
affirm’d, there was no other true Reli- 
gion but that the Father’s taught. This 
was the Stare of Affairs there, when I 
came away out of that Country for Elu- 
rope^ which was in the Year 1622. 

Afterwards by the annual Letters fent 
me by thofe Fathers, my Companions 
left there cultivating that Vineyard, 1 
underttood that there were ftill about a 
thouland converted and baptiz’d in a 
Year, and that Chriftianity flourilh’d 
more than ever it had done at Cacchiam 
panicularly. But now of late they write, 
that the King had forbid any more be- 
coming Chriftians, and threatned to ex- 
pel the Fathers out of the Kingdom, 
and this becaufe the Fortuguefe Trade 
fail’d* Yet it pleas’d God this Perfe- 
cution went no farther, the King being 
latisfy’d, provided one of the Fathers 
went away to Macao ^ to endeavour to 
IK^uade the Fortuguefes to continue 
th^rade, as it feems was afer wards 
donv fo that things are now qulbt, and 
the Fshers continue gaining new Chri- 
ftians Is they did at mft* 
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C H A P. XL 
Of the Kingdom of Tunchim. 


W HEN the Superiours of Macao 
fent me into Cochin-China^ they 
told me, they did not abfolutely defign 
1 fhould continue in chat MiHion, but 
only to learn the Language, that I might 
afterwards difcover the Kingdom of 
Tunchim. For this reafon during thole 
five Years I dwelt there, I almolt made 
it my Bufinefs to enquire into, and get 
certain Information of the Affairs of 
that Kingdom, the Language being the 
fame, as formerly it was but one King- 
dom. I will therefore lay as much of 
it as any way concerns Cochin-China^ 
which has fome dependance upon Tun- 
chim^ and this according to the Accounts 
given me by Natives of Tunchim^ who 
came to the Province of Vulucamhi^ 
where I rcfided moft part of my time 5 
the reft I will leave to the News we 
(hall receive from our Fathers, who arc 
there ftiU making further Difcovcries. 
i Dcfcrip- This Kingdofn, befides Cochin-China 
Km of rim- which belongs to it, contains tour other 
bmu Provinces, all extending equally in 
length and breadth. In the very Center 
of them is the Royal City of Tunchim^ 
from which all the Kingdom takes 
Name, there the Court is kept, and the 
King relides, being encompafs’d on all 
(ides by thofe four Provinces, compo- 
iing a ^uare four rimes as big as Co- 
cbih-Cbina. On the Eaft-fide of this 
Kingdom is the Gulf of Ainam^ into 
which falls a great and navigable River 
that runs down eighteen Leagues from 
the City Tunchin^ and Japonefe Ships 
call’d fonks go up it. This River ge- 
nerally overflows twice a Year, in June 
and Aovember^ drowning almoft half 
the City, but it lafts not long. On the 
South are the Frontiers of Sinuva, the 
Court of Cochi n-China^ as has been ob- 
ferv’d. already. On the North of it is 
without the Defence of a Wall, 
the Trade and Commerce between the 
Cbine/es and Tunchinefcs being fo mu- 
tual and conftant , that it will not al- 
low of Walls and Gates (hut, as th^ 
are againft other Foreigners. This/s 
the Re^n that induces theFather|of 
our Somy to attempt the entranc^ito 
Cl^a that way, knowing they flum not 
on this fide meet with all thJfe Im- 


throughout all the reft of the Kingdom, 
and more ef^cially about Canton. Laft- 
ly. On the Weft it borders on the King- 
dom of Lai^ into which F. Alexander 
Rhodes of Avignon made his way thro’ 

Cochin 0)ina •, and this Kingdom, I am 
of Opinion, cannot but border upon that 
of Tibet ^ newly difeover’d \ which I atrr 
apt to believe, as well by reafon of the 
extent and length of the Land of Tibet 
and Borders of Lj/, becaufe by the 
greatnels and compafs of thefe two 
Kingdoms, itfeems impoflible that any 
other Land fliould lie betwixt them j 
as alfo much more on ac^i^eifW^/! 9 t 
the fame fathers who wre there relate 
ofTiber^ who report that the /arrheft 
Province of Tibet Eaftward borders up- 
on, and trades with a People, who fell 
them Raw Silk and fine Di(hes, like 
thole of Chtna^ and fuch like Commo- 
dities, which we know Tunchim abounds 
in, and fell them to the Law. 

As to the GcJx'ernment of this King- The Go- 
dom it is hereditary , and rufd as fol- vemmenc. 
lows ; The Supreme Regal Dignity re- 
lides in one they call Buna ^ but he of 
himfelf does nothing at all, all things 
being left to his Favourite, whom they 
call Chiuua, whofe Power is lb abfo- 
lute both in Peace and War, that he is 
come by degrees to own no Superiour^ 
the Buna remaining in his Royal Palace, 
quite cut oflF from all Management of 
the Publick Affairs, fatisfy’d with an 
exteriour Refpe£l due to him as a Ibrt 
of Sacred Perfon, and with the Autho- 
rity of making Laws, and confirming 
all Edifls. When the Chiuua dies, he 
always endeavours to have his Son fuc- 
ceed him in the Government j but for 
the moft part it ialls out that the Tu- 
tors of thofe Sons afpiring themfelvfe 
to that Dignity, endeavour to murder 
them, and by that meanspolTefs them- 
felves of the Dignity of Chiuua. 

The Chiuud's Power is fo great, that powcer^ 
fuitable to the bigneis of the Kingdom, 
he is able to bring into the Field three 
or four times the number of Men as 
the King of Cochin-China^ whole Army 
as was faid above amounta to 80000 
Men. Nor is ic any difficult matter 
for the Chiuua^ as often as he pleafes, to 
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caufe the prime Lords^of his Kingdom, 
fuch as among us, Dukes, Marouefles, 
and Earls, are oblig’d in time of War to 
furnifh them at their ownExpcnce. The 
Strength is not above 40000 
Men for his Guard. Yet he is always 
own’d as Superiour to the Chtuua of 
Tunchim^ by the King of' Cochin-China^ 
and by that other Chiuua^ we obferv’d 
in the firft Book to be fled into the Pro- 
vince bordering upon China^ tho’ thele 
are continually at War againft one ano- 
ther and the King of Ixiis bordering 
opon Tunchim^ pays him a certain Tri- 
bute. 

uaeflion. Therefore when we lay this Crown 
is hereditary, it is to be underftood on- 
ly in reference to the Buna^ whole Chil- 
dren always fucceed the Royal Race be- 
ing continu’d in his Family. This is as 
Tmct^ ^ thought fit briefly to lay of 
the ^ingdo Tunchim^ from what I 
could learn of it till my return into Eu* 
rope. 


Since then I have been inform’d, that 
F. Julian Baldinotte^ an Italian born at 
Fij. zona in Tufeany^ was lent inro that 
Kingdom to make fome way for the 
Golpel, and arriv’d from Macao at the 
City Tunchim^ after a Month’s Sail. 
As for what the faid Father found in 
that C ountry, what pafs'd between the 
King and him, the Solemnity of his 
Reception, and the firft Foundation he 
laid to Chrittianit}^ I refer the Reader 
to the Account given lately by that Fa- 
ther himfelf ^ and we arc ftill expell- 
ing ffelh Advices from the other Fa- 
thers, as F. Peter Marques a Portuguefe.^ 
and F. Alexander Rhodes of Avignon ^ 
who we laid before had been in Cichin- 
China^ and are there ftill gaining Chri- 
fiians. We therefore hope both thefe 
Kingdoms of Tunchim and Cochin China., 
will foon be united to the Flock of the 
Church, acknowledging and giving the 
due Ob^ience to the univerlal Pultor 
and Vicar of Chrift our Lord on Earth. 


The CONCLUSION. 


X T is not polfible but that fuch as have 
leaft Inclination to the Difeovery of 
the World, and are moft affefted to 
their own Countries and Homes, muft 
be excited by this Ihort Account to de- 
fire to fee not only the Variety but the 
Truth of fuch ftrange things, which tho’ 
they be not fupematural , m^ yet be 
term’d Miracles of Nature. Such are 
thofe I have faid I faw in Cochi n-Goina^ 
a Land as to its Climate and Seafons of 
the Year habitable, by reafon of the 
ffuitfulnefs of its Soil abounding in Pro- 
vifioDS, Fruit, Birds, and Beafts, and 
the Sea, in choice and delicious Filh j 
and moft healthy, becaufe of the ex- 
cellent 'Temper of the Air, infomuch 
tlyit thofe People do not yet know what 
the Plague is. It is rich in Gold, Sil- 
ver, Sifle, and other things of 
great value, fit for Trade by reafon 
the Ports and refort of all Nations : ^ 
Peaceable, b^ufe of their loving, ge- 
nerous, and fweet Dilbofition : And 
laftly fccure, i»ot only by the Valour 
andTBravery ot ]chc C^hin-Chine/es ac- 
counted fuch by other Countries and 
their Score hf Arms, and Skill in ma- 
naguig them \ but even by Nature, 
^hich has (hut it in on the one fide by 


Alps^ and uncouth Mountains of the 
Kernels. This is that part of the Earth 
call’d Cochin-China y which wants no- 
thing to make it a pan or Heaven, but 
that God (hould fend thuhei a great 
many of his Aneel^ fo S. John Chryfo- 
flora calls Apoftolical Men, and Prea- 
chers of the Gofpel. How eafily would 
the Faith be fpread abroad in this King- 
dom of Cochin-China , where there are 
not thofe Difficulties which we Fathers 
of the Society difpers’d about the Eafl., 
do meet with in other Countries ^ tor 
there is no need here of being difguis’d 
or conceal’d, thefe People admitting of 
all Strangers in their Kingdom, and be- 
ing well pleas’d that every one (hould 
live in his own Religion. Nor is it ne- 
ceflary before Preaching to fpend many 
Years in Itudying theit Letters and Hie- 
roglyphicks, as the Fathers in China do^ 
for here it is enough to learn the Lan- 
guage, which as has been (aid is fo ea- 
fie, that a Man may preach in a Year. 
T|ie People are not (liy, nor do they 
(hjn Strangers, as is praftis’d in other 
Eauetn Nations, but make much of 
ihel^. affeft their Perfons, prizfc their 
Comfflpdities, and commend theft Dp- 
£trine.| Th^ do not lie under that^ 
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the Grace of the Gofpel, that is, the 
BORRL Sin of Sodonny, and others contrary 
to Nature, which is fr^uent in all 
the other Eaftern Countries, the very 
Name whereof the Cocbia-Cbirte^s na- 
turally abhor. In fliort, thefe People 
may very eafily be taught the principal 
Myfteries of our holy Faith, they, as 
we have fliewn, in a manner adoring 
but one only God, accounting the Idols 
as inferiour Saints, allowing the Immor- 
tality of the Soul, Eiernalrunifhments 
for the Wicked, and Blifs for the Juft, 
uling Temples, Saaifices, Proceflions ^ 
fo that changing the Obje£ls, it would 
be eafic to introduce the true Worfliip. 
Thar there will be no difficulty in ma- 
king out the Myftery of the holy Eu- 
charift may appear by the Diftiiiaion 
they make, between the Accidents and 
Subftance of the Meat they provide for 
the Dead, as has been (aid above in this 
Second Book. All thefe things inflame 
the Minds of the Children of the Socie- 
ty, who tho’ rcclufe and (hut up in 
the Colleges and Provinces of Europe^ 
have an ardent Defirc to convert the 


World. And tho’ many of them put it 
in praQice with the Afltftanceof the Ho- 
ly Sec ApoltolicW , which with a Fa- 
therly Care relieves the Miflion of Ja- 
pan i as alfo by his Catholick M^fty 
King Philipp and his Council of the 
Indies^ who fo frequent^ with incre^ . 
dible Bounty fupjply the Eaft and JVefi- 
Indies with Minilters of the Golpcl, yet 
it is impolhble that thele two great 
Pillars which fupport other mighty 
Weights, and bear almoft all the World 
on their Shoulders, can (ufficiendy fup- 
ply all that daily occurs and is difeo- 
ver’d. I therefore truft in God, that 
bis Divine Providence will rouze up 
fome generous Soul, infiam’d with the 
Zeal of God’s Honour, to lend and 
maintain fome Evangelical Minifters, 
who fatisfy’d with a religious and poor 
Suftenance, may convey tl^Fooc^f 
the Golbel not only rhfpiagilCK 
0)ina^ but unto the great Kiqgdom of 
Tunchim^ founding a Church and Cbri- 
ftian Flo^ that may compare with the 
moft renowned in the World,
